1 July. 1380. Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

Galba, B. vu. Wrote last on the 27th Jane, by Antony, usher of the Emperor’s 

59. chamber, who went to England after the Audiencer, “ with his despatch, 

B. M. containing, as the Emperor, my Lady, the lord Berghes and the Chancellor 

showed me, like resolution as was before to me declared for the answer 
upon the contents of your grace’s writings, dated the 20th and 23rd, and 
also all the particulars of the news of Spain, and invasions made by the 
Frenchmen against the realm of Castile.” The Emperor has since heard 
that the French have sent a number of lanceknights and horse towards 
Navarre to join their first army, but as they will take 40 days on the road, 
it is thought the Constable will do the best he can before their arrival, 
wherein amongst these noblemen of Spain I find different opinions. Some 
think the French, being inferior in power and in want of victuals, will be 
driven out; others say they will quarter their army in Pampeluna and 
Stella till their succors come, where they will lack no victuals, and will 
not be easily driven out in the Emperor’s absence, especially considering 
the variance between the Constable and the duke of Naggere touching the 
command of the army; the Duke claiming it as viceroy of Navarre, and the 
I Constable as the Emperor’s lieutenant general in Castile. Wise men think 

they will prefer the interest of the crown to their private quarrels, yet that 
if the French have determined to keep those two towns, AJva and Fonseca 
will not find it easy to expel them. It will be more easy in winter than in 
summer, when the French can have no victuals from beyond the mountains, 
and will be unable to keep Navarre, while the Spaniards hold Maya and 
the towns upon the frontier. 

To promote the Emperor’s going iuto Spain I advised the Duke and 
Fonseca to urge the Emperor to the truce. They said they had already 
persuaded him to it, but for no longer than six months, and on condition 
that the French should not make any fortification or repairs,; and other 
conditions ; to which I believe they will not agree. Am told by Berghes 
and the Chancellor that the Emperor is making all preparations ; and since 
I last wrote, lord Ligney has been appointed to bring 600 horse, who told me 
yesterday he was to leave this morning, and by the 20th inst. to have his

company. Ail other lords make the best provision according to the number 
granted. The Bp. of Luke is gone to his country to set forward his portion. 
The Emperor’s gentlemen and pensioners have been warned by the Great 
Master to be horsed and barded by the said time. Two servants of Francis 
Seken are come ; I cannot tell for what, but I suppose to have the money 
and perform the covenants made with the Emperor ; because the Chancellor 
told me this morning at dinner that I should see shortly that though the 
Emperor was young, he had a great heart, and many lords of Almain 
would serve him, though the King would not assist him. The Swiss were 
to have kept a diet on St. John’s Day, at the request of the French, “ for

176. ( thence they shall have none.” Nassau will not besiege Bolion, but remain 

B- M - with his army in a strong place on the Mase. The Emperor did not 
accept the offers of the estates, but commanded them to come before him on 
the 4th inst., thinking that the good will showed by those of Flanders will 
induce them to do more than they promised. While I was with the Chan¬ 
cellor this morning, the Emperor sent him word that the King of Denmark 
had arrived at Antwerp, he could not tell with what company. The Em¬ 
peror had intended to leave for Antwerp on Wednesday, but will now stay 
till the Monday after to receive the said King. I will send another post 
within two days. Brussels, 1 July 1521. Signed. 

P.S. in Spinelly 1 a hand: —Don Ferdinando, after the celebration of the 
marriage with great triumph, kept the estates of Austria, Styria, Carinthia 
and Carnyola, which have granted him 400,000 florins of gold, and was 
coming to a town in Tyrol where the estates were likewise assembled to 
grant an aid ; after which he is expected here. The Emperor has sent the 
Admiral and others to the King of Denmark at Antwerp with horses for 
his own person, which is a token of his coming by sea.

1383. Wolsey to Henry VIII. 

R. O. “ As I had made the expedition of Sir Richard Wingfield,” Haneton, 

St. P. 1 .17. audiencer to the Emperor, arrived, whose charge was much the same 
as that made to your grace by the Emperor’s ambassador; only, as the 
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French king has surprised Navarre and besieged Lagroyne, the Emperor 
is loth to make any compromise, and demands aid against France of 
England, according to the treaties. “ I have in such wise, by my going 
to Calais, under such form and manner as was concluded by your grace 
at your last being with your council, contented him, that I do perceive he 
shall not much press your grace for giving of assistance ” until a straiter 
union be made betwixt the Emperor and the King. Though the Emperor 
desires the acceleration of Wolsey’s journey to Calais, Wolsey has told 
the Audiencer he cannot repair thither without a promise from the 
Emperor to make no arrangement with France without the King’s know¬ 
ledge and consent, according to a minute which he sends ; to which, 
after long debating, the Audiencer thought his master would agree. Wing¬ 
field will tell him more, and will be at Windsor with Haneton and the 
Emperor’s ambassador tomorrow night.* Westminster. 

Hears from lord Berners that your money, as yet, has not cbme to Calais. 
This occasions suspicion. Signed. 

P.S.—Has received letters from lord Dacres, which he sends. The duke 
of Albany and the lords of Scotland have concluded in their Parliament 
to invade England on Sept. 2nd. My lord Steward (Shrewsbury) must be 
sent to prevent it. Has great difficulty to induce him to take this charge, 
in consequence of his bodily indisposition, as Sir Thos. Bulleyn will tell 
the King. Fears Albany will destroy the young king of Scotland.

ii. Minute enclosed of the oath to betaken by Charles V. that he will not 
treat with the French king without Henry’s consent, while the cardinal of York 
is at Calais treating for a closer union between Charles and Henry, and of 
the variances between the former and the French king, provided that this 
closer union be concluded within three months after Wolsey’s arrival at 
Calais.

1384 Fitzwilliam and Jerningham to Henry YIII. 

The Wednesday “after I (Fitzwilliam) departed from your grace, 
I arrived here, where the French king lieth.” Was a whole day and half 
a night at [sea. Landed at Saudgate, and was forced to take cart-horses to 
Boulogne. Next morning he and Jerningham went to Francis, requesting 
him to submit all differences to the king of England, which he has agreed to 
do in the largest manner. He also spoke of his big ship. Fitzwilliam 
desires to see it and the New Haven, and meet the Cardinal at Calais. 
As Jerningham’s charge has expired, he wishes to know what he is to do. 
Dargilly, 2 July. Signed.

1885. Fitzwilliam and Jerningham to [Wolsey]. 

On Wednesday after leaving you I arrived here, where the French 
king lies, two posts from Dijon towards Lyons, though I lay a day and half 
a night at sea; and at Sandgate, a league from Calais, could get nothing 
but cart-horses to Bullen. Having made Jerningham privy to my charge, 
went with him next morning to the court, and delivered to the French king 
the letters from the King and you, and afterwards the articles. Francis 
said he thought it strange that the King wished him to submit to his arbi-

tration, for no king of France had ever bound himself in such fashion, 
but he would yield to the Kiug’s request as much as he could with honor. 
We said he might be sure the King would regard Francis’s honor as his 
own. We then declared our credence, which he liked right well, and de¬ 
livered the minutes of the compromise and truce ; on which he promised to 
consult with his council, and give us an answer in two or three days. 

Went next to my Lady and the Admiral, and delivered the letters from 
the King and you. They promised to persuade the King to do as much 
as he could with honor. Asked the Admiral what day we should come 
for an answer. He said the King was lodged in a village, and his Chan¬ 
cellor and council were at a distance from the court; so he told us to wait 
till Sunday. Came to the court that morning, when the King looked 
more strangely upon us, and said he found the truce was as much for the 
Emperor’s advantage as could be, as the Emperor would have time to put 
his army in readiness within the eight months, and he would be bound 
to give the Emperor’s men passage through his countries by land and 
water, in harness or out of harness, provided they were not more 
than .... in a company, and if he submitted to the compromise, the King 
might do what he liked with France. We said the minutes of the com¬ 
promise and truce had been drawn up only to show him your mind, and if 
he disliked any point, it should be amended, provided he gave the King 
power to act as mediator. This answer he took well, and said he would 
give the King as large powers as ever king of France granted for such a 
cause to Pope, Emperor, King or Cardinal. This he does only for the 
King’s sake, for he was never more unwilling to treat with the Emperor, 
who has been spending 40,000 ducats to foment insurrection in Milan, 
when the Venetians came to aid the duchy with 3,000 foot and 500 spears. 
He says that when the truce is concluded, if the King is not satisfied with 
the authority conferred upon him, he will grant as full powers as any of 
his predecessors have done in like case. 

Went afterwards to my Lady, who said she thought everything in the 
truce, and the authority given by her son to the King, was well, except that 
the day of the truce was very short; but she hoped that when it was once 
made it would be lengthened. She could, not bring her son to grant it for 
any longer space, but said that if it were once taken, she would tell us more. 
Think from this they would not be sorry to have peace. Went next to the 
Admiral, who said Francis thought it strange the King required him to 
be bound, and also took strangely some words uttered by the King, we 
know not to whom, that if he did not consent to this bond, the King would 
be obliged to aid the King Catholic. He said that yesterday the Pope’s 
ambassador cautioned Francis against trusting the king of England, and 
Francis replied “ that the amity he had with his ma[ster and] with all 
princes christened was in writing, and the amity he had [with the] King 
his brother was in his heart, and by words the one spo[ke to the] other; 
and there should no man make him to mistrust the [King his] brother till 
he saw with his eyes that he trusted never to see.” From all we can see 
we think they desire peace above all things, though they try to disguise their 
wish; because, first, they think the [Emperor] better provided than they 
had expected ; and, second, if they may rest with Navarre, they have what 
they desire. They say they have sent to their ambassador theTpower] they 
have given to the King, and the truce sealed with the French king’s 
Beal. Enclose a copy, “ for the same is in Latin, which we understand not.” 
The French king told us that, notwithstanding this, he will reinforce his 
army in Navarre with 4,(XX) foot and 500 men-at-arms, as he hears the 
Spaniards are augmenting theirs. There is a report here that the Swiss 
are coming to perform the things agreed between them and the French.

Beg to be recalled. Jerningham’s charge is expired, Mid Fitzwilliam 
requests you to remember your promise, made when he left you. The 
French king desired me, Fitzwilliam, to visit his great ship on my way 
home. Was glad of tho offer, being desirous to see the New Haven. 
Beg you will hasten the despatch of my successor, that I may go that way, 
view the haven, and meet you at Calais, to report upon it. Have not 
written to Wingfield of the contents of this letter, not knowing how you and 
the King would take the matter. According to Wolsey’s last, which Jer* 
ningham received when Fitzwilliam was in England, the former spoke to 
the Admiral, as on his own account, for the payment of [the King’s] money. 
He was very angry that the money [had not been] paid, and said that 
neither the King nor he knew [anything] thereof, and the fault was with 
the receiver. It should be paid without fault by the last of June. Have 
not despatched the post till today, as they promised that we should have 
the article, which we enclose, yesterday, and it was yesterday night before 
we got it. Asked the Admiral what persons w r ere to come to Calais. He 
said they would fain know who were coming from the Emperor. Perceive, 
however, they will appoint men of the most credit, the Chancellor, the 
Admiral and Robertet. Dargilly, 2 July. Signed.

Francis received news on the 2nd that the castle of Messancourt 
had surrendered on assault. The garrison desired that their lives might 
be spared, and ransoms accepted, which was granted. Spoke with the 
Admiral, who still puts us off from day to day, for an answer to the articles 
delivered by us, saying they have no answer yet from the frontiers ; but 
we think they would that La Batie should be in England before we know 
what answer they will make ; or else, as we have written before, they are 
about some enterprise.

Have sent Sir Hen. Marney to declare to you the news sent by 
Fitzwilliam, and the charge of La Baty, but since then both the Emperor’s 
ambassadors and myself think it necessary that the audiencer Haneton 
should go to the Emperor with Sir Ric. Wingfield to inform him of what 
the French king will consent to, and to persuade him to agree to the same, 
as they think he will, if the bond of promise be made to your grace accord¬ 
ing to the minute lately sent. Nothing now remains but to sign the letters 
I send by Richmond, and to write with your own hand to lady Margaret. 
At my poor house beside Westminster, this evening. Signed.

1388. Lorenzo Aleandri de’ Galeazzi to Luigi Aleandro 

de’ Galeazzi. 

Robert de la Marck has rebelled against the Emperor by counsel of 
his wife. Nassau, being sent against him with 12,000 or 14,000 men, has 
taken three places in a few days. Francis has sent Alen<;on with 20,000 
men, who have crossed the Meuse, and forced Nassau to retire to Luxem¬ 
burg. When the Emperor heard the news he raised his hands to Heaven 
and said, “ 0 God, I praise thee that this war has not been begun by me, 
and that this king of France seeks to make me greater than I am ! Thanks 
be to thee always that thou hast given me the means to defend myself. I 
hope shortly either I shall be a poor Emperor, or he a poor king of France.” 
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Lorenzo Aleandrt de’ Galeazzi to Luigi Aleandro de’ Galeazzi — cont. 
Francis has been assisting the kiDg of Navarre’s son, who has taken pos¬ 
session of the kingdom. It is expected to be a very great war, yet that it 
will not be expensive to the Emperor. The diet at Worms has promised 
him 20,000 foot, and 4,000 horse. Don Ferdinand is getting ready 10,000 
foot and a number of horse from Austria, Carinthia and the Tyrol. The 
lords of Brabant and Flanders offer 1,000 lances for Burgundy, and five 
horses for every lance ; the duke of Culiagli, 1,000 horse and 800 foot; the 
archbishop of Cologne, 800 horse and 300 foot. 

Tho king of Denmark, Charles’s brother-in-law, has come with great 
triumph to do him honor, and entered Brussels today. I have seen him. 
He is a man of 36 or 38 years of age, well formed, neither large nor small 
in person, with a black beard, and the face (effigie) of an Italian ;—is said 
to be prudent and discreet. The Emperor, with all his court and a magni¬ 
ficent army, went more than ten miles to meet him, and gave him a grand 
reception, both for his relationship, and because they had never seen each 
other. Tho king of Denmark gives the Emperor 3,000 horse and 5,000 
foot; the king of Portugal, who has married his other sister, gives him 
10,000 foot for one year ; the king of Hungary, who has married a third 
sister, gives 2,000 horse and 3,000 foot for one year ; the bishop of Liege, 
De la Marck’s brother, gives him 500 foot and 100 lances for one year. 
The Emperor has raised 12,000 foot and 800 horse, under Francis Seck- 
inghem, which it is thought he will send with the cardinal of the Swiss 
to Milan. In Spain there are 25,000 men going to recover Navarre. The 
cities which had rebelled have yielded, and offer a good number of men. 
John de Patiglim (Padilla) and three other captains are beheaded. The 
bishop of Zamora is put in prison. All these troubles were stirred up by 
the king of France. 

Last Sunday, 30 June, the Emperor sent the Swiss cardinal into his 
country to turn the party that is in agreement with France, and to make 
them go with the duke of Barri, whose brother, the late duke of Milan, 
is still imprisoned in France. The French king gives him every year 
36,000 cr., and he keeps a fine court, but can never hope to leave the 
country. 1,200 lances are expected from Naples, and 6,000 Spanish foot 
and men from High Germany. The Suabian league has risen against the 
duke of Wirtemberg, who was expelled by the emperor Maximilian, and is 
attempting to recover his duchy. The Emperor has ordered all his barons 
to be ready with their men on the 20th. He is making two armies of 
150,000 men, the one in Spain, and the other against France. The French 
king has lately taken some merchant vessels in the English Channel, coming 
from Spain to Antwerp, on which the Emperor has seized the goods of all 
French merchants in Antwerp. The Emperor is much influenced by his 
aunt Margaret, whom he regards like a mother j and it is said she has often 
advised him to agree with France, but he has always answered, “No, 
Madame, if I were to agree with him now, in two months he would begin 
to give me trouble.” 

Expects to leave for Antwerp in two days, from which we shall go to 
Calais. It is expected there will be another meeting (che n hanno 
a ritrovar) with the king and queen of England, and their daughter, 
now seven* years old, who was promised to the French king, but it 
is said for certain will be married to the Emperor, which will be the 
destruction of France. There has been a tumult in Milan, the king of 
France having attempted to levy a tax of 600,000 ducats. One of the 
Pallavicini has brought together 800 or 400, some say 800, of the outlaws. 
The nuptials of Don Ferdinand have been performed most sumptuously.

1392. Erasmus to Pace. 

Wishes that some “ Deus ex machina ” would bring to a happy con¬ 
clusion the tragedy which Luther has so inauspiciously begun. He has 
put a sword into the hands of his foes, and seems bent on his own destruc¬ 
tion, though often advised by Erasmus and other friends to moderate the 
sharpness of his style. His bitterness is such, that even if all he writes 
were true, it would not turn to good account. Fears that the Jacobites 
and theologians will use their victory immoderately, especially those of 
Louvain, who have a private hatred against Erasmus, and have found amo6t 
convenient instrument for that purpose in Aleander. He is furious enough 
by nature, and requires no additional prompting. The most abusive 
pamphlets fly about on all sides ; all of which Aleander attributes to 
Erasmus, though of many he had never heard except from Aleander. 
Luther acknowledges his own books, and attributes the “Captivity of 
Babylon ” to Erasmus. Must be very prolific to produce so many books 
while so hard at work in revising the New Testament and correcting 
St. Augustine, besides other studies. There is not a syllable of his in all 
Luther’s books, and he has never published anything abusive. 

They are now showing that Luther has taken a great deal from his books, 
as if he had not taken still more from Paul’s Epistles. Sees now that the 
Germans wish to drag him into Luther’s affairs, against his will. It is a 
foolish plan, more likely to alienate him. What help could he give Luther, 
if he shared his danger, except that two would perish for one ? Cannot 
sufficiently admire the spirit in which he writes. He has taught many 
things, but spoilt them by intolerable evils. Every one has not strength 
for martyrdom. Fears that if any tumult were to arise he would imitate 
St. Peter ; and therefore follows Popes and Emperors when they make good 
laws, and bears with them when they pass bad ones. They are again 
attacking him for the dialogue upon Julius; and leave nothing untried to 
hinder, not so much him as learning, which they do not like to see so 
flourishing. Christ will protect him, whose cause all his writings will servo 
when Luther has departed in ashes. Everywhere preachers and theo¬ 
logians are sounding their own praises. Wise princes should take care

1393. Wolsey to Fitzwilliam and Jerningham. 

After sending his last their servant arrived ; and Labaty delivered 
to the Cardinal the French king’s commission for arbitrating the differences 
between him and the Emperor. They are therefore not to deliver Wolsey’s 
last letters to Francis, but say that “ the King and I, being contented ” with 
his proposal, will refuse no labor to establish unity ; that it was never 
intended “ to bring the Emperor to semblable bonds” without the full know¬ 
ledge and consent of the French king. This desire of mediation does not 
proceed from the Emperor, who cannot condescend to it, since the surprise 
of Navarre, without derogation to his honor, but from the king of England, 
who has with great difficulty prevailed upon him to send chief personages 
of his council to meet Wolsey at Calais. The King has despatched Sir 
Richard Wingfield with Haneton to persuade the Emperor to accept one 
of the three ways proposed by Francis. Begs that Francis will consent 
that Wolsey’s coming to Calais may be deferred till the end of the month 
instead of the 25th ; “ wherein I trust the French king will make no 
difficulty, considering that the same respite is only desired for the com¬ 
modity of my transporting without any colour, covyne or fraud.”

1394. Sir Richard Wingfield. 

Instructions to Sir Richard [Wingfield] “ touching such answer as 
he shall make to the Emperor upon the overtures committed to him on the 
said Emperor’s behalf to be declared to the King’s highness.” 

After delivery of the King’s letters in answer to those brought by him 
from the Emperor, he is to say that although the King, hearing his charge, 
had caused his expedition to be made, yet on learning the arrival of 
Haneton, he delayed him till the latter should have had audience. As 
the sole object of his charge relates to the coming of Wolsey to CalaiB, 
whose despatch was specially desired by the Emperor, he is to say the King 
has determined to send him to Calais by the end of this month ; and though 
the King formerly demanded letters of compromise to be made by the Em¬ 
peror, authorizing him to act as mediator with the French king, yet as 
he understands from the Audiencer that this is objected to, the King is 
willing that, on the Emperor desiring him by letters to send the Cardinal 
to Calais, and requesting the Cardinal by like letters to come, and binding 
liimself to the King not to treat with France in the meantime in the manner 
contained in a minute delivered to the said Sir Richard, the Cardinal 
shall, on the receipt of those writings, immediately accelerate his setting 
forth. 

Touching the letters of requisition, the King desires them, because, having 
no authority in authentic writing, and not yet having been required by the 
parties to be a mediator, he could not with honor either meddle himself, or 
send the Cardinal to discuss the matters at variance, as on his arrival at 
Calais they might refuse to treat with him. The English ambassador at 
the French court has been charged to make instance for similar letters from 
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the French king. Neither the King nor the Cardinal will do anything in 
the matter without the Emperor’s knowledge and consent.

6 July. 1395. The Bishop of Elna and Haneton to Chables Y. 

Moo. Habs. Haneton arrived about noon on Monday. Informed the Cardinal 

219 . immediately, knowing that Wingfield had his despatch to return to the 
Emperor. Wolsey ordered them to attend on him instantly, which they 
did, and found Wingfield there ready to start. He was commanded by 
Wolsey to wait till he had heard their charge. On asking that the King 
should declare for Charles, Wolsey answered that he would do it willingly, 
observing the conditions of the treaties, which should be examined by learned 
men. Answered that by the treaty of Canterbury he was bound to give 
prompt assistance. This he denied, because at the beginning and end of 
the said treaty it is stated that the two princes shall be bound by the 
arrangements made by Wolsey and the late marqnis d’Arschot, which came 
to nothing. Said that there were many clauses which could not refer to 
such arrangements, and by these clauses the two princes are bound to 
assist each other in case of invasion by France. He disputed it, and at 
length said that Wingfield’s despatch disagreed with their charge ; for they 
insisted on the declaration and aid, while Charles did not intend to com¬ 
promise his differences with France, or to grant a truce. He asked them how 
he could cross the sea to meet imperial deputies without incurring suspicion 
from France, but offered to do so if he could with honor. We said the King 
might send him to Calais in accordance with the overtures made by Francis, 
when these matters could be treated of without suspicion. He replied that 
he would not cross without authority, and without a cessation of war. 
Replied, that authority would come from Francis, according to his writing, 
and that the Emperor would not grant it before him, and would by no 
means grant a truce. After consideration he offered to cross on two con¬ 
ditions:—1. If the Emperor would promise not to treat with the French 
while he was across the sea, and until the matters between him and Eng¬ 
land were settled: 2. If, on his arrival at Calais, he were authorized to 
cause hostilities to cease. Said that the demand for such a promise was 
not honorable, and would make the Emperor think he was not trusted; that 
they had no charge about a truce, to which the Emperor could not honorably 
consent. 

On this he took leave of them, bidding them return at nine the next day, 
and asked them to consider these overtures, or to devise others, by which 
he could pass to Calais with honor. Waited on him at the hour fixed, and 
found with him Mons. de Durem, the master of the Rolls, and Wingfield. 
He showed them a minute, drawn up by himself and the others, sc. that during 
the communication between the deputies of Charles and Francis, and until 
the principal matters are concluded between Charles and Henry, the former 
should not be able to treat with the French without the seal and consent of the 
latter; and be maintained that Henry was not bound to aid Charles until the 
conditions and solemnities mentioned in the treaty were performed, and asked 
their advice about the form of the letters requiring Francis and Charles to 
send their deputies. Again said they had no power to devise or make any 
writings, but that the Emperor would sooner consent to the obligation if it 
was reciprocal. Remained at his house all day debating these conditions, 
both before and after dinner. The Cardinal finally said, they should go the 
next day to the King, who was at Windsor. Were accompanied by Wing¬ 
field, and on their arrival were conducted to their lodging in the house of 
the Dean of the Chapel, within the castle. Pace and Wingfield supped with 
them, and the former brought word from the King, on his return from hunt¬ 
ing, that he would see them the next morning. Pace and Wingfield came to 
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The Bishop of Elna and Haneton to Chasles Y.— cont. 
them the next morning between 10 and 11, and after some conversation 
with the duke of Suffolk and “le conte Duxcestre” (earl of Worcester ?) 
in a hall adjoining the King’s chamber, were told that the King would dine 
before seeing them, and that they were to dine with the said lords and my 
lord Acant (of Canterbury ?). 

After dinner, were taken to his chamber ; presented the letters and 
declared the charge to him. He received them kindly, but said he could 
not declare himself promptly, for many reasons ; among others, that he had 
not been called upon in time according to the treaties, for which he was 
very sorry; that his declaration could only damage the Emperor, for the 
enemy was prepared, and he was not. He thinks the Emperor should 
merely defend himself, at as little expense as possible, until they have de¬ 
termined the time and manner of a joint expedition, but he cannot declare 
himself till such determination be made. He agrees with Wolsey’s plan, 
that he should be sent to Calais, under color of hearing the grievances of 
both parties ; and when he cannot arrange them, he should withdraw “ vers 
vostre mageste,” to treat of the matters aforesaid. But for all our remon¬ 
strances he will not declare himself, or forbear insisting on the obligation. 
Wingfield has been despatched to explain his intentions. Both the King 
and Cardinal talked for a long time about the Emperor’s affairs, ami 
said he ought to return to Spain, for his affairs there would never be in 
order without his presence. The Cardinal said he had heard of contentions 
between the duke of Najara and the Constable, which retarded the reduction 
of Navarre. They warn him not to enter France and incur great expense 
until they have arranged a joint expedition. He agrees with them that the 
time is propitious for the recovery of what he and his predecessors have 
always claimed, but that a joint expedition is necessary. The Cardinal 
proposes a league of the Pope, the Emperor, England, Portugal, Denmark, 
Hungary, the Duke of Savoy, the Swiss, and others. They say, as neither 
Power is ready for action, a truce is necessary to put the Low Countries into 
a state of safety, which Henry promises to protect in his absence, and to 
arrange, for his return to Spain. 

To their objection that, a truce could not be made without the consent of 
his Spanish subjects, and other friends and allies, they say it ought not 
to be opposed, its object being merely to gain the King’s aid, and to put 
affairs in safety. They think some success should be gained on his part, 
before the truce. They say they are sure of the Pope, and understand 
that the king of France is not so sure of the Swiss as he gives out. The 
said King has excused the nonpayment of the pension for last May on 
account of his great expenses, and asks Henry to lend him a sum of money, 
which he declines, on account of his own expenses, and the suspicion it 
might cause. They have not heard from France for 15 days. Have 
always insisted on a reciprocal promise of not treating with France, if 
they wished for one from the Emperor ; but they will nowise agree to it, 
saying the cases are not similar, for they have treaties with France as 
good as they could wish, and that when t hey declare for you, the pensions 
from France will be immediately lost. 

While writing, have received his letters stating that the king of Denmark 
has arrived at Antwerp. Informed Wolsey immediately, but he had heard 
of it, and showed them letters he had prepared from Henry to the Em¬ 
peror and the said King, in congratulation for his arrival. Found Wingfield 
there, ready to set out. Both the Cardinal and the King have great trust 
in him. He has fulfilled the Emperor’s charge faithfully, and has benefited 
his affairs by his arrival. He bears a despatch in reply to his charge and 
to theirs, a proposition for abstinence of war, and a minute of the obliga¬ 
tion for not treating with France. Haneton will remain till he hears the 
Emperor’s pleasure.

1398. Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote last on the 7th. Has spoken with the lord of Isselstein 
respecting the troops, which will be little less than 40,000 foot and 10,000 
horse. They have brought hither 40 great pieces of ordnance of the 
emperor Maximilian’s that were at Lyndo, and have provided ammunition, 
so that the French king is in great danger. Their money is princi¬ 
pally that left by Chievres; and with other aids they will lack no money. 
Nassau is in great estimation, and is totally minded to servo the Emperor. 
The duke of Alba Founteseca, with other noblemen of Spain, are preparing 
for the war. The Swiss will not serve the French. Seveubarg has gone to 
cardinal Sion. The Emperor is sending into Spain, by England, D. Urtado, 
de Mendosa, to acquaint the council of Castile with the Emperor’s inten¬ 
tion to invade France. Jer. Adorno has landed on the coast of Genoa, 
and taken Chavery. An insurrection is expected in Milan. It is said 
that the Pope has declared for the Emperor. Lescue had arrived on the 
22nd at Parma, and by a trick had nearly taken possession of Rigeo, be¬ 
longing to the Pope. Several were hurt; among others, Alexander Triulcio. 
Understands that the Pope has sent to the Swiss, and will attack the 
French in Milan. The Emperor leaves this afternoon for Mechlin, Ant¬ 
werp and Ghent. Signed.

The King still complains of pains in his head, “and resumes falling 
out of the same,” so that he will not be able to write to the lady Margaret 
with his own hand, and you can order the matter as you please. He is 
surprised that the French king has not sent the money to Calais, as the 
day of payment is so far past; but he does not “ mislike ” the French 
news you sent yesterday, especially in two points, that Francis will grant 
him as great authority in mediation as any of his predecessors have done 
in like case, and that the truce may be prorogued by him.

As the English ambassador tells me a courier leaves tomorrow, I 
write as usual, although there is no news of importance. Troops are 
being levied everywhere against the French by authority of the Emperor, 
whom the Pope openly favors. Although it is reported that both armies 
are waiting the signal for battle, and every possible exertion is made to 
collect troops, there are people who think that peace is discussed, and that 
the matter rests with the King, who will soon hold a conference, as they say, 
with the Emperor. Others say that you will meet the Emperor at Brussels, 
and arrange the whole matter. All expect some great deed worthy of 
yourself and the King, and which will show your affoction for the Holy 
See. It is rumored that the citadel of Milan has been struck by lightning. 
This has caused great terror, and the superstitious observe that the Pope 
declared for the Emperor on the same day.

1402. Clerk to [Wolsey]. 

Received his letter dated xx . . June. Disclosed to the Pope the 
King’s anxiety to make peace with him, the French king and the Emperor. 
The French king will consent to a truce of a year, remitting to the King 
the disputes between him and the Emperor ; and though the Emperor is at 
present unwilling, until the injuries done him in Navarre are redressed, the 
King thinks he will be persuaded. Told the Pope that the King intended to 
send Wolsey over to Calais for that purpose, and thinks that some notable 
person should be sent to the congress from the Pope. He answered that 
the King’s highness, at the writing of his last letters, knew little “ what 
presumption and insolency the Frenchmen had us\ed~\ with his Holiness 
lately, and showed me how that very lately, long since the practice begun 
of this arbitrament, the French king sent unto his Holiness ,” desiring to 
obtain a brief from him that he should not make any arbitrament with the 
Emperor. The Pope wishes the King to be informed of this, how he had 
refused. He also complained that the French king never observed his 
word or his treaty with the Pope, had supported the duke of Urbino against 
him and the duke of Ferrara, although he is bound to deliver Ferrara 
to the Pope, and has even comprehended the Duke in the last league with 
the Swiss. His Holiness says that so long as he is ruled by his mother 
and the Admiral, his word is not to be taken, and that the Admiral had 
4,000 ducats from the Duke; the French king's mother a coffer of gold, 
worth 5,000; Lautrec many presents. The Pope will not give his consent 
to anything to be done between the French king and the Emperor, as he 
knows that the former will break the league, when he feels inclined. He 
says it is high time to punish the insolence of France, and he will spend his 
blood to drive them out of Italy. 

Then Clerk demanded, why Francis had asked for a brief f The Pope 
replied, “ Ut posset ostendere breve, et facere me odibilem principibus.” He 
thinks that the king of England should not make any peace between the 
French and the Emperor, and is unwilling to consent to it, for he has 
seized on Reggio, and is too dangerous in Italy ; the King would do better 
to assist in restraining him; and if any such arbitrament were made it would

be lost labor. No other decision touching “ the ways of arbitrament ” could 
Clerk obtain from him. He declines sending an envoy to Calais, and asked 
when the King intended to cross the sea. Clerk told him, as soon as the 
two sovereigns and his holiness were agreed, and had authorised Henry 
to act as arbitrator. The Pope said he would send a Cardinal if there 
were time, but declines sending De Medici, whose presence at Florence is 
needful to keep the commonalty in order. He is consulted by the Pope in 
all things. The Pope acknowledges that he told the French ambassador 
that my lady princess {Mary) should marry the Emperor, as it was openly 
talked about. On Clerk taxing him that they reported out of Germany 
that his Holiness had signified to the Emperor that he would have con¬ 
cluded with him, had he not been dissuaded by Clerk, he exclaimed, “ Ipsi 
mentiuntur de nobis. Absit quod talia unquam facer emus'' And upon 
Clerk telling him that though the King had been credibly informed, yet 
he could not believe that he would for his honor divulge what the King told 
him for his interest, the Pope asseverated that such words never passed his 
lips. Thinks the Pope will not remain neutral, as he has joined the 
Emperor; “ and as the Emperor and the King's highness do, he will be 
ready always to do jthe same .... And so he bringeth in always the 
King's highness in all such manner communications. What he meaneth 
thereby I cannot tell.” Has remonstrated on his so soon joining the 
Emperor, without effect. They are all so bent on “down with the French¬ 
men,” whom they think weak, and the Emperor strong. They have been so 
badly treated by the French that a rebellion is likely to break out. 

Has talked with the Pope’s counsel, but cannot perceive that the Pope 
intends to send to Calais any others than are now at Rome ; if any, “ it shall 
be the card. Campeggio.” Card, de Medici is now at Florence, and has 
appointed a person for Clerk to see when he has anything to do with the 
King’s matters. Card, de Medici shall have knowledge of Wolsey’s pleasure 
on every point. The card. St. George is dead. Card. Cibo, the Pope’s 
nephew, has his office; Card, de Medici, his house at Rome. Rome, 9 July.

1403. Clerk to [Wolsey]. 

On the 29th ult. a courier left with Wolsey s bulls of legation, and 
such faculties the like of which have not been seen in England for many 
years. He was sent by way of Almainc because of the breach between the 
Pope and the French. The former is very angry with France for invading 
Reggio ; otherwise he would not so soon have made an agreement with the 
Emperor. The Pope says he has not yet come to any conclusion. He 
has, however, gone so far that he cannot retract. He has given the inves¬ 
titure of Naples, and taken, last St. Peter's Day, “ a white horse right 
freshly and richly decked for the homage and cense thereof? On Clerk 
remonstrating with him for so doing without consulting England, as he 
had promised, the Pope said, “ What will you that we should do, these 
Frenchmen be so proud ? They be of such power, and we be so nigh their 
danger .... Wherefore high necessity compelleth us now to fall in with 
these Spaniards, and to grant unto them many things .” Yesterday the 
Pope sent for him, and told him that Francis had excused himself for what 
had been done at Reggio, but his deputies in the duchy of Milan daily send 
letters to threaten his Holiness. He said “ that the Frenchmen had already 
sent forwards fourteen greaLpieces of artillery by a river called the Po;” and 
the Venetians had raised a power in Brescia, which the French boast is 
at their disposal. He desires that the French King should be advertised from 
England to desist. He complains much of their double-deeding, and has sent 
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Vit.B. iv. 117.

500 men-at-arms and 6,000 foot to Reggio. The Emperor is drawing forces 
towards the confines of Milan. The marquis of Mantua is captain-general 
of the Pope's army, and has with him Prosper Colonna, an experienced 
general. The lord Manfrede Palavisyn has been taken, and discovery 
made by him of certain treatises written in Milan against the French. 
Several Milanese gentlemen, to avoid suspicion, have offered to leave the 
city. It is thought the French are making these preparations to secure 
Milan. A tower in the castle there has been struck down by thunder, which 
is interpreted as an omen of the extermination of the French power. The 
duke of Albany's factor at Rome reports that his master will be shortly in 
Scotland, and with him Rose Blanche. Has been at considerable expense 
in despatching couriers. Wishes Wolsey to speak with Brian Tuke about 
making arrangements in the matter. The Pope has sent him copies 
of letters from divers parts, indicating great preparations for war in 
Brescia , Cremona, Sfc., which the Pope thinks are against Reggio and 
intended to assist the duke of Ferrara. 

Here follows a copy of one of the letters in Latin, from the governor of 

Milan to the captain of the Swiss in the Pope’s service. - Would have come 

instead of writing, had it been safe. All messengers sent that way are 
treated like enemies. Requests that he and his troops will come over to the 
King’8 service, as they will be well treated. Will send to the magnificos 
of the league to allow some of their adherents to take the pay of the French 
king. Gaziani, 3 July.

As MountepeyBsard was sent to you three days ago with the effect of this 
matter, will not trouble you by writing about it, except to congratulate you 
that the two chief powers in Christendom have sent their chancellors to 
Calais to debate their matters before your lieutenant. Jerningham has 
finished his charge, and intends to take leave of the King on Tuesday or 
Wednesday for the purpose of going to Lyons to get the 5 or 6 carriage 
mulets you spoke of at his departure, and will not return to the King unless 
he hears from you. Fitzwilliam hopes you will remember the promise you 
made him at his departure.

6,000 Swiss are coming into these parts, and the Swiss ambassadors will be 
here on Wednesday or Thursday.

Calig. D. viii. On Friday morning last reoeived by the post of Calais your letter, 

69 - dated at your place beside [Westminster] the 5th. As we saw it was 

B. M. written before you had received our last by Baldwin Willoughby, which 

we thought would change your mind in some points, we put off the decla¬ 
ration of it till we received your other letters by the said Baldwin, dated 
the 7th. You say that we have not advertised you so largely as La Balie 
has declared by his instructions ; but we wrote everything that the King, 
my Lady, and the Admiral spoke to us. On receipt of your letter, we 
_ sent to the Admiral to know when we might have audience of the King, 
who was then at a little village four leagues from Dgon. He said the King

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would be at Dijou next day, Saturday, but it was night before he arrived. 
Came to his presence this day, Sunday. Were received with great cor¬ 
diality, and brought into his secret wardrobe, where we declared the 
substance of your last letters. Saw that he had been already informed of 
it by La Batic. He said he was glad the King was satisfied with the 
authority given him under his great seal to be a mediator. We told him 
that the Kiug had refused to listen to the request of the Emperor’s 
Audiencer “ for the invasion of Castile,” with which Francis also declared 
himself well pleased. 

As to Wingfield’s despatch [to treat] for the abstinence of war, he says 
he trusts the King will see that he sustains no damage, for the Papal and 
Imperial forces are assembled to the number of 8,000 foot, and .... men- 
of-arms, and the Spaniards that were in Naples have left that kingdom to 
meet with the said army, and march against Milan ; to defeat which, he 
has sent thither Lautrec, despatched the Great Master and the bastard of 
Savoy to the Swiss to obtain 6,000 men, and ordered 6,000 foot to bo 
raised within the duchy, besides having aid from the Venetians of 4,000 
foot and 800 spears. He has also 6,000 foot from Genoa, and the Genoese 
have equipped eight galleons, six galleys and four carracks against the 
Pope’s army. Think therefore the Emperor should be desired to give 
command to all his men in every place to abstain from war, which we have 
requested the French king to do. 

The French king is willing to comply with your request for new letters 
patent of authority] altering the date to the last day of this month, and 
says he will send such authority as he sent before, under his great seal, 
to La Batie, with such date as you desire. The Chancellor desires two 
days longer, and will leave for Calais on Tuesday. He must ride eight 
leagues a day to get there, “ which we think will swage his great belly, for 
the leagues in these parts be not small.” We asked who were to be in com¬ 
mission with the Chancellor. He said the first President of Paris and 
De la Palice. We suggested, as of ourselves, that the Admiral should have 
been one. Francis said he could not be spared, but, perhaps, before the 
matter ended, he might be sent. The Admiral said he was informed the 
Emperor would send his Chancellor, De Berghes and the Audiencer, whom 
it was very desirable to change, for they bore such hatred to France that 
they would come to no good conclusion. Rejoice to see the King so 
honored, by the Emperor and the French king sending their Chancellors 
to Calais to discuss their differences before you. 

A^ Jerningham’s charge is concluded, and the King has commanded him 
to buy five or [six mules] for carriage, which must be got at Lyons, three 
duys journey hence, he intends to take leave of Francis on Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Fitzwilliam thinks he could do better service at Calais than 
here. No news, but that the Admiral is to go to Guyenne, where 6,000 
lanceknights have gone before him. 6,000 Swiss are coming to Burgundy, 
and on Wednesday or Thursday next the ambassadors from the Swiss are 
expected.

The Audiencer did his part right honestly, in declaring the King’s 
counsel, and his entire affection to the Emperor. Our audience lasted 
nowly two hours, and the Emperor said he thanked the King and you 
most heartily, for your kind letters and good counsel. After thanking me 
for my pains, more than I merited, he desired me to wait till next day,

1415. Sir Richard Wingfield and Sir Thomas Spinelly to 
Wolsey. 

Last night Berghes and the Audiencer came to our lodging, and 
told us that although the Emperor had been in consultation all that day 
upon the answer he should make to the charges declared to him the night 
l>efore by Wingfield and the said Audiencer, his pleasure was we should 
repair to the Chancellor’s lodging at 7 o’clock this morning. Were conveyed 
thither accordingly by the Audiencer, where we also found Berghes, the 
bishop of Palcncia and the Grand Esquire. The Chancellor said their 
charge consisted in three points:—(1.) Letters missive of requisition to 
the King and you for your coming to Calais, which he said the Emperor 
would gladly agree to. (2.) Obligations to be made by the Emperor, in 
which he saw no difficulty, if the King gave the like. Wingfield answered, 
as the King was not at war with France, there was no reason why he 
should renew any amity ; that the King did not distrust the Emperor, but 
was only taught by experience, and that there never had been a default in 
keeping promises on the side of England. The Chancellor said the same 
might be affirmed of the Emperor. Wingfield assented, and laid the blame 
on some of his council having authority in time past. As to the ab¬ 
stinence of war, the Chancellor said the Emperor could not agree to it, 
especially considering the business lately between the Pope and the French 
king, in which his Holiness had desired his Majesty’s assistance as chief 
protector of the Church, by right of his imperial dignity and title of King 
Catholic, and also as his vassal for the realm of Naples, and in accordance 
with the treaties between them. The Emperor had promised to assist him 
with all his power, and had charged his ambassador at Rome to tell the 
same to the Pope and the whole college, and had advised the King to do 
the same, as one who had been a special defender of the Holy Church, as 
the bishop of Elna was commanded to show. The Chancellor also said the 
Emperor would do nothing without the advice of his subjects of Castile, 
who have a large army and good hope to expel the Frenchmen; that as the 
French had already broken the principal treaties, the Emperor could not 
trust their truce ; that the Emperor had never invaded France, so that 
the truce was superfluous, and to demand it for Robert de la Marck, who 
was the Emperor’s subject, seemed very strange. Wingfield said the King 
had suggested it out of regard for the Emperor’s interests ; to preserve his 
forces till the time the two were more straitly knit together, and could 
deliberate how to proceed against their common enemies. But they per¬ 
sisted in their resolution, the Chancellor saying that Wolsey might come to 
Calais, and that for the nearer amity, when they would know their ground. 
We answered, there would be no pretext for your journey, unless the truce 
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were first made, and that the French would not send their ambassadors. 
Berghes and the Chancellor promised to consult with the Emperor, who 
would speak with us again. They also said letters had been received, 
dated Burgos, 24th ult., from the licentiate Bargas, the treasurer of Castile, 
stating that the French .were driven back eight leagues from Lo Grogno. 

ii. News showed to us, the Chancellor and the governor of Bresse, 
marshal of Bourgoigne, being present. 

(1.) The Pope having assembled the consistory, in presence of the French 
ambassador, gave to the Emperor’s ambassador in his name the investiture 
of Naples to him and his successors, without adding “ sine prcejudicio,” as 
other Popes have been accustomed to do. (2.) The white ambling horse 
was delivered to his Holiness in signo feodi ct pro censo, according to old 
custom. (3.) The . Pope before all the ambassadors showed the abuses 
used by the French towards the Apostolic See. (4.) He declared him¬ 
self enemy to the French king jointly with the Emperor, and required 
all other princes to assist him. (5.) Count Buydo (Guido) Rangon and 
other papal captains had left for the frontiers of Milan. (6.) Prospero 
Colonna, with 300 spears of Naples and 4,000 Spanish foot, went the same 
way, and the Viceroy sent 1,000 spears after him. (7.) Men were mus¬ 
tered in Bologna and other places. (8.) The marquis of Mantua is to 
be captain general of the Pope’s army. (9.) The rebels of Milan had 
joined the armies of the Pope and Emperor. (10.) The lord Lescu was 
driven back to Pa[rma] and Plaisance. (11.) A powder magazine in the 
castle of Milan had been exploded by lightning, with great loss to the 
French, two parts of the castle being destroyed. (12.) The Addornes 
had taken most part of the coast of Genoa, and hoped to obtain the city, 
the French not being able to assist the Fregosi on account of the commo¬ 
tions at Milan. (13.) The Constable and other lords had agreed the Duke 
of Najara should be captain general, their army numbering 15,000 foot and 
2,500 horse. (14.) The duko of Bedgier had arrived at Burgos with 200 
spears and 4,000 foot, and was going to join the other army. (15.) The 
Treasurer had sent to the field 100,000 ducats. (16.) Also they showed us 
an extract of a letter from Mirandola to the count de Cariate, stating that 
four Frenchmen had entered Reggio in disguise, who were slain when De 
Lescu assaulted the gates of the city. (17.) That count Alexander Triulcio, 
governor of Parma, was slain at that assault. (18.) That lord Lescu sent 
an ambassador to the Pope, who was slain at Rubera by the rebels of Milan. 
(19.) That Lescu had required Mirandola to give no aid to the rebels, who 
answered that his [town] was imperial and free, and every man should be 
welcome to him. 

Yesterday Nassau was proclaimed chamberlain by the Emperor, much 
to the satisfaction of the Spaniards, who feared Montayny would have been 
chosen. It is said the Imperial and French armies lay in their accustomed 
places. On Monday or Tuesday next the Emperor leaves for Ghent.

Galba, B. vii. Wrote yesterday an account of our communications at the Chan- 

64 - cellor’s lodging. Went this morning to court to accompany the Emperor to 

B. M. mass at the cathedral church, aud gave him the King’s letters of congratu¬ 

lation on the coming of the King of Denmark. He took them thankfully, 
and said that as he expected to have an answer from the King, how he took 
the French King’s proceedings against the Pope, and whether he would 
declare himself in the Pope’s favour on a reasonable occasion, ns Charles 
had lately desired in the names of them both, he had deferred to take 
resolution on the charges given to the Audiencer and Wingfield until he 
knew the King’s pleasure. This he had written to the bishop of Elna, 
and had desired Wingfield also to write. He does not believe the King will 
refuse when he sees how the French king has broken faith, and he will not 
consent to the abstinence of war, having lost Navnrre. To this Wingfield 
answered, that his otfence towards the Pope was rather in demonstration 
than in deeds ; that they had lost nothing on that side, and that the absti¬ 
nence of war would begin in such time that the Emperor’s army in Navarre 
would either have succeeded or failed for the season, so that there is no 
sufficient reason to refuse it, and that Wolsey could not come over without 
it, consistently with the King’s honor. He then withdrew with some of 
his council to a chamber apart, and desired me to write as above. 

In the menqtime we gave the King’s letters to the King of Denmark, 
who showed himself glad thereof, and gave them to a servant of his who 
understands the language and speaks for him. He had no time to read 
the letter, on account of the Emperor’s sudden coming out, aud so I deferred 
delivering my credeuce to another time. We hear nothing certain of his 
tarryiug or going home. The Pope’s ambassador urges the Emperor to 
advance his army against France, which would diminish the power of the 
French in Italy, and he is put in good hope. The Governor of the fellow¬ 
ship of Ballezar told Spinelly that Francis Seken was appointed to receive 
in the Emperor’s name 60,000 guldens above the first sum of 120,000 g., 
and yesterday he was required to take charge for 60,000 more to be delivered 
at Mayence. He could not furnish this at the time mentioned, and therefore 
ready money will be sent. Seken will bring more men into the Emperor’s 
service than were first ordered. All the ships arrested for the Emperor’s 
going into Spain will be discharged, which shows that he intends to be 
occupied here and proceed in his enterprise. 

We have delivered the King’s letters aud yours to my Lady, and Wing¬ 
field declared such points of his charge as he thought requisite. She made 
answer as the Emperor had done, and said that while the Emperor was in 
Spain, when he heard that the French king was intending to invade the 
King’s dominions, ho instantly, without being desired, charged his ambas¬ 
sador in France to say that in that case he should attack him with all his 
power. Two days ago “ to her was reproached ” that the obligation made 
by the Emperor for two years at Calais, chiefly by her persuasion, was one 
of the principal causes of the rupture of the French king, who despaired of 
the Emperor’s alliance, “ and though it seemeth the Emperor’s sincere and 
faithful proceeding be not accordingly regarded, and that on the King’s 
highness side he found not the reciprocu correspondence, yet he is totally 
resolute to continue and go forth with his enterprises, nothing sparing, 
trusting principally, besides his substantial preparations, in God and his good 
right, and not doubting then to lack friends, the which might and shall be 
called rather friends of fortune than of the reason;” of which devices we 
thought necessary to advertise you. Antwerp, 14 July, 10 p.m. 

P.S.—My Lady said the Emperor was aware the King could not shortly 
prepare an army for their aid, but they thought on being desired he could 
do no less than declare himself, and give them 3,000 or 4,000 archers, with 
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which at this time they would be as well pleased as with the whole number 
contained in the treaties. This morning, in the Emperor’s chamber, the 
official of the archbishop of Tre ves told us he had been sent thither by the 
Electors to persuade the Emperor to let them mediate with the French King, 
stipulating for the restitution of Navarre. Think it would be well for the 
King to comply with their desire for a number of archers. Signed.

67. Dined that morning with Berghes, who said he would it should cost him 

B. M. 1,000 cr. of his own purse, so that Wolsey were come over, and some good 

conclusion might be taken between the Emperor and England; that Wolsey’s 
prudence was not to be denied, but that it was necessary sometimes not to 
abide the extremity, “ considering the Emperor is the prince that of God, 
nature, dominion and succession is ordained the first that ever was in 
Christendom.” His success hitherto was auspicious of his future enter¬ 
prises. Berghes, who has always chiefly promoted the amity, now more 
than ever insists that it shall be established, and urges Wolsey’s speedy 
coming. He and D’lsselstein say the Emperor is to be at Namur by the 
25th, and will enter France by the 1st of next month. His army, including 
Francis Seken’s band, will be above 30,000 foot and 10,000 horse, besides 
the gentlemen of his horse and a good band of artillery. The nobles are 
preparing for that day with as much joy as they would go to a wedding. 
All the subjects are the better disposed by the good news from Spain and 
Italy. Berghes is continually petitioning to have 3,000 or 4,000 English 
archers. 

Went yesterday to visit the Chancellor, who is a little indisposed with 
the gout. Met the governor of Bresse, who told us news from Italy, which 
we inclose, and showed us a great number of original letters of the French 
king, the Admiral and Lautrec, to the Count de Carpi at Rome, which had 
been intercepted, showing the practices between the Pope and the French 
king for the invasion of Naples and Sicily by them and the Venetians, to 
whom it was once proposed to give a share of the booty, but afterwards to 
keep them waiting for it, considering that the Venetians were at their 
command. The Pope was to have had Ferrara, but tho delay of the French 
king to perform his promises has caused his Holiness to take the Emperor’s 
part; “with the which color the same excused himself.” Thus Wolsey 
will see his Holiness’s devotion to peace. All these discords are owing to 
his ambition. 

Went to the Emperor, about 6 o’clock in the evening, to congratulate him 
on the good news from Navarre and Italy. Though some persons are 
elated, he bears the same good mind to the King, and says if his good uncle 
would put his hand to the present affairs there is every appearance that 
they would gain the advantage. He said he would leave today for Ghent,

where ho would remain for six or seven days ; then return to Brussels for 
one night, thence go to Namur, and from Namur set forth with his army on 
the 1st August. He had received letters from the bishop of Elna, which 
were not deciphered, but it seemed Wolsey was preparing to come over by 
the 25th, of which he was very glad, and said that, though he might be 
withdrawn from these parts, he would not fail to return with a privy com¬ 
pany to some place where they could confer together. The dean of Vrety- 
slaue, a servant of Sion, says the Emperor has news from Rome that his 
master is created legate de latere to the Swiss, and that Armestorff is gone 
by post to hasten Francis Seken. This is confirmed by the governor of the 
Belzers, who says his payment is ready. 

Have learnt from DTssilstein that the king of Denmark’s coming has 
been with a view to mediating between the Emperor and the French king. 
Berghes says it is better to keep him here, where he can do no harm, 
than send him home ; and De la Roche told us he had greatly dissuaded the 
Emperor against attacking France, saying 20,000 men can do but little 
against a king who can bring 100,000 to the field. 

Having written thus far, were sent for by the Emperor’s secretary, 
John Aleman, and informed that the Emperor had word from the bishop of 
Elna how the Pope’s ambassador and he had been with Wolsey, and de¬ 
livered letters from both their masters, declaring the Pope’s determination 
to join the confederacy against France ; that Wolsey was determined to 
come to Calais, and expected to be ready by the 25th. A messenger is 
come from Navarre through France, who was present at the defeat of the 
French, and confirms former reports that no man of condition has escaped. 
Antwerp, 16 July, 9 p. m. Signed.

1421. Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote on the 17th from Antwerp. The Emperor has since come to 
Ghent, where the estates of Flanders were assembled. They had before his 
arrival agreed to grant him all he asked for, on condition that their aid 
should be employed against France, otherwise they would give nothing. 
This afternoon the Emperor’s mind will be declared to them, and resolution 
taken immediately ; which is a thing unaccustomed in times past. The 
answer made to the archbishop of Treves’ official was, that the Emperor had 
chosen the King mediator between him and France, as the Emperor had 
promised the Electors to do, but was fully determined to continue his 
enterprise against France, expecting that the princes of the empire will 
do their duty; on which the official with new credentials promised that his 
master would come and serve his Majesty in person. The cardinal of 
Mayence will likewise come, and the archbishop of Cologne is preparing. 
The old duke of Brunswick, and the archbishop of Bremen with his old 
brother and his nephew, are here with the Emperor. These princes begin 
to come in without asking, so that the French king will have harder work 
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than he supposes. Some of them have offered to furnish men with their 
own money, if the Emperor will deduct it from the aid granted to him at 
the diet of Worms. 

On Sunday next there will be a solemn procession and bonfires in this 
town for the victory of Navarre. Last night the Emperor sent to us his 
secretary, John Aleman, to see if we had any news of your coming over. 
We said we had nono from you, but that Wingfield had a letter from the trea¬ 
surer of Calais, stating that two of Wolsey’s officers had arrived on Tuesday 
last to make provision for his coming. Are told by the sovereign of 
Flanders, who is newly returned from tho camp, that both armies lie still 
in their accustomed places, and that divers captains of such Almains as 
are with the French have promised to come to him, and serve the King, 
whenever tho angels of England arrive. They have absolutely refused to 
serve tho French against the Emperor ; and being asked what they would 
do if the Emperor invaded France, they deferred making any answer. 
Dined this morning with the Chancellor, who gave them the news from 
Italy in the enclosed extract, which he delivered to us. The Chancellor 
says the Emperor is very glad of Wolsey’s coming, and does not expect 
England, considering the shortness of the time, to do more than make the 
declaration and send a number of archers at this time, to be followed by 
100,000 hereafter. Ghent, 19 July. Signed.

Count Bartholomew de Villa Chara, with many other noble Brescians, 
have gone in favor of the exiles of Milan against the French. It was’rumored 
that some of the Venetians wanted to join the French. On the 28th June 
the citadel of Milan was struck by lightning, and many were destroyed. 
On tho 6th July, Prosper Colonna, with 1,000 lances, as many light-armed 
troops and 4,000 foot, had come to Bologna. On tho 10th July, Mel¬ 
chior, agent of cardinal Sion, was at Trent, sent by the Pope to muster 
7,000 foot in the name of his Holiness and tho Emperor. Novara had 
rebelled against the French ; and count Louis Bonromeus, one of the 
principal men in Milan, had entered in behalf of the Emperor and Duke. 
Near Reggio a great number of Milanese exiles had assembled against the

will he bears towards his Holiness and himself. In order to bring the 
matter to a speedy conclusion, begs he will send Wolsey to Calais, where 
Charles’s officers will conduct him to the Emperor. As Wolsey is the per¬ 
son in whom Henry reposes his chief confidence, Charles will declare to 
him tho bottom of his heart.

The King will understand by his letters yesterday, as well as by his 
instructions to Sir Richard Wingfield and the ambassadors with the French 
king, (of which he sends copies,) the terms to which the Emperor is likely 
to agree. It would be dangerous if the King had no “other band of the 
Emperor ” than he has of the French king. Has instructed Wingfield to 
obtain from the Emperor similar concessions to those the French king has 
made, and a promise not to treat with the French king without the consent 
of England. Has desired Marney to show the King his opinion on these 
points. The King will know what answer has been made to De la Baty, 
by Wolsey'8 letter to Fitzwilliam. De la Baty desires to see the King, to 
declare his charge, and Wolsey has accordingly appointed him to be at 
Windsor on Tuesday night. The letter for the lady Margaret must be sent 
with all diligence, for if Wingfield should arrive without it, she might 
be displeased. The King can sign it, or write it. in his own hand. “ I 
beseech your grace, though it shall be to your pain, to do somewhat therein, 
ne noceat. Ye know well enough that women must be pleased.” West¬ 
minster.

1425- Pace to [Wolsey]. 

The King informs you that yesterday Montpezat arrived here with 
De la Batie, and disclosed his charge after dinner, showing (1.) that his 
master had lost his army in Navarre by listening to the King’s peaceful 
counsels, which led him to diminish his forces ; (2.) that his master accused 
the Pope of having had gallics ready to take the city of Genoa long before 
he attempted anything against Reggio ; (3.) that Francis would send no 
ambassadors to Calais to treat for peace, but demanded the King’s assistance 
against the Emperor, pretending that it was the latter that broke the peace. 
The King answered (1.) that he had never desired Francis to diminish his 
army, but had advised him to begin no war, as the end was doubtful, and 
many inconvenients might ensue. La Batye, hearing this, confirmed the 
King’s answer, saying they had diminished their army, because they saw the 
Spaniards in no condition to attack them, but the Spaniards had suddenly 
gathered ari army. The King said, if so, they ought rather to impute the 
loss of the field to their great captains than to him. (2.) Although the Pope 
had prepared his gallies before the enterprise against Reggio, the French 
king had before that put him in such fear and extreme subjection, that he 
was compelled to do as he had done. (3.) The King was surprised they would 
send no ambassador to Calais, when Francis had promised to do so, both by 
his letters missive and by patent under his broad seal; on which account the 
King had induced the Emperor to do the same ; and now if the Emperor 
sent ambassadors, and Francis sent none, he might lose much reputation, 
especially in Italy, for it would appear to all men that the Pope, the 
Emperor, and England would join against him. (4.) That as to the assistance 
demanded, he was compelled in conscience to consider who was the violator 
of the peace, and could return no answer till he should have perfect 
knowledge on this subject. If he was to give a further deliberation, he ought 
to do it to two rather than to one, and for this reason he had sent Wolsey to 
Calais, by whom he hoped to be informed of the truth in everything. If 
the French king’s complaint against the Emperor was so plain as they said, 
it could not appear so to him unless Francis sent ambassadors to Calais to 
meet Wolsey, when both parties might be heard. I send you the French 
king’s letters to the King under his own hand. His highness wishes you to 
answer them in French, and send hither in haste, that he may write the 
same with his own hand, as he has promised to La Baty and Montpezat. 
He wishes you to put a clause in the letter, moving the French king to send 
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his ambassadors to Calais, “ for the said orators said unto the King that his 
reasons afore expressed were so good and so princely, that they were well 
assured the King their master would be glad to hear them, and especially 
touching the coming of the said orators to Calais.” 

All else the King commits to you to be written in some other letters or 
instruction to his ambassadors in France. Windsor, 20 July. 

P.S.—Would have intimated these things to you before, but the King 
commanded me not to write of them except by the present messenger.

Received by the bearer, to my great consolation, your honorable and 
bounteous remembrance with your gracious offers, for my relief in my voyage. 
“ More joy in this life cannot come to my heart than to perceive that your 
highness doth in so good part accept and take my poor service.” Under¬ 
stands, by Pace’s letters, the King’s prudent answer to Montpesate upon 
his charge. The answer made him before his arrival in the King’s presence 
was to the same effect; so he may well see how the minds of both of us are 
concurrent, “ which must needs cause your affairs prosperously to succeed.” 
Since his coming, Wolsey has received letters from the ambassadors with 
the Emperor and the French king, saying that both sovereigns will send their 
ambassadors to meet him at Calais, and are desirous of his speedy arrival. 
Trusts a good effect will ensue, both for the settlement of their differences, 
and a strait conjunction with the Emperor. Does not despair of persuading 
an abstinence of war, although both princes make difficulties. Sees great 
likelihood of it on the French king’s part, both from Fitzwilliam's letters, 
and De la Baty’s and Morapesat’s communications. Will omit nothing to 
bring the Emperor to terras, as Wolsey has shown more fully to the bp. of 
Ely, who is now going to the King to take leave. lie will carry the ambas¬ 
sador’s letters, which Wolsey begs to have again when the King has read 
them.

Last night, visited the Chancellor, who is ill with the gout. He 
told me the bp. of Elna, in his letter of the 17th, had assured the Emperor 
of your good mind to him, and that this morning Wingfield should be 
answered that your coming to Caluis was acceptable to him. Berghes, the 
Chancellor, aDd the Audiencer shall meet you there. In the meantime 
Berghes will come hither from Barrowe, and the Chancellor will prepare 
the requisite powers and instructions. They will be there about Saturday, 
and, if you wish to speak with the Emperor, will return to Bruges and 
accompany him. He will not fail to come, as he is very anxious to commune 
with you, but he will not be able to tarry long, being compelled to repair to 
his army, as he will write himself. Showed the Chancellor’s devices to 
Wingfield before I went to bed. The Emperor is determined to continue 
his good fortune in person, in spite of all persuasions to the contrary; since 
they think they have a good opportunity, and have no hope of the King’s 
assistance. 

The duke of Alva says that as the French are suddenly elated in 
prosperity, so they are “ pusyllanymes and rabbassed” in adversity, and that,

“ casting the worse of the Emperor’s enterprises, an honorable appointment 
may not lack to him,” now that Navarre is recovered, and Milan esteemed 
as lost. Think that such successes, without the King’s participation, will 
be “ as evil as other that might to the same ensue by any declaration or 
deliberation tuken in the present affairs.” If, as wise men think, the Emperor 
by himself will secure, at the worst, an honorable peace, the conditions 
will be much better if the King be joined with him. “ This morning much 
feast and triumph in thanking God for the victoria of Navarre was made.”

letters, your Grace may perceive what displeasure the Pope's holiness hath 
taken against the Frenchmen, as well for such attemptats as was lately by 
them done at his city of Reggio, as for privily aiding and encouraging the 
duke of Ferrara and other rebels of the Church. Your Grace doth also 
perceive how that his Holiness hath joined with the Emperor, and how 
that, as well touching the compromise as all other his affairs, his Holiness 
is utterly resolved to do nothing whereunto the Emperor shall be disagree¬ 
able. I wrote unto your Grace also how that the Pope's holiness was 
utterly minded [to] set all his possible power with the Emperor for the 
driv[ing ] of these Frenchmen out of Italy, and how that his Holiness 
instantly desiring the King's highness to help thereunto, and your Grace to 
be a mean in the same. This is to give your Grace advice how that his 
H[oliness] continueth still in the same purpose, and is very exs\tremely ] 
set, and hath very good hope to bring all thing to good end. His Holi¬ 
ness showed me yesterday that the Frenchmen in the duchy of Milan 
were not 1,000 footmen, and not 500 spears; and that he had sent 
forwards his men-of-arms ; and how that the lord Prosper Columna, who 
is tinder the marquis of Mantua, hath the general conduct of all his 
Holiness's host, was marched past Bononi; and how that his Holiness 
trusted that, by the midst of this next month, to have there above 12,000 
footmen and 1,400 men-of-arms; which number he thought the French¬ 
men, being none otherwise purveyed, should not be able to resist. I showed 
his Holiness that the Venetians had their power thereby, and how that it 
was thought they would help the French king, if need were. His Holiness 
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said that they were but a feta horsemen, and how that the Venetians could 
be content to see the Frenchmen have a shrewd turn. What counsel his 
Holiness hath I cannot show your Grace; but I assure your Grace his 
Hol[iness m] set, nor it availeth not to reason with his Holiness to the 
contrary. It secmcth that, as touching Milan, he maketh the matter so 
sure; and upon what ground his Holiness should so do I cannot tell, except 
he hath some privy intelligence, an\jf\ look for some general rebellion in 
the said duchy ; which rebellion is likely enough to ensue, for t[he~\ French¬ 
men have misintreated their subjects there a long season, and be there of the 
comyn\_s~\ marvellously hated.

7 dueftts, I laid them out here, and sent a commission to your factors in 
Lyons, that they should send the letters in all haste, “ taking that advantage 
of other men’s letters that they could.” “ As for this letter cometh by an 
extraordinary way, I pray you see to the delivery thereof as fast as ye can,” 
and send word how my future letters are to be sent, and how I shall be paid 
these 117 ducats. Only heard of this courier’s departure an hour ago, and 
therefore cannot write of your children’s matters.

1432. Sib Richard Wingfield to Wolsey. 

Wrote yesterday that the Emperor would send persons to meet 
you at Calais. He was much pleased with the news contained in your 
letter, dated Hampton Court, 18th inst., which I declared to him this after¬ 
noon. He ordered the said persons to he ready to keep their dny at Calais, 
saying he perceived well the King’s affection, which he had always trusted, 
and that straiter conjunction should take effect soon after your coming. 
He thanks the King for consenting to assist him in person with his whole 
power, after the said straiter conjunction is made, and assures von he will 
do the like. Lest this news should become too common, I asked him to 
keep them to himself until your arrival, which he promised to do, but told 
me to 6how them to my Lady. She took them no less joyously than the 
Emperor, saying they were more comfortable to her than the news of the 
recovery of Navarre. Thinks there can be no delay for the conjunction 
on this side. The King should lose no time in making necessary prepara¬ 
tions. There are 20 Spanish ships arrested in Zealand for the Emperor’s 
journey to Spain, which the King could have sooner than his own, and 
more profitably by half. 

I have often asked the King of Denmark when I could declare my 
credence, and this morning he told me to come to him at the White Friars. 
After high mass, he called mo into the refectory, where were, besides his 
servants, the old duke of Brunswick, the archbishop of Brema, brother to 
the duke of Vyertenberghe, and an earl of Saxon, kinsman to the said 
Duke. He took my credence in good part, and offered his services to the 
King in general words, saying he came hither for the weal of Christendom. 
He sent Gotland, his herald, this afternoon, to ask if the King were coming 
to Calais, and to say that, if so, his master would visit him in pilgrim’s 
habit to talk of matters which he could not write or trust to an ambas¬ 
sador. Wingfield said Wolsey would be there shortly, to whom he might 
declare everything, as to the King himself. The herald asked whether, if 
his master proposed a treaty with Wolsey, the King would accept it. 
I said I would advertise the King ; and he departed, but immediately 
returned, saying his master was determined to send him to the King, 
“desiring to have address as well for his passage at Calais, as for the 
residue of his journey.” Cannot tell what he means, but I suppose the 
herald’s intelligence will do no harm touching the business of Scotland, 
where he says lie has many friends. Gawnte, 22 July. Signed. 

P.S. in Wingfield?& hand .—Is instructed by the Emperor to tell Wolsey 
that he knows well the friendly offices Wolsey has always used in ad¬ 
vancing his affairs, which he would take care to recompense. Today I 
have delivered to him the King’s letters and yours for the affair of the 
duke of Alva’s son. He replied that that bishopric of Toledo was of such 
importance that he would not make any provision thereof till he came 
to Spain, but would not fail to regard the King’s recommendation of the 
Duke. I will, before meeting with you, make overture as of myself con¬ 
cerning the matter of which you spoke to me.

1433. Sir Richard Wingfield to Wolsey. 

Received yesterday at 8 a.m. two letters from you, both dated 
Windsor, the xv ... of this month, and went to the Emperor imme¬ 
diately after he had dined. Before I mentioned the subject, he said he had 
received letters from his ambassador the night before, by which lie 
understood my charge, and had determined what answer to make to it, 
except that ho would delay giving it till the receipt of other letters, which 
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he looked for hourly. Thus the King will see the diligence of that am¬ 
bassador. After learning the King’s pleasure from you, as I received a 
packet along with your letters directed to the Audiencer, which I thought 
might contain the letters the Emperor expected, I delivered it to the 
Emperor. There was but one letter addressed to himself, from his am¬ 
bassador, in cipher, and I was delayed till the evening, when it should be 
deciphered. It was, however, deferred until this morning at 8 o’clock, 
when the Emperor told me that he had already made answer to his 
ambassador on the points declared by me, and had written with his own 
band to the King and you his letters of promise and obligation for your 
coming to Calais, which ho had enclosed to his ambassador.; 

The Emperor was very glad to know of your passage to Calais, 
and had ordered Berghes, the Chancellor and the Audiencer to meet you 
at your landing ; after conferring with whom, he wishes you to come to 
him and arrange the secret affairs. It might be prejudicial to him if you 
were to remain long in Calais, considering the great charge he would be 
at, as he will have above 8,000 persons in wages before the 8th of next 
month. On knowledge of your landing he will come to Bruges to receive 
you. He can by no means assent to a truce, for reasons which, when he 
sees you, he doubts not you will agree to. Forbore to press him upon this 
point, as you know by our former letters that he and all his council are 
determined. If ho is to change purpose, it must be “ by some influence 
from above put in your breast to be declared unto him at your meeting.” 
He said the time was come if the King would attain the thing of which he 
bears the title, no longer to be contented with his pension. I said you 
would explain to him the feelings of the King’s council on that matter, and 
all others. Ho then departed towards the great church to keep this 
solemnity, mentioned in former letters of Spinelly and me. 

This letter was to have been conveyed by the Emperor’s servant, who was 
despatched with letters to the ambassador, as the Emperor told me on his 
return from mass, but he has gone without it. John Laleman has been with 
me to excuse it, saying that the messenger, by name Scverino, who was at 
the battle in Navarre, has a commission from the constable of Castile to the 
King, which required haste. Today the bishop of Utrecht desired his 
recommendations to the King, whom he was ready to serve with 1,000 
liorse. The Emperor has retained only those of his council who have 
always been well inclined to England. The Spaniards have been for days 
past in great suspicion, and almost in despair of the King’s friendship, 
but the news of Wolsey’s coming has much consoled them. Thinks, in 
Wolsey’s absence, a good number of archers should be got ready for the 
oid of the Emperor, if your secret affairs take perfection, “ for I would 
the King’s highness might have part of the honor of the apparent 
victory.” You are expected at Calais on Saturday at the furthest. Gawnte, 
x[xiij* July, 8 p.m.

1435. Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

Wingfield being a little unwell, I went this morning to the Chan¬ 
cellor, who is not yet quite recovered of the gout. He said he would leave 
tomorrow with the Audiencer, lie that night at Bruges, and thence repair 
with all diligence to Calais to meet you. Berghes is looked for here today, 
and will be there as soon as the Chancellor, bringing with him Dr. Carva- 
siall, one of the Spanish council, and Dr. Joyse of this country. They are 
commanded by the Emperor to have no communication with the French, 
but to arrive at Calais before you, and meet you at the waterside. If the 
French should be there likewise, the Chancellor and his colleagues will give 
you notice by Wingfield, whom they will desire to be their guide in all 
matters. The principal persons in the Emperor’s court will receive Wolsey 
in the way to Bruges at Graveliues, Dunkirk, Newport and Owdenborowe, 
with all the clergy of the towns, as ought to be done towards a legate de 
latere and lieutenant of the King. At Bruges the Emperor himself will 
meet you with the rest of his court, and convey you to his own lodging, 
where you shall be lodged in those places which have formerly served, for 
my Lady. The Chancellor also says the shortness of the time has com¬ 
pelled the Emperor to make more haste than he would have done in his 
arrangements. 

Today news has come from Rome that 300 spears that were in the Vene¬ 
tian service have joined the rebels of Milan ; that lord Prospero Colonna 
was at Bologuu waiting for the rest of the Neapolitan horse, to the number 
of 1,200 spears and 1,000 light horse, which w'ere to be there in ten days, 
and along with the Pope’s army invade the duchy of Milan ; that the mar¬ 
quis of Mantua had brought 200 spears, and as many light horse of his own, 
into the Pope’s service ; that Jeronimo Adorno daily oppresses more and 
more the city of Genoa, and there was no doubt would be successful; that 
the sieur de Lescu was at Parma with 500 spears and 1,000 foot; and that 
the Emperor’s ambassador had persuaded that of Venice to send overtures to 
his government to detach the Venetians from the French.

On Friday last [the Admiral] left the Court, it is said for Guyenne, 
[and he] will have a large army, as 1 wrote in former letters, though he 
always told me he did not know whether he would go. When I heard it 
for certain, I went to him, and asked him to which of the council I should 
apply from time to time to know the King’s pleasure, as I had been ordered 
to resort to him next after the King and his mother. He told me to resort 
to my Lady as formerly, and after her to Robert Tete. He said they won¬ 
dered at hearing nothing from Montpesat, and asked me if I had any news. 
I said, “No so he left, with more strange countenance, as I thought, than 
his wont. 

“As for other news, here be none , save that they reckon, as I hear say, to 
give a battle in Italy shortly to the [Pope's'] folks and the Emperor's, and 
if [the] Moor's brother come not out of J. with some number of Almains, 

. . . there be too weak for Frenchmen, and it be as they say. And to ascertain 
your grace what I think in these folks, I well perceive by them that they 
have the King our master in doubt, lest he will take part with the Emperor, 
and they provide therefor. Wherefore me seems it were good your grace 
had some espial at Brest and at the New Haven, to see whether they make 
any provision there by sea. Howbeit the French king himself speaks very 
familiarly to me still, but I see much more strangeness in them that be 
about him, than I was wont to do ; and I assure your grace they marvel 
greatly, as they say, that Montpesat comes not again. Also, Sir, they have 
commanded through these countries, as at Dijon, Bayonne, and Alsone (sic), 
and all the good towns, to provide them of victuals; and all the men of 
the country\that hold of the King be commanded to be ready within an 
hour’s warning , and Monsieur La Tramoyle shall be chief of all this 
s[jaid] countries."

She said her 
son was so piqued he could not do so with his honor, and my lady of Savoy 
had written a letter, in which she said they were sorry Francis took the

sent Wingfield to the King Catholic and Jerningham hither, there was no

Omit nothing on our parts to urge 
him, yet Mr. Day Lanson (D’Alenjjon) departed yesterday as the King’s 
lieutenant-general, with Saint Roche Brion, and all the gentlemen of the 
court, for the King Catholic’s frontier adjoining Messancourt. Hear that 
Lautrec and the Grand Esquire will be here shortly, and some say the 
young king of Navarre. As far as we can see, the whole power of France 
is at this moment in arms, in Italy or on the Emperor’s frontier. The 
duke of Wurtemberg has just come to the French king, who has received 
him very well.

The Irish are still confederated in O’Conor’s country ; and though 
Surrey has burnt his towns and corn, and taken his castle, they utterly 
refuse peace. Unless the Irish are oppressed with continual war, the 
English, and especially the county of Kildare, will take hurt. If the 
King intends to keep Ireland, O’Conor’s castle is as necessary as Berwick 
is for Scotland. Wishes thanks to be sent to the earl of Ormond, who has 
made sharp war upon O’Kerrol. Has thrown into prison Richard Pepyr 
of Calais, and twenty others, for robbing two Breton ships. Desires a 
commission if they are to be executed, and that Patrick Brymyngham, C. J. 
of your Bench, Richard Del allyde, C. J. of the Common Pleas, and others, 
be joined in it. Desires authority to put to death all pirates, for this is 
“ the very land of refuge that English pirates most resort unto.” Dublin, 
29 July.

The seigneur Severin, who had carried the letters asked for by 
Wolsey from the Emperor before he left for Calais, returned hither last 
night with letters from the imperial ambassador, stating that the said 
Severin had come to London on Tuesday the 23rd instant, and that the 
letters were delivered to the Cardinal the same day, who was much pleased 
with their contents, but would not be able to be at Calais before Friday or 
Saturday. This delay is very unfortunate ; 1st, because it is an impedi¬ 
ment to the affair which so greatly concerns the Emperor; and, 2ndly it 
will have a bad effect upon people here. Expects my lords will remain 
here till Thursday next, when they will leave early “ pour aller dune traicte 
disner a Calais.”

1446. Gattinara to Charles V. 

Matters are in such perplexity that it is difficult to determine 
whether you ought to continue the war here and beyond the mountains, or 
accept the proposed truce. For accepting a truce there are the following 
reasons :—(1.) The result of war is uncertain. (2.) No money can be 
obtained from Naples or Spain. (3.) The enterprises at Milan and Genoa 
have not had the effect expected, are costly, and will be hazardous to 
continue. (4.) The danger of the Swiss declaring for France, in Milan 
and Almain. (5.) The Spanish army in Navarre has retreated to Castile, 
and seems unwilling to do anything in France,.owing to want of money 
and the news of the reduction of Toledo. (6.) Navarre is recovered. 
Messire Robert* has been punished. The French have gained nothing, and 
consequently the truce will not be dishonorable, especially as it will be 
at the request of the French, and of the king of England, who will prevent 
its being broken. (7.) The army cannot be ready much before winter ; 
the September rains will come ; the enemy will retire into the towns ;

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money will be spent ; and the Spaniards will be unable to cross the moun¬ 
tains for snow.- 

The following reasons may be alleged for continuing the war:— 
(1.) Charles has promised the Pope not to make peace or truce with 
France. (2.) The Pope declared for Charles, regardless of his own danger, 
as France had then gained Navarre, and the army of Naples was not 
ready. (3.) If Charles abandon the Pope, the latter could retract his 
grants of the investiture of Naples, and the dispensation for holding the 
empire. (4.) He will also lose his support as to the title of Navarre, the 
tenths, indulgences, crusade money (cruciate), and the nomination and presen¬ 
tation of benefices. (5.) The Pope would negotiate with France and Venice, 
and they would gain the Swiss, and shut the Emperor entirely out of Italy. 
(6.) His army is almost ready, the expense is over, and great things ex¬ 
pected of it, so that he would lose reputation by a truce. (7.) His quarrel 
being just, the Emperor would set God against himself, if he did not help 
his subjects against their enemies. (8.) If he do not employ his soldiers 
now, they will not be so ready to serve him another time ; (9.) nor will his 
subjects be so ready to pay another time, if they see him change his 
mind. (10.) Charles has had no opportunity as yet of making a reputation 
for himself. He is expected to do something worthy of the empire, now 
that Spain is reduced to obedience, Italy and Germany favorable, the Swiss 
not daring to declare against him, and his very enemies hesitating, as letters 
from England show. 

Thinks the seven reasons for the truce may be considered as the Seven 
Deadly Sins, and the ten reasons against it as the Ten Commandments. 
Absolution must be found for the seven sins by seven arguments. 

First, however, ventures to give the following advice. In order to retain 
the Pppe, England and the Swiss, and to obtaiq a better truce with France, 
Charles should show courage, advance his army and that of Nassau, and 
send him the bridge to cross the river, if he sees an opportunity. The 
French are not equal in numbers to Nassau’s band. They have no Swiss, 
and the reinforcements sent to Navarre cannot have returned. If they 
succour Italy, they cannot have a large force here, and Guise, Tournay 
and Terouenne can be easily taken, as their walls are in ruins. By any 
enterprise, even if only for a fortnight or a month, Charles will gain 
reputation, alarm his enemies and make his allies more firm. He will then 
have time to see the state of Italy, how the Swiss take the affair of Milan 
and Genoa, what the Spaniards intend, and how Wolsey behaves in the 
treaties now on foot. Most of the expense is made, and he cannot avoid 
paying at least two months’ wages ; so it would be folly to take a truce 
without doing anything. The Cardinal being here, and pressing the 
enemy, Charles will have better offers, and could meanwhile manage the 
Pope by means of Wolsey, promising that England would join them 
in a war the following summer, to which his Holiness would condescend 
more easily, seeing that you had done something, and were prepared to 
reassemble the army when necessary. 

In answer to the said seven reasons:—The first does not apply to one 
who has been forced into war, for God gives the victory to the just cause. 

2. Charles has money enough for the army for two months, and by doing 
something will more easily get the rest of the money from Naples, make 
his market at leisure, and have supplies sent from Spain or the Indies ; and 
by satisfying the desires of his subjects, he will more easily obtain the aid 
granted for the war. 

3. Although the enterprises of Milan and Genoa have not had such 
immediate success as was expected, they have preserved Naples and Sicily, 
wbich will now be lost, if Charles make truce without the Pope’s consent. 
They have not so utterly failed but that there is still hope of them, and

they prevent the French king from doiug what he wishes here, and, more 
than anything else, have made him desirous of a truce. The continuance 
of the war costs only the 100,000 ducats, which roust he paid, at any rate, 
to the regular soldiers, who cannot be better employed than in putting the 
enemy to expense, especially as you have large reinforcements from tho 
Pope, the Florentines and others of the Duke’s party. A truce would 
be of no little service to France, by sparing him the great expense there, 
which he can hardly sustain. 

4. Nothing would incline the Swiss to France so much as making a truce 
and abandoning the enterprise of Milan ; but if you keep the Pope firm, and 
push the enterprise in his name and yours, and for the profit of the Duke, 
it is not likely that the French, being invaders, will be able to make use of 
the Swiss ; for the cardinal of Lyons writes to me that they will let their 
infantry go without leave, till they have received money, and then recall them. 

5. Though the Spanish army has retired, it does not seem likely that it 
will return home. When they see that your pleasure is to make war on 
France by land and sea, they will not fail you, aud there will be no lack of 
money, as they will gain much from the enemy. 

The 6th reason seems worthless ; for the honor of recovering Navarre 
belongs to your subjects, not to you, as they did it without your orders, 
presence or assistance ; and if you make peace without doing anything 
yourself, after commencing the war by Messire Robert, you will be but 
little esteemed by those who know the necessities of France. 

7. It is true you cannot remain two months in the field, but you can do 
something in that time, and have a more honorable and profitable truce in 
the winter. The King of England also will then be more inclined to serve 
you. 

Thinks, on the whole, the Emperor hnd better abide by tho Ten Com¬ 
mandments. Encloses letters from the ambassador Wingfield, of today, 
at Calais, stating that the Cardinal will not be there until Friday or 
Saturday. The French are at Ardre, waiting for the Chancellor and other 
gentlemen of the long robe. Lodgings are taken at Calais for a papal 
legate.* Dunkirk, 30 July 1521.

1447. Sir John Stile to [Wolsey]. 

Received his letters by John Tryce, the bearer, and with it 4,000/. 
Sir William Darcy is mistaken in his report that the King’s profits from 
Ireland amount to 2,000 marks by the year. States the reason for the 
falling off of the revenue ; it is now scarcely 1,400/. Irish. Has not been 
able to ascertain the charges of the King’s army at present. It was thought 
by the council here and by the parliament lately holden that the lord Lieu¬ 
tenant should attack O’Conor’s adherents. Gives an account of the war 
and its preparations, and the capture of O’Karwell’s son, called Ferganam, 
by Edward Nogent of Westmeath. Surrey continued in O’Conor’s country 
until the 23rd. In a skirmish with the enemy, Sir Edward Plunket, lord 
Dunsany, was slain. On the 28th tidings came that the rebels would burn the 
town of Nas, twelve miles from Dublin. Will make up his accounts on the 
Lieutenant’s return. They will not, for reasons which he assigns, vary much 
from the first charge. Has heard nothing of the earl of Desmond. The 
earl of Ormonde has done much hurt to O’Karwell. O’Neell and O’Donell 
have made peace.

The King has received his letters, dated July 31st, advising Sir 
William Sandis to command the army of five or six thousand archers.

As Sandis has such good qualities, the Kiug will 
have more need of him at home, and cannot with his honor send an army 
out of his realm under any captain lower than an earl ; and as many good 
knights of experience must go with it, they would disdain to be under 
Sandis. He is not pleased with the variation of the Emperor’s ambassadors, 
who now refuBeto treat jointly with the French ambassadors before Wolsey, 
as had been determined. Ho quite agrees with the remedy proposed by 
Wolsey. He does not propose to proceed in the enterprise for the destruc¬ 
tion of the Frency navy, till Wolsey has completed the arrangement with 
the Emperor.

No letters of 
importance have come since jou were here. The King has seen them all, 
and will continue to do so. He is well pleased with your quick passage to 
Calais, according to the Emperor’s desire, to avoid the suspicion and jealousy 
mentioned in your letters.

1456. Fitzwilliam to [Wolsey]. 

Montpesat arrived here on Monday the 29th J[uly]. Next day he 
sent [us your] letter, which day the King wasout hunting. On Wednes¬ 
day I told him such things as you desired me, and he said he understood 
by Montpesat that the Emperor would take no truce, whereof he was very 
[glad], for, seeing the Emperor had refused it, he would not consent to it; 
for under color of this truce the Emperor does him all the displeasure he 
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can. His men had almost taken Montpesat upon the sea ; and if he had not 
been helped by the English, who were fain to arm a ship for him at Dover, 
and a little boat to go by her, they would have taken him. As it was, they 
chased him so close that they were fain to set him on land at Whitsand. 
They have taken many French ships, but Francis says he will be meet with 
him shortly, and have 40 or 50 sail ready for war within these 20 days. I 
said the King had Avritten to the Emperor to compel his men to abstain 
from war, and I requested him to do the same, as the meeting at Calais was 
so near. He replied that, whatever came of the meeting, he would not let 
slip his advantage now ; meaning, as I suppose, the army he has in Italy, 
where he is far too strong. He told me that the Spaniards have taken and 
razed St. John Peterport, but said nothing of what men he had lost there, 
although he told me before that there were 3,000 French there. Am told 
the Spaniards got it by assault, and slew every man in it; but this comes 
through a doubtful channel. 

Francis said the mutiny in Spain was never greater than now, and that 
he had received a letter within these two days, written by the constable 
of Spain to a Spanish lord, saying that he would be compelled to leave 
Navarre in danger of being lost, which he had won with great honor, “ and 
all through these ungracious rebels aforesaid, whereby he sayeth he know[eth 
that the Emperor] returneth back; and without fail the Admiral, in case the 
[treaty be] not made by your grace now at Calais, shall enter into Nav[arre 
within] 3 weeks at the furthest,” along with the best captains in France, 
[25,000] foot and 1,400 spears. Francis says “he hath commanded Mons. 
de [Bourbon] together with 6,000 foot more and 2,000 horse, and he shall 
be chief in Burgundy, and not La Tremoyle.” He looks every day for the 
Swiss of whom I wrote, and says he is informed surely that the Emperor 
will lay siege to Tournay, which if he do, [he can]not raise the siege, for 
they have broken all the passages, [but will] lay siege to St. Omer or 
Betwyn ; that the Emperor had been at Ghent, and there preached to the 
people himself, telling them he was bom there, and hoping they would help 
him at his need, “ for [either] he would leave the French king in his 
shirt, or else he should [so leave] himon which they have granted him 
4,000 f[oot], to be found at their charge ; other towns also have granted to 
their powers. 

The day I spoke to the King, my Lady was somewhat acerased. Wished 
to sec her to find Avhether she was as well minded to the peace as formerly. 
Today I came to her presence, and she told me Montpesat had shown her 
as the King told me before, and said I should see, before the month was out, 
what the strength of France was ; for she trusted, though the Emperor 
vaunted of the journey of Navarre, as though he had won all the realm, 
that before this month and the next were at an end he should have no 
cause to boast. Was sorry to hear her speak so like a man of war. She was 
ever my comfort for peace, and I besought her to be a mean for the same 
still. She said, as the Emperor had refused the truce, her son would never 
consent to it, and she had great doubt even about peace, though she would 
be gladder of that “ than she raaketh fair of.” She bid me say Francis 
was content with Montpesat’s message, and the good words spoken to him 
by the King. He gave a good report of the King and Wolsey ; but, as I 
have heard, he said, “ all England after cared not and all the Frenchmen 
wore in the same case they were in Navarre.” 

Am told there were many men slain in St. John Peterport. A little 
before the Spaniards arrived there, a dozen gentlemen were sent into the 
hold to encourage those within, and they were all slain ; but, if this be 
true it is kept very secret. The Spaniards have been before Salvatere in 
Guyenne, and, it is supposed, have won it, as it is not strong. Was with the 
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King’s sister, who told me many of the Pope’s acts, which, if true, are little 
to his honor. She said twice or thrice that it was a strange thing the 
house of France ever used a plain way without dissimulation, and yet all 
princes were glad to hear of their loss. I said the King was not glad of 
the loss or dishonor of Francis ; and she said, laughing, If so, there is one, 
but no more. I see they do not trust England in the least, but give us 
good words for fear. Advises that Calais be victualled, and a barque or 
two rigged for war against your going over, for I believe they care not 
what they do. I am told the duke of [Vendosme] is commanded to raise 
12,000 foot. The letter written to the King is word for word like this. I 
have ordered the bearer either to present or return it as you think fit.

scribe them, nor put wax upon them, because the French king’s letters of 
his own hand was so lately sent unto him, and it was his pleasure to use 
that manner as a precedent, saying that in what manner soever his letters 
went by your grace’s hands, they should be well accepted. I have made an 
E upon the Emperor’s letter, and an M upon my Lady’s. As touching the 
book, and the minute of the letters to be sent forth for making of archers, 
his grace hath deferred to see the same till tomorrow, saying that certain 
harts were so lodged for him that he must needs hunt them.” He ap¬ 
proves of Wolsey keeping Fitzwilliam in France, of which Pace and Marny 
were glad, as they had expressed the same opinion. He continues in the 
same mind with reference to Sir William Sandys. 

“ Where your grace commandeth me to [show] unto the King all such 
letters as I shall write in matters of weight and great importance by his 
commandment to your grace, I have continually so done, and shall not fail 
in time to come to do the same ; and his grace is well contented to hear 
them, as he commanded me to write unto your grace in my last letters, 
and I by my will would write no letter of importance that should pass by

1462. [Wolsey to Henry VIII.] 

As I wrote in my last, on the following day I had communication 
with the Emperor’s ambassadors, and not only endeavored to feel their minds 
as to the marriage of their master with my lady Princess, but also as to pro¬ 
viding for your indemnity, in case, either by rupture of the espousals with 
France, or by giving assistance to the Emperor, the duties now paid by 
France, with the dower of your sister, were witheld. As to the marriage, 
they were highly favorable, but took exception to the provision for the 
King’s indemnity, stating that this would be buying friendship, and that 
Heury was bound to give aid to the Emperor ngainst invasion. To show 
that the invasion had proceeded from the French king, they produced 
many evidences, especially intercepted letters, addressed by the French 
king to the count de Carpi at Rome, signed with his hand, and subscribed 
by Robert Tett, giving full account of his intended enterprise, as well by 
Robert de la Mark, as by the commotion of Italy and disturbance of 
Naples. They thought assistance should have been given against such 
invasion before it was demanded, and there was no stipulation in the 
treaty for the King’s indemnity. To these allegations, “ being in the first 
appearance right quick and pregnant, I made such answer that, after long 
debating and much difficulty, I induced them to take sad consideration to 
the damage and loss that ye should sustain ” in joining with them against 
France. And I have good hope that whereas you have now out of France 
16,000/. or thereabouts, you shall have yearly 40,000 mks. until you have 
recovered your righteous inheritance in France, or be otherwise recom¬ 
pensed. 

Desired, finally, to know what powers they had to treat on these matters, 
offering to show his own. They exhibited two commissions, the one for 
the marriage, and the other for the stricter amity and entry of the wars, 
On examination, some errors and insufficiency were pointed out in the 
wording, which they acknowledged, and offered to get commissions renewed 
in the same terms as Wolsey’s. They continually urged me to advance 
on ray journey towards the Emperor, which I refused, for the reasons stated 
in my last, telling them I would not leave Calais till everything was con¬ 
cluded, both for the alliance and for the indemnity, so that on my coming 
to the Emperor nothing should remain except the declaration of the King’s 
constant mind towards him, which no one could tell him but myself. On 
this they fell to capitulations, which will be engrossed with all diligence, 
aud made in the manner most to your honor. Today the French ambas¬ 
sadors entered this town, and were honorably received at the entry of the- 
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English pale by the M[arshal,] spears and other horsemen of this town, 
and by my lord Chamberlain and your councillors here. I have not yet 
spoken with them.

2. After writing the above, received letters from the secretary [in 
answer to such] writings as he [has sent] from time to time during his 
progress. Does not think there is any ground for the objections which the 
secretary makes to the appointment of Sir Wm. Sandes as captain of the 
archers, to aid the Emperor, saying that the knights in the army would 
not recognise him as their superior, though he is ... . and a knight of 
the order. Thinks he is the most fit person. The earl of Shrewsbury, is 
as active as any captain in the realm, but should be reserved in case the 
Scots attempt any invasion, to which the French king will incite them if 
Henry aids the Emperor, and he will probably send Albany thither for that 
purpose. Shrewsbury is better fitted for this, on account of his strength iu 
those parts, and his alliance with lord Dacre. The earl of Worcester, as 
Wolsey lately wrote, has experience and activity fit [to command an] army 
royal, “and therefore ye may in no wise lack him, but to keep him ....." 
The lord Marquis is valiant and active, but would be more expensive than 
a lower person, and for other reasons, “ specially when fortune in acts 
martial ha ..... .” might well be forborne at this time. As to Henry’s 
fear that other knights would disdain to follow Sandes, when Wolsey lately 
devised the book of retinue sent to the King from Dover, some of the best 
knights present, as Sir John JIussey and Sir John Petchie, were the 
better minded to go, because Sandes was named as their chieftain. Thinks 
these are the best knights, except Sir Ric. Sacheverell, in whom he supposes 
no disdain nor untowardness will be found. If it is necessary to send the 
archers over while Wolsey is here,, though he is a spiritual man, he will 
order the retinue at their coming, and cause the Emperor to set forth his 
whole puissance with them in person. Will also proceed with them himself 
with his cross, that Henry’s purpose may not be disappointed, or his money 
spent in vain. J

According to [agreement], sends his Chancellor to the conference 
which is to take place at Calais in Wolsey’s presence, hoping that through 
his affection to England the mattere in hand may have good effect, and that 
Wolsey will take care of Francis’ honor.

Was informed of your landing by Echyngham, my servant, who 
came from thence by post on Friday last at midnight. Told the Emperor 
yesterday morning, as soon as he rose, who appeared very glad of the news 
and called the otficers of his house to prepare for his going to Bruges as 
soon as the notification should come from his ambassadors. It arrived this 
morning, and he leaves tomorrow, when he will rest at Eclo, and on Tuesday 
at Bruges. He said he was entirely satisfied with the communications 
between you and his ambassadors. Count Nassau has removed with his 
army along the Meuse against Masieres. Count Felix is before Bullyon 
which they expect to win shortly. Don John Manuel writes from Rome! 

21st ult., that the viceroy of Naples, the marquis of Pescara, and the count de 
Poteutya have by this time joined Prospero Colonna. Their numbers will

now be 1,000 8pears, and as many light horse, which, with 4,000 Spanish 
foot, the Pope’s army of 800 spears, 6,000 foot, and the rebels of Milan, 
will invade the duchy. The French have left in Parma 200 spears, and the 
lord Frederic of Borgery was in Placentia, with 2,000 Italiau foot and 
Lescu. The affairs of Genoa are in the same state, and it is resolved to 
lose no time there, but bring all forces to bear upon Milan ; this gained, 
the rest will fall. 

Sion has written from Zurich that the diet at Baden was kept on the 24th, 
and nothing determined but that the foot who had gone without leave to join 
the French shall return upon pain of rebellion and confiscation, which they 
began to do on the first commandment. 2,000 of them that remained in the 
Pope’s service were countermanded. An answer will be made to the Pope 
at another diet, on the 4th inst., about the 10,000 he requires to restore the 
duke of Bary. For all the money the French king has wasted upon the 
Swiss, they will not serve him.

1467. Du Prat and the French Ambassadors at Calais to 
Francis I. 

Arrived on Sunday, and were honorably received. The Chamber- 
lain came to tell them that Wolsey would see them the next day, Monday, 
at 1 p.m., when they delivered their letters, and said that they came, in 
compliance with the king of England’s request, to put an end to the 
differences between their master and Charles, for which he thanked them, 
and said he would visit in person Francis and the King Catholic, and even 
go on foot to Rome, if necessary for this object. Said it was necessary 
to know what powers the Flemish ambassadors had, and whether they had 
sent letters to the king of England similar to those sent by the French, 
and that they (the French) were furnished with everything necessary. He 
said that since the victory obtained by the King Catholic in Navarre, the 
Pope had taken his side, and that he had obtained money from his countries 
here, by means of which he had raised an army; that Fras. Sekinghen 
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was in his service, and his ambassadors no longer spoke of peace or absti¬ 
nence of war, and had shown him no writings or powers; that this might 
be feigned for the better accomplishment of their purpose ; and that a truce 
or abstinence would be greatly to the profit of Francis, for at its expiration 
Charles would find himself in poverty. Answered that their stay would be 
uselese, if the other ambassadors had no power to treat for a peace, for 
Francis’ affairs were such that he had less need of it than Charles ; that 
as Charles was the infringer of the treaties, Henry was bound to assist 
France ; that an abstinence or truce would damage Francis, owing to his 
large forces in Milan, Guyenne, and elsewhere, and his readiness for imme¬ 
diate war while the King Catholic holds Naples and Navarre. His ex¬ 
penses, which have been greater than those of Charles, would thus be lost. 
As to the six weeks’ abstinence, it would be no use, for the time would 
be passed before the heralds had proclaimed it in the necessary places. 
Showed him at this point Francis’ letters dated Commarien, 29th ult., and 
told him peace would be much easier to conclude than truce, and the con¬ 
clusion would be short, if tbe other party demanded only what was reason¬ 
able, as Francis did, but that they wished for a truce while waiting for 
the succors of the empire. Wolsey, however, always answered to the 
same tune, that he wished to make a truce, which would be to the profit of 
Francis ; that the succour from Almain was nothing ; that he was very 
glad the French affairs were in such good order, for it would give the 
others alarm, and make them more conformable. He said he had warned 
Francis eight months ago of the trick the Pope had played him, and that 
the Pope had offered him 50,000 cr. to let things take their course without 
interfering. He desired them to meet the Flemish ambassadors tomorrow, 
and see if they had anything more to propose. Said it would be right 
first to arrange the order of sitting ( Vassiette ), which Francis left entirely 
to Wolsey. Wolsey said ho saw no other expedient at present but that 
the Flemings should be the first to arrive, and for us to find them seated ; 
so that as they had preoccupied the place, we should pretend not to notice 
it. Thought this would do very well if at the second meeting they should 
be allowed to take the right hand, and be seated when the Imperialists 
arrived. “No,” said Wolsey, “I will have you seated indiscriminately, 
so that it shall not appear who is first or last.” Desired him to arrange 
so at the first sitting, but he said he could not. On consideration, thought 
it best not to insist on the point, as it might cause reports to be spread 
that they had hindered the meeting; and so left it to Wolsey without 
expressing either agreement or dissent. Think the reason he makes this 
arrangement is that the Catholic king is king of the Romans elect, and has 
full imperial administration by his golden bull, without confirmation or 
coronation. The Pope also, in acknowledging him Emperor, has dispensed 
with his oath. Hear on good authority that the other party wish for 
neither truce nor peace, which will give Wolsey an excuse for going to 
Bruges to the King Catholic ; in which case Francis must consider what 
is to be done, if he attempt to play false. Have heard also that Charles 
has been so enraged at certain words said to have been spoken of him by 
Frauds, that he is angry with every one who mentions peace, and that the 
ambassadors on their way said they had no charge to treat of anything 
with France. Wish to know, if Wolsey goes to Bruges, and desires them 
to wait for him, whether they shall wait or return. If the latter, he may 
take it for a rupture, and make some treaty with Charles. 

Wolsey told them that on Friday some sailors from Tresport had taken 
several English ships at the mouth of the Thames, that Francis delays the 
payment of the 50,OCX) fr., and that on Sunday a servant of De la Bastie 
was found measuring the walls with a plumb line, for which he has been 
arrested. De la Bastie told the Cardinal he was an Irishman, and had only

been in his service eight days, having been sent to him by a gentleman of 
the king of England, and wished him to be tortured that the truth might 
be known.

1468. [Campeggio to Wolsey.] 

All arc in great expectation, hearing yesterday of Wolsey’s crossing. 
The papal forces, although under arms, have yet done nothing. The im¬ 
perial troops which had collected at Bologna, on the 24th marched to Parma. 
They are in strong force. The marquis of Mantua and Prosper Colonna 
will have under them 30,000 men. It is reported that the French have 
thrown a bridge over the Po, near Cremona, which has been thrown down 
by a thunderstorm, with the palace of Lescaut, the governor there, whose 
cook was killed by lightning. Had already written of the iujury done 
to the fortress at Milan. The populace consider it an omen of the fall of 
the French. It is thought they would have evacuated Italy, especially after 
the blow they received iu Navarre. All now rests with England to aug¬ 
ment these victories, or demand peace from the French on any condition.

1469. [Fitzwilliam to Wolsey.] 

Yesterday the French king told me that he heard you would go to 
the Emperor at Gaunt or elsewhere, when you had finished the matters 
you have to treat of at Calais ; that it was said in Flanders you would take 
a trufee] at Culais for a time, but that, notwithstanding, Capt. Francisco 
would invade Burgundy, and the Emperor would say he was merely his 
pensioner, and could no more prevent him than Frnncis could prevent De la 
Marche from invading his dominions. If he comes, he will find 20,000 men 
ready to receive him. 

My Lady showed me that the Spanish rebels are stronger than ever. 
They have taken the king of Naples’ son out of prison, and made him their 
captain. 

After leaving the King, Robert Tete told me the King said he did not 
believe you would go to Gaunt, but, whether you did or no, his men 
should go no further than Calais, and so he bade me tell you. I hope you 
have sent for me to come to you, for three of my servants are sick, and I 
know not how to send to you from time to time.

“ Also, I assure your grace, here be the greatest shift made for money 
that hath been seen, for the King borrows of every man that hath any, and 
if any man refuse to lend he shnll be so punished that all other shall take 
ensample by him, and also offers land to be sold; insomuch that the governors 
of the church of this town of Oton (Auken) have bought as much as they 
have paid .2,600 cr. for. This I know is of a truth, for mine host, who is 
one of the chiefest governors of the said church, showed it me. And I 
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assure your grace a man would pity to see how this duchy of Burgundy is 
pilled ; and in case your grace make not peace at this time, and if the 
Emperor come into these parts, ye shall see a great part of this country 
revolt against the Frenchmen ; for I hear them speak very mistely, and I 
cannot blame them, for they eat up all they have, to their shirts ; and. Sir, 
by that I perceive by common bruit, I never saw men more afraid of war 
than they be, nor gladder than they be when they hear any comfort of 
peace, and that is in manner universally. 

“ Also, Sir, I will not write this article to be of a truth; howbeit it was 
showed me within these two days, by a person that hath showed me things 
aforetime which I have found true, that the cause for why the King went 
to Langers was this : it was said the Emperor’s folks had or would have 
laid siege to Mesencourt and Jamais, both at once ; and the King would 
assemble suddenly all his men, and with great diligence come and raise one 
of the said sieges, but I hear say now that the Emperor’s folks be so strong 
that lie will not meddle with them.”

6 Aug. 147L The Nuncio in Hungary to the Pope. 

K. O. 1. Your Holiness will see the news from Varadin by letters from 

the archbishop of Kolocza (Colocensis). The bishop of Bosnia arrived 
here from the Archbishop, and stated that on Sunday, 15th July, about the 
first hour, the Turks attacked the castle and a ford at the same time. The 
defenders killed more than 1,000 janissaries, as they say. Those at the 
ford, though they had no more than 40 small ships, which they call 
“uazadas,” aboat 1,000 horse and 3,000 rustics, sunk one great Turkish 
ship, and killed many of their men. Only eight of little importance were 
lost by us. Almericus Zibocha, who brought your brief, had his horse 
killed. The battle was kept up on both sides till night. During the night 
the archbishop of Kolocza resolved to abandon the ford of Varadin, and 
retreat to another, two miles off, seeing that with so few ships they could 
not resist the Turkish fleet, which consisted of 100 ships like ours, 23 
galleys and other vessels. The Archbishop is at Baccia, with a few people, 
and resists the enemy as well as he can. 

On the Monday following the Turks retired from the castle, so that our 
men could water at the Danube. On Tuesday another attack was made, 
the Turks thinking they would easily succeed, on account of the lowness 
of the walls; but after fighting all day they were driven off, and many of the 
janissaries killed. On Wednesday they began to batter the town on four 
sides, by night and day. Fears the event, as the castle is weak. The arch¬ 
bishop of Kolocza thinks it can be held for eight or ten days, and asks 
the King for 10,000 men, with whom he will attack the Turkish navy, 
take the ford and succor the besieged. Arrangements are now made for 
sending assistance. When the ford had been lost, the Turks burnt the 
fort at Futachum, and several other towns across the Danube. Are in 
much fear for Petra Varadin, as the King cannot succor it, having neither 
ships nor infantry, except what your Holiness sent. Everything between 
the Save aud Drave must be considered as lost. The King will make a 
stand at the Drave, and perhaps protect the ford, which will be difficult, 
considering his plans and his poverty. Have paid the infantry of your 
Holiness for a month and a half, and agreed to pay them the same amount 
in Buda. They number 5,000 foot and 200 horse.

Wrote on the 3rd instant of the taking of Petra Varadin, on the bonks 
of the Danube.

garrison fought in the courtyard until the blood of Turks and Christians 
reached to their knees. Ninety alone escaped into the belfry of the church, 
the only building which was uninjured. As they resolved to defend them¬ 
selves to the death, the Turks sent them unhurt to the archbishop of 
Kolocza, but cut off the heads of the wounded, and flung them into the 
Danube. At the same time they stormed and took Vylac, a fort about twice 
the size of Petra Varadin, about four Hungarian miles distant from it. 600 
soldiers only were in it, 300 belonging to your Holiness. What he will do 
next is uncertain. It will be some days before the King can join his army. 
It is reported that he intends to go to Tolna, and defend the passage 
of the Drave. If unsuccessful there, he will retreat to Illyria, because, the 
bishop of Zagrab and the bnnn of Croatia being faithful to him, he will 
not be afraid of treachery, and the province contains many strong places. 
If he do this, I know not what I shall do, but hope for orders from you 
by the first courier I sent. The archbishop of Kolocza has assembled 4,000 
cavalry, who have sworn to die rather than disband or retreat; but the 
King has advised them to change their purpose, and fight only where they 
will be of service. Of 500 horsemen who crossed the Danube to attack the 
Turks, part have been taken and part killed. The Queen is still at Buda, 
and no plans are fixed for her departure. Expects she will not be able to 
leave when she wishes. 

P.S.—One of the 90 who escaped from Petra Varadin has arrived here, 
and narrated the whole affair. He says they did not surrender, but that 
some of the Turkish officers saved them from the multitude. The Turk 
says he wishes to take the kingdom, and will not retire until he has fought 
with the King. Among the said 90 there are some of your Holiness’s 
infantry, and I have given them a garment each on account of their valor. 
It is said that Vylac is taken and burnt. The 500 horse who were thought 
to have been destroyed have returned, with the loss of only 25 or 30 of 
their number. The archbishop of Kolocza and Bacchia, who was the chap¬ 
lain of the King in Syrmium, desires a new office and bishopric, saying that 
Syrmium no longer belongs to the King, and he has lost the revenue of 
Bacchia. 

6 Aug., Buda. News came last night of the loss of Vylac, Athia, Zatha, 
and all the fortresses as far as Erdend, which is a mile from the Drave. 
The King is now setting off to defend the Drave, and asks the Queen to 
send some Viennese artillery. He has written to know if I can send him 
any money. Perhaps it would be as well to give him the little that remains, 
not because he can do any good with it, but because it is only a small sum, 
and he is in such necessity. Will act according to your letters.

R. 0. After his last letters, on Friday the 27th ult., although some say it was 

Wednesday, the Turks attacked six or seven times the castle of Petra 
Waradin, and were repulsed with great loss. Their corpses filled the ditches. 
The Hungarians could not bear the stench. Afterwards the Sultan under¬ 
mined the walls, and blew them up w’ith gunpowder. Of 1,000 Hungarians 
in the castle 100 only escaped to a small rock, who afterwards surrendered 
on condition of their lives. The Turk then attacked Vylac, where the 
body of St. John de Capistrano is buried. The King is at Tolona collect¬ 
ing forces. Is uncertain of the result. All the nobles and prelates are with 
the King. Every 100 peasants have to furnish 20 horses. Had reinforce¬ 
ments been sent in time, Petra Waradin might have been saved. Buda, 
6 Aug.

He commends your wisdom that you will not depart from Calais 
until you have concluded all his affairs with the Emperor. As to Sir 
Wm. Sandys he has told you his mind by my last letters, to which he 
awaits your answer. He agrees with you about keeping my lord Marquis, 
my lord Steward and my lord Chamberlain at home, and leaves to your 
wisdom, in case the 6,000 archers be sent, to proceed with the Emperor, 
as you propose, and see that the King’s money is not spent in vain. If 
you go to prepare a place for the King in his hereditary kingdom, he 
will follow at time convenient. 

As to your other letters, the King understands the order you have taken 
for redress in the matter of the engagement between the French and 
Spaniards at the mouth of the Thames, and the taking of the Spanish ship 
laden with English goods. The King is very angry at the presumption of 
the French, and is determined to have satisfaction, especially as the French 
lately misconducted themselves in a like manner in his ports, as mentioned 
in my former letters. By the extracts of news, the King perceives that 
great war is toward, and that the French king is “ at a great fardredeal.” 
“ Wretyn at [Okin]ge, 7 Aug., 12 at night.” 

The King has ordered two great harts, of those he has killed himself, to 
be baked and sent to you.

Received his letters of the 25th June on the 8tli July, and on the 
9th dispatched a courier to Wolsey in answer. Has written twice since, 
but there is such intercepting of couriers that he fears his letters have 
miscarried. The Pope has received a lamentable letter from the king of 
Hungary, stating that he is sore oppressed by the Turk, who has a great 
army on his confines, and will probably take one of his strongest castles, 
and shortly after the rest, unless he be succored. At this news the Pope 
is greatly abashed, but continues in the same purpose against the French, 
saying that no expedition con be made against the Turk till the French be 
brought into such case that they dare not stir, and that “ he will spend hi9 
mitre, but he will have them out of Italy.’’ The lord Prosper Columna, 
chief conductor of the Pope’s camp, is now between Modena and Reggio. 
By the middle of this month the Pope will have there 1,500 men-at-arms 
and 10,000 foot, besides 6,000 lanceknights, which the Emperor has pro¬ 
mised to send. It is said that all the Frenchmen in the duchy of Milan 
do not exceed 500 men-of-arms, and intend to withdraw nearer to the 
chief towns, Milan and Pavia. For surer passage they have made two 
new bridges over the Po, which have been struck down by a tempest of 
hail and thunder ; “ so that these men think verily here that God fighteth 
for them.” 

On 27 July the certainty of the last overthrow of the French in Na¬ 
varre came to the knowledge of the Emperor’s ambassadors, who made 
“ many fires and solemn triumphs, as blowing of pipes and trumpets, and 
shooting of guns,” at Rome. The Pope made no open demonstration. The 
French king has required of the Venetians the men-of-arms which they 
lmvp in Brescia. They refused, as the Emperor may invade them, but 
offered him a large sum of money. “ Monsior de lo Stoo, who is one of 
the head rulers of Milan, with divers others, have taken away and inter¬ 
rupted a certain liberty, the which the Pope’s holiness had, in selling of 
salt.” For this and other attemptats in withholding the fruits of the Church 
from divers bencficed men, adherents of the Pope, his Holiness has sent out 
monitories, and fulminated censures against them.

The French king, on account of pretended injuries, has detained all the 
Florentine merchants in his realm, and confiscated their goods ; and the 
Pope, in retaliation, has taken surety of all Milanese and Genoese mer¬ 
chants to the value of their substance. News is come that the French 
king, pretending the said seizure was done by his officers without his know¬ 
ledge, has revoked it, and only bound the merchants to be forthcoming.

Account of the conference the day before. 

The ambassadors of the Pope and Flanders were at the bottom of the 
right-hand side, the French at the bottom of the left-hand side, and the 
Venetian ambassador after them. No others were present, except some 
of the king of England’s council. Speech of the Nuncio, followed by the 
ambassadors of Flanders. The French chancellor praises the pacific inten¬ 
tions of his master ; but thinks it of no use to continue the conference, as 
their opponents have no powers. At the close the Cardinal stated that he 
intended to go to the King Catholic at Bruges to persuade him to agree 
to a truce or peace, and asked the French ambassadors to wait till he re¬ 
turned. He would not return till he had accomplished this object; and if 
he did not succeed, his master would declare for France.

Being informed of this change on the part of the Emperor’s ambassadors, 
though he had sent out his “ harbygers,” and provided his carriages to take 
his “stuff” to Bruges, Wolsey caused his wagons and carriages to be 
discharged till a more towardly answer came from the Emperor. To pre¬ 
vent the French ambassadors forming any suspicion from this delay in his 
journey, Wolsey called them to him, and told them, “ for a colour,” how 
the Chancellor was opposed to peace, that it was he who had been the 
cause of the “ bruleires ” in Spain, Italy, Almayn and these Low Countries 
against the French sing, not for his master’s honor, but for the advance¬ 
ment of his own authority in Italy, his native country ; to remedy which 
Wolsey had put off his journey till he had more satisfactory answer from 
the Emperor. With this explanation they appeared quite satisfied.

As 
Wolsey had intimated that he would propose an abstinence of war (knowing 
that the imperial ambassadors would refuse, as they have done, as a pretext 
for going to the Emperor), Charles has been waiting till now, to his great 
loss, and expects him every day at Bruges. To go and send so frequently 
creates great delay. Affairs require despatch, and this fine opportunity 
must not be lost.

Wrote last on the 4th, from Ghent. The Emperor came to this town 
last night, and expressed the greatest desire that Wolsey should come here 
shortly, saying one hour now is worth 100 at another time, and that he 
could not sufficiently reward him for his diligence in crossing in such 
dangerous weather. Bullion was taken by assault, as he wrote yesterday 
to Wingfield to tell Wolsey. Nassau is lodged in the French ground, and 
news is shortly expected of his success. 

News came from Rome this morning, of the 26th, of the detention of 
all Frenchmen, Genoese and Milanese by the Pope’s command. Pro- 
spero Colonna, with the Pope’s army, kept the field between Reggio and 
Parma. On tho arrival of the Neapolitan men-at-arms he will invade 
Milan. Florence has granted an extraordinary aid to the Pope of 
150,OCX) ducats. The Venetians, seeing no advantage on the French Bide, 
take no decided part, and let the Emperor’s posts pass free. The Belzers 
have advices of the 28th from Basle, that, notwithstanding the cor¬ 
ruption of the French, the Swiss cannot be induced to assist them. As 
soon as the crowns of gold are delivered “ the pleasure is forgotten,” and 
it is believed they will take money on both sides, and remain at home. 
Francis Seken was in Luxembourg, twelve leagues from Tyenvylla. Never 
was better force assembled. Was told by the bishop of Utrecht, a good 
Burgundian, well disposed to England, that one cause why Wolsey delayed 
coming hither was, that his horses were still beyond sea, and that he would 
rather have sent his own than that time should be lost; adding that the 
French, with their lies, abuse the world. The 6,000 lanceknigbts raised 
at the Pope’s request in Tyrol, were about Trent, and have by this time 
entered Italy. Bruges, 9 Aug. 1521.

R- O. I perceive by your secretary's letters, dated 10th instant, which I 

received today, that you find some difficulty in my last letters about the pre¬ 
paration of 6,000 archers, &c. (1.) Saying that you suspect Calais will be 
besieged when the Emperor has put the French to flight. (2.) That the 
knights of Kent are to be reserved for yourself and the defence of Calais. 
(3.) The default in ordering the halberds to join the archers, and (4.) 
the division of the archers into wards, with the Almains, at the Emperor’s 
assignment, (5.) the delay in sending your letters for the preparation of the 
archers, and (6.) the difficulty mode for lack of victuals and shipping 
for them. (7.) “ Supposing your declaration against the French king to be 
sufficient for this time,” in avoiding expense, considering the season°of the 
year. (8.) “Your purpose to an enterprise” against the French harbors 
and navy, under Fitzwilliam, which you desire the Emperor to assist, by 
sending some of his Spanish navy; and, finally, thanking me for my policy 
in treating with the ambassadors of the Pope, Emperor and French king at 
Calais. & 

As you have taken your resolutions in these difficulties, I will not oppose 
them, but still will give my opinion. I do not think there is any danger 
of the French assaulting Calais, as the Emperor is now in France, and 
daily advancing. If the French left their garrisons and besieged Calais 
it would be a good opportunity for the Emperor to fight them. His army 
has two months’ wages, and after that time it will be too late to commence 
a siege. Nevertheless it is well to prepare by assembling the men of Kent, 
and they can be either sent to the Emperor, to Calais, or kept in England. 
The halberds were appointed to “ garnish ” the captains of the archers and 
keep the baggage. It is thought that it will be hard to divide the archers, 
and that they will not like it, but I have spoken with some who have been 
with archers sent in former times to give similar assistance, and they say 
they were thus divided, aud never made any obstacle. 6,000 archers in a 
body could do but little. 

“ And whereas your grace thought the preparation of the archers should 
rather have been called upon to be in readiness in time,” I do not doubt 
that you know I have lacked no diligence in advising you to prepare them, 
and in devising a book for the purpose. If I had been near you, as much 
diligenco should have been used in sending forth the letters. Though it is 
rather late in the year for sending the archers, it is well to have them 
ready, as the report thereof will make foreign princes more inclined to 
peace. It would be a good thing if the whole power of the realm could 
be placed in readiness. Victualling and shipping for the archers and their 
horses can soon be provided, for they must land at Calais. Many horses 
are not requisite, except for the captains, and only a few ships will be 
required to transport them. The Emperor will probably send hoys when

he hears they are ready. They need not be sent till you declare yourself 
On the Emperor’s side, which is not necessary yet. When I see the 
Emperor, will do all I can to induce him to respite it till you are better 
prepared.

has forgotten nothing. The terms proposed by the ambassador of the King 
Catholic, stated in the said letter, seem to be very high ; ,and seeing that 
the King had well provided for his affairs, before Bonnivet’s departure, 
considering the lateness of the season, does not perceive how the King 
Catholic can execute his purpose. Matters must be going bad with Eng¬ 
land, as it appears, when they stick at such trifles as the finding of La 
Bastye’s page on the wall at Calais, the delay in the payment of the 50,000 
francs, and the alleged capture of an English ship at the mouth of the 
Thames, which Du Prat mentions in his letter. Does not believe the last 
statement. They want to find some pretext for quarrelling. 

The journey of the card, of York to the King Catholic seems strange and 
suspicious, and the words of that King’s party show that they count upon 
England. Still, things are better as they are than if they were more out¬ 
spoken. Advises him to do all he can to entertain the Cardinal until some 
resolution be taken upon the affair for which he has gone. Desires him to 
send a courier straight to him, without passing by the court, if there is any 
news which he ought to know.

U. H. liarly, The latter, with great and eloquent persuasions, required that 
g^p. i. 38. declaration should be made forthwith by England against France ; to which 
the writer replied, and they admitted themselves to be vanquished; the 
Emperor saying he was contented to defer the declaration till his coming 
into England towards Spain. The Saturday following was appointed for 
deliberation between Wolsey and my Lady touching the marriage and 
indemnity; to which many difficulties were made, specially in the traduction 
of my lady Princess (Mary), requiring the same to be when she is ten years 
of age. Wolsey, after long debating, prevailed that it should be respited 
till she is of perfect age. They demanded 1,000,000 ducats as dowry, 
saying that so much was offered with the daughter of Portugal. Wolsey 
arranged for 80,000/., aod her dote to be 10,000/., in the Low Countries 
and Spain ; the debts due by the Emperor to England to be paid out of the 
80,000/. Charles agrees to pay a-sum in case the French king with¬ 

holds the payments due from him. 

On Sunday Wolsey went with the Emperor to St. James’s Church, dined 
with his Majesty, and entertained the Emperor and my Lady in his own 
lodging at supper. “ This Monday we shall, God willing, make perfect all 
the other treaties ;” sc., how and when the Emperor shall come to Eng¬ 
land, the ships to be lent him, &c. Though all is concluded, yet, “ for the 
contentation of the ambassadors of France now being at Calais, I trust to 
have commissioners to be appointed to treat with them, for a color.” 
Praises the “ delicate, plenteous and sumptuous manner ” in which he has 
been entertained by the Emperor.

0 . We were lately in doubt about the coining of the fresh German 

troops, but are now informed by a note from the Nuncio with the Arch¬ 
duke to the Pope, that they will not come without the Emperor’s permis¬ 
sion, which cannot be obtained, as all the roads into Franee are stopped. 
The said note came with great difficulty, as all the roads are blockaded, 
and every one passing is examined. A few days ago a junction was 
effected bv the enemy (eerta illorum unio) near the Valle Camonica in the 
diocese of Brescia, and Camillo Ursino has accordingly gone thither with 
a strong force. They are willing enough, “ sed non habent bona crura 
propter defectum pecuniarum.” 

Letters from the Nuncio in Hungary, dated Buda, 4th inst., state that the 
Turks are assaulting the citadel of Petra Varadin, which is not far from 
Belgrade. After repeated failures the great Turk himself assaulted it with 
artificial fire and divers engines, and succeeded in destroying the castle. 
Ninety only escaped, whom the Turks spoiled and let go. He has now 
sent for workmen to rebuild the place, and intends to attack a neighbouring 
fortress. The King of Hungary was encamped at Tonna, waiting for aid 
from Bohemia. He will then have a large army, and may defeat the Turk. 
Gauricus, the astronomer, said the other day to the Doge, that he would 
forfeit his head if the Turk was not either defeated, killed or taken. He 
has often divined, but I put no faith in him.

If 
affairs prosper, Henry may perhaps assist, but if not, there is danger 
of dissimulation or of a rupture, by which the Emperor would be left alone in 
perpetual war. 4. Whether he should now at least declare himself a friend 
of the Emperor and an enemy to France. 5. If the Emperor goes to Spain 
by way of England, and finds Spain troubled, how he can make them 
join in the war, and how maintain the war in Flanders and elsewhere. 
6 . To make the treaties so that he who breaks one, breaks all. 7. To try 
to make a treaty between the three as to the time when England shall 
declare himself, which must be by next year, or even in September.* 
8 . To tell him of the invasions, and that he is bound even now to assist, 
and acknowledge France as the aggressor. 9. The Cardinal wishes 
delay, that he may receive the pensions for October. 10. To remember the 
aid of the empire for next August. 12. To keep the marriage secret, lest 
Portugal and Spain become troublosome. 13. That the indemnity shall begin 
when the King of England declares himself, and that he is not ready now. 
14. Whether it would be better to have a truce this winter until both can 
begin the war. 15. If by reason of the marriage Francis do not pay 
Henry’s pensions, the Emperor may have to pay them even for a year before 
Henry declares himself, and the latter may find some pretext not to declare 
himself unless he is paid. 16. The time of the declaration and other points 
must be left unsettled, unless the treaty is remade. 

La Roche advised to treat as soon ns possible with the English, but to keep 
the treaties secret till they declare, which must not be till the Emperor is 
ready, when a treaty should be made, stating the infractions by the French, 
and the demands of the Pope and Emperor. During the war, the expense 
and arms must be equal. The English can make use of the Emperor’s men 
here, while the Emperor makes war in Spain. 

Bp. of Elna .—The English should be gained directly. The declaration 
may be delayed till May, for the French make great promises to the Car¬ 
dinal, and suspect the English of influencing the Pope. The marriage must 
be kept secret till the declaration. The voyage to Spain, and the ships to 
be given by England, must be treated for. The indemnity must be arranged 
so as not to commence tiil the declaration. 

Valance .—As to the marriage, the Emperor should persist in demanding 
Henry’s declaration, and then consent to its being postponed to please the 
Cardinal. If Henry declare himself now, it will comfort their friends 
many things may happen before May;—notwithstanding tho potentates 
would not let Franco be destroyed, and the Cardinal gives good reasons for 
postponing it. The Emperor would do well to declare that he is going to 
Spain, what he will do there, and what will be done here. 

Grand .—To insist on the declaration of the marriage and the war, for 
one implies tho other ; to reform the articles, and make a treaty agreeing 
that the declaration should be made afterwards, and the time determined by 
the Emperor’s voyage to Spain and tho state of his preparations. 

Berghe *.—They must get all they can from the Cardinal. The declar¬ 
ation should be kept secret, and a truce made meanwhile. 

La Chaulx .—The Cardinal must be dealt frankly with, for if he gain 
one point, he will expect to do so always. The declaration and marriage 
should be kept secret. The war cannot be begun by May. Thinks it 
should be put off* till tho following spring.

Hoochstrate .— The declarations must be insisted on, and their delay after¬ 
wards consented to. The marriage must be kept secret. During these two 
months, they must do all they can both in Italy and here, and then make a 
truce by means of the Cardinal, leaving garrisons in Haynault and Arthois, 
while Charles goes to Spain. The voyage should be hastened as much as 
possible, and the declaration concluded for May. No treaty sltould be made 
without the Pope. The Cardinal must be spoken to about the voyage and 
the ships.

Advises the Emperor to show his desire for this amity, and 
make it worth the Cardinal’s while to do something by which it may be 
seen that England is their friend ; to press for a joint declaration imme¬ 
diately, in order to discuss the time of the declaration, for Wolsey is afraid 
we are treating with France ; to promise to abide the time of the declaration, 
and that the marriage shall be concluded when that takes place. On this 
they would come to make a new treaty, offensive and defensive, including 
all former articles, and comprehending the Pope and Swiss. The declara¬ 
tion must depend on the voyage to Spain, and, if arranged for May, can 
always be deferred ; while Charles, who means to land at Falmouth, could 
victual His fleet there, and have no difficulty in crossing to Spain in winter. 

The Emperor. —To insist on the declarations, to bring on the subject of 
reforming the articles, but still to delay the declarations. To hold two 
councils, for the voyage to Spain, and to decide what Nassau shall do. To 
examine the articles after dinner, in the presence of Madame, who will 
debate with the Cardinal afterwards.

The 
king of England to furnish, if the Emperor desire it, one ship for his 
Majesty’s special use, and others for his nobles; and vice vers& , when the 
king of England crosses to Calais on the expedition against the French, 
the Emperor shall furnish him with ships or hoys ( haenes) for transporting 
his army, on requisition being made to himself or Margaret of Savoy.

king of France in March 1523, and make war upon him by land and sea, 
viz., the Pope and Emperor together in Italy, for the expulsion of the 
French before the loth of Mny in that year, the Pope using the spiritual 
arm only, but the Emperor furnishing 10,000 horse and 30,000 foot; and 
at the same time all the Emperor’s dominions in Belgium, Flanders, &c. 
shall make war upon the French. The king of England likewise shall 
cross the sea in person before that date, and invade France with 10,000 
horse and 30,000 foot, part of which he may hire from the Emperor. 
(4.) The Emperor and the king of England each to furnish a naval force 
with 3,000 men, to make war upon France by sea ; which number shall be 
kept up, and not diminished except by mutual consent. (5.) If by the 
beginning of November next, war has not ceased or been renewed be¬ 
tween the Pope, Emperor and French king, the king of England shall be 
bound, without waiting the term already agreed upon, to declare himself 
enemy to the French king. He shall do the same, if war shall be renewed 
by the French, after the passage of the Emperor to Spain; on which the 
fleet prepared by England for the Emperor’s voyage, along with an equal 
fleet supplied by the Emperor as soon as he reaches Spain, shall be em¬ 
ployed against France, and never enter port except for warlike purposes, 
unless driven by stress of weather. (6.) When these enterprises have been 
set on foot against the French, the Pope shall issue ecclesiastical censures, 
lay the whole of France under interdict, and withdraw all the honors 
and prerogatives which the French have hitherto held of the Church of 
Rome. (7.) The Emperor and England shall be protectors of the Pope 
and of the house of Medici, especially of the cardinal de Medici. (8.) The 
Swiss shall be included on behalf of all the allies, and a new league made 
with them confirming the former ones ; each confederate advancing on the 
commencement of the war such sum as shall be mutually agreed upon for 
their support; for which purpose each power shall send an ambassador to 
Zurich. (9.) The Emperor and the king of England shall do their utmost 
to put down heresy, and reform abuses in spiritual things, in such lands 
as they may conquer in France. (10.) These things done, it shall be 
lawful for the Pope, Emperor and king of England to turn their arms 
against the enemies of the Christian faith. (11.) No league to be made by 
any of the Powers to the prejudice of this league. The Pope shall, before 
the ratification of this league, grant dispensations for the marriage between 
the Emperor and the king of England’s daughter Mary, notwithstanding 
the espousals already made between the Emperor and the French king’s 
daughter, and between Mary and the Dauphin. (12.) This treaty to be kept 
secret from all, except the secret councillors of the contracting parties. 
(13.) When the Pope has ratified these articles, the Emperor and England 
to do the same. 

The above articles agreed to, subject to the approval of the Pope, at 
Bruges, 25 Aug. 1521. Signed by Wohey and Margaret of Savoy.

Pope, and Clerk is to present it in the following form, declaring the Ring's 
resolution to support the Church, and extinguish heresy by the sword and 
pen. He is then to deliver the book privately, covered with cloth of gold, 
subscribed by the King’s hand; “wherein the King’s grace hath devised and 
made two verses, inserted in the said book by the King’s own hand;” and if 
on perusal it be approved by the Pope, he is to have it sent forth with the 
Pope’s authority, and request leave to present it publicly in full consistory, 
there to receive the papal sanction. Sends him 27 copies for private 
perusal first. On leave being granted, is to present himself with a solemn 
oration, “conforming your words and m[anners] to the King’s epistle 
and proem put in the beginning of the same book, with such additions as 
he thinks proper, stating that the King has therein styled himself the very 
Defender of the Catholic Faith [of] Christ’s Church, which he has truly 
deserved of the See Apostolic. 

Sends a memorial of such titles as will be most agreeable with annotations. 
He is to have bulls made, and a brief of most cordial thanks, “ with certain 
words to be inserted therein by the Pope’s own hand,” to be directed to the 
King, stating that [he does not] think his [grace can be b]etter employed. 
He is then to tell the Pope apart privately, binding him first to secresy, 
that as the French king has invaded the Emperor and troubled his Holiness, 
the King at their request has consented to join them ; meanwhile, to gain 
time for preparation, he has consented to act as mediator between the 
belligerents, and therefore has sent Wolsey to Calais ; who, on the refusal 
of the imperial ambassador to treat for peace, had gone to the Emperor for 
that purpose. Is to say that Wolsey has established amity by means of a 
marriage, &c., and request the Pope to send a messenger to him at Calais. 
Proposes to stay there till the beginning of Oct., where he will delay, to 
gain time for hostilities. Bruges, 25 Aug. 

P.S. in Wolsey 1 s hand .—Thanks him for expediting his bulls of lega¬ 
tion with such ample faculties. He is to express Wolsey’s gratitude to the 
Pope and de Medici.

Informed him by their last, that the Cardinal had sent Briend to 
them, to say that he would be at Calais on Saturday the 24th inst. As he 
did not arrive, and no news of him yras received, sent him a letter, of which 
a copy is enclosed. On receiving this, he sent the Grand Escuyer to 
excuse his delay, which was caused by the papal ambassador, but said he had 
set out, and would arrive tomorrow, with the ambassadors of the King 
Catholic. Will see him and the other ambassadors tomorrow, and send word 
of what they say. The Grand Escuyer said thut Tournay was in danger of 
being taken, for the enemy had seized all the passages. The Marshal 
(de Chabannes) set out last Sunday morning according to Francis’ orders. 
Are waiting for his resolution, which he promised to send in his letter from 
Langres, 16th inst. Calais, 28 Aug. 

Postscript , deciphered .— Wrote on Monday last. Since then have been 
with the ambassadors of the King Catholic to see the treaties. Shall assemble 
again tomorrow, when all will be finished, and there will be nothing left but 
to make overtures for a peace or truce. The Cardinal, Francis’ good friend, 
is ill. Have not seen him for three days, but he sent word this td'ternoon by 
the Vice-chancellor that he was better, and would be able to speak with them 
before Saturday. On Monday last the people and garrison ( les mortes pages) 
of Ardres, had a second panic, and abandoned the town. The captain, find¬ 
ing himself alone, followed them, by the Abbot’s advice. The Abbot, to 
save himself and his monks, sent word to those of Oudenarde andTournehan 
that the place was evacuated ; on which they came, and are now making 
free with the stores.*

Another deciphered postscript. —After dinner the Cardinal held a long 
conversation with the chancellor of Flanders alone, and then retired to his 
dressing room with the writer, where he was much more familiar than 
usual, and made him sit next him, and they washed their hands together, 
but this will not gain anything from him. He spoke of the great love his 
master and he had for Francis, and the envy and malice he had incurred 
in England from this fact,—said that the people of England are proud and 
hard to tame, and are inclined to Flanders ; and if the war last, it will be 
painful, both to him and his master, to have to obey the will of the nobility 
and people ; but for his own part he would never fail Francis. Ho also 
said that the Dom Prevost had told the King Catholic, that Francis had 
charged him to say that he never liked him, and never would, but would 
try to ruin him ; that he (Wolsey), when in Flanders, had caused the 
Prevost to be put out of the Catholic King’s council; and that others had 
reported to Charles that Francis had called him an idiot, and other names. 
Answered all this according to Francis’s letters, and tried to persuade him 
to induce his master to assist them ; which, he answered, could not be 
done yet. Not signed. 

Another deciphered despatch. —Have heard today from Paris that the 
English scholars there wish to return home, which seems suspicious, in addi¬ 
tion to the news of the preparation of ships and men going on in England. 
The Cardinal may be saying one thing, and doing another. They may 
be intending an invasion of Boulogne and Ponthieu, or an expedition to 
Fontarnbia to defend Navarre. The vice-admirals should be warned to 
have vessels ready, and the garrisons of the principal fortresses reinforced.

well and to good purpose when he doth speak. And, undoubtedly, by all 
appearance, he shall prove a very wise man, greatly inclined to truth and 
observance of his promise, determined not only fastly, wholely and entirely 
for ever from henceforth to be joined with your grace, leaving all other 
practice and intelligence apart, but also in all his affairs to take and follow 
your counsel and advice, and nothing to do without the same.” As Henry 
puts the burthen of his affairs on Wolsey’s shoulders, the Emperor is 
determined to do the same, and has not only bound himself privately “ twice 
or thrice, by his faith and truth given in my hand,” but declared the same 
to the Privy Council, “ in such manner and fashion as we all may perceive 
that the same proceedeth of his heart, without colour, dissimulation or 
fiction.” The King has reason to be thankful that he is “ not only the 
ruler of this your realm, which is in an angle of the world, but also, by your 
wisdom and counsel, Spain, Italy, Almayne and these Low Countries, which 
is the greatest part of Christendom, shall be ruled and governed.” France 
will not now dare to resist him.

He perceives the pains which Wol¬ 
sey has taken in his affairs, “ saying that ye have had as great regard to 
his honour and surety as he himself could have by any manner of study 
devised.” He is very well pleased with the letters to Rome. 

Whereas in your later letters you express some fear lest the King should 
impute negligence to you in not having written four or five days before ; 
“the King saith that, though ho was desirous to hear from your grace 
when your letters were stopped from him by contrariety of wind, by the 
space of four or five days, yet ho neither did nor could impute that to 
any negligence ; and his highness also considereth that your grace may 
sometimes defer your writing for lack of matter concluded.” “ Fatetur se 
plurimum debere Deo , quod talem habeat capellanum, cujus consilio, fide 
et industria possit majora assequi, quam omnes ipsius progenitores tot 
bellis et prceliis consequi potuerunt.” The King perceives, by Fitzwilliam’s 
letters, that there is fear and scarcity of money in France, which things 
make for his purpose.

1524. Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

Came to Antwerp from Bruges, to provide such things as we need 

to follow the Emperor to the field. Tomorrow wo shall repair to court. 
Suppose you know by the Emperor’s ambassador that Mosowne surrendered 
to Nassau, two days after he began to bring his ordnance against it, and 
120 men-at-arms, with 1,500 foot, were allowed to depart with white rods 
in their hands, leaving their horses and harness behind them. This is a 
great loss to the French king, and it is thought Masieres may also bo deli¬ 
vered, whither the Emperor immediately went. News has Come from Italy 
that the Venetians made a good muster between Verona and Pescara, where 
the 7,000 Almains going to the Pope’s service were to pass, but on being 
challenged gave way and let them pass; that the Almains had arrived in 
the marquis of Mantua’s dominions, and in four or five days would join 
Prospero Colonna before Parma. 

Last night came from Portugal a gentleman of the King’s going to the 
Emperor, who, endeavoring to come through France, went into Navarre, 
and was with the constable of Castile at Pampeluna, on the 14th, but being 
warned, returned to Fonterabia, from which he sailed. He says the 
Spaniards, after their first victory, sent to Saint John Pied de Porcke and 
won the town. The castle held out some days. Hearing that the French 
were coming to rescue it, the Constable sent most part of his army across 
the mountains, and defeated them, and the castle was taken, and about 300 
cast over the walls with much cruelty. He thinks the French will not 
attempt anything against Spain again for these 100 years. Toledo had 
not quite returned to the Emperor’s obedience, but held out for a general 
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pardon, which the Constable would not grant. The rest of the kingdom 
was at peace. The knight sent by the Emperor to the Constable, to urge 
them to invade France, had arrived at Fonterabia, but as the army was 
dissolved, he cannot tell what will be done. The Biscayans, he said, were 
glad of the war, and many of their ships will put to sea. Antwerp, 31 Aug.

1525. The Imperial Ambassadors to Charles V. 

Are much pleased at the reduction of Mouzon, mentioned in his letter 
of the 29th and in that of Nassau, enclosed therein. Yesterday the Car¬ 
dinal, being ill and feverish, sent word he would not speak either with them 
or the French ambassadors. Sent him the Emperor’s letter, which was 
very agreeable to him. The news was very seasonable, owing to the 
letters of the English ambassadors in France, and the boasts of the French 
here that they had two or three great armies, and that Mouzon was so 
strong and well provided that it could not be taken for a year. He asked 
for copies of the letters to send to the King. Calais, 31 Aug. 1521. 

The Cardinal has just sent to ask them to be with him two hours after 
dinner, to meet the French and Papal ambassadors. He intends to propose 
security for the fishermen, cessation of war on the sea between Flanders 
and England, and on land at a certain distance from this place, and liberty 
for Charles’s posts to pass to Spain through France. There is no difficulty 
about the fisheries, as they know he wishes it, and that his subjects will 
more willingly go to sea in such case than now, under protection of the 
ships charged to defend them. The other points are more difficult. Will 
do nothing without his orders. 

Are told that La Palice, at his departure, said to one of the principal 
officers of the town that Charles was mistaken if he thought Francis would 
fight, for Francis knows well that a defeat would ruin him. He did not 
deny that you might gain some places on the frontiers, but if your army 
entered France they would cut off* the supplies.

1526- Gattinara to Charles Y. 

Their joint letters reply to his about the capture of Mouzon, at which 
all the English are delighted. The Cardinal had that day received letters 
from the ambassador in France, of a contrary purport. The sieur de 
Boulan was showing them to Gattinara when the Emperor’s letters arrived. 
They were dated Troye, where Francis is, and stated that the King had 
told the writer that he had visited all his frontier, and found his towns so 
well provided, that he did not fear all the Emperor’s power ; that he heard 
from spies that Francisque had joined Nassau; that all the Emperor’s forces 
were 11,000 German foot, 9,000 of the country, and 4,000 horse; that they 
could not take Mouzon in a year, but he would soon raise the siege, for he 
had 12,000 Swiss newly arrived at Oustuu, 18,000 adventurers, and 2,000 
men-at-arms to serve against the Emperor, while his Admiral had arrived at 
Bayonne, with 12,000 men-at-arms, 6,000 lansquenets, 18,000 Gascons, and 
a good band of artillery; and that he heard from Italy that 1’Escut had 
challenged Prospero Colonna. The letter also stated that the French 
and Venetian force in Italy amounted to 2,000 men-at-arms, 4,000 light 
horse, 12,000 Swiss, 10,000 adventurers, and 18,000 Venetian foot. Has 
seen the letters from Rome, and shown what was advisable to the Cardinal 
concerning the passage of the German foot, and their hope of taking Parma.

1527. Erasmus to Bud^eus. 

Found many of his friends at the meeting of the Emperor at 
Bruges ; among the rest “ non minus humanum quam magnum, hoc est 
non minus amandum quam reverendum, cardinalem Eboracenscm ,” who 
was received by the Emperor with regal munificence. Tunstal, More, 
Mountjoy, and many others were there. More was in great hope he would 
have found Budmus at Calais in the French embassy. The arrival of the 
Cardinal was all the more agreeable to Erasmus, because he hoped that 
these heartburnings among princes would be composed by his wisdom and 
authority ; but he knows not what to think as matters now stand. The 
Emperor and the French king are not on good terms. More is now made 
treasurer with a liberal salary. The King gave him the appointment in 
preference to another, who would have taken it without a salary, and has 
made More a knight. Unmarried men are more easily advanced; but 
More is so wedded to wedlock that nothing can emancipate him. When he 
lost his first wife he married another, “ viduus viduam .” He has three 
daughters ; the eldest, who is named Margaret, is just married to a young 
man (Roper) of good fortune and unspotted morals, and with an inclination 
to learning. More had all his daughters educated from their infancy ; first 
paying great attention to their morals, and then to their learning. He 
brings up another girl as a companion to his daughters. He has also a 
stepdaughter, of great beauty and genius, now married some years to a 
young man “ non indoc to, scd cujus monbus nihil sit magis aureum .” He 
has a son by a former wife, aged thirteen, the youngest of his children. He 
ordered them a year ago to write to Erasmus on their own responsibility. 
The subject was not supplied, nor were any corrections allowed. When they 
showed their father their exercises, all he did was to have them fairly 
copied, without changing a syllable, and seal and send them to Erasmus, who 
greatly admired them. They read Livy and similar authors. His wife, 
who is an excellent housewife, manages the household. Budseus complains 
that he has brought a scandal upon learning, because it has entailed on him 
two evils,—ill health and ill husbandry. More, on the other hand, produces 
the opposite impression. He says that his health is the better for study, 
and that he has more influence with the King, more popularity at home and 
abroad, is more pleasant and useful to his friends and his relatives, abler for 
the business of politics and life generally, and more thankful (gratior) to 
Heaven. It has been said that learning is unfavourable to common sense. 
Thero is no greater reader than More, yet you will not find a man who is 
a more complete master of all his faculties, on all occasions, and with all 
persons, more accessible, more ready to oblige, more quickwitted in 
conversation, cr who combines so much true prudence with such agreeable 
manners. His influence has been such that there is scarce a nobleman in 
the land who considers his children fit for their rank except they have been 
well educated, and learning has become fashionable at court. I once 
thought with others that learning was useless to the female sex : More has 
quite changed that opinion. Erasmus now thinks that nothing so com¬ 
pletely preserves the modesty or so sensibly employs the thoughts of young 
girls as learning. By such employments they are kept from pernicious idle¬ 
ness, imbibe noble precepts, and their minds are trained to virtue. Many 
from simplicity and inexperience have lost their chastity before they knew 
that such an inestimable treasure was in danger. Nor do I see why 
husbands should fear lest a learned wife should bo less obedient, except 
they would exact from their wives what should not be exacted from honest

and virtuous dames. I think that nothing is more intractable than igno¬ 
rance ; to say nothing of the fact, that similarity of tastes and literary 
inclinations is a much stronger bond of union between husband and wife 
than mere sensual affection. Erasmus has heard of women returning from 
church who wonderfully applauded the preacher, and graphically described 
his countenance, but could not repeat a word he had said, or explain the 
course of his argument. More’s daughters, and such as they, can form an 
opinion on what they have heard, and discriminate between the good and 
bad. When Erasmus told More that he would grieve the more if he lost 
his daughters, upon whom he had bestowed so much care, he replied he 
would rather they died learned than unlearned. This put Erasmus in 
mind of Phocion’s answer to his wife, who lamented that her husband was to 
suffer death innocently. “ Wife,” said he, “ would it be better that I should 
die guilty ?” After contrasting the life of Budams with More’s, and the 
service he had done to Greek, concludes with thanking him for his inter¬ 
position with Brixius. More has quite forgotten the little brush he had 
with him.

1528. The Bakers of London. 

R. O. A complaint addressed to Wolsey from the bakers of London, im¬ 

prisoned at Newgate and the Counter by the mayor and aldermen of Lon¬ 
don, because they would not take out of the Bridgehouse . . quarters of 
musty wheat. It was never seen in this country that any mayor or bailiff 
to oversee the sizes or weights of bread should buy or sell wheat and meal, 
or bake bread to sell, till within these five or six years past, when this has 
been done by counsel of two crafty bridgemasters of London, with the sup¬ 
port of a covetous alderman. Since that time, they have had in prison 
either the wardens of the bakers, or some other poor men of the company ; 
and threatened to send some to the Standard in Chepe. Every man who 
could live otherwise has given up baking ; and the corporation, finding that 
imprisonment was of no avail, got up a bill of six articles to have the bakers 
bound by craft, by which they would have gained 1,733/. 6*. 8 d. a year. When 
this was refused, they expelled all bakers from the common council, and 
made an act that the bakers should take out of the Bridgehouse such wheat 
as they provided at all times, be it musty or sweet, at such price and size as 
should be fixed by the corporation. Last year, for fear they should provide 
more wheat, the wardens “ did point 2,(XX) quarters amongst the poor com¬ 
pany of bakers at 13$. [5]</. a quarter,” and in every 1,0(X) quarters the 
bridgemasters gained 33$. 4 d. The corporation got buyers to ride into 
Lincolnshire and Yorkshire from barn to barn, and from church to church, 
and made the price of wheat rise from 5$. Ad. to 7$. or 8$. a quarter, by 
which the King lost in his provision 10/. or 12/. in every hundred quarters. 
They provided so much that some of it is rotten, and the rest is musty, yet 
they compelled the warden and most of the company to take it for fear of 
imprisonment. When it was baked, neither the mayor and aldermen, nor 
any honest commoner, would eat it ; they sold three penny loaves for 2d. 
They have now seven bakers in prison, these eight days, because they would 
bake no more at 12$. the quarter.

Aug. 1529. The London Bakers. 

B. O. Decree of the mayor, aldermen, and common council of London, that 

bakers shall be exempt from the council, for their malice in sowing schisms 
and grudges against the purveyors and buyers of wheat conveyed to the 
garners at the Bridgehouse. Their assertion that the wheat there is not 
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sweet is untrue, as it has been examined and found to be sweet and 
wholesome. 

Henceforth, that is, before Michaelmas next, the bakers shall bake all the 
wheat now remaining in the garners of the Bridgehouse, and in their own 
hands, according to the price given to them. Whenever any wheat remains 
unsold at the Bridgehouse, they shall bake from this wheat at the price set 
by the mayor. Any baker infringing this rule is to be fined 10/., and 
punished at discretion of the mayor and aldermen.

1530. The Joiners Strangers to Wolsey. 

Petition against the ill treatment they suffer from the joiners 
Englishmen, who daily and hourly put them in prison by feigned actions, 
surety of the peace and the mayor’s commandment. In Henry VH.’s time, 
at the building of Richmond, the King commanded the Englishmen 
and the strangers each to choose two men, and these four agreed before the 
chamberlain of London that every householder stranger should pay 4 d. a 
quarter, and every journeyman 2d. ; and that the English joiners would 
never sue them or molest them. This agreement was signed and sealed by 
the chamberlain. Now the Englishmen make new acts against them in 
their hall, which they refuse to submit to, unless Wolsey commands them 
so to do. Ask that their fellows now in prison may be liberated, and find 
sureties to answer before him next term.

1532. [Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey.] 

Wrote to him from Antwerp. Arrived here on Monday last, and 
presented ourselves to the Emperor on the following morning, who received 
us well. Hearing that the Emperor had received letters from his ambas¬ 
sador “ resident with your grace,”* and that he was going this afternoon 
to Ever to speak with lady Chievres, have been with him again this 
morning. He told us his Chancellor did not agree very well with that of 
France; that Nassau had besieged Masieres on three sides, and begun two 
days ago to beat it with ordnance ; and that though the French showed 
<rreat courage, “ his majesty saith all standeth in God’s arbitre, leaving apart, 
after his custom, all advaunting words.” Others think that the place will 
not long hold out, although it is said to be garrisoned with 4,000 men 
under Bayard. “Messer Robert de la March, with Esden andJamays, 
the residue of his places be in truce with the Emperor, and continual

practiques for his pardon and appointment, in the which case it is said he 
would discover many diabolique business of the Frenchmen to their per¬ 
petual infamia.” 

Berthes alone of these principals has gone with the Emperor, it is sup¬ 
posed for money for provision, of which great diligence is made. Beyond 
the arrival of the 6,000 lanceknights with the Pope and Emperor’s army in 
Italy, nothing is known of their success, as the Palavisyns have taken the 
town of Burgo Sandonyn, between Parma and Placentia. The French 
cannot send any succors to Parma, nor those who have the keeping of the 
city depart. The Pope’s ambassador says the Swiss had sent no men to 
assist the French, and the bishop of Veroli had written that some of their 
captains who went over to the French without leave have been put to 
death. A diet was to assemble on the 26th of last month, when a final 
answer would be given whether they would assist the Pope with 10,000 
men to restore the duke of Bari to the possession of Milan. 

This morning the Emperor gave audience in our presence to the ambas¬ 
sador of Hungary, a Venetian born, and reputed of great learning, whose 
charge contained three points: (1.) to declare the invasion of Hungary by 
the Turks : (2.) the state of the kingdom at his departure: (3.) requiring 
assistance from his majesty. When the Emperor was at Cologne, he and 
his colleague were commanded to declare the death of the Turk, father of 
the present Turk, and to show that the truce between them was thus 
terminated; that the new Turk had sent an ambassador to Hungary to 
renew it, and that no answer was returned, considering the great injury 
that might arise to the rest of Christendom. They were entertaining the 
ambassador with fair words till the Pope, the Emperor and other princes 
had shown their minds. Without external aid Hungary could not, espe¬ 
cially after the death of king Matthias, break with the Turk. The Em¬ 
peror said he was going to Worms, and would not fail to urge the diet 
on behalf of Hungary. The king of Hungary, accordingly, sent them again 
to Worms, showing the great preparations of the Turk, which were said 
to be against the Sophi; but the Emperor answered, by the advice of all 
his estates, that in consequence of the attempt* of the French king, and 
the dissensions in Almain, he could not assist the king of Hungary as 
he would, but advised them to make a truce for one year, when he hoped 
these two obstacles would be removed. With this answer the ambassadors 
returned. The Emperor’s advice with regard to the truce was followed ; 
and within four days, as the ambassador says, they had news of the Turk’s 
coming into their frontiers, who immediately invaded the realm. 

He said that the Turks had won divers places on the Save, the defence of 
which had been neglected, and at his departure they were laying siege to 
Belgrade, a strong castle which he thought could resist if it were succored, 
but if it be lost, all the realm will be lost. In Hungary they have no money, 
no captains, no foot, no ordnance, but a good number of light horse better 
than Turks. The militia was almost extinguished since the death of king 
Matthias, for lack of practice. He urged the Emperor to send assistance 
without delay, as being chief of Christendom, and for the affinity between 
his brother Fernando and the King, and also on account of the title granted 
to the emperor Frederick and his successors, by agreement with king 
Ladislaus, which by the last contract between Ladislaus and Maximilian 
was to go to his majesty in default of heirs male. The king of Hungary 
was aware of the injuries done to Charles by the French king, and would 
not dissuade him from his enterprises, but hoped he would allow a part 
of the aid granted by the estates of the empire to be employed in defence 
of Hungary. The ambassador also said the king of Poland had sent 
8,000 foot and 2,000 horse, but hearing on their way that the Tartars had

invaded his realm, he was obliged to reca them all, except 2,000 foot and 
500 horse. The Turkish army was not so great as many supposed. The 
Janissaries did not exceed 7,000, with 12,000 good horse, and 15,000 or 
16,000 other horse, untrained, and without harness. The French king had 
bribed 20,000 Bohemian foot and 2,000 horse to his service. On hearing of 
it the king of Hungary commanded them, on pain of confiscation of body and 
goods, to come to his assistance; “ and after many instances made, 4,000, with 
a part of the horsemen, for half wages, went to 6erve him.” The rest offered 
the same, saying that their privileges permitted them, when their own 
princes would not have them, to make their profit with any other who was 
not his enemy. There is no news, however, of the[ir] departing, and it will 
not be easy for them to reach the French king, by reason of the strong 
towns and great rivers they have to pass. The ambassador of Hungary 
said he was commissioned, with the Emperor’s consent, to enter into any 
treaty with the Pope and other princes, and promised to show, in a secret 
audience, who it was that had incited the Turks against his master. An 
answer was promised to him on the Emperor’s return from Evera, which 
will be tomorrow night or Monday. He told us he was commissioned to 
go to the King to desire aid, and renew the ancient confederacy between 
the King and his master, “ saying if he might have had his expedition of 
your grace, and forbear his going over, he would be very glad thereof, 
for the urgent necessity he hath to go to Rome.” We said, when he was 
with you, he should know. Toledo persists in its old rebellion. The 
Constable and the Admiral have gone thither, and have no doubt of putting 
it down.

Suit has been made to the King by merchants trading to Bourdeaux, 
to know his pleasure whether they should do so this year, as many French 
ships are at sea, and there is great doubt about the amity. The King is in 
much perplexity, as his subjects have many goods at Bourdeaux, which cannot 
be brought home, unless the ships repair thither as usual, and this might 
excite suspicion in the minds of the French. Sir Philip Calthorpe and his 
wife are come to the court to serve the Princess, as the King desires. He 
wishes to know what fees they ought to have.

1534. Gattinara and others to Charles Y. 

This afternoon were with the Cardinal in company with the ambas¬ 
sadors of the Pope, France and Venice. He told them how he had 
gone to Bruges, from his master’s desire to find some means to bring 
Christendom to peace; that he and his company were honorably received 
by the Emperor, who, at his request, had sent the writers to treat for peace, 
and he wished them to discuss the matter privately with moderation, and 
to endeavor to procure a peace as honorable and profitable to their masters 
and subjects as possible. The French chancellor said that, as Wolsey 
knew, he had come at the request of the king of England to arrange peace, 
but he had no power to treat with the Papal ambassadors, for the Pope had 
failed the French king, when he considered him his best friend. To this 
Wolsey replied, that he did not believe the Pope had failed to perform his 
promises without good occasion, and he would try to compose the difference 
between them. The Nuncio said it would not be for the Pope’s honor for 
bim to enter into any communication, as the chancellor of France had no 
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Gattinara and others to Charles V.— cont. 
power in matters concerning his Holiness. The Imperial envoys said that 
their powers were expressly to treat in the presence and witli the consent 
of the Nuncio ; that the Emperor was prosecuting his just rights, but that 
by virtue of their power they were ready to treat for peace. 

As the French ambassadors are now content to treat of all matters, they 
require that all the powers should be exhibited, which the writers have 
postponed till Monday afternoon, by which time they hope to receive their 
powers. The Cardinal has proposed four points: 1. Security for the 
fishermen of both parties. 2. No exploits to be done on English ground, 
and no troops to pass through it to attack their enemy. 3. Either party to 
be safe from attack in English ports or downs. 4. The soldiers of both 
parties to refrain from molesting those bringing provisions to Calais from 
St. Oraer, Newport and Monstreul. 

The French and Imperial ambassadors have requested time to inform 
their masters of these points. The Cardinal wishes resolution to be taken 
at once, and will cause the said articles to be put in writing, and shown to 
both sides, “ pour les arrester,” if possible. Wish to know his pleasure, and 
think he should not object to the security of the English fishery and the 
English land and sea. Wolsey has arranged the ceremonies to be observed 
during the conference. The chancellor of France, who has always called 
Charles the King Catholic, will call him the king of the Romans, Emperor 
elect, which he says he has not done through being accustomed to the former 
title. The writers will style the king of Fiance the Most Christian King. 
When sitting, or passing through the town, Charles’s ambassadors will take 
the right hand, the French the left. While going through the town, Wol¬ 
sey will be accompanied by only one ambassador from each power. Will 
write daily. Calais, 1 Sept. 1521.

1535. Du Prat, De Selve and Gedgyn to Francis I. 

Saw the Cardinal yesterday. The Flemish ambassadors were with 
him. He said that the King Catholic was so bound to the Pope that he 
could not treat without his consent, and therefore, not to postpone the peace, 
Wolsey would become security for the Pope ; that the Pope's ambassador 
with the King Catholic had said that Francis was not accustomed to keep 
his promises, and had harbored his master’s enemies; upon which tlie Car¬ 
dinal had spoken in his favor, and said that he would not offend again if the 
treaty were concluded. Du Prat affirmed that at the time when the Pope 
had declared for the King Catholic, Francis thought he had no better friend 
in all Christendom than he, and had never done him any wrong,but had 
defended him, and never gave him cause to do as he had done. Said also 
they had no power to capitulate with the Pope, but would write to know 
Francis’ pleasure. The chancellor of Flanders also said that he had no 
power to treat with the Pope. Have found an expedient to treat with the 
Cardinal and the ambassador, under the condition that, if he and the Pope 
do not agree, tho treaty shall have no effect. The same will be done by 
the ambassador of Flanders. The Cardinal proposed four points: safe- 
conduct for the fishery; the French and Spanish subjects to take no prizes 
in English dominions; surety against the French soldiers for those who 
brought provisions to Calais; and safeconduct for all the ambassadors, 
French and Imperial ; for the former as far as Montreuil, for the latter as 
far as Nieuport. Agreed to the last three, but said they had written about 
the fishery. The Cardinal asked them not to delay. Finally agreed to it, 
to conciliate him, considering it can be revoked at pleasure, and will be 
profitable to those living on the coast of Normandy and Picardy, and without 
it they will not be able to pay their taxes. He asked them to write for 
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Francis’ consent that Burgundy should be neutral, saying that Madame 
Marguerite was very desirous of it. Advise him to write to Henry and the 
Cardinal. Write the rest in cipher. Calais, 1 Sept.

1539. Pace to [Wolsey]. 

Yesterday the King received his letters, dated Calais, 31 Aug., com¬ 
prising the perfect conclusion of all his affairs with the Emperor, with 
which he is highly pleased.

Instead of 6,000 men only to conduct the Emperor into Spain, he thinks 
the number should be 10,000, considering the French preparations, and 
begs Wolsey to urge this ; the addition to be at the Emperor’s own cost.

Received a letter from Tuke, dated Calais, 8 Aug., and a letter in 
cipher from the Pope's ambassador for his Holiness, which he despatched 
to him who keeps the Pope's secret correspondence. Next morning told 
him of Wolsey's arrival at Calais, and of the ceremonies, as Tuke had 
written. Mentioned the letter, but the Pope did not tell him the contents. 
He only said, “ Nos speramus quod D. Cardinalis Eboracensis 
tractabit bene," fyc. He complained of the insolence of the French, and 
that they had made Wolsey believe they had 30,000 men in Italy, and 
would shortly obtain Naples. His camp is still within a mile of Parma, 
and the French dare not show themselves, or trust the population, or put 
arms in their hands. The Pope's 7,000 lanzknechts nave arrived in 
safety. He told Clerk that Prosper Colonna had sent him word when the 
lanzknechts arrived he would march forward. He has in his army 5,000 
Spanish foot, 4,000 Italians, 6,000 or 7,000 lanzknechts, 1,000 men-at- 
arms, 1,500 light horse. Everyone is hearkening what shall be the end 
of Wolsey's negotiation with the Emperor, and hoping he may secure a 
peace among all Christian princes. The Pope is jealous of showing him 
any evil news. Hears that the French have given the Papal army many 
an evil breakfast, and specially the Spaniards. It is reported the Pope 
will create cardinals to raise money ; that the French will give up Cremona 
to the Venetians for 200,000 ducats, and raise forces as long as the war 
lasts.

1541- Gattinara and others to Charles V. 

He will have seen by their last letters of the 1 st that yesterday the 
powers of both sides were to be exhibited. As their powers had not 
arrived, sent the bishop of Elna to the Cardinal to ask him to find some 
excuse to put ofiT the meeting, and that the Chancellor would feign illness, 
as if he had the gout. Wolsey seemed displeased that they had not their 
powers, as it would make the French suspicious, but thought it best not 
to put off* the meeting, but to propose other matters, so that the powers 
should not be spoken of. At the meeting, he began by producing articles 
which he had had drawn up, on the four points, mentioned in their letter 
of 31 Aug., giving a copy to each. All agreed it would be better to look 
them over at leisure, and postpone the conclusion till today. Then Wolsey 
asked if they wished to say anything on the principal matter of the meeting. 
Some time was occupied in deciding who should speak first; the French 
chancellor saying that we should do so, as we were “the demandeurs.” 
Gattinara answered such was not the case, but that they had come at the 
Cardinal’s instance, to hear and reply, and to show that the Emperor had 
taken up arms justly, after being invaded and provoked. The French 
chancellor asked if they meant to make no demands. I said the Emperor 
was reasonably pursuing his quarrel by arms, and that after the French had 
spoken they should know if we had any demands to make, and whether 
we wished to prosecute them, or remain on the defensive. Then the 
French chancellor spoke, protesting before God and the Saints that what 
he said was truth, and declared at length the grievances of his King. Gives 
the substance of his speech, and of his own reply. The French chancellor 
seemed puzzled what to answer, and proposed that each side should put 
their case in writing ; to which Gattinara demurred. 
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This day, as the Chancellor (Cardinal ?) was unwell, the discussion was 
put off till tomorrow. The principal matter is postponed to next Friday, 
to which we made no objection, as the great object is to gain time. Send 
an extract of a letter from the English ambassador in France, given them 
by the Cardinal. Do not believe what the king of France says ; but it is 
as well for the Emperor to set spies, and to be on his guard. Wolsey has 
also shown them the minute of a despatch which he is sending. Gattiuara 
lias drawn up, and forwarded to the Audiencer, minutes of despatches to 
be sent by the Emperor before Gattinara leaves Calais, which will be as 
soon as he can extricate himself. Calais, midnight, 3 Sept. 1521. 

The post has been delayed till this day, the 4th. Are now nearly agreed 
about the fishery and the four points, which they are ready to sign 
tomorrow, if they have the power. The French chancellor sent one of his 
councillors to Gattinara about the articles ; and on leaving he was accom- 
panied by Maistre Josse (Laurens), of whom the councillor asked if it was 
not possible to make some arrangement, for the Pope was the cause of all 
the mischief, and was a “ double Florentin.” Josse could not enter into 
such discussions without orders, but by Wolsey’s advice Gattinara sent 
him to the French chancellor, to see what he would say; and the Chan¬ 
cellor said to him, “ You expect to humiliate us by your pride and by 
talking big, but you make us more determined, and you will soon see what 
will come of it. I shall not tell you for three days what I think.” On 
going to tell the Cardinal, Josse found the French chancellor with him, 
and began talking with some of the other French councillors, who said 
that it was high time for them to sharpen their knives, and they would 
hear different news before the end of the month. When the Chancellor 
was gone, Josse told this to the Cardinal. The Cardinal, on his part, 
told him what the Chancellor had said to him, and that he had replied 
that the French were the proudest of all.

Mon. Habs. Has received their letters of the last of August and the 1st of Sept. 

278- In reply to Wolsey’s proposals as to the fishery, states that since their 
departure the admiral of Flanders, with the assistance of the people of 
Holland, Zealand, and other places on the coast, has prepared a good fleet, 
which is almost ready to put to sea. It is late to propose this point for 
his subjects, who have been much damaged by the French, and have volun¬ 
tarily furnished this fleet to revenge and assist themselves. Has written 
to the Admiral to know the exact state of the fleet, and to obtain his advice, 
when he will write to them again. Then, if a truce by sea is made in 
these parts, the greater part of the enemy’s force will be free to engage the 
Spaniards, of which they will have good cause to complain, as they, and 
especially the Biscayans, are fighting successfully with the Bretons and 
other Frenchmen. An entire truce would be better than a partial one. 
Wishes them to take Wolsey’s advice. Considers the other three points 
reasonable, but the free passage to and from Calais must be only for the 
ambassadors, servants and messengers, whose names must be declared on 
both sides. The limits of security should be fixed, for the French, from 
Calais to Boulogne, and for his ambassadors, to Dunkirk. Will be content 
with these conditions, although sufficiently secured on his side by the river 
of Gravelinghes and the English territory. 

Sends the letters patent containing their powers. They must favor th« 
^Nuncio as much as possible, and should show him their powers, that he 
may know Charles’s affection for the Pope, and his determination not to 
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Charles V. to his Ambassadors in Calais — cont. 
abandon him. They must thank the Legate for thinking of their honor in 
the ceremonies he has prescribed.

R. O. Received his letters dated Dunkirk, 28 Aug., sent by Wyse, who 

St P. i. 50. arrived yesterday. Is glad that his services are acceptable to Wolsey ; and 
though he cannot write so wisely as may be required, he is at all times 
ready to move the King to answer Wolsey’s letters with convenient dili¬ 
gence. No tongue can express the King’s satisfaction with the service 
rendered by Wolsey in this affair of the Emperor. At Wolsey’s desire 
he has this day moved the King, as of himself, to write to the Cardinal his 
satisfaction in his own hand. The King consented to do so, “ and said to 
me that the tidings comprised in your grace’s letters written with your own 
hand contenteth him as well or better than any other that he had before.” 
As to Wolsey’s wish that Pace should write to him of himself, he has done so 
once, but not oftener for lack of matter. Everything since Wolsey’s depar¬ 
ture is in good order, without any ill bruit or murmuring. The commonalty, 
who have no knowledge of such secret matters as Wolsey concluded with 
the Emperor, are delighted to think that his going was to establish perfect 
nmity betwixt the Emperor and the King. This has added much to 
Wolsey’s popularity. The sending out of the King’s letters for 6,(XX) archers 
increases this impression.

“ that no man can more groundly consider the politic governance of your 
said realm, ne more assuredly look to the preservation thereof, than ye 
yourself.” I think, however, that the French king, being troubled with so 
many enemies on every side, both in his own realm, in Milan and Navarre, 
will beware how he gives you cause to break with him. The chancellor 
of France assured me, when he dined with me alone, that his master trusted 
you before all other princes, that he was instructed to follow whatever 
counsel Wolsey offered for the encouragement of good understanding with 
England, and that it would be seen by the treatment of English subjects 
in France that his master and he were as good English as any of your 
subjects. Thus it is clear, notwithstanding any rumors, that they have 
no suspicion of anything concluded with the Emperor. Has determined, 
however, not to trust to words, but as complaints are made by the English 
of French piracies, which have been proved before the Chancellor, and 
redress made to some, and some English ships have been rescued, of which 
one arrived at Calais today, with certain Frenchmen, “ enterprenors ” 
thereof, Wolsey has caused the Chancellor, without speaking of the matter 
of Bordeaux, to consent that proclamation be made throughout France, 
that no man, under pain of death, take any English ship or goods, and to 
■write to the King his master that an open placard, signed and sealed by 
the French king, shall be delivered to the King or Wolsey, assuring all the 
King’s subjects repairing to Bordeaux or other French dominions of a 
friendly reception. The Chancellor has assured him he shall have this 
within eight days, and if they attempt anything against this proclamation

(although they were bound to this already) it may be the more grievously 
imputed to their charge, when the King makes his declaration. They will 
certainly not attempt anything at Bordeaux during this diet, while we and 
the French ambassadors remain here ; and if truce be made, as there is 
good hope, before the end of the diet, then there may bo no fear.

That if you choose this year to license 
your subjects to bring wines upon strangers’ bottoms, and authorise the 
French and Bretons to import them in their own vessels, you will not only 
have plenty of wine cheaper than usual, and increase your customs, but 
also relieve Fenders and the Emperor’s countries, which are deprived of 
wines during the war ; besides which, so many French ships will resort to 
England that you will have a great counter surety if they attempt anything 
against your vessels. Proposes to devise an article, to be agreed to by all 
parties, among other deliberations, for the safety of Flemish and French 
fishers during this herring time ; that the English shall have liberty to pass 
to all harbors under the dominion of the Emperor and French king, and 
that no ships be taken in English waters. This will largely extend “the 
liberties of your said streams and territory of the sea,” by the express 
consent of the Emperor and the French kiug.

Wolsey must be thanked also for the letters from Prance, which the 
sieur de Boulan (Boleyn) showed them. The news in them resembles the 
reports by the French of the fresh insurrection in Spain, the capture of the 
Queen, and the beheading of the prior of St. John, which are all untrue. 
Wishes the season was not too far advanced for a battle, if the enemy 
were strong enough to venture it. Has ordered the minute of the letter to 
be made, but sees by their last letters that the Legate will write it, at which 
Charles is glad.

The commons of Valence, who began the insurrection, have lately 

defeated Don Diego de Mendossa, the Viceroy, and the duke of Candia, a 
large body of whose infantry deserted to the commons. They immediately 
entered the town of Candia and plundered it. Since then, the duke of 
Sogorbya set on them, with some knights, slew 600 and put the rest to 
flight. The Constable or Admiral will go thither, and it is thought all will 
be redressed with little difficulty. The count of Miranda, nephew of the 
Constable, remains as Viceroy in Navarre with a good garrison. St. John 
“ Pyedeporke ” has been totally pulled down, and the same will be done to the 
castles and walls of Stella and Maya, so that no town but Pampeluna will 
require guarding.

1549. Gattinara to the Emperor. 

Received last night, just as the gate was closing, his letters of the 
3d, their powers, with the oath, and the letter for his return. Sent the 
bishop of Elna and Josse to inform the Cardinal. Went next day with his 
colleagues and the Nuncio, and told the news of the parley at Masieres; of 
the new army raised by the Emperor ; the recall of the Swiss in the French 
service, and the murder of their captains ; the declaration of the cantons for 
the Pope and the Emperor, and their resolution to send men with Sion; the 
distribution of 40,000 ducats, in addition to the 30,000 deposited at Zurich; 
the arrival of the lansquenets before Parma on the 21st Aug.; the com¬ 
mencement of the siege ; how the French were beginning to parley ; that 
Palavesin, Visconte and Matthew Beccaria, with the exiles of Milan, had 
taken all the places in the territories of Parma and Placentia as far as 
Pavia. 

Wolsey was pleased with the news, and asked for an extract to send to the 
King. On seeing our powers, he asked why there was no special mention 
of the differences between Charles and Francis, the mediation of the King, 
and the necessity for the Pope’s consent. Said that, according to the con¬ 
vention with die Pope, not to treat without his consent, they could not 
mention the king of France without making it appear that they were 
anxious for a treaty; and as to the king of England, the understanding 
between them was enough. With regard to the Pope, it was necessary to 
•do as they had done, to keep off suspicion. With this both the Cardinal and 
the Nuncio were content. The Cardinal was not pleased with the Em- 
Deror’s refusal of security for the fisheries, or with the limitation of the safe- 
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conduct for the ambassadors. He wished them to sign the articles, with 
the addition of one for the safety of English ships in French and Imperial 
ports, which, he says, is only that they may supply themselves with wines 
in France, of which the Emperor shall have part. Have consented to sign, 
if the Emperor will agree, and if Wolsey will promise to give them a letter 
stating that these articles will not interfere with the treaties of Bruges. The 
article about the fishery will not prevent his fleet from attacking ships of 
war and merchant ships, which will be more profitable than defending the 
fishermen. Has shown the letters touching his return to the Cardinal, who 
confesses he promised not to keep him more than six or eight days; but he 
says he does more service here than he would there, and if he goes, the 
chancellor of France will do the same, when it would not be honorable for 
him to stop any longer, and the conference will be broken off. He has spoken 
to the French chancellor, and waits his determination. He told Gattinara 
that the Chancellor told him that the French king does not intend to fight, 
but to hinder the Emperor’s army from passing to Reins, and cut off their 
supplies. Told him the French could do no such thing, but they could force 
them either to fight or go into garrison at Reins or elsewhere. 

He wishes for the capture of Tournay, but doubts whether the new army 
is sufficient. Gattinara assured him it was easier than he thought. The 
Chancellor asked Wolsey to write to the Queen mother, to exhort her son 
not to go to the camp or give battle, but to consent to a truce. Advised 
him not to do so, for the French would say he had done it at Charles’s 
request; and if the truce did not take effect, and the Emperor prospered in 
the field, they would say the Cardinal had taken them in. He promised to 
be very careful what he wrote. Spoke about the powder. He said he 
would write to London about it, but thought you had found plenty at Mou- 
zon. Told Wolsey that the Emperor had sent letters for the pensions to 
the Audiencer. He wishes to have them before Gattinara leaves, with the 
ratifications, of which he sends the minutes, and Wolsey will give him the 
minutes of those which he has sent to the King of England to be signed. 
Has given him the oath sent by the Emperor. He wishes the letters of 
Francis to Carpy to be left with him, to show to the estates of England. 
Wolsey has asked him to put all their discussions in writing to take with 
him.

The French chancellor said he was not sufficiently 
furnished to answer, but set forth many colorable arguments, meagrely 
founded in law, and more slenderly in reason. Grounding himself upon the 
principle that actus activorum fundantur super intentione et mente con- 
trahentium, he said that though it was provided by the treaty made at 
London by the admiral of France and the bp. of Paris, that if any of the 
contracting parties were invaded, the confederates were bound to mutual 
assistance, yet there was a prior convention between the French king and 
Mous. de la Bret, the pretended king of Navarre, and whatever the French 
ambassadors had done, it was not the intention of Francis to break his 
first promise, alleging further two general brocards of the law ; viz., in 
generali sermone non comprehenduntur ea qua; quis non esse verisimiliter 
concessurus in specie ; and, ea qua speciali nota digna sunt , si non expri- 
mantur specifice, videntur neglecta. In answer to which it was said, that 
these maxims would invalidate any treaty. Though the French chancellor 
could not deny this, he put over the mutter with smiling countenance, yet 
he made bold to say at the proposing of this argument, gladius ad radicem 
positus , concluding that the invasion of Navarre was no breach of treaties. 
“ And so, Mr. Secretary, ye may see that all the practices of France be but 
fraskes and loose ends, as I wrote unto you in my last letters ; and surely, 
like as the bruits be made of these great armies, and none appenreth to do 
any feat, so great allegations is made by their ambassadors, and nothing to 
purpose. The Emperor’s chancellor hath hitherto as clearly convinced the 
French ambassadors in everything by them purposed as the Emperor’s army 
subdueth every town and fortress before them, marching in France.” Could 
not write the whole of their arguments in a day, “ but for a truth tho 
couns[els of France] stand in persuasions and opinions, whereas the

Le Glay, Have been this week several times with the Cardinal, in company 

N^goc. ii. 494. w ith the ambassadors of Flanders and the English council, when the 
grievances on both sides were exposed, and each endeavored to show that 
the other had infringed the treaty. The Imperialists complained of the 
wars of Robert de la Mark, and of Navarre, the seizure of their couriers 
and letters, the plots made against Naples and Sicily, the instigation of 
the dukes of Lunembourg and Wirtemberg and count Furstemberg to 
make war on their King, and the fact that Francis was assisted in his war 
by foreign soldiers, contrary to the treaty of London. The French set forth 
the denial of the sureties for the marriage mentioned in the treaty of Noyon, 
the attempt to prolong the term for the payment of the 100,000 cr.’ 
and to get Madame Loyse into his hands, though only eleven and a half 
the subsequent refusal to pay the said 100,000 cr., the retention of Navarre 
without compensating the King, the attempts to prevent the Swiss from 
entering into a defensive league with France, the practices with the Electors 
and the Swiss to recover aid for the invasion of Milan, the proclamations 
depriving Francis of the obedience of Flanders and Artois, the siege of 
Messencourt, the favor shown to his enemies, the cardinal Sion and duke 
de Barri, in their machinations against Milan, the countenance given by 
Don Emmanuel, Charles’s ambassador at Rome, to those banished from Genoa 
and Milan, with other grievances. As to the war with De la Mark, it had 
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not been made with Francis’ consent, and proclamation had been issued 
that none of his subjects should enter De la Mark’s service. As to Navarre, 
the succor sent thither was after the defiance, when he was no longer bound 
to Charles. They showed several reasons besides why it was not against 
the treaty. Denied the seizure of couriers and letters before the defiance, 
and the conspiracies. Said that Charles had used soldiers who were not 
subjects, as much as they had. Give at considerable length the replies to 
their grievances. The Cardinal said, concerning the marriage, that the 
Pope had written to him that the King Catholic had never mentioned a 
dispensation, but that it was one of Francis* own people who spoke of it, 
and that the Catholic King’s countries would never suffer him to wait for 
Francis’ daughter ; on which the ambassadors of Flanders said that their 
master would have waited, if the treaties had not been broken. 

At the first meeting, the Cardinal wished to have articles drawn on each 
side, that he might see how they proved their case; but yesterday he said 
that such weighty reasons had been alleged on both sides, that neither his mas¬ 
ter nor he could judge to which party assistance should be given ; that neither 
of us would confess himself the invader, and that his master’s and his 
power depended on our mutual consent. He advised them to meet again 
on Monday with their full powers, and he would see whether he could 
bring them to an agreement. He showed Du Prat a letter from the King 
Catholic, asking that his Chancellor might be sent back, whom he said he 
could not spare. Du Prat said it was a sign he did not wish for peace, as 
the others were persons whom he would hardly trust in such matters, and 
if the Chancellor went, Du Prat would return also, leaving De Selve and 
Gedoyn. Lnst night a great number of men, with artillery, ladders, &c., 
came to Ardres to take it, but the captain repulsed them, with the loss 
of but one man, several on the other side being killed. On Wednesday 
told the Cardinal that Francis, to please his master, was in danger of losing 
. Ardres. He said there was no such intention. Hearing artillery all night, 
we sent De la Bastie to remind him of what he said, and, being told they 
had been repulsed, he auswered they would not return. Therouenne was 
nearly surprised. The captain has three of the traitors, and a provost mar¬ 
shal is sent to execute them. Mons. de la Fayette has sent 300 men thither, 
as it is said that Beaurain is assembling his people. Hears that artillery has 
come hither in the night, and that musters are being made in England. 
Will send to London tomorrow to know the truth. The Cardinal said, 
yesterday, that some ships, both English and French, had been taken 
by the Spaniards, and that their merchants were molested, which was the 
reason for the present armament. Calais, 7 Sept.

1555. Du Prat, De Selve and Gedoyn to Francis I. 

Received his letters of the 3rd yesterday, after finishing their letter. 
The time is consumed in going and coming. The Cardinal is well disposed, 
but the ambassadors will not agree. He sent the treasurer of England and 
“ Maistre Boulent ” (Sir Thos. Boleyn) to explain the preparations going 
on in England, saying that they were customary about this time. De la 
Bastie has heard of the death of his wife, and wishes for leave to return. 
Du Prat has letters from the Cardinal to send to Madame. Yesterday a 
courier from La Fayette was pursued. Has accordingly written in cipher 
what the Cardinal said. Calais, 8 Sept. 

Deciphered postscript .—The Cardinal, after the withdrawal of the Flemish 
ambassadors, showed them a copy of letters from the Count of Nassau to 
his master, touching the taking of Mouzon, and saying that siege would be 
laid to Mezieres. He advised Francis to station himself in some suitable 
place on the frontier, but not to give battle, but merely cut off provisions 
and stragglers. He said that the enemies of Francis were very boastful, 
and accused Chievres of selling their master for 50,000 cr., which Francis 
had given him to make the treaty, but that he had found the King Catholic 
quite ready to listen to reason, speaking little, but to the point; that Mar¬ 
garet, too, was devoted to peace, since it was she who brought about 
this conference, but that some malicious people, both in France and England, 
had prejudiced the King Catholic against him, the former telling him 
Wolsey was entirely French, and the latter that he was conducting affairs 
as if all the authority was with him, so that his master “ 6toit repute pour 
beste.” He then said he had told the King Catholic that Henry would 
never suffer him to invade Milan, and expressed his great wish to succeed 
in obtaining a peace, which was difficult just now, owing to the pride of 
the other party; and ho saw no way towards it, except by a truce. He had 
done nothing to the prejudice of France, but carried the affair of Flanders 
in favor of Francis ; and he requested us not to distrust him if we saw 
him give any writing to the King Catholic’s ambassadors, for he would do 
more for France than the King Catholic. He had refused a great sum of 
money, which that King offered him, and only kept two small bars of silver, 
which cannot be worth more than 2,000 francs. Have again thanked him 
for the good will which they see more and more he bears towards them, and 
prayed him to continue it, saying that Francis would not be ungrateful. 

He spoke to us more openly than he was wont, and seemed very dis¬ 
satisfied with the council of the King Catholic, especially with the Chan¬ 
cellor, not having found them as tractable as he hoped. As to the late lord 
Chievres, we said that Francis was not one to corrupt people, and had 
only given him some gold plate worth about 2,000 cr., because the King 
Catholic had given something of the same value to the late Grand Master. 
He seems to know that this peace will scarcely be brought about, and so 
endeavors to pass the time, thinking by that means to save his master’s and 
his own honor. Heard about Mouzon this morning from letters of Alen^on, 
and resolved to adopt a higher tone than they have been accustomed to 
do. Told the Cardinal that Mouzon was a place of small value outside 
the kingdom, acquired by former kings of France, and that Francis had 
put men into Maiziferes, and the enemy had sought a weak point, but 
would not dare to come further. Have ascertained by various channels 
that Wolsey spoke the truth, and was very ill satisfied with his success in 
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Flanders. Will yet try to get some aid from him or his master. The 
bp. of Ely, while conducting Du Prat through the town, said the Pope was 
a strange fellow (ung merveilleux esprit), and that the council knew they 
must manage the matter another way, and have a separate peace with 
France.

1556- Du Prat to Francis I. 

Jjc Gl»y, Decipher. —On Tuesday “ Maistre Briant ” came to Du Prat, to ask 

Negoc. ix. 514. him to dine alone with the Cardinal on the next day. After dinner he 
showed him some letters which he had received from Italy by a Florentine 
courier, and which stated that the King's force there was inferior to the 
other, and that 6,000 Almains had passed in front of his and the Venetian 
army, and joined Prosper Colonna. Parma was in great danger. The 
lightning had struck the house of lord de l’Escun there, killing his cook; 
it also struck the bridges over the Pau for the passage of his army, as 
well as the castle of Milan. He said he had seen letters from Nassau that 
his army was daily increasing, and that Maisieres was besieged ; that 
the King Catholic had sent to Navarre, and the Admiral would find more 
resistance than he thought; and that the Emperor, who was feeble and 
sickly, had gone to Brussels. He then spoke of the indissoluble love Eng¬ 
land bore to France, and which he himself meant to maintain. He did not 
desire the papacy or anything else ; for he had more goods than a church¬ 
man ought to have, and his only object was to serve his master. He then 
spoke of the reasons that had induced Henry to hold this conference, and 
said the nobility and people of England were quite against France, and he 
thought a peace was the only way to get his master out of the necessity 
to take part in this contention, but he found the Imperialists very obstinate, 
and the turn things were taking was not hopeful. He said that the King 
Catholic had sold lands in Naples to get money; that his people were eager 
for war, from hatred of Robt. do la Marche ; and that he had borrowed 
money on several German abbeys. He begged Du Prat to tell him frankly 
whether Francis would prefer a truce or a peace. Said he would refuse 
neither, if honorable ; on this the Cardinal advised a truce, saying that 
he would submit to lose his head if a peace did not follow in six months, 
on what conditions Francis pleased, except the marriage, for Charles was 
much pressed by his subjects to take a wife, and the Spaniards were much 
inclined towards [the daughter] of Portugal, because she was the issue of 
queen Elizabeth (Isabella), and he would obtain a large sum of money by 
her. Said the King would scarcely condescend to leave Navarre, or to 
make peace with the Florentines, as they had so deeply injured him 
without cause ; and that there would be danger, after the truce was made, 
of the Almains entering Italy, on pretence of the coronation. He said an 
expedient should be found for Navarre ; that the Pope would not abandon 
the Florentines, and he w'ould arrange that Charles should not enter Italy 
during the truce ; and also asked for letters patent for the English mer¬ 
chants, and that a proclamation might be made on the French coasts. 
Said the King would be sure to grant it. He then called in some of the 
.English council, and said, “ See if we have not cause to bo satisfied with 
the French. In our necessity they have supplied us with corn, which 
those whom we hold so much our friends have refused us ; and the Chan¬ 
cellor hero has been telling me that to remove the fear they might be in by 
reason of this war, the King his master will cause a truce to be made 
similar to that which has been made for the empire, and that a patent shall 
be sent mo of the form of that proclaimed, to show to the King my master.” 
j^JTterwards he drew me apart and said to; me, “ You see the means I 
must find to content these men.” Du Prat thanked him for his good will 
to France, and said he had always been convinced of his sincerity. Wolsey

said he was well aware it was reported he had made treaties in Flanders 
contrary to the promises made by Henry to Francis ; but it was not true, and 
he would sooner have lost his head than allowed what he had built up to 
be destroyed ; that such a course would have lost him the confidence of 
the Princes ; that the duke of Buckingham had been beheaded for opposing 
the Cardinal in promoting the alliance of England and France ; and that 
Francis might know his sincerity by the warnings he had given him about 
the Pope. He also said that if Francis had followed his advice, and not 
moved against the King Catholic till he was in Spain, Charles would have 
been compelled to raise a great armament by sea, the Pope would uot have 
joined him, and Francis might have brought him to do as he wished at a 
quarter the expense. 

Such was our conversation. Events will show what is to come of it. 
Sees so many appearances to the contrary, “ qu'il faut avoir bon pied et 
bon oueil, et ne se fier trop aux gens.”

1557- Gattinaka and others to Charles Y. 

Since their letters of the 7th, Wolsey sent his maitre d’hotel to say 
that he wished them all to come to mass, and dine with him, and, if they 
desired it, he would send for the chancellor of France. Said, if he came, 
they must all have precedence of him, as they represented but one person; 
but Wolsey decided to invite him and his colleagues another time. Gatti- 
nara showed him the letters in Charles’s hand about his return, when he 
said it would be better for the Emperor’s affairs for him to stop; that 
he would try to persuade the French chancellor to remain, but, if not, 
he should also be obliged to go. lie showed them a letter in English, 
by which it appeared that the King his master was greatly pleased with 
Wolsey’s negotiations, and was more delighted to hear of Charles’s great 
virtues and excellent qualities than of all the rest. He told them the King 
. thought 3,000 men not sufficient for the Emperor’s voyage into Spain, but 
that he required 10,000 Spaniards accustomed to the sea; to which Wolsey 
had replied, that there was an article for the increase or diminution of 
forces, according to necessity. He said that last Saturday he asked La 
Bastyo where his master was, and was told he had not been heard of for 
eight days ; that he then inquired how it was that with so large a force 
and so many Swiss he never showed himself, but allowed his country to be 
pillaged. La Bastye answered that he did not know, but thought he might 
be in despair, because so large a force was opposed to him ; but Wolsey 
replied he should rather fear Charles’s virtues and good qualities than his 
array. 

The treasurer of Calais has just told him that a merchant of the town, 
who had gone to Boulogne, had been allowed to purchase wine, but the 
captain would not permit him to return, saying that he knew the king 
of England would declare against his master, for ho was arming his ships, 
and had mustered 10,000 archers to assist the Emperor ; that the Cardinal 
had visited the Emperor, and concluded what he pleased, and that the 
English did not keep their promises. Wolsey immediately sent the Trea¬ 
surer and Boleyn to the French chancellor, to ask him where these 
reports came from, or else to contradict them ; and they brought back word 
that the Chancellor was displeased, and had written to tell the captain he 
ought not to believe anything of the sort; and as for himself, he did not 
believe either the King or Cardinal would break faith. One of his people 
said he was told of the preparations by an Italian, for whom the Chancellor 
sent; and he said that he had seen musters of archers, said to number 
10,000, which the prelates of England were going to send to the assistance 
of the Pope, who had asked for them. The Chancellor then forbade him

to spread the report, saying, if Henry were raising an army, it would be 
more likely in favor of France. As to the wine, the Chancellor said he 
would send for some himself, and give the Cardinal half a dozen barrels. 
Told him he should have it assayed before he drank it; which he will do. 
He acknowledges that before leaving England he had arranged for the 
secret preparation of 10,000 archers, under the shadow of the clergy, but 
that the archbishop of Canterbury had made his musters too openly. Believe 
that the French chancellor secretly suspects the English, which will bo 
all the hotter for them. 

Richmond herald lias just come, and says that a servant of the English 
ambassador in France has arrived with letters in cipher to the Cardinal, 
which shall be communicated to them when deciphered. He said also that 
on Friday news came from Troyes that Masieres was taken, and soon after 
the contrary, that the town could hold out for some days, for which cause 
Francis was determined to leave Troye today to go and raise the siege ; 
that Bourbon was going thither with 10,000 foot and 5,000 men-at-arms, 
which they suppose is a mistake for 500; and that of the 12,000 Swiss 
he expected, he has only 6,000, in bad order, without harness. Nassau 
should be hastened in his expedition against Masieres, and warned to 
look out. The messenger was detained at Paris, and his letters taken, 
but being in English, and in cipher, they were returned. He says they 
are preparing artillery at Monstreul, and he heard that the garrisons of 
that place, Boulogne and Ardre were going to attack Tournaham that 
night.

After writing yesterday, met the Nuncio and the French ambassadors 

at the Cardinal’s, where the powers were exhibited, and the letters to the 
count de Carpy discussed, which detained them so long that they had no 
time to examine the treaties. The Cardinal, being ill of a flux, proposed to 
appoint councillors on his part to look over the treaties with the deputies of 
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Gattinara, Cariati, Laurens and others to Charles V.—cont. 
each embassy, and report to him. This is a good plan for creating delay. 
The Cardinal told them he could not persuade the French Chaucellor to 
stop if Gattinara left. Wish to know Charles’s pleasure in the matter. 
Enclose an extract of the French news given them by the Cardinal. 
Believe that Francis tells the English ambassador the opposite of what he 
thinks, although the ambassador says he does not think he has entire confi¬ 
dence in England. Wolsey fears Charles’s army will be short of victuals. 
Advise him not to disband, but rather increase it, especially with the horse 
remaining with him. If the French attempt to cut off his army, he should 
force them to fight. Calais, 10 Sept. 1521. 

The Cardinal has sent word that the captain of Tournaham has taken 
Ardre with 50 men, hearing that the French garrison were gone out of the 
town, but he found nothing of value except the artillery. Wolsey advises 
the walls to be pulled down, or the town to be burnt.

R. O. Wrote last on the 6th. News has come from Don Ferdinando that 

the Turks have taken Belgrade, the strongest place on that side of Hungary. 
The Hungarian ambassador had not heard of it, but it is supposed to be true. 
He does all he can to persuade the Emperor to assist him, and will go hence 
to you, and then to the King. He told us that Don Ferdinando had sent to the 
King of Hungary 3,000 infantry, paid for three months, and that there are 
several places between Belgrade and Buda able to resist, if they are fortified ; 
and that he was charged to go to the French King, with the Emperor’s con¬ 
sent, to persuade him to a truce for the good of Christendom. On this we 
counselled him to follow your advice. Berghes says, the council find daily 
your opinions “ veritables and salubres.” Lord Nassau, in letters received 
yesterday, makes the enterprise of Maaieres more difficult than before ; says 
“ the town is beaten in five parts,” and supposes that the defenders have 
foreseen whether it is tenable or not, and that their master has promised 
them assistance. 

The Emperor, having heard of a great assembly the French king is 
making for that purpose, intends to go to Namur ; and if his army 
remove from that siege, and march against certain places on the frontier of 
Henault, the Emperor will go to Mods. He does not intend to assault 
Masieres unless it can be done without great loss. The certainty will be 
known between this and Friday. The Pope’s ambassador has had no 
letters from Italy, and thinks they may be intercepted by the Venetians, 
who, as Bannysius wrote from Trent on the 29th ult., were at Pontevego. 
Other letters of the 26th say that the said army, numbering 500 spears and 
6,000 footmen, was at Cremona, commanded by Andrea Grettye, with 
full power to act without consultation, which is contrary to their old 
customs. The Pope’s ambassador has just come to us with letters from 
Friar Nicholas, archbishop of Capua, dated .Florence, 29th ult., which state 
that their army before Parma numbers 18,000 foot, 1,500 spears and 1,000 
light horse, beside the rebels of Milan, and that they had commenced to 
batter the city, “ saying the Frenchmen there being in garrison may fight 
with two hearts that lord Lottrike had left Cremona, and retreated to 
Milan,—a great discomfort for those of Parma ; and that all the Swiss in 
the French service in Milan had gone home. 

Bannysius, writing from Trent on the 2nd, says the same of the Swiss ; 
and he expected to hear of the taking of Parma in three days, but the 
Venetians intercept all the letters. 

No news yet of the final diet to be kept by the Swiss at Sucfca on the 
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26th. The Pope’s-orator is in good hope of them, and says his master has 
money enough there to pay 10,000, besides provisions for future wages. 
He cannot believe the French king has any in his service, except a few who 
have run away from home. 

Have asked the Pope’s ambassador to send his letters to his fellow in 
England, for your better information. The Emperor has recovered a new 
sum of money from lady Cevres. It seems to us “ that the resolution of 
the Swiss, the success of Italy, and Masieres, will be a great instruction to 
the affairs ensuing hereafter ; and when there be no advantage for the Em¬ 
peror, with the singular and excellent previdence of your grace in the 
business, and with this reasonable color of the Turks, his majesty cannot 
fail, whatsoever happens, to have an honorable expedient.” Brussels, 
10 Sept., at five in the evening.

a pipe, and sent into Flanders to be buried, as he said.

1568- Gattinara to Charles V. 

Sends Beaurein's letters about the capture of Ardre. The news 
should be sent to Rome and elsewhere, for, though of little importance, it will 
produce good effect. Met the French ambaseadors yesterday. Wolsey, being 
ill with tertian fever, sent the bishop of Ely and the master of the Rolls. 
Discussed the treaty of Noyon. The bishop of Ely came this morning, 
and said the Cardinal thought they had quue justified the Emperor as 
to the said treaty ; but as the Emperor wishes to gain delay till he sees 
what his army can do, Wolsey thinLs they should go tomorrow at the 
usual hour, and discuss the treaty of London. The French are not at air 
ashamed to be found out in falsehood, but defend their untruths tooth and nail 
(au bee et aux ongles). They keep up a good face, but are evidently 
astonished at the mode of proceeding, for they would like nothing more than 
a speedy peace or truce. The Nuncio is always with us, though he has 
as yet no power. It would be well to send Don Jehan the copy of our 
powers, that the Pope may send a similar one, and also to ask the Pope what 
he claims from France for the invasion of Reggio, Parma and Placentia, and 
the abolition of the Pragmatic. Calais, 12 Sept. 1521.

1569. [Fitzwilliam to Wolsey.] 

Went today to the King, but he showed me nothing. Went then to 
my Lady. She said she had a letter from you, but did not tell me much of 
the contents, except that you asked her help to bring this peace to a good 
end, of which you might be assured ; that you had talked of Navarre, the 
money of Naples, the homage of Flanders, and the marriage, “ which they 
sticked at but whether you or the Chancellor wrote this news I did not 
hear. She says the Chancellor shall tarry only at your request; but I think, 
if they were sure of peace they would not care though he tarried there half 
a year. She was content with your words and demeanour. She says that 
her son left off fortifying Arde at the King’s request, and now the Emperor’s 
army have tried to take it, but “ they shall not have it so easily as they might.” 
I said I knew nothing of it; and so she departed. The King’s sister then 
came to me, and told me they had word yesterday from Mesieres, that they 
need not fear for two months, and they desired nothing better than that the 
• Emperor’s folks should assault them, but they were mining, for which also 
they were prepared. She asked if it were true that all the English scholars 
in Paris had been sent for. Said I did not know, but that the last time my 
servants passed that way, the greatest gentlemen’s sons were there still. 
She thanked me, and said she should be sorry to see war with England. 
I said there was no war, but as great love as could be, and as long as 
Francis maintained the amity there would be none. She asked me to do 
what I could to increase the amity ; which I assured her I would. 

There is no fresh news of Italy or Navarre, but I hear the, Swiss made a 
stop at the Po, as I wrote in my last letter. Whether they be pleased or 
not I know not. I hear nothing of the King’s removing hence. Mons. de 
Paloys, all the Swiss, and many gentlemen of the court, have gone to the 
place where the camp will be. I can give you no news but what the King 
or my Lady tells me, for no one will keep me company; and if any do, 
they take good, heed what they say. Every day the most marvellous ques¬ 
tions that ever I heard are asked of my servants by Scots and others. 
Some say they know the Emperor will have the Princess. Some say the 
King will make war upon them. Some say the King lends the Emperor 
money and all he lacks. I told my servants, a good while ago, whatever 
questions they were asked, to say they knew nothing. Troyes, 13 Sept.

Wrote last on the 10th. The Hungarian ambassador, who intended 
to go to you shortly, now intends to wait here until you return to England, 
as he thinks you will not give him an answer until you see the King. He 
will be at Calais three or four days before you leave, unless you wish other¬ 
wise. The Emperor told us this morning he had received abstracts of 
letters from Fitzwilliam to you, showing that “ if others be in businesses, 
the French king is not without.” He thinks his large armies exist only in 
report, and that his pilgrimage to St. Denis is evidence that he is not able 
to show himself before his enemies. A post has come from Hungary to the 
ambassador here, contradicting Don Fernando’s letter, which stated that 
Belgrade was taken by the Turks. We enclose a letter of the archbishop 
of Strigonium, and extracts from other letters. All is in great danger there, 
however. 

By Nassau’s letters to the Emperor this morning, we hear that the enter¬ 
prise of Masieres is hopeful.

Has forgotten two points which the Cardinal and he have devised. One 
is, that the Cardinal will say that, seeing that each party accuses the other 
of breaking the treaties, it is advisable either to return to the treaties or 
make new ones. Then we will say that the Emperor will not return to 
broken treaties, but will consent to new ones, providing former disputes 
be adjusted. This will allow of hastening or delaying matters as they 
think best.

Yit.B.iv. 165. Received Wolsey’s and the King’s letters for the Pope . . . Sept., 

B. M. with twenty-eight copies of the King’s book. Delivered the Pope two 
Ellis,* 3 Ser. copies, one bound with cloth of gold, which the Pope liked very well, and 
i. 256. opening it read successively five leaves of the proem without interruption. 

“At such places as he liked (and that seemed to Ik? at every Becond line) 
he made ever some demonstration, r el nutu vel verbo, whereby it appeared 
that he had great pleasure in reading.” “His Holiness said that he would 
not a thought that such a book should have come from the King’s grace, 
who hath been occupied necessarily in other feats, seeing that other men 
which hath occupied themselves in study all their lives cannot bring forth 
the like.” Clerk wished to read the Pope certain verses made upon 
him by the King, written with his own hand at the end of the book ; 
and because the verses were written with a small pen, and the Pope 
is very dull of sight, “ I would have read unto his Holiness the said 
verses.” But the Pope, taking the book from him, eagerly read them 
three times. The Pope approves of its being presented in the consistory, 
and desires five or six more to deliver them to the Cardinals. lie approves 
of their being sent to divers Christian princes, and likes the King’s new 
title. Is grateful for Wolsey’s thanks for his pains taken in enlarging 
Wolsey’s legation. The Pope opened one book, then another, “ns men 
that be loth to depart do often take their leave.” On his demanding what 
f f. 172. news circa principum negotia, ^reminded him that the King had complained 
of the disclosure of certain secrets, and desired him to promise, in verbo 
pontificio, not to disclose what Clerk would show him on the King's behalf, 
except to his secret council. Two or three, days before the coming of the 
last courier to Clerk, there teas great talk throughout Rome of the conclu¬ 
sion of the new alliance between the Emperor and the King. Expressed 
his surpnse at this to the Pope, as he hud desired him to keep it secret. 
The Pope answered that, as to the disclosure of the alliance lately laid to 
his charge, the Emperor's ambassador “ spake it openly to every man 
and the present rumor in Rome was caused by a letter from a merchant 
named Jeronimo Beltran, as it was proved on examination of the matter in 
Clerk's presence. Clerk then informed the Pope, under promise of secresy, 
that when the King learned how little the French king regarded his treaties 
with his Holiness and the Emperor, he determined to join them in defence 
of the Church ; that the King and his council had found some difficulty 
therein. (1) because upon so short a warning it would be hard to assemble 
a sufficiently large army both by sea and land; (2) because the time of 
year fit for war would be expired before the army could be transported; 
and (3) because of the great expense. The council had, therefore, devised 
that the King should take upon him to be mediator between the Pope, the 
Emperor and the French king, and so delay setting forth his army till a

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more convenient season. That, before joining with the Emperor, the King 
wished to make “some sure knot of alliance ” with him; that Wolsey was 
sent as his lieutenant to Calais chiefly for that purpose; and that the 
treating of truce was only a color to deceive the French king. That 
Wolsey ', when he came to Calais, in order to have occasion to go to the 
Emperor, caused his ambassadors to say they had no commission to treat 
of peace ; and that the French ambassadors, supposing Wolsey had gone to 
the Emperor for that cause, tarried his return in Calais. That Wolsey has 
established a perfect amity and alliance between the King and the Emperor, 
by the marriage of my lady Princess. Also declared the form and time 
when the King will declare himself, and actually enter upon war against 
France. That as the year is so far spent, the King moved the Emperor to 
agree to a truce , that in the meantime the King might put himself in 
readiness; and that the Emperor was agreeable, if die Pope would also 
take that way. Moved the Pope to send a commission to his ambassadors 
there f to conclude a truce before Wolsey, stating that Wolsey wished the 
Pope and the Emperor to continue the wars as long as the year would suffer, 
and only to agree to a truce if it should be for their profit. Requested 
also a commission to his ambassadors “ad tractandum et concludendum 
upon time, form and manner how and when ” the Pope, King and Emperor 
should jointly enter the war against France. 

The Pope seemed to be well contented with the above declarations, and 
gave thanks to the King and Wolsey for attending to the interests of the 
Church. He said that the letters in cipher from his ambassador, which 
Clerk had sent him, were not yet deciphered, and therefore desired Clerk 
to return to him in the morning, when he should have a resolute answer. 
Showed him that Wolsey was tarrying in Calais for an answer, and 
desired him to send a special courier with the commission. The Pope 
replied that he would see his letters, and give an answer on the morrow. 
Next day the Pope put him off till the morrow, as he expected letters from 
cardinal de Medicis at Florence. On the morrow the Pope told him that 
his ambassador had written that the Spanish ambassador, and Clerk would 
% £ 1 68. come to him, and show him the\ articles concludefl between the King and 
the Emperor. Replied that he had no such articles; at which the Pope 
marvelled. Showed him that Wolsey tarried on this side the sea only for 
an answer; and the Pope said the commission should be made in all haste, 
and “ that he would write to his ambassadors to do nothing, for all their 
new commission, but with your advice.” 

The Pope said he had almost read the King’s book through. He likes it, 
and commends it supra sidera; and so do as many as have read it. Asked 
whether he would send a[nswer] to the King, with thanks for his book. 
He answered that it was b[etter not to send] that, and tho bull of the 
title, till Clerk had openly presented the booK to him in the consistory. 
Desired him to fix a day, that Clerk might make his proposition ready. 
He said many of the cardinals had left Rome because of the heats, and that 
the more there were in the consistory at the presentation of the book, tho 
more honor there would be for the King. Said he would get ready with 
his proposition, and then ask for a certain day ; with which the Pope was 
content. Trusts to be ready in fourteen days, and will send his oration to 
Wolsey. 

“ The Pope’s holiness should have sent his commission by this courier 
and” * * * 

“ The joining of the Venetians with the Frenchmen is now no news 
unto your grace." The duke of Ferrara has set forwards towards two 
of the Pope's towns, Modena and Reggio;—has 300 lances, 4,000 foot and

I find from your letters, that you have lately received three or four 
from me, of different dates, some of which contained news, requiring no 
special answer. As to the news written by Fitzwilliam at that time, 
touching the French king’s promise to give battle shortly to the Emperor, 
I have no doubt Fitzwilliam reported truly what the French king said; 
but the letters I have received from him this day, and the enclosed news 
from the Emperor, show that Francis is in no such readiness to give battle 
as he pretended, and that the other news is far from certain. You know 
how to beware of those who create false reports for their own advantage, 
especially when the French king imputes his losses to you; so I think what 
he says, even on his honor, is not always to be believed, “ specially in the 

experiment of battle,* the loss where[of].” I have already given 

you my advice, after consultation with the council here, as you desired, how 
to make sure that your subjects may resort to Bordeaux for the vintage 
with safety. As you are still dissatisfied with the securities we have 
devised, fearing that [the French] will pay no regard to their promises, 
and think that the sending of small [vessels] to Bordeaux, or licensing the 
import of Gascon wine upon foreign bottoms, would raise a murmur, I 
submit to your judgment that there is nothing for it but for the merchants 
to remain at home. Nevertheless, if any truce be made at this diet, of which 
there is good hope, oven this will give no security against similar mistrust;

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and as the French king has not yet any suspicions of England, and continues 
his Cha[ncellor] here to treat for truce, if, after the proclamations made, the 
placard for assurance delivered, and the articles confirmed by the princes, 
none of your ships or merchants shall go to Bordeaux, it will undoubtedly 
create suspicion that England intends to break with France, and make 
Francis all the more anxious to hinder the arrangements for the arrival of 
the Emperor in England, and his passage [to Spain], and induce him to stop 
your pension. Cannot conceive that Francis will provoke your enmity now, 
unless you give him cause for distrust. Though many English have been 
taken at sea by the French, they have always made full restitution, even 
when the ships belonged to the Flemings; so that, as I wrote before, I think 
your merchants may go to Bordeaux safely this year, both now and at the 
second vintage. + 

Will do my best about the article for the preservation of your jurisdiction 
upon the sea, fresh waters and poo[rts]. A substantial article is already 
made and agreed to by the Chancellors on both sides, which, along with the 
other for the surety of the fishers, will be confirmed shortly under the great 
seals of the princes. When I was with the Emperor I labored, as you now 
desire me, to dissuade him from proceeding personally in the wars, and 
succeeded in staying him. He now means to make his abode at Lil[le], and 
if the French king be so strong as to give battle to his army * * * 

he purposes to lay siege to Tournay with 10,000 foot and 2,000 horse, which 
he has ready, expecting to starve it into surrender. Sends for Henry’s 
signature letters of confirmation of the treaty with the Emperor, to which 
Wolsey will afterwards attach the great seal, and cause them to be delivered 
to the Emperor, receiving the like from him. The 25th of this month, the 
day fixed for the exchange of ratifications, is near at hand.

He must now coincide with Wolsey’s opinion, because he perceives 
that the French king, “ notwithstanding his high promises, hath taken as 
yet a more religious way than to strike battle, nud is gone on pilgrimage 
to his patron St. Denis !” He somewhat marvels that Wolsey has found 
so good faith in the French king, touching the sending of ships to Bor¬ 
deaux, seeing he had written, on the other side of the leaf, against the 
said King’s faith and breach of promise in striking battle with the Em¬ 
peror. It is not usual with Henry “to mistrust without cause evident, 
but rather to trust when other men have great diffidence, seeing reason 
-why he should so do.” ° 

If Wolsey and other councillors had had as large a knowledge as the 
King of the jeopardy of sending his navy to Bordeaux, they would have 
agreed with him. His subjects are cruelly handled, notwithstanding the 
French king’s proclamation, and therefore he cannot trust the French. As for 
some truce to bo had, in hope that peace may be established before the time 
of the last vintage, the King thinks, on the contrary, that the French king 
does entertain suspicions, as appears by a clause in Sir William Fitzwilliam’s 
last letters, much marked by the King ; sc. that the French king and my 
Lady his mother trust your grace but little, and that scarce any man will 
keep him company. The King cannot trust proclamations. When Wolsey 
has read the translation of the Spanish letters, lately sent him, and con¬ 
sidered the French king’s crafty dealing in the enterprise of Navarre, 
he will have less confidence. The King does hot think that the French 
king will, upon suspicion of musters made here, prepare for war, stop the 
King’s pension, shortly due, and impeach the arrival of the Emperor into 
this realm ; for if Francis deny the pension, the King will have just cause 
to invade him, and in that case the Emperor is bound to pay it. Complains 
that restitution to his subjects by the French has not been enforced.

Wrote on the 17th. Yesterday a post arrived with letters from 
Rome, of the 9th and 11th, from the Papal and Imperial armies. The Pope’s 
ambassador says, as we have already written, that they have entered into 
Parma, and compelled the French to withdraw into part of the city, sepa¬ 
rated by a little river, which the French have fortified. On Lautrec being 
informed of this, he approached within five English miles, with all his 
company and the Venetians. The same day Prosper Colonna and the 
other captains received news that the duke of Ferrara was coming towards 
Modona with 3,000 foot and 1,000 horse ; on which the allies spoiled such 
portion of the town as was in their hands, withdrew and parked their field 
half a mile outside the town. They sent some horse and foot to Modona, 
and provided that victuals might not be intercepted. Nothing more was 
known of Lautrec’s proceedings. It is thought the French will be content 
with having succored the town, not being able to assail the others; 
especially as the Venetians do not willingly put their army in danger. 
Bannisius writes from Trent, on the 13th, that he had word from the bishop 
of Veroli, in Switzerland, and the duke of Barri, at Felkirk, that Zurich 
and four other cantons, and the Grisons, had granted the Pope 12,OCX) men, 
who would be mustered on the 16th, and be in the duchy of Milan by the 
end of the month. The rest of the cantons had resolved to remain neutral, 
and stay at home. No letters have been received from Sion. The Emperor 
expects that before tomorrow Masieres will be assaulted. The Pope has 
promised to make the bishop of Palencia a cardinal. The ambassador of 
Hungary left on Friday for England. He wishes Wolsey to appoint some 
person by whom he may be “ continually addressed to your presence,” as 
his master has instructed him to be guided in everything by Wolsey’s 
counsel.

the King and your grace should think convenient that [he would] refuse, 
if he might do it with his honour, and thereafter he h[ad] given his said 

Chancellor instructions; and as touching the . fishing, he said that 

though he had showed me afore, he would not co[ndcscend] thereto, yet that 
notwithstanding, seeing your grace now ret/uireth it so instantly, he will 
not refuse it, hut is contented to the same according to your said desire; 
for he showed me the admiral of France is in Nav[arre], and that the 
Spaniards fortify Pampylyon, but he rcckoncth they cannot fortiffy ] it 
so strong but that it will be won ; and the Constable, he saith, y[s] still at 
Legroyne, but he heareth of no men they gather as yet. Further he showed 
me that Meysers holds, and he heareth not but that it so sha[ll do], and 
yet on Saturday last past the Emperor's folks shot, as he say[eth,] eleven 
hundred and threescore shot of ordnance at it, whic[h] they hardly believe. 
And as touching Italy, lie saith the Pope's army recoils still, and will not 
abide the battle. 

“ And after that I had been with him, I went to Robert Tetc to know 
tcA[fn] he dispatched their post, to the intent they might have, this my letter 
eonveyed by their said post, because my folks be so visited with sickness 
that I have none to send to your grace till ye send some of them again that be 
with you; and he showed me openly, in the presence of Mons. cfAlenfon, 
Mons. le Grand Maistre, Mons. Latramoile, and divers others of the 
council, that there was never man handled himself better than your grace 
now did, wi[th] as many other good words as could be devised; and showed 
m[e] also that your grace hath been sore sick, and yet that in your 
said sickness ye sent for their said Chancellor to your bed side ; which, 
I assure your grace, they esteem not a little. And I know not how far 
forth your grace is with their matters otherwise than by their saying, nor 
how ye entreat them ; but I know right well that now they be well content, 
and so were they not afore, for I have been in the King's presence three 
times within this sevennight, and he would not speak to me, but give me a 
beck, and his council have looked somewhat strangely on me. And this 
day he and all his said council made as much of me as was possible ; and 
by that I conject they be right glad when they h[ear] any comfort of peace. 
And, in mine opinion, the cause thereof is as 1 have written to your grace 
often in my other letters. 

Also, [I cannot well] advertise your grace of their affairs, for the gen¬ 
tlemen and others [that I was] wont to learn news of give me now nothing 
so much com\fort as they were] wont to do ; howbeit, I hear say that the 

walls of Meysers . beaten, and that they within it lack victuals, 

and have sent for so . victuals, which the French king hath 

sent them, and as this day . enter into the town, but whether they 

be entered into the s[amc] or not, I know not as yet. Also, as I hear say, 
Mons. [<fe] Bourbon is within twenty leagues of the King, and brings with 
[him] 6,000 footmen and 300 spears, and they say the [rest] of his band 
cometh after as fast as they can, and Mons. [de] Vendome is come him¬ 
self; howbeit, they say his band is . leagues from hence ; so, as I 

reckon, the French king shall [not be] liable to give battle till this month be 
at [a* end] ; bu\_t] . . . surely they had liever [remain ] here till your 
grace had made some good [peace] than to be forced to go to the battle, for 
all gre .... Also, please it your grace, Robert de la Marche hath 
taken into his castle of Asden Brio .... Mons. de Mesiers with a hun¬ 
dred spears, which is r[umored] shall be a great impeachment to the Em¬ 
peror's folks for their vita[ils ; and] I hear say he shall have a great sum 
of money of the French king. Also, there is great death in Chalon and 
Raines, which be [two of] the chief towns in this country of Champagne ; 
inso[much that] the French king and a[ll] the nobles of the court be fled 
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out of Raines [and the ] villages thereabouts, to the one of %ohich two 
towns [the Emperor's ] folks must come in ease they get Mesiers, and so 
»i[arcAj forwards." 

Begs that he may go home with Wolsey, considering the great business 
he has iu England, “ which charges as well my soul as my goods.” Re¬ 
quires money, as he has served 60 days longer than he has been paid 
lor, and wants 50 marks more for post money.

Mon. Hab#». Just as they were going to the Cardinal, received his letters of the 

338. 22nd, and the Admiral’s of the 19th. The Cardinal apologised for not 

having met them so long, on account of his illness, but said he could not 
otherwise have gained so much time without causing suspicion to the 
French. On Thursday he will make overture of peace or truce, which he 
thinks ought not to be longer delayed, on account of the approach of winter, 
and that he cannot longer endure tho air of this place. He has heard from 
the regent of France in reply to his letter advocating a truce. She says 
that a peace would be better than a truce ; but, at the Cardinal’s instigation, 
she has procured leave for the ambassadors to treat for a truce, if the meet¬ 
ing cannot treat for peace. Mons. de Norkerme had audience before they 
presented him the letters from the Emperor, which he read in a loud voice 
before the great personages of England by whom he is accompanied, and 
sends thanks to the Emperor for them. Wolsey asked whether they had 
the confirmation of the articles about the fishery. [Answered]* that 
Charles, when he wrote last, did not know of the confirmation sent by France; 
that he was not displeased at the delay of the French in confirming the 
articles, and that De Beures had written to him that it would be well to 
introduce some modification. The Cardinal took this badly, and said he had

of himself procured this for the sole good of Charles’s subjects, whom it con¬ 
cerned more thau the French ; and that by delaying the matter longer you 
would do little honor either to himself or to you, if that could be so easily 
set aside to which you had agreed, and your ambassadors had concluded. 
Do not think it advisable to speak of the safety of the dykes. The only 
effect will be that the French will be more inclined to make some attempt; 
and, besides, something must be granted of equal importance. Letters of 
confirmation and safeconduct similar to those sent by the king of France 
should be sent immediately.

1606. Gattinara to Charles V. 

Mons. de Norcarme arrived on Sunday on his way to England, and 
had audience of the Cardinal the same evening. Sent on Saturday the 
minutes of the ratification and the safeconduct for the fishery, that they 
might have them returned the Monday following, which was yesterday, 
when the Cardinal intended to conclude the articles, as the French had 
their despatch. Wolsey is not pleased at the change in the Emperor’s 
intentions ; for, on the faith of his former letters, he had told the FYench 
that Charles would agree to the articles, and said he had better return 
home than be shamed in this way. Not to irritate him more, suggested 
that your letters were sent before you had received the draft of the ratifi¬ 
cation ; that the ratification might still be made; and you did not consider 
the matter settled, as the French had asked time to consult their King. 
The town of Nieuport has sent to ask if the articles are concluded ; for 
their season for fishing is nearly past, and that of the French commences in 
October, so that they have been prevented from fishing, while the French 
will fish freely. Is much perplexed, but would prefer to have the fleet 
kept up, which, as he hears, the Emperor has ordered the Admiral to disband. 
If it be still entire, he would have it maintained, and damage the enemy 
as much as possible. This would be the best way to protect the dykes, 
which must be defended by troops if there is no fleet. Advises him to 
write to the Cardinal, and say that he consented to the articles that his 
subjects might enjoy the fishery, but matters have been delayed till the 
season is past, and the articles would now be prejudicial; asking him to 
be content not to have the ratification, and lay the blame on the dila¬ 
toriness of the French. Does not wish this mentioned in reply to the 
other ambassadors, as it is different from their joint letters ; for the news 
from Nieuport came too late for him to inform his colleagues before 
despatching theirs. 

After Wolsey’s general communication, he had a private discussion with 
Gattinara about the truce. I said the Pope could not be induced to con¬ 
sent to it, and without his consent nothing could be concluded. To this 
he answered that he could be induced to consent after the conclusion. 
I said this was dangerous, and might irritate the Pope ; and if he did not 
consent, matters would be worse than before. I advised a truce for this side 
of the mountains only ; but he thought this would be worse still, as all 
the French forces would be turned against the Pope. Gattinara told him 
that would ruin the French by the expense of crossing the mountains, 
and the ease with which the Emperor could reinforce his army in Italy. 
On which he said the French would not be so foolish as to consent; but 
Gattinara thought he might persuade them to it, considering their neces¬ 
sity. Thinks the war in Italy prevents other machinations of the 
French. The affair of Masieres will act as a warning to make thorough 
preparations before commencing a siege ; but the siege should not be raised 
except by battle or truce. Spoke to him about the division (le partaige), 
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which Charles wishes to be settled before his visit to England. As to the 
powder, he says he has not heard yet from Henry, but will see to it. 
Promised it should be returned, and said Charles would not ask for it if any 
was to be bought. The French have heard of the powder they sent him 
before, and have complained of it. Encloses the three letters which Charles 
ordered him to sign. Calais, 24 Sept. 1521.

. battered, but the assault will not be hazarded. Hearing the enemy are 

coming, has given orders to provoke them to battle, and intends to lead in 
person a reinforcement of 300 horse and 18,000 infantry. Starts today for 
Mons. The sieur de Proisy has surrendered Mortagne, and the garrison 
have left. 26 Sept. 1621.

Mbn. Hab*. Yesterday accompanied the ambassador of Hungary to the Legate, 

who told him the King of England could send but little assistance without 
the other chief princes, who could not do much while the war lasted. He 
then told Gattinara that the French chancellor said his master had ordered 
him to return, seeing the other party were so haughty, unless the Legate 
wished him to remain ; adding that his master’s affairs were prospering 
everywhere, for the imperial and papal armies bad abandoned Parma and 
gone towards Reggio, when they heard that Lautree had crossed the Po ; 
at Masiefes Zekinghe had abandoned his post, and crossed the water; the 
garrison there could always make sallies and receive succors ; Navarre 
- would be in four days in the King’s power ; but, notwithstanding, the 
Chancellor was to stay, if the Cardinal thought there was any likelihood of 
peace, or even of truce. Wolsey told him his intention was to bring about 
a peace, but, if that was very difficult, a truce ; and asked him if the King 
would consent to a truce for this part only, omitting Italy. The Chan¬ 
cellor said he should advise the King to do so, for, besides being stronger 
than his enemies, he could not only reinforce his army, and guard the duchy 
of Milan, but could go thither, make a Pope at his will, and gain Naples 
and Sicily ; but that, since it was a question of peace or truce, it would be 
better to suspend arms everywhere. Wolsey answered, that a peace would 
require a long time, and it would be better to endeavor to make a truce, 
and asked him to draw out articles for one. He made the same request to 
Gattinara, who answered that he had no such charge, but that at the first 
meeting overtures must be made for new treaties, as the old ones were 
broken, and the best way would be for each party to make their claims, 
Gattinara intending to claim the countries which Francis detains, and other 
rights. Wolsey can then make overture for a truce, if he please. He has 
since told them that he is at great expense in staying at Calais, and does 
not expect to recover his health till he crosses the sea. Ho suffers all these

inconveniences for the Emperor’s sake, and begs them to take some 
resolution for the truce. 

The Emperor must consider the state of affairs in Navarre, Castile, 
Masieres, Italy and Tournay, and his finances, before deciding. Wolsey 
makes bitter complaints of some foot soldiers in the garrisons of West 
Flanders, who have taken a Frenchman prisoner; of the murder of a French 
peasant carrying fowls to Calais ; and of the imprisonment at Nieuport of 
a young Genevese, whom he had commissioned to sell a jewel for Herman 
Rinck. He begs that these wrongs may be redressed, as otherwise some of 
the Emperor’s subjects will be exposed to arrest. Advises Charles to write 
to him, or to commission them to say that the three points above will be 
attended to, so that he shall be content.

28 Sept. 1610. Gattinara to Charles Y. 

Mon. Habs. When ready to go to the Cardinal, Boleyn came to say that the 

352. French chancellor was ill, and Wolsey would let them know when he was 
well enough to meet them. About 5 o’clock the Cardinal sent the master 
of the Rolls to say, that the president of Paris and Ln Bastie had been 
with him, and they had heard from their master that the Papal and Imperial 
array had raised the siege of Parma, and retreated six miles ; that Lautrec 
was within the town, and considered it secure; that the duke of Ferrara, 
with 3,000 foot and 200 men-ai-arms, had taken Corregio and Final ; that 
in Switzerland everything was as he wished ; that Syon had fled from 
Zurich to save himself; that Octavian Sforce, the bishop of Laude, was 
banished ; that they had intercepted letters from Charles to Syon, showing 
that the Emperor had intelligence with England, of which they had sent 
copies to Wolsey. These are the letters he wrote from Gaud, when the 
ambassadors were sent here first, saying that they were not sent for peace or 
truce, but to conclude his affairs with England. From this they wish to infer 
that the Cardinal only crossed the sea to abuse the French. They said 
also, that the siege of Masieres was raised, and Charles’s army had crossed 
the river ; that the French had victualled it, and were in no fear of losing 
it ; and that Nassau had failed in some enterprise against Sedan, losing 
more than 100 men. 

The Cardinal was displeased at the letters having been intercepted, and 
wished to know what news we had from Italy and the Swiss. He thought, 
if Masieres was abandoned before making the truce, the French would be 
less inclined to condescend to it, and was afraid that the delay had been too 
long to commence it now. He desired Gattinara to procure the liberty of 
a messenger from the French ambassadors to the King, who had been taken 
between Calais and Boulogne, of whose capture the Chancellor had com¬ 
plained, and said that another messenger had stopped on the road, not 
daring to go on. Being alone, thanked the master of the Rolls for the 
news, and showed him letters from Prospero Colonna to prove that matters 
in Italy were not so bad as the French represented. As to Switzerland, 
had no news ; but could not believe Syon had left, unless he had found 
means to raise men to go to Milan. If it was true that the bishop of Laude 
was banished from Switzerland, it was good for them, as he opposed the 
Duke, and sided with France. As to the letters, said the Cardinal ought 
to ask for the originals, which ho was sure Syon had received. They might 
have got a copy sent to the Lords of the Leagues, but there was nothing 
in the letter to support the charge, and Wolsey might tell the French this, 
and that, unless he had persuaded Charles, he would not have sent his 
ambassadors, from which he can show that he has done more for the French 
than for Charles. Knew nothing about Masieres or Nassau. As to the

1611 Wolsey to Henry VIII. 

Understands by letters received from Pace,* dated the 20th, that the 
King wonders Wolsey should have so much faith in the French king, with 
other points to the same effect. First, the King had required Wolsey’s 
opinion whether his subjects should repair to Bordeaux. He had accord¬ 
ingly advised, without intending to impute diffidence to the King, to send 
some ships to Bordeaux to avert suspicion. Defends the opinion he gave 
on that occasion, as Henry was not at liberty to break with Francis; other¬ 
wise Wolsey “would not for anything earthly” have acted as mediator 
between the King and the Emperor. There is a great difference between a 
promise made by word of mouth and one assured by oath and seal; and it was 
upon the latter that Wolsey relied. None of Henry’s subjects knows better 
than Wolsey does the King’s integrity in keeping his word; and if other 
princes were as scrupulous as he, peace would never be broken in Christen¬ 
dom. ^Before he gave his opinion of the Bordeaux voyage ; had heard that 
redress was made of complaints. Has received a letter from Mr. Secretary 
of the capture of two English ships, one taken to Boleyn and the other to 
Scotland. The complaint of Roche and Birch. Will endeavor, with the 
aid of the chancellor of France, to get justice done. Does not think with 
the King that the voyage of his subjects to Bordeaux should be deferred 
tillj “ Candlemas, so that by virtue of a truce to be taken here, they may 
then resort thither in surety. Under your favor and correction your said 
subjects, in mine opinion, shall be in more danger going then to Bordeaux 
than now ; for if some suspicion and distrust be taken now by the French 
king, as your grace judgeth by the strange entreaty of your ambassador in 
his court, it is to be supposed that by that time it shall be further spread 
and increased. And to say that, if the treaty not yet declared to be broken, 
the placard, safeconduct and all the other remedies before touched cannot 
now stand in stead, tha[n] the abstinence of war, which may be as soon 
broken (if there be no trust), as all the other assurance cannot then prevail; 
specially considering that the amity betwixt you and the French king is 
not yet declared to be violate and while it remains in force, no truce can 
be taken between you and him, for that presupposes a rupture ; therefore 
this truce must only be taken between the Emperor and the French king, 
for the indemnity of their subjects, which cannot help your subjects. The 
Emperor and the French will be both bound by the articles and the promise 
of their ambassadors to the indemnity of their subjects ; whereas by the

truce no such assurance can be made, as the King will not be a party to it. 
These remedies now provided, therefore, will serve your subjects better at 
this time than the abstinence of war will then, especially the safeconduct 
comprised in the placard for the resort of the English to France, of which I 
send yoa the original. If princes usually observe safeconducts to enemies, 
it is not to be supposed they will break them to friends, under the color of 
peace. On the other hand, the second vintage is commonly in February, 
about the Purification, and it is agreed by the treaty that the Emperor is to 
be with you in England in the latter end of that month, when the distrust 
will be largely increased among the French; and although the English might 
go in safety, they would not be able to procure wines of the second vintage 
for the entertainment of the Emperor, which would be a great want; for 
every town through which he passes, from his arrival in your realm till he 
go to Falmouth, must be furnished with wines abundantly. “And whereas it is 
further written that by this treaty taken with the Emperor it is sufficiently 
provided for your indemnity in the pension of France, to be paid by the Em¬ 
peror if the French king refuse;” that depends upon your declaration, and it 
would be well to get this next payment made by the French king if possible. 
It is hard to say what the French king will be able to do next year in setting 
forth an army either by sea or land, although it is said his treasury is ex¬ 
hausted, as all the substance of his realm is wholly at his command. “ And 
whereas it is alleged that my doubt is solved by mine own writing by these 
words : ‘ I suppose the French king shall not provoke your enmity, but 
conserve amity Sir, if my letter be well regarded, I writ that clause con¬ 
ditionally,” that is to say, unless he be driven thereto by distrust. I have 
not written to oppose your opinion, but only to show the mind of myself and 
others of the council here, and the real meaning of my letters, which we are 
very sorry have been misunderstood.

1612. Gattinara and others to Charlbs V. 

Met the Cardinal today ; the Nuncio and the bp. of Elna were 
absent on account of illness. Wolsey commenced by advising a peace, and 
showing the necessity of new treaties, when they stated all the Emperor’s 
old demands, claiming the duchy of Burgundy, the viscounty of Auxonne, 
Ac.; 4,000 livres annually for Ostrevant ; and the performance of the 
fondacions for the death ox Duke John, according to' the treaty. On behalf 
of Spain they demanded Narbonne, Montpelier, Toulouse, and Languedoc ; 
for Navarre, Bierne, the counties of Foix and Bigorne, Champagne and Brye ; 
and for the Empire, the kingdom of Arles, &c., the duchies of Milan and 
Genoa, and the county of Ast, with fruits and arrears since the occupation. 
The Chancellor denied these claims. They will meet again tomorrow at 3, 
and Wolsey will send the bp. of Ely and the master of the Rolls. Intend 
to listen to what the French propose. If they propose nothing, will propose 
the two following points: 1. That all treaties shall be considered void, 
and each in possession of the rights and claims held previous to the 
treaties; 2. That the king of England should be mediator in all the quarrels. 
Although they think the French will not consent, will get the Cardinal to 
say he will be content with these overtures, if there is a truce meanwhile, 
with the Pope’s consent; and if he will not agree to a truce in Italy, a 
truce can be made on this side the mountains. Will take opportunity to 
ask Charles about these overtures, so as to gain time for the enterprise of 
Touraay, and to see if the Swiss can join the other army, which would win 
the game. Wolsey was angry that they had not the ratification when the 
French offered to produce theirs, for he had written to his master that the 
articles were granted; and if he found it was otherwise, it would bring

Charles more harm than he thinks. He will go away, unless it arrives on 
Wednesday or Thursday. An article for the dykes can be afterwards 
inserted.

And if they 
recoil he will be m[ete] with them shortly another way for the displeasures 
they have done h[im] ; but into what part of the Emperor’s countries he 
intendeth to go in erase] they recoil, I cannot as yet learn. Also he showed 
me that a cape[tain] Francisco is departed from Mons. de Nassau, and that 
they two be fallen at variance, insomuch that they were at their swords 
drawing. And they saith they have the reigning sickness marvellously sore 
amongst them in their camp. Furthermore t[his] day Robert de la March 
came to the court, and the French king showed me he had done [a] mar¬ 
vellous good service, for sithence Brione and Mons. de Mesiers entered into 
his castle of Asden, as I wrote to your grace in my last letters sent by the 
French post, he saith they have th[ree] times distressed the victuals of the 
Burgundians, insomuch that for lack of the same they were fain to recule, 
which b[e] no heavy tidings in these parties. 

“ Also, on Friday last past, the duke of Albany for a truth ca[me] to the 
court, for this day I saw him; and I understand the Admiral goeth forward 
on his journey, but I hear of nothing he hath done as yet. And as in Italy I 
hear say the Emperor’s army recules still, and that the duke of Ferrara 
hath won a town or two of the Emperor’s; but I will not assure your grace 
that this is true, for I hear it but by common bruit. 

“ Also, by the next letters I send to your grace, I shall advertise you 
surely what number the French king’s army is, as well horsemen as foot¬ 
men, and what artillery they have, for, as I hear say, the French king will 
be in his camp within these two days.”

Wrote to the Grand Escuyer to know 
the Emperor’s pleasure, and enclose his answer. Will hear today from the 
bailly of Hennego whether the Emperor comes or not. Last night the 
Marechal des Log is paid them a visit at the Emperor’s wish. The Em¬ 
peror’s coming will depend upon the reports of the Bailly and others, who 
were inquiring whether the sickness had spread at the renewing of the 
moon. ^The Marechal told us that lord Nassnwde was on this side 
Masieres, and had been in want of victuals by reason of Robert de la 
Marche, and his men had suffered much from the flux. Nassau wished to 
return to the Emperor, but the latter sent him word by Monforte, that ho 
must remain. From disease, desertion, and dissensions among the captains, 
they are not so prosperous as formerly, as their enemies no doubt know. 
The Emperor has a fresh band of horse and foot, but he will have to join 
those who have been infected and lost their courage. Considering that the 
season is so far past, we think he should not do so, if any other means can 
be found to save his reputation, but we do not know how you would wish 
us to act in this matter.

We have received your letters by the bearer, and are sorry we 
cannot bring these two great Princes nearer to a good conclusion of truoe, 
“ for we suppose the French king will in no wise condescend to such con¬ 
ditions as ye have advertised us of, for he thinketh himself of the better hand 
because that no man doth look upon him, and considering the Emperor’s 
affairs in Spain, which hang by no thread, small ne great, but rather go 
backwards.” We are hourly expecting a final resolution from my lord 
Cardinal; but meantime will do all we can to bring the French king to 
some point.

1624. Gattinara to Charles V. 

Met the French ambassadors yesterday, before the bishop of Ely 
and the master of the Rolls, when the formation of a new treaty was dis¬ 
cussed ; Gattinara proposing the abrogation of the preceding ones. When 
the French left, told the bishop of Ely and the master of the Rolls that, as 
peace seemed so difficult, the Legate might of himself propose a truce, and 
the Pope’s consent might be obtained as soon as possible, and if he would 
not consent, a truce might be taken on this side the mountains only. 
Having no answer, scut Dc la Roche to the Cardinal today on pretext of 
telling him of their diligence in the matter of the horseman who was taken 
prisoner. Found the Legate much displeased at this, and at the articles 
which were not ratified, saying that as they failed to observe small matters, 
they would not observe others; that they were as cold with him as if they 
took him for a Frenchman; that they do not tell him the state of their 
affairs j that Charles would not believe him about Masieres, and has now 
been compelled to raise the siege shamefully. If he had believed him, 
truce would have been made before raising the siege, and he thinks Charles 
will do as little at Tournay as at Masieres. 

He evidently wishes them to say that Charles has need of a truce, and 
to ask him to make one. On the other side, he says that the French keep 
aloof, saying it would not be honorable to make a truce without the pre¬ 
vious restitution of Mouzon and other places. Does not know why he 
talks thus, unless he wishes either to make the truce seem more difficult 
and his services greater, or to go to the king of France, to induce him to 
consent, as he did to Charles. Heard this latter point from Wolsey’s 
household. Heard today that the ambassador in France had written; but 
the Cardinal has not communicated the news as usual. Brian Tuke, how¬ 
ever, told one of the ambassadors that they had certain news that if the 
siege of Masieres had lasted four days longer, it must have surrendered, 
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• arid the garrison wrote to tell the king of France this, and that the plague 
• was so bad at Reins that the King had been forced to remove ; so that if 
Masieres had surrendered, Reins would have been taken without resistance. 
Charles must consider if the truce is necessary, when he wants it, and for 
how long. Advises him to write to Wolsey, reminding him of the resolu¬ 
tion taken at Bruges, and saying that he wishes to disband his army for 
the winter, and to prepare for his voyage, and therefore desires a truce, 
Cither general or on this side of the mountains, for so long as seems 
best to all; that if the Pope will not consent, and the king of France is 
unmanageable, he intends to strengthen his frontier, reinforce the army 
in Italy, and then prepare for his voyage. He must show all confi¬ 
dence in the Cardinal; monstrant que le tenez comme pere. The letter 
should be one of credence for those only who are sworn (du seremant), 
or to Gattinara alone, with one to the Cardinal in his own handwriting.

and 800 spears, but learns that they had abandoned it on hearing of 
the approach of his gens darmes, leaving their artillery and powder 
behind them. As Nassau is marching towards Tournay, Francis will 
go thither himself, and, if he meet them, give them battle before he arrives 
there ; otherwise, will seek them where they are, either at Tournay or in 
their own country. He says he will have 34,000* foot and 2,000 spears. 
This day all the Swiss came before him in battle array, and he himselj 
marched on foot with them in their order, armed with a pike in his hand. 
The order of the Swiss and the order of the Almains is all one. The 
Swiss were 105 men in breadth by 64 in length. I reckon their number 
at 8,000 men, including captains, sergeants, “ weyfiayers ,” and others who 
were not in battle for lack of pikes. Never saw a goodlier band, and in 
effect all young men. “ I am sure there be not 40 amongst them that be 
above 40| years old.” Today Bourbon was here, whose battle is now 
ordered to St. Quentin , “ where shall meet the French king the band of 
Mons. de Vandome, and there he will assemble all his camp.” Was told 
this day by Robertel that the Emperor's ambassadors had made demands 
which were quite unreasonable; at which you were not pleased, but had 
taken another day of communication. Francis says he will give the 
Imperialists battle in ] 2 days. Cannot trust him, as he has broken so 
many days already ; but he was never better able to give battle , for in six 
or eight days his enemy will meet him at St. Quentin’s. Have had no 
answer to my inquiries how I shall order myself in the camp. The 
French king offers me horse and harness, and says he will have me with 
him in the battle. I know not what answer to make, but say when it shall 
come thereto I shall be glad to do what he commands. 

Am in want of money, having served fourscore days beyond what I have 
been paid for. Must have more fur post money, having essayed my friends 
as far as I can. Albany has left the court, but whither I cannot tell, nor 
whether he will return. On the last pay day of the Swiss, the commis¬ 
sioners lacked several of their number, whom the French king had paid 
wages for. They said several of them died by the way, and others were 
sick ; they would keen the wages of the dead men for their wives, and not 
have a penny abated. They can ask what they like here, for they are 
treated like lords. Hears no news of the army in Italy, nor of the admiral 
of France, except that they suppose he is before Pampeluna , and that the 
Spaniards are so divided, they will not give him battle. Atenye, 4 Oct.

To the first point, touching the surety of the fishers, he was willing to 
agree 1 , notwithstanding the difficulties made by the Chancellor upon the 
alteration used by the French ambassadors therein, but he thinks it will 
be more beneficial to France than to his subjects, whose season of fishing is 
now past. As to the second, he had authorized his Chancellor to enter into 
communication about a truce, although he thought you might protract the 
negotiations till news might arrive of the successes of Italy, which should 
be within fifteen days at the utmost, and that he was waiting for the Pope’s 
consent, on which everything depends.

The late 
king Lewis promised that King assistance in the recovery of his kingdom, 
and Francis has confirmed the promise. It was agreed in the treaty of 
Noyon, that that kingdom should be restored, or compensation made for it; 
and as six years have since elapsed, and no compensation been made, the 
King Catholic is bound to restore it. (2.) It was agreed by the treaty of 
Noyon that the King Catholic should marry Francip’ daughter. Francis 
demands that he give the securities required by the treaties, and eight 
hostages, who shall be at ... . (apud No. . . .) until the consummation 
of the marriage. (3.) The King Catholic was bound to pay 100,000 [cr.] 
for Naples. Francis demands that the arrears be paid immediately, ana 
the county of Rousillon, Burgundy or Artois be given up as security* so long 
as the obligation to that payment shall last. (4.) £he King Catholic is 
undoubtedly a vassal of Francis, by reason of the counties of Flanders and 
Artois. We require that he shall do homage for them in person, as his 
father did to Lewis XII., and give such letters as his father gave regard¬ 
ing his homage ; that he shall make reparation for all rights that he has 
usurped; [make no use] of the indulgence which he has from Rome against 
the concordat, and compensate Francis for having impeded the execution 
of bulls for tenths and crusade money. (5.) The King Catholic has in¬ 
vaded France, razed the castle of Messancourt, and invaded Milan, which has 
compelled Francis to raise an army both in France and beyond the moun¬ 
tains. We demand that he be reimbursed his expenses to the sum of 
15,000 fr.

That Francis have the investiture of the duchy 
of Milan, as given him by Maximilian. (10.) That the King Catholic do 
not harbor rebels or banished persons of the dominions of Francis. That 
the castle of Messancourt be rebuilt at the expense of the King Catholic, 
and the ordnance, &c. within it restored to Robert de la Mark.

Mon. Haba. Assembled on Monday last, when the overtures contained in Gatti- 

374. nara’s dispatch were made. Received yesterday his letters dated Bins, 
30 Sept., and went to the Cardinal accordingly. Finding he was dis¬ 
pleased with the hesitation about the fishery, told him Charles would send 
’ the ratification and safeconduct in three days, at which he was very glad. 
He said the French ambassadors had just left, and they were content to 
listen to the truce, and even approved of the proem which he showed them. 
As he was ready to go for an airing outside the town, for the first time 
since his illness, offered to accompany him. While on the way, he said the 
French asked for a truce of 10 years, with the payment of the pension of 
Naples according to the treaty of Noyon, and the free resort and sovereignty 
of Flanders. Said Charles would not be bound again by treaties which 
were broken by the fault of the French, and the truce should be for one 
year, after which it could be prorogued. Wolsey agreed with him about 
the pension of Naples and the resort of Flanders, but thought the time of 
the truce could not be reduced to less than two years. Shall meet him 
today at three to deliberate. Mentioned the powder, but he said he had 
had no other answer. Perceives he is not very desirous that Charles 
should have any more, for he says it would be too late to besiege Tournay, 
which is so well repaired that it would be waste of time to attack it; in 
confirmation of which he called the Lord Chamberlain. He thinks a few 
men to cut off provisions would be quite sufficient. He said also he had 
heard from Rome that the Pope had sent his power to his nuncio to be 
used at Wolsey’s discretion, and that he had withdrawn his army to guard 
Modena and Regio against the Duke of Ferrara.

Mon. Haba. Went today to the Cardinal, who, having despatched the French 

377. ambassadors, had a long conversation with them about Tournay and the 
truce, repeating what he had before said. He thought Charles should not 
undertake any new enterprise which might not be to his honor, nor join 
the army, which was infected with disease. He found the French inclined 
to peace, or even to a truce, consistent with their master's honor. In addition 
to their previous demands they now require a statement that the marriage 
shall be held in suspense, and the arrears be paid to the sum of 200,000 cr.;‘ 
that he shall keep his rights in Navarre; that the Emperor shall not be 
allowed to go into Italy with arms, for he fears that the army of the 
Empire will be used to wrest Milan from him; that neither the Florentines 
nor the marquis of Mantua shall be comprised ; and that Charles shall give 
either towns or persons as hostages. 

Said this was buying a truce too dear, and they should advise Charles 
not to listen to it, but to continue the war, without delaying his voyage to 
Spain. Wolsey said he toljl the French six months or a year, or at most 
eighteen months, was long enough, and that the truce would be merely for

mercantile and other intercourse, but he thinks the French will not be 
content with a simple truce, without stipulating for the arrears of Naples, 
the accustomed sovereignty, and that Charles shall not go into Italy during 
the truce. Told him neither the pension nor the sovereignty would be 
tolerated. As to Italy, although Charles would not go during the truce, it 
would not bo honorable to insert an article to that effect; but Wolsey said 
his master would become surety for Charles in that. Said they must 
consult their master ; and he told them the French would do the same. 
He assured them that his efforts for a truce were only to serve Charles, 
and because he knew his affairs would not admit of a continuance of the 
war ; but if they would, there was nothing he would desire more, for it 
would benefit England and ruin Frauce. He fears also that without the 
truce Charles’s journey to Spain may be hindered, and the Low Countries 
be iu danger. Wish for particular instructions for their replies to the 
proposals of the French and of the Cardinal, and to know whether they 
shall propose Any conditions or ask any surety for the keeping of the truce. 
He must consider what will follow from a truce for merchandise and inter¬ 
course ; Tournay, not being in his hands, will be revictualled and fortified.

Yesterday the Cardinal told them that, according to the letters he 
had had from Rome, the Pope and the King Catholic would treat with 
France ; that he had spoken to Charles’s ambassadors for honorable con¬ 
ditions ; that they would not restore Navarre, but would content the 
claimant; that for the present they would not pay the 100,000 cr. for 
Naples, and would give no sureties ; that they wished the truce to be for 
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18 or 20 months, during which time the King Catholic would promise not 
to go in arms to Italy, and that they would pay no damages. The Pope 
wished the Florentines, the marquis of Mantua and the Milanese traitors 
to be comprehended, and Francis could comprehend whom he chose. He 
luis no right to complain of the marriage till he sees Charles married else¬ 
where. They can discuss the rest of his demands, and Wolsey thinks they 
will ugreo to them. He hopes that during the truce Francis will conduct 
his affairs so as to. obtain an honorable peace. Their variances will be 
submitted to Henry, who will assist Francis with force if Charles refuse 
reasonable demands. He says he hns prevented the siege of Tournay and 
the burning of Francis’ country, and that his master has two or three times 
made pence with Scotland at Francis’ desire, although it was a good time 
to revenge himself on them, owing to their poverty and intestine wars, and 
Francis should regard the great expense he has incurred by mediating 
between him and Charles. He has been very ill, and cannot stay here much 
longer, and begs them to speak to him openly, for he does not see how to 
restrain the nobles and people of England from declaring for the King 
Catholic. If Francis were to ask his advice, he should counsel him to take 
a truce.

Has received Wolsey’s letters of the 13th [Sept.], recommending 
Melrose to be archbishop of [St.] Andrew’s. Has pressed the matter in the 
consistory, because the queen of Scots should have a pension out of it. Has 
shown the Pope that the “ said Archbishop ” had behaved well at the last par¬ 
liament, in establishing peace between the two kingdoms, and that Wolsey had 
withdrawn all opposition to his advancement. His suit was opposed by the 
card, of Ancona, who charged the king of Scotland and Wolsey with incon¬ 
stancy for writing in favor of both parties. Had he not stuck to the busi¬ 
ness little credence would have been paid to the king of Scots’letters, as 
the signature was very different from his usual writings. The Pope said it 
was not likely the archbishop had forged them, and as the king of Scots had

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changed his mind, he must follow the King’s will; that the archbishop’s 
nephew ought to have had it, and should, but for Clerk’s 6uit. He has now 
confirmed the appointment. The point was carried with difficulty, as the 
opposite party had informed the Pope that the archbishop was very indepen¬ 
dent, and cared nothing for bulls and briefs coming from Rome. Clerk has 
impressed on the archbishop’s solicitor the importance of inducing his master 
to follow Wolsey’s wishes in these and in other matters concerning Scotland, 
as such a cause is most for his King’s and his own interest; that in so doing 
he might possibly attain what he had never thought of, “ meaning thereby 
that if the said archbp. would be cardinal, I said, it should be no mastery to the 
King’s highness and your grace easily to help thereunto. His said solicitor 
was a glad man when he heard me speak the word.” Will move the Pope 
to write a letter to the Archbishop, stating that he owes his promotion not a 
little to Wolsey’s interest.

“ Please it your grace that yesterday, 5th day of this present month* 
I received] your letter, dated at Calais, the 2d day of the same month, 
And th[is day] I declared the effect thereof to the French king, and how 
that if your grace had found as moc[h] towardness in the Emperor’s chan¬ 
cellor as ye have found in his, the matters [had] been brought to some 
honorable end before this, and that the untow[ardncss] your grace found in 
some parties was the occasion of your sickness; wh[ich] I assure your grace 
contented him marvellously well to hear ; and he answered and said [he] 
was right sorry of your said sickness, and more sorry would have been a 
great d[eal], and if the occasion thereof should have proceeded of him, or 
of any of his, for the [cause] of the sending of his said Chancellor thither 
was only for the contending] of the King and your grace, and for no 
nother cause. And as to the pains and labours you [have] had, and have 
to bring them to an honorable and reasonable truce or abstinence of war, 
he saith he knoweth the same well; howbeit he bade me to advertise your 
grace plainly that, considering the great dishonor and wrongs the Em¬ 
peror hath done him, and that he hath now besieged his town of Tournay, 
he will not forbear, but go raise the said siege, or else give him battle by 
the way, and for to make some fires in his countries as well as he ^liath 
done in his ; and in the meantime] he saith, that if the Emperor list to 
take such truce as he hath given his Chancellor authority to take, which 
he saith your grace knoweth well ynou[gh], he is contented to the same ; 
but for to say that he will take truce for hal[f a] year, or for a year, 
whilst the Emperor might make him ready, and get more ay[d of] Almains 
and of his subjects, he will not, nor none otherwise but for . . . years, the 
Emperor’s going into Italy, the realm of Navarre and all other points, 
according as he hath given his said Chancellor charge, as your grace 
knoweth well to be contained in the same ; and as to the committing of all 
his matters to the King [my] master, and if they conclude upon this truce, 
he saith there is n[o] prince living that he had so lefe should have the 
hearing of his matters, [as] a friend, as his grace, but as for judge he saith 
he will have none but God. And, finally, he said he had advertised his 
Chancellor already at what point he will rest, and other instructions than 
those he will g[ive] him none.

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* “ Please it your grace, the Emperor’s army is now besides Guise, 
which is in France, and b[ut] 12 leagues at the most from hence, where 
the French king is ; nnd as I am perfectly informed, and if they remove 
not from thence as this day or tomorrow, it shall not be possible for them 
to go so fast with their ordnance, but that they shall have battle before they 
come at Tournay, and that within these seven or eight days at furthest, for 
Mons. de Vendome and Mons. de la Palice, as now be very nigh them with 
6,000 footmen and 300 spears ; [anti] this day Mons. d’Alcngon nnd the 
marechal Chntillon, who l[end] the vaward, be marched, and the Swiss with 
them; and tomorrow the French king and Mons. de Saint Pol’s band, which 
is 6,000 footmen, march after t[hem] ; and Mons. de Bourbon’s band is 
noue as yet come ; howbeit they say [it] shall be here time enough.

fled away. [And before] they departed from Mesiercs the French king 
showed me himself that they never [went] . . . besides his ground ; and if 
it be as he saith, they make terrible [war, for they] burn nnd kill all they 
find. And I assure your grace that as much country as [the said] Bur¬ 
gonyons have destroyed, I reckon the men of war of this country [have 
destroyed almost as much, save for burning, taking of prisoners [and 
cattle; for as well horsemen as footmen for horsemeat nor [man’s meat 
pay nothing, and yet besides that they take what the poor people [have. 
And] if your grace hear not of some marvellous reckoning in France 
thi[s year] amongst themselves mine opinion faileth me, and specially if 
[they take] truce, for then the men of war have nothing to do but to eat up 
all [the] goods of the commons. 

“ Also I have written to your grace three letters, which I have sent by 
the French [posts], sithence I sent your grace any by any of mine own 
servants, and by the [last] letter advertised your grace of the Swiss and of 
the number of them. And th[is day the] French king showed me they be 
good 11,000 ; yet I assure your grace [I think] surely they be no mo than 
as I wrote to your grace by the said last letter ; [for the] master of the 
ordnance showed me that the French king shall have with him no [more 
than] 16 great cannons, 12 culverins, and 12 demi-culverins ; but I see as 
yet but 20 pieces, whereo[f are] 4 cannons, 6 culverins and 10 small pieces. 

“ Also, I have received 100/. by my servant, this [bearer], whereof 
I have served already fourscore days, withiu five, how[beit] I trust it 
shall be enough till your grace send for me. And whereas [I] wrote to 
your grace in ray former letter that I heard say the duke of Ferrara [had] 
taken two or three towns of the Pope’s, that is not true ; for this day] 
the French king showed me that the Pope’s army is reculed. I suppose 
he 8ai[d to] Rege, and that his army is upon the borders of the Pope’s 
countries, b[ut they] have not entered into none of his dominions as yet, 
nor the duke [of] Ferrara neither ; and he saith the Pope hath made all 
the shift he ca[n, and] yet now dieth of hunger for lack of money, but 
whether h[is] army shall march any further or not he would show me 
nothing thereof; and yet I felt him as much as I could conveniently" 
know.

He had another great band of artillery 
at Oudenarde, newly come out of Almain, and intended to make two great 
and sudden batteries. Nassau has burnt Mo6sowne, finding it difficult to 
succour, and destroyed the artillery left there by the French, having no 
horses to convey it away. The Chancellor had written of the unreasonable 
demands of the French, for the observance of the marriage, and the con¬ 
tinuance of the pension of Naples with arrears. The Emperor trusted that, 
in inducing the French to a truce, you would not omit anything due to his 
honor. Think the Emperor is a little jealous that the French have had too 
favorable audience. He was informed that the French king had returned 
towards Troyes, and said he had not such advertisements from you as 
heretofore.

And as to 
the realm of Navarre, he saith that and the Emperor deliver the sai[d] 
realm to the King of Navarre within twelve months after the said truce 
taken, or else make him a reasonable recompence for the same, he is con¬ 
tented, or else he to be at his liberty to give aid to the said king of Navarre, 
according to the treaty of Noyon. And as to the marriage, he saith he will 
have him bound to perform the same ; and as to the money he oweth him 
he saith he will be paid of as much of it as is due, and put in surety of the 
rest. And as touching Italy, he is contented that the Pope and the Floren¬ 
tines be contained in the said truce ; but as for the marquis of Mantua and 
the rebels of his duchy of Milan, he saith he will never consent that they 
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shall be in truce with him. And then he said to me under this manner : 

‘ I will send instructions to my Chancellor of my whole mind, and I assure 
you this shall be the last time I will send for this matter ; and I trust the 
King my brother, and my lord Cardinal’s grace, will think that these points 
be reasonable ; and I will send a gentleman of my chamber to the King my 
brother, who shall advertise him of my whole mind in this behalf.’ 

“Please it your grace, I think the Chancellor hath larger instructions 
than the French king showed me of, for I assure your grace I perceive 
every day more than other that they would have peace with all their 
hearts. 

“ Also I asked him if he would go forwards still, or else that he would rest 
awhile till he saw how this truce would frame; and he answered to me 
again and said, ‘ Ye see what charge I am at, and also how my men of war 
eat up my subjects; wherefore, I will march on straight, and live upon 
their countries as they have done on mine.’ 

“ Also, Sir, if there be any point your grace stick at, my poor opinion is 
your grace write some letter to my Lady, for I have seen in divers things, 
sithence I came hither, that when the French king would stick at some 
points, and speak very great words, yet my Lady would qualify the matter ; 
and sometimes when the King is contented he will say nay, and then my 
Lady must require him, and at her request he will be contented ; for he is 
so obeissant to her tliat he will refuse nothing that she requireth him to do ; 
and if it had not been for her, he would have done wonders ; and if ye send 
any letter to mo for her, I can be with her in a day in post. 

“ Furthermore the French king showed me that the Emperor’s ambassa¬ 
dors .that the Emperor’s folks have not besieged Tournay, 

nor that they do n[ot].but he saith it is not true. And as I 

hear say, [the Emperor’s army] is reculed into their own country. And 

tomorrow.day, Mons. de Bourbon’s band meets the French 

king and.vaward and the Swiss be within five leagues of the 

Emperor's said a[rmy. Also,] when the French king hath all his army 
together, he will go str[aight into] Hainault, and so to Tournay as he saith.

This morning a post came from Italy to 
the Emperor, with news that his army and the Pope’s had recovered the 
towns of St. Felix and Fynall, and driven the duke of Ferrara into Ferrara. 
The army had prepared a bridge to cross the Po, but you will see all 
particulars in the letters from the Pope’s orator “ unto his fellow there.” 
We think the said army would not cross the river, and venture into their 
enemies’ dominions, unless they were sure of the aid of the Swiss. If so, the 
French will be compelled, either to give battle before they join, which 
probably the Venetians will refuse, or else abandon the duchy, and so be in 
peril of the people of the country, “ little or nothing afiectioned to them.” 
The Pope’s orator says that the card, do Medicis is coming to the army till 
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10 Oct.

Had informed the Pope that liis oration was ready, and asked for a 
public consistory for presenting the King’s book. The Pope declined a public 
consistory, as men’s minds are so much infected with Lutheranism, and the 
people “ so frowardly disposed,” he was afraid of stirring a controversy. 
He promised, however, to do all that was necessary to declare his approbation 
of the book, and asked Clerk for the substance of his oration, that his 
holiness might be ready with an answer. On Wednesday, Oct. 2nd, the Pope 
having summoned the consistory, the master of the ceremonies ordered that 
Clerk should kneel all the time of his oration. ‘‘Whereat I was some¬ 
what abashed, for methought I should not have my heart ne my spirits so 
much at my liberty. I feared greatly lest they should not serve me so 
well kneeling as they would standing.” “ The Pope’s holiness sat in his 
majesty upon a [throne] three steps from the ground underneath a cloth of 
[state]; afore him in a large quadrant upon stools sate the [bishops] in 
their consistorial habits, to the number of xx . . . .” After kissing the 
Pope’s foot, when he would have returned to his place, his holiness took 
him by the shoulders, and caused him to kiss first one cheek, and then the 
other; then, having a stool before him, and kneeling, he delivered his ora¬ 
tion, which he encloses. This done he presented the book, and received the 
Pope’s thanks ifi Latin. On Saturday 5th, the Pope complimented him on 
his oration, when Clerk moved, in the name of Card. Wolsey, that the book 
should be approved by a formal decree of the consistory. The Pope said 
that the GaJlican church, in condemning the errors of Luther, had sanctioned 
as many errors against the Roman church. In the next consistory, the 
King will have his titles given him and his bulls sped. The Turk has 
destroyed Belgrade ;—much fear for Hungary, ns the King is young, and his 
council divided. If there be war in Hungary, in Italy and in France, the 
earth will be well satiated with Christian blood. A servant of Albany’s is 
there;—the archbishopric of St. Andrew’s has been void eight months. 
The queen of Scots is sueing for a divorce ; Albany is her factor. Rome,

“ I wrote unto your Grace by the last courier [that his IIoli]nes had 
showed me how that he was fully determined not] to meddle with the 
Swiss, partly because he thow[ght] them corrupted by the Frenchmen, 
partly because [they] would not serve his Holiness, but only ad defen - 
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si[onem\ et non ad invasionem; and, within two days after, [his]’Holiness 
said unto me again that he had had good [ti]dyngis from the Swiss, and being 
loath to leave that [najcyon unentertained, had appointed to have twelve 
[thou]sand of them, and how that part of them should co[me] ad invasionem, 
and the rest should be ready ad def[enst\onem, percase unything went 
otherwise than [well]. And the last day his Holiness showed me again 
[that] as yet he heard no word of their setting for[wards], saving that, 
per literas interceptas, he had [heard] that the cardinal of Sion was setting 
forwards, howbeit, [with] a very small number; so that my thought 
h[is Holiness] at that time had very little comfort in [their coming] 
forwards. His Holiness showed me that, for lack of a head, his army had 
hitherto very evil employed their time, nnd now they were gone forwards, 
and passed the river called the Fo to Milan wards, and how he hath now 
sent thither to his camp the cardinal de Medicis, trusting shortly to hear 
of some better success. The said Cardinal went thither by the posts from 
Florence, and, as the Pope’s holiness showed me, he was in great danger of 
taking by the way, for tho French camp was yet still in Parma, and with 
their light horses made many excursions. And whereas the Pope’s camp 
should have tarried still the Cardinal’s coming on this side the river, 
the Cardinal, fearing lest their long tarrying there should let some other 
their purpose, willed them to go forwards, and not to tarry for him; so 
that, at the said Cardinal’s thither coming, hi[s] passage was not without 
danger, as the Pope’s holiness did show me, of whom I could have none 
ot[her] particular knowledge whither his said camp [should imme¬ 
diately resort; saving that his Holiness said that [he thought] verily that 
his camp and the French camp should [meet], and that there should be a 
day of arms betwixt the[m], saying that he had eight thousand lance- 
knight^] that were as good as the French king’s eight [thousand Swiss, 
and that he had Spaniards and Italians [foot]men better than tho French 
men had. 

“ Many men s[upposeth] that the Pope’s camp shall forwards as near as 
[they] may border upon the Swiss, to the intent that, [if] the Swiss come 
down either with the cardinal of Sion or with the duke of Barri, which be 
there both [in] their confines with all that they can make, [the Pope’s] camp 
may receive them into their co[mpany] without danger. The duke of Ferrara 
makyt[h now no] great stearing. There is a monitory decreed [against] him 
this last consistory for his deprivation, upon] such motions and attemptats 
as lately he h[ath done], invading certain little castles adjoining unto him 
being of the Pope’s dominion ; and by cause the Pope’s comp going 
forwards, the Pope’s cities Modona, Reggio and Bonoby («c) should now 
be left unfurnished, there is made in divers tho Pope’s cities to the number 
of five or six thousand new footmen, and two hundred men-of-arms, which 
be settled in garrisons in his said cities, part in one and part in another. 
I hear not that the French camp should be far removed from Parma. 
The Pope’s camp goeth forwards in Lombardy, and is past Cremona. The 
French camp is also departed from Parma, and goeth after the Pope’s. The 
Pope’s camp hasteth forwards, and intendeth not to rest till they meet with 
the ten thousand Swiss, the which, as I am informed by some of tho Pope’s 
council, bo in the confines with tho cardinal of Sion and the duke of Barri, 
in the Pope’s wages ; albeit, the Pope did show me no more than is before 
rehearsed. How Parma, Cremona, Milan, join together, and how they con¬ 
fine upon the Swiss, your grace sha[ll more plainly perceive by the plat 
which I do now send unto you.*] ”

His speech in the consistory on presenting the King's book. 

The King has written this book to counteract the pernicious and wide¬ 
spread heresies of Martin Luther, and commissioned the speaker to offer it 
to his holiness. Enlarges on the virulence of Luther and his disrespect for 
the Pope, his making himself equal to St. Peter, and his contempt for the 
authority of the Fathers. Luther has broken the rule of continence, and 
reduced the sacraments to three, two, one,—would probably reduce them to 
nothing some day. Points to the misery of Bohemia caused by the Hussite 
heresy, as a warning. The new enemy equals all heresiarchs in learning,— 
exceeds all in wickedness of spirit. The Pope, however, has done his best 
to stifle the flames, aided by learned men in all countries, of which Eng¬ 
land, though most remote, is not the least devout. There, among other fast 
friends of the Holy See, the most conspicuous is Wolsey, a member of that 
college, who has caused the Pope’s rescript against Luther to be published 
everywhere, and Luther’s books to be burned, called an assembly of learned 
men to write against him, and supported them at his own cost for some 
months. In more simple times error was plucked up by the roots, and the 
quiet of the Church was undisturbed. Many wonder how a prince so much 
occupied was led to attempt a work that demanded all the energies of a 
veteran man of letters ; but having already defended the Church with his 
sword, Henry felt it needful to do so with his pen, now that she is in much 
greater danger. Not that he thought it glorious to contend with one so 
despicable as Luther, but he wished to show the world what he thought of 
that horrible portent, and to induce the learned to follow his example, by 
which Luther might be compelled himself to retract his heresies. The 
King, however, has no> hope of convincing him ; he should be assailed with 
those weapons which, if the time permitted, the King would use against the 
Turks. Finally, the King desires the work not to be published otherwise 
than with the approval of the Pope, from whom we ought to receive the 
sense of the Gospel. 

ii. The Pope’s answer, saying that he thanked God the Holy See had 
found such a prince to defend it.

When John Cl[erk], the King's ambassador at Rome, presented the 
King’s book against Luther to the late pope, Leo X., in presence of the 
college of Cardinals, it was beautiful to hear with what exultation the Pope 
and Cardinals broke out into the praises of Henry, declaring that no one 
could have devised a better antidote to the poison of heresy, and that Henry 
had with great eloquence completely refuted Luther by reason, Scripture 
and the authority of the Fathers. He had thus devoted his learning to 
the support of religion, and shown an example to Christian princes. As an 
imperfect acknowledgment of this service, the Pope, with the unanimous 
assent of the Cardinals, a little before his death, ordained, by letters under 
the hands of himself and them, that Henry should henceforth be called 
M Defender of the Faith,” and ordered a bull to be sent, which Wolsey now 
presents. Congratulates Henry on the honor, and himself on having 
induced him to undertake the work.

Today the French king showed me that the Emperor's army had 
withdrawn into their own country, but were within a league of France. 
This night, he says , his vanguard and the Sioiss lodge within two leagues 
of them, and Bourbon's band will join his vanguard tomorrow. If the 
Emperor's army abide, he will give them battle ; and, if they retire, pursue 
them so as to compel them to fight. He says the Almains are daily 
deserting from the Emperor's army, so that now they have not more than 
16,000 foot. The men of Toumay have made a sally, and killed 500 
Almains. The Admiral has won three holds in Navarre, and a passage 
in Biscay at St. Marie de Eweren. Degio de Verro, with 6,000 or 7,000 
Spaniards, kept a mountain with certain ordnance, but, when they saw the 
Admirals folks, fled to Fontarabia, and left the ordnance behind. The 
Admiral has besieged him in Fontarabia, and has written to him in these 
words: “ Je vous rendraye bone compte de Founterabey." The King 
seemed to think he had some intelligence within the town. He may gain 
it thus, or by famine; otherwise not, if he besiege it twelve months, for 1

know the town very well, and Degio de Verro is one of the best men of 
war in Spain, and was master of the ordnance to king Ferdinand. 

“ I beseech your grace to send me my servant again as soon as you can, 
or some messenger, for I can spare none of them I have here to send to 
your grace ; for I have here with me more gear than mine own a good deal, 
and these adventurers of France be so ungracious that I am more afraid 
of them than of the Burgundians, wherefore I am fain to send part of my 
goods, and five of my servants with it, to St. Quentin’s.

I sent you a letter by the French post, 
dated the 9th of this month, on matters of importance; “ and because my 
servants be so troubled by the way, and Robertet showed me he dispatched 
a post as that night, therefore I sent my said letter by the said French 
post," to prevent your learning the news earlier by another channel.

Remarks of Charles V. on the articles proposed for the truce. 

1st. Thinks it reasonable, but adds that the duration should be eight 
months, the king of England or the Legate, as conservators, having power 
to prorogue it for ten months longer. 2nd. This would be fair if the 
French had taken anything in Navarre. Does not wish to have to sur¬ 
render Mortaigne. 3rd. Cannot agree to it. His ambassadors must 
refuse it, saying it would be to acknowledge all that Robt. de la Marche 
has done. 4th. Disapproves of it unless the places of De la Marche ore 
to be returned. 5th. About Tournay. Agrees to it. 6th. About the 
pension of Naples and the marriage. They must do all they can to abolish 
these conditions, but may consent to them rather than lose the truce. 7th. 
Intends the sovereignty and resort to be in abeyance during the truce. 
8th. The same, but the end of the article is good. 9th. Approves of this 
and of the 10th, adding to the latter that the French must return anything 
taken by them. 11th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, and 17th are good. 16th. 
Answers this by his letters missives to his ambassadors. 18th is good. 
Wishes it also to be stipulated that all his Spanish subjects taken prisoners 
during the war shall be released with their goods; and that his posts can be 
stationed, and all his subjects have free passage and right of merchandise 
iu France, as before the war.

On coming to London received his two letters, one written July last, 

and the other the-* day of-* Is glad to hear of his good health. 

Prays God so to continue him, “ for this world was never more dangerous 
concerning the life of man.” Can do nothing yet in the bishop of Durham’s 
matter and “ your ” hospital, as the Bishop and my lord of St. John’s are 
at Calais with the Cardinal, and so no chapter is kept at St. John’s. Will 
be sure to send the plate, with such accounts as will coutent him. Believes 
Darcy’s assignments are so great, that all the receipts will not pay both the 
assignment and the King, and “ lawis (redeem) your plate.” He knows 
that half of the year’s receipts are paid, as he has already written, to 
Mr. Sands, Sir Rob. Constable, Mr. Arthur and others, “ and now must be 
paid both Amadas and a berewyf, Mr. Arthur’s half year’s annuity, 
Butry, Capell (yet my lady Capell is dead), but her son Pallet ceaseth not, but 
that shall spare, except 10/. paid before in part of the agreement.” He shall 
know the certainty of all these reckonings after Allhallowtide, as it will 
be that time before any money come. No wine can be had for any money, 
“ therefore your lordship may take patience, as other lords do, to new 
come.” Trusts the Cardinal will bring a peace home with him. The time 
of his coming is quite uncertain. Hopes to know more in ten or twelve 
days. The King, Queen and Princess continue at Windsor. 

Is glad that the earl of Westmoreland is with him. Recommends him to 
make a sure conclusion with him by advice of Mr. Eleson, and that the Earl 
make his confirmation, and also a feoffment and grant both in one deed, 
because there are questions now made of the livery of seisin of the first 
feoffment. The lands are tailed, and the reversion in the King and 
many annuities, as rent and feefarms, are tailed, “ and therefore a new 
grant thereof by himself is good for his life.” He had better remember 
Mr. Arthur, ‘‘to get him some good marriage whereby he may have’in' 
heritance.” There are many in those parts, and some in these, as Sir Edw. 
Willoughby’s daughters, heirs apparent to lord Broke, “ and Sir Edw. Gryvell 
hath them, and will sell one or two of them.” Master Arthur will prove 
a sad and discreet gentleman, and will not lack help of the King’s prefer¬ 
ment.

1676. Sir Ric. Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote on the 11th from Mowus, and came hero with the Emperor 
next day. Received Wolsey’s letters dated the 10th, yesterday morning, and 
declared to the Emj>cror your advice for the entering on any new enterprise, 
for which he thanked you, and which he intends to use. Lord Nassawde 
and other captains were coming in the evening, and, after discussing the 
matter with them, the Emperor will take his resolution. He assures you 
that he will not begin, on light grounds, any new thing which cannot be 
brought to an honorable end, “ saying it sufficeth to have failed the enter¬ 
prise of Masieres.” We translated your letter into French, and showed it to 
the lord Nassawde and other captaius, that they might see your reasons for 
dissuading the Emperor from his first purpose. Returned to the Emperor 
this morning, but he said he had not quite determined in the matter, but 
would do so this afternoon, and send expressly to tell you his entire mind, 
desiring us to assure you “ that he hath no more diffidence in you than 
he should have of his own father, if he were alive, in whose place he 
reputeth your grace.” 

The army under lord Nassawde is lodged on the French frontier, and 
“those of the renforce” approach daily. The French are at Guyse and the 
villages near. The King is said to be at St. Quentin’s. Are credibly 
informed that the Emperor’s army is diminished one half by death, sickness, 
and departures. The enemy must know this, and will advance, and perhaps 
give out that they have driven away the Emperor’s army; of which they 
would have had neither color nor occasion if Wolsey’s counsel had been 
taken in time. 

Jeronimo Adorno has arrived from the Pope, and precedes the Nuncio. 
Do not yet know his mission. Valenciennes, 14 Oct. Signed.

1677. Sir Ric. Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Postscript .—The Emperor lias told us that, according to his promise 
to you, he has charged his Chancellor and ambassadors to remit to you 
entirely the treating and concluding of a truce with the French, and he 
thought it would be reasonable that, if any party should refuse to accept the 
conditions you think convenient, you should show them that the King will 
declare himself on the other side. He finds his army lacks a greater number 
than he thought, and has ordered Fonsecha and Don Hugo to take a general 
muster, and has commanded the “ renforce ” to join the army. The safety 
of Cambray has also been provided for. Have spoken with the duke of 
Alba, who says that the Emperor sent for him last night, and asked his 
opinion on the state of his affairs. He answered that, by default and 
negligence, the Emperor had allowed his affairs to be conducted by inexpert 
persons, who had undertaken the government, “ some to be promoted to the 
Cardinaltie, which he minded the bishop of Palence, the Chancellor and 
others of their sect,” in such wise that he was likely to receive great 
shame ; and he told him, that it was by their obstinacy that he had not 
taken Wolsey’s advice in time, to which Alba and the chief Spaniards were 
agreeable. He advises that the army should be reviewed by Fonsecha, in 
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whose report he could trust; and if it were found sufficient, with the 
renforce, battle should be offered to the enemy, the frontier towns garrisoned, 
and the French king suffered “ to break his head about the besieging one or 
two of them; as he had done in France.” We suppose that it was Alba 
who persuaded the Emperor to hasten sending his resolution to you. 

The Nuncio, with .Jeronimo Adorno and the Mantuan ambassador, showed 
us letters from Casale Major, on this side the Po, in the duchy of Milan, 
saying that their army was there, and that the cardinal de Medicis and Friar 
Nicolas, archbp. of Capua, had arrived. The enemy were on the other side 
of the river, “ shooting the one into the field of the other.” By this time 
they have been compelled to fight or have retreated, allowing the said army 
to join the Swiss, as you will see more at large by the original letters. 
Although the Emperor, being abused by sinister counsel, has delayed to 
commit his matters into your hands, by showing yourself fervent and 
friendly you will bind him to you, and acquire the love of the Spaniards.

1678. Extract of Letters. 

Had seen his letters stating his conversation with Wolsey “ de defectu 
Man rt ligae,” and of the truce. The Pope had written at the commence¬ 
ment, to the Prothonotnry, the conditions of the truce ; and stating that the 
writer should send word if he dissented. Had not done so, “ quia ut scit 
D. V., fuit conclusum .... quod per totum prsesentem mensem videretur 
quid posset fieri, et hie et in Italia.” Sends an extract of the Pope’s demands: 

1. As the Pope cannot trust the French, hopes arrangements will be made 
that, during the truce, neither they nor the rebels, F. Maria, the Bentivogli 
and Baglioni, shall molest the Holy See. Wishes Florence, Sienna, Mantua, 
and other confederates to be included ;—restoration to be made to De Medici 
and other prelates ;—the French to abandon the protection of the duke of 
Ferrara;—arrangements to be made for salt between the Holy See and 
Milan ;—the French to pay expenses ;—Provence to be compelled to keep 
its promise to the Holy See, and not prevent the execution of the letters 
Apostolic ;—the legate of Avignon to be allowed to exercise his authority in 
Dauphind ;—reparation to be made to the merchants of Florence and Vienna. 

2. He is to communicate the above to Wolsey, and say that if the French be 
not agreeable to these articles, and Wolsey will interpose his authority, he 
will succeed. If any difficulties arise, “ D. V.” (your lordship) is to com¬ 
municate them. He is to pay particular attention to the losses incurred by 
the Pope. Those in the duchy of Milan have written to his Holiness that 
on report of the truce their friends and relatives have been thrown into 
prison.

Has received his letters, with the additions and corrections to the 
articles she sent him about the truce. As to the first point, thinks it would 
be better to fix the time at eighteen months.

1680. Pace to [Wolsey]. 

Yesternight the King received his letters dated the 11th, touching 
the Emperor’s purpose to lay siege to Tournay, and other news of war in 
Italy, Spain 'and Hungary. The King differs from Wolsey, and thinks 
that the Emperor will be compelled by this Biego to divide his army by 
reason of the river, and that the French can attack him at their pleasure. 
He, therefore, advises the Emperor, if he will needs go to Tournay, not to 
besiege it, but to take his own ground, and fight, if the French king offer 
battle, which he must in no case refuse, or he will lose his reputation. The 
Emperor will incur no loss by striking battle: for if he be defeated he can 
easily repair his power; whereas to the French king “the loss of one field 
shall be a total perdition of his realm,” and the gaining of it small advan¬ 
tage. If Sion have joined the Pope with 9,000 Swiss, the King expects 
great tidings. He is sorry to hear of the taking of Belgrade by the Turks. 
He wishes Wolsey home, and his business concluded. The judges have 
devised writs for adjourning the term in case the Great Plague continue in 
the city of London.

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1683. The French Ambassadors to Francis I. 

Were with the Cardinal this afternoon, and told him they must see 
the powers of the Pope and of the King Catholic, before declaring what 
Francis had written, for u cessation of arms might injure him, if the Pope 
did not agree to their arrangements. He said he would hold himself 
security for the Pope’s ratification,* till which time war should not cease, 
and they ought not to hesitate to tell him Francis’ mind, which they did. 
When they said that Francis wished the truce to be for five years or four 
at the least, during which Charles must not enter Italy, and the Floren¬ 
tines, the marquis of Mantua and the Milanese must not be comprehended, 
ho interrupted them, saying that the outlaws of Milan must be recalled like 
the others, for Francis would not desert the kings of Navarre, the dukes of 
Ferrara and Gueldres, and Messire Robert, and it would not be honorable 
for the Pope to abandon them, as they took up arms for him. He pressed 
them to declare what Francis had written, for he knew they had double 
letters, and that Francis was content to comprehend the Florentines and 
the Marquis. Told him they mightjperhaps use dissimulation with their 
adversaries, but not with him; and neither the Marquis nor the exiles 
could be comprehended, for reasons contained in Francis’ letters, which they 
offered to show him. Wolsey, seeing ho could not obtain what he wanted, 
spoke of the great trouble he had hitherto taken for a peace, and the annoy¬ 
ance it would cause Henry and himself, if he left without effecting anything, 
and said he had persuaded the Emperor not to invade Franco again, which 
he could easily have done, and had caused the siege of Maisieres to be raised; 
adding that the Emperor’s forces were strong, and his subjects willing, 
while he had not heard that Francis’ troops had shown their faces to the 
enemy ; that he had procured the fishery for the profit of Francis ; that peace 
would be obtained more easily by means of an abstinence than by arms ; that 
Charles dare not treat of the marriage till he has been to Spain ; that, 
touching Navarre, Francis should not disturb all Christendom for a young 
prince, for he could be honorably recompensed hereafter; that his rights of 
sovereignty could be promptly arranged to the honor of both princes ; that 
Charles would not promise not to go to Italy, for it would not be reason¬ 
able for a vassal to give the law to his superior ; but the king of England 
would be his surety for not doing so, and Wolsey would himself answer for 
it, for he was endeavoring to remove him from the Germans, who wanted 
war, to Spain, where he would have wise counsel; that he intended the 
abstinence to be for eighteen months, and that a longer period would not 
be to Francis’ profit; that he had heard that a number of Swiss had made 
a descent on the duchy of Milan in favor of the Pope ; that if Francis would 
not listen to him, all Christendom would be set against him ; that if he was 
judge of the infraction of the treaty, he would judge well the party who 
was in the wrong ; as to the war in Navarre, he would not grant Francis’ 
right; and finally, that as Henry had prolonged the truce with Scotland at 
the request of Francis, he should not refuse this truce. 

Answered that they were not the cause of his trouble, for they had come 
with power to make either peace or abstinence of war, but the King 
Catholic dissembled, and his ambassadors will not come to the point, 
hoping to ruin France ; that the Flemings spread a report that they were 
asking for mercy ; but now the Catholic sees himself pressed, the siege of 
Maisieres raised, and Mouzon recovered, he asks for an abstinence which 
no friend of Francis would advise him to consent to. As to Wolsey’s re¬ 
liance on the Pope, he could not answer for the damage that would happen 
to Francis ; for he had said that Tournay would not be .besieged, and that 
the Flemings would not burn his country ; but, on the contrary, their in-

humanities are worse than those of the Turks. It was all pretence that 
Charles had raised the siege of Maisicres at Wolscy’s wish, for he was 
afraid of Francis’ force, which has since pursued his army. His subjects 
were as determined to assist their King as were those of Charles ; but he 
had everything necessary to maintain the war. He would let the marriage 
rest till ho saw what the Catholic king would do ; but could not compre¬ 
hend either the marquis of Mantua or the rebels of Milan, for the former 
had sworn fealty to him as head of the Order, aud the lutter were his 
subjects. The others whom Wolsey mentions are not his subjects. At 
this Wolsey consented that the exiles should be as they were before the 
war between Francis and the Pope. Showed him that a short abstinence 
would not be profitable to Francis, ns it would be difficult to re-ossemble 
the troops if peace was not made, and it would cause great expense. Pro¬ 
posed the term of five years. Did not fear his menaces of having the chief 
part of Christendom against him. As to the descent of the Swiss in Italy, 
had surer news than what the Flemings tell him. There was no com¬ 
parison in this case with the request of Francis to Henry to make peace 
with Scotland, which was done from pity. It is not to be supposed that 
Henry would have complied if the king of Scots had been of age, and Henry 
had had an army ready to attack him. Would not require Henry to do 
anything disadvantageous, and he should not press Francis to do so ; for 
he has done what he could, and what he would have done for no other 
prince. Wolsey, finding he could get nothing more from .them, said the 
King would send a gentleman with letters to Francis aud Madame, and 
he would write to Francis himself. He will not leave the place till an end 
be made.

Yesterday, on his return from the King his master, found mer¬ 
chants of this country, who complained that, in coming from Flanders by 
Calais, they were arrested, and, after being released on the Deputy’s 
warrant, were again arrested at the bridge of Nyeullay, where money was 
demanded from them, contrary to the peace ; and from a Norman merchant 
going to Flanders, and landing at Calais par fortune de mer , certain gold 
pieces of England were taken, although there are numbers of them in 
France. If these wrongs be continued, will do the like by English mer¬ 
chants, with which the Kings their masters would be displeased.

1686- Fitzwilliam to [Wolsey]. 

Received last night your letter by my servant the bearer. Declared 
today the effect of it to the French king. “ And finally this was his 
answer therein. He dcsircth the King and your Grace to consider, that 
when the Emperor's army was afore Masieres the ambassadors of the said 
Emperor spake as high as though they had won half the realm of France, 
and would come to no reasonable end; and he, seeing the same, hath now 
made him as strong as he can, to his no little charge; howbeit he saith 
that that is not the principal cause, for he sayeth they have besieged his 
town of Tournay in such wise, as he is surely advertised, that and if he 
give not succour to the same within these eight days, it is lost; which, he 
sayeth, touches as well his honor as his profit, and specially his honor. 
Wherefore, he sayeth, he will, surely go thither, or else he will be beaten 
by the way. And this day he marches three leagues thitherwards, at which 
lodging he shall be within five leagues of the Emperor; and there, he 
sayeth, he will take his advice, whether he will go straight to the said 
Emperor, or else go the next way to the said town of Tournay. Assuring 
your Grace he is determined to fight, for he hath here good 30,000 foot¬ 
men, and at the least 7,000 horsemen. He sayeth they be 10,000 horse¬ 
men, but I esteem them not abune 7,000, whereof be almost 1,000 pages. 
And as yesterday came 7,000 Almain rivets for the Swiss, which 1 saw. 
And also he hath carried with him fourscore great boats to make 
bridges of. 

“ Also, please it your Grace, the French king showed me he had word 
from Mons. Lautrec, who advertised him that the Emperor's army is in 
the marquis of Mantua's country in a strong camp, and that the said 
Mons. de Lautrec marched and lodged within an English mile of them; 
and the same night following the Emperor's said army dislodged at mid¬ 
night without sound of trumpet or tabret; and the morning after the said 
Mons. de Lautrec followed them. And he reckoncth surely that they cannot 
rccule so fast but that they shall have battle, and the same he reckoncth 
all one, seeing they recule. And 1 asked him whether it was true that the 
cardinal of Sio and the duke de Barre were come to the Emperor's said 
army with any succours or not. And he ansxccred and said, it is of a truth 
that they have 3,000 Swiss of the canton of Sur\ich and some] lance- 
knights with them; but how many he showed m[e not]; howbeit, he saith 
they be not as yet joined with the Emperor s army. 

“ Also he shoiccd me that the Swiss have sent ambassadors to the .... 
. . . army, willing them, seeing these men be on both pa\rts, for to] take a 
truce; and if neither part will consent to the s[ai'd] truce, that then the 

said Swiss to leave both the said parties . the one party would be

(1.) Of the marquis of Mantua to his ambassador with the Emperor, 
dated from the camp at Sabloneta, 18 Oct 

The Swiss were three miles from Pontolium, in the district of Bergamo, 
and had sent to the Venetians to demand passage, which they hoped might 
be refused, that they might have an opportunity of fighting. As soon as 
they shall have joined the allies, they will be at the disposal of the Pope and 
Emperor. Tomorrow or next day we shall cross the Oglio to Ostia. 

(2.) From the Swiss camp, 17 Oct. 

The Swiss had waited for the man who followed with the money. He 
arrived this day. He confirms the marquis of Mantua’s statement as to the 
crossing of the Venetian territory. Six ambassadors of the French party 
in Switzerland sent to demand a conference with those of our side, who 
replied that they had nothing to say to them, and if they dared to send again 
they would hang the messenger, or bring him to the cardinal of Sion. News 
has come of the duke of Ferrara’s defeat by d. Vitellius, who is going to 
Parma, with 200 cuirasses and 2,500 foot, and trusts to accomplish much 
by the Pallavicini and other enemies of the French.

1688. Stile to Wolsey. 

No news since he wrote, except that my lord Lieutenant has made 
a peace with O’Karell, O’Connor, Conell and others, from some of whom 
he has obtained pledges upon oath, which will stand as long as they see 
any advantage in it. “ They be naturally covetous and deceitfully subtle 
people.” “ There is never a great Irish lord or captain, except Conell, but 
that they have had wages ” of my lord Lieutenant; and much is wasted, for 
they have not deserved it. The King’s money and my lord Lieutenant’s 
goes fast, and the revenues come slackly in, in consequence of the continual 
wars, death, and dearth of victuals last year. Some of the officers of the 
courts are not diligent for the King’s profits; but as they are appointed 
by my lord Lieutenant, Stile’s complaints are silenced. Begs that my lord 
Lieutenant be written to on the subject. The recovery of the King’s 
revenue is a great business, and Stile is but one man without help. Wishes 
a learned man sent over, for there are few good and impartial lawyers here. 
Except the chief justice of the King’s Bench and the chief baron of the 
Exchequer, all were appointed in Kildare’s time, and spare the county of 
Kildare in recovering the revenues. That county has given more trouble 
than all the rest; and when my lord Lieutenant has made peace between 
it and the Irish, the Kildare people cause the Irish to break it. The 
gentlemen of the county will not defend it. My lord Lieutenant soon after 
he came made Kildare’s brother, James Fitzgarrard, captain of the county

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of Kildare, who, instead of defending, oppressed it with coyne and livery, 
and is now taken with the Cavanaks, Irish rebels. 

Stated in his last that 1,000/. or 1,100/. would meet the King’s charges 
till the month of February, except my lord Lieutenant’s fee. Money can¬ 
not bo obtained here, now that the archbishop of Dublin is departed. Some 
are determined to make the keeping of the castle taken from O’Connor 
chargeable to the King. Is advised by men of experience that, if the King 
intend to reform the land, that castle will be very important, and can be 
kept with few men. Advises that my lord Lieutenant be written to, that 
the musters of the army bo taken according to the indenture devised by 
Wolsey, “ and that your grace may please for to write unto me somewhat 
sharply, derecting in me default that I do not call for to have the said 
musters viewed.” My lord Lieutenant says he cannot fulfil the indenture 
in some points. Several of the guard are old and sick, and unable for war.

1689. Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote on the 15th. Yesterday received yours of the 16th, which, with 

the extracts of news translated into French, wo laid before the Emperor. 
He thanks you, and says that, sooner than accept the French king’s conditions 
for the truce, he will put all in danger. He trusts Wolsey will bring them 
to reason. Think a simple truce is the best expedient, considering the great 
dissensions amongst the parties ; and an article might be inserted, to delude 
the French with a hope of peace, binding each of the parties to send ambas¬ 
sadors to the King with power to treat, each party to be bound for the 
confederates whom he wishes to comprise, and to submit to the King’s judg¬ 
ment touching tho violation of the truce. The French are burning villages 
within three or four leagues of this town, and meet with little or no resis¬ 
tance. The Emperor’s army is much diminished by sickness, far below the 
numbers mentioned in Fitzwilliam’s letters, so that if a truce be not made 
shortly the Emperor is likely to be much disgraced by abandoning this 
frontier. “ We have great compassion to see the perplexity wherein the 
gentle prince is.” Since his coming hither ho has called Alva, Fonseca and 
Don Hugh to his council, though not till affairs had come to an extremity. 
They all trust in your prudence. You will see by the letters of Moye to 
the Lord Nassau that the French king would be glad to settle differences 
with the Emperor, without the intervention of England. Probably it is for 
this that he makes these sudden and great invasious. Notwithstanding 
the neutrality of Cambray, and the French king’s promises to the chapter 
and city, his army has robbed and spoiled the country round about. He 
himself was last night at Castell Cambresys within seven leagues. They are 
divided into divers parts. Yesterday they took Landersye towards Chymey, 
which is not tenable. Nassau, Issilstein, the Great Esquire, and a great 
company of horse and foot have gone to encounter them. Valenciennes, 
19 Oct. Signed.

I told you in my last letters that we were sore afraid of the sickness 
because of the death of two persons whom I named.

We are expecting either a great conflict, 
a peace, or a truce.

“Memorial given by the lord Cardinal [of York] to the lord of 
Saint John’s and Sir Th[omas Boleyn, of] certain things to be declared 
to the Emperor.” 

(1.) After delivering the Cardinal’s letters, they are to declare the faith¬ 
ful mi[nd] and will he bears to the Emperor, and the desire he has for the 
safety and advancement of his affairs, to which end he stayB on this side 
the sea, leaving all h[is own] business, and that of the realm. (2.) The 
Cardinal having learned from the Emperor’s ambassador resident here, and 
otherwise, the diminution of the Emperor’s army by sickness and absence 
since the raising of the siege of [Mesieres,] and by the discharge of his 
reinforcements, and considering the advance towards his territory of the 
king of France with a large army, and the consequent danger of a conflict, 
thought it advisable, in pursuance of the counsel of the Emperor's chan¬ 
cellor and his other ambassadors, to send influential persons to the French 
King, viz. the earl of Worcester] and bishop of Ely, to move him “ at 
the contemplation of the King’s highn[ess and] desire of the Baid Car¬ 
dinal,” to keep within his own territory, and abstain from hostilities for a 
season. [And that] the French king might not think the said persons 
were sent at the request of the Emperor, the said [Cardinal] thought con¬ 
venient to send like personages to him for the said purpose. 

(3.) Should they perceive that the Emperor, leaning to the advice [of] 
young folks, desires to give battle, they must by all means in their power 
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dissuade him from it, dwelling on the disproportion between his probable 
losses and gains in case of actual war,- the impossibility at this unseasonable 
time of year of following up a victory by a pursuit, and the great loss with 
which such victory must be purchased. The sickness and long continuance 
of his people in the field, with their desire to return to their homes, might 
further be contrasted with the magnitude and freshness of the French forces, 
and their determination to give battle. They must on these grounds move 
him to keep within his own territory, and to abstain from hostilities for a 
season ; the conditions of such abstinence will have to be more “sober” 
than might have been had before the raising of the siege of Mosirs, and 
the “reculiug” of his army from France ; but the Cardinal will endeavor 
to make them as honorable to the Emperor as circumstances will permit. 
(4.) They are to tell him that the earl of Worcester and bishop of Ely are 
commanded to ascertain them from time to time of such answers and success 
as they [have] with the French kin", and that they have similar commands 
to advertise [the said ambassadors] with respect to the Emperor, and, as 
need shall require, the one to resort to [the other for] the advancement of 
the truce.

If the French king keep 
his camp 40 days longer his army will be weaker by 10,000 men, “ for 
their horses waste sore away for stabling without, and men wax weary 
and sick very fast; and, for my part, I had never worse journey in all 
the wars that ever I had been in.” Was in no little danger of his life, 
for the adventurers would have taken possession of his lodging, though 
it was ill enough for a man to set his horses in, and would have struck his 
servant before his face for telling them the King would be displeased at it, 
if he had not spoken them fair. “ Howbeit they showed me expressly how 
that and I had fortuned to light among the adventurers of France they 
would hew me in pieces, for they said they never loved Englishmen.” 
They were of Bourbon’s band, who would have hanged them had I not 
interceded, for if he had, “ I am sure I should never havo comen [home 
alive].” This country of Cambresis supplies the King with victuals. He 
has put in Chateau Cambresis 500 foot and 15 spears. Some say he will 
garrison Cambray. If he do, he will greatly annoy Hainault. St, Ellier, 
in Hainault, 21 Oct.

case there would be a scarcity of victual, the Emperor determined to garrison 
the frontier, aud sent Lascaulx on Saturday night to inform the writer that 
he would depart next day to this town, leaving Lascaulx as his lieutennnt- 
general. Accordingly came hither yesterday within five miles of Toumay. 
The French will crow over this retreat, little considering the long time the 
Emperor remained in their realm, and was only obliged to withdraw by the 
sickness of his army, and that the Freueh king had never fulfilled his 
threats to meet him in the field. The French will not be able to do much 
in this weather. If they do not succour Toumay within 10 or 12 days it 
will be in great danger. 

When tho Emperor saw the French had broken the neutrality of Cambrny 
he sent D’lssilstein thither with 1,500 horse and 2,000 Almayns. The 
Emperor told them this afternoon that he had received letters from his 
ambassadors with [Wolsey’s] advice touching his progress ; which he intends 
to follow. He will therefore go tomorrow to Oudenard, thence to Curtraye 
and Lylle. Hearing it said by some that the conclusion of tho truce lay in 
Wolsey’s power, as if he could sway the French king at his pleasure, 
urged tho Emperor to give no credence to any impertinent persuasion. The 
Emperor replied, “Jo ne scauroyo user beaucoup des belles parolles, mais 
vous save/ mieulx cscrire mon intention, que je ne le scauroye dire, vpus 
assurant que j’ai plus do confidence a le bon advis et counceille de mon¬ 
seigneur le Cardinal que en tous ceulx qui vouldront dire le contraire.”

nor stay with him if he do not go forward now ; and that he means to 
raise the siege of Tournay. I begged him to rest but for four or five days, 
or even for two or three, but he said he would not promise, nor stay his 
army even for one day ; but at last said, if it did not occasion inconvenience 
he was willing to make a little delay. They seem to imagine they have the 
[Emperor] at great advantage, and think very little of him and his men. 

Tomorrow the French king crosses a river where he has made a bridge of 
boats, and his vanguard besieges count Porsyne in Bushey, three leagues 
from Valenciennes. If the place holds out till my lord Chamberlain come, 
thinks the French king will be ruled by reason ; for the gentlemen of his 
army are weary of war, and Fitzwilliam is daily asked if the King will 
not effect a peace. People say both Princes repent what they have done. 
If the castle of Bushey hold but one week, Francis will not be so obstinate ; 
for there are no villages near for his men to lodge in, and all his victuals 
must come from St. Q[uentin], 15 leagues off; and if the Burgundians 
burn up the [hay] and straw for three or four leagues, they will not be 
able to abide in the field. And this day I hear that the Admiral cannot get 
Fontarabia. Goes tomorrow to St. Quentin’s to meet my lord Chamberlain, 
and convey him to the camp. Has spoken for some conductors to bring him 
to the French king, for it is hazardous coming among these men of war. 
Begs that he may come home with the lord Chamberlain; so many of his 
servants have fallen ill by lying on the cold ground that. he has almost 
none to serve him.

Wrote from Hast in Haynnygo on the 22nd. Lay last night at 
Oudenarde, and this evening came to Cultrike, intending tomorrow to go to 
Lisle, if the plan be not changed by a report of sickness there. The Em¬ 
peror has no news that the French king has yet moved from Castell Cam- 
brasys. The Emperor says his garrison at Knoy has met with 100 Swiss, 
slain about 30, and taken the rest prisoners, who, on payment of their wages, 
will return home. The Emperor expects every hour to hear of the entry of 
Issilstein into Cambray. The prince of Orange, the Great Esquire and 
many gentlemen of the Emperor’s household went back from Hast to Valen¬ 
ciennes; but a good band still remains about the Emperor. News used to 
come from Italy every day ; but the last was dated at Casall Maggyore, in 
the duchy of Milan, on the 2nd. This is thought rather a good sign, as 
they would have been sure to have known of a defeat; and it is suspected, 
the Venetians, hearing of Wolsey’s negociations, have intercepted the posts. 
The governor of Bresse and Don Hugh went to examine the passages about 
Tournay, whether they should be defended or not against the French by 
inundation and breaking bridges ; but have not returned. My Lady has 
demanded 40,000 men from Gaunt, for the conquest of Tournay. The 
Emperor has sent ub copies of her letters to the town and to himself.

Find his majesty well disposed to a simple truce ; but 
wo cannot persuade him to any conditions which will not stand with his 
honor. Being told of the three points without which Francis would not 
agree to it, viz. (1) the resort of Flanders and Artois to continue in their old 
train, (2) the rebels of Milan not to^be comprised, and (3) the term to 
last four or five years;—he would not agree to them, especially to the two 
first, seeing that he had laid his garrisons upon the frontiers, and furnished 
his towns sufficiently.

Arrived at Courtray on Thursday last, and were accompanied the 

same evening towards the Emperor by the governor of Bresse and others. 
Taking with us Sir Ric. Wingfield, we delivered your letters. Next day 
after dinner we declared our charge to him, in presence of the bishop of 
Palencia and others. He thanked you for your friendly counsel, in which 
he placed full confidence, and for sending the lords of Worcester and Ely 
to the French king, with letters to him and his mother. At his desire we 
sent Richmond yesterday, to know of their expedition, with a letter, of 
which we enclose a copy. The Emperor told us, that if you would tell the 
French king plainly, that if he began the war and did not consent to a truce, 
England must take part with the Emperor, he was sure it would bring him to 
terms. We assured him we heard you declare as much to the French king’s 
Chancellor, which he took very thankfully. He told us of the sickness in 
his army, of which Wingfield and Spinplly wrote to you. Have sent 
Spinelly to inform you of the state of the Emperor’s affairs. You will see 
by the copy of the letter sent by Richmond, that his majesty will only 
consent to a simple truce. As to the insufficiency of the Pope’s commis¬ 
sion, the Emperor says the Pope’s ambassadors here offer to remain in 
prison till they get more ample powers. Have not yet spoken with Jero¬ 
nimo Adorno about the Pope’s commission for his consent to the truce, nor 
with the duke of Alva nor Fonseca ; but at the next lodging will repair to 
them according to our charge. Spinelly will tell you the news from Italy 
and Switzerland. Today the Emperor goes to Oudenarde. Curtraye, 
26 Oct Signed.

Calig. D. Tin. After leaving Calais, we lay at Guisnes, on Saturday 19 Oct, and on 

125 - Sunday morning came to Dorneham in the foulest weather and greatest 

B. M. wind we have seen. After dinner rode to Thor .... where we were 

received by the Captain, who showed himself very desirous of peace, and 
early on Monday morning had the gates of the town opened to us. Rode 
thence to St. Pol in ns bad or worse weather than the day before, and 
rested there that night, the ways being deep in water. On the way from 
Therouenne to St. Pol, Richecrosse overtook us with your letters and in¬ 
structions. Despatched Clarencieux the same Monday to the French king, 
desiring him to speak with Fitzwilliam to meet us at Peronne. Left 
St. Pol on Tuesday the 21st, and came to Dorians to dinner, where also 
the Captain mado us good cheer. Rode the same dny to a little village 
called Anckir, six long leagues thence, where we rested that night. On 
Wednesday came to Peronne to dinner, where we hoped to have found 
Fitzwilliam ; but Clarencieux did not meet him, as he had ridden to meet us 
at St. Quentin’s, as we learned from a letter he sent us that evening. Being 
informed by captain Gabriel, who lay at Peronne to convey victuals to the 
host, that the French king had passed five leagues beyond Cambray, towards 
Valenciennes, left tho way of St. Quentin’s, and went straight to Cambray, 
despatching a post to Fitzwilliam to meet us there next day, Thursday. 

He did so, and we showed him your instructions. Being uncertain in what 
part of the camp we should find the King, we sent Fitzwilliam to him on 
Friday morning, with a letter showing that we had come to make overture 
of such things as we were charged with, and desiring to know by Fitzwil¬ 
liam when and where we should come to his presence. That Friday after¬ 
noon the King sent to us the lord Humcrys, captain of Peronne, with 100 
horsemen, to conduct us to him. On Saturday, left Cambray, and c[ame] 
through the castle of Bushey, which the French have taken in Hainault, to 
the vfillage] of Dyenewe, three leagues from Valenciennes, where the King 
lay; a league beyond that lay the Swiss and his vanguard. 

Immediately on our arrival, without having changed our apparel, we were 
brought to the King’s presence by mons. de Pallys, the bishop of Lisieux and 
others, who met us a mile from the village, and presented your letters. Found 
him very “difficile” and untoward at every point in the discussion, and almost 
despaired of effecting our purpose ; but we handled him so roundly, and 
reasoned so sore, that he consulted four or five times with his council, each 
time changing his mind. First he said he would conclude a truce for two 
months, that he might victual Touruay, and afterwards he would take a 
truce for eighteen months. Said we saw he meant to take a truce till he 
had his advantage, and then l>e at liberty whether to have truce or not. We 
put him from five or six devices, which he had taken with his council, and 
brought him somewhat nearer to our purpose, when we departed to dinner. f 
After dinner ho sent for us again, and broached new devices, too long to 
write. At last we got him to consent to a truce for eighteen months, on 
condition that he should be at liberty to victual and garrison Tournay, and 
that the resort of Flanders should be used as in the time of king Philip. 

He desired also articles inserted that the Emperor should not go to Italy, 
or marry, during the truce ; but at last consented that if the Emperor 
would promise, by letters apart under his hand and seal, not to go to Italy, 
the truce should pass. He was not satisfied with Wolsey’s assurance on 
this point; as, if the Emperor chose to do the contrary, Wolsey could say 
nothing, but that he had be[guiled] them both. He insisted for a long 
time on having similar letters from the Emperor, engaging not to marry ; 
but we persuaded him to speak no more of it. As to the striking of battle, 
he said we need not press him on that point, for his enemies would not 
abide him. He objected to withdraw his army; but at last consented not 
to besiege any town or move one league from hence for three days ; and we 
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think if the Emperor will withdraw his army, he will do the same on 
condition of being allowed to victual Tournay. He is willing that each 
comprehend his own friends, but not that any mention be made of the 
rebels of Milan. We said we had no doubt the Emperor would be content 
not to pursue them into other men’s dominions. He is willing, for the 
King’s sake, that my lady Margaret’s lands be neuter, though her subjects 
have done him much damage. 

Finding him so far favorable, did not think it necessary to send Fitz- 
william to my Lady, as he w r as very useful with Francis, by reminding 
him of former promises. Francis declares that he would not have con¬ 
sented to a single thing but for the King’s sake, and trusts Henry will 
not deceive him. While writing, have received a letter from the lord of 
St. John’s and the other ambassadors with the Emperor, which we inclose, 
showing that the Emperor will not consent to the resort of Flanders or to 
the omission of tho s[ubjects] of Milan. See no likelihood of a truce, unless 
Wolsey apply his hand to it. Enclose articles which Francis has put in 
writing to show his mind. Will write to the ambassadors with tho Em¬ 
peror. No news but that Fontarabia is taken by the French admiral, and 
Francis says he will not have it mentioned in the truce, but each party 
must bo left in possession of their conquests. The King asked us several 
times about our commission. We said we had only your letters and in¬ 
structions, as our authority remains at Calais with you and the two Chan¬ 
cellors, and we only act as mediators. v 

Have had two alarms ; one at midnight, occasioned by a fire, when tho 
King himself came and called us out of our beds, but the wind happily blew 
it from us ; the second about three hours after by the watch, on which 
every man put. himself in order for battle. The King will this day remove. 
Finding that Francis was aware we had received a message from the am¬ 
bassadors with the Emperor, were obliged to let him know the difficulties 
we found on that side, and urged him to make further concessions. He said 
he could mnkc no other answer thnn he had done. Told him wo thought 
this simple truce, to let everything be determined in the treaty, would be 
for his advantage ; for if he demanded the resort of Flanders, they would 
demand restitution of Fontarabia. On this lie mused awhile, and at last 
said, If I grant this, how shall I be sure that he will not go to Italy ? We 
said you would assure him of that, for you meant to convey him into Spain. 
He then paused again, and sighed, saying, “ Let this post run for this . . . ., 
and if he will not agree to it, it shall be worse for him;” and so departed to 
mass. We think if you will assure him that the Emperor will not go to 
Italy, and that the rebels will not be mentioned in the comprehension, he 
will take this simple truce for eighteen months, leaving the rest to be deter¬ 
mined in the treaty. Desire to know your mind as soon as possible, “ for 
here we lie in terrible war, without meat or drink or lodging for our folks, 
and in great dangers both of sickness and other things, for our folks lie 
every night in their clothes upon the ground.” Most of Fitzwilliam’s ser¬ 
vants are ill. “ Writ in haste in the [field] upon a bank without the town, 
which was set on [fire] before we could depart out of the town.” 27 Oct. 
Have had no leisure to read this letter before sending it. Signed.

'The utmost we can induce the Freuch king to agree to, is a 
truce for eighteen months, he being allowed to victual and garrison Tournay, 
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Worcester, &c. to [Docwra, Boletn and Wingfield]— eont. 
the resort of Flanders to be as in the time of king Philip, with liberty to 
merchants to trade as before. During the truce, the matters at variance 
can be agreed upon, and a perpetual peace made; but if the peace be not 
made before the expiration of the truce, it shall be lawful for him to pro¬ 
secute his old claims and injuries, which he rehearsed to us at our first 
interview.

1709. Pace to [Wolsey]. 

The King has received his letters of the 14th and 22nd, with an 
extract of two letters from Clerk, five from Wingfield, two from Fitzwilliam, 
two of the affairs of Italy from Moye to Nassau, his answer, writs for the 
adjournment of term, and a minute for the lieutenant of Ireland. He en¬ 
tirely assents to the minute, and will move his lieutenant, as of himself, to 
urge Sir Piers Butler to be Deputy. He has ordered Sir Thomas More to 
search the patent in the rolls to discover whether the lieutenant has power 
to appoint a deputy. If he cannot have Arde, he will be glad to have it 
destroyed, as he doubts not that Francis, on any advantage against the Em¬ 
peror, will make it stronger than before, to the damage of the English 
marches. The King is sorry to hear of the diminution and sickness of the 
imperial troops, as danger may ensue now that the French king has so puis¬ 
sant an army. He approves of what Wolsey has done, in sending ambas¬ 
sadors to both Princes for an abstinence of war, and hopes he will so look 
to the Emperor’s honor and profit, that the French king gain no advantage. 
He will be able to persuade the French more easily by reminding them of 
their disasters in the duchy of Milan, as appears by Wingfield’s and Spi- 
nelly’s letters of the 9th and 15th. The King has diligently marked the 
correspondence of Moye and Nassau for peace between the two crowns, and 
perceives the little trust the French king puts in him, by his attempting to 
establish a peace without the King’s mediation, and he desires you to cast out 
some word thereof to the French chancellor. He is very anxious to have 
Wolsey home, and if he perceive that the two Princes intend delay, and 
matters will not come to an honorable conclusion, Wolsey is to return, 
“ considering that he hath great need of you here, as well for the ministra¬ 
tion of justice as the ordering of his realm otherwise.” Is glad to see by 
Clerk’s letters how lovingly the Pope hath accepted liis book against

of the master of the Rolls. Hopes, when Wolsey hears the truth, he will 
cease to be offended. “ First, I never rehearsed your grace’s letters, 
diminutely or fully, but by the King’s express commandment, who readeth 
all your letters with great diligence, and my answers, not by my device, 
but by his instructions.” One of the letters of which Wolsey complains was 
the King’s, for Pace had devised it very different; but the King would not 
approve of it, “ and commanded me to bring your said letters into his privy 
chamber with pen and ink, and there he would declare unto me what I 
should write. And when his grace had your said letters, he read the same 
three times, and marked such places as it pleased him to make answer unto, 
and commanded me to write and to rehearse as liked him, and not further 
to meddle with that answer ; so that I herein nothing did but obeyed the 
King’s commandment, and especially at such time as he would upon good 
grounds be obeyed, whosoever spake to the contrary.” Never gave the 
King false information of Wolsey’s letters ; “ for though I lack wit, yet for 
faith and truth I dare compare with any servant the King hath ;” and this 
besides would be evident ruin, for the King reads them with great delibera¬ 
tion. Did not interfere in the election of the canon, but wrote by the 
King’s direction to the dean of York, that he should be elected prior in 
preference to a stranger. Did not know that the office in Chancery was in 
Wolsey’s gift, until he was told so by Sir Thomas More. Had acted in 
this case “ at the instance of my faithful friend in his absence,” who has 
deserved of the King for his long and acceptable service. Desires Wol¬ 
sey to lay aside all suspicion, for he has no servant or friend living who 
could have served his grace more faithfully than Pace has done. Windsor,

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1714. Docwra, Boleyn and Sir Richard Wingfield to 
[Wolsey]. 

Wrote from Curtraye on the 26th, and came to Oudenarde the same 
day. Next day visited the Pope’s ambassadors, and Docwra and Boleyn. 
According to your instructions asked Jeronimo Adorno if he had brought 
with him sufficient powers for the Pope’s consent to a truce. He said they 
had a universal commission to consent to all that the King and Wolsey 
thought good for the Pope’s honor. Told him it was needful the commis¬ 
sion should be sent to Wolsey, that there might be no delay. His colleague 
replied that they ought to see the conditions of the truce before they deli¬ 
vered the Pope’s consent; that his master held you in higher honor than 
any Cardinal of the College, “ reputing you in manner as his brother,” And 
trusted that you would not consent to any truce prejudicial to the Cardinal 
de Medici and others of the court of Rome having benefices in France, and 
that the Florentine and Siennese merchants might bo released from their 
sureties. From this we infer they have their commission and consent all 
ready, although they profess to wait for it. Jeronimo said he saw no likeli¬ 
hood of success on the part of the French, and would refuse to accept an 
indifferent truce ; for though Francis had invaded the Emperor’s country, 
and burned some towns, the Emperor had done the same in France; and 
even if tho season were favorable to invasion, the worst of them could keep 
him pastime for a month or two; that unless he could victual Tournay, 
which was not likely, ho must return with dishonor; and that in Italy he 
would either lose a great part of the duchy of Milan, or win nothing there. 
He said he had received letters of the loth from the field there, stating that 
the Swiss and their army would join in two or three days ; that the French 
hnd withdrawn seven or eight miles towards Milan, and that the town had 
refused to receive the company appointed to enter it. All this agrees with 
what the marquis of Mantua wrote to his ambassador here on the 12th and 
13th, which we charged Spindly to explain to you. 

On Sunday last, received your letters dated Calais the 25th, with two 
extracts of letters from Sir Win. Fitzwilliam. Had been with tho Emperor 
the same afternoon, who had received like extracts in French from his 
ambassadors resident with you, so we did not think it necessary to return 
to him till next morning, when we told him your advice, which he promised 
to follow. Before the arrival of your letters, the town of Busshenes was 
abandoned to the French ; at which the Emperor was displeased, and said 
it was little mastery to take towns which were so soon abandoned, and if 
“ Bayard had so done, Masieres had been likewise taken.” From the Em¬ 
peror went to the duke of Alva and Fonseca, to whom we declared our 
charge. The Duke said, his master took you as his chief councillor and his 
father, and that they had seen the errors which had ensued by not following 
your counsel; that if he had been called to council when you were at Bruges, 
he believed his master would have consented to a truce when his Majesty’s 
affairs were in good condition, and that the cause of all the mischief was 
with you at Calais, meaning the Chancellor. Last night Richmond returned 
with letters from my Lord Chamberlain and the bp. of Ely. This morning 
we delivered to the Emperor an extract of the conditions mentioned in that 
letter, of which we send a copy. The Emperor says he will give us an 
answer after consulting with his council. Oudenarde, 29 Oct. 

P.S.—No mention is made in the extract from my lord Chamberlain’s 
letter of tho forbearing of his Majesty’s expedition to Italy for 18 months, 
because my lords of Worcester and Ely have not informed us what would 
be the effect if the Emperor consented to it. Signed.

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1715. Docwra, Boleyn and Sir Richard Wingfield to 

WOLSEY. 

Wrote yesterday. Were sent for about 5 o’clock in the evening. On 
our coming to his presence, the Emperor, having in his hand the extract of 
Worcester and Ely’s letter, said that he had discussed the contents with 
his council, and gave answer as follows : (1.) He would agree to a truce of 
18 months, and that victual might be conveyed as merchandise to Tour- 
nay; but as for reinforcing the garrison, even though he allowed it, which 
ho would not, he was sure England would not consent, as it was against the 
treaty of London. (2.) He did not think it reasonable that the resort of 
Flanders and Artois during the truce should be as in the days of the king 
his father; ho had 20,000 good subjects there, and if the French king should 
have the sovereignty during the truce he might confiscate their goods ; that 
by the treaty of Arras the French king’s predecessors had released these 
countries of their said resort, but he was willing for the sake of a good truco 
that it might continue in the interim. (3.) He is content that merchants 
freely pass and repass. (4.) Ho would be glad to consent to peace if consis¬ 
tent with the arrangements made by Wolsey at Bruges. (5.) If no peace 
be made during the truce, he is willing that each party renew old claims 
and grievances. (6.) As to the condition that each should comprehend his 
friends, and no mention be made of the rebels of Italy, the Emperor said, if 
the French would comprehend Gueldrcs, Robt. do la Marche, or the duke 
of Virtenberg, who were rebels to him, he would comprehend those of Italy, 
especially of Milan, which was a member of the empire ; and if Francis 
would comprehend John do la Bret ho would not leave out one of his friends 
in Italy. (7.) He could not consent to the article that each should remain 
in possession of his couquests, and no mention bo made of Fontarabia, for he 
considered that in these parts tho French king had gained nothing to his 
advantage ; and though he had taken Busshenes, and burnt Beaupasmes, 
Charles had taken Mortaigne and St. Amand. He says if he had carried 
on the war with tho same inhumanity as the French king, burning all as he 
passed by, and cutting ofF little children’s fingers, his men might have burnt 
without resistance every place through which they had gone ; and though 
some indiscreet fellows had burnt in some places against the will of their 
captains, for one house burnt they had spared 100. We enclose the extract 
in French. Today we shall send Richmond to the lords of Worcester and 
Ely to inform them of the Emperor’s resolution. Oudenarde, 30 Oct.

1717. Gattinara, De Pleine and others to Charles V. 

Yesterday the Cardinal told them he liad heard from the lord 
Chamberlain and tho bishop of Ely thut they had found the king of Franco 
but little inclined to listen to a truce, but that although they could not 
bring him to such good terms as they desired, still they had persuaded him 
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Gattinara, De Pleine and others to Charles Y.— coni. 
to send by them, to the Cardinal, the writing which Charles will find 
closed ; and he said, that if Charles would not consent to the terms prescribed 
in it, he would fare worse’than he had yet done. He will not consent 
to any abstinence of war while they are treating of a truce, but will remain 
three or four days in his camp at Yalenciennes. The Legate said that 
he had discussed some of the articles with the president of Paris and 
Gedoyn, the Chancellor being absent through illness, when he told them 
there was no chance of the Emperor’s consenting to the resort of Flanders 
and Artois, during the truce, which must be given up as a thing acquired 
by war ; but they said they had no power to make alterations, and would 
inform the Chancellor. He said also he must return to England for im¬ 
portant business, and for his health, and because the passage would soon be 
dangerous; and he intends to draw up what he considers reasonable articles, 
and send a copy to each Prince. Told him there were several difficulties 
in the said writing. First, the French would be able to revictual and re¬ 
inforce Tournay, which would be contrary to the treaty of London, and to 
the treaty between the people of Tournay and Charles. Secondly, Charles 
would be bound not to go to Italy, which he has not decided to agree to. 
The third is the resort, and the fourth is the rebels of Milan, whom it would 
not be honorable to abandon. As there were other difficulties, asked for a 
delay till this morning to look over Charles’s letters, and to draw up articles 
for the truce. When Wolsey has seen these he will frame the articles 
which he intends to send to both princes. 

Gattinara drew up the said articles, and sent them this morning to the Car¬ 
dinal. Their contents were : truce for 18 months, for merchandise and inter¬ 
course, each prince retaining what he now holds, their subjects to be restored 
to their possessions before the war, except Robert de la Marche. It was 
also stipulated in general terms that the resort should cease, that each 
might supply forts and towns with victuals, but not arms ; that neither 
prince should send troops through the territory of the other without licence; 
that Tournay should not be revictualled by force or garrisoned ; Henry to 
be conservator of the truce ; Henry d’Alebrech, Messire Robert and others, 
on the French side, to be comprised, on condition of not molesting the Pope 
or the Emperor. This puts him in a different position to former treaties, 
by which Francis has always been in peace, but Charles has been molested 
by his allies. Encloses the said articles. While deliberating on the 
articles, discussed the affair of Fontarabia. If the truce be not hurried on, 
the French army, which is very strong, and has done much damage in 
Haynault and Artois, will do still more on its return, even if it is unable 
to reach Tournay. When they have garrisoned their frontier, the truce will 
be more difficult, and Charles is not prepared to sustain a war during 'the 
winter, and still less next summer. Ask for orders about Fontarabia. Sent 
the articles this morning to the Legate, who informed them that the French 
ambassadors had been with him, and, by using fair words and threats, he 
had brought them to agree to the revictualling of Tournay without arms, 
and to the omission of any mention of the resort, the exclusion of the rebels 
of Milan, and the Emperor’s voyage to Italy, if the King and Cardinal 
will engage that he shall not go during the truce. He sent for them after 
dinner, and said he had shown their articles to the Frenchmen, saying, that 
he had drawn them up; which they would not believe, and refused assent. 

His letters of the 29th arrived while they were with Wolsey, who read 
them through, and at the same time another post arrived, with his letters 
written last night. The final resolutions were, that the master of the Rolls 
and Gattinara should put in writing the articles proposed by each side ; 
that the Cardinal should press the French for the restitution of Fontarabia, 
and show them these articles ; and that he should write to the Chamberlain

and the’ bishop of Ely to induce the king of France to restore Fontarabia. 
He says they have prevented Charles from laying siege to Quesnoy, and 
doing other mischief, and wishes Charles to know this, that his troops may 
not do any exploit of importance, as it might endanger the persons of the 
Chamberlain and the Bishop. The truce must bo decided soon, for the 
Cardinal will not stay much longer. If Francis consent to restore Font¬ 
arabia, the truce will be settled; if not, each party will return, unless they 
have orders to the contrary. Wolsey thinks a truce will be more advan¬ 
tageous than war, even if Fontarabia be not restored. If Francis has 
abandoned Bouchain, troops should be sent there immediately, and also to 
Bapaulme, Landrechie and other places, lest he claim to hold them during 
the truce.

1718. [Henby VIII. to SURREY.] 

Is sorry to hear of his illness, and is agreeable for his return if a 
suitable deputy can be provided in his absence. He is to propose to Sir 
Piers Butler, calling himself earl of Ormond, as of himself, to take the 
office, telling him that the King intends to diminish his retinue there. If 
he can be induced to accept it, the King will send Surrey a licence for his 
appointment; but he is by no means to let it be known that the appoint¬ 
ment is otherwise than temporary, with a view to Surrey's return. Other¬ 
wise they will “ so extremely stick to their advantage that hard shall it be 
to bring them to any reasonable ways.” The King does not propose here¬ 
after to appoint any lieutenant there “ with like retinue as ye have now,” 
because of the expense.*

Memoranda to bo used in answer to the bishop of Ely and the 
Chamberlain, if they attempt to show that Francis is the infringer of the 
treaties.! 

1. Six proofs that the war of Robert de la Marche must not be imputed 
to Francis. 2. Francis was obliged by oath to assist the king of Navarre in 
recovering his kingdom, and had reserved his right to do so, in the treaty of 
Noyon, in case the King Catholic did not compensate him. That cannot 
be supposed to have broken the treaty, for Charles had defied Francis, and 
considered the treaties broken, before that time. 3. Charles cannot pretend 
that he did not defy Francis, or that the defiance meant civil action, and

not war ; for ho immediately made levies, and laid waste Francis* terri¬ 
tory. 4. Charles is the infringer of the treaty, on account of his refusal 
of the 100,000 cr. mentioned in the treaty of Noyon ; his attempts to marry 
some other than mndame Charlotte ; the conspiracies of his ambassadors at 
Rome with cardinal Sion and the duke de Bar, ending in war in Milan and 
Genoa ; the sieges of Mouzon and Maisieres ; his detention of French 
posts and letters, and using soldiers not his subjects, which is contrary to 
the treaty of London. 5. States the differences between the two Princes 
as to a peace between them. Charles’s refusal of the demands of Francis, 
which are just and reasonable, shows that the latter is not the cause of the 
war, or the obstacle to peace. 6. Francis might also reasonably demand 
the confiscation of Flanders, Artois and other lands held of him by Charles, 
on account of the proclamations he has made there, and to be exempt from 
his homage for Milan on account of Charles’s conspiracies against him. 
7. Francis suspects the truce proposed by the King Catholic, as he would 
not listen to such a proposition till the siege of Masieres was raised, and 
he desires the truce, not for the sake of peace, but that he may marry the 
daughter of Portugal, pacify Spain, raise money, deprive Francis of his 
allies, and then continue the war. It would be better for Francis to pro¬ 
ceed with the war, ns his army is entire, and has already conquered their 
enemies ; but still he will make a truce, for the sake of Christendom, 
in which time a perpetual peace can be secured. 8. The Avar made by the 
King Catholic is ngainst all reason. Ilis assistance of the Pope in besieging 
Parma was against his oath to preserve the rights of the empire, and his 
invasion of France and war in Navarre are both unjust. 

9. The king of England should be more inclined to help Francis than 
Charles, for the following reasons :—He is bound to do so by the treaty of 
London. Francis sent, at his request, his ambassadors to Calais with the 
necessary powers, while those of Charles had no authority to speak of peace 
or truce, or to make Henry mediator. To gratify Henry, Francis sent let¬ 
ters patent for an abstinence of war for six weeks ; but Charles, on the day 
fixed, refused to do it. He has not kept himself so carefully in a state of 
defence, owing to his expectation of a truce, and has been surprised from this 
reason at Navarre, Mouzon and Parma. His consent to send ambassadors to 
Calais has caused the Pope to leave him, and ally himself with Charles ; 
for he said that a union between the Princes would injure him, and he 
would be no more than their chaplain. He has made Charles promise not 
to make peace, so that he has asked fora brief to prevent him from doing so. 
Francis was previously bound not to treat with Charles without the Pope’s 
consent; and when Henry asked him, by Jerningham, to do so, he wrote 
repeatedly to the Pope for his consent, who did not answer, but commenced 
negotiations with the ambassador of the Kiug Catholic, contrary to his 
agreement with Francis. Henry should, therefore, consider that Francis 
has lost the Pope’s assistance, and caused the Avar in Italy, by complying 
with his request. Charles has made use of the fact that Francis’ ambas¬ 
sadors have Avaited at Calais, at Wolsey’s request, for his return from 
Flanders, saying that Francis is half conquered, and has sent to Henry to 
intercede for him. Six Aveeks have passed during which neither the ambas¬ 
sadors of the Pope nor of Charles have shown their powers, and the latter 
have always used Avords more likely to irritate than lead to peace. 
When the siege of Maizieres Avas raised they began to talk of truce, and 
offered what has been already stated. It is clear that Charles only sent his 
ambassadors to Calais to lull the suspicions of Francis, and to get a chance 
of surprising him. Charles has never been willing to do anything for 
Henry, even when he was weaker than Francis. If Charles will not con¬ 
sent to a reasonable peace now, he will never do so. Wolsey has always 
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promised [to declare for France] if the King Catholic would not listen to 
reason. Francis has always borne affection to Henry and Wolsey; and, 
considering the affinity made between them, Henry should reckon his 
welfare and profit as his own, as the whole will one day belong to their 
children.*

1722. The Priory of the Holy Trinity and St Margaret,

Before you, Edmund, bishop of Salisbury, part of the religious men 
of the chapter of the priory of St. Margaret, Poughley, Salisbury dioc., and 
the Convent there, say as follows with respect to the election of dan John 
Devynysho as prior : 

That in the convent, hitherto governed by a prior, a vacancy has 
occurred by the death of William Mordon, late prior, on 5 Oct. instant. To 
avoid inconvenience, a conge d’elire was obtained from the prioress and con¬ 
vent of Ambresbury of the order of Fontevraud, its patrons. That William 
Gerves, sacrist and president, Nicholas Dybys and Thomas Goodere, brethren, 
assembled on the 7 Oct. 1521, appointed Tuesday the 8th for the election, 
and sent letters to absent brethren. On that day mass of the Holy Ghost 
was chanted in the choir, and between 8 and 11 a.m. Gerves, Dybys, and 
Goodere entered the chapterhouse. They choso Master Richard Arche, 
LL.B., to be their councillor, director and scribe, whereof Thomas Dan, M.A., 
and William Symson, rector of Est Shifford, are witnesses. The licence of 
the said prioress and convent, and an admonition and protestation, were read. 
Arche then expounded the chapter or constitution of the General Council, 
commencing Quia propter. The president and chapter then referred the

If the object of this diet is defeated by 
this change in the Emperor’s chancellor, the King will be much displeased, 
and be led to distrust the Emperor.

VitB.iv. 151. Wrote last of the Pope’s resolution to have nothing to do with the 

B. M. Swiss, as he thought they were bribed by the French. He has since 
resolved to employ 12,000 of them. He hears that card. Sion is setting 
forward with only a small number. The Pope thinks his troops have 
failed for want of a head. They have crossed the Po towards Milan. He 
has sent for card, de Medici, who is there, and was in great danger of being 
taken, as the French are still at Parma. The Pope expects a battle with 
the French, and thinks his troops os good as theirs. It is thought his army 
will approach the Swiss as near as they can to form a junction with them 
if they come, either with Sion or the duke of Bari. The sentence of de¬ 
privation has been passed on the duke of Ferrara. A body of men has 
been raised to defend Modena, Reggio, &c.f The Pope’s army has passed 
Cremona, followed by the French from Parma. Wolsey will understand 
their motions by the “ platte ” which he encloses.

King should desire nothing of him that he would not grant. Will endeavor, 
however, to get him to consent to it, the Emperor doing the same. Had no 
time to send news. On Wednesday, before our coming to the French king, 
he crossed the river Asquoye, that runs towards Toumay, within a league 
and a half of Bowghsh .... where he made two bridges within three 
leagues of Valenciennes. The count de Nassau advanced with 12,000 or 
14,000 foot and 4,000 horse, intending, as Francis says, to attack his van¬ 
guard before it had crossed ; but delayed too lopg ; for the King had 
crossed with the whole vanguard and great part of the battle before they 
came, and Nassau was fain to withdraw, partly out of order. He lost noue 
of his foot, but there were slain the bastard Emery and three gentlemen 
with a piece of artillery, and the duke of Alva’s nephew and others were 
taken prisoners. On Sunday last, after we had despatched the post, while 
waiting on Francis, in removing to Marquet, he showed us his army, which 
we assure you is uncommonly good, having in the vanguard 10,000 Swiss, 
ns ho says, but we think 8,000, and 6,000 adventurers with Mons. St. Pol, 
but now reduced to 4,000 by sickness and desertion. The rear contained 
6,000 Picards, tall men, under Vendome. Did not see Bourbon’s band, 
which the King says is 10,000. He says he has 2,000 spears, but we did 
not see so many. While talking with him, noticed great fires in the villages, 
and begged him to forbear burning the country. He replied that he would 
this year burn up the com in Hainault and Artois, and next year they 
would cry for mercy. Pressed him further, and the same night proclama¬ 
tion was made by sound of trumpet, that no man should bum any more, 
on pain of hanging, or else be thrown into the same fire. Nevertheless, 
on the Apostles’ day, we saw more fires. Francis had promised us that he 
would besiege no town “ as we w[rote already to your] grace,” but that he 
would victual Toumay.“he would go by none of the three pas¬ 

sages accustomed, b[ut] go by Douay.” 

Hear from the man who conveys secret intelligence to Fitzwilliam that 
the Pope’s army has withdrawn into the marquis of Mantua’s countries, and 
the cardinal of Syo and duke of Barri have come to Italy with 2,000 Swiss 
of Zurich, and 4,000 lanzknechts, and are marching towards the Pope’s 
army, and that Lautrec has sent signor Frederick do Baugre with 4,000 
Italians and 3,000 Swiss to give them battle. If they join, they will be far 
too strong for Lautrec. On the 30th, the King removed from Marquet, and 
in spite of his proclamations burned as sore as he had done before. We 
could see no tow[n] but it was fired. Had a long journey that day on 
horseback, from 8 in the morning till past 5 at night, without meat or drink. 
On the way we desired leave of the King to go forward to our lodgings, but 
he said they were not made, and would not tell us which way he was going, 
which is always kept a great secret. Came that night to the village of 
Sandemoone in Cambresis, passing a straight passage called le Slewsse, 
which a few good men might have kept, “for it is a narrow calsey, one 
side all water, and the other side a great marsh.” Suppose the King is 
going through Artois to burn the country and return home, as we see his 
ordnance is going towards St. Quentin’s ; but perhaps he will suddenly 
turn towards Arras, cross the river by bridges of boats, and victual Tournay. 
Hope to receive knowledge of your mind touching the conclusion of the 
truce before this letter comes to hand. The sooner you can do it, “ the 
more your grace shall have merit of Almighty God, for here is the most 
piteous destruction of towns, and spoiling of so fair a country, as never have 
been seen among Christian .men.” As soon as wo hear your pleasure, we 
will return to you. 

This day, 31st Oct. [received] a letter from my lord of St. John’s 
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and [his fellows with the Emperor], ascertaining his resolute mind. Will 
endeavor to get the French king to consent to all those points, though 
we do not hope to succeed. On Thursday 31 Oct., the King sat all day 
in council with his lords and captains, La Batie being with them ; when 
we asked the King what news La Batie had brought, he said he had sent 
for him long before. Suppose, however, that the discussion was upon 
some news conveyed by him which they are keeping secret.

1729. [Imperial Propositions for Truce.] 

The time to be 18 months, and the truce to be for merchandise and 
intercourse. The Pope’s consent is necessary. Everything to remain as 
on the day of publication, except that Francis must restore Fontarabia 
or other towns taken in Spain or Navarre, and the Emperor must restore 
any towns he has taken in France. On the expiration of the truce, the 
Emperor shall remain with all his old rights and claims. Neither party 
shall send troops through the territory of the other without leave. Before 
the truce the messengers and couriers of each party shall pass though the 
territory of the other as before the war.

the cardinals of Liege and Syon, the church and territory of Liege, the bishop, 
church and territory of Utrecht, the cantons of the Leagues, the Floren¬ 
tines, the Lucchese, the Siennese, the dukes Henry and Erik of Brunswick, 
and others whom he may name within a month from the publication.

1732. Gattinara, De Pleine, Cariati and Laurens to 

Charles V. 

The Cardinal told them this morning that he had said to the French 
ambassadors that the truce would not be passed without the restoration of 
Fontarabia, to which they said their master would never agree, by virtue of 
a truce, for Charles would not have given up Masieres or Tournay if he had 
taken them. The Chancellor said he had always striven for peace, but 
would never advise his master to give up the town ; for if he did, Francis 
would consider him a traitor or a fool. Wolsey then wished him to write 
to Francis that Charles would have no truce without this restitution, and 

Wolsey advised him to make it. The Chancellor promised to do it, but 

said it was of no use. He then of himself proposed that Francis should 
put it into Henry’e hands, on promise to restore it at the expiration of the 
truce, if a peace were not made ; but the ambassadors refused this, as also 
his offer to persuade Charles to restore Mortaigne, St. Amand, the resort 
or the pension of Naples. He has received letters from Henry, saying that 
his return is necessary; and, besides, he thinks if he remain much longer 
he will be grievously ill. He will therefore communicate to them the 
additions and difficulties made by the French, draw up articles, and send 
them to Charles by Spinelly, and to the Chamberlain and Ely for Francis. 
He intends to return if the truce be not concluded in six days after 
Spinelly’s departure. He presses on the truce for the reasons Charles has 
written, but says Charles need not publish it in Spain till twenty days 
after its conclusion, and if Fontarabia is not recovered by that time, it will 
not be recoverable before Charles goes to Spain. 

The King will not declare himself unless Charles goes to England ; and 
if he does go, the declaration can do nothing but harm, as it will give the 
French king occasion to damage one or both of them. Henry is not bound 
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to make war by land till next summer, and cannot be ready earlier, owing 
to the long absence of the Cardinal. Before the summer Charles cannot 
go to Spain, settle matters there, and raise money for au army to invade 
France. He must take what Spinelly says as being the latest opinion, 
even if contrary to their letters. The French chancellor lias told the 
Cardinal that the Admiral writes that Fontarabia is the strongest place 
there; that he should never have besieged it, had he known how strong 
it was; that he was closing up the walls again, and having provisioned it 
was returning to Navarre to besiege Maya. Calais, 2 Nov.

1733. Docwra, Boleyn and Sir Ric. Wingfield to [Wolsey]. 

Wrote on the 30th Oct., and in the afternoon sent Richmond to the 

lords of Worcester and Ely. He returned today, and tells us that the 
French king yesterday abandoned the road to Tournay, “ drawing along 
the legier of Artois towards Arras and Hcsdyne,” intending, it is supposed, 
to destroy as much as he can, reinforce his garrison and withdraw. The 
Emperor was informed of this dislodgement by Richmond in our presence, 
and also had news of it from Nassau, Fiennes, and Issilstein. Think he 
will press the siege of Tournay, now that they will be in despair of succors; 
already 20,000 have gone thither from these countries to recover it. Rich¬ 
mond believed the French artillery was conveyed with boats and bridges 
to St. Quentin’s. The Emperor hopes from these circumstances that France 
will be easily brought to the conditions mentioned in our last, and says 
Francis need hardly have gone with his array only to burn a few villages, 
which might have been done by his lieutenant; but since he has given him 
such occasion, he trusted shortly to make as many fires in his countries. 
He had received news of the 19th from Italy, stating as we have already 
told you that the Pope’s army and his would in a few dayB join the Swiss. 
We send with this the letter of Worcester and Ely in answer to ours sent 
by Richmond.

1736. [Wolsey] to Docwra, Boleyn and Wingfield. 

Knows they will remember why he sent Worcester and West to the 
French king, and then to the Emperor,—that it was at the request of the 
Emperor’s ambassadors here ; because his army was diminished by disease 
after the departure of the Almains with him, and the French king was 
ready to attack him with a great force, which the Emperor was not ready 
to resist. Heard from Worcester and West that the French king would not 
consent to a truce on reasonable conditions, but Wolsey has so managed 
the Chancellor and his colleagues that they have urged him to consent, 
which he will do only for the sake of Henry and Wolsey. He will be 
content to leave the resort in abeyance, if Tournay can be peaceably 
revictualled ; to allow a provision to be made for the rebels of Milan by a 
general clause, if they be not expressly comprised ; and to abandon the 
assurance to be given by the Emperor of not going to Italy during the 
truce, on the faith of Wolsey’s promise. Was right glad of this resolution. 
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considering the perplexity of the Emperor’s affairs, and sent for the Imperial 
Chancellor to tell him, but found him obstinate, and rather inclined to 
continue the war, which put Wolsey out of patience. While discussing the 
matter, a messenger arrived with letters from the Emperor that no truce 
should be agreed to unless Francis would restore Fontarabia. This news 
discomforted Wolsey more than all the diseases and incommodities he has 
sustained ; seeing that, if the Emperor persisted in that opinion, not only 
would “this our voyage” be frustrated, to the King’s dishonor and 
Wolsey’s reproach, but the affairs of the Emperor would be in great danger ; 
for Wolsey himself proposed the restoration of Fontarabia to the chancellor 
of France, who told him his master would sooner put himself and great 
part of his kingdom in jeopardy ; that it would bo time enough to demand 
this when all other variances have been decided ; and that they were sure, 
if the Emperor had Tournay or some other French town as strong as Font- 
nrabia in his hands, he would not give it up but on the conclusion of peace. 
Wolsey asked, as if of himself, if the French king would exchange Font¬ 
arabia for Mortaigne, St. Amaud “ and tho resort,” which he refused, 
saying they were not equal. 

Regrets to see the Emperor so weakly advised, and expects the 
following evils to ensue :—(1.) The Emperor’s passage to Spain will be 
hindered by his continued expenses for the war. (2.) If he goes to Spain 
in tho summer, he must provide for the defence of his Low Countries 
in his absence, for he cannot suppose that his captains will do more for 
their defence in his absence than while he was there. (3.) If Francis 
invade the Low Countries in his absence, they cannot be protected 
without a powerful army ; and as his treasure will be exhausted by keeping 
up his garrisons, it is difficult to know how he will get money either 
for his journey to Spain or for his army. (4.) He cannot go to Spain 
in war time without plenty of armed ships, .which require large sums of 
money. The voyage would also be dangerous to his person. (5.) He 
must observe the promises he made to Henry for keeping up the war 
with France, which will require an infinity of money, a thing difficult 
to get in Spain before the divisions there are appeased, and which will take 
a long time even then. If, therefore, after tho King has made his declara¬ 
tion the Emperor cannot aid him, the whole weight of tho war will fall 
upon Henry. (6.) If the Emperor will not take a truce without the 
restitution of Fontarabia, would like to know what he can do to recover it. 
Nothing can be done in the winter ; in the summer a large army will be 
required, at great expense, and while engaged there he may leave his Low 
Countries in danger. (7.) If, without a truce being taken, the King should 
declare against Francis within a month after Charles’s arrival in England, 
and the Pope and Charles were not prepared to prosecute the war imme¬ 
diately, Francis could do irremediable damage both in Italy and the Low 
Countries. He should, therefore, consent to a truce, to give them time to 
prepare, so that when the declaration is made they may promptly attack 
Francis when he is unprovided. 

For these reasons Wolsoy advises the Emperor to take a truce, and 
defer the recovery of Fontarabia till he and the King can join in making 
war on Francis, whom they will compel to restore all his acquisitions ; 
and, besides, during the truce means may bo found, by mediation, for 
their restitution, and preparations may be made for new enterprises. 
Hopes the Emperor will have sufficient regard to tho King’s honor, and 
the labor he himself has gone through, not to allow the convention to be 
dissolved without effect. Has labored and reasoned with both Princes, 
by letter and by ambassadors, but has found most opposition on the 
side of the Emperor, of whom he felt the most certain. In order not to 
hi.

prolong his stay hero to no purpose, has done all he could to discover 
the final intention of the French king, and has caused articles to be de¬ 
vised, which he encloses. Would have procured them more to the 
Emperor’s advantage if he could. Does not yet know if the French king 
will accept the articles as they now stand, but lias sent a copy to Worcester 
and West, with orders to inform the ambassadors with tho Emperor of the 
King’s intention, and the latter will likewise inform them of Charles’s 
mind. If neither will agree to them, “you, my lord of St. John’s, Boleyn 
and Wingfield ” must return immediately, and Worcester and West will do 
the like. The latter are iD great suspicion and danger, owing to the 
changeableness of tho Emjieror’s councillors. The Emperor and his council 
ought not to make objections to the general articles for leaving in 
statu quo what is occupied by the contrahents at the publication of 
the truce, or at the. general comprehension, if they consider that Henry is 
judge, conservator and interpreter of the truce, with power to declare 
against Francis if he do anything contrary to the truce, as regards the 
resort, or by garrisoning Tournay or fortifying Fontarabia ; for they may 
be sure that Henry will watch him closely, and no prejudice can happen 
to the Emperor. 

P.S.—Has received their letters of the 2nd instant, stating that the 
French king had retreated, and given up his attempts to succor Tour- 
nay, which Charles intended to besiege, thinking it must surrender for 
want of food. Wishes it could be taken, but thinks it would be very 
difficult if it is victualled, which is most likely, as Francis retreated to 
Artois after being so close to the town. Has ordered that the truce shall 
not take effect till its publication at the end of November, by which time 
Charles will be able to see what chance he has of taking it. They must 
be diligent in finding out the determination of the Emperor and his council 
upon the enclosed articles, that they may be immediately concluded, which 
will not interfere with the siege of Tournay. Before the publication, 
Charles can revenge all the annoyances caused by the French, and after 
that time the season will be too far advanced to admit of any exploit being 
done, ard it would be unwise to maintain such a great army when it could 
do no damage to the enemy.

431 ’ The English ambassadors with Francis wrote on Friday to the Cardinal 

that they had asked the King for a power to continue the truce for longer 
than 18 months, if the king of England pleased, relying on a similar power 
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from Charles. Have heard nothing as yet of such an overture. They 
write also that Francis will not listen to the means of which Docwra and 
Boleyn inform them ; and he threatens to cause a famine in Artois and 
Hainault, so that they shall bo at his mercy the next summer. They can¬ 
not learn what he intends to do, and it is never known where he will spend 
the night till they arrive at the place. They think he is making a feint 
of going towards Arras, intending to succor Tournay by the bridge at 
Waudain. As to Italy, they write that Frederick do Bosna, with 3,000 
Swiss, 4,000 Italian foot, and some horse, is sent to prevent Syon from 
joining the papal and imperial army, which, it is said, would put 
Lautrec in danger. These ambassadors procured from Francis a prohi¬ 
bition against burning the country ; which was kept for two days, and 
then they burnt wherever they passed. The master of the Rolls has 
brought Gattinara the articles drawn up by Wolsey after seeing the correc¬ 
tions of the French. Have neither accepted nor refused them. Spinelly 
will take them to Charles. Calais, 3 Nov.

1739. Pace to Wolsey. 

The King has received his letters of the 29th, with two extracts 
from the dean of the Chapel,* and a copy of his oration made in the con¬ 
sistory at Rome, &c. The King is sorry to see the Emperor’s perplexity, 
and thinks it is of no use for him to put his army in garrison, as Wolsey 
advises, if his towns be not well victualled. He is sorry to hear of the 
death of the bastard Emery, but is rejoiced to find from the Dean’s letters 
“ the Pope’s singular coutentation of his book against Luther, and how 
honourably and lovingly it was accepted by his Holiness, and how it shall 
be confirmed by the authority of the see apostolic.” He is much dissatisfied 
with his sister’sf suit at the court of Rome for a divorce. The King 
approves Wolsey’s counsel to the lord Admiral touching the castle of 
Monasterover. He has given the reversion of such lands as Sir John

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1742. The Earl of Worcester, West and Fitzwilliam to 
Worse y. 

On the 5th inst. the King left Lewsheis for Dourlcns. After dinner, 
before he went, he sent for us to the castle, and asked us if we had any news. 
We said we had not heard from you since our departure ; at which he and 
his council marvelled, for he has received two or thiec posts from Calais 
within the lost four days ; and he says that some of his council there have 
written to La Battye, saying that you have seut us a copy of the articles 
of the truce which was corcluded. La Battye showed us this letter, and 
we told him we had received none, and supposed either that the post 
was taken on the way, or else that, before you sent him off, the Emperor’s 
ambassadors fell into' some new device, which caused you to stop sending 
the said articles. The King said he was sure the post had not been taken 
on his ground ; and as to the other, that the Imperial Chancellor was full of 
new devises, which were ouly to gain time to abuse and mock both Kifigs, 
and to see what the Emperor’s army could do in Italy in the meantime. 
As to that, he said he had made sure of two things : first, he had ordained 
that the cardinal of Syoo should not join the Pope’s army ; “ and if percase 
by any mean they so did,” the Swiss in the Pope’s army would not enter 
into any lands of his, and that those in his service would not enter the 
Pope’s ground. He said also that if the Chancellor’s new devices were to 
comprise the restitution of Fountrabye in the truce, he would rather put all 
Frauce in jeopardy than consent to it, but would agree to its being Bpoken 
of in the treaty. He will not consent to the comprehension of the rebels 
of Milan ; and thinks you should not urge him to it, as he holds it contrary 
to his honor; for he said if he were to make a truce or peace with the King, 
you would not think it reasonable or honorable to the King’s highness that 
he should comprehend his said brother’s rebels. He says he will send a 
post to his Chancellor tonight, to show him his determination for the truce, 
which is this : first, out of love for the King he will conclude a simple truce 
without conditions for 18 months, so that lie may victual Tournay, but not 
put in more men ; 2. that every man may comprehend his own friends, 
not mentioning the rebels of Milan, for lie will not consent to that, but he 
will promise not to pursue them when out of the duchy and his dominions. 
The restitution of Fountrabye, the pension of Naples, the realm of Navarre, 
the resort of Flanders and Artoys, and other matters, can be spoken of in 
the treaty. If the Emperor’s ambassadors will not take this, he will order 
his Chancellor to come home in two or three days, for his absence hinders 
the course of justice. 

He said, moreover, that if the ambassadors would not take this truce, 
“ he had in his hands that should cause them right sore to repent it,” for 
the duke of Guelders has 8,(XX) men ready to invade Brabant, and his own 
army would attack elsewhere. He named no place, but we suppose it would 
be at Ileadyng and Dorneham, in which direction his ordnance and the 
army have gone. This done, he said he would station his army in garrisons 
on the frontier, “ and make the Emperor such garre garriable as hath not 
heretofore been seen.” If the Burgundians commence burning again, he 
intends “ to make them such a fire as they never saw the like.” He says 
he has left off burning, at our desire, and has hanged 10 or 12 for it within 
the last two days; “and verily, Sir, sith ho came into Artoys, he hath not 
burned greatly.” 

We then asked him not to determine so stcdfastly about the truce, but 
that we might move him in some point as the case might require ; but he 
answered that upon his honor he would never be moved further than he 
had said, and it was but loss of time to seek any further advantage of him. 
We think, therefore, that a longer stay would neither be honorable nor 
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advantageous to tlio truce, nnd we intend to take leave in three or four 
days, and return to you at Calais, leaving Fitzwilliam here, unless we hear 
first from you. 

The King says that, after staying here awhile, and putting his army into 
garrisons, which he will see done himself, he will return to my Lady to 
provide money and make pi'eparations for attacking the Emperor next 
summer, when he intends to be first in the field, and be no more thus pre¬ 
vented. He intends also to put an army on the sea, so that if this truce 
be not taken, the Emperor will not bo able to pass into Spain, “ but should 
play him in these countries, and by that mean destroy himself, for the 
Almains should eat him up.” lie told us that Francisco (Sickengen) six 
days since had written, offering his service if Francis would pay him what 
the Emperor owes him and his baud ; but he declined. Dourlens, 5 Nov.

1743. Du Prat, Chancellor of France, to Louise of Savoy. 

Her letters have consoled him for his long absence from court by 
showing that his services are approved. The conference is endeavoring to 
conclude (est apres pour conclure) a truce for 18 months. The obstacle is 
the refusal of Francis to comprehend the exiles of Milan, which Wolsey 
insists on, and tries to make them believe that Francis has already conceded 
to the bishop of Ely and the Chamberlain. They will agree to the 
victualling of Touruay, but not to its reinforcement, as Francis requires. 
They wish to pass several other points, about which the King has not 
■written, and have drawn up the articles in captious and ambiguous 
words, refusing the minutes drawn up by the ambassadors. Have not only 
those of Flanders to deal with, but “ M. lo Mediateur,” also, whom they 
cannot bend either by gentleness or remonstrance. The opposite party 
could not have done more if they had had the victory instead of the French. 
Advises the King, if his affairs will admit of it, to make no truce, but 
during the winter to dispose his garrisons, raise money for artillery and 
infantry, and make “ guerre guerroyable.” This would force his enemies 
to make an assured peace, which would be better than truces, which only 
produce greater wars. The 18 mouths will be passed before affairs are 
well put in order, and it will be more difficult to make a peace then than 
now.

The Cardinul has told I hem that yesterday the Venetian ambassador 
informed him that the Swiss li:ul endeavored to pass through the Venetian 
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Gattinara, De Pleine, Cariati aud Laurens to Charles V.— coni. 
territory on their way to join the imperial and papal armies, but had been 
defeated ; many were killed, the rest were returning home. He has heard 
also that Hcsdin has been taken by the trench without resistance ; that 
La Fayette, captain of Boulogne, has taken the castle of Moutoire, and done 
much damage in the laud of Bredcnarde ; that Vendosme has written to 
La Favette not to move from Ardre, for he means to join him m four days 
with 8,000 men. The Duke has 13 guns, each of which takes 10 horses. 
Wolsey thinks they will attack Gravehnghes and Dunkirk ; he w surprised 
that, with so great an army, Charles provides so little for lus frontier, and 
advises him to seed a good number of horse and foot, or the whole quarter 
of St. Omer will l>e plundered and burnt. Before making the league, he 
wishes to know how Charles’s affairs are, a.id has ordered their ambas¬ 
sadors to be with him tomorrow at two. lie says lie has sent the articles 
of the truce to the English ambassadors with Charles, and that he stated in 
them that the truce is not to be published till the erd of the present month.

1740. The French Ambassadors to Francis I. 

Have received his letters of the 2nd, consenting to tho truce for 18 
mouths, excluding the Milanese exiles and rebels, unless the duke of Ferrary 
Francisque Marie, [duke of Urbino,] “les Venmtolles (Bentivogli?), and 
the Spaniards, Neapolitans, and Almains, who have served him, are comprised, 
with full enjoyment of their property during the truce, and stipulating that 
Tournay may be reinforced and victualled. Declared these conditions to 
the Cardinal, who said they could not be complied with, as the Pope would 
never allow such a truce unless those rebels who declared for him were com¬ 
prehended ; and Wolsey does not mean to include those who were banished 
before this last war began. It was finally determined to send the master 
of the Rolls with the articles Wolsey had given them, and those drawn up 
by the ambassadors, that things might be arranged as nearly as possible 
according to the mind of Francis. He came yesterday, and they corrected 
the articles according to their opinion, adding at the top the objections to 
them Wolsey intends to send these articles both to t rancis and to tho 
Emperor : and if they cannot agree, he wiU return. Think he manages 
matters in a circuitous way. He complained of their conduct in the matter, 
and that they had reported that he had used threats. Said they had 
written nothiug but what ambassadors ought to write. Are surprised at 
the delays and dissimulations. It is reported that the Emperor intends to 
give battle on Sunday; that he is stronger than Francis, and has 5,000 foot 
and 6 000 or 7,000 horse. Wolsey says, moreover, that Francis cannot 
victual Tournay without a truce, and will lose it, which will recompense 
his enemies for the loss of Fontarabia. Calais, 6 Nov.

1748. Gattinara, De Pleine, Cariati, and Laurens to 
Charles V. 

Have received his letters of the 3rd, and the articles, and shown 
them to the Cardinal, who says Charles is misinformed about the retreat of 
the French army to Peronno and the discontent of the Swiss, who are a 
good band determined to serve, and are following Bourbon to do some 
exploit on Charles’s territory. Enclose a copy of the letters of the Cham¬ 
berlain and the bp. of Ely. Wolsey would be very glad of the capturo of 
Tournay, and would give half of his blood to have it taken ; but he fears 
that the scarcity there is exaggerated. It will be taken in fifteen days, 
if at all; and he has therefore put in the articles that the truco shall com¬ 
mence from the day of publication, which must bo before the end of the 
month. He thinks, however, that Charles should not forego the truco in 
hope of capturing Tournay, which is very uncertain, and allow the French 
to take St. Omer, Grevelinghe, and Bourbourg, and destroy Hesdin and the 
west quarter. This should be attended to without delay, for the captain of 
Boulogne, with a few peasants, gets a booty when he pleases. He thinks a 
truce is necessary for Charles ; for, without one, he cannot go to Spain, and 
a continuation of the war would ruin him. Charles is much mistaken if ho 
thinks he can get rid of the war by dragging the king of England into it 
by virtue of the declaration ; for no provision has been made to pass the sea 
next summer, and it would be only waste of money for Henry to make war 
on France unless Charles had provided a good army. He thinks this would 
take a year, which would be well employed in putting Spain into order. 

The more they see him, the more they see that he is wise and experienced, 
and Charles’s true friend. He says he has not determined to comply with 
Charles’s request to keep discussion on foot for 15 days more, for he has stayed 
longer than is good for his master’s affairs, and tho Emperor’s ; for the 
execution of justice is delayed, the ships are not provided for tho Emperor’s 
voyage, and parliament cannot be held. He cannot stop 15 days for an 
uncertain issue, and still less can the Chamberlain and tho bishop of Ely, 
who are old and infirm, remain longer in the French court; and ho has 
ordered them to return. He will, however, stay eight or ten days, if possible. 
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Gattinara, De Pleine, Cariati and Laurens to Charles V.— cont. 
if Charles will send him word in five days that he consents to the articles 
Wolsey has sent him. The French king has ordered his Chancellor to 
return if the truce is not concluded within three or four days. He has 
done all he can to procure restitution of Fontarabia by the truce, but does 
not intend to speak of it again, for it would only be a waste of time, but he 
will add a few words about the rebels of Milan. As to the league with 
the Pope, he pretends that an article has been added by which all treaties 
between Charles and Henry remain in full force, to which the Nuncio 
objects. Think ho suspects practices between the Pope and French king, 
and therefore wishes to delay the league till after the truce. At the Car¬ 
dinal’s request sent him this letter, to which he has asked them to add that 
he is afraid that after the league is signed by him and by them, the Pope 
will discover it to Francis. Charles must also remember that Francis 
means to keep his army in the frontier all the winter, so as to be the 
first ready to invade in the spring.

Calig. D.vui. Delivered your articles to the French king on Friday at Dorlens, 

,66 - showing him that they were much according to his own mind, as before 

B - ^ told to us. He said he would have them translated into French, and dis¬ 

cussed with his council, but if there was any article to comprehend the 
rebels of Milan, directly or indirectly, he would never consent. On Satur¬ 
day Francis left Dorlens for Amiens. Did not speak with him that day, 
because my lord of Ely was ill of a fever. On Sunday, after dinner, were 
brought to his presence by La Batie, and desired to know his pleasure upon 
your articles. He said he could not agree to them ; some were captious, 
some too general, and some under color comprehended his rebels, as would 
be seen by the apostils headed in the margin, which Robertct would show 
us. Begged that he would allow his Chancellor to remain at Calais for a 
certain time, until the Emperor’s answer was obtained. He said he would 
write to his Chancellor to remain three or four days, as Wolsey had desired. 
We said you had commanded us to remain with him' in the meanwhile. 
He said we might do so, but he would never consent to the articles, unless 
reformed according to the apostils. We said we hoped better from him, 
and would [ask] aid of my Lady his mother, to whom Fitzwilliam will go 
by post. He said it would be lost labor, for he had written to her every 
word, and knew her mind entirely. Desired to see his apostils ; and he 
withdrew into a chamber, and called his council to him, and after a while 
Dorval, the marshal of Chabannes, Chatillon andRobertet came and brought 
us the copy of your articles, with apostils made by the Chancellor. When 
we attempted to discuss the subject, they said they had no authority to 
reason with us, but left that to the Chancellor and the others at Calais. 
Chabannes told us the King’s final answer was that he would never con¬ 
sent to your articles, unless reformed according to the apostils ; and that 
if the Emperor would not consent to this, that a simple truce-merchant 
should be concluded for eighteen months, with a clause allowing him to 
victual Tournay without [bringing] in men-of-war or artillery. We said 
we would write to you, and wait an answer. They said we might wait, but 
need not expect aiiy other, for this was the last we should have. 

Perceive they would have us gone, so we think we should not stay 
longer. Mean to take leave of the King at his departure hence, which we 
think will be in three days, and if any good resolution come we may ride 
to him. If men may trust men, they will concede no more. Francis says 
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he will write to the King, and send one of his chamber to him with this 
answer. He will also write to you in answer to your last sent to him. 
He says you have written to him in such a fashion that he must needs be 
content with you. When we asked him to write to his Chancellor to make 
out letters of neutrality, he showed himself more hard than he was at 
first, but at last consented for the King’s sake. Send the articles with the 
apostils. The town of Hedin is burned, and t[lie castle] taken. Another 
castle by that is taken also. The King is breaking up liis-army, and will 
put them in garrisons. All the Swiss have left for their country, except 
3,000 or 4,000, whom he will keep during the winter. All his artillery 
has come to Amiens.

In his last letters instructed Wingfield how [to move the] Emperor 
and his council to desist from making further difficulties to this truce, and 
sent him certain articles for the said truce [secr]etly, conceived and devised 
by himself. Hopes that the Emperor will agree to them, both out of 
regard to the King’s honor, and ihe trouble Wolsey has taken to bring it 
to pass; and for the sure conduct of his own affairs, forwards a letter sent to 
him signed by the earl of Worcester, the bishop of Ely, and Sir Wm. Fitz- 
william, from the French court, [the substance] of which is to be declared 
to the Emperor.

Yesterday afternoon, on showing 
him your advice to agree to the articles of the truce, he said he thought 
them not unreasonable if any arrangement could be made for Fontarabia, 
either to put it into the King’s hands for the time, or some other way by 
which it might not be left in possession of his enemies ; that the Spaniards 
would never rest till they got it back; and that it would create great dis¬ 
content among them, if he made truce when on the point of recovering it. 
We said we thought he would do himself injury by deferring the truce to 
such an uncertainty, and put before him tho considerations mentioned in 
both your last letters, telling him fiually that if he would not consent to it, 
we were commanded to return, and you would no longer stay at Calais. 
On this he desired us to write to you that he had sent for my lady of Savoy, 
who, with Berghes, would be here tomorrow, and the day after he would 
show us his final determination. Meantime he would consult the nobles 
of Spain, aud hear their advice upon the articles. Our conversation lasted 
more than an hour, and he said if Fontarabia were left in the French king’s 
hands, he thought it would be fortified so that it would be hard to recover. 
We said there was an article which forbids reinforcements of garrisons. 
He evidently doubts the French king’s faith in keeping the truce, if he find 
it advantageous to break it He told us he saw, by the letters from Fits- 
william, that Francis has some distrust of the King, and that in spite of the 
truce he might send suddenly to Tournay a number of men*of-arms, when 
the country here was ill provided for defence, and overrun it without 
resistance. We told him Francis wonld not dare to provoke, the King’s 
enmity.

“ The copy of my lord Cardinal’s letter sent to the lord Dacre of the 
North.” 

Has received no letters from him since his arrival on this side the sea ; 
nor has ho advertised the King of what is reported, viz., that since Wolsey 
left England the Scots have made mauy excursions in Northumberland, 
burning villages and taking prisoners, and that they are making great 
preparations for the coming of Albany. Desires to be fully informed, with 
all diligence, that he may advertise the King on coming to his presence. It 
is credibly reported that Albany is going into Scotland with 2,000 or 3,000 
men, and has labored at Rome for a divorce between Angus and the queen 
of Scots, with a view of marrying the latter, and aspiring to the crown, 
which, he can only obtaiu by the destruction of the young King. If these 
reports l»e true, Dacre should have warned Angus and the Humes. The 
French king lately told Worcester and the bp. of Ely that Albany not only 
meant to pass into Scotland, but to obtain the divorce. Though he requires 
the French king’s permission to leave France, that is not to be trusted to. 
Dacre must tell Angus and the Homes that, as they value their lives and 
the safety of their Prince, they must make ready against their mortal enemy; 
that he doubts not Henry will uphold their cause, and endeavor to excite 
the nobles nnd commons of Scotland against the Duke. 500 or 1,000 marks 
may be politicly spent in stirring up dissension in Scotland.

1762- [Wolsey to Henry VIII.] 

Perceives by the letters of the King’s secretary, dated the 12th inst., 
that although Henry approves of the articles he had devised for a truce 
between the Emperor and French king, with the instructions Wolsey had 
sent to the ambassadors to induce both parties to consent to it, he thinks 
it unnecessary for Wolsey to remain here longer, as there is little hope of 
effecting it. without great loss of time, and his presence is required in Eng¬ 
land for the administration of justice and the King’s affairs, as well as for 
the preservation of his own health, which is endangered by this contagious 
air. Thanks the King, and trusts he has done everything for the establish¬ 
ment of his reputation throughout Christendom, so that though his object 
hns been hindered, the blame will lie thrown upon those who have refused 
his counsel. Has brought the matter to u narrow point, and waits only an 


* Oct. 18,1521. 
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answer from the Emperor, on receiving which, whatever it be, ho will forth¬ 
with repair to the King. Finds the King objects to one article, viz., that 
as he is named conservator of the truce, so that it shall be lawful for him 
to declare himself enemy to the violator of it, he would be perplexed if a 
corporal oath were demanded of him for the observance of that article, for 
he would be compelled to break either that oath, or the oath made by Wolsey 
at Bruges for the stricter alliance with the Emperor, ns the Spaniards will 
certainly endeavor to revenge themselves on the French for the loss of 
Fontarabia. Cannot express the joy and comfort with which he noted the 
King’s prudence in this objection, “wherein, surely,'if all your whole council 
had been assembled together, they could not have more deeply perceived or 
spoken therein.” It was never intended, however, that this article should 
be corroborated by an oath on the King’s part, as it binds only the con¬ 
tracting parties. Moreover, the wording of it, “ quod liccbit majestati 
vestrte ,” does not bind the King, even if he were sworn to it, to declare 
himself unless he would ;* nevertheless, tho French have qualified the 
articles with such additions and apostils that the most substantial clauses 
are clearly wiped away, as the King will see by the copies now sent ; and 
though the Emperor agreed that the King should be conservator according 
to the article first desired, the French king has put out nil the clauses 
giving him authority either for cognition or trial to be had on any such 
breach, or to declare himself enemy to the violator, so that the King’s 
scruples aro completely answered. Francis will only agree to the articles 
corrected in that form, or else to take a simple “treux mnrchaun[de],” in 
a form also sent herewith, “ being so meagre and bare that almost nothing 
is left therein.” Has sent both of these forms to the Emperor to know if 
he can accept either, and will return immediately upon his answer. 

When I had got thus far, the Emperor’s chancellor and ambassadors brought 
me letters credential from his Majesty, written with his own hand, and the 
Chancellor showed me the original letter addressed to them by the Emperor, 
of which I enclose copies. Although I wrote to your ambassador in the 
Emperor’s court, showing how advantageous a truce would be to the Em¬ 
peror, of which letter I lately sent home a duplicate, yet I approve the 
reasons which have now induced his Majesty to delay acceptance of the 
truce, viz. (1.) If the wars in Italy bo successful in expelling tho French 
from Milan it would be a great pity to hinder them, as it will diminish his 
power in those parts, increase that of tho Pope and Emperor, and cut off 
the Swiss from him for ever. (2.) Tournay is in such great need of victuals 
that the opportunity for surprising it should not be lost; and its conquest 
will be a great advantage to the King, when he has crossed with his army 
into Flanders, and so into the bowels of France, liefore they arc aware. Tho 
Flemings are so intent upon this enterprise that if it were stopped they 
might mutiny. (3.) The Emperor has no certain news yet, either of the 
surprise of Fontarabia, or of the way the Spaniards take it, or what they 
will do about the realm of Navarre ; and as Fontarabia is the great port for 
the English, either in the way of merchandise, or for any attempt to recover 
. Guienne, it is very important that it should be retaken. (4.) The Pope 
will not consent to a truce till he has seen how the Emperor succeeds in 
expelling the French from Italy; and although he has placed a commission 
in the hands of his ambassador with the Emperor to accept the truce, he

However, the doubt is removed, as the French king has expunged the clause from the 
article. Thus the French are so elevated by their success that although they offered 
formerly an honorable truce, which the Emperor at that time refused to take, Francis 
could hardly now be induced, except for the King’s sake, to consent to any truce which 
would keep him from trying to hinder the King Catholic's voyage to Spain. Nevertheless, 
if the [truce] be not concluded before Wolsey’s departure, the French king will send 
ambassadors to England, frilly authorized to treat before the King as mediator.

has ordered him not to act upon it till the success of that expedition be 
known. 

As the Emperor has authorized his ambassador in England to treat and 
conclude for a truce when he shall see time, I have induced the French 
king to send ambassadors for the same purpose if the truce be not concluded 
here. Was lately informed of his resolution by the earl of Worcester and 
the bishop of Ely, so that this diet shall not now be dissolved, but only 
respited, that the matters may be brought to a conclusion by Henry’s 
mediation. If the enterprise of Toumay succeed, and the Spaniards are 
determined to revenge the outrages of the French upon Navarre, Biscay and 
Fontarabia, their power will be so shaken that they will be easy enough to 
meddle with ; so it is better “ to suffer these princes to ruffle with the said 
French king, and infest him on all parts for the consumption of his treasure, 
which is almost clearly extenuate, than suddenly to take this truce now, when 
he can do no more harm.” Sends copies of news lately come from Italy, 
by which it seems the French prospects proceed from ill to worse. Has 
seen a letter sent to Sir Wm. Compton touching the transporting of Albany 
into Scotland. If the contents be true, “ as I cannot yet verily believe,” it 
is necessary to look to it betimes. Although bruits were spread abroad this 
month about preparations being made in Brittany for his conveyance, has 
heard' no such news from Diepj>e, Havre, or the New Haven. Has sent 
spies to know the truth. Cannot think the French king will first break 
with England, or allow Albauy to pass, contrary to his promise ; or that 
Dacre would have remained in ignorance that he was expected. I have 
received no letter from Dacre since my coming on this side the sea, so I 
suppose the Borders are quiet. Nevertheless I have instructed him to be 
watchful, and entertain the Homes and other rebels after his usual manner, 
so that if Albany do come he may be put in danger. Some money spent on 
the entertainment of the said Homes will be worth while. Has written to the 
English ambassador at Rome to hinder the queen of Scots’ suit for a divorce 
from the earl of Angus, and has caused the Pope’s ambassador here to write 
to his Holiness to stop it, as it is only got up to procure a marriage 
between the Queen and Albany, whereby the destruction of the young King 
shall ensue.* 

Thinks the request made to the King in Sir Piers Butler’s letter very 
reasonable. He would do the King great service in that land, considering 
the towardness of his son, who is right active and discreet. Yet it would 
be well to see how the said Sir Piers shall acquit himself in the authority 
lately committed to him ; no doubt, his son being in England, he will do all 
the better in order to get him home the sooner. On my return I will talk 
with you how to bring about the marriage between his son and Sir Thos. 
Boleyn’s daughter, which will be a good pretext for delaying to send his 
son over.

17 °- 11th. We wrote in our last that the French king had consented for the 

B. M. King’s sake that my lady Margaret’s lands should be considered neutral. 

Although we trusted that he had written this to his Chancellor according 
to his promise, we desired Fitzwilliam to go to the treasurer Robertet and 
find out. He said that as yet he had written nothing of it. Trusting that 
the King would fulfil his promise, we desired Fitzwilliam to remind him.

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He told Francis that the King and Wolsey gave him great thanks for con¬ 
senting to the neutrality of my Lady’s lands, and besought him to give us 
letters to his Chancellor, as we found from you that his Chancellor had no 
word of it. To this he showed himself more “ difficile ” than ever; for 
what reason we know not, unless it were some bad news from Italy. He 
• said the Chancellor had informed him that the lady Margaret [wishes] all 
the county of Burgundy to be in neutrality ; but as the Emperor and she 
did the worst they could against him in Italy and Flanders, he would do 
the like against them. If they were content to take this truce, he would 
abide by his promises; if not, they should have no neutrality from him. 

Fitzwilliam begged he would remember his promise, otherwise the King 
would be driven to think either that he had no discretion to understand 
what he said, or that he said one thing, and meant another. He answered 
roundly “ that in [case] my lord Chamberlain and the bishop of Ely could 
c[onstrain] the Emperor to abide by such things as they declared un[to 
him] at their first arrival, according to their instructions, [he] would be 
content to abide by his word but as the Emperor’s council changed their 
purpose every day for their own advantage, he would do the like. He 
thought the King might regard his interests as well as my lady Margaret’s. 
My lord Chamberlain and my lord of Ely will go to him tomorrow the 13th 
to make answer to that which he lays against them, and tell him that if he 
will put everything in the state it was at their departure from Calais, when 
they received their instructions, they will engage that the Emperor shall 
abide by their first overture; for his change of purpose was owing to the 
capture of Fontarabia, and the burning of Ilainault and Ilesdin. 

Having written thus far, received on the 13th, between 2 and 3 p.m., 
your letters by Willowbye. Went accordingly to Francis on Thursday the 
14th, and urged him to consent to your articles of truce, but could not alter 
his determination mentioned in our last. Told him we had informed you 
that he had written to his Chancellor, commanding him to stay at Calais 
till an answer came from the Emperor about the truce, and yet his Chan¬ 
cellor had been with you and asked leave to depart, saying he had no such 
command, and that on this you had charged us with inaccuracy, and not 
being attentive to what the French king had said. He said it was true he 
had so promised, and had written to his Chancellor, but he supposed his 
letter had not arrived at Calais so soon as ours. Robertet, however, says 
it was sent by the post that went in company with ours. We then desired 
the King to write again to his Chancellor, not only that, but also an ample 
commission not to be obstinate in matters of small importance. He said 
[he would] so write, provided the Chancellor first should advertise him of 
those points, whatever they were. Spoke to him about the neutrality of 
my lady Margaret’s lands, when he made us the same answer as he had 
given Fitzwilliam. Made answer as above to what ho had said about his 
willingness to perform his promise, if my lord Chamberlain and my lord of 
Ely would get the Emperor to make truce according to their first overture. 
He then said he hoped the King would not ask him to give up such advan¬ 
tages as he had got of his enemy, for if this truce were not taken he would 
have despatched La Tremouille with 5CX) spears and 6,000 foot to Burgundy; 
that the Emperor was putting off time only for Tournay and the feats of 
Italy ; and as for Tournay, he was sure the town was victualled for three 
months, and the citadel for a year. As for Milan, he would make no truce 
if he did not think himself strong enough to defend it, and he was sure the 
Pope’s army could take no town of any importance. 

Are informed, however, that 9,000 or 10,000 Swiss have lately come into 
the duchy. The French say they have come at their own expense to drive 
the Pope's army back ; but today the French king told us he had sent thither 
6,000 ducats to retain more footmen. We imagine it was really to satisfy the 
Swiss, at whose coming he does not seem very well pleased. He says he

will be content to give up Tournay to the Emperor if he be allowed to 
enjoy Fontarabia, “ for that was in his country and profitable to him, and 
the other out of his country aud chargeable.” He had repaired Fontarabia, 
made it stronger than ever, and victualled it for 6,000 men for. six months, 
lie is willing to send an ambassador to England to treat for truce or peace, 
if no conclusion be taken at Calais. After long communication [thanked] 
the King for the good reception we had met with, and begged to be allowed 
to leave for Calais next day. He said if we would depart, he would write 
to the King and you, but he would then recall his Chancellor immediately. 
We said, in that case we would be glad to remain here, although my lord 
of Ely was sore diseased in both his legs, and ill of n fever. On this the 
King left us, and tulked some time with his council, and then went into an 
inner chamber. Afterwards the Grand Master came to us, and said if we 
wished to depart, the King would send some archers with us to Boulogne, 
where the Chancellor would meet us. We said that, as we had told the 
King, we would not depart till we knew your pleasure further. Amiens, 
14 Nov. Signed.

Mon. Haba. Since receiving their letters of the 8th has several times examined 

448 - the articles, by which he perceives that Wolsey spares no trouble in his 
service. Trusts entirely to Wolsey, and writes with his own hand letters 
of credence. They shall say that, though Charles is convinced of the 
necessity of a truce for the accomplishment of his voyage to Spain, and 
of what is agreed between them, he sees great difficulties in the articles. 
For their possessions to remain as at present is neither honorable nor 
profitable to him ; for France would retain Fontarabia and other places in 
Biscay and Navarre, aud would make sure of Tournay aud the duchies 
of Milan and Genoa. It is no wonder the French agree to it easily, 
knowiug the state of their affairs ; but Charles knows nothing of the 
state of Spain, or the wish of his subjects there, and news cannot 
arrive very soon. The Spaniards with him do not advise a truce without 
consulting the people of Spain, unless Fontarabia be restored, as his 
subjects might be set against him. The French occupation of Fontarabia 
would prevent the enterprise against Guyenne, ns the English would have 
no port to land at. The town is of more importance than Wolsey thinks ; 
for it commands all the province of Guispogne, which is larger than his 
territories here. Twelve thousand men loyal to the crown of Castile would 
thus be lost; Biscay and Navarre would be easily taken ; and he would 
lose the love of his Spanish subjects. They must desire the Legate to 
do all he can for its restitution ; and if he will only bully them (baxller 
cominacion), as would bo quite lawful, they will not refuse, as Charles 
will restore his conquests. 

As to the Pope, knows nothing of his will, or of Italian affairs j for the 
nuncio here, though he has power to treat for a truce, has express charge 
not to send it without knowing that the conditions are agreeable to the 
Pope, and is not contented with the present articles, saying there is no 
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provision for the security of his Holiness. Cannot make a trace without 
him. Such a course might cause him to rejoin the French, and thus 
endanger Naples, Sicily and the Empire, depriving Charles of the aid of 
the Swiss. Ilis subjects here seem inclined to mutiny if the truce is made 
without taking Tournay. Although the publication of the truce can be 
put off till the end of the month, by which time, it is said, it will be seen 
if Tournay can be taken, still, if they hear of the trace, they will hold 
out for this month, and for the next also, rather than surrender. Must, 
therefore, insist on the restoration of Fontarabia, whatever happens. If 
Wolsey's persuasions and menaces are of no use, he should say that he 
cannot remain any longer, and propose that each party send one ambassador 
over the sea with him, with power to consent to a truce, while the others 
should return. By doing this the garrison of Tournay will despair of a 
truce, and will surrender more easily, and there will be more certain news 
from Italy and Spain, which will give him a better chance of making a 
good truce. If the French will not consent to send an ambassador, or 
after the capture of Tournay refuse a truce, they must ask Wolsey to pro¬ 
vide for the 300 foot soldiers he promised at Bruges. If this is con¬ 
cluded, nothing can hinder his voyage. Will come to England, even if 
the trace cannot be arranged, and leave his countries here to the King’s 
protection.

Heard him say today with an angry face, “I see well that the 
Cardinal wants to do with me as he advised our ambassadors to do with 
those of France ; that is to say, ask of me things so unreasonable that I 
could not agree to them either for my honor or advantage. It seems he 
wishes to constrain me to do everything at his will and to their advantage, 
as if I had become their prisoner. Ho has mistaken his man ; for if the 
one will not have me, the other will (si Vun ne me veut, Tautre me prie). 
I shall be in no want of wives, and need not buy them so dear.” Has 
heard also that, contrary to Berghes’ original advice, it has been resolved 
to keep on the alert (se trouver an alarmcc ), and push on the enterprise, 
whatever happens. Herself and the privy council have with difficulty 
gained their point of waiting here till Wednesday. If they remain longer, 
it is intended to go to Esclo as if to hunt, and then to go further, while 
the ladies will follow. Wishes she could have two hours’ conversation 
with the Cardinal to show him his error in trying to lead them in this 
way. The Emperor only regrets thot Wolsey’s and Berghes’ fair words 
and letters have made him waste so much time, and come hither to no 
purposed 

Today the duke of Alva left on his way to the Cardinal. He has 
been countermanded, not without a murmur of the light esteem in which 
his majesty is held. Prays God to inspire him, who has the power 
of doing good or bad. If this stroke fail, it will be impossible to recover 
it. If she did not think it would do harm, would have written to the 
Cardinal, because she promised, when leaving Calais in her litter, to inform 
him if she knew of any difficulty that would arise between the King and 
the Emperor. Wishes him to show this to the Audieucer, and communicate 
to Wolsey what they think he should know.

We have not written till now, 
awaiting the coming of my Lady and lord Berghes, who arrived on 
Wednesday last, and have been continually in council on Thursday and 
Friday. Although the Emperor had determined to give us resolute answer 
on Friday at 2 o’clock, on the arrival of your last letters of the 13th yester¬ 
day morning, his majesty having received similar news from his ambas¬ 
sadors, we were delayed till 7 o’clock at night, when he told us he had 
been in consultation upon your articles and those of the chancellor of 
France, and was finally determined not to agree to either, for divers serious 
considerations, which he has sent Haneton to declare to you. He also 
sends by Haneton a form of simple truce, with which he would be satis¬ 
fied, otherwise he will continue the war. We said we were commanded, 
upon receiving this answer, to return to you, and that Worcester and Ely 
would withdraw from the French court. He asked if we must all depart. 
We said, Yes, and we doubted not you had provided some other person to 
be resident with him. He then asked if Fitzwilliam would return with the 
said lords. We said we thought so, but could not tell. He appointed next 
day for us to take leave. The same night, at 9 o’clock, my Lady sent 
Marynes unto us, desiring us not to despatch this post till we had spoken 
with her. Berghes also sent to us, between 10 and 11, to the same effect, 
stating that he would be with us at 7 in the morning. He then told us the 
Emperor and my Lady thought it very strange that we should be recalled 
at this juncture, and that to avoid evil rumors he thought we should not 
all depart. After a consultation among ourselves, we said we would take 
his advice, and went immmediately to the Emperor, having arranged 
among ourselves that Docwra and Boleyn should return, and Wingfield 
remain till some one was appointed in his place, which he desires may be 
done shortly, before you cross to England, as he is not in health to exercise 
this office. Were with my Lady at 11 o’clock, who repeated all that the 
Emperor had said.

king of France will not restore Fontarabia. On the other hand, if Charles 
refuse the truce, he cannot afford to guard his frontiers, which would cost 
200,000 fl. a month ; for when he has paid his army, 30,000 foot and 4,000 
horse, for the current month, there will be nothing left for the garrisons ; 
even “ les deniers de demaine ” and the aids are anticipated for the next 
two years. More than 100,000 fl. are owing to Franchisque (Seckingen), 
who threatens to make war on the Emperor if he is not paid. The 
count Palatine and other princes have written to Antwerp and Malines, 
threatening to arrest the merchants unless their pensions are paid. If the 
war continue till spring, the enemy will have their own way, and the 
people here would not let him go to Spain, but would probably mutiny, and 
force him to make a shameful peace, as they have done before. He cannot 
hope for any help from Italy, for the French have secured Milan, and the 
Swiss have openly refused to fight against each other, and are trying to 
make a league between the Pope, Francis, the Venetians and themselves ; 
so that Charles is in danger of losing both the Pope and the Swiss, which 
would cause the loss of Naples and Sicily, and endanger his whole state in 
Alraain. As to Tournay, there is no great chance of taking it by famine, 
and the season is not fit for an assault, for the soldiers can hardly lodge in 
the fields, and are too discouraged to do anything, being mostly peasants, not 
understanding war. It is therefore thought best* not to besiege it. Charles 
wishes for the advice of the ambassadors, and informs them that his council 
believe that if he cannot obtain the restoration of Fontarabia, he had better 
accept the truce, go to Spain, and save what he can. The Audiencer must, 
however, impress on Wolsey the importance of Fontarabia, and that the 
Emperor will never abandon it. Its situation will enable France to occupy 
Navarre and Castile, and prevent the English expedition to Guienne. 
For these reasons, England ought not to allow Charles to give up the town, 
especially as France was the first violator of the treaties, not only of those 
with the Emperor, but of the treaty of London; and they ought, if he refuse, 
to say that they have good cause to declare against him. To make Wolsey 
inclined to this, they shall show him the practices of the French to make 
Charles treat with them, without the intervention of the Cardinal ; to do 
which, they would give up Fontarabia and matters of greater importance, 
but the Emperor will do nothing prejudicial to his treaties with England, 
and wishes for Wolsey’s fatherly advice. If the French will not restore 
Fontarabia, he must try to get it put into the hands of the king of England 
during the truce. Haneton must show the Cardinal that even if he cannot 
obtain the restoration, Charles will go to Spain, with the assistance] of all 
his friends and subjects, and intends to pass through England. He must 
find out what the ambassadors have done upon the despatch sent yesterday.

This 
he long debated, saying he knew not her lands, nor what part she desired 
to have in neutrality, for they might be such that he would grant it, or 
they might not.

Pressed in this manner, he said, I will tell you frankly, to 
write to my Chancellor would only be waste of time ; and told us he was 
determined she should have no neutrality from him, for the Emperor was 
putting off time in this truce, in the hope of winning Tournay.

In the evening the Emperor sent Lalemand to tell me of Richmond’s 
message and his answer. I do not wish this for my brother’s sake, who 
has as little desire for the post as I, especially as the little plate he has is 
either sold or pawned, and I know he could hardly be here before Christ¬ 
mas. I think if I remain here much longer I shall never see you ; but my 
hope of seeing the King and you shortly, and my poor family, gives me 
some comfort of recovery. I think the Master of the Rolls might continue 
here, and I might return with you to England. I beg that my remaining 
here may not be to the detriment of my wards. 

Lalemand told me you had sent word to the Emperor that Francis would 
not allow the lords of Ely and Worcester to return till his ambassadors 
had arrived at Boulogne; an evident sign of distrust. Snrely he means to 
retain the King’s payment, and try to stop your passage. He must know 
the state of Calais, which is as barely provided with victuals as it has been 
many years, but I hope not so scantily aB reported. The Pale, both east and 
west, may be laid waste in two or three days, before victuals can come out 
of England ; and if the town were besieged by land and sea, it might be 
brought to necessity, for it would be difficult to obtain provisions or succors 
from these parts with so little arrangement for defence upon the passage of 
Gravelines water; especially as by means of Gueldres he may keep the 
Emperor employed, whose army is now drawing down upon Tournay, and 
. his artillery already sent thither. He may also cause a disturbance in Scot¬ 
land. The French have been long at Calais, and have noted the condition 
of the town; “ and, Sir, to make a sudden and furious exploit where they 
see a[ny] appearance of advantage, the Frenchmen do it as well, and with 
as much diligence, as any nation living.” I forgot to write in my last that 
the Emperor was willing to send De la Roche to England, to commune 
further upon the truce, if the French king Bent a like personage as the pre¬ 
sident Oliver.

Ho called me apart to declare 
my charge, and said he had despatched the Audiencer to you, and had no 
doubt you would approve his resolution touching the objections to the truce 
as the French would have it ; that he was determined to follow the advice 
of the King and Wolsey, and would yield to their persuasions for his 
shortly going to Spain. On desiring him to write to the King, according to 
the copy 6ent by you, he said he would do it yesterday ; and last night he 
promised to give it me this morning. I likewise delivered your letters to 
my Lady, who hoped you would appreciate the Emperor’s sincerity, and main¬ 
tain the amity on both sides. She was willing to write to the King, and 
last night showed me her letters before they were closed, aloDg with the 
copy, that I might assure you they agreed; and delivered them to me, with 
the answer, which I send. I told the Emperor and my Lady of the coming 
of Dr. Knight, who is to have a joint commission with me. Berghes, who 
came hither with my Lady, tells me the Emperor has 34,000 “ payes,” 
and over 5,000 horse about Tournay and on the French frontier, and 
promised me a bill of the captains and places where they lay. Speaking of 
the inconvenience of the season for the enterprise of Tournay, Berghes 
said the Emperor had been urged to it by the great instance of the 
Flemings, and could do no less than nttempt it. “ Master Dostall Mac- 
tynee ” came last night from the siege, and says they are daily making their 
approaches ; but the great artillery wns not laid. Various reports pre¬ 
vailed as to the disposition of the citizens, nnd their supplies. According

We replied that 
she was nominated by Henry without any condition. The French ambas¬ 
sadors also say, that she is helping Charles in every possible way. After 
some conversation he said that as Charles and Francis are on bad terms, 
and his master is much suspected, all preparations should be made in case 
of an attack, and word should be sent to the Swiss to resist Francis’ 
intentions on Burgundy. Ho makes no difficulty about Henry’s perform¬ 
ing the treaty of London, but it would be useless to make a declaration 
while he is unable to follow it up, and he would lose 100,000 cr. which 
fall due on the 26th. The French chancellor has told the Cardinal 
openly, that he will leave on Friday next, and that he only waited for the 
Audiencer to please Wolsey, for' he knew what his charge was befpre he 
left Oudenarde. Wolsey says the French chancellor has told him Francis 
knows all Charles’s plans. When the Chancellor goes the Legate intends 
to conclude the papal league, and says he does not think his master and 
Charles ought to be led by the Pope;—they ought rather to lead him to 
their own advantage. 

The Audiencer has arrived this evening, and will declare his charge to 
the Cardinal tomorrow. Expect he will conclude this meeting, and ask for 
ambassadors to be sent to England. The master of the works, who built 
the castle of Tournay, and is a good artilleryman, says the town can be 
battered in two places according to the enclosed figure, but it is easier to be 
taken on the side where messires Talbot and St. John were lodged during 
the siege, for the wall there is rotten, and the water can be drawn out of 
the ditch. When the town is taken, he knows a way to take the castle.

treaties, such malicious authors might come to their desires.”

460. This morning, at 8, the Audiencer declared his charge to the 

Legate, principally to the effect that Charles would not accept the trace 
without restitution of Fontarabia. Wolsey said he had already expostulated 
with the French ambassadors for proposing such dishonorable conditions, 
threatening not only that his master would declare aguinst France, but that 
ho would incite other Christian princes to do the same : the only effect 
has been to make them suspect his master, as Francis is determined to hold 
Fontarabia, and will hazard half his kingdom rather than abandon it. 
Wolsey sees the danger of offending the Castilians by making peace with¬ 
out them, and proposes a simple trace, on condition they consent, to be 
declared in a month or six weeks, or at least an abstinence of war for a 
similar period, during which Charles can send to Castile to learn the dispo¬ 
sition and wishes of his subjects. 

After this conversation the French ambassadors arrived, being also in¬ 
vited to dine with him. After conversing a short time with them, he told 
us he had proposed an abstinence to them, which they did not strenuously 
oppose, and he thought Francis would consent to it if Tonrnay might be 
revictualled for the same period. He further said the French made two 
other overtures ; one of a simple truce for this side of the mountains, the 
countries on the further side remaining as they are ; and the other, that if 
Francis found Tournay was hard pressed, would Henry accept it, as Francis 
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would rather England had it than Charles. But this, they said, was 
proposed by themselves without instructions. After dinner he put the 
three overtures, of an abstinence of war for six weeks, a simple truce for 
eighteen months for this side of the mountains, and the surrender of Tour- 
nay to Henry. As to the abstinence, the president of Paris said he did 
not think Francis would consent to it, unless ho could revictual Tournay 
at least for those six weeks ; at which Wolsey was troubled, and said there 
was no great likelihood of that being granted. Each party will write for 
their master’s pleasure, and will inform Wolsey before Sunday. He also 
offered that Henry should forego the money due to him this month if Fran¬ 
cis would give up Fontarabia, and promised that Charles should pay the 
arrears of the 100,000 cr. from Naples. They will return to their master 
tomorrow morning, but one will be left to accompany Wolsey to England 
to continue the negotiations. When they were gone, Wolsey told the 
writers that a six weeks’ abstinence would be very beneficial to Charles, 
and advised him to accept it. If he mean to do his, he must try to take 
Tournay before Monday. Do not expect that Francis will accept it, unless 
he may revictual Tournay. As to the simple truce of eighteen months, he 
thinks Charles should accept it, unless he can prevent the fortification of 
Fontarabia, or retake it, by continuing the war. Cannot give him any 
advice till they know the intentions of the Spaniards. The Legate tfrould 
be much pleased if Francis would deliver Tournay to Henry, of which 
Charles might then obtain possession by repaying him the money paid and 
to be paid for it. Advise him, however, to do all he can to take it by 
force before Sunday, or by famine as soon as possible. Wolsey will wait 
till Monday for the answers of Charles and Francis to these overtures. 
Ask him to send the bishop of Elna hither, and to commission some one to 
cross the sea with Wolsey.

Le Glay, Received yesterday his letters and cipher. Dined today with the 

N£goc. u. 524. Cardinal, and found there the ambassadors of the King Catholic, and the 
Audiencer, who ho said had brought word from the King Catholic that 
he could not treat of a truce without the advice of the Spaniards, and 
accordingly an armistice for forty days was proposed, during which 
Francis should cease war in all places, and the siege at Tournay should be 
suspended ; and that if after the said forty days the Spaniards agreed, he 
would conclude a simple truce. He was intending to leave for England, 
but would stay till Monday, if they would promise that Francis would by 
that time say whether he would accept that overture or not. The ambas¬ 
sadors of the King Catholic had also promised to stay till that day, and to 
ask their master’s opinion. Said they dared not stay after what Francis 
had said in his last letter, but would obtain an answer before Monday. 
Made an overture for a simple truce; but the Flemish ambassadors said 
they had no instructions, but would write for an answer before Monday. 
Told the Cardinal that if Tournay were lost, they would not be bound to 
pay the yearly sum to England for it, and endeavored to persuade him that 
Henry ought to assist in the defence, since, in certain cases, it was to be 
returned to him, which could not be if it were taken. Finally proposed, 
as of themselves, that if it were found very difficult to defend, it should 
be delivered to Henry on his returning the hostages and the money received. 
He seemed to like this. Told him they would write for Francis’ opinion 
before Monday. 

After dinner, during a discussion about the peace by all the ambassadors, 
the Cardinal said that the taking of Fontarabia was the chief hindrance

The Spaniards, though they had the opportunity, did not slay 
more than three of the Swiss that served the French, but allowed them to 
depart. Theod. Trivulcio and Mercurio Manfrono were made prisoners. 
The suburbs, citadel and Porta Ludovica, were taken at a blow. Card. 
Medici, the marquis of Mantua and Peschiera, Prosper Colonna and Sion 
entered the same night to save the city from plunder, which pleased the 
Swiss. Does not know what the enemy intends at Como. Pavia is sur¬ 
rendered. Sion has recovered Viglevano, the Zurichers have Placentia, 
Parma is expected to surrender. So many French have fallen, it is a 
common saying, “ Octo libras Mediolan’ fore perditum Mediolanum ; uno 
scilicet Scu, quod valet libras quinque ct uno Trech Floreno sic appellato, 
qui tres libras valet.

On Friday, 22 Nov. 1521, the Pope’s nuncio and the Emperor’s 
ambassadors at Calais were with Wolsey, who had with him the bishop of 
Durham, the master of the Rolls and others, when the articles of the 
new offensive and defensive league were agreed to. To render it more 
firm Wolsey proposed the points following: (1.) That the Princes agree 
together about the time for the declaration, and draw up instructions for 
treating with the Swiss. (2.) That it shall be agreed beforehand what con¬ 
tribution each Power shall make for this purpose. (3.) That the Pope and 
Emperor despatch letters patent of the offences committed by France 
against the Emperor and the king of England, especially against the treaty 
of London, by virtue of which they shall require England to declare itself 
against France. (4.) That the allies shall endeavor to get the kings of 
Portugal, Hungary and Denmark, the duke of Savoy and others, to join 
them. 

After the retirement of the Nuncio, Wolsey declared to the ambassadors 
the long stay he had made in Calais, endeavoring to put an end to the war 
commenced by France against the Pope and Emperor, in which he had not

succeeded ; and said that as the Emperor remained at war with France, he 
must arrange his voyage to Spain immediately ; that he and the king of 
England must get ready their forces by sea as soon as possible, and if the 
war continue that tho number of 3,000 men agreed upon by each must be 
doubled ; that each prince ought to send to the other, besides the ordinary 
ambassadors, a gentleman well experienced in such affairs, to urge tho pre¬ 
parations.

Has received his letters to the Chancellor and the other ambassadors, 
and declared their contents to the Legate, who had shortly before received 
an answer from the French ambassadors about the truce, of which they 
ehclose a copy. Francis says he will consent to an abstinence of war for 
thirty days, if Charles will raise the siege of Tournay, and withdraw his 
armies from his territory. Wolsey says this will not enable Francis to 
revictual or reinforce the said town. He also will hand over Tournay to 
Ilenry, if the money paid and the hostages are returned, and if the treaties 
between tho two princes are ratified. Wolsey suspects three things from 
this overture : 1. That it arises from their inability to succour Tournay, and 
that they would prefer this to letting it fall into Charles’s hands, besides 
regaining their money and hostages. Charles must consider whether he is 
sure of taking it; otherwise he had better receive it from England. 2. That 
he hopes to sow discord between Charles and Henry, thinking that the former 
will expect to have it for a small sum, to which Henry will not agree ; but 
Wolsey says that Henry will hand it over to Charles on the same conditions 
as it was delivered to the French. 3. That he expects to renew the treaty 
of marriage between the Dauphin and the English princess ; but Wolsey 
says this must not be done. Henry will not receive Tournay without 
Charles’s consent, and for Charles’s benefit. Wolsey advises Charles rather 
to defend Burgundy than assault Tournay. He has endeavored to obtain 
the neutrality of the former, but in vain. Francis has already sent troops 
thither. As to English assistance, he says Henry will do nothing before 
the declaration ; but as to the 3,000 foot, he will do what he promised. 
Before assuming the protection of the Emperor’s countries, Henry wishes 
to know what he will do for their defence ; for he means Charles to 
bear the greater part of the expense, as the countries are his. Wolsey 
suspects they wish to draw Henry into the war, and then leave it entirely 
on his shoulders ; and said that if, after the declaration, Charles was slow 
in his operations, Hemy would be the same, and vice versa. Has declared 
to Wolsey the news from Italy of the 13th Nov. Dover, 28th Nov., 
12 noon, where they disembarked at 3 a.m., after fifteen hours’ sailing.

1811. Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

Wrote on the 25th. There have been various rumors about your 
going over, to which we could not reply for want of knowledge, but your 
return in safety is much desired. The allied army in Italy, which, as we 
wrote, had won the passage of the Adda on the 13th, had arrived at Ma- 
rignano on the 16th, and was to march next day toward Milan, and lodge 
in tho faubourg. Cardinal de Medici had every hope of their success. 
A Swiss captain at Milan had written on the 15th to Lucerne, that Lautrec 
would not remain there. The Pope’s ambassadors say the Swiss could not 
behave better than they do. There wns much joy in their country at their 
success. The French are ill provided with money, and their succors far 
off. At Tournay yesterday, the artillery being brought to bear on the 
walls, and some houses injured, the inhabitants sent a message to Nassau to 
have a safeconduct for four of their deputies to speak with him, which they 
were to do today. The messenger, on taking leave, besought Nassau to have 
m. 2. 3 d 
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mercy on the }K>or people. The town was to have been summoned this 
morning, but this is now deferred till morrow. Two spies have been taken, 
with letters of the 19th from the French king to Tournay, to the effect that 
he found much difficulty in giving them succor, but they should wait 15 
days, after which they were at liberty to make the best appointment they 
could. Francis Seken is here laboring for a resolution and an end of 
his reckonings. Fellinger, Hans Ruter and John Hannart are those who 
. principally meddle with such matters. Dom Fernando will be shortly at 
Brussels. The personages to reside in Nuremberg for the rule of the 
Empire as arranged at Worms are assembled, to the great comfort of all 
the country. Oudenarde, 29 Nov. Signed. 

P.S.—Have been this morning with the Emperor to church, who has 
kept the feast of St. Andrew. He told us that yesterday four deputies of 
Tournay came to Nassau, and desired to know what he would have of them. 
Nassau said they might see that without asking. They said, if the Emperor 
would respect their privileges they might make some composition with him, 
and desired a truce this whole day for deliberation. Nassau would only 
grant them till noon, telling them that they must resolve to yield the town 
to the Emperor. The result is looked for tonight. Raphael de Medicis, 
since his return from Rome, has spoken with some Edinburgh merchants 
at Antwerp, who say that when they left Edinburgh they saw some of 
Albany’s servants and horses arrive there out of France, and divers 
other great ships, in which they thought the Duke might be, were upon the 
sea. Last Thursday, Wm. Pawne and Master Mason of Calais came, and 
were conveyed by Spinelly to the Emperor, who accepted their coming 
as a new evidence of your affection. This morning he has caused them 
to be conveyed to Nassau. The Chancellor arrived] this morning at 10. 
Oudenarde, 30 Nov. 

Wingfield begs Wolsey will remember his recall. He has no hope to 
recover here.

1812. Vitus Sutor, the Emperor’s Ambassador in Switzer¬ 
land, to Charles Y. 

The Emperor [will see] from the enclosed the state of the war in 
Italy, and the practises of the French with the Swiss ; “necnon eorum qu[te 
tunc] in conventu Lucernense actitata mihique ex par[te illorum] responsa 
fuerunt; ac etiam qualiter per com[missarios] domini Papas in Turego et 
me scriptum fuit dom. d[uci] Mediolanensi.” Meanwhile the deputies of 
the league who were sent to Italy to make peaco or truce between the Pope 
and the king of France have all come home, having done nothing but spend 
their money. They say they were treated with contempt by the Pope’s 
legate, cardinal De Medicis, who would not give them an honorable safe- 
conduct. Understands that the deputies of Zurich, Schwitz, Basle, Glaris, 
Appcnzel, and Schaffliausen announced to the deputies of the other cantons 
at the last diet at Lucerne that in the present wars “nolunt habere ag[en- 
dum] cum principibus.” The common people in all par[ts] are riotous, «* et 

prsesertim subjecta.n nuper domini eorum vellent 

defenderent Gallos.Mediolani, ad idque quiuque milia peditum [sub 

e]orum vexillo exire mandassent, responderunt [p]nefectis eorum quod 
nusquam proficiscerentur,” and that they who had taken the money of the 
French ought to help them to keep Milan. Sees in this no small danger 
to those who have helped the French king to this new alliance, especially 
as their deputies have returned from Burgundy and Italy. Even their 
infantry, who have been with the French king for some days in Picardy, 
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have come back, most of them sick, and discontented by reason of the deten¬ 
tion of one month’s pay. Those who have been in Italy on behalf of France 
have been ill paid, and lately cut to pieces and robbed of their baggage 
and property. This alone will prevent their giving a favorable reply to the 
ambassadors of the French, and there is no fear for the present that the 
Zurickers will serve again under their banner. Some French and Gascons 

have returned with the foot.ill clothed and badly paid “ e[t] 

. . . . equitum pedibus ex Italia per mo[ntes iverunt],” and have passed 
through Switzerland into France . . . . “ etiam nonnulli apud Gothar- 
dum ipsum . . . [mor]tui fuerunt.

1815. Declaration by Francis I. 

The French king has always striven for peace among Christian 
princes, but the Catholic king has defied him without cause. The French 
king has sent to other, princes, and among them to the king of England, a 
justification of his conduct, showing how strictly he had regarded treaties, 
how his country had been invaded, and he had been compelled to take up arms. 
Of late days the question has been discussed before Wolsey as the King’s 
lieutenant, by the ambassadors of Francis and the King Catholic, which of 
the two had broken the treaties, each party demanding the assistance of 
England, according to treaty. Wolsey at length ordered that what had 
been said by the ambassadors should be lodged with him in writing. The 
French ambassadors, therefore, to show that the King Catholic is the*cause 
of the war, state again their arguments in writing, which have been 
delivered to Wolsey, first by Marigny and Poillot, and afterwards by La 
Bastie.

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1816. The Calais Conference.* (Imperial account) 

Prefatory letter of [Claude de Chnsseyf] to Margaret of Savoy, 
stating that the writer, in following the Court to the conferences, had heard 
much talk of persons who meddled with things out of their vocation ; some 
blaming the sending of the imperial ambassadors, and their remaining so 
long, and others making conjectures what things were treated of. After 
the return of the ambassadors, conversed with men of great esteem, from 
whom he obtained an accurate report in Latin of the whole conference by 
the grand chancellor (Gattinara) in the very words, almost, used by the 
speakers ; which ho found “ de tel artifice, utilite et fruict ” that he could 
not refrain from translating it into French or “ langue Valonne ” for the 
benefit of the Emperor’s subjects. Presents it to Madame ns the great pro¬ 
moter ( zelatrice et instauratriee) of peace, by whose counsel all the affairs 
of the monarchy, nay of the universal world, nre governed. 

ii. Account of the conferences.!—The speakers are, Wolsey on the part 
of England, the bp. of Asque, nuncio of the Pope, Mercuriu de Gattinara 
baron d’Ozan and of Terruge, grand chancellor of the Emperor, and An- 
thoine de Prat, chancellor of France. 

Wolsey begins the discussion by stating how the King, wishiug to com¬ 
pose the differences between the Emperor and France, and also between the 
latter and the Pope, has offered himself as mediator, and npplied to each 
Power separately to induce them to send ambassadors to treat. He would 
have come over himself, but for the weighty aflairs of his kingdom ; he had, 
however, sent Wolsey to represent him. Has accordingly come over, not¬ 
withstanding his weak health, having escaped the dangers of the sea. 
Advises, in the first place, a truce during the conference, and appeals to the 
Nuncio to speak first. 

The Nuncio was sure of the Pope’s inclination, but had no powers. 

Wolsey , as legate for the Holy See, would answer for the Pope if the 
others would agree. 

The Imperial Chancellor said the Emperor had always desired peace, 
and had made a treaty with France to secure it, which he had always 
observed for his part. He enumerated the injuries done by France, and 
said it was impossible to treat of peace till redress was made, and that the 
Emperor could not do so without the Pope’s sanction. His commission 
was only to demand the aid of England against France. 

The French Chancellor said the meeting appeared to be fruitless for 
want of powers on the other side. His master was ready either for peace or 
war. He denied that France had broken the treaties, or had assisted Robert 
De la Marche. 

Wolsey said both sides demanded aid of England, but it would be neces¬ 
sary for the King to ascertain who was the aggressor. It would have been 
better if both sides had put their demands and rejoinders in writing with 
the evidences. The Imperial ambassadors must obtain sufficient powers, 
or he would have cause to complain that he had come thither at great 
inconvenience, and with danger to himself, and had lost his labor. 

The Imperial Chancellor said his master was so indignant against Francis 
that he hud not only forbidden him and his colleague to treat, but even to 
see the French ambassadors, but for Wolsey’s sake they had exceeded their

On this the meetiug broke up, and for three days Wolsey entertained the 
French ambassadors, with whom he agreed that he should visit the Emperor 
at Bruges, along with the Nuncio and imperial Ambassadors, to induce him 
to a truce, and that the French ambassadors should await his return at 
Calais. Wolsey, accordingly, went to Bruges, and remained fourteen days 
with the Emperor, who promised to send back with him the Ambassadors 
with full powers to treat with any other princes in conjunction with the 
Nuncio. 

On his return to Calais the Cardinal assembled the Nuncio and Ambas¬ 
sadors, and told them he had been most honorably received by the Emperor, 
whom he found wise beyond his yews, affable, and full of humanity and 
gentleness. Charles told him two things prevented him from treating; first, 
that he had no right to do so without the consent of the Pope ; and, second, 
that it was dangerous to trust one who had already violated his oath. 
Besides it was not expedient to disband his army without having obtained 
redress. To this Wolsey had answered, that, as legate, ho would undertake 
that the Pope should hereafter send powers ; and as to the second objection 
he would remove that if the Emperor sent his ambassadors back with him 
to Calais ; so that at hist he consented. 

Each party then declared the powers with which they were furnished. 
The Imperial Chancellor had only powers to treat with the consent of the 
Nuncio. The French Chancellor said his powers made no mention of the 
Pope, for his master regarded him as one of his best friends ; and though he 
chose to turn his back upon him, he was free to treat in preseuco of the 
Nuncio. 

Wolsey. There are now these subjects for immediate consideration: 
1 . to provide for freedom of the herring fishery, of which the season is at 
hand, to the subjects of either side ; 2. that the messengers of the ambas¬ 
sadors may pass and re pass in safety; 3. that the vivandiers who bring 
victuals to Calais be not arrested; and 4. that the neutrality of English 
harbors be respected. 

These points appeared reasonable to all; but as the Nuncio had no powers, 
without whom the others could not act, the two Chancellors agreed to refer 
them to their masters, and Wolsey ordered them to be drawn up in writing 
by the bp. of Ely and the master of the Rolls, with a view to their being 
passed the next Monday. 

At the third sitting* of the Conference Wolsey proposed that the draft 
of the above articles should be read, but the French chancellor desired to 
read them at leisure at his lodging. Wolsey then moved the principal 
subject, viz., the overture of peace, confining the discussion for the present 
to the matters between the Emperor and Francis. After some discussion 
who should commence, each Chancellor wishing the other to state his de¬ 
mands first,— 

The French Chancellor stated the case on behalf of his master. At the 
beginning of his reign he had, in the interests of peace, made with Charles 
the treaty of Noyon, wherein the latter agreed to marry his daughter, in 
consideration of which Francis gave up the kingdom of Naples subject to 
a charge of 100,000 crowns. Charles had never furnished the required 
sureties, and had attempted to marry himself elsewhere,—had refused pay¬ 
ment of the pension,—usurped the sovereignty of and hindered resort to the 
counties of Flanders and Artois, for which also ho had not done homage,— 
had supported the French king’s enemies, viz., the card, of Sion, the duke 
of Bari, Jerome Adorno and the outlaws of Milan,—had made war upon the

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duchy of Milan, and done all he could to keep the Swiss from joining the 
French. Ho had also defied Francis, and made war upon him, taking mer¬ 
cenaries into his pay, contrary to the said treaty ; had taken and destroyed 
the castle of Messencourt, occupied Moson, he. Francis had not given 
assistance to Robert de la Marche, or allowed the value of a single chicken 
to be taken on the lands of the Emperor, even when he had his army in 
readiness on the borders ; and if he had helped the king of Navarre he was 
expressly allowed to do so by the treaty, when within a certain time that 
King had not received reasonable compensation. The Emperor must 
therefore be held the aggressor, and make restitution; and he called on the 
imperial ambassadors to state whether their master meant to keep the treaty 
of Noyon. 

The Imperial Chancellor. The French chancellor has entirely misstated 
the facts. There was no mention of the lady Charlotte, the French king’s 
daughter, in the treaty of Noyon, for she was not then born. It is 
true there was an agreement for the marriage of the late princess Louise, 
and in her default, conditionally, of the child with whom the queen of 
France was then pregnant, if a daughter. This does not bind the Emperor; 
nevertheless, he has not asked a dispensation, or practised for another 
marriage. Francis did not give the kingdom of Naples in dower, for it was 
not his. He could have no right to it, except that of his father-in-law, 
Lewis XII., who gave it to his niece, Germaine de Foix (who is still alive), 
on her marriage with Ferdinand of Arragon. Besides, pope Julius II., as lord 
of the fief, deprived the king of France, and invested it in the late King 
•' Catholic. Thus the pension never was due ; and even the portion of it that 
has been paid may be redemanded by the Emperor, who at the time was 
ignorant of these facts, being new in the succession. Nevertheless the 
Emperor paid it so long as France observed the treaty, until the French 
king, by his ambassador De Lusac*, declared to him in Spain that if he did 
not give hostages for surety of the marriage he would consider the treaty 
as broken. As to the sureties mentioned in the treaty, it lay first with the 
king of France to choose the 12 towns and 12 good personages, whose 
sureties he would have ; which he never did. As to the sovereignty of 
Flanders and Artois, the old charters say nothing about it. It was an 
invention of duke Philip le Hardi, son of the king of France, to keep his 
vassals in subjection by the power of France; and duke Charles the Bold, 
in consequence of the violation of the treaty of P6ronne by Lewis XI., 
kept those countries, while he lived, free from the resort and sovereignty 
of France. As to Charles favoring the enemies of Francis, it does not 
appear that the private quarrels of the contracting parties are included in 
the treaty. The cardinal of Sion is a prince of the Empire, who was 
deprived of all his benefices by French intrigues, and thereby became 
dependent on the late Emperor, as he is now on the present. The same is 
the case with the duke of Bari. Jerome Adorno is the Emperor’s vassal, 
and a subject of Naples, and the fugitives of Milan lost their goods in the 
service of the late Emperor. The charge might be retorted on the king of 
France that he has constantly supported the rebels of Naples, the dukes 
of Gueldres, Lunembourg and Wirtemberg, the count of Fustemberg, 
Robert de la Marche and others. The accusation touching the Swiss turns 
entirely against France, for by the treaty of Noyon neither party was to 
employ mercenaries, and the Swiss are subjects of the empire. The Em¬ 
peror did not defy the king of France, but told him that if, with his 
countenance, Robert de la Marche attempted anything against his countries, 
he would hold the treaty as broken. If this was defiance, the king of

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France was the first to defy the Emperor, when he said he should hold 
the treaty broken if he did not deliver hostages. Messencourt has been for 
300 years a dependency of Luxemburg, not of France, and as such Robert 
de la Marche has acknowledged it. Thus the Emperor is guiltless of any 
breach of treaty. On the other hand, Franco has supported Robert de la 
Marche, who was allowed to muster men at Paris, and lead them into 
the Emperor’s countries, where they besieged Yireton in the duchy of 
Luxemburg, and, being repulsed there, overran and destroyed the country, 
and burnt the village of Sainct Marc. Before any breach had taken place, 
Francis caused the president of Paris, here present (John de Selve), to 
intercept the Emperor’s posts, which by the treaty were to pass freely 
through France. He has also taken every occasion, at the time of the 
election, to vilify the Emperor, representing him as a monster, without 
sense, disfigured by every vice, and has ever since tried to hinder his 
government, endeavoriug to frustrate the proceedings of the diet of Worms, 
that the Emperor might be obliged to leave it without anything having been 
done. He has also endeavored to stir up the Swiss, Venetians and all the 
princes of Italy against the Emperor, so as to prevent his coronation, or at 
least his going thither in arms, when it would be dangerous and dishonorable 
to go otherwise. He has endeavored to divide the Two Sicilies and all 
Italy, invaded Navarre and Castile, besieged La Grogne, and would have 
done more, had not the Spaniards, laying aside their differences, driven 
out the French and recovered Navarre. The treaty gave no power to 
France to assist Henry d’Albret, unless the Emperor refused him reason, 
and no clear exhibition of d’Albret’s right was ever made to him. More¬ 
over the Emperor clearly proved at Montpelier, where the matter was 
first discussed, that the right belonged to him, and in the treaty of 
London the contracting parties were forbidden to molest each other in their 
possessions. 

The French Chancellor. I am accused of misstating facts. It is true 
that the treaty of Noyon made uo mention of Madame Charlotte, who was 
not then born, but it distinctly applied to her; and what I said as to the 
Emperor having demanded a dispensation for another marriage was stated 
by the Pope, and can be shown by letters from Rome sent to the French 
king. 

The Nuncio. His holiness is not accustomed to disclose things of so much 
importance, especially when they are not true. 

The Imperial Chancellor. Even if the Pope said so, it is not true. 
I dare to say so as one without whom such things could not take place with 
the Emperor. 

The French Chancellor. We have it in letters from the count de Carpy, 
which we can show. 

Wolsey. I can best explain the truth, for, on hearing the report, I wrote 
to his Holiness for information, and can show his brief in reply, expressly 
denying that such dispensation had been applied for, but that it was an 
invention o£a secretary, bribed by the French to fish for secrets. 

The French Chancellor. Then I will not insist on that charge. It is 
denied that Naples was granted in dower, or could be after its cession to 
queen Germaine ; but the treaty of Noyon takes notice of that cession, and 
provides that even if Charles should not actually enjoy the fruits of it, he 
should still pay the pension until the consummation of the marriage. As 
to the privation by pope Julius, we deny that it was formally made, at 
least with due citation of parties. 

Nuncio. For the honor of the Holy See, I must stato that it was done 
quite formally, with all due observances. 

The Imperial Chancellor. The privation cannot l>o proved invalid, for 
- there are cases in which no citation is required, as where the fief has 
lapsed, as in the present instance; but lot us hear what the French chan- 
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cellor can way for the right of his master to Naples after the cession to 
queen Germaine. 

The French Chancellor. I say that even if Naples was given in dower 
to queen Germaine, the cession is null, for it is inalienably annexed to 
the crown of France. It is) not honorable to pretend ignorance on tho 
part of the Emperor in promising the pension, seeing that it was done by 
his principal councillors, Chievres and the then Chancellor. As to the 
sovereignty and resort of Flanders and Artois, I cannot tell what may be 
in the old treaties, but king Philip of Castile recognised those rights 
to belong to France. The imperial Chancellor has made no reply about 
the attempts to hinder the French king in pacifying the troubles in Milan. 
The Swiss are not the Emperor’s subjects by reason of any lordship con¬ 
tained in tho treaty, which only referred to his subjects as King Catholic. 
As to the castle of Messcncourt, it can be shown by old documents that 
it was given to France by an archbishop of Reims. 

Wolscy here adjourned the conference, which had sat four hours. 

Fourth Sitting. 

Wolsey. Let us resume where we left off. 

The French Chancellor , being asked by the imperial Chancellor if he 
had anything to add, said he must complete what he was saying. It ivas 
not true that Francis assisted the invasion of Robert de la Marcke; on the 
contrary, he had done all he could to restrain him, and as soon as he knew 
that La Marck was mustering men, forbade any of his subjects to go with 
him, and wrote to the Swiss not to aid him. When La Marck was making 
musters at Paris, the King was at Blois, and, it is to be presumed, knew 
nothing of what he was doing ; otherwise he might, if so inclined, have 
assisted him with the great army he had upon the borders. I know the 
contents of the letters to count Carpy, for I dictated them myself, and will 
• give my head if it can be shown from them that La Marck has made war 

on the Emperor with the assistance of Francis. 

The Imperial Chancellor. I accept the offer of the French chancellor’s 
head, and will bring the original letters tomorrow. 

The French Chancellor. In answer to my assertion that the French king 
might lawfully have nided the king of Navarre, I w r as reminded of the 
treaty of London ; but that treaty must be interpreted according to the state 
of matters then, and the French king had treated with the king of Navarre 
before it was passed. Besides, the treaty of London was made between 
France and England, and was not meant to apply to Navarre, which was 
the subject of a special treaty ; and it was expressly stipulated that the 
treaty of London should not be derogatory to preceding treaties. It will 
be found that the Emperor’s posts never were detained in France, except 
after the defiance ; but the Emperor has intercepted the French posts, 
killed the messengers*, and retains in his hands letters of tho French king 
taken from them. * 

The Imperial Chancellor replied at great length to the French chan¬ 
cellor’s arguments. He was interrupted once by the French chancellor 
reminding him of Lewis XII.’s having received the investiture of Milan 
from Maximilian, and at other times by some, observations of Wolsey on 
the treaties of Noyon and London. In the course of this reply he stated 
that Charles hnd been induced to ratifj' the treaty of London on the assur- 


* “£s mains duquel sc tiennent les lectres hostces us poates dudit Roy tres-chrestien, 
aprfs les avoir heu lue et rourdry.”

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ance that he would thereby put Navarre in surety; and he made the 
president of Paris, there present, acknowledge that he had arrested the 
Emperor’s letters, and sent them to his master. On the other hand, the 
French posts were not arrested in the dominions of tho Emperor, but very 
probably in some of the countries unjustly occupied by France, and after 
the French invasion, as their date showed. 

fVolsey. Many things have now been said on both sides elegantly, and 
abundantly tending to the continuance of war, but not to peace. It is well 
the matters have been discussed, and as the truth depends on the under¬ 
standing of treaties it will be well to see them. I propose, therefore, that 
the documents be brought hither tomorrow. 

Agreed to. 

Fifth Sitting. 

At Wolsey’s suggestion, the business was commenced by reading the 
procurations on each side. The French chancellor had two, the first not 
naming the Pope ; the Emperor’s, to Wolsey’s surprise, mude no special 
mention of England or France, but gave a general power to treat with any 
kings whatsoever. 

The Imperial Chancellor. You must remember that the Emperor, by his 
alliance with the Pope, cannot treat for pence or truce with France, and, 
that he may not seem to have consented to do so, it has been thought right 
to ignore this meeting, made at the instance of the king of England. 

The French Chancellor. Many objections might be made to different 
clauses of this procuration ; and as there is no mention of my master, it will 
be needful to have another. 

The Imperial Chancellor. There is nothing unusual in my procuration ; 
that of the French king is more open to objection, as it gives power only 
to treat with the king of Castile. 

fVolsey. Let us not waste time on these procurations. Others can be 
had afterwards, if we come to an agreement. Let us look at the treaties 
and other writings. 

The Imperial Chancellor. First let me redeem my promise, and prove 
that Robert do la Marche has been supported in his rebellion by France ; 
in which case the French chancellor offers his head. 

The French Chancellor. You shall not have my head, nor shall you 
make good your words; for I have the original draft of the letters, and 
have exnmined them carefully, weighing every word. 

The Imperial Chancellor. If your head were adjudged to me, 1 would 
rather have a pig’s head, which would be better for eating ; and I shall 
be satisfied with the exchange. Here are the French king’s own letters, 
signed by him and Robertet, sealed with his signet bearing his arms dated 
Yergy, 19 June, and addressed to count Carpy, in which he uses these words, 
“tho expense I am at for Robert de la Marche and afterwards, “It was 
needful to be at the expense 1 am at, and it would not have been honorable 
in mo to let a servant of mine be trampled on in my presence, who would 
not have spared life or goods to obey my commands.” 

The French Chancellor. These words are only narrative of what the 
Pope said to count Carpy. 

The Imperial Chancellor. They are a positive statement of the king of 
France himself, not of the Pope or any other, written to excuse himself 
from contributing his share to the pay of the Swiss who were with his 
Holiness, ns appears still more plainly by tho words, “ of which I inform 
you that you may remind our Holy Father, that he may know if the 
expense made here is with his will and counseland more distinctly still 
in those other words, “It was needful to be at tho expense I am at,” 8tc. 

The French Chancellor. Theso words must be understood by the pre¬ 
ceding passage, where he complains that his adversary had a great force 
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upon the borders, and had taken Messencourt, and defied him. This caused 
his expense. 

The dispute on this subject had gone to a considerable length, the 
French chancellor shifting his ground, arguing first that the expression 
“ would not have spared life or goods ” had no reference to past time ; 
then that they were not a positive statement; then that, granting they 
were so, it did not follow La Marck was ordered to attack the Emperor’s 
countries. At last it was interrupted by Wolsey, who said he was too ill 
to go on, and would, with their approval, depute the bishop of Ely and 
master of the Rolls to examine the writings with them, and make report 
to him ; which was agreed to. 

Wolsey. Henceforth you will not require to meet every day, but only 
once in two or three days, that I may have the better leisure to recover 
my health. Thus you may begin next Wednesday after dinner, then two 
days afterwards, and so on till I am on my legs again. 

Sixth Sitting ( Wednesday). 

Wolsey's Deputies. We are here by the Cardinal’s commission to hear 
and to report. Do you, therefore, consider how to begin. 

The Imperial Chancellor. As the question concerns the breach of trea¬ 
ties, it would be well first to examine the treaty of Noyon article by article, 
to see if they have been kept or broken, and afterwards that of London. 

The French Chancellor. I agree. Let us take the treaty of Noyon. 

The Imperial Chancellor. I have a copy on paper, which will be more 
easily read, in which the points bearing on this affair are noted. 

The French Chancellor insisted on reading the originals. 

The Imperial Chancellor. Let us see then your originals, and if they 
disagree with our copies we will refer to our own. 

The reading of the treaty then commenced. At the first article— 

The Imperial Chancellor said, Note these words, “ Friends of friends, 
and enemies of enemies and again, “ and will not favor nor support any 
person whatever, the one against the other; especially, they will not give 
passage, aid, favor, assistance or reception in their towns or countries, 
whether with victuals, artillery, men, money or other things, to him or 
them who by invasion might or would create annoyance or trouble, the 
one to the other, directly or indirectly.” How these words have been kept 
by France is shown by the doings of Robert de la Marck. 

The French Chancellor. We also can show various infractions of this 
article by the Emperor, in his reception of cardinal Sion, the duke of 
Bari, Jerome Adorno and others. 

The Imperial Chancellor. This charge has already been replied to, 
especially as these persons did nothing in the way of war till after the 
invasion of Navarre. 

The French Chancellor. Let us leave this, and proceed to the second 
article. , 

The second article was then read, which the imperial Chancellor alleged 
the French king had broken by stopping the Emperor’s posts, as he had 
also broken the third by not punishing Robert de la Marck. On the 4th 
and .5th the arguments were restated on both sides as to the obligation of 
Charles to marry the lady Charlotte. On the 15th the French chancellor 
charged the Emperor with nonpayment of the sureties for the 100,000 
crowns. 

The Imperial Chancellor. The article does not express the sureties, but 
refers to the treaty of Paris for the marriage of the lady Ren£e, and says 
that sureties should be named by each side, which has not been done. It 
has been already shown that the payment of the 100,000 crowns was not 
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due; and at all events sufficient provision was made in default of it 
by the 17th article, in the words, “which, in default of payment, the 
most Christian king may, of his own authority, by him and his, without 
any form of procedure, take,” &c. The remaining articles are of no con¬ 
sequence, except the 28th. 

The French Chancellor. This 28th article contains a proviso which 
made it lawful for the French king to aid the king of Navarre, for it 
expressly states that his alliance with that king and the queen of Navarre 
shall remain in force. 

The Imperial' Chancellor. That is conditional on what is afterwards said, 
“ in case that the said Queen be not contented according to reason.” Pre¬ 
vious to which it is said, “ If it please the said Queen and her children to 
send their ambassadors and deputies to him to show him the right that they 
pretend to the said kingdom of Navarre, and after hearing them, and the same 
King Catholic having understood the said right, he shall content the said 
Queen and her children according to reason so that the Emperor was not 
bound till he had cognizance of the said right. 

The French Chancellor. The queen and king of Navarre have done 
their part in sending ambassadors to Spain to show it. 

This led to a discussion of the right to the crown of Navarre, which was 
set forth at some length by— 

The Imperial Chancellor. John King of Arragon had two wives. The 
first was Blanche, queen of Navarre, who had three children, Charles, 
Blanche and Eleanor, and died during her husband’s life. Charles died 
after her during his father’s life ; and Blanche, who was married to Hemy 
prince of Castile, succeeded him. She was poisoned by a conspiracy of her 
younger Bister Eleanor, which she perceiving, before her death, renounced 
her right to Navarre to her father, who thereafter had peaceable enjoyment 
of it. By his second wife he had a son Ferdinand, the late King Catholic, 
whose eldest daughter was the Emperor’s mother. On the death of king 
John there remained the said Ferdinand and Eleanor, who married Gaston 
count de Foix, and was supported by Lewis XI. while Ferdinand was too 
much occupied in wars with the Portuguese and Saracens for the preser¬ 
vation of Castile to pursue his right. Secondly, the said Gaston and 
Eleanor had an eldest son, named Gaston, who married Madeleine, sister of 
Lewis XI., and a second son John. The former had a son and daughter 
named Francis and Katharine ; the latter had a son, Gaston duke of Ne¬ 
mours, count de Foix, who died without heirs at the battle of Ravenna, 
and Germaine second wife of the late King Catholic. Gaston and Eleanor 
lost their eldest son Gaston before their deaths, and the kingdom was 
disputed between John and Francis, the former maintaining that his nephew 
and niece could not represent their father in this case. His daughter 
Germaine ceded her rights to the late King Catholic, and again to the 
Emperor ; so that the only question is. whether the second son should have 
been preferred to the children of the elder ; which the doctors consider such 
a doubtful point, that an express imperial decision is required to clear it. 
Thirdly, even supposing the right of Francis was preferable to that of his 
uncle John, John’s title was, after the death of Francis without heirs, 
preferable to that of Francis’ sister Katharine, the wife of John d’Albret, 
father of the present claimant Henry. Fourthly, if Katharine had any 
right, it was forfeited by allowing the French to enter Navarre contrary to 
a treaty with the late King Catholic. Fifthly, John d’Albret and Katharine 
were deprived as schismatics by Apostolic sentence. 

The French Chancellor. The cessions and conventions referred to can¬ 
not prejudice successors, and the Pope’s deprivation does not affect kingdoms 
that are not fiefs of the Church. 

The Imperial Chancellor replied shortly, and the conference adjourned. 
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Seventh Sitting. 

Wolseif s Deputies. We may now read the treaty of London, about which 
we are tho better informed, as it was made with us. 

This being agreed to— 

The Imperial Chancellor remarked on the first article that it comprised 
not only the principal contrahents and their allies, but their heirs and suc¬ 
cessors, and defended not only goods possessed but occupied. 

The French Chancellor. Then you pretend occupation, not just posses¬ 
sion ? 

The Imperial Chancellor. No. I note this to show that the plea of 
occupation is no excuse for your breach of treaties. Note also the words in 
the second article, “that if any of the said confederates, or those included 
in the said treaty, by himself, his lieutenant, captain general or other so 
that the Emperor’s message to the king of France that he would hold tho 
treaties broken if Rob. de la Marck invaded him, was quite in accordance 
with this treaty. 

The French Chancellor. It must also be noted upon the 6th article, about 
levying foreign men of war, that it applies to those who were subjects of 
the contracting parties at the time only. 

Here began a repetition of old objections and answers, which was 
terminated by Wolsey’s deputies remarking that they were going beyond 
their charge, nnd ending that day’s conference. 

Eighth Sitting.* 

Wolsey said he had received the report of the bishop of Ely and master 
of the Rolls, and was sorry that his illness, a tertian fever and catarrh 
(dejleux), had prevented him from attending. From what was reported to 
him he considered that the treaties had been violated, owing to wicked 
conditions appended to the treaty of Noyon, which reflected on the authors 
of it, and he proposed that peace should be restored by making new treaties, 
so that Christian princes might unite against the Turk, who had taken 
several castles in Hungary, as the ambassador of Hungary had that day 
informed him. 

The Imperial Chancellor expressed his belief that the Emperor would 
b(j favorable to this proposal if the Pope consented, and stated what the 
Emperor demanded of the king of France. As to Burgundy, he showed 
from historical precedents extending back to the year 944, that females 
were capable of inheriting the duchy, which had been usurped by LewisXI. 
from Mary wife of the Archduke and late Emperor Maximilian. Lewis 
had also usurped the county of Masconnois, Bar-sur-Seine and other lands, 
ceded to Philip the Good by the treaty of Arras in 1435, the counties of 
Boulonnois, Guynes, &c... which should be restored. Charles also had a 
claim to the county of Toulouse, Nnrbonne, Montpelier and Languedoc, as 
belonging to the crown of Arragon, to Bearn, Foix and Bigort, with the 
counties of Chnmpaigne and Brye as belonging to Navarre, to Dauphine 
belonging to the Empire, which was given to the son of a king of France 
on condition that it should not be incorporated with the crown, and the 
kingdom of Arles, Milan, Genoa and the county of Ast. 

The French Chancellor. These proposals show that the Emperor has no 
inclination to peace. If we were to renew old claims we might demand 
the kingdoms of Arragon and Valencia, Catalonia and Rousillon, Naples 
and Sicily, with the county of Burgundy, Flanders and Artois, forfeited by 

default of homage.--De Prut here proceeded to Correct the Imperial 

Chancellor’s statements about the duchy of Burgundy, which he said had not 


* Held, according to the French account, on Sunday, 29th September. 
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been given to Philip le Hnrdi by king John, but by Charles Y. of Trance, 
iu exchange for the duchy of Touruine, king John having already incor¬ 
porated it with the French crown, so that females could not succeed. 

The Imperial Chancellor. My proposals were intended to prevent our 
falling into former errors. We might have claimed the whole kingdom of 
France, of which Bouiface VIII. deprived Philip le Bel, and gave it with 
the empire to Albert duke of Austria. But we have foregone this claim not 
to prejudice that of the king of England. It is the French chancellor who 
is mistaken about the gift of tho duchy of Burgundy by king John, and the 
duchy is not an appanage of France.—The speaker weut on further to 
answer his opponent when— 

Wolsey said he must interrupt him. Your demands are high, and do not 
make for peace. We must try another way, for, after all I liave undergone 
for the snke of peace, it would not be honorable to the King or me to have 
wasted so much time to no purpose. I beg you both to ponder well the 
public weal of Christendom, and tell me frankly what you think ; and, to 
take better care of my health, I will again depute the bp. of Ely and 
master of the Rolls to hear you tomorrow, and if they see any way to peuco 
to declare it to you. 

The Imperial Chancellor. The Nuncio is ill, without whom we cannot 
negotiate ; but we are willing to meet the others, under protest that nothing 
shall be done without him. 

The French Chancellor. Wo are also willing to be there ; but as hitherto 
sufficient powers have not been shown ou the part, either of the Pope 
or of the Emperor, it would be well that the persoiis on both sides should 
have such powers. 

Wolsey. We will see to that, if things cau be arranged for peace. I know 
the Pope has already sent powers, and that the imperial ambassadors are 
sufficiently furnished. 

Ninth Sitting. 

Wolsey's Deputies. Gentlemen, you heard yesterday from the Cardinal 
the cause of our present meeting. We are ready, therefore, to hear what you 
have to say, and to promote peace. 

The Imperial Chancellor. The proposition must first come from France, 
who has been the aggressor. 

The French Chancellor. The French king has not been the aggressor, so 
we refuse to speak first. 

The Imperial Chancellor. We have not been sent here to treat for peace 
with France, but only to show who has been the breaker of it. The 
Emperor does not wish us to treat without the presence and consent of 
the Nuncio. 

The French Chancellor. Since the adverse party has no power, it would 
not be reasonable for us to propose anything. 

The Imperial Chancellor. We do not consider the French powers suffi¬ 
cient either. 

Wolsey's Deputies. Then we must make report that no overture has been 
made, and that you would not speak of it. 

The French Chancellor. You must admit that it is not our fault. 

The Imperial Chancellor. Nor ours. If then it seem expedient, let 
the mediator make an overture. 

Wolsey's Deputies. We suggest then the first article, that pence and true 
friendship be between the Pope, Emperor, and Most Christian King, all dis¬ 
cords to cease, and that they be friends of friends, and enemies of enemies, 
according to the usual form. 

The French Chancellor. I have already said I would keep silence. 

The Imperial Chancellor. I cannot speak in tho absence of the Nuncio. 

Wolsey's Deputies. For God’s sake, not to stultify this meeting, say if 
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this article seems to you reasonable. Afterwards we can obtain powers and 
the presence of the Nuncio. 

The Imperial Chancellor. Then I will speak of myself, and without 
commission, so that my words may be held as unspoken, if consent of the 
Nuncio and powers be not obtained. To lay a firm foundation for peace, 
the treaties of Noyon and Paris must be annulled, and each party shall 
within six months lay his claims before the king of England as mediator, 
who shall decide them in other six months. 

The French Chancellor thought it unreasonable that he should bo 
expected to say anything while the adverse party had no commission, and 
declined to speak. 

The Imperial Chancellor. Then we are wasting time, and had better 
return. 

Wolsey's Deputies. We beg you not to abandon what has taken so much 
trouble ; and do you, my lord chancellor of France, consider that the 
insufficiency of powers can be remedied. However, it will be well that 
promises to ratify be given. But, not to waste time, say if you think the 
Emperor’s proposal good. 

The French Chancellor, on this, asked leave to consult with his colleagues; 
and after doing so said:—I do not like to speak of myself, like the Imperial 
Chancellor; and, under protestation that I say nothing but in virtue of our 
commission, and subject to the approval of the Most Christian King, I think 
the Chancellor would begin to build by throwing down what is built, to 
which my master will never agree, as rights once acquired by his crown can 
never be alienated, and the treaties were made by the principal councillor of 
the parties. Instead of being cancelled they ought to be confirmed, and 
reparation made for their breach ; in which reparation we would not refuse 
the king of England as mediator, but we cannot submit our rights to 
arbitration. 

The Imperial Chancellor. We do not ask France to renounce anything, 
only that the treaties which have been broken be declared null and void, 
and the rights of both parties remain as they were before those treaties. I 
have already shown how little those who made the treaty of Noyon under¬ 
stood the rights of the Emperor ; nevertheless that treaty was broken by 
Franco. If France refuses the arbitration of England there is no way 
but war. 

The French Chancellor. Let us withdraw then. You will never get 
what you ask for. 

The Imperial Chancellor. That does not depend on you and your power. 

Wolsey's Deputies. We are much grieved to hear this, but must report 
what we have heard to the Cardinal, who perhaps will find better means to 
arrive at peace. 

From this time the Nuncio and Imperial Ambassadors no longer met with 
those of France; but Wolsey conferred with either side apart, first for peace, 
and afterwards for truce. After which ho sent some of the King’s principal 
councillors to the Emperor and.the king of France to get them to consent to 
at least a simple abstinence of war, but, not being able to effect it thus, 
asked that ambassadors should be sent by both Princes to England with 
sufficient powers to make truce, hoping that the difficulties might be 
adjusted in winter. This proposal the ambassadors on both sides referred 
to their masters, and returned home. The day after the return of the 
Emperor’s ambassadors, two posts arrived in his court, of which the one 
brought news of the taking of Milan and flight of the French, the other of 
the surrender of Tournay for the Emperor. This was part of the spoil the 
French have taken by their aggressions. 

Fr. 
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1817. Account by Du Prat's Secretary of the Conference 
held at Calais. (French account.) 
i. Instructions of Francis I. to Anthoine du Prat, seigneur de Nan- 
toillet, chancellor of France, Milan and Bretagne ; Jaques de Chabannes, 
sieur de la Pulisse, the King’s chamberlain and marshal of France ; Jehan 
de Selva, Bieur de Cormieres, president of the Parliament; and Robt. Gedoin, 
seigneur de la Tour, secretary of finances, his ambassadors now sent to 
Calais to treat of his variances with the King Catholic, in presence of 
Wolsey. 

1. They are to deliver his letters to the Cardinal, and say that his trust 
and affection for him has been the principal cause of his consenting to this 
meeting, and Francis hopes he will act up to what he has said by Jer- 
ningham and Fitzwilliam. They shall say, in the presence of Charles’s 
ambassadors, that Francis has always been studious of peace, and greatly 
desired amity with the King Catholic ; for which cause he made treaties 
with him at Paris, Noyon, Brussels, Cambray and London, and relinquished 
his claim on Naples and other rights ;—that Francis has always kept these 
treaties without infringement, while the King Catholic has tried to marry 
elsewhere, after promising to marry madame Charlotte, and has not given 
the sureties for the accomplishment of that marriage ;—has discontinued 
the payment of the 100,000 cr. for Naples ;—has not restored the kingdom 
of Navarre, as he promised at Noyon ;—has not paid homage for the lands 
he holds of France. Whilst the Fontarabians have attacked and burnt 
Hodoye, Charles has not restored the goods of Neapolitans who took the 
French side, according to the treaty of Tripaulde;—he has induced the elec¬ 
tors to furnish men to invade Milan ;—has tried to prevent the lords of the 
leagues from making a confederation with France ;—has received at court 
the outlaws of Milan ;—that the inhabitants of the prevost^ of Yvoix have 
attacked Yasselles, Ballant, Francheval and Porru ;—that Charles has at¬ 
tempted to alienate the Pope from Francis by promising to give him Parma 
and Placentia, which belong to Milan, and to put the rest in whatever hands 
the Pope pleases. That, to prevent the French issuing letters of marque, 
Charles had furnished a commission of redress ; but the commissioners 
never arrived at the appointed place, though the French waited for them 
six weeks, and no reparation had been made. Has endured these wrongs, 
to save bloodshed, in hopes that the King Catholic would remedy them 
in time ;—while Charles has interfered with the dominions of Francis, and 
prevented him from levying the disme and crusade sanctioned by the Pope; 
—has granted pardons and remissions there, and been guilty of other acts 
of sovereignty, and prevented French officers from doing their duty ;—has 
made proclamation at St. Omer that none should obey the commissions 
given by Francis for the abbey of St. Jean au Mont, Terouenne, and sent 
letters to enlist those capable of bearing arms, which none but the sovereign 
can do, &c.;—has decried French money, forbidden his people to take pro¬ 
visions for sale into France, even when Francis was at Arde, &c. The 
ambassadors must get these evils remedied, and write frequently to the 
King for instructions. 


A cipher was given the ambassadors for their correspondence, and a letter 
to summon the king of England to assist Francis, if there should bo occa¬ 
sion to deliver it. The Chancellor left Dijon for Calais, 20 July 1521. 
He took the great seal with him, and during his absence whatever required 
sealing had to be sent after him. He and his colleagues arrived at Calais, 
4 Aug. Wolsey was already there with the bishops of Durham and Ely, 
the earl of Worcester, the commander of St. John’s, the Master of the 
Rolls, all the ambassadors of Christian princes with the king of England, 
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and several gentlemen of his household. The imperial ambassadors were 
Berghes, Gattinara, Fiennes and Hauneton. 

On the 5th Aug. 1521, the French ambassadors paid their respects to 
Wolsey, and were well received, as appears by their letter of that date, q.v. 

Agreeably to the arrangement then concluded, the French ambassadors 
had an interview with Wolsey, of which they gave an account in a letter 
to Francis, dated Aug. 8th, q.v. 

On the 12th Aug. 1521, Wolsey left Calais for Bruges, and took with 
him the ambassadors of Flanders ; intending, as was said, to get the 
Emperor to send other ambassadors with sutDcient powers. He desired 
the French ambassadors to remain at Calais till his return, promising to be 
ouly eight days absent; ami they were entertained in the meantime by the 
deputy and treasurer of Calais. Wolsey was absent nearly three weeks, 
during which time he sent Brian, a gentleman of the King’s household, to 
excuse his delay, and returned on the 29th Aug., bringing with him another 
set of ambassadors from Charles,* viz., Mercurin de Gattinara, the Chan¬ 
cellor, a Neapolitan count, a Spanish bishop, and others. 

Meanwhile, Nassau was besieging Mouson, which was surrendered in five 
or six days by its captain Moutmor, and then with Francis de Sekinghan 
laid siege to Mesieres, wherein were captain Bayard, la Rochepot, captain 
Boucal and the captain of Montmoreau. Francis, perceiving that his 
enemies were gaining ground, notwithstanding the conferences, raised 
12,000 Swiss and brought them into Champagne, commanding Bourbon 
and Veudomo, governor of Picardy, to raise other forces, and ordering into 
his presence La Pulice, one of the ambassadors at Calais, appointing Olivier 
de la Vernade, seigneur de la Bastie, in his place. He also determined to 
go himself into Champagne to raise the siege of Mesieres, and give battle, 
if necessary. 

While the French army was advancing towards Champagne to join 
M. d’Alen<;on at Reims, the conferences were continued; and on the 2d Sept. 

1521 Wolsey desired each of the two Chancellors to state their case.- 

Here follows a brief account of the third sitting, agreeing generally with 
the Imperial account, but with some additional points in the French chan¬ 
cellor’s statement; viz,, that the treaty of Noyon had provided for an inter¬ 
view between Charles and Francis, and that Charles was bound to have 
restored the Neapolitan adherents of Francis to their possessions, according 
to the treaty of Lb Tripaude ; that in June 1518 Charles had sent to 
Francis at Angers the sieur De la Chaux; his premier sommelier de corps , 
to tell him he would have madame Louise, who was not then four years 
old, in his own hands; that he did not mean to pay more than half of the 
100,(XX) crowns, and that he could uot come to the interview, &c. 

During September Francis, who had little hope of any good from the 
interview, seeing that Wolsey was not acting impartially, marched his army 
to Reims, and after a short time to Iletheil, where he began the campaigu. 
Meanwhile the Burgundians had beaten down a great part of the wall of 
Maisidres, but the inhabitants still held out, and in about three weeks, 
owing to some disagreement between Nassau and Sekinghen, the siege 
was raised. Hereupon Francis set forward to pursue them. The Bur¬ 
gundians in Mouzon abandoned the town to the French, and retired into 
Hainault, committing great cruelties in their way, burning Aubenton and 
other places ; for which Francis resolved to pursue them through the 
whole of Hainault, aud go and revictual Tournay. The French army was 


• The Chancellor, however, was certainly present at the first interview. 
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reckoned at 30,000 foot, 3,000 men-of-arms, and a great band of artillery. 
Alenin led the van, and Bourbon and the duke of Venddme the rear. 

At this time an ambassador arrived at Calais from the king of Hungary 
to demand aid of Christian princes against the Turk, who had lately taken 
Belgrade. The ambassador had been with the Emperor at Bruges, and 
was going to England, hut Wolsey kept him at Calais. Meanwhile the 
conferences went on, as will be seen by the letters from 1 to 16 Oct. At 
the latter end of this month, Francis being in Hainault, where he still 
continued without meeting with the Burgundians, his army had burnt 
more than 200* villages in Hainault, and pillaged Bapaulmes, Bouchain 
and two other towns. But as it rained continually, and the roads were 
destroyed, he was unable to revictual Touruay, was compelled to retrace 
his steps through Artois for Picardy, and sent the Constable to besiege 
Htjdin. On the 19th Nov. he wrote from Amiens to the Chancellor, 
stnting he had done all he could to succor Tournay, q.v. Meanwhile 
Hedin was taken by the Constable. Francis disbanded his army, and sent 
back the Swiss, with the exception of 2,000, who were plnced in garrison 
at Abbeville. During this time he took the duke of Ferrara under his 
protection. 

The French ambassadors remained at Calais about four months, and no 
peace or truce could be effected. At last they were dismissed by Wolsey, 
not without pain, to return to Francis at Corapiegne, and had a safeconduct 
from the King Catholic. They left Calais on the 22nd Nov., and were 
conducted by the garrison of Calais outside the bounds, where the garrison 
of Boulogne met them, and conducted them to Boulogne. As Wolsey 
wished some of the ambassadors to remain at Calais till he left, the Chan¬ 
cellor left M. de Clermont, his brother, and M. Denis Poillot of the great 
council, who remained till the 28th Nov., when the Cardinal left. 

At this time came news of the capture of Milan by the Spaniards and the 
papal army. Lautrec and a great part of his men escaped to Cremona, 
where the Venetians lay. Also, after the disbanding of the King’s army 
Tournay surrendered to Nassau. 

In the beginning of December Leo X. died at Rome. God forgive him ! 
He consented to a war which has since done injury to Christendom.

,64 - Haneton to us to tell us that the town of Tournay had surrendered, the 

B. M. persons and goods of the inhabitants being saved, and the castle was ready to 

yield on like conditions in fifteen days, but Nassau would grant only eight. 
Went to the Chancellor that evening, who said he was very well pleased 
with your proceedings at Calais. They have almost determined to send 
the sovereign of Flanders to England, which we have favored, in con¬ 
sideration of his good affection to the King. At this moment the master of 
the Posts has come from the Emperor, to whom he had delivered letters 
from the allied army in Italy, stating that they had taken the town of Milan 
with the help of the inhabitants, and the French and Venetians had with¬ 
drawn into the park under the castle, where it is thought they cannot con¬ 
tinue.

1831. Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote on fhe 1st, by Richmond, the news from Italy and from Tour- 
nay. Have since obtained the letter to the Emperor from Milan, which is 
in Spanish. Enclose an extract. Further news is looked for, every hour, 
of the progress of the French, which it is expected has been ill for them. 
Tournay was surrendered to the Emperor, in the same form that it was 
to the French King. Today Nassau enters it, and takes the oaths of the 
people. The captain of the castle had given hostages for its delivery within 
fifteen days if he were not succored, and sent De la Motte to inform the 
French king. The Emperor has promised to see him and his men conveyed 
in safety to France. Charles has agreed to pay Francis Seken at Christmas 
37,500 florins of gold, and the same sum on the Christmas following, in full 
discharge of his service.

[date] at Milan, 19 Nov.” 

On the 19th the two cardinals and captains of the army removed from Ma- 
rignano with all their company, in order to assail Milan. They approached 
the city about midday, and drew up the army “ within certain wynes ” 
(vineyards). The lanzknechts and Spaniards had the advantage that day, 
and were followed by Sion and the Swiss. The Spanish captain, Ant. de 
Leva, led the horse of the vanguard. Cardinal de Medicis and the marquis 
of Mantua were leaders of the battle. Prospero Colonna and the marquis 
of Pescara were with the Almains and Spaniards, and on coming to the 
little faubourg without the great faubourg of Port Cenese they found their 
enemies had made a feeble rampart. This they burned ; and the marquis 
De Pescara told the foot that whoever of them would be lodged should enter 
into the town. They then advanced courageously, and put the enemy to 
flight. The AJmain and Spanish foot then entered, and won the first and 
second faubourg. At the gates of the city, they took prisoner Theod[ore] 
Trevolse, chief captain of the Venetians. Before their entry, 50 Spanisn 
foot compelled 300 Venetian men-at-arms to surrender. Julio St. Severyn 
was taken. The foot had with them 4 le . . . serpentines, which needed 
not to be discharged. The French had withdrawn into the park of the 
castle. They were that night going to remove towards Pavia, if not 
hindered by the want of a bridge over the Ticino at Bufalor. Others 
thought they would go to Lodi. Andrea Gritti was also taken. Trevolse 
was taken fleeing upon his mule, aud in great danger of his life, owing to 
a contest between the Spaniards and Almains to whom he should belong. 
The entry into the city was effected “ about 23 hours.” The Cardinal de 
Medici and the marquis of Mantua entered perhaps about six hours of the 
night; ten o’clock after our reckoning. All diligence was used to keep the 
passages that the French should not escape. 

At this point, news came that the rebels of Milan had taken the passages. 
“ Si es to es, man ana les haremos la fiesta.”

meanwhile the power for treating about the truce, and for making treaties 
with any kings and princes, at the advice of the Legate, so that he may 
listen to Wolsey’s proposals for inducing the kings of Hungary, Poland, 
Denmark, and Portugal, and the duke of Savoy, to join. This may be dis¬ 
cussed before speaking of the truce, about which he can take no resolution 
till he knows the affairs of Spain ; and the Bishop must, therefore, ask 
Wolsey to delay, if Francis has already sent his ambassadors. Has 
despatched his letters patent of requisition to the King, according to the 
treaty of London ; as Wolsey suggested to the ambassadors. If he say that 
he intended that the Pope should send his letters of requisition jointly, the 
Bishop must answer that Charles cannot require this by the treaty of Lon¬ 
don, as no letters of ratification or obligation were interchanged ; and, 
besides, he has already declared for Charles, and made war in his behalf; 
Charles therefore desires the King to notify the contents of the letters patent 
to Francis, to require him to desist from invasion, restore Fontarabia and 
his other conquests, with all damages and expenses. If Wolsey reply that 
Milan, Tournay and other conquests must be returned by Charles, he shall 
say that the treaty does not require this, as the provocation was on the other 
side, and Charles has merely defended himself. They must be retained 
as indemnification for the damage ard expense caused by the French. 

Wishes Henry to send some one to meet the bishop of Strasbourg and 
the bishop of Veroli on the day after Twelfth Day, to try and gain 
over the Swiss, for which the present time is propitious. If Henry will 
send any one, even secretly, Charles will have general instructions drawn 
up for him. If Henry will not send, the Pope and Charles will be com¬ 
pelled to make a defensive and offensive league with the Swiss, in which 
Henry and others can be comprehended, on payment of their share of the 
expense. He must press the Legate for the payment of the 3,000 foot, 
promised in case the truce was not concluded by All Saints’ Day ; which 
has now been due for a month. As to the protection of the Low Countries, 
does not intend to cause Henry more expense than the treaty binds him to 
incur, and before leaving will put the country in good order, so that he will 
not have much trouble in defending it. 

Sends a duplicate of the letters patent, in order that he may get an 
attestation by a notary apostolic, of the presentation of the letters, on the 
back of one copy. If this cannot be managed secretly, he must suggest to 
the King and the Legate the advisability of presenting these letters when 
the French ambassadors are present, demanding their execution and a certi¬ 
ficate of their presentation.

Letters have come this morning from Trent 
and the Swiss, containing news from Italy. The Chancellor says copies 
have been sent to the bishop of Elna by this post, to be shown to you ; and 
we, therefore, only enclose an extract recovered of the Pope’s ambassador. 
There is no further news from Spain, except that a Portuguese ship now 
at Antwerp, which was driven by stress of weather into Rochelle, says 
that while there a French ship of war was also driven in, and reported that 
her twenty-three fellows, sent by the Admiral to succor Fontarabia, were 
lost in the storm. It was said at Rochelle that the Spaniards had recovered 
Fontarabia, 6,(XX) or 7,(XX) French and 3,000 Spaniards being slain. The 
Emperor has asked if we had any news from France, and says you pro¬ 
mised his ambassadors that the treasurer of Calais, with whom you had 
left Fitzwilliam’s cipher, should inform us of all occurrences there. We 
said we had no news, and had not heard of your said order. Issilstein 
has taken and spoiled Ancra on the Sum. The garrisons at Kennoye and 
other places on the frontier make daily “excourses,” so that it seems 
the Burgundians are “reveillyd.” The castle of Tournay is expected to 
surrender at the day fixed, and we are told the walls and gates will be 
rased. The members of Flanders have sent persons to congratulate the 
Emperor on his successes at Tournay and Milan, making large offers for 
the continuance of the wars. The Emperor will go at the end of the week 
to Ghent, where the general estates will be assembled. Don Fernando has 
arrived at Brussels.

After leaving Dover, received his letters of the 29th Nov. and 2 Dec., 
which he would have answered earlier, but he was unable to obtain an 
audience till the 8th, and has been ill again. As to the letters about the 
truce, which Charles is to write in answer to those of the Bishop from 
Calais, the King and Cardinal do not much care for them, except as far as 
they will keep the French from making preparations by giving them hope 
of a truce. Henry was much pleased with the letter in Charles’s hand, 
given to Wolsey at Calais by the Bishop, and with Wolsey’s description of 
the Emperor, and the confidence he places in the King. He will send an 
answer to his letter by Robt. Wingfield, who will take his brother’s pla<^. 
The whole people rejoiced at the news of his victories in Milan and 
Tournay:—nothing has pleased them better for many years. They sang 
songs about it in the streets, and in the court, even those who commonly 
lean to France. On his showing the letters containing the news, Wolsey 
again began to praise Charles ; and Henry said, “ I will answer my good 
son and brother the Emperor, but in the meantime you can write that I am 
as pleased with his success as if the victories had happened to me. As 
he trusts in me, and wishes for my advice, I should be the worst of men 
if I did not take as much pains in his affairs as in my own, and I am 
therefore determined to guard his countries in his absence, like the apple 
of my eye. To lose any part of his estates while under my protection 
would be as great a disgrace to me as to lose part of England. It must 
be provided, however, that, in case of necessity, I may freely make arrange* 
ments for their defence, and he must place sufficient garrisons in the towns, 
as the Cardinal will declare more at length. If the enemy invade the 
country with great force, which I do not expect, I must not only resist him 
with my own power, but must have authority to obtain the assistance of 
his subjects.” Answered, as of himself, that although Charles would 
place garrisons, his expenses were so great, that Henry, as his father and 
chief friend, must bear part of the cost. Wolsey here said that the King 
would fulfil his promises to the letter, but it was necessary they should 
understand what Charles would do, that articles should be drawn up before 
his coming, and that the King should have power to increase the garrisons 
if necessary. The King then said it was especially necessary to guard 
Tournay, and he was more glad than he could say that the Emperor had 
recovered it, while Francis still had to pay the pension : at which he laughed 
much, saying that this year the King of France had gained little honor and 
less profit. He then dismissed the Bishop, saying the Cardinal would give 
him a special answer to his charge, but first told him that his fleet was 
ready, and could be at sea in 15 days, and he advised Charles to come as 
soon as possible, for the French are preparing a large fleet, which might 
prevent the junction of the Spanish and English ships.

Bishop op Badajoz to Charles V.—cont. 

On the King’s withdrawal Wolsey desired the Bishop to wait at his house 
till evening, when he spoke to him about his propositions to the King, 
especially touching the county of Burgundy; saying that he had endeavored 
to persuade the King to require Francis to'desist from invading that county, 
which should remain neutral. He said he had obtained from Francis a 
promise not to invade it; but after the taking of Tournay he withdrew his 
promise. The King had therefore agreed to send him a requisition, but 
advised Charles to look well to the guardianship of it. Wolsey thinks the 
Swiss, who are next to the county, will not allow it to be invaded. Did 
not see the Cardinal till next morning. Asked him about the aid the King 
would give. Was told he would keep his promises, and send the lady 
Margaret, not. 3,000 men, but their pay. lie said he was going to write 
to Charles the King’s advice on the separate points, but meanwhile urged 
the voyage to Spain as soon as possible. As to Italy, if the French 
were driven from Milan, he thought a portion only should be assigned to 
the duke of Barri, and the rest retained by the Pope’s and Emperor’s cap¬ 
tains for the defence of Italy. It would be a good plan to give the Swiss 
money or lands, if they could thereby bo made perpetual enemies to France. 
As to Germany, Charles should try to get the states to allow the aid which 
they are going to furnish. As to Flanders and Brabant, he had induced 
the King to accept the protection of them, and is sure ho will expose his 
power and person in their defence ; but Charles must give Henry autho¬ 
rity to diminish or increase the garrisons, and in case of an invasion to 
assemble the subjects, nnd must leave sufficient garrisons. Writes to the 
bp. of Palence and Haneton nbout Wolsey’s answer to Charles’s declaration 
about the indemnification for the French pension. Has written an account 
of the victories of Tournay and in Italy to the cardinal of Tortosa. The 
King told him to say that Charles can write easily to Spain by English 
and Spanish ships, which frequently go from this country. 

Wolsey says that France has distinctly broken the treaties with England 
by letting Albany go to Scotland; at which they are the more displeased, 
as they fear that Albnny will marry the King’s sister, get rid of her son, 
nnd make himself King, for they hear he has been procuring a divorce for 
her from her present husband. The Cardinal has answered the Hungarian 
ambassador that nothing can be done against the Turks until the French 
king is subdued, and that lie advised his masters to enter a league against 
France with England, the Pope, the Emperor, and other powers, and sent 
him to the Bishop to draw up articles for it. The Bishop answered he 
had no such power, and did not know what would please the Cardinal or 
the Emperor. Said this because he is a Venetian, and might intend to 
find out secret matters. He seems, however, inclined to serve the Emperor, 
nnd said his Kings would willingly consent to any articles devised by the 
Emperor.

Another body was sent against Lodi, and the remainder 
was going to Cremona, whither Lautrec had fled from Como, with 800 horse 
and 1,200 foot. After one or two skirmishes with the town he had entered 
the castle by appointment, but it is thought he will be dislodged as soon as 
the army appears. The county of Ila.in Piemont, of the patri¬ 

mony of the house of Orleans, adjoining the duchy of Milan, has been 
reduced by the duke of Barri. Letters of the 1st iust. have come, the 
Swiss stating that the diet to bo held at Lucerne, at the request of the 
French, has been dissolved, on account of the successes at Milan and lack 
of money. Considering the good disposition of the Swiss, and the great 
profit they will get from Milan, the confederates never had a better oppor¬ 
tunity than now to alienate them entirely from the French. The Emperor 
has sent the bishop of Strasbourg to them with that intent, and another 
will be sent as resident. Suppose the Emperor has informed the King of 
their instructions. 

The sovereign of Flanders has taken leave of the Emperor, and will 
depart for England in two or three days.

I told you of the state of our affairs in my former letters, of the sur* 
render of Milan, and the flight of the French. Leaving the town by night 
with a small garrison, they hastened to Bergamo ; but not being admitted, 
halted for some time near Brescia, in great straits. On account of theii 
unfriendly reception by the Venetians, M. Antony Colonna went to Venice, 
in haste, to ask assistance ; and was answered that they might stay in 
Venetian territory, but not enter the towns. As their situation was unsafe, 
they retired to Cremona. This town, hearing of the surrender of Milan, 
had revolted from the French, and was held by ono Pallavicino, of the 
opposite party. On coming up to the town, the French were driven from 
the gates, and retired 30 miles from the city, but on the third day effected 
an entrance. In the meantime, cardinals De Medici and Sion consulted 
with the generals about Milan and the pursuit of the enemy. The day after 
they left Milan, the marquis of Pescara followed them to Como, and forced 
it to surrender. 200 men-at arms in the garrison were deprived of horses 
and arms, and allowed to retire to France. The other towns in the duchy 
have surrendered ; Genoa alone remains faithful to the French. Cremona 
was held by the troops in the citadel, and it is thought that the remains of 
the French army, about 300 men-at-arms and 4,000 infantry, will winter 
there. They will not be pursued, owing to the sudden death of the Pope. 

We are now attending to the funeral, and shall enter into conclave for 
the election of a new Pope on the 18th. No one knows what the event 
will be. There are many candidates, and there will be a large assembly 
of cardinals. Rome, 15 Dec. 1521. 

There was a suspicion that the Pope was poisoned; and some of his 
chamber were examined, but dismissed as innocent. Signed.

44 Copie of a letter to the duke of Albany.” 

Reminds him that he wrote on the 3rd, complaining of the reception 
of fugitives ; to which Dacre answered that the grievance might be re¬ 
dressed by sending a discreet person to the Borders. Met with the laird of 
Cesford by agreement, on Tuesday, at Riden Burn, and expressed his 
willingness to redress injuries done in the Middle Marches. Cesford said 
he had no 44 faultors there whereby ho might make reformation at that 
time,” but put in a bill of the burning of Ekfurth, belonging to the laird of 
Buccleughe, for which Dacre offered to deliver 44 sufficient faultors ” if 
Cesford would do the like in such cases. Cesford desired a delay till he 
could speak with Albany, and arranged to meet Dacre at Carham Church 
on Monday next, the 17th*, promising that a person should come from the 
council of Scotland to see in whom the default was ; and proclamations 
were issued on both sides to keep the peace on pain of death. Yesterday, 
however, divers Tividale men met at Hoselawelough, to the number of 400, 
including Lanse Carr, Jame Chesam, Jok Chesam, Wille Tait, Watte Yong, 
Dand Yong, Die Wright, Dand Wright, Wille Davison of Hoselaw, Jok 
Yong of Sessforth, with 100 of the East Tividale men, 44 museld ” so that 
they could not be known, and sent forth 44 skurers ” to the 44 suberbils ” of 
the castle of “ Wark-upon-Twede;” namely, John Davidson of Fowmerden, 
Watt Yong of Lympetlaw, and others; carried off cattle, struck down John 
Ewerd, a bailiff of the said 44 suberbils,” and took away his horse. Dacre’s 
servants in Wark Castle pursued them, and rescued all the cattle, except 
the bailiff’s horse, assembled 200 cattle, and took only six 44 kye,” not worth 
the value of the horse. At 11 or 12 at night all the host came with open 
standard, and burned the King’s town of Lermouth, half a mile from Wark, 
with corn and insight, to the number of 30 plough tilthes, driving away 400 
hea4 of 44 kye ” and oxen, 2,000 sheep, 4,000 44 gate,” 30 geldings, and 20 
prisoners, and burnt 44 ane honest woman.” Dacre’s servants would not leave 
the castle, 44 for fear of betreasing behind them,” because 44 a skrymmage 
was upon the night before but the country assembled to the number of 
1,000 for a similar exploit. Dacre, then in Norham Castle, sent his 
brother Philip, charging them in the King’s name to depart till he had 
answer from the warden on Monday. The blame of this rupture will lie 
with Scotland if it be not redressed ; but if it be, he will within any town 
of Scotland deliver for every bill a faultor. Lord Maxwell would never 
proclaim the peace in the West Marches, and the country was destroyed 
till the King laid a garrison for the defence of his subjects, which does no 
ill, but makes sufficient reprisals to recompense those who have been 

P lundered, returning the residue to the Scots. Sevenscore watchmen are 
ept at the King’s charges, and no justice can be had. There is no warden 
of the East Marches, except the Homes, whom Albany calls rebels, and who

It will be seen by the Duke’s letter that he aspires to the Crown by using 
the words “ our warden,” and accusing the bishop of Dunkeld and the 
earl of Angus of treason “ to our parliament.”

On the 16th, after dinner at Richmond, where were the King and the 
Cardinal, was shown by the latter letters from the French king, announcing 
the death of the Pope,—that cardinal Medici was at Rome,—the imperial 
and papal armies disbanded,—and French affairs in Italy returning to their 
former train. Henry is much alarmed. He thinks the Emperor ought to 
provide for the security of Naples, and in bringing forward a candidate 
for the Papacy, regard should be had to the interests of both your majesties. 
To secure this, the Emperor must keep his army in Italy in complete 
efficiency. It is the King’s earnest desire that Wolsey should have the 
Papacy, and he is anxious beyond what I can express that your majesty 
should concur in this, and has resolved to send letters to the Cardinals at 
Rome for that purpose. But as he wishes to act in concert with Charles, 
the envoy will be first sent to the latter to take his instructions. As this 
negociation demands great caution, in case there is no probability of 
Wolsey being elected, it is desirable the choice should fall on cardinal De 
Medici. To secure his good offices, De Medici must not know that you are 
acting otherwise than in his favor, except that, in the event of his having 
no chance to obtain the Papacy, then every effort should be openly made 
in behalf of Wolsey. With this purpose, Henry has written two letters to 
the Cardinals; one in favor of Wolsey, the other in favor of De Medici. 
Wishes Charles to do the same. The English %pibassador at Rome is to act 
in concert with don Juan Manuel, the imperial ambassador. Richard Pace 
has been selected for this negociation, whom Henry sends “ as if he had 
sent his very heart,” to use his own expression ; showing how much he is 
interested in the election. 

As to Wolsey himself, he has solemnly protested to the King, in the 
writer’s presence, that nothing would induce him to accept this dignity 
unless the Emperor and the King deemed it conducive to their interests. 
For no other purpose could he desire the Papacy, except to exalt your 
majesties. All this was fully responded to by the King, who added that 
both your majesties might so dispose of the Cardinal’s authority as if the 
Holy See were your own possession ; and he implored your majesty to lend 
a helping hand. 

The writer believes that the Cardinal is not very sanguine of success, 
though he is very far from despairing;—that Wolsey will not foil to dis¬ 
cover in the management of it the real disposition of Charles towards his 
pretensions, and how much trust is to be placed in his promises made last 
year by the sieur De la Roche and the writer, which he then refused, but 
of which he now reminds them. Urges the Emperor to make show of zeal 
and lively interest in countenancing Wolsey’s pretensions. 

The Cardinal seizes every occasion of confirming Henry’s affection 
towards your majesty, and exasperating him against the French, saying 
they deal in professions and lies. Just now several French ships have been 
detained on a frivolous pretext of some violence being committed in 
Albany’s passage into Scotland. Such measures must be taken that in 
Pace’s dispatch he may be able to speak highly of the Emperor’s good will 
and exertions.

cannot arrive in time for the election, which, you may be sure, Don John 
Manuel and master Dean (Clerk) will not delay, but hasten. It is expected 
that Sienna, a nephew of Pius H., Jacobac[ius], Campegius or De Gressys, 
will be elected. This morning visited don Fernando, who expressed him¬ 
self devoted to the King’s service. He is a very gentle and amiable prince.

B. M. Court on the 10th, to the same effect as Wolsey’s former letter dated from 
Calais, that Angus and his adherents, in their virtuous desire to protect 
their sovereign from danger, should be supported against Albany that 
a safeconduct had been sent to Dunkeld ;—that the truce is not to be pro¬ 
rogued. He will so commune with the Earl and the Homes as to put them 
in further comfort.

Albany, hearing of this bapding, “ is marvellous afeard of himself,”—has 
made Arran his lieutenant general, who receives for his pay 100/.

Now the Pope is dead, the truco should not be spoken of; if mentioned, 
he must put it off, to write for advice. His orders about the entertainment 
of the Swiss must be carried out. Is glad his letters about M. Richard 
[Pace] have been so agreeable to the King, and that Sir Robert Wingfield is 
coming as ambassador. Would have desired his brother to stay, but Sir 
Robert conducted himself so well with the late Emperor, that he would 
wish for no other substitute.

Is 
doing all he can to prepare for his voyage, and is waiting for the Spanish 
fleet, which should arrive with the first wind, from which he will choosp 
the best ships for himself, his retinue and the 3,000 Almains, until the 
arrival of the 20 ships, with the Spanish infantry, which he has ordered 
to be at Falmouth at the end of March. Has sent four copies of that 
despatch, for fear of the enemy’s fleet. Will hasten the Spanish ships, that 
they may not be hindered from joining the English. As he will see by 
the instructions to De Castro, his voyage to Spain depends on his finding 
money, without which he must change his purpose. For now the Pope is 
dead, the whole expense of the army in Italy falls on him, besides the 
entertainment of the Swiss at the coming diet on Twelfth Day, to which 
he hopes Henry will not fail to contribute. Expects to be successful with 
them, now the duke of Milan is restored, and the French are in such 
need of succor.

Thanks him for what ho has done about the county of Burgundy, and he 
should thank the King for the good resolution he has taken. The payment 
of the 3,000 foot must be solicited without delay, as it was promised for 
the 1st of Nov. He knows the great expense Charles has had to bear, 
and now, if he wants to disband any troops, he will have to pay them, 
which will fcost a great sum. Will take Henry’s advice about Spain; but 
it would turn all Italy and the Swiss against him, if it were thought he 
meant to keep the duchy of Milan himself. An army sufficient to keep it 
would cost more than the revenue, and thus the French, with the Swiss, 
Venetians and duke of Ferrara, would easily recover it. Will restore it 
to the Duke, and keep him under his protection, sending him troops, and 
making him contribute to the entertainment of the Swiss, and for troops 
necessary to defend himself. Will thus be free from envy, be sure of the 
Swiss and make them defend the duchy against France, and satisfy the 
subjects, whose contributions will be employed in the protection of the 
duchy. He will then be as sure of the /luchy as if it was in his own hands, 
and also of the rest of Italy and Naples, and will get the Venetians to 
join him, as they will lose French aid , and will find the Swiss inclined tb 
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defend Milan. As to the aid of the empire, has no doubt it will be ready 
in time to recover Dauphin^, Arles and other places belonging to the 
empire, occupied by France. Has seen his letters to the bishop of Palence 
about recompensing the Legate for what he will lose in France. Means 
him to lose nothing, and if ho will send a draft of the obligation, as he 
wishes to have it, Charles will execute it accordingly. Wishes to give him 
greater advancement than this, and will give orders for the payment of 
what is duo to him of the pension of 1,000 angelots. Does not know 
whether he will be content to give up the pensions on the bishoprics of 
Palence and Elna, in the manner the latter writes. There will be no 
difficulty if he only desires what he will lose in France. Commends him 
for sending the news of Milan and Tournay to Spain. Has himself sent 
despatches on the subject. He must send some Englishman to .Bayonne 
and Bordeaux to bring news of the French preparations. As to what the 
Cardinal says about Albany, they will be cured of trusting to French 
promises. Does not think any Pope would have given the Duke the 
dispensation he would require, especially as he has children by his present 
wife, “ la fille de Boulogne.” He would be more Hkely to do it without 
dispensation, trusting to get absolution afterwards. His conduct to the 
Hungarian ambassador was quite right. He must find out what sort of 
league the Legate will make with the kings of Hungary and Poland. If 
their assistance is obtained against France, they must in turn be aided 
against the Infidels. Will send the falcons for the Queen. Gand, 20 Dec. 
1521.

must, bo favorable. It was arranged that Prospcro should remain in Milan 
with a portion of his own company and 2,000 Swiss, who have undertaken 
to defend the eity against the castle, the city promising to pay their wnges. 
The rest of the Swiss were divided in Pavia, Placentia, Parmn, Modena, 
Reggio and Bologna. That done, the two Cardinals went by posts to Rome: 
the Marquises to Lodi, with most of the lanccknights aud Spaniards. 
Lautree, by the last news, was not in Cremona, but at a place of the Vene¬ 
tians called Lona, between Brescia and Pescara. There were in Cremona 
100 spears and 1,500 foot. The French horse were almost all lost and 
destitute of clothes and money. Tho lanccknights took prisoner the lord 
de Lescu, fleeing ; nnd, meaning to cheat their captains, attempted to bring 
him by Valtellinn to Trent, that they might have his ransom themselves; 
but at a passage within the Grisons he was taken out of their hands. 

The Emperor has news of the 14th, from Spain, of the distress of certain 
French ships going with munitions to Fontarabia. Toledo and Valencia 
were reduced to subjection. The army of the Constable nnd lords of Cas¬ 
tile was daily increasing, and determined to recover Fontarabia, where the 
French had 2,000 Almnins and as many Gascons. The Admiral had with¬ 
drawn to Bayonne. Letters from the Swiss, of the 14th, say the cantons 
were divided as to keeping the diet at the request of the Emperor aud duke 
of Milan. Tho French desired 10,000 men to aid in recovering Milan, and 
offered them ready money on the 28th. Ghent, 23 Dec. Signed.

1891. Charles V. to the Bishop of Badajoz. 

Has received his letters of the 19th, but had previously despatched 
his own, by which he will have seen that he has acted in tho business 
for which Pace is sent, so that the King and Cardinal will have cause to 
be contented. Has followed the Bishop’s advice in everything. Sends 
letters in his own hand for the King and Legate, and a copy of the news 
from Italy, to show them that the French reports of the disbanding of his 
army and the recovery of Milan are not true. His army will be used not 
only to preservo what has been acquired, and to finish the enterprises of 
Cremona and Genoa, but to assist in the object for which Pace came. Is 
enlisting 6,000 Almain foot to accompany the duke of Milan, lest it may be 
thought that the Pope’s death has taken away his courage, and that the 
French may sec he is not so poor as they think. Has told the Venetian 
ambassador to write for a free passage for the troops through their territory, 
and to dissuade them from taking up arms against him again. 

The preservation of his affairs depends on the provision of money, and on 
the entertainment of the Swiss. It is necessnry to make all haste about the 
loan of 200,000 ducats; and Henry must send some one to Switzerland, 
before the expiration of the diet, to act in conjunction with Charles’s am¬ 
bassadors. Does not see why he should object to its being discovered, now 
that the French have sent Albany to Scotland. If he were asked why he 
sent to Switzerland, he might answer that it was for the same purpose for 
which Albany went to Scotland. The matter is of great importance, nnd 
the French are doing all they can to gain the Swiss; and if they wait till 
Pace’s return from Rome, the delay will be too great. Tho practices of the 
Venetians must be anticipated before they rejoin France. If Pace cannot 
be started at once, the Swiss must be kept in hopes till his return. Was 
absent from Oudennrde when the news of the death of the Pope arrived, 
and the lady Margaret’s messenger was sent off. Wrote to the Cardinal 
to the effect lie desired, before he knew his intention. He must do all he 
can to obtain payment of the 3,000 foot.

1892. The Bishop of Badajoz to Charles V. 

Answers his letters of the 16tli only, in which was enclosed a letter 
for Wolsey. Informed him of the Pope’s death, of Charles’s wish for his 
exaltation, nnd of his offer to exert his influence in his behalf at tho 
election, if Wolsey desired it; to all which he listened attentively, and was 
ns thankful as if he had already been elected Pope by means of the Emperor; 
for as Charles remembered his promises at Bruges, he had great hopes of 
the dignity. He then repeated Pace’s instructions, which Badajoz reported 
in his last; adding, what the Bishop thought very strange, that your majesty 
should move the imperial troops now in Italy to Rome; and if tho Cardinals 
could not be induced by good offers to elect him, they should be prevented 
by force from electing an adherent of the French party, to the destruction 
of Naples and Sicily, and consequently of all Christendom. All these evils 
will be averted if he is elected; for his main care would be to place the 
imperial crown on Charles’s head, exalt his own King, and make an 
expedition, first against the French, then against the Infidels, in which he 
would personally accompany the two Princes. The rest of his ideas about 
the election are to be communicated to the Emperor by Pace. He showed 
the Bishop the commissions and powers given to Pace and the ambassador 
at Rome, who, to obtain the election, were to promise in the King’s name 
anything they chose. They are in duplicate; one set if thero is any chance 
of electing Wolsey; the other, in general terms, for whom the ambassadors 
shall see fit. He said the election should not be lost for want of 100,000 
ducats, and that Francis reckoned he had twenty-two cardinals in his favor, 
from which the Bishop perceives that he offered Wolsey their votes and his 
influence. Showed him the French king had no power there; of which 
Wolsey himself is thoroughly aware, as the French have been defeated in 
Italy, and therefore all his hope is in Charles. Showed him the copy of 
the instructions sent to the Swiss, with the addition made after the Pope’s 
death, and told him the Emperor had sent the seneschal of Burgundy to 
them, and what provision was made at Rome, and what his ambassador 
was to ask from the new Pope and the College for their entertainment. 
With all this he was pleased, and gave answer as the Bishop wrote in his last 
letter. Whenever asked about the Swiss, he refers to Pace’s instructions, 
saying the Emperor ought to be pleased with them. Hopes Pace speaks 
more expressly and openly than the Cardinal, for he does not say he will 
send money, which is particularly necessary. Will not leave off pressing 
him. 

Will do what he can for the collectorship in favor of Felice Trufino, 
secretary to cardinal De Medici, if the Nuncio asks him, which he has 
not yet done. Has not been able to communicate Charles’s letters of the 
21st to the Cardinal, owing to the solemn festivals, during which he has 
asked the Bishop not to trouble him with any business. He is at Hamp¬ 
ton Court, and will not come to London till Monday or Tuesday. Has 
just heard that De Castres has crossed the sea. The English ship which 
Charles asked to be provided, at his expense, to carry his letters to Spain, is 
being diligently got ready, and will be able to cross with the first wind. 
Could send them by a large armed Spanish ship, which is waiting for the 
weather. Thinks it will be equally safe, but will not exceed his commis¬ 
sion. Three days ago the Scotch ambassador, a bishop, arrived, but he 
has not yet had an audience. Was told that the King had heard through 
France that cardinals De Medici and Sion arrived at. Rome on the 13 th, 
and commenced their practices for the election; that the Cardinals would 
enter into conclave on the 20th, and that cardinal Flisco, of Genoa, would 
probably be chosen. London, 24 Dec. 1521.

“ Pleaseth your grace to understand that .... day of this month 
of December I received your grace’s most honorable letters of the fy[ve 
and] twenty day of November. And first, whereas by the continue of them 
I do perceive that my poor service, far under my duty, employed here in 
the King’s highness’ causes, hath been very acceptable and thankful unto 
his highness, there to my great laud, though unworthy, and also here to my 
great comfort: my most especial and singular good Lord, as [I] have done 
in times past, so must I eftsoons give thanks unto your grace, and confess 
my bondage and servitude unto [the] same, not only because your grace 
.... hath made and created me to that I am, but also because your honor¬ 
able reports keepeth me still in some estimation, and specially in the King’s 
highness’ favor, which I esteem more than any worldly riches. Besides, the 
only thing which I have to recompense your grace’s infinite goodness is my 
faithful and diligent service in the King’s highness’ causes and yours, with 
my daily prayer for both your prosperities ; wherein I shall not fail till life 
forsake me. Ascertaining your grace that the bull of the King’s highness’ 
new title is already sped in right good manner, as it may appear unto your 
grace by a copy which lately I sent unto your grace; and so is likewise, as 
they show me, the bull of confirmation and approbation of his grace’s book, 
which be safe in the cardinal De Medicis’ hands, with wh[ich on the] last 
day I* desired him that the said bulls might be safely kept; and that, per- 
case he [were] Pope himself, he would send them, so that there should need 
no new suit to be made for them to the new Pope, seeing that they were 
already so far past. And he said that he would not fail to send them, and 
that they had been sent or this time, had not tarrying a-been for divers verses 
and words which the Pope’s holiness did cause to be made by excellent 
clerks here in laud and praise of the King’s highness and of his said [book], 
supposing that if they were sent all together the thinke should be more 
great and acceptable] unto the King’s highness. I showed [at] the same 
time unto the said card. De Medicis, how that your grace had engrossed and 
perfectly finished such treaties as were concluded between yo[u] and the 
Emperor at your last being with the said [Emperor], and how that thereon 
you had not forgotten your duty towards the Pope’s holiness in furthering 
and advancing his affairs in that ye might. And therewith I lamented 
the Pope’s death, saying that the King’s highness, who chiefly had entered 
this new league for his Holiness’ sake, and upon great ope of the help

and assistance of his Holiness, was now in evil case, except God should 
provide us of a new Pope of like mind and affection ; wherefore 1 exhorted 
him to look substantially thereunto. 

“ I cannot express unto your grace in what sorrow and dolor .... he 
was in at that time; and, as I understood afterwards, the causo thereof was 
this. In [Florence] be two factions; the one De Medicis, and the other 
De Soderinis. This faction, De Soderinis, ruled in Florence all Alexander’s 
days, and all Julius’s days; and all that time the family De Medicis was 
banished Florence, saving in ultimo anno Julii. Pope July restored them ; 
so that the Pope that is dead, being their Cardinal, entered ; and after 
the Pope ruled the city by his brethren, till now, as your grace hath seen, 
the heads of them, De Soderinis, be t[wo] brethren,—a layman which ruled 
Florence peaceably twenty years, and a cardinal called cardinal of Volterra. 
Th[is] man came hither to Rome with suffrance, and lived here and kept 
but a mean estate all the last Pope’s days. The Cardinal, ad declinandam 
invidiam abiit in voluntarium exilium, and was under protection in a place 
of the Colonise, within sixty miles of Rome. This Cardinal [is] a stout man 
and a wise, and a* well spoken, and a man of good authority and repu¬ 
tation here in this court; and now at his coming, perceiving a gfreat] 
number of those Cardinals sore bent to make the cardinal De Medicis Pope, 
first did severally solicit each of them to the contrary, declaring against the 
said cardinal De Medicis, that, if he should be Pope, that should ma[r] their 
reckoning to have no new Pope, for he had been Pope now a long season, 
and how that they have had good experience what manner a man he is, 
with many evil words of the Cardinal’s bastardy, tyranny, and how that he 
had already undone the Church; as a man disposed [to speak] evil ( ut 
nunc sunt mores ) can lack no matter, and .... contented to show these 
things in the worst manner privately and severally unto them. 

“ One day, openly in the congregation amongst them all, he made an 
exclamation and a long process of the selfsame matter, in such manner 
that he turned many of their minds. For the which cause, as I under¬ 
stand, after the said cardinal De Medicis, the which at his coming to 
Rome was in good hope for t[hei]r election to be made in his own per¬ 
son, seeing [so] great difficulty arise, was then in a great perplexity, 
and had unto me very few words, saving that he said that as for himself 
[he thought] himself too far unworthy for the room, and that it was every 
good man’s part to endeavour himself to have a good man, and how th[at 
if they had] a good man there could nothing go amiss; finally it was a 
thing that depended of Almighty God, and as God should dispose so would 
he be contented. I showed him that I was sure your grace would be con¬ 
tented to suffer largely, both in your goods and also in your body, to see 
him in the room, and that he might boldly to that intent promise all that 
your grace was hable to make. He said that your grace was more meet for 
the room than any man, and wished that the Holy Ghost would inspire 
his brethren the Cardinals to lean that ways. Other particularity I could 
not get of him. Notwithstanding, because princes’ orators here in the 
court be now somewhat busy as meet ministers in all these practices 
sede vacante , I offered myself at all seasons to go and to ride, to do and 
to sp[eak] in the King’s behalf and yours, and otherwise] that by him 
should be thought expedient, and showed him that I had been with divers 
of the [Carjdinals already, and that I had found divers of them very 
well disposed towards him, naming unto him, amongst other, the cardinal 
Columns and Campegius. Whereupon he demanded of me when I spake 
with the cardinal of Columns; and I showed him that (as indeed I had) two 
days past. He said unto me that he had found great alteration in the said 
cardinal Columna, and desired me to repair unto him again, and to put him 
again in remembrance of his promise made unto me, and to show him 
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plainly tlmt 1 had heard that he had changed his mind. And thus at that 
time I departed from the said cardinal De Medicis; saving that I showed 
[him that] the King’s highness, to the intent your [grace] should the 
more honorably entertain [your estate], had given unto you the abbey of 
St. Alban’s in commendam. He said unto me that the Pope’s orator 
there had written for the expedition of that matter ; and if the Pope had 
lived, it should have been sped out of hand, and without delay, and that 
whosoever should be Pope he would help to the expedition thereof with all 
the favor ho may make. 

“ The next day after, I went to the cardinal Columns, and showed unto 
him that whereas lately concerning this election 1 had made intercession, and 
recommended unto him divers persons whom I thought not on[ly] such as the 
King's highness ray master should have a great mind unto, but also most 
m[eet] for to occupy this room, and had named unto [him], amongst them, 
the cardinal De Medicis, a man unto whom he himself at that time did 
conf [ess] to be as much bound unto as to any man ; and whereas he, not 
only regarding the [merits of the] said Cardinal, but also the intercession 
made unto him for the said Cardinal by m[e in] the King my master’s name, 
promised to do and effectually labor him with all his possible power : I now, 
being credibly informed that he should, contrary to his said promise, labor 
for some other, and specially against the said cardinal De Medicis, was now 
come unto him to put him in remembrance of his said promise, and to desire 
him to accomplish in deed that which he had in word promised, assuring 
him that if he so did he should have such offers as no man else in the 
College was able to make him. I desired him also [to] remember that he 
and his family had eve[r been] imperial, and if that the cardinal De Medicis 

went witho.Rome might fortune to fall in the han[ds of the] 

contrary faction ; and that should be [the destruction of him and of his 
family also. 

“ The said cardinal Columna answered me again that as touching [to] be 
imperial, or of any other faction, he assured me that the cardinal De Medicis 
was naturally, as all Florentines, for the French part; and that for this 
breach that was now between France and them they were forced there¬ 
unto to do against the heer (hair), and that through their own default, 
because they could not temporege ne handle ne deal with the French men 
accordingly. He showed me, moreover, that the cardinal De Medicis, before 
that Milan was taken, at the passage of the flood of Ada, made large offers 
to have reconciled himself again with France, and since his coming home to 
Rome hath been with the ambassador of France here in R[ome], and hath 
made his excuse, and said plainly that [if] he were Pope ne would become 
Pope (French ?) again. Howbeit, ana it like your grace, I cannot tell 
whether he said truth or not; b[ut] God forbid that everything should be 
of truth that one of the Cardinals saith now n . . . . 

“ Furthermore the said Cardinal said unto me that it was not only his 
voice that could make the cardinal De Medicis Pope ; and that, according 
unto his promise, as long as he saw any likelihood for the said cardinal De 
Medicis, so long he did for him all that he could ; but where he saw such 
resistance that the thing was almost impossible, then he advised the said 
Cardinal to think upon some other able and indifferent person in whom 
he [mi]ght have some confidence, and that he would be g[lad to] do 
the best he could. He showed me th[at] the cardinal De Medicis had 
proponed unto him, first, the car[dinal] of Cartona, who was lately but a 
mean .... unto the cardinal De Medicis, and an ignorant person; [next 
to] him, the cardinal Sanctorum Quatuor, [and next to] him cardinal 
JEgidius, which is a friar ; and besides other exceptions, which should be 
very long, and besides that not very honest to write unto your grace, 
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Clerk *m cipher, he said that they were such persons as the cardinal De Medicis might 

- rule at his pleasure, and finally that men were as lotfh] to have any man 

whom the said cardinal De Medicis might rule as to have the said Cardinal 
himself. 


“ Whereunto I said to the said Cardinal, ‘ Sir, I do perceive that you be 
thus right well minded towards the cardinal De Medicis, that at the 
least wise you would be contented to do for any friend o[f] his, so that 
the person had qualities thereafter. May I be so bold as to axe of you 
what friend of the cardinal De Medicis being qualified is there in th[is] 
College, upon whom ye may find in your h[eart] to bestow your favor ? * 
He answered me [that] there were divers aged men, and each of them 

were very meet for the room, and how c.endeavour himself so 

that he might come to this feast and marriage once again ; and that if they 
should elect a young man he might survive them all. 

Description “ This card, of Columna is a stout man and a bold, and speaketh roundly, 
ofColonna. not greatly hiding that that lieth in his stomach; insomuch, that men 

report of him that he hath much more of the lion than of the fox. 
I answered him again, that, as touching supcrviving, it was in the hand of 
God, and how that example thereof might be taken of the Pope that now 
last died, who for age might have lived, if it ha[d been] God’s pleasure, 
many years. ‘ And besides that,’ said I, * at my last being with you, ye 
showed me in a manner without any ray mot[ion (as in]deed ye did), that 
if ye saw any dy[fficulty] for the card. De Medicis, ye were utterly deter¬ 
mined with all your possible power to do for the cardinal Campegius.’ 
Whereunto he said, ‘ Why do not you h[ave] him ? Why do not you cause 
the card. De Medicis to name him, and to set on him as his confidant ? If we 
for our part should name him, I know well the card. De Medicis would have 
him suspected, and utterly refuse him. If ye can find the means that the 
card. De Medicis do first name him ns his trusty friend, I promise you I 
shall follow the same with all that I can, and put no doubt but the thing 
shall come to pass,’ having, I assure your grace, very good words of the 
card. Campegius- I said t[hat] I knew not but that the card. De Medicis 
had great confidence in the card. Campegius, and that [I would] do herein 
as the said card. Campegius s[hould] advise me. And with this resolution, 
which [he] thought very good, I departed, and went immediately to the 
card. Campegius, nnd showed him of such communication as I had had 
w[ith the] card. Columna ; and he willed me to go to the card. De Medicis 
and to show the same, saving he willed me in no wise to speak of him, 


except that great occasion were given by anything that should be spoken 
of him by the card. De Medicis.

Notwithstanding, he said his trust was 
in God that everything should not be as the sa[id] card. Columna would 
have it. And at the coming in of other cardinals to Bpeak with him, he 
thanked me for my labors, and so I departed, not otherwise moving any- 
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remove the

thing fo[r the card.] Campegius, because he had so precisely desired 
me to the contrary. 

“ I wrote unto your grace by the last, that they should enter the conclave 
the 18th day of this month of December. It may like your grace now to 
understand that, it shall be St. Stephen’s Day or they enter the conclave. 
The cause of the delay is the taking prisoner of a cardinal in Lombardy 
coming in the posts out of Savoy to the election, called the card, of Ivuria ; 
whose taking was sore laid to the card, de Medicis’ charge, as though he 
had been taken at his commandment. The matter was here disputed a day, 
non sine contentione. Finally, they determined th[at the] College should 
write that he should be dismissed and set at liberty, and that after his 
dismission they should tarry for him as many days as he might come from 
thence hither. 

“ I assure your grace, here is a marvellous division, and we were never 
likelier to have a schism. The card. De Medicis holdeth still his hold, and 
hath with him a 15 assured voices ; so that without him, he is assured, 
there can be no election, for there must two parties of the three agree, 
and there shall be 40 or 39 in the whole. He hath many against him, 
but they be divided ; and there is an eight or nine of them, and each of 
them will be Pope. If Medicis keep his hold, as men think he will, he 
is very likely to make some friend of his. There is no token as yet 
of any in[ten]tion that he hath toward the card. Campegius, and there 
is no man dare move him th[ereto], for fear lest the motion should hurt. 
[It] must come of his own suing. There is no [doubt he] shall be fain to 
fall unto him or some other at the last; for it is almost impossible that he 
should obtain it for himself. 

“ The card. De Medicis hath a lodging within the Pope’s palace, and so 
hath divers other cardinals ; and because that the last Pope’s guard, to the 
number of 500 Swiss, have the custody thereof, because also it is to be 
supposed that the said guard will favor the said card. De Medicis for 
the Pope their last master’s sake, therefore it was proposed in congre¬ 
gation the last day, by the card. Columns and other of his faction, that 
the said guard should be removed from t[he city], or else that the con¬ 
clave should be made in some other place, alleging that locus ille . . 

. . . tutum unto them that should take a.to the card. De 

Medicis’ mind. Wherein there [was some diversity awhile; howbeit, at 
the last, because the Swiss would not be removed, because also it was 
thought strange to change the place accustomed for the conclave, namely, 
finding none other place so meet therefor, it was determined that the con¬ 
clave should be kept in the palace in loco solito , and to the Swiss for the 
guard of the said conclave should be joined 1,000 footmen more. 

“ Here in this court is now summa licentia in saying evil, in jesting 
and railing, in setting up slanderous verses [and] rhymes, and that in all 
languages, specially against the Pope that dead is, and his nation, and 
such as hath dependentiam of them ; and there is no cardinal [in] this 
court that hath any notable spot but [he might] as good have it written in 
his forehead. Hac [es/] Romana libertas. I will not write the spe¬ 
cialties], for I know well your grace would abhor th[e reading as much 
as] should I the writing. 

“ The duke of Lotreke* hath sent on ... . who, in the French king’s 
name, hath showed unto the College of Cardinals how that hitherto his 
master hath had war.with Pope Leo, and not with the See Apostolic; 
wherefore he desireth them to withdraw their army out of his master’s lands, 
that is to say, the duchy of Milan. His answer was that they knew not

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that the army of the Church was in any part of the French king’s ground. 
As for the revoking of the army out of the duchy of Milan, they said that 
shortly they should go to election, and that in mean season they would

divided from the other half with dyke and wall, hath lien open, [and could 
not] well be defended. Upon St. Stephen’s [day they] shall enter the 
conclave.”

Account of the proceedings at Rome on the election of the Pope on 
the death of Leo X., and the efforts made by Pace and Clerk to secure the 
election for Wolsey.

1897- Gawin Bp. of Dunkeld to Wolsey. 

Has come to England from the Earl of Angus and other Scotch 
lords, to speak to the King about the safety of his nephew. Is unknown to 
the King, or he would have written. Asks Wolsey to favor him, and tell 
him at what time and place he can see him. Would have come direct to 
him, but for the approach of Christmas, and that he is somewhat “ accrasyt ” 
by the way. Waltham Cross, Christmas Eve. 

Hoi., p. 1. Add. : To my lord Cardinal’s grace. Endd. 

2. “ Instructions and commission for my lord of Dunkeld to be 
schawen unto the kinges grace of England on the behalf of my lord of 
Angus his kyn and frendes, my lord Home, lord Somervell, thar kyn and 
frendes, for the wele and suyrtie of our soverain lord, and to appoynt with 
his highnes upon thir articles following, or any others being not here 
expressed, as is thought expedient be the Kinges grace his counsaill and the 
said busshop, for the securite forsaid.” 

(1.) The duke of Albany has come to Scotland, and is an object of sus¬ 
picion, making pretensions to the crown, and having the rule of the King. 
If they may have help they will die for the surety of their sovereign. (2.) 
There is no security for him while Albany is governor and within the realm. 
(3.) If he is to remain in Scotland, and Albany governor, the three lords 
appointed by Parliament to keep the King will have the appointment of 
all his servants, and not those who have him now in keeping. (4.) The 
Queen is much inclined to the Duke’s pleasure. They are always together, 
“ owthre forrowe none (forenoon), or aftre,” and it is supposed he intends 
a divorce between Angus and the Queen ; “ and what counsel the said 
Queen had given her by the bishop of Glasgue, the abbot of Halyrude- 
house, and master John Cantlie, whilkis now the said Duke at his coming 
into Scotland has given to her thir promotions, the archbishopric of St An¬ 
drew’s to Glasgow, the bishopric of Glasgow to the abbot of Halyrudehouse, 
and the abbey of Kilwynnyng to Cantlie, and other twa benefices.” Grissel, 
his servant, has remained with the Queen three-quarters of a year to complete 
his purpose. “And a great part of this counsel Father Frere Henry 
Chad worth, whilke the King’s grace of England sent to the Queen, knows 
in every behalf.” (5.) On Albany’s first coming he visited the Queen at

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Striveling, and went in her company toLithgow, and so to Edinburgh. On 
the second day after their arrival the Duke received the keys of the castle, 
whero the King was, from the captain, and delivered them to the Queen, 
who gave them back to him. (6.) If neither the King nor the duke of 
Albany can be removed from Scotland, the three lords should have the 
appointment of all officers about him, the keepers being discharged, and 
Albany not allowed to come within 30 miles of the King ; otherwise he 
stnnds in great danger. (7.) Labor should be made to the Pope for his 
security. (8.) Angus, Home, and Somervell have sworn before Gawin 
bp. of Dunkeld and Thomas lord Dacre not to treat with Albany without 
the advice of England, being assured on the King’s part that he will 
make no pence with him until the said lords enjoy their rights. (9.) If 
their sovereign be “ putt down or de,” in which cose Albany will claim the 
crown, they desire to know what “ suppley the Kinges grace will do them.”

223 of the same 
volume, signed by Angds, Home, and Somervell, and endorsed by Tuke. 

t. 205. ii. “ The opinion of me, Thomas lord Dacre, undre the correction of the 
Kinges highnes and your grace, to thes articles afore written.” (1.) They 
cannot withstand the Duke without help. The common rumor is that the 
King will be destroyed, and the Duke aspire to the crown. (2.) Refers 
the answer to Wolsey. (3.) Knows tho allegation to be true. The 4th is 
true also :—the Queen has attempted to make Angus consent to a divorce, 
offering him the forest of Ettrick, worth 1,200 marks Scotch by year. 
Hearing this, Dacre persuaded him to the contrary, and made him swear that 
he would not consent. (5.) It is true that there is “ marvellous great 
intelligence ” between Margaret and the Duke, both by day and night, and 
they care not who knows it. They are overtender, as the bp. of Dunkeld 
can testify. (6.) Thinks Henry should agree to the proposals. All that 
they do is for their own purposes, and if the Duke mean truly he will agree 
to it. (7.) He agrees, as the Pope ought to defend all minors. There are 
good grounds for this, on the information of the Lords and the Bishop, who 
will go in person to Rome. Albany is in such favor with the Pope that he 
disposes of all abbeys in Scotland;—has just given the lord Flemyng*s 
son the abbey of Holyrudehouse ;—has received for benefices sold by him 
40,000 marks Scots= 10,000 marks sterling. (8.) Approves, since they 
might have their peace, if they would consent for the earl of Angus “ to 
depart with the Queen, ” and the lord Homo might have all his wife’s land. 
(9.) Requires no answer from Dacre. 

The effect of the above articles is for assistance from England, without 
which the Duke will nspire to the kingdom, and a Frenchman be King 
adjoining the marches, which will prove so chargeable, the King had better 
forego them. Proposes, therefore, that these lords be thanked, and the 
wardens commanded to assist them, and 1,000/. bestowed upon the latter 
for making “ grete rodes.” Disapproves of garrisons, as looking too much 
like war. Will post his brother and his son on the West Marches, himself 
in the Middle Marches. Some defence must be had for the castle of Wark 
in the East Marches and the county of Elandale. Proposes the contingent 
for Berwick. Will manage that these lords of Scotland shall help him 
against Scotchmen. 

£ 207. hi. “ Copy of a minute indented between the wardens of England and 
Scotland (Dacre and Cesford), for reformation of attemptatis again the 14th 
day of January,” made at Ridam Burn, 18 Dec. 1521, before Master Richard

The king of Poland has urged him to plead the cause of his 
Danubiau subjects (“ Dannensium ?”) with the French king, whose goods 
have been taken by a French fleet. Is in sotne doubt what course to 
pursue. Is afraid of losing time in France, when he should be preparing 
for the relief of Hungary. Dovor, St. Stephen’s Day, 1521. 

P.S.—Has heard from the imperial ambassador, who* is just landed, that 
Francis is not in Paris. Begs Wolsey to transmit his letters' as speedily as 
possible, especially those to the lady Margaret and prince Ferdinand.

1901 Sir Richard Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote on the 23rd. This morning Mr. Secretary departed between 
five and six, as you will learn by his letters. Yesterday the Chancellor told 
us that the duke of Milan was at Trent, waiting till he could pass with 
security. He may enter his duchy in two ways, either by the Venetian 
territory or by the Grisons, who had refused him a safeconduct. The 
Emperor, considering the importance of his going, had provided in Almain. 
for a retinue of 6,000 lanceknights, with experienced captains to lead him 
through the Venetians. Yesterday the ambassador of Venice was called 
to the Emperor’s presence, when the Chancellor told him how strange they 
found the proceedings of the Venetians in receiving Lautrec at Lona, 
and favoring the French, aud that the Emperor expected them henceforth 
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to declare themselves on one side or the other. The ambassador made the 
usual excuse, when the Emperor took up the argument, saying that he 
had observed the truce sincerely on his side, and thought it must be 
difficult for them to live uprightly between two enemies, as it was often 
impossible between two frieuds. 

By letters from Rome of the 5th and 7th, the Holy College had confirmed 
the league, and sent to Milan x . . . thousand ducats towards the expenses 
of the army. Don John Emmanuel had provided for one month’s wages 
for the Spanish foot. Milan gave 50,000 ducats for the pay of the Swiss, 
2,000 of whom remained for operations against the castle, the rest being 
discharged, except those sent to other places, as wo wrote before. The band 
that is to go home is well satisfied, saying they will pass with banners flying 
through those parts of their country that have been opposed to their enter¬ 
prise. The city of Milan has appointed the bishop of Alexandria and 
another to go on an embassy to the Swiss, and show that they will have 
the duke Francis Sforza for their lord, and desire the protection of Switzer¬ 
land. The diet desired by the French has been put off to meet in Lucerne 
on the 31st; that demanded by the Emperor was granted by all the cantons 
but Lucerne. The Swiss are much divided amongst themselves, and it is 
thought that Berne, Lucerne, Fribourg, Sallort, and Zuccha will take the 
French money. The opinion at Rome about the election was in favor of 
cardinals Sienna, Flisco and Medicis. Understand from the nuncios that 
some of Pope Leo’s servants have been arrested on suspicion of having 
poisoned their master. By news from Venico it seems the Venetians have 
been practising with Lautrec, who was to put Cremona into their hands 
on condition that they should lend the French king 200,000 ducats, the 
French hoping thereby to set forth the Swiss and recover Milan. Extracts 
of the news have been sent to the bishop of Elna. Great indignation might 
be provoked in Scotlaud against the duke of Albany if the Emperor indi¬ 
cated to the council there that, on account of their receiving the Duke, an 
enemy to his allies, he prohibited their haunting his country. Most part of 
their wealth is obtained from here. Bannysius writes from Trent that he 
has received letters from Rome of later date than those which have come 
direct, showing that the Cardinals entered the conclave on the 19th. 
Ghent, 26 Dec., 11 p.m. Signed.

1905. Charles V. to the Blsiiop of Badajoz. 

Since the despatch of l)o Castres has written frequently of the affairs 
of Rome and the Swiss, and of the charge given to the imperial ambassador 
at Rome touching Pace’s mission. Has had no answer to his application for 
the money for the 3,000 foot, though he had heard it was already sent to 
Calais, and, if delayed, it might cause him much damage; nor yet about the 
letters patent for warning the French king, in which the greatest haste is 
required, as much to deter him from attempting anything new, as to induce 
him the easier to agree to some appointmeut ; nor about the loan of 200,000 
ducats, which also is pressing. The mouey which he can raise here, in 
Italy and elsewhere, cannot bo raised soon enough for his present affairs, 
and for his voyage, but can be employed for the repayment of the loan, 
and the continuation of the enterprise. Has likewise had no effectual 
reply about what he wrote touching the Swiss, that the King should send 
some one to meet his ambassador at the diet at Zurich, on the day after 
Twelfth Day, or at least send letters to prevent the Swiss from deserting 
the Emperor, which would enable the French to regain Milan. All these 
things are urgent, especially as the French king is at Amiens, and has 
mustered 700 men-at-arms and 18,000 foot, to invade his countries anew, 
now that Charles has broken up his army and distributed it in garrisons 
on the frontier ; for even if he could not take any town of importance, 
ho might injure Charles’ subjects, so that they would not be so willing to 
support the war, and might mutiny. The Bishop must., therefore, ask for 
the immediate delivery at Antwerp of the payment of the 3,000 foot for 
two months, the execution of his letters patent, and an answer as to what 
the King will do about the Swiss. 

Thinks Francis assembles these troops for two objects ; first, to assure 
himself which side England will take ; or, second, to force Charles to a 
peace or other appointment. Cannot resist him by arms, without the King ’8 
assistance. If Henry says he is not bound to declare himself till Charles's 
voyage to England, that refers only to the great enterprise of making war 
on France ; but he cannot be excused from assisting him to repel invasions. 
Has been content to bear the whole expense till now to please him, and, 
as Henry must declare himself in two months, Charles wishes payment 
for 2,000 horse to be sent immediately. When he has declared himself, 
they can be used where he pleases 5 and if he wishes, they need not bo 
raised in his name. If he refuse this, the Bishop must ask the King what 
he advises Charles to do, and, if he mentions the truce, may say that ho 
thinks Charles will be content if the King think it can be obtained on 
reasonable conditions ; but if he say he can give no advice or other remedy, 
the Bishop must reply that Charles will be forced to some appointment of 
peace or truce, which he would be sorry to accept without the intervention 
of the King or Legate. He must show all this to the King, praying him to 
have regard to the coming danger. Sends extracts of news from Rome, 
Milan and Switzerland. He can tell them that Charles has heard that the 
king of Portugal died on the 10th, the Conception of Our Lady, and that 
his son was sworn King on the 16th. Will shortly send some one by way of 
Ed gland to console the Queen, and because there has been a French envoy 
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there, since before the King’s death, trying to bring, nbout a marriage 
between the present King and Madame Renee of France. Ho shall com¬ 
municate his charge to Henry on the way. Wishes Henry to send some 
one thither himself, and that an English ship should be prepared for 
greater security. The Bishop must report Henry’s aud Wolsey’s advice, 
and send Charles all news, especially that from Scotland, as it is reported 
in Romo that tho king of Scotland is dead and that Albany is King. 

P.S.—Since writing Pace has arrived. Delayed the post till he had had 
an audience. Received from him and the other ambassadors tho letter from 
tho King, in his secretary’s hand, dated Richmond, 19tli inst. Pace 
declared several articles about which the Bishop has written : communicated 
what had been written to him touching Tournay from France, and the 
reply made thereto; an extract of the letters of the English ambassador 
in France, showing tho wish of the French for peace, and their want of 
money, which is even greater than Charles’s ; the King’s advice about 
making a treaty with Venice ; his resolution for the entertainment of 
the Swiss, which Pnco will attend to on his return from Rome, which 
will be very late, considering the state of affairs ; Wolsey’s conversations 
with tho Hungarian ambassador, and the substance of the letters signed 
by Hannart which that ambassador showed him, and which Charles wishes 
to see, if it is possible to get a copy. After this, Pace presented him 
separately the letters in Henry’s and Wolsey’s hands, in accordance with 
which he has given the despatch as Pace wished. Is writing to both of 
them in his own hand. Has today received letters from Italy that his 
troops are not going to Cremona and Genoa, on account of the death of the 
Pope, and because Francisque Sforza has not yet arrived in Milan, but 
they have made bridges over the Po and Adda ; that the marquis de Saluce 
and Frederic de Bozzolo were in Cremona with 1,500 foot, and that Lautrec 
with 300 men-at-arms was at Lonnate in Venetian territory, which shows 
tho Venetians support the French.

K. O. I have received your letters by Pace, and perceive your intentions as

1909. The Duke of Alva to Queen [Katharine]. 

Kisses her hands for her letter in answer to two of his touching 
events in these realms. Is much obliged by what she says concerning the 
dead in this her house 1 , and that sho has shown herself such a true Castilian. 
She rejoices at what the grandees and knights have done in defence of the 
crown:—at their own costs they have got back to their allegiance two 
kingdoms, gained two battles in the short time she has seen; and while the 
Emperor has increased his authority, the king of France, seeing his own 
weakened, endeavored to recover it by the attack on Fontarabia, where 
he found no provisions in consequence of the sterility of those parts, and 
devastated the province to such an extent that the Spanish succors could 
not approach. “ Your highnesses ” will see that this is as much a loss to 
you as the Emperor, as, if it bo not recovered, the hope of Guyenne is 
gone. The people of Castile will suffice for its recovery ; but, because in 
the late rebellion the people wasted the royal revenues, and the knights were 
ruined, nothing is left for the support of the army. Your highnesses will 
have troops if money come, and we will bind ourselves to give at Bayonne 
account of the rest. The army of the Prior alone had 700 men-at-arms at 
Toledo, and 7,000 foot, and the viceroy of Valentia 14,000 foot and 1,000 
men-at-arms in Valencia, at the cost of the knights ; and we 2,000 men- 
at-arms and 12,000 foot. She can judge in what case they are likely to be 
if the fury of the French be pushed to extreme. Begs her to use her 
good offices in behalf of the Emperor, by providing pay for the army and 
bread for the frontiers. 

She may infer what sort of friend tho French king is like to be, 
should he become supreme, from his treatment of her nephew ; for while 
ho professed to be his friend ho stirred up the commons against him, 
and came to their assistance ; and he is endeavoring now to have the 
same intelligence with them. Cannot prevail on the Emperor to gain 
by kindness and condescension the hearts he has lost, as he is badly coun¬ 
selled. She must therefore advise him to put himself into their hands 
(« nos otros lo manda). “ If he would have trusted me, the rebellion 
might have been stopped without bloodshed, for that which is obtained by 
compassion is preserved without arms; and for this I have labored and do 
labor as much as jmssible.” Is hurt that the Emperor listens to the im¬ 
passioned and interested, who merely flatter him. Alva and his wife have 
no family, and would be glad to find a remedy for the kingdom, and only 
desires as his reward to see the Emperor the friend of his own kingdom, 
and the knights satisfied who have served him so well; and as her highness 
is to him a mother and lady, sho should counsel, command and aid him, 
for he needs it. Above all she should counsel him to come [hither] soon, 
and ho will find love, troops and money in abundnnee. Prays the King 
to receive this letter as if addressed to himself, and to assist the knights 
who have merited it so well, and are most zealous to serve him. Vitorya, 
28 Dec. 1521.

1913. The Bishop of Badajoz to Charles V. 

As to the loan, deferred mentioning it to the King or Cardinal till 
the arrival of Do Castres, who has not yet come. Saw no mention of it 
in Charles’s letters, except those of the 21st and 23rd, which he has received 
today. Has not omitted to dispose the King to aid the Emperor. Will 
attend to it with all care when De Castres arrives. Has not yet fully 
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The Bishop ok Badajoz to Charles V.— cont. 
answered his letters of the 6th, owing to the absence of the Cardinal at 
Hampton Court, and of the King at Richmond and elsewhere ; and other 
letters arrived, requiring a speedier answer. Has lost no time, notwith¬ 
standing his illness. The King and Wolsey agree with Charles about the 
truce, and think the French should neither be allowed to despair, nor should 
certain hope be given them of a truce. They think he should send a power 
for it, although nothing should be done, unless when Charles thinks it suit¬ 
able. Wolsey himself promised that if the French ambassadors asked for 
the truce he would entertain them, without bringing on a rupture. As to 
the letters patent requiring assistance against France, he was content that 
the Bishop should inform the King of their contents, provided he did not 
mnke either a presentation or requisition until the King could effectively 
warn Francis according to the treaty. Insisted strongly that the Cardinal 
should allow him to make the said intimation ; but finding him determined, 
was content to declare the Emperor’s mind to the King by word of mouth. 
The King answered that Charles had done well to despatch the letters ; but 
it was not convenient for them to he presented now, l*ecause if he did not 
declare himself immediately after, it would be thought he was slow in 
executing his obligations, and that he was not thoroughly attached to 
Charles, whose influence and reputation would thus be injured. As, there¬ 
fore, he was bound to declare himself at a fixed time, it was better that the 
declaration should be made a little before that time. 

Argued that it was better to make the intimation now, both to alarm the 
French, and to bring them to better conditions, if a truce was talked of, 
especially ns the time for the declaration is near. At length, not to irritate 
the King, passed the matter over till the Emperor’s wishes were known. 
Had arranged, however, for an authentic instrument of the presentation 
by n notary apostolic without the knowledge of the King or any other. 
Wishes for instructions in this matter. There was no necessity to explain 
why the papal letters of requisition were not sent, nor why the Emperor is 
not held to make restitutions similar to those made by the French, as no 
such objections were started by the King. As to the entertainment of the 
Swiss, the Emperor knows the King’s resolution by his previous letters and 
by Pace. As to the payment for the 3,000 foot, does not doubt that it will 
be made when demanded. To prevent delay, a special mandate should be 
sent to ask for it, and, if necessary, a quittance given. As to the protection 
of the Low Countries, Henry took it in good part that Charles would not 
cause him greater expense than he was bound to by treaty. Thinks he 
sincerely accepts the protection. Believes Wolsey desires for the King 
some higher authority than protector, if he should find it necessary to cross 
the sea ; for in such case everything should be at his disposal. It would 
be well to explain to the King what authority he will have before the 
time comes. The King has never spoken about the protection, or about 
the preparations for war. 

Asked the King aud Cardinal for their advice about the means of bring¬ 
ing the king of Portugal into the common league. This needs great 
dexterity, seeing how anxious that King is to marry his daughter to the 
Emperor, and the Emperor’s present need of his assistance. This topic the 
King and Cardinal discussed for some time in English, so that the Bishop 
thought the King had some suspicions; but liis words showed nothing of the 
sort, for he seemed pleased that the Emperor had frankly consulted his 
wishes. At length he answered that it would be very profitable for Charles 
to entertain the king of Portugal by good words, and the Emperor should 
inform him that he cannot determine about that marriage, or any other, till 
he is in Spain, especially as he intends to pass through England, where he 
will treat of many matters of importance. He should not say that he will 
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ask the advice of the Spanish council about the marriage, as in that case 
the king of Portugal will treat with the Spaniards to make them advise it. 

Asked that men might bo sent to Bayonne aud other parts to collect 
news ; which was willingly promised. The King said it should be done the 
more diligently, as the French heard news quicker than the Emperor. 
Answered they wero always desirous of hearing news, like people who were 
accustomed thereby to deceive their neighbours, and reminded him of false 
news which they had written with the greatest care ; which he acknow¬ 
ledged, mentioning the late news of their successes in Italy, and the promises 
of many states to maintain 30,000 men in their service for many months, 
lie said this laughing, and added, “ The Emperor my son has the kingdom 
of England, through which he may send to Spain in safety. I wonder he 
has not news from Spain every week, and by that way from many other 
places.” Ho has again declared that the ships are being prepared, and two 
in particular, from which t-lio Emperor can select one for his own use, each 
being of 500 or 600 tons, with the best rigging and stores. The King told 
the Bishop he intends to send ambassadors to Spain of the first rank, to 
show the Spaniards how much he loved and honored the Emperor ; and so 
saying, dismissed him, referring him to the Cardinal, who added nothing 
more at that time, but that when they were at Hampton Court, which is 
beautiful and finely ornamented, that house should be the Emperor’s own, 
as he had already given it to the King and his successors, and had fixed 
on it as the place where he intended to receivo the Emperor. Nothing 
has been done with the Hungarian ambassador, and he has departed. 
Although he frequently said he should not go to France, as it would dis¬ 
please the Cardinal, on the day he left he told the Bishop that if Francis 
was not far from Calais, he meant to visit him before the Emperor. The 
ambassador in Franco is changed. Asks that his salary may bo paid 
from the money for the 3,000 foot. Charles would not refuse if he kuew 
his condition.

The safeconduct will not be granted, but they will try 
to bring him to some place where ho may bo taken prisoner. He wished 
to know whether the King would allow him to bo taken if he came to 
Calais. Could not say, but is sure, if he were taken, that many “ tromper- 
ryes and deceptions” of the French will bo discovered. Wishes his 
correspondent to ask Wolscy’s pleasure. His servant, a Savoyard, says he 
is at Peronna.

Galba, B. vu. Although I have often been solicited to make arrangements with 

176 . France, I have refused to have any other mediation than that of England, 

B. M. but have continually informed the King of everything according to the 

Mon. Habs. treaty of Bruges. Two practices have recently taken place tending to the 
539. same object, and although we think them only meant to separate us from 
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Charles V. to his Ambassadors in England— cont. 
our uncle, we think it right to let him know. One Michael Abbatis, a 
subtle fellow, who was in England in the time of Maximilian, came to us 
during the siege of Masieres, with letters from Fras. Sequinghen, on the 
pretence of soliciting for him the recovery of a prisoner who had been taken 
from him at Metz, and on the same pretence has been with our Chancellor 
at Calais, and again returned to our court continuing his suit. Hearing 
that he was inquiring about affairs here, and had gone to Antwerp, we 
began to take suspicion, and had determined to arrest him, but the provost 
marshal, who had charge to do it, found he was already gone. Abbatis 
has since notified to our secretary John Hannart that he had matters to 
communicate of grent importance to our wellbeing. Nevertheless, I would 
not allow him to come, or Hannart to go to him, but notified to Abbatis to 
come to Brussels, and sent thither our secretary John de la Sauch, not on 
our part, but on the part of Hannart, to see what he could draw from him. 
Did this principally on account of the letters written to Wolsey by the am¬ 
bassador in France, of which Wolsey had sent us an extract, stating that 
Francis Sequinghen had offered his service to the king of France. Abbatis, 
however, on meeting De la Sauch, told him nothing about Sequinghen, but 
said he had been in the French court about the matter of a German count 
named Ryflrechet, who was prisoner, and that in talking with Robertet about 
the war, the latter regretted that there was no means of making an arrange¬ 
ment; that the King his master desired nothing but peace. On this Abbatis 
said that perhaps the taking of Fontarabia, the affair of Tournay, and the 
10,000 cr. of Naples were some difficulties. Robertet replied that if they 
could only get a man to manage the affair, none of these things would be 
an obstacle, and the King would do everything for peace. Afterwards 
Robertet conducted him to Francis, who confirmed what he had said. 
Le Sauch replied that these were great matters, and wished to know if he 
had any instruction. He said no, but if they would send some one with 
him he would prove all that he had said. Le Sauch said it was impossible 
to send any one merely on Abbatis’ own word ; if it had been Robertet 
they would be more inclined to trust it. Abbatis said he hoped to be able 
to bring Robertet to Cambray if they would send some one to treat with 
him; to which Le Sauch replied, without any commission from us, that he 
might return, and assure himself better of what he had said. This day 
Abbatis has sent a man express to Hannart to tell him he had returned to 
Cambray, and had found the king of France and his mother firm in this 
matter, that they would send Robertet or St. Marsseau to Peronne, and 
that if Hannart or any one else on our part would be at Cambray the samo 
day, they Avould meet him. He said Madame the Regent wished to join 
our aunt in some good pilgrimage, out of which might come some arrange¬ 
ment for peace. 

Although the king of France would have a bad bargain, making peace 
with us at present in his great necessity, we have not allowed Hannart to 
make any answer which might be construed into acceptance or refusal, but 
only to excuse himself to the messenger that Hannart was too much 
engaged, and begged him to wait. I desire meanwhile to have the advice 
of the King and Wolsey whether to reject the whole thing, or keep up the 
intrigue to amuse our enemies. 

The second practice is this: the provincial of the Cordeliers, who came, 
to visit the monasteries in our countries, has told our confessor that he had 
been advised by Lafayette at Boulogne to say to him that if he would take 
upon his conscience the charge of terminating all questions between us and 
the King his master, he was sure that Francis would submit to our con¬ 
fessor’s sole judgment. The confessor has replied, with our consent, that 
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the message was very general, and he did not know that it was well autho¬ 
rized.

Would be glad to hear from him ; “ and suppose ye be unkiod to 
me, and will not let me hear from you, I will not do so ; for I will* desire 
your counsel in anything that I have adoo, and do after it.” Hears that 
he says she has lost the favor of her brother and her friends in Englund.

R. O. 2. Complaints against Thomas Earl of Derby. 

“ Articles of riots and assemblies and other nnlawful offences commit 
and done by Thomas earl of Derby and his retinue.” 

He caused John Butler and John Talbot, esquires, with more than 
200 of his retinue, “ in most riotous manner to keep the King’s fair at 
Whaylley,” notwithstanding the King’s command. He caused proclama¬ 
tions to be made in his name, and charged the King’s officers not to meddle 
in anything that day on pain of their lives. Though the riot was found 
afore the justices of the peace, no condign punishment has been had. The 
fair has been kept at Whallay twice in the year time out of mind, but the 
Earl has caused it to be “ laid away.” Divers gentlemen of his retinue, 
who killed many of the King’s deer in the forest of Bolland by night and 
day and were indicted, are so favored by Mr. Justice Conysbe “ in their 
fines scssing, that they report they can have better price of hart’s flesh than 
of beef.” A man stole 100/. of gold and money from his master, and fled 
till he came to the Earl’s servants, whom he prayed to aid him, saying he 
had slain one of Sir Richard Tempest’s servants ; so they took money of 
him and said they would convey him to the Isle of Man ; but he was pur¬ 
sued, attacked, had to gaol at Lancaster, and impeached at the sessions, 
when such favor was shown him that he remains there till this day. Also, 
the Earl commanded his servant Sir Henry Kygheley, with 800 persons, 
to go to Preston and put out a chantry priest there, and put in another 
against the will of the burgesses. A special sessions was had to inquire 
into these and other riots, and the sheriff* commanded divers of the King’s 
servants to be there with their friends, who were impanelled. The justice 
“ took the impanels, and with his pen he marked and wrote a M of all 
lord MounttEgle friends upon their heads, and also a T for all Sir Richard 
Tempest friends, and B for all Mr. Butler friends, with divers such other, 
and crossed them forth of impanels wholly, and charged them all to avoid 
the town, except only they that favored the Earl’s causes.” 

These offences have been complained of to the Chancellor of the King’s 
duchy, “ and as yet but little punishment or remedy.”

B. M. tell us of the overtures made to John de la Sauch in the French king’s 

name, as mentioned in our former letters, and that in case Robertet and 
Hannart at their meeting could take no resolution, the French king was 
content that the ladies Regents should take the matter into their hands, 
the lady his mother pretending to go in pilgrimage to St. .Josse, when the 
Archduchess could meet her somewhere in the neighbourhood. He said 
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the mover of the overture was one Michael de Abbatis, who professed to 
have no authority, but offered his body in pledge that Robertet would come 
and meet Hannart, or send a safeconduct for any person the Emperor might 
send to meet him. This practice, as we wrote to you, was totally dissolved 
without further answer. De lu Roche also told us the French had used 
another instrument, the provincial of the Friars Observants, whom the 
captain of Boulogne addressed to the Emperor’s confessor. The Emperor 
is determined to notify all this to the King, and to give no hearing to 
any matter moved by the French, without informing him.

Vit. B. ▼. 1. The Cardinals were to have entered the c[onclave on] St. Stephen’s 

B. M. Day, but there were such parties among them that it was once very likely 
to have been Twelfthtide before they entered it, in consequence of the 
tarrying of certain French [cardinals]. Francis Maria, duke of Urbino, 
has taken Pesaro, and is believed’ by this time to have recovered full pos¬ 
session of the duchy. Tidings also that the rebels of Perugia and Rimini 

were endeavoring to re-enter.have caused them to make more 

haste. On St. John’s Day the Cardinals met at St. Peter’s, cardinal Co- 
lonna sang the mass of the Holy Ghost, after which they had a sermon in 
Latin, and then “ with [ Vent Cremator went singing towards the place 

where.conclave,” where each took possession of their cells. 

The conclave was in the Pope’s palace; each cell 16 feet long and 10 
broad. “ They have as much room within the said conclave as is the 
Queen’s and the King’s great chambers, their dining chambers, the chapel 
with the gallery thereunto, in Greenwich.” Their cells are all together in 
a chapel. After taking possession of their cells, each went to dinner in 
sundry places. Two hours before night they met in a chapel within the 
conclave, where the ambassadors and lords to whom the custody of the 
conclave was committed wero called before them, and a bull of pope Julius 
• was read “ before them and us all,” for the prevention of simoniacal pactions, 

which the Cardinals took oath to observe. The ambassadors, prelates and 
nobles were then sworn to see to tho safe custody of the conclave, each in the 
ward to which he should be deputed. There are three wards. The outer¬ 
most was held by “ the barons and lords Roman,” the second by ambassadors, 
the third by certain prelates elected, who kept the keys of the conclave. 
After our departure, the Cardinals “remained still in the chapel awhile, 
for [establishing certain order and] other circumstances concerning this 
election; all [which] time the conclave stood open, and was two ho[urs 
within] night or it was shut up. They wero wont [to have], each cardinal, 
two servants within with them, but [now they] have three each of them, 
and they that be sick ha[ve four] with their physician.” Among the am¬ 
bassadors were those of England, Portugal, Hungary, Poland, Venice, Milan 
and other Italian cities. The Emperor’s ambassador is old, and did not come. 
The French ambassador has come little abroad since Milan teas lost, and 
has been sick ever since the taking of Toumay ; except in the night , when he 
went about his practices for this election. “ The charge that [the outer ]- 
most ward hath is to see that there bo no violence or] invasion made to 
the Cardinals being in the concla[ve, and] for that purpose they had as¬ 
signed unto them [500] footmen Swiss, and 3,000 other, for the custo[dy of] 
the palace. The chief thing wherein consistcth [tho ora]tors’ and other 
prelates’ charge in this custody [is] that there bo no letters sent out ne in 
to con[clave], ne none other watchwords to and fro. so that w[e] search 
their meat, their pots and their platters; and if they agree not after three

days, we may diminish their fare, and at the last keep them at bread and wine. 
[Their meat and] their drink was delivered them at a round turning wheel 
made in the wall, as I am sure your grace hath seen the like in religious 
places, namely such as be enclosed.” 

The first night everything was very quiet. Next day it was said that, in 
spite of their custody, watchwords and tokens had been given by those within, 
that it went against De Medici. The second day this opinion continued, 
and that the chances were in favor of the cardinal of St. Clement’s, called 
De Jacobaciis, a Roman 72 years old, “ meet to bo Pope in some other time, 
when the Church should have need to care for nothing, but only for the 
spiritualties.” On the third day three cardinals, in the name of the College, 
requested that the door of the conclave should be opened, that “ they might 
avoid such filthin[ess] as they had thero within of the fragments of meat 
and drink, the savor whereof, they said, was so great that they could not 
abide it.” We called a congregation to consider this, and concluded that 
as “ they might avoid their leavings and fragments (saving your honor) into 
drafts,” there was no occasion to comply. The Cardinals made strong 
remonstrance, but to no purpose. On the fourth day their meat was dimi¬ 
nished, and each was given to choose whether he “ would have [some] meat 
roast, or all sodden.” That night the cardinal Gri[maui, a] man of sixty, 
the duke of Venice’sf son], who had come from Venice in post, and went into 
the conclave sick, was carried out almost dead, and borne home to his house. 
“And at his coming forth there was [one of] the cardinal of Femes is ser¬ 
vants came to [the door], and callod for one of his company, and said [to 
him] that he should bring a bigger pot full of [his master] is wine in the 
morning, for the cardinals li[ked much] that wine everyche of them.” 
From these words it was rumored that that cardinal was likely to be Pope. 
He is a Roman, bishop cardinal of Pope Alexander’s creation, fifty-six 
years old, noble in blood ; “ and though he were [only] cardinal, he should 
be reputed one of the chief barons of Rome, which take themselves to be 
dukes’ peers.” He has patrimony worth 6,000 or 7,000 ducats, besides two 
Or three bishoprics, and has been a great spender in building. He is of the 
Guelph and Ursyn faction, and was once of the French party, but is now 
somewhat alienated, and it is hoped will be neutral and promote peace. He 
has two sons and one daughter (which is not here thought much to his 
reproach, as he is of a great family), but no brothers. His eldest son is 
twenty years old, and has the command of fifty spears in this enterprise of 

Milan against the French; the second, twelve'years old, is bishop of-*; 

the daughter is married to a near kinsman of the duke of Bari. Whatever he 
has been, he is now thought a very virtuous and well-disposed man. His 
chief failings are that he is choleric and hasty, and somewhat covetous. 
“ He is of stature, favor and complexion not much unlike my lord of 
Rochesterwell learned both in Latin and Greek. “ I have talked with 
him sundry times, and I assurd your grace he is a wise man, and hath a 
very good tongue.” The noise ran so much of him yesterday, that [every] 
man expected he would have been Pope this first of the new year. 

This Thursday, the'second day of the year and the sixth of the conclave, 
the Cardinals were allowed but one kind of meat, which each should 
choose for himself for four or five days, after which they shall get no 
[more]. Reports vary from day to day, but the cardinals of Sienna, de 
Pic[colomini] and the cardinal ACgidius are most talked of. They are 
both very virtuous learned men, and both 50 years of age. Sienna is 
nothing worldly, and more likely to be ruled than to rule ; but as there have 
been three Popes of his kin, Pius I., II., and III., all good and holy men, 
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he is in great favor. Cardinal [JEgidius] was born at Viterbo, 40 miles 
from Rome, is so exceedingly learned in all the four tongues, Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, and Chaldee, that he has few fellows; is a wise man, and of no 
faction. He was created Cardinal at the same time as Wolsey, and was 
sent to Spain at the time Wolsey was made legate. “ He is a friar Austin, 
and of all men living most commendeth the King’s book, which, wherever 
he becometh, he hath ever with him, and hath made thereunto a repertory, 
and I suppose there is no book wherewith he hath so great familiarity.” 
Clerk never meets him without hearing a commendation of the book, that 
lasts a quarter of an hour. “ He is of stature and visnamy more liker the 
abbot of Westminster than any man that I know. He is of no great kin¬ 
dred, and hath few kinsfolks, and, finally, amongst us hath no spot, saving 
that he is a friar.” 

“ This 4th day of this new year nothing appeareth outwardly but 
rumbling and noises, and sundry of them that cometh to the door to inquire 
whether there be any mo of the French cardinals coming. They look for 
the cardinals of Narborne and Lorraine.” There seems to be great dissen¬ 
sion. We here without think they will hardly agree to choose any one 
that is within among them ; “ for there is none in the College, whom the 
cardinal De Medicis dare trust” that the rest are likely to consent to, 

unless it be Campeggio, Fernese, and .JSgidius ; “ and if the. 

band can make none of them, we here [undoubtedly think] he must needs 

be driven to fell to some m.so we without this day have made 

your grace.and I assure your grace if it lay amongst us [or any] 

other noble men, the which resort unto us, your [grace may] be assured 
thereof; every man here thinketh you [meet] thereunto, considering all 

your qualities which he.nyd to the uttermost.” It is usual here, 

when a Pope is” chosen, for the people to spoil and ransack the house in 
which he lived before,—a thing tolerated ob recentem [creationem ]. The 
houses of several Cardinals have been in danger from rumors being spread 
that they would be chosen. At Bologna there was a rumor about the 
cardinal [de] Grassis, on which “ the people in a fury, n[ot only came] to 
the Bishop’s palace, which is his, but also [to the] house of his family, and 
could not be kept from spoiling, till three or four were put to execution. 
[The Cardinal] of Farnese’s manors without the city, upon [the bruit] as a 
day or twain ran upon him, be spo[iled and] ransacked, to his damage, 
above 2,000 duc[ats]. His palace here within the city hath been in great 
danger d[uring] such talking as is here amongst us.” Thinks, from the 
talk today, that if Wolsey had a palace in Rome, it would be in as great 
danger as Farnese’s, which is hourly kept by 300 or 400 armed men and 
seven or eight great pieces of artillery. 

In all these transactions in the absence of the Imperial and French 
ambassadors, the other ambassadors and lords have given Clerk the chief 
place in going, sitting, and speaking ; so that, whatever was done, he was 
first heard ; which seems much to the King’s honor.

Bought on the 20th August, at Boulogne, " a hue barke,” which had 
been taken from a Fleming, to convey atone for the fortifications here. 
Sent her to Rye and Winchelsea for fuel and victual to supply Calais, 
according to Wolsey’s orders when he was last here. While at anchor 
within the blockhouso at Cnvell, a ship passed, made like a galias, and 
entering the Cambre threatened to fire on the boat of Guildford’s ship, 
unless they came aboard, which they did. Several Dieppe merchants 
at Rye made great joy, seeing Guildford’s servants taken. The Frenchmen 
then tried to take away Guildford’s ship ; but as wind and tide failed them, 
spoiled it, and carried away two pf the mariners. They met two other 
Englishmen, one of which they drove on to the Black Shore. 

The French merchants having returned to Rye, Guildford’s purser 
ordered them and their goods to be arrested, as one ship was laden 
with woad, tallow and leather, which ought not to pass without licence; 
but the mayor had allowed them to go. On his return the purser found 
that the French boatswain and eleven men had come secretly to the strand 
without Rye, “ the boatswain dissembling himself to be sick, and led with 
two men, having his whistle under his frock,” and he caused them to be 
arrested. Thinks they must have intelligence with some one in Rye to 
venture thither so boldly. Proposes to send letters from Dover Castle, to 
examine the mayor and others. 

A ship of Treeporte has taken, within two miles of Calais, a ship bringing 
victuals hither from Zealand. There are French men-of-war in the Downs, 
and no ships dare bring necessaries here from England. Has no vessels to 
resist them. On Saturday they took a ship belonging to the mayor of 
Calais, bringing necessaries from Zealand, and set the master on shore, 
badly wounded.

As Wolsey was busy yesterday, could not show him what he thought 
touching the coming of the Scotch priest, Sir John Duncanson, who pre¬ 
sented writings to the King and the Cardinal for a safeconduct, yesterday, 
having come from Scotland with great diligence in seven days. He is right 
familiar with Albany, and has long been a special servant to the archbishop 
of Glasgow. He has brought writings and directions from Albany and 
Glasgow, to be sped into France, Flanders and Rome. With him is come 
an Italian named Evangilistn, “the manor of a Lombard in Scotland, to 
convoy him at merchant’s hands heyr and in Flanders.” If Wolsey had 
seen their papers he would have learnt much; “ and gif your high prudence 
thinks speedful at salve conducts be sped here at the instance and subscrip¬ 
tion of the said Duke, I report me to your great wisdom, or zit that the 
said bishop of Glasgow’s matters and promotion for Saint Andrew’s should 
prosper, considering he is the mast spyciall man that manteinys, and all 
wayshes mant; inyt ye said Duke.” Dreads lest Duncanson is sent to oppose 
him, and beseeches Wolsey to refuse him passage till he knows his instruc¬ 
tions. but so that no one may know it is done by the writer’s desire, with 
whom Sir John fancies himself familiar. There is “ none more double in 
our realm ” than he.

1941. Sir Ric. Wingfield and Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote last on the 4th inst. A post came yesterday to the Emperor 
from Rome, with letters dated 24th ult., saying that the Cardinal of Yverea 
had been released ; that the conclave would sit on the 26th ; that don 
John Manuel, seeing the efforts made to elect some who are not the 
[Emperor’s] friends, exhorted all, on his master’s authority, to favor the 
cardinal De Medici, who has promises of nineteen votes. The remainder, 
twenty, are clearly against him, and by this time they have probably made 
their election, or “ fallen into a scysma.” The Chancellor says that Adrian* 
was there, asserting his right to sit in conclave by virtue of a brief from 
the late Pope ; that Franciscus Maria was repulsed in his attempt to enter 
the duchy of Urbino ; that the Baillons, who are of the Venetians’ retinue, 
went to Perosa to expel the governor of the church and usurp the same 
dominion ; that sieur Frederick Bozello was wounded, and 700 or 800 of 
his men killed before Parma, and the marquis of Mantua’s light horse were 
chasing him with the rest of his company. There is no news of the reso- 
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lution of the Swiss diet assembled at the instance of the French, but we 
hear that the money promised by the French has arrived, and many cantons 
give ear to them. In that case, the Emperor must send large reinforce¬ 
ments to his army in Italy, or else lose what he has conquered, and endanger 
Naples and Sicily. The General Estates were to answer the Emperor’s 
demands tomorrow ; but as they have not come, it shall be deferred. 

Last night, about supper time, the Emperor sent Haneton, the audiencer, 
to desire me, Wingfield, to speak with him. He said that he wished me to 
go to England with certain charges and instructions to the King and you, 
of which he declared part, and told me to go to my Lady, and lords .... 
and Montanye, for the rest. I told him it was not convenient to go without 
leave, but that, considering the King’s good mind to him and the import¬ 
ance of the affairs, I would go tomorrow. We inclose a letter from Pace.

your letter. He said he had no doubt when I spoke with my Lady I should 
, have a satisfactory answer ; “ and as to the money he said of very truth 
they were to blame,” but Francis trusted the King would not be displeased 
to forbear it a month or six weeks. The cause of its not having been sent 
to Calais was, that just after it had been got ready to send, news came sud¬ 
denly that Milan was lost, on which they sent all the money they could find 
to Italy and to the Swiss. He bid me say, that if there were but two 
goblets in France, they should be sold, rather than that the King should 
be displeased. No man could speak more highly than he did of the King’s 
constancy and wisdom. 

Came to St. Germain’s on Monday, and told my Lady the effect of my 
charge. When I said the King was surprised at Albany’s going to Scot¬ 
land, and that the Chancellor and others of the French council paid no 
better regard to your exhortations for amity than appeared by the sending of 
' the Duke and the delay of the King’s money, and that you thought it neces¬ 
sary, to prevent suspicions, that the money should be immediately sent to 
Calais, and that 101101-3 should be written to the duke of Albany and the 
nobles of Scotland, commanding the Duke to return, otherwise the French 
king to declare himself to [the said] Duke and Scots, according to his promise; 
—I perceived the words sank deep in her heart. She said I might be sure 
the King her son would do against Albany what he had always showed me 
he would ; that the delay about the money was only in consequence of their 
great business and urgent need. She then said, “ Ye shall go to the King 
my son, and show him as ye have showed me, and come again tomorrow, and 
I ad warrant [ye shall] have such an answer as shall content you, and then I 
Bhall [tell] you what ye shall write to iny lord Cardinal. But I wi[ll say] 
this to you : it doth me good to see the demeanour of my s[aid lord] Cardinal, 
for I perceive well now by his good advice [he is the] same man tnat I have 
ever reckoned him to be.” She then said their ambassadors were gone, 
which I knew, and trusted that you would be pleased with their message. 
As for Tournay, she believed the King would have done what he could for 
his brother, but they knew the time was too long driven. She said their 
Chancellor was a wise and just man, but too much of a mau of law, always 
driving matters at length. 

I then went to the King, who said he was willing to write to Scot¬ 
land for Albany’s return, and if he refused, he promised to do what the 
King pleased with his lands. As to the money, he hoped the King would 
have patience for a short time. I said I had no commission to speak about 
that, but I thought the King would not be dissatisfied, seeing that he 
spoke so reasonably, but the sooner it was sent to Calais the better, so¬ 
ns to cut off all grounds of complaint from those who wished ill to the 
amity. He said he would speak with my Lady and his council, and 
bid me go to her next day, saying he would abide by what she told me, 
for he would go hunting that morning. The said day, Tuesday, I came to 
my Lady, who told me the King was determined to give me as good an 
answer as possible, and desired me to come again on Wednesday, for he 
would tell me by his own mouth what day the King should have his money, 
and in what manner he would write to the duke of Albany. She bid me 
write that the King her son trusted Henry above all princes living, not¬ 
withstanding all the false tales that were told of him; and that anything 
you may hear to the hindrance of this amity shall be reformed whenever 
you point it out. It is impossible to write half her good words. They 
have stricken their sail a great deal, and I dare say would give as much as 
they could to be sure of the King. 

“ Please it your grace , the French king goeth to Rouen within these 
three or four days , and from thence to see his great ship and [Aw new~\ 
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haven ; and therefore I speak nothing o f mg going thither, for I am sure 
he will have me with him , and I reckon it is much the better that it cometh 
of him than of me. And as to the army in Picardy, I hear say [he] hath 
sent to countermand them that they assemble not as yet, but that they be 
every man in areadiness within a day's warning, for he sailh he will be 
the first ready in the beginning of the year, and for any enterprise that he 
intendeth to make I can hear of none, but that he saith that he will be in 
stick areadiness that and the Burgundians enter into his country he will 
straight give them battle. Also I hear every man say that the French king 
will go to Lyons as soon as he hath been at Rouen, and from thence into 
[Italy,'] which thing, as 1 suppose, is one of the causes that maketh him to 
speak so fair; for he saith evidently, that, and he go thither, and be not sure 
of the King's highness, he is not only sure to [ fail »«] that, but also in 
jeopardy to lose all the rest." 

On the foresaid Wednesday morning I came to the French king, and 
desired to know his pleasure, as my Lady hud commanded me. He said 
his Chancellor was sick, but he had [sent for] him, and after dinner I should 
know his pleasure. lie afterwards sent me word that the Chancellor could 
not come that day. 

“ Also the same Wednesday the man that was wont to show me n[ctrs] 
showed me for a truth that the Cardinals went to the concl[ave] on 
St. Stephen's day, and that the cardinal Colombe, c[owsi«] german to 
Prosper de Colombe, who they said is for the Emperor, [had] nineteen 
voices or he entered, and he saith that the cardinal Medicis [and he are] 
at great strife whether of them shall be Pope, whereof .... unless it be 
but some drift between them to b[ring] their purpose abouts, and they 
reckon here surely to hare [word] within these three or four days at the 
furthest who [shall be] Pope. Also Monsieur Lautrec sent seigneur Fro- 
drik [de] Bcaugc with 6,000 men to Parma, which is the way that the 
Spaniards must recule ; and the Sp[aniards] icere advertised thereof, and 
sent thither certain folk, and the said Frederik de Bage gave assault to the 
s[ame tow]ne; howbeit, the Spaniards and Italians so reversed them that 
[they] reculed, and lost their enterprise. Also captain Bayard is arrived 
at Genoa with 4,000 men, and they say the great master mons. Le Police, 
the grand esquire Rochcpott, and such other as be in their company, be 
arrived in Switzerland, and that the Swiss will march." The Venetian 
ambassador, however, told me that the Sioiss are keeping a diet, and he 
thought would drive on the time." 

This Thursday the French king bid me tell you that, if the King would 
tell him how he should write to Albany, he would do it. I desired that he 
would write immediately for Albany’s return. He said it would not take 
a long time for you to tell him how to write. He said ho would not fail 
to send the money to Calais, and his ambassadors would satisfy you on that 
subject. He bid mo say that, notwithstanding all rumors, he loved the 
King above all princes living ; and if they two could speak together,* and 
the King would say, “Brother, I will ye take pence,” he would surely'do 
it, but not upon mere letters. I think thus he will be glad to have peace. 
He said his ambassadors and Le Foyct had sent him word that you would 
come to Calais, where preparation was made for you, and two great ships 
laid between Dover and Calais to keep the passage. I asked if he had any 
letters about it from you ; and he said, [No] ; “ and then I awarranted him 
it was but tales,” as I was sure, if you had intended it, you would have let 
him know. He said he thought so too, as he saw no reason why you 
should come over now. Cannot tell why I have been thus driven off these 
three days. Suppose it is for one of two things ; either he wants his

to know who will be elected Pope. Excuses the confusion of this letter.

Cannot recompense Wolsey for the good 
report he has made of him, as he has learnt by his mother, wife, brother and 
servant.

On St. Stephen’s Dag last the French king shotoed me that the Car¬ 
dinals at Rome had deferred their going to the. conclave till the arrival 
of the Cardinals of France, whom he has sent thither in post. I then said, 
to see what he would sag, “ 1 beseech our Lord send us now a good Pope, 
for thereof we have much need; and, as meseemeth, it lieth much in gour 
grace, considering that the said Cardinals will not go to the said conclave 
till such time as gour Cardinals come.” He said he was sure of ten or 
twelve Cardinals.

He told me his 
ambassadors were bg this time with the King, and said he hoped the King 
would give as good heed to what theg would show as to what the Emperor's 
ambassadors would :f I said I knew not what his ambassadors would 
show the King, but I knew he would hear his causes with a more favorable 
ear than those of ang other. “ And he said he should see, and that he 
would go within these three or four dags to Rouen for the levging of such 
men as he will have for his towns. He sageth theg had promised him 
30,000 men at their own charge, and this town and Rouen once set in . . . 

. . he said all the towns in his realm after were [in] the same case; and 
I asked him and if I should go w[ith ] him, and he said I should.” He 
then told me “ all the Swiss in the Pope's armg were rec\ule<T\ into their 
countrg, and that there is now no mo in Milan but the Spaniards and 
the lanzknechts;” that Lautrec's armg “ enforsed dailg,” and the Swiss 
were all for him, and beginning to set forwards, so that he expects within 
these fo[ur ] dags to put the Spaniards out of Milan, of which he professes 
to entertain no doubt. • 

1 hear from the man that was wont to show me news that Francis has 
sent a varlet of his chamber to all the Cardinals, with a letter telling 
them that if theg elected the cardinal De Medici, who was the cause of 
all this war, he protested neither he nor ang man in his kingdom would 
obeg the church of Rome.

It is said, though the French king says nothing of it, 
that he was taken prisoner, and paid 6,600 ducats ransom to the Swiss 
that were in the Pope's army. 1 hear of no men that were lost at Como, 
they keep it so secret; but they must have lost more than they wish known. 

I hear there are but few towns in the duchy of Milan that hold for the 
French king at this hour, yet he expects to recover his duchy shortly, for 
the great master La Police, Rochepot, Montfort, Mountegue, Bocard, 
Hanibald and others have gone to the Swiss already.

The Duke now 
requires a prorogation of the truce till Midsummer or 1 Aug., with express 
comprehension of the French king ; and if his servant be not despatched im¬ 
mediately he will take it for dissimulation. Either, therefore, the Duke and 
Lords had deceived him in their fair promises in order to dissolve the King’s 
army, or Albany, perceiving they would have no dealings with France, has 
played them false, and suborned the Queen to write such letters as she has 
done. He has devised this comprehension of the French king, seeing that, by 
the confederation of England with the Emperor, France cannot be compre¬ 
hended without a breach with the latter. Advises [Dacre] to negotiate for 
prorogation of the truce for one month to defeat Albany’s malicious purposes, 
aud discover the true intentions of the lords of Scotland. Thinks they are 
not privy to Albany’s proceedings. If he can manage this, there will be 
time to provide against their malignities, and bridle the presumption of such 
messages, “ which is so presumptuously and foliously done that no prince 
christened would demand so unreasonable a thing but only he.”

R. O. Wrote-briefly yesterday amid the confusion of people bursting into 

the conclave as usual at elections. On coming out [that] day received 
Wolsey’s letters of the 18 Dec., [which} arrived sooner indeed than he 
could have supposed, but after the conclave was over. Nothing, however, 
was omitted that could have advanced their purport. Before entering the 
conclave consulted with the English ambassador what was to be done, 
and at the conclave in concert with De Medici, made it the first object that 
regard should be had to absentees. At every scrutiny Wolsey had some 
votes, sometimes eight or nine. Always asserted that he was second to 
none in virtue, probity and religion, and would be of great service to the 
Church by his influence with the King. Urged, from his own personal 
impression, that Wolsey was over fifty and near sixty, but could not prove 
it to their satisfaction ; which was a great obstacle. Some feared that with 
Wolsey’s greatness, they would not have enough intercourse with him. 
On the 14th day they elected cardinal Tortosa, on account of his fame and 
his age. He was uominated by fifteen votes, and had thirteen accessory 
(15 votis postulatus, 13 accessibus ). Trusts Wolsey’s time will come ere 
long.

unknown and not spoken of. Every one here is right sore abashed and very 
ill contented ; insomuch that when the Cardinals came out of the conclave, 
“ the common people here, saving your honour, wh[ist]lid at them as they 
came by.” The conclave was divided into two factions, Imperial and 
French. Of the former, one party was for Medici, the other against him ; 
and as the latter were joined by the French, and Medici found it impos¬ 
sible to struggle against them, he endeavored to carry the election for one 
of his friends ; but without effect. In one scrutiny, cardinal Farnese 
carried it within three or four voices, and cardinal Sanctorum Quatuor, his 
friend, cried out “ Papain habemus” and saluted Farnese as Pope. But 
Colonna, a stout man of the contrary faction, bade them count voices better ; 
and after that, Farnese could never pass twenty-two voices. His property 
was, however, spoiled by the people, on the rumor. Then was Wolsey 
proposed, and had in the first scrutiny nine, in the second twelve, in the 
third nineteen voices. He was objected to for his youth, for his determi¬ 
nation, and for that he “ favored not all the best the Emperor.” Had 
proper efforts been made in time, and the King and Wolsey’s pleasure 
been known, the matter would have taken effect; but Clerk had never 
stirred in it, “ because your grace at my departing showed me precisely that 
ye would never meddle therewith.” The Papacy is in great decay; the 
Cardinals brawl and scold ; their malicious, unfaithful, and uncharitable 
demeanor against each other increases every day. Adrian was named by 
the friends of De Medici, and had fifteen voices ; afterwards twenty-two; 
at the eleventh scrutiny, twenty-six ; and then, by the concurrence of both 
parties, the requisite number,—to the astonishment of all. 

Has told De Medici that the King had sent his secretary (Pace) post with 
letters to the Cardinals, which have been forwarded to Clerk, as Pace 
through feebleness was unable to come on. He said that if the King’s letters 
had come in time, they would have had great weight; but the Cardinals 
were obstinate, and would not readily have accepted Wolsey. He professed 
to have no hope for himself, and spoke highly of Adrian. Francesco duke 
of Urbino is preparing against Sienna. Further he said that he had 
advised the Spanish ambassador to lay ont 20,000 ducats, and he would 
cause the Florentines to do the same, but the ambassador declined. Has 
spoken with cardinal Sion, who labored much for Wolsey’s advancement. 
He says the bastard of Savoy has obtained 10,000 Swiss. Mentions ar-

rangements for the government of Rome during the Pope’s absence. 
This court is utterly undone, if he do not come soon. He may keep the 
see Apostolic elsewhere.

Has not written since Wingfield’s departure, for lack of news. The 
members of Flanders have fully granted the Emperor’s demands, but ask 
that the money may be paid to the soldiers by men appointed by them¬ 
selves, and not to the financiers, lest it be converted to other objects, and 
that no more than just the number in service be paid. The Emperor 
answered that he would regard the members’ contentment, “and thus 
without resolution remain this reasonable desire.” Those who administer 
the revenues oppose it, saying that the Emperor by doing so would deprive 
himself of his power, and give it to his subjects, “ which is to be regarded 
if the mynis[ters] did their duty.” I shall not write more on the subject, 
as Wingfield knows the state of affairs here. Brabant, Holland and other 
countries will give their answer at Brussels. A man of this town, who was 
prisoner in France, has returned, bringing reports of the French king’s 
inhuman extortions upon his subjects, “ preaching and persuading every 
man to give and spend all that he hath, rather than bear any danger to come 
in such subjection.” This has so encouraged the people against France that 
if they were sure the money would be well employed, they would give such 
an aid to the Emperor as was never seen before; but it is thought they will 
not be satisfied without the King’s participation in everything, and control 
over the money, which it is difficult to arrange before the King’s meeting 
with the Emperor, as Wingfield knows. News of the Pope’s election is 
hourly looked for. 

Letters from Trent of the 5th, from the duke of Milan and Bannisius, 
state that the Duke does not mean to advance without the 6,000 lanceknights 
which are to be shortly ready. The French had made excursions from 
Cremona before Placeuce and Sontino, but were repulsed in both places.

The city of Milan and the rest of the duchy was firmly resolved to resist 
the French. A French ambassador had been well received at Zurich. Was 
told by the Chancellor of a letter from Michael Abbatls to the bishop and 
sovereign of Flanders, to be shown to you, and that the Emperor received 
last night your opinion concerning the answer to be made to Abbatis, which 
has been followed. On being informed of Knight’s mission to the Swiss, 
the Chancellor in my presence instructed the secretary Maximilian to inform 
their ambassadors in Switzerland. “ As to the declaration at this present, 
he said the King’s highness nor your grace would not condescend to anti¬ 
cipate the same,” and he could tell no further, because the letters of the said 
Bishop and Sovereign were not fully deciphered. He said you had desired 
the banishment of the .Scots from the Emperor’s countries, which would be 
difficult, owing to the privileges of Friesland. 

This morning, as the court removed to Brussels, I had no opportunity to 
inquire further. The Chancellor told mi he cannot agree with Hoghstrate, 
who is beginning to follow the way of the lord Chievres. He does not take 
him for French, but only very covetous. I asked the Chancellor how he 
stood with Nassau. He answered very well, and that he found him well 
affected toieards his master. lie told me that Chievres at Worms made 
suit to the bishop of Liege, at the instance of the provost of Utrecht, for the 
exchange of the bishopric of Chartres with the bishopric of Aut[un] in 
the duchy of Burgundy, held by a Frenchman, who should renounce it in 
favor of the provost, “and he give recompcnco equivalent to the bp. of 
Liege, comprised the bishopric of Pampeluna, which, by the mediation of 
Chievres, the Emperor had in that cafle granted to the said of Liege and, 
notwithstanding the death of Chievres, he has, by the continual suit of the 
provost, obtained from the Emperor a pension of 5,000 ducats upon Toledo 
in exchange for Pampeluna. The bishop of Liege is to have the provostship 
of Utrecht, and the provost’s other benefices in the Emperor’s dominions, so 
that those who in the general opinion deserve punishment for their untrue 
demeanor are rewarded. Berghes has desired me to say, “ that for to have 
a honorable and profitable end with the Frenchmen, what way the affairs 
shall take, it is requisite and necessary to make good and effectual prepa¬ 
rations for the war, by which means, and none other , they shall be brought 
to the reason, and compelled to speak. The Audiencer and mons. De la 
Roche been of like opinion ; which Audiencer showed me yesterday, upon 
some information he had before, that the pensions annuals given by the 
Emperor to divers lords and gentlemens of these countries amount by 
the year to 200,000 florins, and been the principal charge that put his 
majesty back with his revenues .” In Zealand they were busy making pro¬ 
vision for the navy. York has just arrived, and met Wingfield at Calais, 
who, having learned from your letters the charge entrusted to him and me 
jointly, has sent it to me. Will follow the Emperor, and speak with him 
tomorrow night. The despatch made towards the Swiss will be thankfully 
received here. Ghent, 15 Jan.

England must 
counteract these French practices ; for if they obtain the government of 
Florence they will get Bologna and other cities also, which will aid France 
with money. Before hearing of De Medici’s coming, had Bent Richmond 
to Sienna and the duke of Urbino for two passports to Rome.

Is informed that even though he get the pass¬ 
ports he will not be able to go, as the villains of the duchy of Urbino and 
Sienna obey no superior.

He 
said Banuisius had written from Trent that an express courier had been 
sent thither to the duke of Milan with news that the election was published 
on the 9th at 1 p.m. The Duke wrote to the same effect. The Emperor 
says the cardinal of Tortosa is of great age, of a feeble complexion and 
sickly ; and if he should not live long, his ambassadors shall be instructed 
so that you may see the cordial mind he bears you. Meantime he will 
obtain the confirmation of your [legateship]. The Emperor says the sieur 
de Ruffe, of the duchy of Burgundy, has come to the princess of Orange 
at Saint Ann’s in Burgundy, saying that if she would mediate between the 
Emperor and the French king, the latter would put everything into her 
hands. The Emperor has answered this as he did Michael Abbatis.

1971. Fitzwilliam to Wolsey. 

The French king came to Rouen on Wednesday the 15th. Spoke 
to him (though he had no commission to do so) in behalf of divers English 
merchants who had been ill treated at sea, and had obtained small justice 
of the parliament there ; on which he called the premier president of the 
parliament before Fitzwilliam, and ordered that the King’s subjects should 
have ns short expedition in their causes as might be. He also promised to 
give orders to the Vice-admiral, whom he would meet at the New Haven, 
to see that the English were not molested at sea. 

Since he wrote last Francis told him he had been informed Wolsey 
would not come to Calais, but the Emperor would go to England, where 
the King would make ready a house to feast him in, and that assurance 
would be made between him and my lady Princess. He would not name 
his informant, but said he had heard this from England. Told him it was 
impossible, or he should have heard of it; on which Francis said no man 
should persuade him the King his brother would do anything ayainst him 
till he found it so in fact; that it was very natural the Emperor should 
wish to pass through England, and he saw no reason why Henry should 
refuse him, but he would never believe in the contract, for there was no 
marriage so meet for the King's daughter as his son. Finding him dis¬ 
posed to talk, Fitzwilliam said, “ Sir, by this reckoning the Emperor is 
determined to go into Spain." Francis said he had long known that, and 
was resolved to make as strong war upon him on that side as he could. He 
had sent Bourbon to Languedoc and the frontier of Arragon to put the 
country in readiness. He said he expected news from his ambassadors in 
England, who were to show the King some matters that would content him. 
Did not enquire what they were. Thinks, from their speaking so much 
fairer than they were wont, that they either expect the King to be against 
them, or hope to put off payment of the pension while getting ready their 
power. Advises that, if the King do break, it shall be kept secret till they 
be in such readiness that the French can do no harm, “ for I assure you 
he putlcth in areadiness all his power" Francis told him he had spoken

Albany has taken Temptallon castle, belonging to the earl of Angus, 
and is now lying at Dunbar, a place of his own, not eighteen miles from 
Berwick. Thinks he has only 4,000 men, besides the noblemen and their 
households. The earls of Huntley, Argyle, Arrayne, Lenhowse and three 
others are with him, besides barons. Angus has lately gone over to him, 
contrary to his oath sworn on the Evangelists to Dacre. As Albany was 
so near, took into wages 250 men; but discharged 150 six days after, on 
hearing that he was going to return to Edinburgh, retaining the rest for 
one day longer. Dunbar is only five hours’ march from Berwick, and it 
would be impossible to send into Northumberland for men if he came sud¬ 
denly, as he can lie on either side of the town, and prevent any English 
entering it. Wishes to know how the said men are to be paid, for the 
country is very poor; and if they want money, they want courage. For the 
safety of the town, it would be well to keep a crew of 200 men till the 
Duke’s mind is further known. There are fifty gunners whose wages 
have for a long time been paid to Geo. Lawson, the receiver, by the late 
abbot of St. Mary’s; but the present abbot says he cannot continue the 
payment without a warrant from the King. Thinks Wolsey must have 
forgotten his frequent mention of the necessity of repairing the fortifi¬ 
cations. A master of works is much needed. Four bulwarks are fallen 
down, and the fifth is in decay. Berwick, 21 Jan. Signed.

. Anxious as he was that Pace should have arrived at Rome in due 
time to forward Wolsey’s election, is thankful that the choice has fallen 
upon Adrian, cardinal of Tortosa, whose elevation, next to the Cardinal’s, 
will be most for the good of Christendom. Brussels, 21 Jan. 1522. 

1978. Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote last on the 18th of the news from Trent, and of the election 
of the cardinal of Tortosa as Pope, of which the Emperor has had no further 
certainty. The cardinal of Liege believed it because he had heard, before 
the entering into conclave, that Tortosa would be named to exclude De 
Medicis. I have had divers communications with the Emperor and my 
Lady. In answer to the King’s thanks for signifying to you the malicious 
inventions of the French for the hindrance of the amity, the Emperor says 
such ceremony is superfluous. He told me the new practices set forth by the 
princess of Orange mentioned in my last; the original letters relating to 
which he has sent to his ambassadors to show you. The Emperor is much 
pleased with your resolution to take his ambassadors daily into council, and 
will do the same towards the King’s; for which reason, the rent-master of 
Zealand was called to my presence, and showed me a book of all victuals 
prepared for the army at sea. As to ships, the Emperor has received 
letters from Spain, dated the 5th, informing him of the coming of sixty-six 
of the best in Biscay; some laden with merchandise, others expressly sent 
by the council. A good number of men-of-war will come from Spain, and 
4,000 Almains will go hence, though the Constable and others desire 5,000. 
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I am informed of this, both by the Emperor and by Alva and Fonseca, who 
are very urgent in their letters that the voyage should be hastened, and 
promise that Castile will set forth against France, besides the navy, 30,000 
foot and 10,000 horse. They have found 15,000 horse within the realm, 
and arranged the way by which they shall enter France. 

According to yonr command, I have told the Emperor and my Lady that 
Hannart must be compelled to plain declaration, insisting on the dangers 
that may arise if the fault go unpunished. Was answered that the matter 
was not so serious; the letters written to the ambassador of Hungary, and 
shown by him, not being of such contents as was supposed. I said the 
ambassador’s answer, seen by credible persons, proved the contrary; and if 
it were as the Emperor said, Hannart must have re-written them with the 
ambassador’s consent. The Emperor asked my authority for saying the 
answer would condemn Hannart. It was the Chancellor; but as Wing¬ 
field and I promised him to keep it secret, I said if it were not found so the 
witness should be produced. Hannart being absent, it was deferred till his 
return, “ but by my Lady’s opinion, I look for no great exploit.” By her 
advice, I desired the Emperor at least not to let Hannart know of the com¬ 
mon affairs; which he promised. Considering how he was brought up by 
Chievres, it is no wonder the Emperor is not yet fully awake, especially as 
he has so many of the old sect about him ; but, with his excellent wit and 
good disposition, he will ultimately set all things right. 

As La Shault is affected towards France , Berghes and mg Lady have 
persuaded the Emperor to send him to the Queen of Portugal to be her 
Chamberlain , and conduct her to Castile along with other lords. 

Cannot express the satisfaction given by the King’s letters to the Swiss, 
and the sending of his ambassadors. My fellow, York, was despatched on 
the 17th to the Emperor’s ambassadors, accompanied by a servant of the 
master of the Posts. The Emperor hears from Switzerland, that the great 
master of France, La Palice, the bishop of Senlis, Lamet and the general of 
Languedoc, with 500 horse, had arrived there, and asked for 16,000 men; 
and although Zurich and other cantons remained firm to the Emperor, the 
re6t were able to raise that number. The Emperor is therefore advised by 
some Swiss friends to send 6,000 more lanceknights to Italy, “ affirming 
that nothing shall keep them at home, as to know they shall find resistance 
in the duchy of Milan of lyke theyr pyckes, saying also the (they) love the 
French crowns, and not to die for them ;” but I see no way to do this for 
lack of money. The King should look to it, and prevent the Venetians 
meddling by offering to mediate between them and the Emperor. 

I have several times spoken to the Emperor and council of the demeanor 
of Albany, and urged the banishment of the Scots. The Chancellor says, 
it cannot be done till the King’s declaration, for reasons I have already 
written. I said, if the Emperor would not do more than he was bound to 
in the treaty, he should not expect more of the King. Berghes says, he 
and the lord Admiral, his son-in-law, would be great losers if the Scots were 
banished from their marts, but for his own part he was content. Still, no 
resolution was come to, except to send a herald to Scotland, threatening 
to exclude them from the marts if they do not abandon Albany ; which I 
have urged them to do at once, but the Chancellor refuses. 

Thanked the Emperor for writing to Rome in Wolsey’s favor, who 
ssid he would always be ready to promote his exaltation. The reputa¬ 
tion of England for wealth is a great cause of the esteem in which it 
is held ; and if the King do not lend the Emperor some money, it will 
not be well taken. This evening, the 21st, at 8 o’clock, a letter of the 10th 
came from Rome, from don John Manuell, announcing that the cardinal 
Detursensis was elected on the 9th, by the name of Hadrianus Trayectensis, 
and cardinals Colonna and Ctesarinus will take the news to him in Spain.

The Emperor and court are much pleased. Mass will be celebrated in the 
cathedral tomorrow, and fires and triumphs made at night. Can learn no 
particulars, except that Medicis, perceiving he was excluded by the opposi¬ 
tion of Colonna, in order that no other Italian might be elected, voted 
with all his friends, to the number of 16, in favor of Detursensis, and was 
immediately followed by Colonna with other 8, when the rest also followed 
in succession. The Turks continually harass Hungary, which the Emperor 
will be compelled to assist with a great part of the aid granted by the 
estates of Germany. Hears from Berghes that Hochstrat has obtained 
the government of Holland by resignation of Nassau, who will be recom¬ 
pensed in Spain through my Lady's influence. Hochstrat does many 
things to the Emperor's prejudice. The King must provide some remedy 
when the Emperor comes to England.

sake. On his way from them to the Duke he was taken by 30 of the 
Duke’s horsemen, and robbed of all he had, even his coat of arms, on the 
pretext that he bore the arms of Florence, in which there are a fleur de lis 
and a lion. He was released by an honest gentleman of Mantua, with 
whom he had communication, carrying Pace’s credentials to the Duke, who 
apologised for the herald’s treatment, saying his men were without wages, 
and restored to him at his own cost what was taken from him.

Went to him today, and 
was received with great honor, all the governors of the city being about 
him, when the Cardinal took him into a secret chamber, aud told him he 
knew how much he was bound to the King and Wolsey by the letters he 
had received by Pace’s servant, Thos.

On hearing the King’s good mind more 
fully from Pace, he said he would send his chief and most trusty secretary 
to thank them, and declare that lie would live and die the faithful servant of 
the King and the Emperor.

Has written five letters to Rome to Mr. Dean (Clerk), 
but has had no answer. Fears that his letters are intercepted by the old 
duke of Urbino. Intends, now the Duke has withdrawn, to visit Rome, and 
stay there till he hears from Wolsey.

Fitzwilliam will tell you what the King has done for the love of his 
good brother. All the princes of Christendom together could not have 
brought him to it. God knows what I myself have done for the love of the 
two princes, and to prevent the shedding of blood.

1994. [Francis I.] to La Batie and Poillot. 

I have received your first and second letters, relating the conversa¬ 
tions you have had with the king of England and the cardinal of York. 
The whole question is whether my good brother intends to maintain his 
fraternal love and alliance. As to the suspicions which he says have 
arisen, I have done nothing openly or covertly against the amity between 
us. The going of the duke of Albany into Scotland was much more 
against my will than his; but he found means to escape when I was much 
occupied by the war. I am sending a gentleman into Scotland to command 
him to return. The taking of some English ships by my subjects was against 
my will. If I had those who did it, I would punish them. Englishmen fre¬ 
quently rob my subjects, which I suppose is not agreeable to him. 

I trust that the suspicions mentioned in your instructions, which I might 
have against him, are unfounded; yet I think it very strange that this treaty 
of Bruges was concealed from me, and also the powder and balls which are 
going to Antwerp;—that his subjects go and take the Emperor’s pay;—that 
the English scholars at Paris have returned home, and also the daughter of 
Mr. Boullan, while ships were being made at Dover, and musters taken in 
England, the rumor being that it was to make war on France. Never¬ 
theless, if Henry desire it, I will do what I can to withdraw the duke of 
Albany, and we will renew our treaties by chapters and oaths; and if he 
desire to add an article for offensive war upon just quarrel, according to 
the power shown by the Cardinal to my Chancellor at Calais, I will agree, 
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either with a general reservation of allies, or specifically against his enemies 
and mine. 

I do not know if he find it difficult to maintain the friendship of myself and 
the Emperor elect, considering the enmity between us; but he must choose 
between neutrality and a declaration for one or the other. As to neutrality, I 
should not be dissatisfied; but if ho were to declare against me, I should con¬ 
sider it a great wrong, after all the familiarities, oaths and treaties between 
us. I am willing to* do everything to satisfy him in the things which he has 
demanded of me. If he had been in my case, I should have helped him 
personally, and with all I had. If he will consider well, he will see that 
the war made upon me by the Emperor elect is against God, justice and 
honor, as shown by the articles delivered to you. And if he will compare 
the friendship of myself and the Emperor, he will find the difference, both 
in surety, in persons and in power; but if he should declare against me, I 
hope to provide for it. I content myself with my own, which the Emperor 
does not do ; and my good brother should consider what is likely to happen, 
if the Emperor retain his purpose, now that a Pope has been made entirely 
at his devotion. The Emperor’s ambassadors, at the last diet at Zurich, 
held on Saturday after the feast of Kings, offered the lords of the Leagues 
to make a league against France, and assured them that England would join, 
and give them plenty of pay. The Emperor pretends to put the duke of 
Barri iu possession of Milan, in order that the Swiss and Italians may not 
be jealous of his greatness ; but if my army were out of Italy, the first 
thing he would do would be to occupy the duchy, and consequently the 
whole of Italy, including even the patrimony of the Church, which the 
Pope, being his creature, would not deny. He has told the lords of the 
Leagues that I have broken the five years’ truce, and that he was thus pre¬ 
vented from going to war against the Infidels, although it is notorious who 
is the real cause of war. Nevertheless, the lords of the Leagues have re¬ 
fused his demand, and declared their resolution to adhere to their alliance 
with France; for which cause, on Friday next, 20,000 men will leave the 
cantons, with the principal captains of those countries, and the banners they 
have been accustomed to carry in their own wars. They will be led by my 
uncle the Grandj Master and the marshal De Chabannes, and will meet 
with little opposition in the duchy, where my gens d’armerie have already 
driven out the enemy, except the b&nished men. 

I send, for my good brother’s satisfaction, the instructions delivered to 
my Chancellor when he went to Calais, with his power to treat with tho 
ambassadors of the Emperor. The whole consists of three points: (I.") the 
maintenance of treaties; (2.) the surety of the same for the future; and, 
(3.) recompense for the injuries done to me. If you find they have re¬ 
course to dissimulation, as they had at Calais, break off at once entirely. 
I was sorry my Chancellor showed so much patience with them at Calais, 
their dissimulations were so transparent. As to Henry’s complaint, that I 
have attempted to treat with the Emperor by other means than through 
him, it is not true. All that I have done has been at his intercession, and 
I never gave any charge to Mouhye, as La Batie knows. As to what he 
says, that Robertet was to meet a secretary of the Emperor to arrange a 
treaty, it is true that an Italian named Abbatis, who was with the Chan¬ 
cellor of Flanders at Calais, came to me at Paris, to say that if I would send 
Robertet to Cambray, the Emperor would send Hannart his secretary, 
which I would not consent to. He then asked me for a safeconduct for the 
secretary of the dowager of Savoy, to be sent by her to my mother ;

Lady 
Margaret does not agree well with the Chancellor , and considers his device 
for the Emperor's going to Rome very prejudicial.

He had been informed by the dean of Neuell, an 
acquaintance of Wingfield’s, that John Hannart was in communication with 
a French secretary at Cambray. This news was communicated to the 
Dean, the Bishop’s vicar there, by the sieur De Pottelles, brother to the 
bishop of Palermo, who has long dwelt with the lady of Vandom, and 
is said to be “as good French as the best born in Paris.”

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These Legates have not yet departed, as there is a strong rumor the Pope is 
dead, and great bets are laid upon it, and violent storms have arisen at sea. 
Those that took sail for Spain, what with the weather and what with the 
Moors, have been driven back again two or three times. There is no ready 
passage for the Cardinals to go by sea, except at their own great cost; above 
1,500 ducats are demanded “ for the nole” (loan) of one ship, besides vic¬ 
tualling for six weeks. The mariners will take no other terms. Then, if 
the Pope were dead, and these Cardinals at sea, they would be absent 
from the new election, and that they would be loth, for every one of them 
hath a good opiuion of himself; and besides that, there ariseth other profits 
by their being present.” Finally, no money could be levied for their 
charges. The College is in great perplexity ; notwithstanding, the Romans, 
who would be utterly undone if the Pope tarried long, are very urgent 
with the Cardinals, and the lands of the Church run to ruin, “ and the

They have concluded that the Legates shall set forward as soon as they 
have word that the Pope is dead or alive, and which way he will come. 
Hulf are of opinion to meet him at the seaside, and save the tediousness and 
expense of a journey by land ; “ for which purpose they have already sent for 

.into France.” He and Pace aro of opinion, as they cannot further 

the King’s affairs before the Pope’s arrival, and the Legates are not ready 
for the journey, they should stay at Romo till they hear again from Wolsey. 
If the Cardinal could induce the Pope to come to England, “ there might 
great chance arise thereby, for 'the Pope is aged and sickly, and might 
fortune to die in those quarters; and if he so did, your gr&ce, by the reason 
thereof, might be present at the next election, and these men herq should be 
too far off to come thither, for ye should not be bound to tarry pro absentibus , 
but ten days post mortem; and your grace, having only with you such 
Cardinals as be in those quarters, should then more easily attain your purpose. 
These Cardinal here be in such obloquy of the common people for choosing 
this man, being absent, that wo fear lest, at another election to be made here, 
your absence might hurt. Therefore it should make much for your grace’s 
purpose that the election should be made in such place whither many of 
the Cardinals could not resort. If Wolsey wishes them to meet the Pope, 
begs he will procure them a safeconduct through the French dominions ; 
albeit master Secretary is afraid to go by Franco, and hath little confidence 
in their safeconduct. Master Gregory is at Bonony with the King’s horses. 
He will set forwards as soon as the weather permits. Thinks the French 
have won the six cantons, for he dined lately with cardinal Sion, who was 
loth to confess it.

upon the two requests lately made by the ambassadors has given dissatis¬ 
faction to the Emperor, The sum of the loan, 100,000 cr., is very small 
for the great affairs of his majesty, especially for his voyage to Spain and 
the expenses he will have to sustain in Italy on account of the Pope’s 
absence.

The 
Emperor should not be asked to banish the Scots from these countries unless 
the King banish the French in his realm, especially as Denmark and 
Gueldres are allies of the Scots. The Emperor must look well to the truce 
for several reasons, especially for his voyage to Spain and his going to 
England; and if Wolsey delay writing to the Regent, as he told the ambas¬ 
sadors he would, the Emperor may be advised to adopt some other policy, 
to which, as he has already told Wolsey, he is daily urged, though he will 
not consent without extreme necessity.

When their King was one year old, and had just lost his father, they 
unanimously elected John duke of Albany as his guardian and governor 
of the kingdom, in whose favor they received letters from Leo X. to make 
him more acceptable to the Scotch nation, promising that all the privileges 
of the kingdom should be preserved intact during his government. On the 
return of Albany from France, he lately sent- through England certain 
envoys to his Holiness, who, on coming to the king of England, and being 
prohibited from going further, returned into Scotland ; along with them 
came an English herald, first seeking occasion for war, then declaring it 
more openly by letters, as the Pope will perceive by a copy translated into 
Latin, which they send. Have offered fair conditions of peace, but to no 
purpose. Expect nothing but war and invasion. Understand also that 
England is endeavouring to draw over to its side their old ally the Emperor. 
Implore the Pope to take the young King under his protection, and exhort 
England not to attack the kingdom of his nephew. Hope, in consideration 
that Adrian had prolonged for other eight months the eight months allowed 
by Leo X from the vacancy of the see of St. Andrew’s and monastery of 
Dunfermline, that he will not allow the privilege to be infringed, nor dis¬ 
pose of any prelacies at the request of factious persons out of Scotland. 
Ambassadors will be sent to his Holiness to express the King’s obedience, 
when tranquillity is restored.

B. M. usher of his chamber, dated the 24th, signed by them and Wingfield jointly, 
contained the answer to the charges given to the said Mr. Wingfield, and 
advertisement thereof made to the said ambassadors. Is told by Berghes 
and the Chancellor that the Emperor thanks Wolsey “for the cordial 
demonstrations showed by the King's highness and your grace in admitting 
Mr. Wingfield as common ambassador," and for the two months' wages 
ordered to be. paid in Calais for 3,000 foot, which will be distributed to the 
Almains, for there is as much due to them now, or little less. “ As to the 
inducing the French men to a truce by means of the lady Regent of France 
and other by your grace advised, the lord Berghes showed me dummodo 
the same might be incontinently without dilation concluded citra et ultra 
montes, it could not be but good. Howbeit that unto him was thought upon 
great foundations and reasons, and specially being the said Frenchmen 
so far forth to their great charges proceeded with the Swissers for the 
recovery of Milan, that they will put with fair words and answers that 
matter in delay unto [they"] see the success thereof; saying he know none 
other remedy to bring them to a short resolution as the King's highness' 
declaration, wherein the said lord Berghes perceive, persisting your grace 
in his opinion, little appearance. And albeit your grace, upon good re¬ 
monstrances, had dissuaded the presentation of the ■ Emperor's letters of 
requirament, yet, upon long debating in their council, they have deter¬ 
mined, in case their ambassadors can have none other conclusion in the 
premises, that they shall deliver the said letters." 

They say Wolsey may judge that the Emperor will not leave these 
countries in war until he have the King's declaration, which if he do not 
see they would advise him to make peace, for the principal lords here are 
inclined to France, where they have many friends, who complain that no 
attention has been paid to the many honorable offers made by the French. 
Many say Wolsey entertains them with fair words, and will give them no 
real help, “ as the same that purposeth to rule and handle the Emperor 
and the French king both at your pleasure. Wherefore, persevering the 
lord Berghes in his old accustomed mind toward the conservation of the 
common amity, he saith the King's highness and your grace had two ways ; 
the one is to make a truce general, as well here as in Italy, and the other 
to declare you, and effectually assist them." As to the prest, Berghes 
thinks the King, being well assured, should come forward liberally, leaving 
many superfluous conditions demanded by Wolsey. 

The Swiss, except Zurich and Schwitz, agreed at the last diet at 
Lucerne to assist the French against Milan with as many men as they 
please. “ Nevertheless, certain points remained unconcorded amongst 
them, by the which , [God] willing, they may alter their deliberation." 
Fears, however, the French will get all they want, as the Emperor does 
not make equal offers, and that Dr. Knight will arrive too late. “ As yet 
there is no news of the resolution taken in the diet that should had been 
kept the 26/A of the last month at Zurich for the said Emperor."

“ The answer of Thomas lord Dacre and Philip Dacre his brother, 
deputies to William Dacre lord Graistok, captain of my Lord’s castle of 
Norham, to a bill of instructions brought by Robert Athe fro Mr. William 
Frankleyn, chancellor of Durham, the 5th day of February, the 13th year 
of the pontification of my said Lord.” 

The Bishop, by a letter dated Durham Place, beside Westminster, on 
St. Swithin’s Day, desired to know the condition of the castle of Norham; 
for he had heard so many evil reports that he could not be quiet, and had 
spoken to the lord Roos and William Heron for warrants for timber. By 
an indenture between himself and Dacre it is agreed how many soldiers 
and how many workmen should be kept; the work of the latter to cease 
in time of war, and their wages to be paid to the soldiers. If the work 
cease, four towers are so low and the mantle wall so feeble it cannot 
stand a siege. The inner wall is finished, and of that strength “that 
with the help of God and the prayer of St. Cuthbert ” it is impregnable. 
The long wall is fourteen yards high and more, the ashlers, &c. ready, a 
stable made for sixty horse, a byre for oxen, a room under the chapel 
“ drissed with hek and manger,” room for seventy horse, forty-four sorted 
oxen, besides common beef, three hogsheads of salt salmon; “also there 
is, which shall be ready unto grisse beef com, vj. fed oxen, and 400 
sheep lying under the castle wall”; rye and wheat, forty quarters; malt 
at the castle gate, eighty quarters. If the work go forwards in the 
war time, the Bishop must be charged with the wages. Provision of 
harness is made for fifty-nine “ above the jaks of mine own charge;” for 
the deputy, of a complete cuirass, and for every other an Almain rivet, 
a beaver and a salett. The captain has a servant, a chaplain, two cooks, 
a brewer, “ besides childre a butler, three hynds, three servants of the 
hynds, and a carter. Gives a number of curious details of the wages paid to 
the constable, soldiers, porters, watchmen, wallers, gunners, masons; all of 
whom must be kept. Advises that the work should be continued, and 
money advanced for the purpose. Gives an account of the ordnance in the 
castle. Advises laying in brimstone and saltpetre, that a gunner may 
“ sharp ” the gunpowder ; “ for I fere me there is overmiche cole in it, 
wherby it is somthing flat, as 1 perceive it upon my hand when I burn it.” 
Many of the arrows want feathers, and the bows are out of order. So 
stands my lord’s castle. The service he does is not for profit, but for 
pleasure. His son receives but 20/. a year for finding fourteen persons, 
and is bound in the sum of 2,000/. for the sure keeping of it.

On 
her being notified of it, she sent for the Admiral and me into her privy 
chamber, and afterwards for Bainbrig, who delivered your letters, and met 
with a good reception, as he himself can inform you.

On her doing so he delivered it, and begged an answer as soon as possible.

On Sunday Bainbrig and I went to her again, when 
she said it had been late on the previous night before the King came home, 
yet she had showed him everything, and he had sent for the Chancellor, 
who was expected tonight, and would give answer after his arrival. 
Francis had said he would send Mons. de Orleans to the King, to learn to 
shoot, and speak the language, in order to increase the amity. My Lady 
praised the child, saying he is one of the largest of his ago that she ever 
saw, and spoke ns if the French king would be glad to have another meeting 
with the King, as, notwithstanding all their writings and sendings to and 
fro, they could, being together, conclude better in two hours than can now 
be done in a quarter of a year.

On Monday we went again to my Lady, who said the Chancellor had 
not yet come, and requested Bainbrig to wait a day or two, saying they 
hoped to make such an answer as would please you well. The same day 
she said again she would be glad to suffer a great pain that Francis and 
the King might speak together once more, but she trusted the amity was so 
rooted in the hearts of both princes that it could not be broken. Tomorrow 
the King goes to Paris, and I shall go with him and leave Bainbrig to go to 
my Lady himself.

Has received by Clarenceux his sharp and unkind letter, which was 
not provoked on her part, reproaching her for being so easily abused as to 
suppose the coming of Albany to be for her good, and for contemplating 
a divorce from Angus with a view of marrying Albany. Had written in 
favor of Albany only for the sake of peace, and could do no less, finding 
him so well inclined to it. Henry trusts too easily to false reports. 
Nothing is dearer to her than the weal and surety of her son. It is not to 
Henry’s honor to suffer such slanders as my lord Cardinal spoke in council, 
that she loved the Governor to her dishonor. Her divorce from Angus had 
never been contemplated either by herself or Albany. It was a scandal of 
the bishop of Dunkeld, but bis purpose will fail. It is strange that, for the 
cause of any other, Henry will make war against herself and her son, as he 
has threatened to do so long as the Governor remains in Scotland, espe¬ 
cially as the latter will consent to any reasonable way for the weal of her 
son and his realm, as Clarenceux can report. Her part in these affairs will 
be known to all Christian princes. Her letters to Henry, of which she has 
kept copies, will show that she has given him no cause of displeasure. Had 
trusted that her labor to bring the duke of Albany into Scotland would not 
have displeased him. If Albany intended evil against the King her son, 
she should have been the first to discover it. As to her treatment in this 
country, which she had hoped Henry would have got remedied, she has 
found a better friend in Albany than in any other. The King her sou is 
in no other keeping than he has been ever since he was out of her own, 
viz., with as good and true lords as any in the realm, as Clarenceux can 
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report. If she cared as little for him as Henry asserts, she might have spared 
herself much of the trouble she has undergone. How can Henry obtain 
greater security for him ? If he be unreasonable, the world will think he 
aims at his nephew’s destruction. This country desires peace with Eng¬ 
land, if it can be had with honor, but will not consent to Albany’s 
removal. Begs Henry not to defer his answer, as he has done hitherto, 
only to write unkindly at last.

dated Greenwich, 14 Jan., to the effect that, although he had hitherto been 
agreeable to live in peace with his nephew, he now understood that Albany 
had arrived in Scotland, furnished in manner for hostility, and had taken 
upon him the custody of the young King, whom he had committed to the 
care of a stranger of small reputation, and was seeking to procure a divorce 
for the Queen, with a view to contract marriage with her, whereby the 
King is in danger of being destroyed ;—that, to avert these things, Henry 
had long ago obtained a promise from the French king to keep Albany in 
France, but Francis had lately informed his ambassador that Albany had 
escaped without his knowledge ;—that Albany had lately asked the Kin g 
for a prolongation of the truce, but that if he were established at rest in 
Scotland, he would abuse the Estates and aspire to the Crown, and that 
the King had therefore refused it, although he would have consented 
if it had been asked by the Estates;—that Henry, therefore, urged them 
not to assist the Duke, on pain of his displeasure. 

They believe, if he had been informed of the truth, he would not 
have written thus. Albany is the lawful tutor of their sovereign, re¬ 
peatedly called by them to the government, and has always been anxious 
to preserve peace, nor would he allow any restraint to be put upon the 
King. He does not meddle with the custody of the King’s person, or 
make any appointment in the household; but refers everything to the 
ordering of the Estates, who, by the advice of the Queen, both before and 
since Albany’s coming, had substantially provided for the custody of the 
King’s person, deputing some of the most aged and honorable lords con¬ 
tinually to wait upon him, and they wonder Henry should believe that 
Albany, “ quha hes bene nuryst with sa grete honor, and had sa tender 
familiarite with Popis and gretest princis,” could imagine any harm against 
their sovereign's person, or induce the Queen to leave her husband. What 
promise Henry obtained from France they know not; but considering 
how virtuously the Governor conducted himself all the time of his resi¬ 
dence here, and the diligence he showed in repressing the treasonable 
attempts of some who were convicted in full Parliament, Henry ought to 
have been favorable to his return to Scotland, instead of commanding, as 
it is said, his officers on the Borders continually to favor and “resett” 
Scotch rebels. If, as appears by Henry’s letters, the good done by Albany 
is taken in evil part by the King, and the sinister reports of Scotch traitors 
easily believed, they see not what love can subsist between him and his 
nephew. Urge him not to allow the bishop of Dunkeld to be received in 
England, and to be content during Albany s presence to allow an absti¬ 
nence of war till an embassy may be got ready to send to England. If 
Henry will insist on the dismissal of Albany, they must make known to 
all Christian princes the necessity they are under, either to deprive the 
Governor unjustly of the care of their sovereign lawfully belonging to him, 
or expect to be invaded.

Dr. Knight had audience on Sunday, and left this 
morning early, and wo were informed from the Emperor that yesterday he 
should be so occupied with the despatch of Lachaw that he could not give 
us audience. When we came to the court, the Emperor was playing at 
the paume in a fair gallery which is new made, and thither he sent for us. 
Wingfield only saluted him, and gave him the King’s recommendations, when 
they were ordered to the over end of the gallery, and sat beholding the play 
till it was almost night. His majesty then went to his chamber, and, while 
ho was making ready, they were conveyed to my Lady, to whom Wingfield 
presented the King’s letters. After answering her inquiries for the King, 
Queen and Princess, Wingfield declared to her the substance of his instruc¬ 
tions to the Emperor, dwelling especially on the great love the King bore 
to him, and his desire to hear of the Emperor’s success in all his affairs. 
On her expressing a hope that the King would well consider how -the case 
stood, and do what was necessary in time, Wingfield answered that it was 
fitting the Emperor and his friends should consider that in some of the 
Emperor’s affairs the King was not only furthest off, but least acquainted 
with them, and it would be too great a leap for his highness, being in Eng¬ 
land, to be the first to provide for the preservation of Italy. This answer 
she took in good part, and expressed herself glad of his coming, for old 
acquaintance. Made the like recommendations to the Emperor, on delivery 
of the King’s letters, when Wingfield delivered such part of his charge 
as might be published, having been previously ordered by the Emperor, 
through the bishop of Palencia, that if he had any secret matter to declare, 
he should reserve it, as there were a great number of his councillors present, 
who came with him from the play. He said no man could be more welcome 
than Wingfield, who had lately passed the sea, and had a sore journey for 
his sake. He himself trusted to pass the sea shortly with Wingfield in his 
company. The Emperor’s supper being announced, Wingfield took his 
leave, his majesty promising him to speak more at length next day. The 
first day the ambassador of Venice sent to him, proposing to visit him, but 
Wingfield declined until he had paid his reverence to the Emperor. Brus¬ 
sels, 11 Feb. 1521.

This is only to certify that the Cardinals continue still in their 
private factions, and by their discord all is like to go to ruin, unless the 
Pope send some one with authority. They are debating whether the See 
Apostolic shall continue the war begun in Italy by Leo, conjointly with 
the Emperor, for Parma and Piacenza, of which the Church has now got 
possession. “ Our fr[iends the] Cardinals here ” have endeavored to 
persuade the rest that it would be better to restore these two cities than 
keep them and continue the war. Partly through perverse counsel, and 
partly from penury, no succorB have been sent to maintain the said cities 
since Leo's death. The duke of Urbin has retaken his duchy, and set the 
rebels of the Church in the cities of Perugia and Camarin, and lately did 
attempt to do the same “ hereby in Senys and in Florence.” The only man 
who has the means to resist him is cardinal De Medici, and it is a question 
whether he shall have in mortgage, for his indemnity, the little that is left 
of the lands of the Church. Cardinal Sion has spoken very well, and been 
much resisted, for most of the cardinals here are French, and are anxious 
to do nothing but let the French king have his way. There is, besides, 
so much hatred among them, that many think these acts of the duke of 
Urbino have been fomented by the cardinals ; and to this all the enemies 
of De Medici incline, who would rather the world were in ruins than do 
anything to make him great. Although De Medici, on the authority of the 
College, sent forth powers, and forced the Duke into Perugia, that authority 
has been revoked, and his forces recalled. The notary has been taken that 
made the process against such cardinals and others “ as should have been 
of counsel with the late cardinal of Senys in the poisoning of pope Leo, 
and the gubernator that gave the sentence is fled.” No news has yet 
come of the new Pope. The duke of Milan is at Trent. The city of Ast 
has been taken by the Spaniards. The French are still at Cremona. The 
prothonotary of the Bentivogli, who was not allowed to leave the city 
without licence, is fled into a strong castle of the Ursins. Rome, 11 Feb.

“ Divers news showed to us [by] the Chancellor in the presence of 
my Lady.” 

(1.) Don John Manuel, the Emperor’s ambassador at Rome, writes that 
the Cardinals at the election “ had with them the Holy,Gospel, and how 
since their coming out of conclave they have the devil,” for each is given 
to his particular affection, and they think but little of the honor or dignity 
of the Church ; “ and how necessary it was, if the Pope’s holiness might 
not shortly come there, that at least he should send thither one of those 
most reverend Cardinals which been absent, to be Legate de latere, with 
as ample power as could be granted.” (2.) The Cardinals at Rome have 
taken and divided amongst themselves all Leo’s jewels and plate, worth, 
as the bishop of Palencia says, 300,000 ducats. (3.) Some not only of the 
French party, but of the Emperor’s subjects, do not wish the Pope to come 
from Spain, but would have a new election and a schism. (4.) The Milanese 
are determined to resist the French, and have made great “ reparations ” 
against the castle and about the city. (5.) If the French are too strong 
for them, they are determined to keep the city of Milan, the castle of 
Pavia, Alexandria and Como. The country furnished them with victuals. 
(6.) Banners have been made with the arms of St. Ambrose, and blessed 
by the prelates. Prayers were daily put up for their success against the 
enemy. (7.) Certain inhabitants of the city were appointed to visit and 
relieve the poor. (8.) If the lanceknights came in time, they cared little 
for the French. (9.) The duke of Camarin has been restored to his 
dominions by the Florentine men-of-war. (10) Don John Manuel was in 
communication for some appointment with Francis Maria and the duke of 
Ferrara. (11.) The resistance of the French in Milan will place them at 
the mercy of the King and Emperor.

When my instructions were 
read over, he and his council said they could not be better devised for the 
affairs now to be treated with the Swiss, and for the advancement of the 
Emperor’s purposes. When they came to the article specifying that the 
Emperor’s ambassadors and I should offer pensions to the Swiss, to be paid 
by the Pope, the Emperor and the King, the Chancellor asked if I had any 
commandment to specify any particular sum. I answered that the Swiss 
are accustomed to demand much, though Princes often agree with them for 
less ; and when it is known what they demand, if the Pope, Emperor and

saw that I had no commandment to promise a certain sum, and said that 
the delay of sending into England, and waiting for an answer, would greatly 
hinder their purpose. I think they have no hope of winning the Swiss this 
time ; for the lady Margaret said she thought my going to them would be 
too late, for the French king has the favor of most of the cantons. I do not 
know the cause of this, but when I come to them will inform you. Lack 
of money will hinder many of the Emperor’s purposes. The Emperor, the 
lady Margaret and the Lords, after inquiring of the welfare of the King, 
Queen and Princess, asked after you, and professed themselves very joyous 
of your grace’s prosperity. Today I leave Brussels, and have told York 
herald, now with the Swiss, the causes of my long delay.

On the 12th I visited the French king, and found him at dinner, 
talking about hunting. As I wished to enter into conversation, I said, 
“ Sir, your grace doth as the King your brother doth, for when he hath 
been a hunting, and hath had good sport, he will talk thereof three or four 
days after.” Hearing this, he ceased talking with the others, and turned 
to me, but spoke of nothing but hunting all dinner time. After dinner, 
he asked whether my lord of Burgaynye was out of prison, and I an¬ 
swered that he was not when T came away. “ And then he fell in devising 
of the duke of Buckingham, and said he had no fancy to him, and said he 
thought he should come to that he is now come to. And he reported him 
to my Lady his mother whether he said so or no, immediately after his 
coming from Arde.” Three days ago I was with my Lady, and she told me 
the King “ should have said that he would send Mons. de Orlyaunce to your 
grace to learn to shoot, and to speak the language.” His principal reason is 
to increase the amity between him and you, and to show you that he loves 
and trusts you; which I said you would always believe till he did something 
contrary to his promise. She said she hoped never to live to see that day. 
I write more at length to Wolsey. The King’s young son is not yet 
christened, and an ambassador is expected from the Swiss to christen him. 
I am well entertained by the King, my Lady, the Admiral and all others.

I think it 
is his chief errand to Paris, for the same cause only. I suppose they have 
sent the patent to Paris, “ for as yet the Chancellor came not according to 
her promise.”

Is at Louvain, not spending his time well. Was driven from 
Paris more by the report than the reality of war, and is pursuing letters 
which seem to fly their lover here. Says nothing of the danger in crossing 
the Channel, “ in frequente Cardinalis famulitio eodem tempore quo nos 
solvente [anch]oram,” his sickness and discomforts “utriusque itineris,” 
the danger of roads beset with soldiers, the incredible scarcity of vic¬ 
tuals, the boundless expenses, and, greatest misfortune of all, that his 
companion, master Blythe, caught a fever on his arrival here, so that 
for some days his life was in danger. Is not pleased with the theolo¬ 
gical exercises here; they read and argue coldly, what they call with 
modesty, but they are lazy and tedious. “Pnrisiis clamatur vere sardo- 
nice; et voce (quod dicitur) stentorea, fremunt aliquando ad spumam 
usque et dentium stridorem.” Would like something between the two. 
Louvain is a pleasant town in situation and inhabitants : “ moenia prospectu 
amcenissima ; sed gentis amor rarus, et is unicus favor qui pecunia emitur.”

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They are great gluttons and drinkers. They go on draining fresh cups 
till hands, feet, eyes and tongue refuse their offices; and you are an 
enemy if you don’t keep up with them. Their food is coarse and greasy 
( impxnguatua , incrassatus, et (ut ita loquar) ex omni parte butyratus ) : a 
dinner without butter would be thought monstrous. “ Ecce descripsimus 
tibi felicitatem Teutonicorum!” Pursues only private study, except that he 
attends cosmography under Yives, a Spaniard, who is no mean scholar.

Has sent his articles, which he 
wishes Dr. Watson, Magister Pareus, Farman and Lathamer to see, as he 
wrote to them before he could obtain a copy. Recommends William Jeffrey 
and the rest of his pupils to Gold’s care. Sends commendations to 
Dr. Meytcalf, our common master, and master Truslove. Begs he will 
forward his letters to John Kyrkeby and his wife at Northampton, and to 
Richard Tayler.

P.S.—The Archduchess has Bent to us Marnix with letters from 
the marshal of Burgundy, showing that, notwithstanding the promises of 
the French king to England, he has given the county of Charoloys to the 
lady of Vendome, although it was comprised in the French treaty with 
England. Send a copy of the article. My Lady says she will charge the 
Emperor’s ambassadors to speak of it. She hears from them that there 
is some alteration in the place where the Emperor is to land, to which there 
Avill be no objection on this side. She praises Wolaoy’s oconomy in saving 
money for the advancement of the common affairs. The Chancellor thinks 
the joint expedition should be deferred till the two princes have met at 
Southampton. He approves of the resolution taken on Woleey’s conference 
with the ambassadors to defer tho requisition to the King, and send it by 
Wolsey into France. The ambassadors havo the duplicate, to be used when 
needful. The Archduchess says England must either effect a good truce, 
or assist tho Emperor without delay. When the provost of Utrecht arrived 
at Cambray ho wrote to Robertct for a safeconduct to go to the French 
king and do him rcverenco as his subject. Robertet asked if he had any 
chargo from the Emperor, and he replied he had none, but was only going 
on his own affairs. Michael do Abbatis had spoken with him at Cambray 
advising peace.

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2064. Clabencieux to Wolset. 

Beached Edinburgh Saturday, Candlemas eve, where the Queen lodges 
in a burgess’s house. Presented his letters. After reading the same, and 
hearing what he had to say, she was marvellously abashed, and said she per¬ 
ceived the King held her in great heinous displeasure, owing to ill reports 
made about her. She only desired Albany in Scotland because she was ill 
treated, and she had as simple living as any poor gentlewoman might have; 
compelled to part with her jewels till Albany commanded the comptroller 
of Scotland to pay her. Has been well treated since he arrived, desiring 
nothing to her dishonour, which she regards as much as any poor gentle¬ 
woman or princess in the world. Her son is well kept, and has nothing to 
fear from the Duke. On the 6th the Duke came to the Queen. She sent 
for Clarencieux, and expressed her gratitude to Albany, and would continue 
to do so as long as he acted honorably. All this she spoke in French, that 
Albany might understand it; who answered he would never act otherwise. 
Sunday, Candlemas Day, Albany sent for him to Holyrood House; to whom 
Clarencieux delivered the King’s letters in the presence of the Lords. After 
dinner he sent for Clarencieux into his chamber; showed him that his saying 
and the King’s letter were very bitter; that he never came to the King’s 
hurt,nor put anyone about him, except three lords appointed by the States; 
that he was invited by them, and promised, by a solemn oath upon the 
Evangels when he last left, to return; and nothing should induce him to 
break it. As the Lords have appointed him governor he will risk life and 
goods for them, and will not fail for the King his master, his wife, or any¬ 
thing he has in France. 

As to “ his damnable abusion of the King’s sister,” moving her to leave 
her husband and marry him, he says that when he was last in Rome the 
Queen desired him to sue for a divorce, being unkindly treated by Angus ; 
and that he obtained a bull, which he sent her, but did not show Claren¬ 
cieux. He swore by the Sacrament that he saw between the priest’s hands 
that day, and prayed he might break his neck if ever he minded to marry her. 
He had enough of one wife. He marvelled the King should think so ill of 
his sister, and that the Cardinal, a man of the Church, should say before the 
King’s council to his secretary “ how he doth kepe the same Queen as she 
were his wife or concubine.” Henry had complained his sister was not 
well treated, and now she is well treated by his means. On the 6th, in the 
Queen’s presence, Albany said he had always been willing to be friendly 
with England, but if the King made war on his nephew he would defend 
him. 

The Monday following Clarencieux sent a servant to the lords assembled 
in parliament at the Tolbooth, paid his respects to them, delivered his 
charge and the King’s letter to the chancellor of Scotland. Desired to have 
it read openly. Had many grim looks of the Scots, both high and low. 
Was desired to withdraw. On his return they said that they had unani¬ 
mously invited the Duke, and would not dismiss him ; that they were little 
obliged to the French king for declaring himself against the same. They 
would live and die with him, though the King’s highness, the French king 
and the Emperor should be against him. Was despatched on the 11th. 
Received a letter from Albany, the Queen and the Estates, which he sends 
by lord Dacre’s advice. Stays here, at his desire, five days whilst Angus 
and the Humes shall determine what is to be done. The Scotch wardens 
are ready to do what “ ennaunce ” (annoyance) they can. The Duke has 
at Leith ten ships and two galoons ready to sail. His ordnance is at Dun¬ 
bar. Wark and Norham will not take long to win. Albany has written to 
France, and is sending thither copies of the King’s letters by a pursuivant, 
who is now with Clarencieux. He is but a simple personage; “ wherefore I 
trust to find the means to see the same copies, and to show your grace the

It was 4 o’clock p.m. this day before Bainbrig had his despatch ; and 
though my Lady has written her mind to you by him, she desired me to say 
she would send a servant of her own immediately, who would satisfy you 
in everything mentioned in the last article of her letter sent by Bainbrig. 
She thanks you heartily for your efforts to promote peace between the 
Emperor and her son, which is the thing she most desires after the amity 
with England, and said you would soon see that her son trusted the King 
and you above all princes. I think they really 'mean to give the ordering 
of everything to the King and you. “ And, moreover, she said that, rather 
than this good amity should break, she had liever never to see the King her 
son whiles she liveth; which word she spake with a sorrowful countenance, 
for I ensure your grace that the waters stood in her eyes.” She trusted it 
would not be hindered by me. I said I could not greatly hinder or further 
it, but I should be sorry to hinder it, and should deserve no thanks of either 
party for doing so. My Lady told me there was an ambassador sent out of 
England into Switzerland. I said I knew of none, and if there were any 
there, I was sure it was not to do anything against Francis. She said the 
Admiral would write to you about it, “ praying me that I would not be a 
knowen as yet.” On Saturday, Francis sat in the parliament house, atnoDg 
the com[mons] of Paris, for the declaration of the confiscation of the county 
of Fflandersj, and in the afternoon with his privy council, where he was 
told by a man of great esteem that the marriage was made between the 
Emperor and my lady Princess. Who the informant was, I was not told. 
No ono has spoken to me of the matter yet. 

The [court] remain here, it is said, only till the arrival of the ambas¬ 
sadors from the Swiss to christen the count of AngoulSme, after which the 
King, Queen, and my Lady go to Amboise to see his children, and from 
that he goes to Lyons. Was told by the duke of Guise that 100 horse and 
500 foot of the Burgundians intended to have stolen a little town aod 
castle of his, called Guise, but the [warden] of the castle, hearing of it, sent 
60 horse and 100 foot, who attacked the Burgundians and slew viij . . . 
out of hand, and took 60 prisoners, [without losing] more than 12 men, who 
were taken prisoners or quartered Dy the Burgundians. There is nothing 
favorable to them but they tell it me at once ; anything adverse they keep 
secret. I hear that marshal Chatillon has gone into High Burgundy fo

Yendome, Mons. de.and St. Pol have done in Picardy. They say

Wrote last from Brussels on the 22nd. Having no news from Eng¬ 
land by the post this day, have no good pretext for midting inquiries. Were 
told by the Chancellor today at dinner, that the Emperor had received news 
from Trent of a band of lanccknights having passed through the Grisons 
towards Milan, and that on tho 16th the duke of Milan left Trent with 
10,000 more lanceknights, hoping to arrive at Milan before them. The 
Milanese are determined to resist. They have 14,000 men of war in wages, 
and have sent the Swiss word of the cruelties and extortions perpetrated 
by the French, hoping for their protection. Judge from the Chancellor’s 
words, and otherwise, that the French fail [not] to'practise for a treaty with 
the Emperor, although they pretend the contrary. The abbot of St. Anthony 
de Vienne in Dauphiny, who is not only a Frenchman born and beneficed 
there, but also is governor of Lorraine, is come hither as the Duke’s ambas¬ 
sador. He is supposed to be a spy, or to have some privy practice, and is 
very familiar with the provost of Utrecht. Yesterday the Emperor and his 
brother, with a party of twenty, all arrayed in cloth without any manner of 
silk or cloth of gold, played at the “ jeu des Cannes,” in which the Emperor 
“ showed himself to be by himself, of that company on horseback.” Today he 
went to church to receive the pardon appropriate to the day of his nativity, 
heard high mass and a sermon, and rode to Malincs to appoint artillery for 
the ships and for the frontiers.

Would lie twenty 
days fast bound in irons, both foot and hand, to have the bp. of Carlisle and 
the garrisons here now. Albany has prorogued the parliament till the 
11th April, and intends to remove the King to Stirling. The lords of Scot¬ 
land will have no war. “ In the Firthe ther is 2 sheps redye in deking, 
and the Duke maiking hollis law by the watter, lying great peace of ordi¬ 
nance in them.”

Galba, B. vu. Wrote last on the 24th from Brussels. Last night were sent for by 

249. my Lady, who told us, in presence of the bishop of Valencia and Hoowstrate, 

B. M. that the Emperor, learning at his departure to Malines that a post had 

come from England, had ordered us to be spoken with. She then asked 
if we had received any charge by that post, and, being told that we had 
no letters, ordered her Chancellor to tell us that the Emperor was informed 
by his ambassadors that the King had granted half his request; that his 
majesty would take this thankfully, although it was very necessary fop 
the common purpose that the whole should be provided for ; that the 
Emperor’s letters patent of requirement were presented to the King, and 
that you then protested you did not intend the King to be bound further 
than is expressed in the treaty of Bruges, but he doubted not you would 
see, upon reconsideration, that the matter was so clear in both treaties 
that the last could not invalidate the first. He also showed the good hope 
entertained by the King and you of making a truce between the Emperor 
and the French, which was delayed for want of a sufficient number of 
personages on the French side, in consequence of the death of Bastie, and 
by the insufficiency, on the other hand, of the Emperor’s commission, made 
in pope Leo’s time. A new commission and personages had been sent for 
to France; and, for the Emperor’s part, the commission was drawn up 
already, and would be despatched with diligence. The Chancellor added 
that the Emperor would be much pleased on learning that the King had 
offered to send ambassadors to Spain to induce the Emperor’s subjects to be 
obedient, and to wait his coming, which may be delayed by causes touching 
his honor. He then gave us tho enclosed news, and said the Emperor had 
desired to know our advice “ as being incorporate of his council.” 

Wingfield then stood up, and in the name of himself and colleague thanked 
the Emperor for his confidence. Hoped the Emperor would remember the 
expense the King incurred whenever he went to war, having to defend 
every corner of his realm against his enemies, while other princes had some 
corners free. That as to the second point, though we were privy to the 
treaty of Bruges, we were not privy to the former treaty, and could not 
' but think your protest well founded. That we were glad to know the 

truce was in good train, and were sure the King and Wolsey regretted that 
it had not been framed sooner, and that the Emperor might be sure the 
King would be glad to gratify him by sending ambassadors to Spain. 
Being asked our advice upon the news from Italy, wo said they appeared to 
have more need of prompt help than of our counsel, being much inexpert. 
Alemand, the Emperor’s secretary, told Spinelly today that the abbot of 
Vienne, in Dauphiny, who is now here as ambassador from the duke of 
Lorraine, came principally to negotiate a peace with France, but they 
merely beat the wind.

Today, the 25th, the ambassador of Ferar and I went to the court 
together. He told me that the sons of the signor John Paul Baglyone 
entered Perosse by force, and repulsed the Florentines who were sent 
against them ; that Laurence de Syre, Camille Ursin, the sons of Baglyone 
and the duke of Urbino had entered the French king's service; that the 
cardinal De Medici and the signory of Florence were also treating with 
Francis, and that he expected every day to hear of the recovery of the 
duchy of Milan, near which the Swiss were by this time. When I came 
to the French king I told him I heard he had more servants in Italy than 
he was wont to have, and related the news without naming my informant. 
He said it was all true, and that all the lords of Italy to the kingdom of 
Naples were for him, except Prosper Colonoa and the marquis of Mantua ; 
and as for Prosper Colon na, he had his nephew, Mark Antony, whom he 
reckoned the beet of the Colonnas ; that the bridge made by the Spaniards 
over the Po was broken and brought to Cremona by the French, who had 
slain 400 or 500 of the marquis of Mantua's band, and there was not a 
Spaniard in Milan at this hour. I said you would be glad to hear he had 
recovered his duchy. He said not yet, for the Spaniards were not out of 
the duchy, but had retreated to Pavia and Placentia. Robert de la Marche 
and his wife are here. I cannot tell what they have come for. This is 
the sixth letter I have written to you, but have no word whether they have 
reached your hands, which makes me anxious as to what has become of 
your letters, and of two of mine, sent by post. The ambassadors of the 
8 wiss are [come] to christen the count of Angonleme tomorrow. Am told 
the French king intends to send you hawks, both for the kite and for the 
hay[ron].

2075. Instructions to the Bishop of Carlisle. 

1. To take with him the King’s letters of credence to lord Dacre, 
and tell him that the King perceives by the open letters under the Privy 
Seal of Scotland delivered by the three Estates to Clarencieux, and by 
letters from the Queen, Albany and Clarencieux, that they are determined 
to keep Albany in Scotland, in spite of the reasons urged in the King’s 
letters addressed to them under his Privy Seal. It is needful, therefore, 
not only to provide for the defence of Berwick and the Borders, but to 
supply them with garrisons that may make excursions and annoy the Scots. 
Even if the grounds of their vindication of Albany were true, as they 
notoriously are not, seeing that he is sent covertly by the French king to 
annoy England, yet as the Duke was once excluded from the realm by the 
King’s means, and has now undertaken to govern it in spite of the declara¬ 
tion that Henry will make no peace with Scotland during his abode there, 
it cannot stand with the King’s honor now to abstain from war. He has 
therefore appointed 600 men to lie upon the Borders under Sir Robt., Sir 
Marmaduke, and Sir William Coifetable and Sir Wm. Bulmer. The Bishop 
is to repair thither, and join Dacre as his councillor and treasurer, to pay 
the wages of the garrison, and rewards, according to the advice of Dacre, 
to the gentlemen of the Borders. He shall take with him a rate of wages 
to be given to the captain qnd soldiers. Dacre is to consult on all exploits 
with the Bishop, the Constables, Sir Christ. Dacre, Sir Anth. Ughtred and 
Sir Wm. Bulmer, and to make good espial in Scotland, to know their inten¬ 
tions, both by land and sea, for security against invasion. The King intends 
shortly to send some nobleman to Yorkshire as his lieutenant, to set the 
country north of Trent in readiness. The King leaves it to Dacre and his 
council to appoint the places where the 500 men shall lie in garrison. Dacre, 
the Bishop and Sir Wm. Bulmer are to remain at Berwick to ascertain how 
it stands as to fortifications, and how it is furnished with artillery and 
victuals.

Received a letter today from a servant of Suffolk’s, and another from some 
English merchants at Bordeaux, stating that certain ships laden with wine 
for the French queen, my lord of Durham and others, had been arrested 
after payment of customs. Mentioned this (though uncommissioned) to the 
Chancellor and Admiral, who said the ships had been bought there, and 
by the custom of the country there is “ heritage,” which enables sellers of 
ships to redeem them by a certain day. Requested the Admiral to [write] 
to the French queen, my lord of Durham and the others, as the wine was 
for their households, when he promised to make inquiry. He added, that 
there were as many French ships stopped in England, and the beginning of 
this business was not good.

Yesterday afternoon count 
De Horn and De la Roche conveyed us from our lodging to the new gallery, 
where were assembled the dowager queen Germaine of Arragon, with 
many other ladies, the cardinal of Liege and divers ambassadors. Shortly 
afterwards the Emperor arrived on horseback, with 10 nobles, armed at all 
points, each with a target on his shoulder, in place of the “ grande garde,”

saluted the ladies, and rode about the field and tilt with trumpets and 
taboryns ; also noblemen on horseback, armed and barded, bearing spears 
after the manner ; and soon after, upon that other side there came in the 
Infant Don Fernando, and in his company a ly[ke] number of noble men, 
in all points armed and dressed like unto the Emperor’s company, except 
the colors of trappers, bases and feathers, which were white and yellow ; 
which company, when they had saluted the ladies, and made their tour about 
the field and tilt, the Emperor began the play, and brake his spear upon 
one of his brother’s company, and the next course the Infant did in like 
wise upon one of the Emperor’s company, insomuch that the running lasted 
upon twain hours, for the hundred spears which were brought in to be

Afterwards the Emperor arid his band supped with the Great Squire, 
and the Infant with the lord of Nassau, and the lady Margaret feasted 
the before-mentioned Queen and the rest of the ladies. The provost of 
Cassel dined with us ; he is lodged in the same house with the abbot of 
Yienne, ambassador for the duke of Lorraine. The Abbot is so familiar with 
him, that he said he wondered the Emperor and the French king could not 
agree to make peace, and so obtain the rule of all Christendom; for as to 
the king of England, it was not to be thought that either of them could make 
a good peace with him. This morning the Chancellor told us what news 
had been written to the Emperor out of Italy, which we inclose in a par¬ 
ticular schedule. He said the Electors are now met at Nuremberg to 
consider how to recover Belgrade and other places won by the Turk in 
Hungary, and have sent a doctor to the Emperor to urge upon his con¬ 
sideration these and other matters, of which the business of Luther is not 
the least. They have also written to the Swiss, in the name of the empire, 
to take heed how they attempt anything against Milan.

would not have gone so far. Now the evil must be rooted out, the con¬ 
tagion is so widely spread.

If Angus desired her love, he 
would behave more kindly than he has done. On her coming lately to 
Edinburgh, ho took her house without her consent, and withheld Tier living, 
and she had neither love of her lord nor help of her brother. She wrote 
from Edinburgh to Dacre, how the lords of Scotland did to Angus, desiring 
aid; and Dacre answered only in general words. She does not believe, as 
he accuses her, in Albany’s fair words, but in the deeds he has done her. 
But for him she would have been constrained to put away her “jouels and 
coburd.” Believes Albany will do the King her brother “ as much stead 
in this realm and more than any other.” Denies that enemies are about 
her son, “ and I vayt viel thay Ioffe the Kyng my soon as viell as ony.”

The Swiss replied 
that they had made a league with France before the commencement of any 
warlike measures, and could not therefore recall their troops ; they desired 
peace, and at the beginning of the war had sent ambassadors to Milan to 
make peace between the Emperor and France.

There were present 
Nassau, Berghes and Hochstrat with Hanneton, who asked the Emperor 
what I should write to your grace. He said he had not received the letters 
of his ambassadors, but cordially accepted the proceedings of the King and 
Wolsey, and desired me to see the Chancellor this morning, who would 
explain his mind further. Have accordingly spoken with nim, and find 
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they are folly satisfied. The Emperor does not wish to receive the loan 
till he comes to England. Although his intention is to cross the sea before 
Easter, it is thought he will not be able to do so before Whitsunday. The 
French king’s answer to the King’s overtures is anxiously looked for. 
People think he must accept one of the two means proposed for a truce. 

The Emperor will have no difficulty in defending Milan, even if the 
Venetians persevere in uiding the French. A gentleman of the marquis of 
Mantua, who has come by post, met the duke of Milan ut Aaiga, 30 miles 
from Mantua, where he was expected on the 8th, and was to be received by 
the brothers of the Marquis and accompanied to Piacenza, from which the 
Marquis would conduct him to Pavia, and so to Milan. “ Some think ere 
now the Frenchmen have made or failed, and this second effect generally is 
rather thought than the first.” Wingfield is better, and has been visited by 
the Audiencer and others of the court. The Emperor desired me to confer 
with my Lady on your letter, who expresses herself greatly bound to the 
King, and says La Shaw has made the best possible report of his reception, 
and of the excellent virtues of my lady Princess. 

Berglies sends his recommendations, and is rejoiced to see “ the verification 
of his old and continue good opinion.”

There has been a muster of 800 foot and 80 horse at Avenes in 
Hainault, who entered France and took great spoil of cattle. The French 
gathered 1,500 foot and 100 horse, and attacked them on their return ; but 
though 300 of the party had gone on with the booty, the remainder over¬ 
threw them, took 300 and slew 160. The French have not more than 300 
spears upon this frontier. The elector of Cologne is here to procure from 
the Emperor the execution of the sentence given by the diet of Worms upon 
the question between him and the city. The Emperor hears from Naples 
that the Viceroy is at the point of death. Marquis John of Brandenburg, 
who married the queen of Arragon, the Grand Esquire, marshal of Bur¬ 
gundy, don Hugh de Monkada, prior of St. John of Messynne, the marquis 
of Villafranca and the count of Cabra, who offered 10,000 ducats, are 
suitors for his office. The council of Spain wish it to be be given to 
Fonseca or don John Manuel. A gentleman of the duke of Termy, who 
left Milan on the 4th, says the city is so well fortified that there is no fear, 
aud the Swiss and French are not likely to besiege it.

the Duke and the Chancellor al>out some ships and prisoners wrongfully 
holden ; of which he encloses copies, with the answer. The gentleman had 
an interview with the Duke on the Tuesday, but none but the Duke and 
Chancellor know his message. They kept Dacre’s servant for eight days in 
a room, and would let him speak to no one. 

The Scotch ships lie “ within such arboryo in the keis * that it is im¬ 
possible to hurt them, except three in which the Duke came. These lie 
on the west coast at Dunbritain, sometimes in calm weather, “ in the danger 
of the castle,” and sometimes they go abroad. The Duke has now sent his 
letters to the lords of Scotland to meet him. Does not know whether it is 
to declare the Frenchman’s message, or to come into the Merse to destroy 
the Homes. Is informed for certain that the great lords will have no war, 
and that there are not 18 barrels of gunpowder in all Scotland. Made 
Carlisle remain to convey the Frenchman up again, as Clareucieux was not 
here. Is surprised that he has heard nothing as yet of the coming of the 
King’s garrison, either from my lord of Carlisle, or from any of the cap¬ 
tains. If Albany come into the Merse, the Homes will be destroyed for want 
of assistance, and this will be a great loss in time to come. Berwick is not 
furnished, though many of the garrison must lie in it.

Since the King left Greenwich the Imperial ambassador has received 
letters for the King of great importance. As the matter required despatch, 
“ I therefore was so bold to peruse and visit the contents of the said letter 
to your grace directed,” conveying the Emperor’s wish to see the King, to 
consign the Low Countries to his charge, and of his journey to Spain, 
which he is obliged to defer by reason of having to wait for his navy. He 
now intends to accomplish everything according to the treaty at Bruges;— 
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to victual ships, levy 6,000 men to pass with him into Spain, and keep his 
Easter in England. Desires the King will defend the Channel, and send 
ships to Calais by the 10th April to transport the Emperor and his train. 

Wolsey marvels at this sudden determination, as his ambassadors have 
always stated he could not be ready before Easter, and that the King 
should have a month’s warning. Considering the want of preparation, the 
employment of the nobles in viewing the people, and the unfitness of the 
King for accomplishing his promise according to the treaty, has written to 
the Emperor a letter which he sends the King. Perceives that this haste 
of the Emperor is only to accelerate the declaration against France. His 
arrival must be deferred until 26th April at least; otherwise they will 
have to labor in Holy Week, “ which were not convenient for princes, ne for 
meaner personages, but rather to be occupied in prayer and contempla¬ 
tion.” Has instructed the ambassadors in the Imperial court accordingly.

2127* [Wolsey] to Sir Robert Wingfield and Spinelly. 

I thank you for your often •writing and informing me of news. 
I find by your last that the Emperor was very well pleased with the 
instructions I lately sent to Sir Thos. Cheney, the King’s ambassador in 
France, which you, Spinelly, declared to the Emperor in the absence of you. 
Sir Rob. Wingfield, who were ill with fever. I hope the French king will 
be induced to consent to a truce, which would be very beneficial to the 
Emperor, both for his safe passage to Spain, and for the tranquillity of the 
Low Countries in his absence. You write that the Emperor is going to 
keep Easter at Bruges, and will not be ready to cross the sea till near 
Whitsuntide ; but the Emperor’s own letters to the King, of which I 
enclose a copy, say ho means to keep Easter in England, and to be at Calais 
on the 10th of April. I send you the King’s answer, to be delivered by 
you under such form as you will understand by the copy enclosed. I think 
the Emperor should defer his coming, and not be at Calais before the 
xx[vi.] of April, the Saturday after Easter day. You must note that 
there is a clause in the King’s answer to this effect: “ As we could not 
perceive amongst all communications and devices with your ambassadors, 
that ye could or minded to be in readiness for your said setting forward in 
that voyage before Easter, and that we should have warning of a month, [at] 
the least, of your final and certain determination in that behalf.” The 
Emperor’s ambassadors fear that irom these words it will be imputed to them 
that they told the King the Emperor could not come to England before 
Easter, which they never did ; but the words, being “ we could not perceive 
amongst all communications,” do not imply auy express affirmation by them. 
“ And [therefore] it is the King’s mind that ye shall make declaration of 

the Kiug’s intent, and.which letters as in that point should 

have been reformed, he.at Newhall, and the matter 

required celerity, whereby time should have.. written 

and sent to the court of new to be signed.”

In 
fulfilment of the treaty of Bruges, the King has commissioned his nobles 
in every shire to view his people, and have them in readiness for defence of 
the realm, and to raise money for the wars ; and if on this short warning, 
his said nobles being in the midst of their business, the King should have 
to come and meet the Emperor, it would be a great hindrance to their 
common affairs. If the Emperor be at Calais on the said 10th day, the 
King would “be enforced to labor in Palm Sunday w[eek, being hebdomada] 
sancta , which were not convenient for princes, or yet for meaner personages, 
but [rather that] holy time to be occupied in prayer and contemplation. 
The furniture also of Dover, and [the] towns betwixt the sea side and 
London, with victuals, carriages and all other things necessary, will require 
a good tract of time.” You must desire the Emperor therefore to put off 
his coming at least till the 26th of April, when the King will send a 
suitable number of ships to Calais, and get his nobles in readiness to receive 
him, by which time also knowledge may be had of the towardness of the 
French king to a truce.

Received on the 20th instant his letter, dated Brussels, the 10th» 
intimating his desire to visit Henry on his way to Spain; for which pur¬ 
pose he requests Henry to have a navy ready to guard the Channel, and 
protect his passage from Calais, and to have ships ready to escort him 
by the 10th of April, when he intends to embark. Regrets that the time is 
so short that he cannot furnish the town of Calais for his reception, the 
officers of the town being now in England,—nor have ships ready so early 
as he desires. The nobles of his kingdom are commissioned to muster the 
people for the annoyance of the Scots, and for the great expedition against 
France, and cannot be recalled without inconvenience. Thought it best to 
have this done during this time in Lent, as it was not supposed that Charles 
would set forward so early, but that he would give at least a month’s 
warning. Victuals suitable to the season cannot now be had. Begs 
therefore he will delay his coming to Calais at least till Saturday after 
Easter, the 26th April, by which time also the French king’s disposition to 
accept or reject the truce will be known.

After supper, the King made Sampson read the copies of 
both the letters touching Milan. He is greatly surprised at the acceleration 
of the Emperor’s coming, and is so satisfied with Wolsey’s letter that he 
thinks, “if all his whole council of England” had debated the matter, 
they could not have improved it. He has signed the letter, which Sampson 
returns. He thinks his officers should return from Calais, and proposes to 
keep his Easter at Richmond, because all his preparations are there;

It was noised that the French had taken Pavia, but news is come that 
the duke of Milan and the marquis of Mantua have entered that city. On 
the 17th a courier came from the Pope to the College with letters, of which 
they Bend copies. The Pope had not intended to leave Vittoria until the 
coming of the Legates. It is hoped, however, he will come at once, as he 
has been exhorted to do by the Emperor. The Legates make great diffi¬ 
culty of going to him, either by sea or land. The Pope would be glad if 
they would come to him in Spain, with a fleet, as is supposed, to protect 
him from the Turk. The Cardinals do not pay much attention to the 
Pope’s wishes, “as it is no marvel, for a great part of them care not if he 
never came here.” They have proposed the restitution of the Bentivogli ;

R. O. On Lady Day the Nuncio and I came to Plymouth, and found De 

la Chaulx, who had been there three days. He had prepared a ship of 140 
tons, well armed, and I another not so great for the Nuncio and myself. 
At last, however, De la Chaulx forsook the great vessel and took a small 
one from Biscay. The mariners are much disappointed, as the ship was 
arrested and detained two months by the King’s order. The French do 
much hurt to Englishmen at sea, and many are afraid to set sail. We 
intend to start as soon as the wind serves. De la Chaulx says that the 
Pope left Victoria on the 10th inst., and is at Saragossa. He goes thence 
to Barsalona to wait for his navy, and his mind is to go shortly to Rome. 
De la Chaulx says we cannot follow our instructions about going to Por¬ 
tugal, for if the Pope leaves Barcelona before we return, as is likely, it 
will be impossible for us to carry out your commands. No man dares pass 
that sea, unless well armed, on account of the Saracens. “ I perceive by 
the mind of the ambassador that he little regardeth tho going to Portugal.” 
The three cardinals have not yet come to the Pope. His court consists 
only of three Spanish bishops. It is supposed ho will make all haste to 
Rome, for the patrimony of tho Church is out of order. I beseech you to 
remember the letter of exchange of Ant. Vivaldi, for the journey is long 
and costly, and among people who will do nothing without money. It will 
not be to the King’s honor for me to borrow. Plymouth, 28 March.

Calig. D. vm. On Friday the [21st] inst. I arrived at Blase, and declared my charge 

225 - [to the King’s mother]. She thanks you for your love to her son, and for 

B. M. your efforts to reconcile him and the Emperor, which she hopes you will 

continue. Her gentleman will go to you with all possible diligence, and she 
hopes to satisfy you in everything. Tho reason he did not go was only 
to hear what Labarroys (Barres) had done in Scotland. As to the letters 
patent sent by the French king to Henry, she said it would be more reason¬ 
able for Henry to declare against the Emperor than against her son ; and 
as to your opinion, her very trust was that, whatever you said, you would 
rather declare against the Emperor. In the matter of the King’s subjects, 
they would do whatever the King would have them. As to Albany, she 
hoped the King and you were satisfied with the answer made already. 
The King's money is ready, and will be sent as soon as other matters are 
arranged. As to the robberies by sea, the King would make me an answer. 

When I had declared to her the first article touching the truce, she asked 
me if I had authority to conclude one. I said no, but only to hear what 
answer should be made. She then asked what else I had to say. I said, 
nothing. She said she was sure the King would not desire her Bon to with¬ 
draw his army from Milan, considering the great cxpencc he had been at 
in keeping it there. She then told me “ that Milan [should be] reserved, 
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[Sir Thomas Cheyne to Wolset]— cont. 
and the King her son should bo at his liberty t[o attack] and in likewise the 
Emperor to defend it." I asked her who told her, or if she had heard such 
word from her ambassador; but she would not let me know her informant. 
“ And as for the effect of mine instructions, she knew in a man[ner as well] 
as myself.” When she saw me hesitate so long at the first truce, she asked 
me if 1 thought it possible the meeting could be brought to pass. I said, 
“ Yea, by your good means, in [case the] Emperor would not agree to this.” 
She then said “that an [the] meeting were conditionally upon his agreement, 
she say[d that] there could oe no meeting, for she said he were great[ly to] 
blame to refuse that thing that should be so much for his honor and profit,” 
and that it was no use speaking of it, for the thing could never be brought 
to pass. I then said you had devised another way, and declared every¬ 
thing according to my instructions. She answered, “ Then let all Italy go 
with all, sayiug that she [knew] your grace meaneth none otherwise ; 
and I made her answer that your grace meaneth not but that the realm of 
N[aplcs] should stand in like case as all other the Emperor’s lands which 
is in Italy, as well as Milan.” She then said, “it were no reason the 
French king sho[uld be] more bound to the tone than the Emperor to the 
tother.” Perceiving that she would not agree, I exhorted her, as well as I 
could, to advise the French king to agree to one of these alternatives, but 
she remained obstinate. I said if she thought neither of these ways in¬ 
different, she did not esteem the amity of England as she ought. She said 
she esteemed it more than that of all Christendom, or she would have been 
loath to have troubled herself so much. Nevertheless, she would write to 
her son to show him your mind, and hoped he would make ah answer 
that would satisfy the King and yon. This was all I could get of her, 
except that she showed me the King’s children, who are goodly and large 
as I have ever seen. On my taking leave she bid me send her recommen¬ 
dations to you, saying that after the King she and her son trust most in 
you, and desire this meeting above every other thing, for she believes that 
if the King and her son could once speak together, this matter would soon 
be brought to a good end.* 

Till yesterday I could not speak with the King or the Admiral, for on 
my return from my Lady they were gone, no man could tell whither, with 
only a dozen gentlemen and forty of his guard, the rest remaining at Barr 
sus Albe. Of a surety he has been with the duke of Lorraine. As soon as 
he saw me, he called me, and said my Lady had written to him all that I 
had declared to her. He thanked you for the great pains you had taken, and 
made the same answers as my Lady about the sending of the gentleman by 
her, the letters patent, the restraining of the King’s money and the King 

.As to the duke of Albany, he said you must know by this time 

whether he had [not] done his best to recall him, and whether he went 
[with] his knowledge or not. As to your opinion, that if you were made 
[judge] you would rather declare against him than against the Emperor, 
he hoped the King would not declare himself otherwise than right required; 
and it was clearly shown to you at Calais that it was the [Emperor] who 
began. Besides the Emperor had sent him a letter of defiance, which letter 
he has yet to show. As to the meeting, he answered that he would come 
in post to Boulogne at any time the King would appoint, and hoped yon 
would do your best to promote it. He wifi consent to the truce, reserving 
all Italy as well as the duchy of M[ilan]; otherwise not, unless the Emperor 
withdraw his army from that duchy, saying that it would be [unreasonable] 

“ that he should be bound from the Emperor’s lands, and to. 

danger of the winning of that thing which is his.not that he

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intendeth to go to Naples if he recu.but because 

he would the Emperor should be . . Moreover, he says nothing could 
induce him to this if it were not the King’s pleasure, considering what 
[advantage] he has of the Emperor now, for ho has 32,000 foot paid for a 
year, that will not cost him a sou, and 3,000 men-of-arms, besides his army 
in Italy; and the Emperor has not 300, nor money to pay their wages. He 
says the Emperor has no more title to Milan than he to the kingdom of 
Spain, and he will do the King more pleasure for love than the Emperor for 
love and money. He hopes, therefore, you will weigh everything indiffe¬ 
rently, or else let him alone, in which case ho will in two years make the 
Emperor one of the poorest princes in Christendom. 

Finding I could not induce him to accept either alternative, I asked the 
Admiral to exhort him as well as he could. He said he would rather his 
master were under the .... than ho would advise him to anything so much 
against his honor. Seeing there was no other resource, I declared to him 
and the Admiral “ as follows, according to mine instructions.” The King 
answered, that if he did not esteem the amity of England above everything 
else, he would not consent to this. I then declared to him that the 
Emperor, intending to cross into Spain, had desired the King to be pro¬ 
tector of his Low Countries, which he intended not to refuse, and so forth. 
He replied that the Emperor could not do himself a better turn,—that the 
King was much more ablo to defend them than he was,—that his so doing 
was a clear declaration,—that he had never given the King cause to take part 
with his mortal enemy, but that, notwithstanding, he would seek aid of no 
man, and trusted to defend himself,—that now he would never trust prince 
living,—that he still hoped the King would not lose him thus, but if he 
did, he vowed to God he should never win him again.| In my opinion it 
would be a pity to lose this man, as I really think he values the King’s 
friendship. 

As to lady Margaret’s lands, he says [she] complains more than she has 
[a right to do], for though she was c[ontrahent] in the treaty of London, 
he was not bound by it, because she did not [keep her] promise for the full 
establishment] of that treaty, but was chief procurer of the war ; yet for 
the King’s sake he could be content to forbear, even in a greater matter.! 
As to the letter he sent to Poyllet, he said he could do no less, seeing how 
the English robbed his subjects at sea with letters of marque. As.to all 
other ships and wrongs, let any man be appointed by you, and he will 
appoint another, but he will not deliver the ships at Bordeaux till restitution 
be made on both sides, for there were three French ships taken in England 
for every English ship here. He said that seven Spanish ships of war had 
been drowned on the coast of Brittany, and all that was in them lost, 
except two, which were of 400 apiece, and 1,000 men taken ; also that his 
men had slain 1,200 Spaniards beside Fontarabia, and had slain or taken 
prisoners three or four score Burgundians on the borders of Picardy. No 
news about Milan, except that the duke of Barri has arrived there with 
5,000 Almains. I beg to know how long I am to remain here, and that I 
may have 100/.

R. 0. The Emperor’s ambassador at Venice wrote on the 17th March, 

that the Venetians say they will not help the French more than the treaties 
compel them ; but secretly they do all they can to assist them, especially 
with money, according to the French king’s letters which were intercepted 
and sent to England. Letters of the 15th from Rome say that the Cardinals 
appointed by the College to go to the Pope would set out shortly; that 
it is expected that Franciscus Maria, at the instigation of the French, 
will not keep the appointment he made with the College, but “begin new 
business ” against the patrimony of the Church and the Emperor ; that 
le sicur Rens Dacery, with others of the Ursins, assembled men-of-arms 
for the French service; that the duke of Ferrara had taken Cent and 
La Preve in Bononia ; and that the Bentyvolls were not far from Bononia, 
waiting only to see the success of Milan, which being for the French, all 
Italy will apparently change and join them. The bearers of these last 
letters from Italy say that when they passed Mantua and Verona on the 
21st, they heard nothing of these successes, but the French were between 
Milan and Pavia, and the Duke in Pavia. The French reports are there¬ 
fore not believed; but I fear they may be successful, seeing that Francis 
is coming in person, and there is not sufficient provision to resist them 
here, for lack of payment of the lanzknechts.

Since he became Emperor, has always cultivated the friendship of 
Venice. Could not but regret the failure of his last effort to gain them over 
from the French alliance by the mission of the bishop of Strasburg ; but 
though they still continued to aid Francis with troops to invade Milan, and 
though the imperial forces were equal to the French in valor, number and 
success, forbad his generals to make war upon the enemy when the Venetians 
were in their camp, whom he esteemed natural allies of his own, and whoso 
valor might help to sustain Christendom against the Infidels. The im¬ 
perialists, however, being attacked by the Venetian forces, were obliged to 
kill some of them, but having repelled them continued on the defensive.

Wrote last from Brussels on the 27th. On the 29th received your 
letters of the 25th, with a copy of the King’s letter to the Emperor, which 
letter we received the same time, and presented to his Majesty that day. 
He took the pains to read it himself, and we urged him to send the Scots 
out of his dominions, actual war having been begun between the King and 
them, especially as he was expressly bound to do so by the treaty of Bruges. 
He answered right quickly that he would not fail to observe that treaty, but 
as for the article concerning the Scots the King was as much bound to 
remove the French out of England; nevertheless he would consult about 
the King’s letters with his council, and give us answer. 

Last night De la Roche came to my lodging, and said on the Emperor’s 
behalf that he was content, for the reasons contained in the King’s letter, 
to defer his coming to Calais from the 10th to the 26th of this month. 
But as to the Scots, more than two months ago, Spinelly, being then sole 
ambassador, hod urged the Emperor to suspend intercourse with them, 
and was answered that the Emperor was willing to do so in the way that 
became a prince ; that there was an old treaty that intercourse should 
be kept up for 100 years, of which many were still to come, but that 
he was willing to send a herald to Scotland, who should pass through Eng¬ 
land, and be instructed how ho might best declare the occasion why the 
Emperor should suspend intercourse ; but that no answer hod been re¬ 
ceived to this proposal; and though the Emperor does not hold himself 
bound to this by the treaty of Bruges, he is willing, on his meeting with 
the King in England, to send an officer of arms, instructed by the 
King, to Scotland, to do os both shall think necessary. He said also, 
that the Emperor had been informed by his ambassadors that Wolsey had 
told them the King would have by the 26th sufficient ships of war in the 
Channel with 1,400 men, for the defence of the Emperor on his passage. 
This the council here wonder at, as the number of men fixed by the treaty 
of Bruges was 3,000; but the Emperor himself has full confidence in the 
King, and leaves it entirely to you, and will be right glad if money Ikj 
spared, his person not being put in peril. The Emperor had delayed his 
answer, intending to send by this post to his ambassadors a roll of the 
names of those who are to accompany him to England, with the number of 
horses. We said we thought the King would marvel much at the answer 
made touching the Scots, especially at the delay in sending the herald, and 
that though we would report the exact terms of the Emperor’s answer, we 
would still solicit that the officer might be despatched at once. 

No more news from Italy; and what news has come from France is not 
likely to be true ; otherwise the Emperor would have heard them; but it is 
certain Francis was at Barre in Lorraine, where the Duke met him on 
Thursday last, so that by this time he may be at Lyons. It would be 
expedient to invade France now, and divert the force which they are send¬ 
ing into Italy. Letters of Francis and Robertet to the signory of Venice, 
Lautrec, and to Mark Antony Colonna, lately slain, have been recently 
intercepted, in which he thanks the Signory for a loan of 25,000 ducats, 
and desires 25,000 more, which he promises to repay before the end of 
March, and says he will make all haste into Italy according to their advice. 
The Emperor has news from Rome that Francis had sent a sum of money 
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Sib Robkbt Wingfield and Splnelly to [Wolsey]— 4sont. 
to the late dake of Urbino and to the Ursyns, and that the Bentivogli began 
to move, and the dnke of Ferrara was likely to stir. Brussels, 1 April 1522.

months; and as for the Swiss, methinks by him that he is in no great surety 
of them, this month once at an end. Further it may please your grace 
that one Bukall had his thigh broken with a gun at the winning of Noware, 
whereof I knew nothing when I wrote your grace my last letter ; and divers 
mo be slain and hurt, but who or how many they be I cannot ascertain your 
grace as yet, for everything makes for them. Well is he that can bring me 
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first word there[of], and when they have any overthrow it is kept so secret 
that I can know nothing .” 

The French king told me he had sent sacres to the King. He says there 
are no better in France for the heron. 

“ Please it your grace that it is almost two months agone since he told 
jne first that he would [send] hawks to the King's highness , wherefore I 
marvel greatly why he hath kept them so long , and to bring them so far, 
and to send them now.” 

He told me Memorancie was one of the hostages who should go in post 
and present them to the King, “ because he can good skill [in] hawks.” 

It is said tho Emperor intends laying siege to the castle of Jhamais, 
belonging to Rob. de la Marche. Florange, his son, is gone thither to 
defend it.

2179. Sir Robert Wingfield and Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

Wrote last on the 12th. Today, at 11 a.m., Richmond herald came 

hither, so hurt by a fall from his horse that he cannot exert himself with 
safety. Forward his despatch received from Rome. As he passed by Mantua, 
a command was issued by the Marquis that prayers should be put up for his 
success. He thinks they have fought with the French by this time. There 
are such numbers of thieves in Rome and Italy that posts and messengers 
can hardly escape. Two of the Emperor’s posts were lately taken. Yester¬ 
day morning a post came from the Emperor’s ambassadors with the King, 
since which the Emperor has been deep in Council early and late. They 
dine late, sup late, and go to bed late. Think the Emperor has received by 
that post a form of truce that the French will consent to, and that they were 
talking of sending Nassau to the King. At Florence, Richmond spoke with 
the cardinal De Medici, who has letters of credence to the Emperor and 
the King to say that, if the Emperor meet with a reverse, he will be com¬ 
pelled to fly, as the Florentines already begin to mutiny. Jenyn de Medici, 
a kinsman of his, whom he sent with 2,000 foot and certain horse to the 
duke of Milan, has “changed his copy, and joined the French.” We hear 
the project of sending Nassau is given up. News of the 3rd has come 
from Pavia that the duke of Milan and the marquis of Mantua had set 
forward to join the army of Milan, and being met would encounter the 
French at Marignano before the Venetians and Swiss could come to the 
rescue, the former being at Bynaske, and the latter at Cassyn. Brussels, 
14 April 1522.

Wrote last from Brussels on the 15th. Hear today that the 
Emperor has received letters of the 5th, from his ambassador at Venice, 
stating that 6,000 of the Swiss in the French army have returned to their 
country, not having agreed to serve beyond a certain time, and that other 
6,000 were expected out of Switzerland in their stead ; that he had 
learned from one who had seen the book, that the Venetians had helped 
the Freuch in this last war with 120,000 ducats, and had sent to Rome 
30,000 for the Ursins to war upon the Florentines and *Siennese. Letters 
from Trent say that the duke of Milan joined the Emperor’s army on the 
3rd, having been prevented doing so the day before, by a disorder in the 
Duke’s army. The Emperor’s army, however, came forward 30,000 strong, 
and when the French knew their numbers they withdrew over the Ticino 
towards Novare.

Since the late advertisement made to the King by my lord Warden 
and others of the Council here by “our letters” dated tho 7th, and Tuesday 
8th of this month, “ Angus his brother and uncle,’’ and the writer, left 
Berwick with the garrison and the new crew there, under the writer’s 
command, met with other of the King’s councillors at the Turf-ford at 
11 o’clock, and invaded Scotland upon the waters of Cayll and Bowben. 
The writer and his company burnt the tower of Gnitshaw, and divers 
steads and hamlets ; Sir Thomas and Sir Ingram Percy, Sir Ralph Ellercar, 
Sir Thos. Wharton, and Mr. Bowes other places down the water of Cayll, 
and met at Gaitshaw. The Scots, both the new garrisons and the foot-band, 
and the powers of the Mersh mid Teviot Dale, mustered in their sight, 
on which they retired ; “ the prekers ” of the Scots pursuing them so 
closely, that they turned upon them, slew and took several, and chased the 
rest near the “ embattled host ” of the Scots. Withdrew on Wednesday 
about 11 o’clock, lay in ambush within Howton-Edge, and sent their best 
horsemen “ to espy for their incoming.” Left on being assured that the 
Scots were entirely departed. A new garrison of 2,000 has come to the 
Borders to replace those who went home. Their leaders are, lords Flemyng,

No news from Milan later than the 6th. The Emperor has letters of the 
9th, from Venice, stating that the French, Venetians and Swiss, when they 
knew of the duke of Milan’s entry into the city, departed and laid their 
artillery against Pavia in two places, which is held by the marquis of 
Mantua. There went out of the Duke’s army into the city 1,500 or 2,000 
Spaniards, in spite of the French, and a nephew of Lautrec was slain. 
The marshal of Burgundy has letters stating that the French king was at 
Grenoble, intending to cross the mountains to Pavia. The viscount Galeas 
had passed through Savoy towards the French king, to hasten his going 
into Italy, believing that the Emperor’s army would be fain to abandon 
Milan for lack of money ; but the Emperor has advanced 10,000 fresh 
lanceknights. The Archduke departed hence on Tuesday last for Inns¬ 
bruck.

The govern¬ 
ment of Austria and Tyrol is taken from the Fellynghers and the old Em¬ 
peror’s council, much to the comfort of the inhabitants, and given to Ferdi¬ 
nand, who has gone to Ilisprok (Innspruck).

R. O. Wrote from Bylbo about the Pope’s journey from Victoria to Sarra- 

goza, where he will stay for a time, as nothing is ready for him here at 
Victoria. Came here on Thursday last, and the same day De la Chaulz 
rode to the Pope for certain matters between him and the Emperor con¬ 
cerning the government of Spain. The Lords of the Council received me 
honorably, so that I have spent nothing for meat, drink or horsemeat while 
with them. They were very glad when I entertained them, as the King 
commanded me, and answered, with one voice, that they were his servants. 
They will certainly do anything he commands, on the frontiers, with all 
their hearts. He will see their mind to the King and the Queen, as will 
appear by their letters sent to his majesty. The names of the governors 
hero are don Ynygo de Velaseho, great constable of Spain, don Federico 
Enryques, great admiral, the bishop of Oviedo, the great commander of 
Castile, don Roderigo Maurique, don Diego Hurtado de Mendosa, il Licen- 
tiftto Zapata, Bargas and Polanco. The Constable and Admiral are the 
most devoted to England. The latter is of the Queen’s blood, on her 
father’s side. They are as honorable lords as any in Spain, and have done 
the Emperor singular service here. It would be well if the King wrote 
to them. 

The Pope will meddle with nothing that is not urgent until he come to 
Rome. There are no great persons with him, except the bishops of Burgos 
and Barry. All the council hero think the French king will do something 
against Milan this summer, unless the King find a remedy, and they say all 
their trust is in him. Leaves tomorrow for Saragoza. Will write thence 
by Roger Bascn of London, who was sent with mo by the master of the 
Rolls “ for his expeditions of London.” Letters to Spain by Biscay must be 
directed to captain Arteta of Bilbo, who is master of the couriers, an 
honest man, and favorable to the English. 

The people are very desirous for their King to come here. The country 
will never be quiet till he do. The Admiral and Constablo had great 
trouble to bring it to its present state. This morning the Constable and 
the Admiral gave me two mules, well adorned, after the manner of the

Today have held a congregation, in 
which it was resolved to send two rings in a box, with seven seals, of 
which the three inner seals belong to us, the present deputies, three outer 
ones belong to the heads of each of our three orders,* and the fourth is 
that of the Chamberlain. The one ring has the name of Adrian spelt 
without the H, and the other with the H, that the Pope may choose 
which mode he prefers, when the other may be broken. Do not expect 
an answer. Had many reasons against sending the ring, but determined 
to comply with the Pope’s will. Hope he will not waste time in writing 
letters, but leave all business till he come to Rome. Bologna was nearly 
lost lately by an attack of the exiles. Today the Venetian ambassador 
read letters from the Doge in -the congregation, of which they send a copy, 
to show the dangers imminent from the Turks. Rome, 28 April 1522.

2205. Cheyne to Wolsey. 

Received letters on Wednesday last for Francis I. from the King and 
Wolsey, with one to himself for release of Felix Trofyn, a prisoner. The 
King had gone hunting the day before, and did not return until this day, 
Low Sunday. On making this request, Francis answered that he trusted 
neither the King nor Wolsey would desire anything of him that should be so 
prejudicial to him as this;—that Trofyn was a Florentine, a servant of his 
mortal enemy, and of good prise ; and “ it were alms to give him a hood 
with ears, and he would deliver him.'’' By this he had got into his privy 
chamber, and Cheyne could have no more communication with him that 
night. Next night he made the same request, assuring him that the King 
and Wolsey would show him favor in any similar case. He answered that 
neither the King nor Wolsey knew the very truth “ why the said Messer 
Felix' going was to the Pope; for and ye did, he said, he trusted that 
nother the King's highness nor your grace would write so effectually for 
him as you do—that he was his enemy, as might be seen by his letters. 
Cheyne desired to get possession of the letters, in order to send them; but 
Francis refused. He said that the earl of Angus was come as an ambas¬ 
sador there, who went to court with Mons. Chatilion and Dowbeney as 
Cheyne was writing this. Has never seen them show so much kindness 
to any ambassador before. A Florentine merchant, named Pecrse Spina, 
says that Reynee Ursyne, with 6,000 or 7,000 foot and 300 men-of-arms, 
is at Seines, coming to Florence, and was attacked by the Florentines, and 
ran away with all his company, leaving his artillery behind. Francis 
will not acknowledge that this is his enterprise; and, on Cheyne speaking 
of it, he said that he had no news out of Italy since Francisco's coming. 
Notwithstanding this, Mons. de Saynctualire, captain of 6,000 foot, 
arrived on Friday last. As to the French king's report that the duke of 
Urbino had come to his service, and 2,000 Swiss who had abandoned the 
Florentines, he is assured by Spina it is not so, and that Urbino will be 
general of Florence.

I have determined, and, betwixt God and me, utterly renounced the 
meddling with worldly matters, specially concerning the war or anything 
to it appertaining (whereof, for the mauy intolerable enormities that I have 
seen ensue by the said war in time past, I have no little remorse in my 
conscience), thinking that if I did continual penance for it all the days of 
my life, though I should live twenty years longer than I may do, I could 
not yet make sufficient recompense therefor. And now, my good Lord, to 
be called to fortifications of towns and places of war, or to any matter 
concerning the war, being of the age of seventy years and above, and 
looking daily to die, the which if I did, being in any such meddling of the 
war, I think I should die in despair. No marvel, my Lord, the premises 
considered, if this my present vocation to such matters trouble not a little 
my spirits. I fear that I shall not, by reason thereof, be in such quietness 
that I shall dare say mass these five or six days.” 

Will be glad to serve the King in whatever may become so old a priest; 
but in these matters it becomes not him to meddle. Knows nothing at all 
about these fortifications ; but before the siege of Boulogne, when his 
company, except Sir John Don aud Sir John Turberville, had returned to 
England, they used to meet at Boulogne with the lord Quardis in the time 
of Henry VII., when Fox caused a sluice to be made at Calais, which, he 
thinks, would now have been a good haven, had it not been destroyed by 
Turberville.

It was, however, 
so well defended by the marquis of Mantua that the French were defeated, 
and tho nephew of Lotrect slain. It was attacked by the French a second 
time, and defended until Prosper came out of Milan with his army to the 
rescue. The French have retreated to Septimo, eight miles from Pavia, 
having lost four pieces of artillery, and their bridge over the Ticino has 
been broken down. The Swiss are much dissatisfied. On the 24th news 
came from the cardinal Do Medici that count Hannibal Arrangon arrived at 
Bononye with the Bcntivoles, intending to take that city from the Pope and 
give it to the former, but the town was saved by the Cardinal. The College 
has sent victuals to the Pope as demanded by him, as they have stated 
before. 

P.S.—Hear from tho Cardinal that tho French army is dissolved, and the 
Swiss gone one way, and tho Venetians another. Rome, 30 April. Signed. 

P.S.—Have just received loiters from the duke of Milan to tho Emperor’s 
ambassador, dated the 27th, stating that on that day the Swiss and French, 
in hunger and despair, had set upon Colonna, who was succored by the 
duko of Milan.

2215. Spinelly to [Wolsey]. 

'• “Forasmuch as the most noble virtue of your Majesty hath taken 

the guard and protection of the Low Countries of the Emperor during his 
absence, and that the confederation, alliance and amity is so firm and leal 
between you, it is reasonable and expedient that your said Majesty be 
advertised of such things as may bo to the relief of the said countries, in 
keeping them from the oppression, and also to recover the lands, signories 
and profits taken and detained from the Emperor by divers persons having 
the administration of the revenues of his sacred Majesty imperial, and to 
remit and reduce in good estate the said revenues, lnnds and signories ; in 
the which doing your Majesty may keep the people in peax and obeisance 
during the said absence, defend the said countries from oppression to be 
done by the inhabitants, and by these means acquire tanke of God, lowange 
and rennomeo immortal and mcrvellyeuse lowe (love) and grace of the 
people.” 

Does not enter into the question of the abuses which have reduced the 
Emperor’s affairs to their present state, but only how to recover what the 
Emperor and his predecessor have lost. 1. The officers of finance to be 
abolished, and the chambers of accounts shut, in Brabant, Flanders and 
Holland. 2. The receiver-general to receive periodical instructions what 
charges to pay. 3. A council to be constituted, one half English, to give 
instructions to the receiver-general, and, in conjunction with the Emperor’s 
lieutenant, to give pardons, review all accounts, and resume possessions 
fraudulently withdrawn from the Emperor. Thus the money with which the 
financiers enrich themselves will come to the Emperor. Three or four 
persons of experience to audit the accounts of the receiver-general and 
others.

2220. Intelligence from a French Spy* 

1 May, Calais.—Says he has been at Dieppe, where are several ships 
which they are preparing secretly, and they are making four new ones to 
go into England, as it is secretly rumored, because the king of England 
would not go to Turkey. A ship of Dieppe, laden with corn for Ireland, 
was compelled to enter the said place, “ et rendit on 1 . . deniers a Dieu 
aux marchans, en leur faisant comman[dement] sur peyne de la hart de 
non porter vivres hors de France.” At Caudebec he found a ship had 
been arrested as laden with habiliments of war for the English. Went 
thence to Honfleur, where Bernardiu had been about three weeks before, to 
construct harbours at Honfleur and Ilarfleur, to contain all the great ships 
of Britanny, with the galleys that are to be secretly collected. Bernardin 
is said to have left his galleys at sea to defeat suspicion. Has been among 
the workmen engaged on the harbours, and seen the Grande and Petite 
Loyse about to be launched. When he was at Honfleur, two or three 
gentlemen from the court came to see the works and hasten them. They 
are cutting a piece off the land, that vessels may come in closer. A great 
ship with two masts has arrived at Rouen, laden with alum and artillery; 
they are refitting it for the King’s wars. Pilgrims from St. Nicolas say 
that the lanceknights and the duke of Gueldres are to go to Tourn[ay]. 
It is said they will send White Rose into Scotland, with 12,000 or 14,000 
Swiss, and that the French mean to have three armies in different places. 
Messieurs de Piennes and de D . . . . have been at Therouenne, and on 
Wednesday last at Dauverne, and are going to Boulloigne. They are going 
to knock down the new bridge called Wymereue about Marquyze.

B- O. Since my arrival here, I have collected all provisions necessary for 

the Emperor’s visit, but have only given an earnest for such as would be 
spoiled by keeping if he change his appointment, and is not disposed to 
take his passage by this town. Wish for fuller commands and certain in¬ 
formation of the Emperor’s coming. It is said that the borders about 
Picardy are well furnished with soldiers, that 100 horse are at Boulogne, 
and 200 more coming, with a number of footmen under the bayliff of Caen. 
Divers English merchants complain that they have been robbed by French¬ 
men, and their goods are detained by the captain of Boulogne, though 
they make daily suit to him. I have written “ tenderly ” to him at their 
desire. I enclose his answer, and the copies of my letters. I have before 
asked you to allow Gadge to succeed the present comptroller of Calais, to 
which you were favorable. The Comptroller is sore vexed with continual 
infirmity, and not likely to live long. No man is more suitable for the 
post than Gadge, for his “wisdom, personage and hardiness.” Calais, 
2 May.

Sir Richard ; but, not to break his appointment to be at Calais on the 12th, 
his Majesty leaves today for Malines ; will be at Antwerp all Sunday, 
leave on Monday for Ghent, and so to Bruges. He still retains the viceroy 
of Naples, in hope of Sir Richard’s coming. Since the news from Italy 
of the 18th, the Emperor has letters written at Bynaske on the 20th, stating 
that of 130 men-at-arms seventy were taken prisoners, and the rest slain; 
that Antony do Leeve, a captain of light horse in the Emperor’s army, 
put Janyn de Medicis to flight, whose company were all taken and slain. 
The marquis of Pescara writes that the Imperialists will shortly give battle 
to the French, who are divided into three parts, at Marignano, Saynt 
Angell, and near Lodi, where they are very strong. Brussels, 2 May 1522.

I 
think I have written you already the effect of his armcer touching that. 

“ Moreover, it may please your grace, this present day one Gittons 
brought me a letter for my lord of Durham, not only for knowing of mine 
advice and counsel, but also to have mine aid and assistance for certain 
wines bought at Bordeaux by the said Gittons, amongst which is the pro¬ 
vision of my said Lords house ; which wines , as lam informed by the said 
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Cheyxe to [Wolsey] — cont. 

Gittons, with divers other mo, to the number of 1,600 tuns, be arrested now 
lately at Bordeaux, and in likewise divers ships of Bristow that came to 
carry the same wines. 

“ Please it your grace, according to my lord of Durham's writing, I was 
so bold to move the French king, perceiving they were none of the goods 
that the King and your grace directed your sundrif letters to the French 
king for now of late ; and this was his answer: — Whensoever his subjects 
were restored of all such goods as hath been taken from them by English¬ 
men, that he would cause restitution to be made of all manner of wrongs in 
likewise ; and till that time he made me a plain answer that neither ships 
nor English merchants' goods should denart his realm, saying that this 
day he received letters how Englishmen had taken three French ships be¬ 
fore Dieppe now lately, and that men insight] say he were worse than a 
fool and he would make any manner of restitution and cow/[d have] none 
again. 

“ It may please your grace, this teas [my] saying to him again : ( Sire, will 
your grace have better assurance than the King your brother's writing, and 
my lord Cardinals ? And also, it were no reason that these men should 
be arrested be[i:iy] within your haven ; for if Englishmen have taken any 
ships or goods from your subjects, it hath been on the broad [sea], and not 
within the King your brother's realm ; and lam well assured there hath 
been none of your subjects' ships nor goods arrested in England, but that 
they be as well intreated, and have as much liberty to do their feats of mer¬ 
chandise, as ever they had; and for every croton that Englishmen have 
taken from your subjects on the sea, yours have taken ten from them, and 
also began more than 10 months or any Englishman had any ships of war 
upon the sea ; which / trust your grace will consider, and to see these wines 
and ships may be redelivered, and not to stop the poor merchants within 
your realm, where they think to be as well as if they were in England. 
And as for these ships and wines I speak to your grace of, no[ne wj part 
of the goods which the King y[our] brother and my lord Cardinal 
wrote to your grace the last day, of the which I moved you myself, [and] 
likewise wrote your saying to my said lord Cardinal.' 

“ Please it your grace, this was his answer to »i[e] : ‘ Monsieur Tambas- 
sadeur, whereas ye say that my subjects have taken for every crown ten, 
I will give you 10,000 crowns and [you] make it good; nevertheless I 
would it were ] true, for I am bound to keep my subjects harmless. But 
and it were as ye say, I think you would make more haste than you do to 
appoint commissioners for the redressing of all such wrongs as have [been] 
done upon the sea now lately. And also ye say that my subjects were the 
first beginners. And it be so, it was against my will and knowledge, and 
those that were the robbers be banis and coursers of the sea ; and if they 
could have been taken, they should have suffered death for it.' 

“ Please it your grace, I made answer thereunto and said, I know right 
well that all the ships and goods they took they made port sale thereof 
within his realm. And he asked me what they were. And I said they 
were well known. And then he said again by these words, ‘ Well, the 
King my brother hath made out ships of tear of his own, and given letters 
of marque to rob my subjects' Moreover, he saith that he made out no 
ships of his, nor hath granted 7io letter of marque yet hitherto ; saying that 
and there were no remedy found, the rather that it should right well appear 
that he was able to make ships to the sea as well as other men. 

“ Please it your grace, as touching the King's sA[tp#] 1 made him an¬ 
swer, that they were hired by English merchants for the sure wafting of 
their goods out of Flanders and elsewhere, and not made out by the King 
to the intent to rob his subjects; and as for letters of marque, I said 1 
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did no\_t] know the King had [ granted ] any such. And as to this, he made 
answer again, that it teas tcell excused of me, and said (hat it was not 
only the ships that be now out, but that there be 10 or 12 mo at the Thames' 
mouth ready to come out. To the which 1 made answer again, if there be 
any such, it was to conduct the Emperor in surety into Spain. Over this, 
it may please your grace, he said that he would do nothing for no great 
words, and that he was sorry he was no better esteemed than ho is, saying 
that there was no King in France a great while that would be less gotten 
of by threatening than him; and rather than he would incline to any good 
agreement by any such manner, he would abide to have his belly trod upon, 
and to put his life and all the realm of France in as much danger as 
could be ; but by fair means his friends should have what they would, and 
none otherwise, to die for it. 

“ Further, he said he marvelled much that any man would take part 
with the Emperor against him, who hath not wherewith, nor would do so 
much for his assured friend as he would do ; saying, that he had need to 
have two good purses to maintain that he hath begun. But what he meant 
by his so saying, I doubt not but ycur grace can ponder farther than 1 can 
write. Nevertheless, I made answer, I knew no man that took any part 
against him, nor that used him after any such manner as he spoke of. 
But, in conclusion, he would be glad the King or your grace should appoint 
some men, and he would in likewise for his part, and send them to Calais, 
without making of any further difficulty, for the examination and restitu¬ 
tion of all such wrongs as hare been done between the Englishmen and the 
Frenchmen since the treaty of London. 

“ Please it your grace, notwithstanding all his high tcords, I think verily 
he would give a great portion of money to be well assured of the King's 
highness and your grace. 

“ Moreover, it may please your grace, all the while I was thus talking 
with the French King, there teas the earl of Angus present, who went to 
him immediately after I had done; and with him went the lord Fleming, 
who is in commission with him, and speaketh good French, and the said 
Earl cannot one word; and also there went with them the duke of Al¬ 
bany's secretary. 

“ Please it your grace, in the meantime I dcv[iscd] icith Mons. Dow- 
benay, tr[/<o] told me that one of the chief causes of this Yerfs coming 
hither was to desire the French king to write to the duke of Albany to be 
good to a brother of his, being a man of the Church whom the said Duke 
hath deprived of his benefices, by his saying. 

“ Moreover, it may please your grace, this while [ one'] of my servants 
was talking with [a] chaplain of the Yerl's, seeming by his apparel to be an 
honest man, who snowed my said servant by these words, * The French 
king hears say the king of England would give a certain number of men to 
aid the Emperor, and for that intent the said French king sent the duke 
of Albany into Scotland to give battle to the king of England.' 

“ Furthermore, it may please your grace, as I was yet drawing this 
letter, one William Baxi, a merchant Florentine in this town, told me that 
one Servient, of Marseilles, hath taken six ships laden with wheat, that 
came out of Sicily and were going into Spain ; and, moreover, he showed 
me that tomorrow Frcre Barnardine should go to Marseilles, and so to the 
sea immediately with f[fty] ships and galleys, marvellously well decked 
with ordnance and ready to set forth, and that the French king had sent 
into Bretagne and Normandy in all haste possible to make ready as many 
ships as be meet for the wars, and that the French King's captains be in 
division amongst themselves. I will not say this is true, for I hear it but 
only by this man. 

“ Moreover, it may please your grace, the Admiral hath been forth this 
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Chetne to [Wol8Et] — cont. 

se'nnight, but where, I can have no sure knowledge at yet; for some told me 
he is with the duke of Savoy, and some say he is into Switzerland; and 
the French king told me he was at Grenoble, and that he would have been 
here for four days gone, which makes me think that he is rather into 
Switzerland than otherwise .” 

This day, 2 May, before this letter was finished, I received word that the 
French King had news from Italy that the French had slain a number of 
the Emperor’s foot. I went immediately to court, and the King told me 
his men had killed 400 or 500 foot and 200 horse, and that [many] were 
taken prisoners, and the marquis of Mantua gone out of Pavia. Those in 
the castle of Milan had mode “ a great splanade right between them and 
[the town],” by which they may beat the town at pleasure. Formerly 
they could shoot at nothing but the steeple. The town had shut its gates 
against the Spaniards, and he expects within three days to hear of some 
g[reat] defeat. 

He made me far better countenance today than yesterday; so I spoke to 
him again about the ships and wines ’ at Bordeaux, and that the English 
might have some security within his realm without safeconducts. He said 
he would speak with the Chancellor, “ and also I think he will deliver a part 
of the said wines, or else all. Please it your grace, after my foolish mind , 
it were well done that all English merchants had warning to forbear 
resorting into these parts ; for after this manner they be in great danger to 
lose as much as they bring.”

_ Were informed this evening by the bishop of Palencia that the 

’ ‘ Emperor had received letters from the abbot of Nagier, dated Milan, the 
xx[vii.] of last month, stating that the Swiss had declared to the French 
their intention of going home if they would not fight; on which the French 
approached the Emperor’s army, the said 27th day, about 15 hours in the 
morning, within four miles of Milan, and the army, being informed of it, 
advanced, telling the Duke, who was within the city, to come out with 
all the power he had. The Duke came with 2,000 horse, and 8,000 or 
10,000 foot; the artillery fired on both sides; the French received most harm. 
A band of 6,000 Swiss met with another of Almains and Spaniards, and 
were thrown into confusion by the Spaniards, 2,000 or 3,000 being slain. 
Lautrec made a compass, in order to attack the Duke, in hopes to have 
won the city. One of his bands began pillaging the baggage of one of 
the Emperor’s, but after three hours fight the French were compelled to 
withdraw. The Imperialists lost not m6re than 25 persons, and only one 
man of importance, the earl of Cobysano, a Sicilian. The Duke then 
returned into Milan, having arranged with the captains to pursue the enemy 
next day. The Duke has levied a tax of 50,000 ducats upon Milan, which 
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St. P. vi. 91. 
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has been willingly paid. One of the castle garrison, who was taken pri¬ 
soner, said they had not victuals for 15 days. Bannisius writes that the loss 
of the Swiss was 3,000 slain, including 100 men-at-arms or more, and that 
Lautrec and Jenyn de Medicis were both killed. Count Guido de Rangone 
went before Bologna with the Bentivogli, and made a breach with the 
artillery, but they were put back on attempting to give the assault, and, 
being pursued on their retreat, two pieces of their artillery were taken. 

Yesterday morning Sir Richard Wingfield received Wolsey’s letter in 
cipher, of the 3rd, and showed the contents to the Emperor, who was then 
about to proceed to Ghent. He requested Wingfield to wait for an answer 
till his arrival there, but meanwhile wrote to the Admiral to retain ships. 
Sir Richard spoke with Berghes this morning, at Termonde, and told him 
the summary of his charges, desiring him to encourage the Emperor in his 
purpose of embarking from Zealand, and landing at Hampton. The bishop 
of Palencia has just sent us the original letter of Bannisius ; and, being 
informed they arc about to despatch the news to the Emperor’s ambassadors, 
we send these with their despatch. Ghent, 7 May, 10 p.m. Signed.

French king and his mother for a truce with the Emperor, and Wolsey 
wrote as mediator to the French king’s mother, Cheyne informed the 
King that the overture had been well received, and that it was resolved 
to send a person on the subject to the lord Legate. Wolsey has waited 
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Ion", but no such person has come, which creates a great suspicion in the 
mind of the Emperor; to clear which, the King has sent Sir Ric. Wingfield 
to his Majesty, with instructions to learn under what form the Emperor 
consents to take a truce. (2.) Wingfield is to induce the Emperor to put 
his conditions in writing, and send them to Sir Thos. Cheyne ; on receipt 
of which Cheyne shall repair to the French king, and, delivering his letters 
of credence, say, that although the King has been often required by the 
Emperor to declare himself against France, according to the treaty of 
London, he has hitherto forborne to do so, and caused Wolsey to be a 
mediator, in the hope of peace ; but as Wolsey has not yet been successful, 
he has desired Cheyne to make overture of the said conditions, and that 
if Francis can be agreeable to any of the ways proposed for truce, Cheyne 
may show him the Emperor’s articles, signed with his hand, and proceed 
further to the conclusion of the truce. He shall inform Wingfield of his 
success, and remain till he receive Wingfield’s answer. If the French king 
refuse altogether the ways offered by the Emperor, Cheyne shall desire 
licence to depart, saying that he has no further charge, and cause Claren- 
cieux to proceed to the King’s declaration according to his instructions, 
which ho is to show to Cheyne. (3.) If no articles be sent by Wingfield 
from the Emperor, but Cheyne perceives by Wingfield’s advertisements 
that the Emperor desires the King’s declaration to be made [without] 
overtures for truce, Cheyne is not to deliver the letters of credence, but 
simply take his leave, saying that he is commanded by the King to return. 
(4.) Cheyne and Clarencieux are to order themselves in the execution of 
their charges according to the Emperor’s pleasure as notified to them by 
Wingfield.

2246. Sir Ric. Wingfield to [Wolsey]. 

On Thursday evening was told by the marshal of Burgundy to come 
to the Emperor’s presence at seven next morning to receive an answer upon 
my charge. Was conducted by the Marshal and another knight of the 
Order to court. The Emperor, in his secret chamber, “set him down at 
one board’s end, and caused mo to sit next unto him, on the one side, and 
the Chancellor, lord of Nassau, Berghes, Ostrate, Palence, marshal of Bur- 
goyne, likewise to sit at the said board.” The Emperor desired me to declare 
my instructions, as neither the Chancellor nor Berghes had heard them. 
The Chancellor recapitulated their substance, and proceeded immediately to 
discuss them: (1.) As to the place and time for the Emperor’s embarkation, 
I urged that that article might l>c passed in the manner proposed by the 
Emperor’s ambassadors, viz., to take ship in Zealand, and land at South¬ 
ampton, suggesting that the King might not be pleased if it was altered, 
and pointing out the short passage the Emperor might have that way into 
Spain, the avoiding of expense, and the removal of all suspicions that the 
said overture by his majesty’s ambassadors was intended to move the King 
to a loan of 50,000 cr.; though I was sure, considering the Emperor’s 
necessity, the King would willingly have relieved him with that sum; and 
though I knew the King and you would take everything in good part, if 
there were any change about the embarkation, I feared the rest of the 
Council might think it very strange. The Emperor said he would, himself, 
take my part in maintaining the proposal of his ambassadors, “ though in 
mine ear he showed me, by tho faith of a prince, that it was never intended 
that his ambassadors should have made that overture but of themselves; 
saying that the Chancellor, for his great and continual businesses, had 
otherwise couched it, as he said he would make his excuse in his letter to 
your grace, though he thought not convenient nommeement in his said letter 
to charge his chief and head councillor.” Have heard the same from 
Berghes and De la Roche. 

At this point the bishop of Palencia said the Emperor’s embarking in 
Zealand W'as unnecessary and dangerous; first, because ships could not be 
got ready before the end of this month, and, if the Emperor should remain 
here till then, go Jo Zealand, and, perhaps, find the wind contrary, he might 
have to stay 20 days or more, and June might be passed before his arrival 
in England, and July begun before his interview with the King, when there 
were commonly such calms that he might be stayed a long time, and, even 
if the wind were favorable for his leaving Zealand, it might not be possible to 
land at Southampton. The Emperor, it seemed, had no patience to allow 
him to proceed further, and said that there was no great fear the weather 
would not let him land at Southampton, and however it might please God 
to dispose of him in this voyage, he did not mean to set foot on land till he 
had done so in England. The Bishop returned to his purpose, saying, that 
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if the Emperor embarked in Zealand, it would be rumored that he did not 
mean to land in England, and confirm the reports spread at Rome that the 
King had made a now alliance with France ; whereas going by Calais 
would avoid all such rumors. In these he was backed by the rest of the 
Council; Berghes adding, that the plan of embarking at Calais, and going 
to London, was Wolsey’s first suggestion. So the resolution was finally 
taken to leave for Bruges on Monday or Tuesday next, remain till the 22nd, 
and be at Calais on the 25th; “and have already despatched to the Admiral, 
as well for the sending of the hoyes for his horses and carriages thither 
against the said day, and to make all the haste possible for the putting in 
areadiness of his ships for the transporting of his army , as also to 
prepare other vessels , sufficiently furnished with mariners and artillery , 
for to receive 1,000 soldiers , with their victuals , at Hampton; and all 
the said ships to make sail by the last day of this month , to the intent 
they may be at the foresaid Hampton by the first or second of June”* 

As to the overture of truce to be made by Cheyny to the French king, 
the Emperor has chosen the second form, and caused the same to be penned; 
of which I send a duplicate. He has not thought fit to sign it, but has 
drawn up u letter of antedate, of which I also send a duplicate, which he 
conceives better for the King’s honor and his. Ho has allowed four or five 
days’ respite to be given by Cheyny to the French king, for an answer; 
and if he do not accept, after Cheyny has taken leave, the herald may 
proceed to the declaration, and departs hence on Monday at furthest. He 
has twelve days to go to Lyons, and six days after, if the overture be 
refused, to make declaration, and then eight days more to signify the result 
to the King, so that by the 8th of next month the enterprise may be put 
in execution. The Emperor is willing that the number of Almains and 
Spaniards desired by the King shall descend with my lord Admiral; and 
though Clarencieux would have passed to Lyons in eight days, as the ships 
for the Emperor’s army cannot be got ready before the day specified, it 
is better to delay before the declaration. Sends a letter of promise, written 
with the Emperor’s hand, according to the King’s desire, and a minute of 
a like letter to bo made by the King, which I have promised you will 
obtain. I have taken his corporal oath upon the Gospels, according to 
his said letter, and the like will be required of the King by his ambassadors. 
Tomorrow, after the despatch of Clarencieux, I will send you copies of such 
other writings as he shall take with him for Cheyny. With this you will 
receive a letter of news from my fellows and me. Ghent, 10 May. Signed.

ii. “News out of Italy.” 

By letters of the 27th April, from Venice, the sieur Reus de Chery 
having come before Sienna, was attacked by the Florentines, and driven to 
St. Kyryco, 30 miles off, with great loss of men, baggage, and artillery. 
The Venetians had become more courteous to the Emperor’s ambassador, 
pretending they had never lent money to the French, or assisted them more 
than they were bound to do by treaty. They had given powers to their 
ambassador to treat with the Emperor, foreseeing the probability of failure 
in the enterprise of Milan. When the French ambassador complained that 
Messire Andreas Gritti had not assailed Pavia, the Venetians answered that 
his master had not so much to lose in Italy as they had. There had been 
disputes between Gritti and Lautrec, attributed by the former to the “ ultra- 
quydances ” of the French. The Venetians had heard from Corfu that the 
Turk had abandoned his preparations by sea, and was turning all his power 
against Hungary ; nevertheless they themselves were preparing a navy with 
diligence, which looked as if they had other thoughts. An ambassador 
had come from the king of Hungary to seek aid against the Turks, who, 
he said, had been moved against Christendom by the Venetians. There 
was great lack of money in Venice, and public offices were sold to the 
highest bidder. The ambassador thought the viceroy of Naples would not 
be allowed to pass through the Venetian territory without a safeconduct. 
The Turks had taken prisoners 4,000 of the Emperor’s subjects in Styria. 

By letters from Milan of the 29th April the slaughter of the Swiss had been 
little less than 4,000 men, including 14 captains and 24 standard-bearers, 
because the generality at first refused to Lautrec to give battle to the enemy, 
and the captains had to put themselves forward. 192 French men-of-arms 
were found dead on the field, among whom was Bonavallo. Lescu was hurt 
with a handgun. They were all past the Adda, and the Swiss discontented 
had retired by Bergamo to their own country. The Imperialists refused to 
pursue the enemy for lack of payment, or few would have escaped. Pay¬ 
ment having been provided, they were determined immediately to expel the 
French from Genoa. 

Bannisius writes on the 2nd inst. that the French had withdrawn to 
Cremona, the Venetians to Crema, Bergamo and Bressa, and the Swiss 
homeward.

The marshal said that the 500 horse 
were determined upon when the Emperor intended to have gone from 
London to the West Country, and to take ship at Plymouth, and 800 had 
been spoken of when Wolsey came to Bruges. Have heard this morning 
from John Alman that the Emperor, being reluctant to vary from the 
arrangement for 500 horses, had taken the book in hand again, and diminished 
the 800 as much as he could.

However, on 
the Monday night Philip Dacre, Sir Wm. Percy, lord Ocle and the four 
knights, with men from Berwick and elsewhere, to the number of 2,000, of 
whom he encloses the names, slew Lanse Carr, one of the worst borderers 
in Scotland, and forty persons with him, and brought his son and heir 
and a great prey in safety to England, losing but one man. Asks for 
letters of thanks for them, and when they “ slack” they must have money. 
If Wolsey will send no letters of thanks, the Bishop must give them 
money. What he has will soon be wasted. Has already spent 2,200/. of 
the King’s money, with all his care. This untrue news has been sent by the 
captain of Berwick only for money, for he has had none by the Bishop’s 
orders, because he demanded, first, money for crews taken into Berwick 
before the Bishop’s coming, about which he has written several times 
to Wolsey and received no answer ; and, secondly, for the crew of fifty 
gunners besides his retinue, which, when the Bishop was in Berwick, 
neither he nor any one else could sec. Has written several times to 
Richard Candishe to view and examine the said gunners, offering to pay 
them without delay on receipt of his certificate, but he cannot get it by 
any means. The four knights have received wages for three months, the 
last month commencing on the 15th of May. The soldiers receive 8 d., 
and “ the last,” 6d. The wages of the whole, including petty captains and 
twenty-five for the posts, amount but to 500. 

The King’s ships in the Frith have lost their chief enterprise. They 
took a French ship laden with rye, and, though desired, would not make 
their port sale at Berwick, but three of them took the prize to Newcastle, 
while two went to Berwick Haven to receive the Scotch artillery sent for. 
Meantime three great French ships came to Scotland, to the great comfort 
of the Duke and his friends. Does not know what they brought with them.

Prospero, with all his men, and a band of more than 2,600 lanzknechts, 
came to Pavia, seven miles from Beljoyoso, whither the Duke came from 
Milan, and took counsel with him, when it was agreed that they should go 
to Genoa, and bring the army and rearguard into the plain, at the foot of 
the mountain, sending the lanzknechts that came with Antoniotto Adorno 
by the other side of the Po, and that Antonio de Leyva should go with 
the vanguard of the gens d’armes, with the 2,600 lanzknechts that came to 
Pavia, and six sacres, to take Novara, where it is said there are not 
more than 500 adventurers, who will not wait to be sought out. The castle, 
however, will not be so easily taken. When this territory is conquered, 
he will go to take Arona, on the Lago Maggiore. In order to capture these 
two places, it will be necessary to pass through the Grisons, and make a 
considerable detour. They are throwing a bridge over the Po, near Ba- 
signana, in order that if the succors come which the French expect, the 
imperial forces may all join together. The succors expected are the 
admiral of France, with 12,000 foot, 8,000 Swiss and 500 lances, but there 
is no certainty about it as yet. Perhaps all this spring the king of France 
has been making a great army.

On Sunday, the 18th, news came that the enemy had abandoned 
Aste, and gone to Genoa. The city [of Milan] still holds out for the duke 
of Milan, and one of his captains has put himself in the way that leads 
to Genoa, with some horse, so that the enemy will have to withdraw.

R.O. 1. Remembrances touching the meeting and reception of the Emperor 

at his entry into the King’s pale on this side the water of Graveling, and 
conducting him to Calais, Dover, Canterbury and other places; also for the 
execution of the treaty concluded between him and the King at Bridges, 
and the defence of the realm against France, Scotland and other foreign 
powers. 

As the Emperor has determined to visit Calais, and cross thence to Eng¬ 
land on his way to Spain, it is ordered that at his entry into the King’s pale 
on this side the water of Gravelyng, the earl of Surrey, the bp. of Chi¬ 
chester* and lord Delaware, with the treasurer, marshal, lieutenant and all 
other officers of Calais, except the deputy and porter, shall salute him, the 
Bishop making an oration, and the officers delivering him the keys of the 
town and castle; and if offers be made unto him for deliverance of such 
prisoners as shall be thought convenient to be released, it should the more 
redound to the King’s honor. 

The council of Calais must provide wine, flour, beef, ftc., for the Em¬ 
peror’s entertainment at his own expense. 

The mayors of the town and staple are to meet the Emperor at his 
entering within the Park before Milk Gate, at which place the clergy are 
to be ranged on the right hand of the street, with crosses, copes, &c. 
“ furnishing their number with all the parsons, curates, priests, copes, 
crosses and reliques as may be gotten within the Pale.” 

The mayors of the town and staple shall prepare an honorable present of 
wine, victuals, &c. for the Emperor. 

The Marshal, with the Council, must prepare the lodgings. 

The King must cause “ passengers ” to be prepared for the conveyance of 
the Emperor and his train to the hoyes. 

At the Emperor’s arrival at Dover, the Cardinal and the following noble¬ 
men shall meet him: My lord Marquis ( substituted for the duke of Suffolk, 
whose name is struck out); earls of Devonshire and Wiltshire ; bps. of 
Chester and Exeter ( substituted for Ely, Carlisle, Chichester and Rochester); 
abbots of Westminster, Glastonbury ( struck out), Bury, St. Austin’s and 
Bermondsey; blaster of the Rolls ; lords Dacre of the South, Herbert, 
Rosse, Ferrers and Hastings ; Sir Wm. Scott, Sir John Fogge, Sir John 
Wiltshire, Sir Roger Wentworthe, Sir Wm. Waldegrave, Sir John Norton, 
Sir John Grene, Geo. Guyleforde, Sir John Vere, Wm. Hawte, Sir John 
Marney, Sir Giles Capell, Sir Thos. Taye, Sir Robt. Drury, Sir Matthew 
Browne, Sir Godard Oxenbridge, Sir John Gainsford, and others of Kent, 
Sussex and “ Sotherey.” 

The castle must be furnished for his lodging, and the comptroller of the 
Household and other officers shall superintend the preparations. 

Dover must be provided with victuals, and carriages must be ready to 
convey the Emperor’s stuff to Canterbury. Sir John Scott, Sir John Fogge, 
Geo. Guyldeforde and Wm. Hawte are to attend to this, with the aid of the 
mayor and other officers.

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After the Emperor has paused at Dover for a convenient time, the Car¬ 
dinal will conduct him to Canterbury, between which place and Dover, on 
the Downs, the King will meet him with the following persons:—Dukes 
of Norfolk and of Suffolk; bp. of Durham ; earls of Arundel, Shrews¬ 
bury, Northumberland, Worcester, Kent, Oxford and Westmoreland; bps.

The clergy are to stand on both sides of the streets as far as Christchurch, 
where he will be received by the archbp. of Canterbury and the bishops 
of Rochester, Bangor, “ Hartford,” Saint Asaph and Llandaff, with their 
suffragans, the King’s chaplains and others. 

The Emperor’s and nobles’ lodging is appointed at Christchurch, in the 
Archbishop’s palace, and the King will lodge at St. Augustine’s. 

The next stage will bo to Sittingbourne, and lodging for the King and 
Emperor must be prepared at gentlemen’s houses near. 

He will then proceed to Rochester, and thence to Gravesend. The Trea¬ 
surer and Comptroller will superintend the provision of lodgings. 

The barges of the King and noblemen must be ready at Gravesend to 
take the King and Emperor to Greenwich. All ships in the Thames are to^ 
be laid between Greenwich and Gravesend, adorned with streamers and 
with ordnance ready to fire as -the Emperor passes. The following per¬ 
sons are appointed to provide victuals : at Canterbury, the Mayor, Wodde, 
Colman, Boothe, Hailes ; at Feversham, Ospring and Sittingbourne, Sir 
John Norton, John Cheney of Sittingbourne, Crowmor, Robt. Sandes ; at 
Rochester, Gravesend and Hartford, Sir John Wiltshire, the mayor of 
Rochester, Moyle. 

As the Emperor, after his arrival at Canterbury, will lodge where the 
King is, and accordingly himself and familiar servants will be at the King’s 
cost, the officers of the household must have the charge of providing for 
them. 

From Greenwich to London the Emperor will be conducted by the King 
and the other foresaid lords. 

The ships between Greenwich and Blackwall are to be ordered by the 
Admiral. The order of the barges nt Gravesend is committed to Sir Edm. 
Walsingham, Sir Robt. Johns and Kebye.

The King has been frequently required by the Emperor to declare 
hintself enemy to Francis in accordance with the treaty of London, on 
account of the invasion of Navarre, and the attempts of Rob. de la Marche, 
but wished rather to bring the Emperor and him to concord, and for that 
reason sent the cardinal of York to Calais. Although Francis was proved 
to be the invader, by his letters to the count de Cariat (Carpi) and other 
things, the King wished the Cardinal to forbear the declaration, and to 
continue the diet, that some means might be found to pacify their variances ; 
and after his return, he continued to apply to Francis’ mother for the 
furtherance of peace, and it was promised that persons should be sent to 
bring matters to a conclusion. The affair, however, was always delayed ; 
and meanwhile Albany has been sent to Scotland, in contempt of the King 
who is supreme lord [thereof], to the danger of the young King and the 
dishonor of his mother, whom Albany has endeavored to separate from her 
husband, “ and damnably to contract matrimony with her. ” The payment

of the King’s money has been refused, aud Rie. de la Pole, his rebellious 
subject, entertained, contrary to Francis’ oath. Francis has also allowed 
his subjects to rob the King’s lieges at sen, and refused redress ; ho 
retains strangers not being his subjects in wages ; he has caused the garrison 
of Touruay to make excursions against Flanders, and has acted more like 
an enemy than a friend to England. The King has therefore instructed 
Clareucieux to intimate to Francis that lie will take part with the Emperor 
against him.

On the 29th May, the French king gave audience to the English herald 
at Lyons. lie said that his master bade the French king beware of him, 
ns he was his mortal euemy, on account of his infraction of the treaty of 
Ardre,—(1.) by making war on the Emperor, and assisting Mons. de Sedan ; 
(2.) by employing foreigners ; (3.) by allowing Albany to go to Scotland ; 
(4.) by invading Nuvarre ; (.3.) by discontinuing his pensions to the king 

of England, and causing the French to pillage his ships.-The French 

king, without waiting to deliberate, replied as follows :—(1.) That he never 
assisted the sieur de Sedan, but offered to assist the Emperor against him, 
if he wished it. (2.) He was obliged to hire the Swiss, because the Em¬ 
peror invaded Champagne, and took Moson under pretence of making war 
on Sedan ; and before he engaged them, the king of England had an ambas¬ 
sador there, who gave them 50,000 angelots not to enter the service of 
France. (3.) The duke of Albany left without his knowledge, and he has 
tried without success to make him return. (4.) There was nothing about 
Navarre in the treaty of Ardre, but the king of England promised to put 
the said kingdom into his hands in three months, which ho has not done. 
(5.) As to the pension, he has felt assured for two years that the King is 
his mortal enemy, and he will not pay him money to be used against him¬ 
self. In proof of this assertion he offers to show articles, signed by Henry, 
and sent by him to the late Pope. Finally, he said he would give the lie to 
any man who said he had not kept the promise he made at Ardres ; if this 
was Henry’s only complaint, it was a bad one, and whenever he chose to 
come into the field he would be beforehand with him. “ Imprimc h Lyon. 
Cum privilegio.”

All yesterday the wind blew “ sore and strainablybut the 
JIcnry rode as still and gently at anchor as the best ship in the fleet. Con¬ 
sulted Bryg.mdenne, Gonson and the wisest masters in the fleet, about 
laying her up lor the winter. All agreed the Catnbre was not suitable, but, 
to make certain, sent John Browne, master of the Mary Roose, and John 
Clogge, of the Peter Pondcgarnet , who sounded it with John Fletcher and 
John Swanne, two of tho wisest masters in llye, but could find no place lit 
for her. All say that Portsmouth or Dartmouth are the fittest places, and 
that it would be dangerous to bring her into tho Thames again.

The two joined will amount to 18,000 men, English, Spanish 
and Germans ; and, having dispersed the French navy on those coasts, will 

land in Flanders, Guienne or -*, which will put Italy in surety.

Today Sir Ric. Wingfield arrived with a memorial containing certain 
articles touching the King’s pleasure and yours, after seeing which I sent 
for him and Jcrningham, and debated with them, and we jointly thought 
it right to advertise you ns follows. (1.) As to the King’s wish for the 
advancement of the enterprise of the New Ilaven, considering his declaration 
to be made to the French king, and that his subjects have made “excourses” 
within the pale at Calais, the purveyors inform us that the gentlemen, 
soldiers, mariners and two months’ victuals arc ready to be embarked, but 
neither the Vice-admiral with his navy, nor the other ships appointed, can 
come till the wind change ; and the expedition is therefore deferred, to our 
no little heaviness. When the wind changes “ no time shall be slowthed 
in us.” As to the Venetians’ galleys, I the Admiral wrote to the King on 
the subject on Thursday last, and hourly look for an answer. The wind 
has been so “streynable in the west ” since you left Dover, that no ships 
could go to the French shore to make espial of the provisions and fortifi¬ 
cations. Posts should bo laid between the King, your grace and us. South¬ 
ampton], 8 June. 

After writing the above, at . . o’clock p.m., a small b[arque] has come 
from the navy with news that on Friday last they were driven by the 
weather into the Downs, the Harry having lost fore . . bowsprit, and her 
main topmast. As the navy cannot leave the Downs in this weather, to 
defend Jersey and Guernsey against the enterprise which it is said the 
French intend, we shall send the ships named in the enclosed bill, well 
manned and victualled, for that purpose, on Tuesday next, unless we hear 
from you to the contrary, or the wind will not serve.

The Swiss and Venetians have withdrawn much 
beaten, and the few French remaining have retreated to Cremona, which 
they have engaged to surrender if not succored before the 26th. The 
Imperialists have taken the road to Genoa, which is probably now in their 
hands. Expects his galleys will not be sufficient for the expedition to 
Barcelona. Has therefore ordered his captains in Italy, if the French do not 
strictly adhere to the terms of their capitulation, to sec that they do not 
return to France, for Francis will certainly not cross the mountains. Since 
this defiance he is already returning to Picardy to meet the chief danger.

They answered that 
the weather had prevented them from unloading, and that they would 
accompany tho Emperor under my charge, till he be past the French const, 
and defend him, if attacked; but they could not invade France without trans¬ 
gressing their commission, for which they would lose their heads. “ I am 
fain to use unto them displeasant and sore terms,” ns they are so slack to 
serve; and “ I fear that by their lachesness, it will be yet four or five days 
the longer or we shall be prest to make sail.” They are not “ so benevo¬ 
lently inclined to your service as they were at my first coming,” which 
wo think proceeds from some advertisements sent from their ambassadors 
with the Emperor and you. 

Three barks have lately left Bouleyne, northward, and will do much 
hurt unless provision is made. 

The Vice-admiral’s victual has not come from London. It had better 
be brought here by tho Christopher Davy, a good ship of 160 tons; and 
some of the Spaniards in the Thames, and our victuallers, shall wait for 
them with the rest of our victual, not yet ready. It will come to us on tho 
coast of Brittany much safer thus than in small crayers. 

The captains and patrons have just returned, and say they prefer to be 
in danger of your highness, than of their signory on their return, and 
refuse to do more than accompany the Emperor, without special commission 
from Venice. We, therefore, think we had better not lose any more time 
in hope to have them, especially as they say they have not victuals enough, 
though they said the contrary before. The hearer, Win. Gonstone, will toll 
you more of the matter. 

We think it advisable that all letters from these untrue Venetians and 
other strangers should he stopped or seen, lest they inform the French king 
of the setting forth of the army.

Fitzwilliam, Vice-admiral, and 
Mr. Jernyngham, I sent for the captain and patrons of the Venetian galleys, 
and by no means cannot find how to get promise to [ha]ve them all ready 
to go forth within twelve days’ respite, notwithstanding that at this time 
the most party of their lading is discharged; and, further, I cannot get any 
one of them to be ready to go with me under eight days’ space, at the least. 
Whereupon, considering that we trust here, before that time, to be upon

Paston has accounted with him 
for payment of the musters. Hears that Albany set forward for England 
on the 16tli, but he cannot transport his ordnance. Rain has fallen thirty 
days. The charges for the garrison amount to 1,000/. every twenty-eight 
days, with many other expenses. More money must be sent. Has written 
to the abbot of St. Mary’s. Cannot obtain more than 200/. from him. He 
falsely pretends that he has to pay fifty gunners at Berwick for the King. 
Three French ships lie on the coast, and have taken three stragglers. The 
merchants of Newcastle wished to attack them. “There is more theft, 
more extortion (here), by English thieves, than there is by all the Scots of 
Scotland. There is no man which is not in a hold strong that hath or 
may have any cattle or moveable in surety, thorough the bishopric; and 
from the bishopric till we come within eight mile of Carlisle, all Northum¬ 
berland likewise. Exhamshire, which longeth to your grace, worst of all; 
for in Exham self every market day there is fourscore or 100 strong thieves; 
and the poor men and gentlemen seeth them which did rob them and their 
goods, and dare nother complain of them by name, nor say one word to 
them. They take all their cattle and horse, their corn as they carry hit 
to sow or to the mill to gryne, and at their houses bid them deliver what 
they will have, or they shall he fired and burnt. By this ungracious mean, 
not looked to, all the country goeili, and shall more, to waste.” Had 
written lately desiring that 1,000 bows might be sent to the Borders about 
Carlisle. Since his coming they have, with little or no assistance, put large 
numbers of the Scots to great rebuke ; twice having a captain, and once 
without one, the poor commons did that deed, as he had already written, 
“ whereof scant the like hath be heard.” Thinks that Albany, who has 
none of the lords with him, intends to attack the Humes, or do some feat 
on the Border to raise money, and so depart; for there is not in Scotland 
man, woman, or child which crieth not a vengance on him, and would fain 
have him gone.

Sixth :—If in any case France refuse payment, and the king of England 
do not recover his own, the Emperor shall be bound to make it good.

beer from Portsmouth. The Vice-admiral was promised his whole com¬ 
plement before today, but few of his ships are victualled for more than three 
weeks, some for only eight days, and most of them for a fortnight. Thirteen 
or fourteen crays have come to the Vice-admiral, with victual from London, 
and the victuallers have caused the masters to indent with them for tho 
proportions they have received, not advertising either myself or the Vice- 
admiral of what is sent, nor when the rest shall come. They say they have 
been hindered about the beer for want of casks, but arc as far behindhand 
with flesh, fish and biscuit as with beer; which I think comes from negli¬ 
gence. We cannot do what we intend unless we are better furnished, both 
from London and Portsmouth, and it would be a pity to spend so much 
without doing some great displeasure to the enemy, which we see good

The remainder was embarked “ this same day in five 
Spaniards, the Christofer Davy and the Mary Floiore, which, with God’s 
grace, shall make sail tomorrow in the morning.” Weldon lacks 120 tuns of 
beer, for which he has retained two other Spaniards. As to Thos. Vaughan 
and the King’s ship Spanyard, 6he lies at Ratclyf with her mariners, ready 
to sail, but has neither captain, soldier nor victuals. No one knows when 
Vaughan will be here. They say he is gone to Flanders. Beg that some 
one may be commissioned to victual and man her, as neither Hounyng nor 
Weldon will meddle with her, and I cannot meet with Uxley as yet. He 
told those there that he had nothing to do but to rig her. Have written 
to the men-of-war on the narrow sea to conduct these victuals to Symonds. 
The five Spaniards are well furnished with men and ordnance, and, I 
trust, able to pass through without conduct. Write very hurriedly, as the 
post is making great haste with Edmund Peckam’s letter. London, 10 a.m., 
Thursday, 26 June.

2355. Surrey to_.HENRY VIII. 

Last night 1 came to the Road. As divers of my company were in 
sight, and could not come on till this tide, and as we were all in want of 
water, I thought best to remain here today : so I, with Wingfield, Fitz- 
williara and Jerningham, Hopton, Gonson, Sabyan, John Brown nnd others, 
took a boat and went into Dartmouth, to see what places we could find to 
lay in your great ships this winter. Never saw a goodlier haven after all 
our opinions. At the entry there is a blockhouse of stone, with an old 
castle on the same side, and another old castle on the other side, besides 
another blockhouse, and a chain ready to be laid. The town is not two 
arrows’ shot thence, and the ships may lie two miles further within the haven, 
under John Gilbert’s house, and have at least five fathom at low water. 
The chain that is at Portsmouth may be laid within the other chain, so 
that it will not be possible for any ships to enter. The only danger is, if 
the enemy were to land at Torbay, only two miles from the place where 
the ships will ride, they might cast fire into them, or some fellow in the 
night might steal near them, and throw wildfire into them. To avert this, 
you had better write to the bishop of Exeter, and the best gentlemen in 
Devonshire, saying you are informed they are making a blockhouse besides 
Briksame, within Torbay, and if they would make another at Churston, 
within the same bay, you would help them with ordnance and powder. I 
see by the gentlemen who have been aboard today, they would do it at their 
own cost, and, once done, no army could land there. If three or four acres 
of low wood, growing by the shore, were cut down, and a stone wall made, 
over 800 paces long, and, within the wall, great bandogs allowed to go loose 
at night, there would bo no fear of wildfire cast by stealth. Thinks it 
would be well to get two or three experienced men to view the harbor and 

its fortifications more closely than he has been able to do.hundred 

pounds would make them perfectly secure. Within four miles of where 
the ships are to lie, you have a park called Dertington, containing 2,000 
goodly oaks, which would furnish timber for repairs. They will spend less 
in tackling here than at Portsmouth, by as much as all the charges of 
making here will amount to. If the ships are to be kept here it would 
[not be right] to spend much for repairs at Portsmouth, “ but whifle the 
Emperor] should pass into Spain, to cause the Henry Grace d Dieu to 
[keep him] company thus far, aud then to be brought in hither, f[or] I 
am informed there will be gathered together here, of your [army], within 
24 hours, 9,000 or 10,000 men, for their defence ag[ainst the French].” 

( What follows is in Surrey's hand.) —At the closing of this letter all the 
ships were under sail. If the wind hold, we shall land tomorrow on the 
enemy’s ground. Sends with this letter Nicholas Semer, mayor of Dart¬ 
mouth, a very wise man, who can tell you about this haven. I have asked

Agreement between the Emperor and tho King, when they were 
together, for an enterprise by land against the king of France. 

It was arranged in the treaty lately made that the Emperor and the 
King should continue the war against Francis by land and sea, until each 
had recovered all that belonged to him, and what number of men-of-war each 
should furnish, both for the security of the sea and for invasion ; but, wish¬ 
ing to provide by laud for an effectual invasion, they have agreed that, 
besides the army of tho Emperor in Lombardy and that on the Spanish 
frontier, when he arrives in his kingdom, another shall be prepared on the 
side of Picardy, as follows :—(1.) The king of England shall land at Calais, 
before the 1st August next, with a number of foot soldiers, archers and 
others, under a good captain ; and six days after landing shall encamp near 
Tournaham. At the same time, he shall have ready a strong band of artillery, 
sufficient for two good batteries, all which are to bo kept up at the King’s 
expense for three months, viz., from 1 Aug. to 31 Oct., except only the .... 
and chariots for the conduct of the artillery and munitions. (2.) The Em¬ 
peror, by the sixth day after the [arrival] of the English, shall also place in 
the field at Tournaham 250 men-at-arms of his ordnance and 1,000 good 
[men] of war, and 3,000 Almain foot under the command of Issilstein, count 
de Buren. These to be furnished by the Emperor at his own expense, and 
if the army by sea, which he has commanded to come from Spain, shall 
arrive in time for them, he shall cause 1,000 or 2,000 Spanish foot to dis¬ 
embark and join them ; such number to be deducted from the 3,000 he is 
bound to keep upon the sea by virtue of the treaty. (3.) The Emperor will 
then join with the English artillery, 12 field pieces called falconets, and 
shall give order in Flanders, Artois and the neighbouring countries, for the 
victualling of the army at reasonable prices. (4.) The Emperor shall supply 
cart horses ( chevaulx de /tm[cms]) and chariots for the artillery, to be 
paid for equally by the King and Emperor. (5.) The two armies, under 
the command of De Buren and Surrey, shall first endeavor, if it be at all 
feasible, to besiege Boulogne, on which the generals and other captains shall 
deliberate. (6.) The generals shall appoint a certain number of their men 
of war to conduct victuals. (7.) The Emperor shall get ready 12,000 or 
15,000 men of the Low Countries, to join his army as soon as possible.

On the arr val of the heralds our party were in great expectation that 
they would bring money for private intrigues, after the manner of the 
French ; for without such practices nothing can be done in their diets, as 
the rulers bcglu to be swayed by French corruption. The French party 
seeing that last year the Swiss army was employed against their will, by the 
Pope’s authority, for the recovery of Milan, are endeavoring to deny the 
Pope’s authority, who is all powerful in Switzerland. Those on our side fear 
lest the French be not counteracted by practices like their own. They think 
money should not be spared to keep the Swiss at home, as even the rumor 
of their stirring is euough to trouble Italy, and obliges the duke of Milan 
to keep up the continual expense of an army, which is more than ull the 
charge of pensions. If the Swiss be neglected, the expedition is done 
for. * * 

They say that the French king, a little before the battle of Marignano, 
bribed some of the Sw'ss captains, and made a league with eight cantons 
at Gallerate, by which means he obtained the victory. The eight cantons 
remained true to the league, and the other five, ou account of that 
slaughter, refused it; when, to avoid civil war, he induced them to a 
universal peace, and brought them unopposed into this league, by which he 
hoped to subdue Italy. Nothing stood in his way but this divisiou among 
the Swiss, by which he acknowledges he has been frustrated a third time ; 
for when it was rumored in Picardy and Italy last year, that the Zurichers, 
who never made terms with them, were up in arms, the French party 
suddenly withdrew; and in this last French expedition against us, the Swiss, 
even in the French camp, having put forward their captains and staudard- 
bearers to the conflict in which they were slain, took counsel to return to 
their country. Unless this division among them be kept up by money, it is 
to be feared they will all join the French, and, when united, even Julius 
Caesar ''ould not conquer them at the bridge of Geneva. The duke of 
Milan has endeavored to encourage them by promises, but the French give 
them money continually. The three cantons of Schwitz, Uri, and 
Untcrwald have not yet joined our party, as they intended, because 
* * * 

Some think the division should be maintained by promises of money, in 
order to seduce the captains, with or without the consent of their lords, in case 
the Frerch wish to make use of them. The consequence would be that the 
Swiss would withdraw their men, and prevent their fighting against each 
othe *. Of this course our party strongly approve ; and since the College of 
Cardinals, to whom they have often written, cannot pay the wages due to 
the Zuiichers, which has given rise to sedition in that canton, it seems above 
all things advisable to satisfy them, at least in part. Finally, the Church, in 
the Pope’s absence, the duke of Milan who has been so long waited for by 
his peop’e, and has been at length happily restored, and the card. De Medici, 
who is the bulwark of Italy against the French, place their whole hopes 
in England. [It would not be necessary to send] an army from a distance. 
The Swiss can make one in a day, and march to Milan in two days, as they

Instructions to Frangois de Charron, ambassador to the king of 
Scotland, Albany and the Estates. 

After delivering his letters of credence, he shall say that the King was 
anxious for universal peace, in order to resist the Turks, and that Scotland 
might be secure during the King’s minority, but the ambition and cupidity 
of the king of England and the Emperor elect have induced them to make 
war on him, contrary to justice and their treaties, as the Scotch ambassadors 
who have been in France know. Ho has been forced by tbis war to keep 
up armies in Picardy and Guienne, and in Italy, to raise troops in Bretagne, 
Normandy, Languedoc and Provence, so that he will not be able to send 
as much assistance to Scotland as he had hoped. Has explained this to 
the ambassadors, who have a brevet, signed by his hand, of the aid which 
he can give, and of which ho will not fail. The Scotch will probably com¬ 
plain of two things,—the smallness of the aid, which does not conform to the 
treaty of Roueu, and the delay in sending it. Charron must reply that 
Francis is very grieved he is not able to assist them more effectually, for he 
considers that money sent to Scotland is as profitable as if spent at home, 
for the prosperity of the one is the defence of the other. As to the treaty 
of Rouen, this case is not comprised in it, as their ambassadors have often 
been told; but he would willingly have done more than that treaty stipu¬ 
lates, if it had been possible for him. As to the delay, Charron may say 
it was owing to the English fleet being on the coast of Bretagne, and pre¬ 
venting their departure. He is to inform them of the state of things in 
Italy; that Francis holds the principal places, and many of the castles are 
victualled for a long time; that he has such good intelligence in the country 
that he hopes to recover the duchy in a short time; and that the Swiss are 
better disposed to him than ever, and send men to him on both sides of >. 
the mountains. In Guienne he has four or five strong places well victualled 
and garrisoned, so that he hopes to receive no injury on that side. In 
Picardy, Champagne and Burgundy, there is abundance of horse and foot, 
and the castles are strong and well garrisoned. Charron shall first show 
these instructions to Albany, by whom he shall be governed in everything. 

The King has spoken to the ambassadors about the marriage mentioned in 
the treaty of Rouen, and matters are in the samo state as then. Blois,

R. O. Yesterday morning received his letter, stating what order he had 

taken with Capt. Pyscharo. Had already arranged both hero and at 
Hampton for supplying the Spaniards with victuals tonight. Today went 
to Layscayne and Pyscharo, and told them he thought it best they should 
go over “ with (to ?) Sayne Hed,” and if they did not find the French fleet 
there, proceed straight to the Downs, where they would be sure to meet 
them, if abroad. They said they could not do this, as they had only victuals 
for four days, and Lascayne said the Emperor sent them out with wages for 
two months and victuals for one, promising to send another month’s victuals 
after them ; of which he has heard nothing. Their victual is all spent, and 
the Emperor gave them no money for more, so that if the King wishes to 
employ them, he must either send them victuals into the Downs, or make 
their ambassador do it Otherwise they will be obliged to go where they 
can get victuals. They do not care for money. Talked about the laying 
up the carrick here, which Lyscayne will not do as yet. Asked him about 
the dividing of the ships. He said he could not promise to keep either 
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fifteen or twelve at sea, but he would keep as many as Pyscharo found the 
• men left behind on land would furnish. He says there are 17,000 or 18,000. 
If so, they will furnish fifteen ships, in case the carrick is laid up. To my 
proposal to divide the ships when in the Downs into two parties of four 
Spaniards and four English, and three Spaniards and three English, he 
said there were no “ ungraciouser ” men in the world than his, for they 
were .some of those who caused the mischief in Spain, and if they were on 
land with the English they would never como off the shore together again, 
but there would be brawling between them. Said ho was surprised he 
spoke of this now, for it had been determined by Wolsey and their ambas¬ 
sador in Pyscharo’s presence. They then asked Fitzwilliam to write to 
. Wolsey to arrange for their victuals with the ambassador. In everything 
else they would be ordered by the King and Wolsey. Refused to write 
unless Lascayne would put it in writing, as it was an alteration from the 
resolution. He said there was no necessity for that, for he had written 
about it twice or thrice to the ambassador. Spoke also about bearing the 
flag, which he will be loath to put down. Will forbear to speak of it till 
he hears again from the King, as they may make a quarrel of it. Hears 
that they lack gunpowder. 

Sends a book by which Wolsey will see what order he has taken here. 
Has given a copy of it to Betts and Palshid. Sets out tonight for the 
Downs. Sends back Sir Wm. Sydney, the bearer, thinking it not necessary 
to charge the King any longer with his wages. He has some money of the 
King’s in his hands, but before his departure to Calais delivered 60/. to 
Jenyns for wages of the Spaniards, by warrant of the Admiral. Thos. 
Spert has found a place nearly a mile within the haven, where the Henry 
and the great galley can lie without spending half as much tackle as now, 
and they will be safer from rafts. Asks favor for Sydney, for he has been 
as careful in issuing the King’s money as if it were his own. If, when in 
the Downs, he does not hear that the French are northwards, will land his 
men at Calais, and stay on board with Gonston till he hears from the King. 
Portsmouth, Saturday, 16 Aug., at 8 o’clock at night. Signed.

16 Aug. 2443- Sandys to Wolsey. 

R. O. On arriving at Dover last night, received a letter from the lord 

Admiral, saying that there is great scarcity of beer in Calais, and he has 
sent orders for all captains coming to the seacoast to remain in England 
till this is remedied. Landed here at Calais, at 9 o’clock this morning, 
with the money he had charge of. Soon perceived the scarcity of beer, 
and wishes Wolsey to send over 1,000 or at least 700 tuns. The Admiral 
has received the King’s and your letters, to his great comfort. He has 
written to the lady Margaret for her advice, and to Isselstein, the Emperor’s 
lieutenant general, to ask him to meet him on Monday next to deliberate. 
On his way hither, sent the King’s commandment, ns Wolsey directed, to 
Sittingbourne, Melton, Feversham, Ipswich and other places, for the 
speedy preparing of victuals. The greatest lack will be foists for beer. 
The forces in England should not come over till the victuals are ready.

r. o. Deposition of Perpoynte Devauntter, merchant of the Hanse, before 

Sir John Daunce, 18 Aug. 14 Hen. VIII. 

Was sent, about March last, to the French king and the captain of 
Boulogne, with letters from the merchants of the Steelyard for the re¬ 
covery of goods taken by the said Captain. Went first to the Captain, 
who offered restitution on lus paying for the victuals of the ships that took 
the goods. Took counsel on this with George Strowez Hans, Robert 
Elvyshe, master of the posts at Calais, and Calais pursuivant. Meanwhile 
the Captain asked them to dinner, and they all came but Elvyshe, who had 
other business for Rob. op Reynolds’ goods. They were welcomed by the 
Captain, who took Perpoynt by the hand, “and led me to a great bay 
window, and said that I was a traitor, for because I came under the colour 
of an Englishman, and that I ware the livery of Sir Thomas Cheyney.” 
Reminded the Captain he had never asked him what his country w^s. The 
Captain said an Englishman had told him he was born at Devaunte, under 
tho bishop of Luke. Perpoynte acknowledged this, and the Captain said 
he loved him better a thousand times than before. They came to an 
understanding that tie goods should be restored ; and Perpoynte was 
about to take leave, when the Captain said, “ If I would promise to be true 
unto him to bring him sure tidings of such things that I could know or 
perceive, ns well in Flanders as in Englard, that he would obtain me such 
thanks and pleasures of his King and my Lady his mother that I should 
never lack whilst I lived. And I said I would be glad thereof, for I had 
had many misfortujes of losses.” He gave Perpoynte a'etter of credence 
to the Admiral at Lyons, where the Fiench king wa3, saying that he was 
a person who cou’d go to England and Flanders at all times without 
suspicion, and told him if the Admiral would not trust him he would give 
him letters to my Lady. 

The Admiral asked him many questions aoout the number of ships 
rigged and the musters. Said many ships we e rigging out, he supposed 
to conduct the Emperor to Sp-in, and that the musters were against the 
Scots. Was dismissed with letters from the French king to the Steads, 
and left Lyons about the 3rd May. and arrived at Boulogne about 10 p.m.* 
Saw the Captain again, who asked him if there were any likelihood of war. 
Said he saw none; for Cheyney had said, if there were, it would be the Fre-.ch 
king’s fault. The Captain said he expected nothing but war, and desired 
him to pick up information, and next time he came to Boulogne he would 
teach him to write in cipher. Said he would trust no writin^, but only

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himself; and if the Captain would get him a safeconduct to pass through 
France, he could get one himself to pass through England. 

Left that night at one o’clock, got to Newneham Bridge by three, where 
he was let in because he had letters from Cheyney, and came to Calais 
“ at opening of the gates.” Discovered the premises to Sands, who gave 
him great thanks, and sent him to the couii at Richmond to show the 
matter to Mr. Compton, to whom he also delivered certain dozens of hawks’ 
bells from Cheyney, with two letters sent to him and Fitzwilliam. 
Compton informed the King, who sent Perpoynte to Wolsey at Hampton 
Court. On arriving, was told by Hernege and Forrest that he cojld not 
see Wolsey, “ because the Queen’s grace was there both dinner and supper.” 
Accordingly, returned to London. Next day Wolsey came to Westminster. 
Hoped to have spoken with him the second day following, but was told 
“ he was half a-crased.” Returned to court, and told Compton, who said 
he l ad a letter from Sands about Perpoynte’s disclosure, and that he 
deserved great thanks. Was examined in tlie King’s chamber by Sir 
Henry Marncy and Sir Thos. Bollen on two successive days, and allowed 
to return to France. Asked how he should conduct himself, and was told 
not to conceal what ships and men w re prep red in Euglend, uor how the 
Frenchmen were imprisored because they t-eated the English so there. 
Marney advised him to look into any letters ho might have in future from 
the captain of Boulogne or the French king’s mother, or send them to 
England. Objected to this, that if he did he might not be allowed thero 
again. 

Went to Calais, and gave Sands letters from Mr. Compton to Sir Thos. 
Cheyney, which, at his request, Sands opened. Finding one of them 
mentioned Perpoynte’s information, which might have caused him trouble 
if it were taken upon him, broke it, with the consent of Sands. Arrived 
at Boulogne about the end of May. Found the Captain had gone to 
Amyas with the duke of Vendome, but spoke with the great bailiff of 
Caen, lieutenant of Boulogne, called irons. St. Obync, who asked him the 
news in England. Told him thero were fourteen or fifteen great ships 
rigging, and men mustering, for the conveyance of the Emperor to Spain. 
Was asked if he knew the lord Stafford, son of the late duke of Bucking¬ 
ham, and if he would undertake to go into Scotland. Said he was not the 
man to do such a thing. The bailiff said, if he were in Scotland, what 
between Ric. De la Polo and him they hoped to obtain above 50,000 
Englishmen’s hearts. Answered, that if it were so, England would set 
little by it. 

Left for Mottrell and Abbeville, where he met the captain of Boulogne, 
who asked how the French were treated. Rephed, as the English 
we e in France. Ti e Captain then asked if he had met the French 
queen’s treasurer. Said ho had met George Hampton, a servant of hers, 
but not her Treasurer, and a gentleman with six horses going to Mottrell, 
and that Hampton would have spoken to him, but was not allowed ; so 
that he perceived he was a prisoner. The Captain ashed what he was 
worth. Told him a hundred crowns; at which ho was augry, and said he 
Bhould pay 2,000 crowns before be should depart. Wus then brought 
before the duke of Vendome and Latremoyle, admiral of Brittany and 
Guienne. “Then said Monr. De Latremoyle, if case we’e that the king of 
Englard wou’d proceed ware with France, he had not only hope (holp ?) 
his father into the realm, as be did, but he trusteth to set his son out, by 
whom he meant was by the king of England.” 

Departed to court with letters from the Captain, to procure him a safe- 
conduct by sea and land, in whatever ships he passed, provided they had 
no artillery ; for which the company were to pay 1,000 crowns to-the Cap¬ 
tain and Mons. De Measur. Delivered the letters to the Admiral, the 
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Pkbpotntb Devauhtte®— coni . 

treasurer Robertet, Villeroy and Samersall. Was asked, among other 
things, about Scotland, and who should be Captain. Said it would be 
my lord Steward or his son, with 30,000 men. After Cheney left, news 
came of the slaughter of about 15,000 Englishmen, at which they rejoiced 
greatly, and said Albany had entered far into England. Next day was 
taken prisoner by the guard as an Englishman, after the King had left 
Lyons, and could speak to no one for nine days. Was delivered by the 
Admiral, and remained a long time upon his commission to receive the 
goods he sued for. 

Returned from Lyons to Mottrell, where he found Vendome, and the other 
captains, ready to go to Boulogne. Latremoyle told him that his nephew, 
De Measur, and the Captain had obtained a safeconduct for him and others, 
which would be of no use unless he agreed with him. Said he would give 
nothing for it, unless he should have it well assured. “ Then said Mons. 
De Latremoyle, Seeing the king of England will have war with us, I trust 
to see the White Rose mingled with the lied Rose. He /shall not need to 
seek us here, but we will seek him in England; and so bode me say unto the 
King.” Said it would not become him to carry such a message to such a 
Prince, but he would convey it to such persons that it would come to the 
King’s knowledge. Being asked by De Measur for some of the money for 
the safeconduct, said he had no money till he should receive some at Haven 
de Grace, “which lieth there in the justice of the Admiralty,” and asked 
him to send a servant thither with him to receive it. This was done, but 
the Vice-admiral said the Englishmen had challenged both ships and 
goods; so he was kept three days without an answer. Saw there seven 
great ships, of two or three hundred a-piece, and two small barks, ready 
victualled to set forth on the 4th of this month of August; but they awaited 
the arrival of other ships, to the number of eight or nine. Scotland was 
said to be their destination. 

Has put his goods in suit, to avoid suspicion from his often coming, but 
may remove it to any other court. The King’s great ship, The Francis , 
lies within a mile of the haven, getting ready as fast as possible ; but the 
mainmast is not yet up, and she cannot come forth till March. She has 
much ordnance to keep her. In coming away, brought letters from the 
Vice-admiral to Latremoyle and others, which he looked into, and found 
he had sure knowledge that the English navy was at Hampton re¬ 
victualling to come thither, as they did to Morlesse, “ howbeit, I had lever 
they tarried still upon the stream than to come hither.” Delivered 
the letters at Mottrell on the 7th Aug., when they told him they 
could not let him leave without further communication next day, as D*e 
Measur had gone out with 300 horse. They did nothing, however; for 
the persons they went to displease had taken a castle by H4din, called 
Le Counte, which belongs to Beaurain. Was asked by Vendome who was 
captain. Said he could not tell, for he had not been in England for three 
months. “ And then the Duke said, in the audience of many gentlemen, 
so that he had such an army of men as they had before Valenciennes, that 
they were in the midst of England, trying whom should have the better ; 
for he said they were there 18,000 horsemen, over and besides 23,000 foot¬ 
men.” 

On the 9th of August, the day of his departure, Vendome gave him 
a passport for fifteen days, desiring him to give him no ..Le, if possible, 
what number of men had come to Calais ; for he said surely the Admiral 
was there already. He said the King intended to set Ric. De la Pole 
forward with a great number of men, and. with the help of Denmark, land 
him in England in those parts where the duke of Buckingham had lands, 
where they would burn and destroy man, woman and child. The French

king wonld give him 50,000 crowns, and every nobleman and gentleman 
had promised him a contribution. On the 10th Aug. came to Boulogne, 
where the Captain was busy taking in all the victuals and wines from 
Basse Boulogne, being assured that the town would be besieged next 
Wednesday. The Captain bid him say that every man he saw there was 
three. He had word from Calais every day, and desired him to send him 
what news they purposed there. He knew they were only waiting for 
their horses, for their ordnance had arrived already. Came to Calais, and 
told my lord Admiral everything, bidding him give speedy warning of the 
coming of the French navy out of Havre ; for they say the English ships 
arc insufficiently manned, and are too hardy, passing not more than four 
together. Signed: Per me, Perpont Devanter. 

The following particulars are added in six separate paragraphs , each 
signed as above. —The commonalty in France are dissatisfied that Bourbon 
bears no rule.—The French king’s mother is very unpopular, even in the 
court. She and the Admiral are thought the cause of all their misfortunes, 
and they cry vengeance on her.—They say Wolsey “ drove the drift to 
bring them together at Arde, and caused great goods to be spent between 
them ” for his own profit, “ and how they wished him there.”—Ric. de la 
Pole came to Lyons after Cheyney’s departure. Was conducted to his lodg¬ 
ing by his secretary, when De la Pole told him “ that I was born in a town 
where he hath made good cheer,” asked when he was returning to England, 
and told him he had been sent for by the French king after the English 
ambassador’s departure.—Within fourteen days after Pentecost saw 860 
horseloads of guns, gunstones, powder, tents, &c. conveyed through Lyons, 
on the way to Paris, from beyond the mountains.—The towns, especially 
Boulogne, Motrell, Abvyle, Amyas and St. Quentin, are so fortified that 
they can only be reduced by starvation, which might be done in two years 
by keeping them from sowing corn or fishing ; “ for within this month 
victuals was so scant, I was fain to carry bread with me from place to 
place in my male. A halfpenny loaf cost me 2d., and so it was throughout 
all Normandy; insomuch they were fain to take wheat being green, and 
dry it in ovens to make their bread.” This year’s fruit will not last them 
till next growth, though they try to keep it secret from the English.

2450- Wolsey to Henry YIII. 

Yesterday, the Emperor’s ambassadors came to Wolsey, declaring 
the news they lmd received from the Emperor, and delivered letters for 
the King, showing how prosperously the Emperor had arrived in Spain, 
and what loving obedience he had found in all his subjects. He wonder¬ 
fully commends the King, by whose advice he had been induced to under¬ 
take this voyage. He declares furthermore, what execution has been done 
upon the Almains who served the French, and on his own rebellious sub¬ 
jects ; the Pope’s voyage to Rome ; his resolution to visit his mother ; the 
overtures for peace made him by France through the archbishop of Bari, 
offering to deliver Fonterabia, to acquit the pension of Naples, discharge 
the matters of Navarre and Gueldres, and release him from the treaty of 
Noyon, on condition that Francis retain Milan, or, if this be not agreeable, 
a truce for three years statu quo, &c. 

Wolsey is glad to find that the Emperor is 60 well established. Thinks 
that the object of France is to sever the King and the Emperor. But 
remembering the great offers thus made to the Emperor, and similar offers 
by the duke of Bourbon, who proposes to marry the Emperor’s sister,* the 
King must, with his “ accustomable great wisdom, deeply consider this 
matter,” by sending Charles letters of congratulation in his own hand, 
thanking him for these advertisements, and making assurance of similar 
demeanor, “ causing also your Admiral, being now joined with his cap¬ 
tains in -, to deal with them, like as I perceive by your Admiral’s 

letters last sent he might politicly do for, should any suspicion of jealousy 
arise, it would be hard for the Emperor to refuse the French offers ; and 
therefore all scruples of ingratitude and suspicion must be removed “till 
such time as, by politic practice, as good offers may be made unto your 
grace by the French King for peace or truce as be now made by him to 
the Emperor.” To procure this, Wolsey proposes that the King should 
notice in his reply the offers made to the Emperor without any regard had 
to England, and should urge the Emperor that, if the peace or truce pro¬ 
ceed, the French king should be informed that Charles “neither can ne will” 
do anything without Henry’s express consent and assent. Wolsey thinks 
that the King might practise with the Emperor, his Chancellor and the 
Grand Master, so that the same offers should be made him as have been 
made the Emperor, on which he may decide at. his pleasure ; “ for loth 
would I be that, your grace being so expert in archery, the Emperor should 
have more strings to his bow than ye.” 

Has told the Emperor’s ambassadors of the lack of wages for his army in 
Picardy, and of wages and victual for his navy, which is likely to be 
prejudicial to their common good. They have promised to send posts to 
the Emperor and lady Margaret. Has never heard a word from Lascano 
since Wolsey provided him with money, nor of his ships. Has heard this 
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day from Gunnestone (Gonson) that Lascano has furnished seven ships 
with victuals, which left the Downs on the 7th ; he will therefore probably 
remain in the narrow seas.

Yesterday it was agreed that the two armies 
should join at the day and place before named, but the place is so far 
within the county of ... . that it was thought necessary each army should 
have provisions for eight days. Have therefore taken a new view. What 
can be furnished by this town and marches cannot suffice for the whole 
army. No beer can be had to carry with us on the march. As for bread, 
if the wind serve and the mills grind, there is some hope. Otherwise we 
shall not have enough to carry with us, but shall also be in great need, of 
which we have had good experience these two days ; and if Mr. Treasurer 
had not taken great pains to grind wheat, with horse mills and handmills, 
day and night, and made provision from Gravelines and other places, a 
great part of the company would have been without [food], as many of them 
were. The rest of the army ought not to be sent over sea till better pro¬ 
vision can be made, especially of beer.

This afternoon the lord Admiral has received from Sir John Wyl- 
shyre and Sir John Norton, at Dover, a copy of Wolsey’s letter to them, 
ordering them to send over to Calais the soldiers remaining in England, not¬ 
withstanding the Admiral’s letter to Wylsliyre to delay their passage till 
Calais was better furnished with victuals, especially bread and beer. There 
is still great scarcity. There has been no wind for grinding wheat aud 
malt, and there is a deficiency of wood for the bakehouses and brewhouses.

I take the opportunity to send news by the bearer, my fellow York. 
I arrived at Calais on Our Lady’s Even. As it was late on Saturday before 
my horses landed, I rode on Monday in the lord Admiral’s company to 
Gravelines, where Mons. De Rewse and De Bevyrs met him ; and was 
present at the communications between them, which I suppose the Admiral 
has reported. I rode to Dunkirk that Monday night, and enquired what 
carriages were set forth out of those by the Emperor’s officers for 
the conveyance of the King’s artillery, what disposition was shown to 
victual the common army, and what ships were put upon the sea for their 
own defence, and to stop the French from fishing. I also enquired at New¬ 
port and Bruges. I find the carriages are already prested and in wages. 
Every one prepares victuals after his ability. The country is ill provided 
both with malt and water to brew, by reason of the great drought; but 
there will be no lack of Rhenish wine and other victuals. Everybody is glad 
to hear that the King’s army has landed at Calais. Holland, Zealand, 
Antwerp, Ostend, Newport and Dunkirk have equipped 15 good ships. 
There is no certainty where my Lady is. She has been at the Haye, and 
may be there now, or at Buldwke, returning to these parts ; and as my

R. O. Arrived with the Emperor’s army in the Downs, late la3t night. This 

morning, captain Pyscaro, with the 2,000 Spaniards, went over to Calais. 
Remained to give orders for victuals for the Emperor’s army at Sandwich. 
Will bo at Calais tomorrow morning. Asked Lyscayno if ho was willing 
to divide his ships, telling him he, himself, must go to Calais, and leave 
Goneon in his place. He said he had no answer from their ambassador, 
but thought his ships should not be divided, for his people were very 
ungracious, and were part of those who made the rebellion in Spain. He 
desired Fitzwilliam to send orders to Dover that none of his men should 
be allowed to cross to Calais without his passport, otherwise none would 
remain with him. Was told by West, who was to go westward, and give 
him his charge, that he had only victuals for a week. Wolsey must either 
send victuals immediately, or let the Mary James go in his place, which is 
still victualled for five weeks. “ Though it be not long sithens Bawdewyn 
Willoughby, captain thereof, was made the King's servant, yet I dare be 
bound lor his hardiness and truth.” It would be too great a loss that the 
ships ordered westward should not be sent “ before the coming home of 
the New found Island’s fleet.” 

On his return from the Wight, sent the captain of the Mary James , with 
two other ships, over to Seyne Head, who came so near, that he saw the bul¬ 
warks uud ordnance and the ships in the New Haven. He says the great 
ships have not their tops on, and that there were about thirteen small ships 
before the harbor’s mouth, the greatest not above 100, lying so near the 
shore that they could not be meddled with. Ho could not tell whether 
they were men-of-war or merchants. Yesterday, in coming hither, took a 
boat which came from Trayport the day before, with four men, going to Rye, 
for certain French prisoners. Examined them man by man. They say there 
is no army by sen, prepared in France. Gonson caused a native of Jersey 
to lie with one of the Frenchmen all night, under hatches, and say he was 
a Norman born, waiting for his ransom, and to sound him well whether 
there were any preparation. The Frenchman said he knew of none, except 
nine sail at Boulogne, Dieppe and Treport that went on their adventure ; 
that, the King had sent down to induce them to make more ships, offering 
to bear part of the charge, but none would venture. Has examined West 
and others, whether any Frenchmen havo gone northwards. Can hear of 
none stirring. The galleon of Dieppe has come home from the north, aud 
has sold divers prisoners in England. Would to God 6he might be met 
with ! Begs to know Wolsey’s pleasure by Gonson. The men’s wages will 
expire shortly, as Mr. Sidney and Mr. Jennings can show. Lyscanne still 
bears the flag, but comes every night under Fitzwilliam’s lee. It does not 
become him to advise whether the Emperor’s admiral should bear his flag. 
Finds, however, that Lyscanne, being Admiral for king Fernando in the 
last war, cumo to the Wight, and rode at the Cowe, our fleet being at 
Ilasleworth, where the one might see the other, and then he bare his flag.

Thence he was to sail to Civita Vccchia, thirty Italian 
miles from Rome. The Emperor’s army in Italy is divided in different 
stations. The foot have gone to storm Lechy and Tretium. They were 
going to move their engines against Novara ; but the captain of the castlo 
made a composition with count Corniele, the chief of tho city, that if tho 
castle was not relieved before Michaelmas it should be surrendered ; but ho 
first demands nine months’ pay, which he says the French king owes him. 
This composition is very unpopular with the captains. There is news from 
Venice that the Rhodians have repulsed the Turks, who assaulted tho city 
for two days continuously. 18,000 Turks were slain, and eight triremes sunk.

On the 21st* of August, when we were going to Milan [from] Monza, 
and the dust was so thick that we could scarcely see each other, we caused 
all the horse to separate from us, and went on afterwards with a few servants. 
Among these was Bonifacio Conti on a tall Turkish horse, who, awaiting 
his opportunity, spurred his horse, and struck the Duke in the back with a 
small dagger, but only slightly wounded him in the left shoulder, and 
escaped by the swiftness of his horse and his knowledge of bye ways. 
Fearing that the dagger might have been poisoned, returned to Monza, 
where the wound was dressed, and there was found to be no danger. Then 
came to Milan. When the Milanese heard the news, they took up arms, 
some rushing to the gates of the city, and others to the walls, as if against 
an enemy. Some reconnoitred the city to detect treason, and surrounded 
the houses of suspected persons, throwing several into prison. On inquiry 
it was found that several had conspired against him, among whom it was 
agreed to attack him on the 24th of this month at Pavia or Monza, or on 
the journey, and, having killed him, to break into Milan with a body of 
outlaws, occupy his palace, murder Hieronymo Morono and the senators, 
and proclaim the king of France, who, it is said, is awaiting the news at 
Lyons, where he is now with his army, ready to occupy the duchy of 
Milan if it had succeeded.

of his health. He was suffering from dysentery and inflammation of the lungs. 
On St. Batholomew’s Day (24 Aug.) he had written to De Pleine to send 
him a physician. Had written to the Emperor to send him his physician 
Master Liberal, which he did, though he was at that time attending his 
sister the Queen and the Chancellor. Spinelly made his confession to a 
monk sent by De Pleine, and dictated his will. On the 26th the Emperor 
arrived at Valladolid, when De Pleine found Spinelly in his perfect mind 
fully prepared. The same day he was carried to the House of the Ob¬ 
servants ; would admit no doctor; drank nothing but water, and expired.

Instructions to the marquis of Dorset, Sir Henry Willoughby, Sir 
Edw. Grevyle and Sir Edw. Feryrs, Commissioners for Musters in co. 
Warwick. 

As the former commission stated obscurely and in general terms that 
the value of all rents, revenues, goods, &c., spiritual and temporal, must 
be ascertained, and true estimates have been evaded, the King desires 
them to assemble the others joined in commission with them, and, after 
reading the letters, exhort them to search out .the full values. The com¬ 
missioners to divide themselves for different hundreds and wapentakes, and 
two or three of the King’s said servants shall be joined with the other 
commissioners for each division, taking care that no rumor be spread as to 
the intent of the inquisition, except that it is to ascertain the rate at which 
each man must be assessed for the furnishing of harness when the case 
shall require. As the commission does not state the way in which the 
search is to be made, the following order is to be observed. The persons 
are to make declarations according to the oath which follows, and on which 
the commissioners shall act, unless they have reason to think the declara¬ 
tion is false. If so, they shall examine the neighbors, as to what is the 
substance of the persons by common report. The same method shall be 
used for all spiritual dignities and benefices, brotherhoods, guilds, chantries, 
hospitals, &c., including all property, debts, specialties, loans, merchandise, 
household implements, &c., excepting shrines, church plate and jewels. In 
towns and cities the commissioners shull take note of artificers and journey¬ 
men who have no settled habitation, if they are meet to serve the King in

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his wars, and what substance they have, if the commissioners think it 
worth certifying, that they may bo enquired for if they move to any other 
place. In case the spiritual persons refuse to give their oaths to temporal 
commissioners, spiritual persons shall be deputed by the bishops to receive 
their oaths in presence of some of the commissioners, after which they shall 
make their declarations to the said commissioners. If any persons plead 
large debts as a reason for declaring themselves of less substance, the com¬ 
missioners shall demand the names of the persons to whom they are 
indebted, and endeavor to know the truth. As the wardens, governors 
and fellows of the colleges at Oxford and Cambridge are bound by statutes 
and oaths not to declare whnt is left them for casualties of fire and main¬ 
tenance of pleas, the commissioners shall not inquire of their substance, but 
leave that to the lord Legate, (//ere follows the form of the oath.) 

Having finished the inquiry, and made a book of the result, they are to 
call together such of the temporal personages as they shall think fit, and 
explain to them the King’s necessity in the present state of war with 
France and Scotland ; that France has attempted to invade England, and to 
besiege Calais and Guisnes ; and large forces will be required against both 
powers, for which the King asks a loan at the following rates : from persons 
worth between 201. and 300/., 10/. per 100/. ; from 300/. to 1 ,()00/., 20mks. 
per 100/.; and for higher sums at the discretion of the commissioners ; the 
loan to be repaid out of the grant at the next parliament. Those who have 
property in more than one shire shall be required to give a declaration on 
oath, and cautioned against incurring the penalties of perjury. The best, 
either in lands or goods, shall be taken by the commissioners for the King, 
and they shall endeavor to procure the immediate payment of the loan, 
or at least the half of it, promising that privy seals shall be delivered 

for repayment of the money, according to a form given, dated - 

14 Hen.VIII. As these instructions will be sent to many who have not 
taken an oath to keep secret the practising of the loan, as most of the coun¬ 
cillors have done, the collectors of the loan are to be sworn to secrecy till 
they proceed to their task. The commissioners shall declare the values of 
their own property to the Marquis, &c., and the latter to the Legate and 
those of the council whom he shall appoint. Signed at the commencement 
by the King.

He wrote in his instructions that he intended 
to revenge the exploits done against Scotland by the King’s garrisons ; but 
God often turns vengeance against those who intend it,—“the precedents 
whereof needeth not to be specified.” He need not wonder why the war was 
commenced, for in the King’s letters sent by Clarencieux the reasons mani¬ 
festly appear, “ more sounding to the conservation of the King’s nephew 
and his realm than to annoy or hurt tho same.” Although he says he left 
France without the knowledge or conseut of the French king, yet perchance 
that was not the least cause of tho rupture between the kings of England 
and France. Will, however, do what he can to promote peace in all 
countries. “And whereas it is by you required that not only the said truce 

should be prorogued to the feast of John Baptist”- Added by Tuke : 

“ The rest followeth in the words, mutatis mutandis , as is written to the 
Queen.”

2490. Sir Rob. Wingfield to Wolsey. 

Wrote last from Berghes on the 25th. My Lady did not arrive till 
last night, having met with bad weather. This evening, between 5 and 
6 , I was brought to her presence in Berghes’ house, where I delivered 
the King’s letters, and declared my charge in all points necessary, omitting 
some things in my instructions which I knew were already accomplished ; 
such as the provision of men-at-arms and others with carriages and 
falconets. The meeting of Issilstein with the lord Admiral, the setting 
forth of ships to the sea from these parts, which are already gone with a 
great number of fishers, each provided with artillery, putting the people iu 
Flanders.in readiness, have been done, as I wrote from Bruges. As to the 
victuals for the army, my lord Admiral wrote to my Lady from Calais on 
the 25th (copy enclosed), and yesterday all writings were despatched in 
accordance with the Admiral’s d[csire]. My Lady expressed herself very 
glad of my coming, and said I should be made privy to everything from 
time to time, and that she was so devoted to the King, whatever has been 
said, she will never change her mind. Fearing she had heard something 
unpleasant, I said I was sure no lady had been better beloved in England. 
I also presented your letters. As to the article in the King’s instructions 
touching the banishment of the Scots, she made me no answer, except that 
she had ordered placards to be made out for it, but had been too busy to 
learn whether it had been executed. Having taken leave of my Lady 
because her supper was on the board, I made your recommendations to 
Ilowstrate, who said he had received letters from you, and would always 
do his best to preserve tho good will between tho King and Emperor. 
Berghes also recommends himself to the King and you, saying that though 
he finds himself right unwieldly with age and a sore leg, he is young in 
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desire to serve England. I can see that these countries, though they have 
been sore plucked, will aid the war, seeing the King’s good will. 

Wrote the above last night, 31 Aug. This morning Wm. de Barres came 
and showed me the following news: (1.) from Italy, that the Pope had 
arrived at Porta Yeneris, beside Rome. (2.) From Naples, that the Turk 
was laying siege to Rhodes in person, and the Viceroy had sent thither 2,000 
men-of-war and some carracks with victuals. (3.) From the bishop of 
Verulam, the Pope’s ambassador in Switzerland, that not only the French 
cantons had granted 10,000 men to serve Francis, but those hitherto 
imperial have quarrelled with the Pope and the duke of Milan ; with the 
first, for default of payment in the expedition of Modena; and with the latter, 
because his men had invaded their allies; and that money should be sent imme¬ 
diately to keep them in dissension. Merchants have come to Antwerp from 
Venice and Mantua, stating that the dukes of Milan, Ferarra and Urbino, 
the marquis of Mantua, Prosper Colonna and others, had met to defend 
the Duke and duchy of Milan against the French, and have sent to the 
Venetians to declare themselves within a month. A treasurer of the 
French king, who has been all this while in Milan Castle, is now come forth 
to pay 40,(XX) cr. for their bare bodies without any other goods; and tho 
prisoners say there is so little victual in the castle that it can hold no while. 
Laurence Blew, Greffier of the Order, has showed me the form of the placards 
for providing victuals for tho army ; of which I send a copy. My Lady has 
sent me word that a Gueldrois has como with a view to peace. When she 
was in Holland, there was a meeting of commissioners of my Lady and the 
Duke, which took no effect. There is also come to the friars hero a 
Provincial of France, who desires to speak with her. She has ordered 
Bcrghes this afternoon, when she has passed to Zealand, to examine the 
Provincial and the Gueldrois apart. She has written by this post to tho 
King and you. This nftemoon sho has gone to Zealand by water ; she 
returns tonight, and tomorrow leaves for Antwerp. The Church lords who 
were here to bo at the diet left because she had not arrived at the time 
appointed; at which she is much displeased, and has ordered their goods to 
be confiscated, and a new diet to be held at Lyre ; from which she will 
proceed to Ghent, and thence to the frontiers. Bcrghes in Brabant, 1 Sept.

B. M. is to remind them of the amity which has existed between the two states, 
Lambeth from the time of his progenitors, and of the King’s wish that they should 

MS. always derive benefit from the treaties in which he is concerned ; which

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manent, and that they will not assist the French king, who has acted so 
dishonorably to the Emperor and himself, as that would be contrary to the 
article of comprehension and to their letters patent. 

First, it was provided in that treaty “ that in case any of the principal 
contrahents should be invaded or disturbed by the other, the Prince not 
making invasion, being required by the party invaded, shall give aid against 
the invader on which ground the Emperor, “ pretending himself not only 
to be invaded by the French king’s captains and army in his realm of 
Navarre, but also disturbed in his possessions, dominions and countries 
by Robert de la March and others by the said French king’s procuring,” 
has often required the King to deelare himself enemy to the French 
king, but he has rather endeavored to restore peace and friendship 
between them, and sent the Cardinal of York, his lieutenant, to Calais 
for that purpose. At the diet there, instructions and letters, signed by the 
French king, were brought forward to prove his invasion, and could not 
be refuted by the Chancellor and councillors there assembled; but Henry 
instructed his lieutenant to defer his declaration, and prolong the diet, in 
the hope that the variance might be pacified. Wolsey also, after his return, 
sent messengers and letters to the French king's mother to gain her me¬ 
diation for a truce ; but though fair and pleasant words were given from 
time to time, matters were always put off without any determination ; 
and in the meantime the French king, contrary to his oath, sent Albany 
into Scotland, who “ pretended himself heir apparent to the crown 
there,” and invaded England, and endeavored to separate the King’s sister 
from her husband, and contract matrimony with her, by sending Angus to 
France, there to be detained prisoner. He also “ not only distrained the 
payment of the King’s money, to the contentation whereof he is bound by his 
oath under the censures of the Church,” but also entertains Richard de la 
Poole and other rebellious subjects, and arrested the persons and goods 
of the English merchants at Bordeaux, though letters of safeconduct had 
been granted under his great seal. “ The like hath not been done of any 
Christian prince, nor scant of any infidel.” His subjects have robbed the 
English at sea, under colour of peace, and have refused to make restitution. 
For these reasons, Henry has declared the French king an enemy, and all 
treaties between them void, and has sided with the Emperor. As the 
Venetians have till now assisted the French king, the King thinks it ex¬ 
pedient, as a faithful friend, to tell them that, according to the treaty, they 
should assist him or the Emperor. Letters of requisition to this effect will 
be sent to Pace to be delivered to the Doge and Council. The Emperor 
is sending similar letters to his ambassadors. 

They cannot remain neutral, as the article binds them to declare them¬ 
selves enemies of the invader after the letters of requisition. It is not to 
be doubted that if they had been invaded by the French or any other, 
they would forthwith have required aid from the King and Emperor, which 
could not have been denied to them ; so, if, in like case, they refuse aid 
when it is required, they must not expect to have the benefit of such 
comprehension in future, but be held promise breakers, and fall into enmity 
with the Pope, the Emperor and England. If, however, they declare the 
French enemies according to the article, they will continue in amity with 
the Pope and the other allies, and no one will have power to annoy them. 
Pace is also to say that no amity can continue “ if they accomplish not the 
priority of the said requisition. And seeing the Frenchmen be now ex¬ 
pelled out of Italy, there is no cause why they should make difficulty 
therein; and of their return again, they need not fear, considering how 
they shall be occupied, as well on this side as on the frontiers of Spain, 
by puissant armies.” They ought therefore to side with the King and 
Emperor, “ in avoiding danger and hostility which may ensue to them by 
this refusal, whereby their state might be put in danger.”

It is also necessary for them to conclude a peace with the Emperor, as the 
truce with him will soon expire, which the Emperor says they have violated ; 
but the King is willing to be a mediator. Ample commissions should be sent 
to their ambassadors with the King and the Emperor. If complaint is 
made of the galleys which were seized, which they say came under promise 
of protection, Pace is to say that the Emperor, on his arrival in England, 
perceiving them to be suitable for his journey to Spain, made special request 
t hat they should be prepared for that purpose. The King was unwilling to 
do this, remembering the amity between them ; but being credibly informed 
that the French king was intending to take them with their merchandise, and 
use them against him and the Emperor, and hearing also that they had fur¬ 
nished their army in Italy to assist the French, he thought it better to detain 
them until ho knew what their conduct would be. Although he intended 
to use them for a brief time for the purpose mentioned, yet the patrons 
and others having rule of the said galleys demeaned themselves so inhumanly 
and ungodly, by excessive demands and contumelious words, that the King 
thought it more expedient to forbear the uhc of them than to be in their 
danger. The galleys will be retained until the King shall know the 
Venetians’ intentions in respect to the accomplishment of the requisition, 
but will be safe, if they comply. Pace is to obtain their answer as Boon as 
possible, and to remain at Venice until further instructions.*

2498. Pace to Wolsey. 

Wrote last from Bologna on the 15th inst. (August). Arrived here 
as he expected in four days. The Doge and Senate, hearing by oburiers 
whom they sent for the purpose, that he had come to Ferrara, ordered all 
the governors of their towns, both by land and water, to receive him 
honorably at their own cost, which they did in most loving manner. On 
arriving within two miles of this city, was met in the sea by twenty-four of 
the wisest men of the Senate, in their most pompous array, and conveyed 
to a monastery, with the best words touching the King that could be 
devised, declaring they esteemed him both for the perpetual amity, and for 
the intercourse they have had many years with England. They then brought 
Pace to the city to a fair house, prepared for him, and honorably decked, 
where he told them that his business required haste, and requested an 
audienco with the Doge and Senate, which lie had next morning. 

Delivered the King’sjletters to the Doge, who is exceedingly old. He re¬ 
ceived them reverently, and said he Avas a true servant of the King, for the 
continued amity between Englaud and the Venetians. He ordered his 
secretary read the letters ; “ and be[cause] they Avere not only credential, 
but also [toujclied the requisition contained in the King’s letters patents, 
and their declaration against the French king, according to the article of the 
King by them acc[ep]ted and improved,” they asked leisure to deliberate, 
and that Pace should return in the morning to declare his credence. To this 
Paco agreed, on their promising a speedy answer. In the morning Pace 
declared his instructions, all but the part touching their galleys detained 
in England. At their request, he repeated it all again, that they might 
reply to each article. They told him rhe order of procedure in their 
matters would not allow of his having an answer before three days were 
over ; Avhich is true. Was, therefore, sent for yesterday by the Doge him¬ 
self, who told him that they had drawn up an answer in Avriting, which he 
hoped would satisfy the King, and ordered it to be read by the secretary'. 
They would not give Pace a copy, saying that it Avas against their custom,

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but said he might hear it read as often as he pleased, and they would send 
a copy to their ambassador. They showed, first, how acceptable Pace’s 
coming was to them ; secondly, to the King’s offer to mediate a peace 
between them and the Emperor, “ they say that they, [as they aljwavs have 
done, most desired that pence, and for the performance of the same they 
do hourly look for such articles ns were made by the said Emperor’s 
Chancellor in England in that matter, and modified by your graceand 
that they had received letters from their ambassador in England, dated 
13 July, stating that he bad been told by the King himself, that the articles, 
modified by Wolsey, should be sent to Pace, and be there at his arrival. 
They have not yet come, which the Senate regrets, saying that the peaco 
between them and the Emperor is delayed thereby. Meanwhile, they 
agree to send commissions and instructions, according to the King’s desire, 
to their ambassadors in England and in the Emperor’s court. 

In answer to the King's demand to declare themselves enemies to France, 
according to the treaty of London accepted by them, they say it is a matter 
that requires great deliberation, because they have not yet concluded peaco 
with the Emperor, and the Pope has been exhorting them to a universal 
peace, now that the Turk is beginning to invade Christendom ; but that 
as soon as the peace is concluded between them and the Emperor, they 
suppose everything will succeed according to the King’s desire; and that in 
all their dealings with the French king, they have had respect to their truce 
with the Emperor. They hope the King will not be displeased at their not 
hastily declaring themselves, as he himself did not do so on the first request 
of the Emperor, but sent Wolsey to Calais to examine the matter. 

“ His hcri ita actis ,” today went with the Emperor’s ambassador to 
the Senate, whero they presented jointly their letters patent, urging them 
strongly to keep their faith as principal contrahents in the league of London. 
Pace told them he understood they only helped the French king to keep 
their promises, and urged stronger reasons for their keeping faith with 
England, as France had been in time past procurer of their destruction, 
while England has alwnys been their friend ; that Francis would have 
sold them to the late emperor Maximilian, and bound himself to take from 
them their cities in Italy, and put them into his hands, on condition 
that he should desist from the enterprise for the recovery of Milan, at the 
timo Pace was in the field with the said Emperor, and brought the Swiss 
to joiu him. One or two of tho senators confirmed what he hod said, and 
the rest ordered their secretary to read the patents. This done, they asked 
timo “ to make answer to the same, wherewithal they appeared to be as sore 
abashed as they were with pope Julie’s excommunication.” Some of them 
marked the latter clause, showing that they must first admonish the French 
king to desist from war, and make restitution. This will serve them as a 
pretext for some delay. Would have despatched a courier t[his] day, the 
27th Aug., if he could have had an answer when he was in the senate. If 
there be any such articles modified by Wolsey as above mentioned, they 
should bo sent immediately to shorten their delay. Has no fear of anything 
but waste of time. They express themselves very desirous of the peaco 
with the Emperor, and to have the greatest confidence in the King. Has 
been informed by an honorable man, whom he has promised not to name, 
that the bishop of Scardona, lately sent by the Pope to the French king, 
passed through Venice, after Pace had been in France, and in the secret 
audience told the Senate he was commanded by the Pope to tell them that 
ho would never show more favor to the Emperor than to the French king. 
The Venetians would have given him a different answer if they had not 
heard this. Does not think the King can look for more favor from the 
Pope than the Emperor. The same man said he suspected tho bishop of 
Scardona in tho matter, and thought the Pope would not commit such a 
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Pace to Wolsey — cont. 

thing to him, as he is but a light person, but that it was more likely the 
French king had bribed him to say as above to the Venetians. The 
Bishop, when declaring these things, begged and obtained money from the 
Venetians. The Venetian ambassador in England is probably ignorant of 
all this. 

Having written thus far, the Doge and Senate sent for Pace and the 
imperial ambassador, and gave them the following answer to the letters 
patent: that although they might say that the confederation of London 
was void by the death of pope Leo, principal contrahent, yet they would 
remit themselves to the answer which they had given Pace before, hoping 
the King would be contented with it. Paco said there was no reason 
in this, for Leo was not principal contrahent, except from the courtesy 
of the other princes, especially Henry. They made no answer, but 
spoke of the following matter. Pace had heard that the French am¬ 
bassador and certain Venetians said that the French king intended to 
invade Italy this next winter, with the help of Venice, thinking the King’s 
array could not oppose him, owing to the sea. Asked the Senate for an 
express answer to the clause [ut\ desisterent ab auxilio Gallis preestando 
[ con]tra Ceesarem, and for a statement of what they would do in such a 
case. They said that Pace’s wisdom might well see that, from their pro¬ 
ceedings at Cremona; and told him that when the French captains expelled 
from Milan came to Cremona they asked leave, by letters, to enter their 
dominion, which they refused. Answered “ that I was Davus et non 
(Edipus ,” and could not [discover] their minds by obscure words and 
doubtful nets. They say they did this from respect to the Emperor; but 
the Emperor’s captains say that they were afraid of an invasion by the 
Emperor’s army and the Duke’s. Asked for an answer without ambiguity, 
as the King had always dealt plainly with them, saying that if they were 
to assist the king of France, the King would treat them with open hostility. 
“ Hie totus senatus pcrlurbatus fnit, and the wisest of them arose out of 
their seats, and came to me,” desiring him not to be moved because they did 
not give him an open answer at that time, but that he must accept then* 
good intent. After dinner, one who is considered their wisest man came 
to him, and said they would commit everything to the King, and would 
send ample commissions for treating and concluding, as Pace had requested. 
Will not see the commissions, as they never show them to ambassadors. 
They have not spoken of the retention of the galleys. Venice, 2 Sept.

R- O. P.S. [to the above].— This hour the senate have spoken with him about 

the detention of their galleys, and desired him to write to the King and 
Woleey for their release, saying they were the King’s friends. Declared 
to them the article of his instructions on this subject, on which they thanked 
the King that he had prevented their being intercepted by France and used 
against him and the Emperor. They say that when they learned the King 
would use them, they wrote immediately to England that he' should have 
them, and if the patrons have behaved otherwise to the King than they 
ought to do, they shall be punished. They deny having “ repared ” their 
army to aid the French king after he was driven out of Milan, as the 
Emperor was informed. As to their declaration to be made against France, 
they said they had given Pace an answer that ought to satisfy the King 
of their good intent, which would appear more at large in their commission 
and instructions sent thither at this time. On his leaving the senate, one 
of their wisest men was deputed to tell him secretly that the Emperor’s 
ambassador was displeased with them, “ because he made great labor that all 
their matters might be finished and concluded by the said Emperor’s chan¬ 
cellor, and that they would not agree thereunto, but would commit all to

Last night, the [Emperor’s] army, horse, Almains and Spaniards, 
came and made their camp within a mile of us. We had determined this 
day to draw towards the county of Boulonnois ; but about 11 at night they 
sent to me, requesting me to stay this day to consider what is best to be 
done. Today we have been together three hours, and have determined to 
go tomorrow. If tomorrow evening we find we have victual enough for 
five days we shall take the nearest way to Da .... in the middle of that 
county, where we shall do all the damage we can, and thence draw between 
Therouenne and St. Omer, and so to Dorians, Brayo and Corby. The last 
place is four leagues from Amiens, where the French king is now. If we 
have not enough victual for five days, as the county of Boulonnois is so strong, 
it is thought best that we should go straight to Dorians, where the Bur¬ 
gundians think the French king will give us battle, or leave his country 
to be burnt before his face, and we shall get victual out of the Emperor’s 
countries. They think it would be lost labor to besiege Boulogne, 
Terouenne, or Monstreuil this year. All the noblemen here have very good 
will to serve you and their master. I think good letters should be written 
to those named in a bill enclosed. Wo have thoroughly discussed what is to 
be done, both with your council here and the Emperor, and think nothing 
notable can be done unless we have battle. To seek it we are determined to 
have victuals. Thinks it will be better to destroy the country near Amyas 
than to put off time in other places. In the camp at Arde, 3 Sept.

Today I received yours of the 30th Aug. The reason you had not 
heard sooner was the lack of wind ; but I expect that three letters of divers 
dates have by this time reached you. Henceforth will despatch the posts 
from day to day. As to Sir Thomas More’s letter, which you enclose, un¬ 
doubtedly I desired Sir Wm. Skevington to show the King the credence of 
Boulogne, but I bade him say it was impossible to besiege it this year, 
for want of horsemen to convey victuals to us ; and as to Terouenne that 
I thought De Beaurain made re[port] to me about cutting off the water from 
the town only to draw us thither for defence of the Emperor’s countries, and 
not for any likelihood that Terouenne could be taken ; for I did not think 
they really meant to lay siege to it. The council here are determined 
with me to seek battle with the French king near Amyas, as you will see 
by my letter to the King, if we shall have sufficient victuals, as the Em¬ 
peror’s council think we shall. Today 10,000/. have come to the field, 
for which we thank you. If the King desire us to proceed thus, I beg that 
more money be sent in convenient time. As to the keeping of the English 
pale, all here agree that it is impossible to keep even the marsh if the French 
wish to burn it. For the East March I have at Newnam .... soldiers, 
50 at Hammes, 200 at the Straits within the . . . ., and 200 above the 
ordinary at Guisncs ; which is considered sufficient. As to the “ ill bruit” 
of the h[arra] done at the Causeway, the Welshmen were laid there long

before my coming, and I never meddled with them; but when I saw how 
they lay, I said they were not well lod[ged], and advised that 100 archers 
on horseback, that were here before I came, should be laid with them, or else 
that they should bo brought away ; but my advice was not followed.

B. M. ambassadors have, with tears and great urgency, solicited the Pope to send 
nn instantaneous aid, otherwise it is impossible that Rhodes can hold out. 
The Pope is almost in despair, and is at a loss what to do, as he has no 
powers sufficient for such an enterprise, and throws himself on such a Ca¬ 
tholic King and on the Cardinal as a principal member of the Holy See. 

The ambassadors of Hungary never cease reiterating the same request 
in his ears, exclaiming aloud, and publishing it to all, that their kingdom 
must surrender to the Turks ; and his Holiness is in such consternation at 
the news that he trembles, “ omniaque nostra viscera commisceri sentimus.” 

The town of Scgni in Croatia calls aloud for his compassion, requiring 
ammunition and provision, showing that they are in danger of destruction. 
The Pope has aided them the little that he can, but that little is insufficient. 

Has heard in the last few days that the Turk has carried into captivity 
7,000 Christians from Dalmatia. 

Has sent a carrack to Rhodes. Is doing what he can for Hungary, and 
has despatched a nuncio for that purpose to the Imperial diet. 

They shall further say that the Pope, moved by the tears and lamentations 
of the said ambassadors, and persuaded that all would fall into the hands of 
the Turk, unless he were resisted by the princes of Christendom, has sent 
Bernardine with all despatch to urge instantly the King and Wolsey, by 
the bowels of God’s mercy, to come to the relief of Christendom ; and they 
shall impress upon Wolsey that, as God has given him so much wisdom 
that the wishes of the Emperor and the King are governed at his beck, he 
should use his influence for obtaining peace, or at least a temporary truce, 
that the Christian princes may join and relieve Christendom from the terrors 
of its great enemy.

100 tuns of beer were coming to me from Calais, and could not have been 
conveyed after us without giving our horses too much work. This afternoon 
your council and theirs met. They considered that if they came with us as 
far as Dorians and Corbie, leaving the garrisons of Terouenne, Boulogne and 
Monstrell at their backs, their countries would be in great danger without a 
large company of horse, which could not be left behind. They have devised 
a way for even more effectually provoking the French king to battle ; viz., 
that tomorrow we remove toward the heart of the Boulennois, and do as 
much harm there as we can in two or three days, and then draw toward 
St. Omer’s, and lay siege to Terouenne ; saying they have discussed the matter 
with 20 persons who know the town well, and have little doubt it can be 
taken. They offer us 4,000 men to go first to the assault. I said I thought, 
even if the breach were made substantially, it would be difficult to enter the 
town, having such a marvellous dyke about it. They 6aid they would 

find means “ to have m.which should cast a rolling trench, and 

with the same fill th[e dyke] ; and this battery they would have made where 
the green bulw[ark was] when your grace was there, which is now all de¬ 
stroyed.” They will lay the Spaniards and Almains at the gate of St. Omer’s 
in trenches to shoot continually into the town ; and offer, if the French king 
come to give us battle, 200 men of [arms] and 500 light horse more than if 
we go to any other place. The principal devisers of giving siege are Bevers, 
Fiennes, Reux and Beaurain. I see that Westnere and Hesdin have [no] 
idea any good will come of it. On their promise, however, to help us in 
destroying the Boulonnois, we have not refused afterwards to go to 
St. Omer’s and Terouenne, hoping to know your pleasure before we arrive 
there, which will be in five or six days, whether we should lay siege to it 
or not. Purposes change here, much against our minds. The absence of 
Issilstein is a great hindrance ; for though the rest arc of very good mind, 
they who bear the rule are chiefly young men. Issilstein is yet so little 
amended that he is not likely to come among us for this journey. 

Today our men have burnt two small castles in Boulonnois and divers 
villages, and taken about 20 prisoners. Wo intended not to leave many 
villages unburnt as we go on ; but between this and Guisnes all the holds 
and villages are under the safeconduct of the Emperor, ns Arde, Fiennes, 
Foxhole, and Courtborne. The Spaniards here have twice mutinied 
for pay ; and Sir Robt. Wingfield informs me that my lady of Savoy 
cannot tell how to find money for them. I fear mischief will come of this. 
Beg immediately to know your pleasure as to laying siege to Terouenne, 
which the council here think is proposed only to prevent us burning Dor- 
lance and the neighbourhood, for fear their country be burnt in revenge.

2515. Sir Robt. Wingfield to [Wolsey]. 

Wrote last on the 3rd. Last night was sent for by my Lady, who 
caused a letter to bo read to me, which she had received from the Emperor’s 
ambassadors in England, written in Spanish, and relating the business they 
had to provide victual for the Spaniards at sea, and mentioning the great 
lack of powder in tho Spanish ships, nnd the dearth of provisions in these 
countries, and that you had told them the King would recall his army if 
n remedy were not found shortly. My Lady said tho Spaniards were oi the 
Emperor’s own sending, and she trusted the fault would not be imputed to 
her ; that tho Emperor, in writing to her, had made no mention of them, 
except the number of soldiers, and to what time they were paid, without 
stating how they were to be supported afterwards. But as to the 2,000 
Spaniards added to the army, she has provided for them, as I mentioned 
in my former letter. She did not suppose the Emperor meant to charge 
these countries with more than was appointed by tho treaty of Walth[am], 
which of itself was hard enough. As to the victualling of the common army, 
she had done all she could; and if the placards, of which I enclose a copy, 
were not sent in time, the fault was in not asking for them sooner. As to the 
victualling of the King’s army at Calais, she knew of no such agreement, 
but that each army should provide for itself for eight days after setting forth 
from Calais and St. Omer. As to carriage, she knew of nothing left 
undone; and, to say the truth, I have had no letter from the Admiral to 
solicit anything but victuals. 

My Lady seems much perplexed. New things are springing up every day. 
Francis Seken claims 50,000 fl. arrears for last year’s war, and has now 
raised 7,000 or 8,000 men, saying that if he be not paid he will make war 
in Luxembourg. The cardinal of Mayence and the count Palatine have sent 
for their pensions ; and my Lady says, although there appears to be plenty 
of money in these parts, which tho owners would employ because money is 
so dear, no one will take her treasurers for sureties, they are bound in such 
large sums already. I said, people in these parts seemed well disposed to 
help the Emperor, and did not like to see his affairs behindhand for lack of 
money. She replied it was really strange this peoplo would not bo content 
“ but alway find matters to the financiers,” seeing that they had been plainly 
shown that the Emperor had only had from these countries, since he came 
from Spain, 8,OCX) or 9,000 florins, and his charges had mounted to 2,000,000; 
which, though a well framed excuse for the financiers, does not go down 
with the people, who speak much of their sumptuous buildings and large 
purchases. As the liberty of speaking here may damage the common enter¬ 
prise, the King should write to Ghent, Bruges, Antwerp and Berghes, and 
learn how far they are disposed to help him, instead of relying upon the 
Emperor, who is so far off, or on my Lady, who is little esteemed and less 
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beloved since she began to favor Chievres and Montayny, though I believe 
she means truly. A friend of mine here can provide the King with 100 
quintals of saltpetre, for 7 nobles, or 50/. (livres ?), the quintal. 

Inquired about the Gueldrois and the French provincial, whom she ordered 
to be taken at Berghes. She said the Provincial would only confess that 
he came to speak with her about his religion, and she sent him word that, 
if that were all his business, she had no leisure to attend to him herself, and 
desired him to speak with the Archbishop of Besn^on (Palermo). As to 
the Gueldrois, as he had been warned several times out of the country as a 
spy, she had ordered him to be kept sure; but whether it is done or not, I am 
not certain.

Samer de Boise, lodge at Bords, and thence to St. Omer. I hope we shall .

as I wrote before. If we can destroy as much of tho Boulonnois as we wish 
to do, certainly the French will receive marvellous damage ; for in no war in 
the memory of any man living has this country, called the Fos of Boulonnois, 
ever been spoiled or burnt. It is very strong, and cannot be entered with 
ordnance in winter. The Emperor’s council think it the richest portion of 
this quarter of France. Although tho Emperor’s council, except Westnerc 
and Hesdin, were yesterday opposed to any burning, our men yesterday made 
so many smokes in Boulonnois that they think it too late to stop it, and are 
as ready for it as we could wish. No men were ever moro desirous to do 
hurt to the enemy than their nobles. Letters of thanks should be seut to 
them, and very special ones to Westnere and Hesdin, and a comfortable letter 
to Monsieur de I[ssilstein], who is something amended, but not yet able to 
ride.

On the 5 Aug. the Pope left Taracon with twenty ships and twelve 
galleys well armed. He was received with great honor by the way, especially 
in Barcelona, Savona, Genoa and Leghorn. The 29th day after, he dined at 
Hostia, and that night he came to his church of St. Paul; in the morning after, 
to St. Peter’s, where all the cardinals did homage. Sunday, 31 Aug., “he 
was crowned solemnly after the old ceremonies, and sat at dinner with all 
the cardinals; and his Holiness caused the Emperor’s embassator and me to 
sit at his board next to him of the other side of the cardinal Hostiensis, 
and at after dinner his Holiness kept council with the cardinals.” He will 
send an army to Rhodes. He has great trust in the King and Wolsey. Pope 
Leo has left him in debt 700,000 ducats, and his voyage has been costly. 
The sum of which Hannibal wrote was 40,000 or 50,000 ducats, for which 
the Pope will find sufficient security. “ I think 25,000 will content him.” 
Begs Wolsey will let him have an answer. Will look to the bulls and 
briefs for Wolsey, “ also for the legacy cum suis additionibus ad vitam .” 
The Pope is very good to Wolsey ; and if the money can be lent him, 
“ as his trust is, your grace may order everything in Rome.” 

It will be a great honor to the King, “ quod ipse solus princeps subvenit 
et Ecclesise et pastori.” The Pope might have had the sum in Italy, but did 
not like his necessities to be known there. Campeggio has lodged Hannibal 
and his servants. He is in great favor with the Pope. Has visited the 
hospital of St. Thomas, and found it well governed. Is informed by Cam¬ 
peggio that Wolsey is wronged, in his title of St. Cecilia, of his true profits. 
Wishes to know whether he shall take proceedings about it. Has borrowed 
money of Roger Basyn, and been at great cost, and if Wolsey will let him 
have the 1,000 ducats he “should be somewhat refreshed.” Rome, 8 Sept.

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Savoy, as will be seen by the Pope’s letters. Sends a copy of his reply. 
Is to communicate it to the King and Cardinal. Sends letters received 
from the abp. of Barry, papal legate in France, who reports that Francis is 
well disposed for peace with England and Spain, and was willing to 
surrender the forts and castles of Milan into the Pope’s hands, on condition 
that Rhodes be succored and the siege of the Turks raised. Is advertised 
by a sure hand that Francis is in a state of great weakness, cannot raise 
troops' for want of money, and has melted down “ la treille de S. Martin 
de Tours,” and the golden images of the Apostles in an abbey there. 
People are much dissatisfied. 

The army of Italy has been sent to the frontiers of Narbonne and 
Bayonne. The charge of the latter has been given to Chaubanes (La 
Palice) on the refusal of Bourbon, who has been much solicited to a recon¬ 
ciliation by Francis and the duchess d’Angouleme. Francis spends his 
time in the chace with the cardinal of Lorraine, leaving everything to his 
mother, the Admiral and the Chancellor. On the 18 Aug. he proposes “ tirer 
contre Paris aux frontieres de pardela, ” leaving the ladies at Bloix. Has 
received news from the great master of Rhodes of the great danger they are 
in from the Turks. If Rhodes be taken, Christendom will be open to its 
enemies, especially Naples and the rest of Italy. Though his finances 
are low, and he is bound already by a diet to the conservation of Hungary, 
he will do his best. Has -written to England and other potentates to give 
aid in this affair;—to Genoa, for 15 of the best carracks and 25 gallious ; to 
the viceroy of Naples, for victuals and for a contribution of 10,000 ducats. 

Entered Valadolid on the 27th ; was attended by the Constable, the 
admiral of Castile, the dukes of Medina Celi, Segovia, Alva, Najera, Vegers 
and Albrokerque, the count de Boncvantc, the marquis d’Astorglie; was well 
received. Expects to be well provided by the time that he must enter on 
the enteiprise. Gives nn account of the death of Spinelly, and the order 
made for his funeral.* Begs they will expedite the coming of the English 
ambassadors. Has delivered Spinelly’s ciphers to Wolsey’s secretary here. 
Is suprised at not having received letters since his departure from South¬ 
ampton. This is his third courier, besides that he had written by Lescano 
and Picharro. Valladolid, 8 Sept. 1522. 

P.S.—Has received news of a victory over his enemies at St. Omer. 
The sieur Ue la Chaulx has arrived in Portugal, and reports the good dis¬ 
position of the King there, who is about to send into Spain Lewis de Silvera 
with a great retinue to propose a double marriage between the two crowns.

September, but also during October, unless you receive orders to the con¬ 
trary, march into the Boulonnois, and burn and destroy fortresses, taking 
care to do everything with the consent of the Emperor’s army, so as to 
avoid all jealousies. As it is a common cause, either in the Boulonnois or 
about Terouenne, make no difficulties with them, but do all the damage 
to the enemy that the time of year will allow, and provoke them to battle. 
Do not lay siege to any strong place, unless you know it can be reduced 
within twelve or fifteen days. You ought to have received before this a 
quantity of beer and flour, if the wind had been favorable.

Dined today with Howstrate, 
who spoke to me of his demeaning from the time he first had authority 
under the Emperor, and said it could not be shown by chronicle or other¬ 
wise that any of his name were French; for himself, he had not a foot of land 
in France, nor ever had a penny of French money ; that in Chievres’ time, 
he never enquired the privity of such ciphers as Chievres used with France, 
and had always counselled the Emperor to stand fast with England. The 
contrary rumors had grieved him so sore that he had written to Wolsey to 
clear himself, with which he was glad to find Wolsey was satisfied. I told 
him wliat charge the King had put himself to, in going to war with the

over, I knew the French would have been deep within Hainault, and the 
people of these countries have been fain to open their purses wider than 
they have done yet. This he acknowledged, but said they had been at 
great charges for many years, and that finances could not bo administered 
in a surer way than in these countries, for nothing could be done without 
passing through eight divers offices, and that every year the receiver 
general had his accounts audited at Lisle, and that he could not see how 
these countries could sustain the burden of the men of war and the Em¬ 
peror’s debts, considering the army which he supports in Friesland, and 
the disturbances raised by the duke of Gucldres, who has taken a town of 
the bishop of Treicte (Utrecht), and laid siege to the castle. 

Was afterwards sent for to my Lady, who showed me that the bailly of 
Brabant, who left the army on Saturday evening, reported everything in 
good order, and solicited the sending of mouey, especially for the Almains 
and Spaniards. She said there was no other way but to order them after 
the rate mentioned in my letters of the 3rd, adding that the enterprise 
should not fail, even if she laid everything to pledge.

Since my last being [in England], I have had nothing to write ; 
the scarcity of victuals being a great hindrance to our setting out. On 
Saturday, 30th Aug., my lord lieutenant and the army set forward from 
Calais towards these parts, and encamped that night beside Cawsey, at 
Calkewell, where we lay all Sunday. On Monday, 1 Sept., we removed to 
Guisnes, and next day proceeded to Arde, where tho Emperor’s army was 
encamped within a mile of us. Remained there all Wednesday, and on tho 
Thursday we and they marched together, and encamped beside Leeks, 
where, by tho advice of tho lord Lieutenant to the Emperor, we remained 
all Friday, on account of the scarcity of victual. During our abode there, 
Robt. Seymar and other captains were despatched by my lord Lieutenant 
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to take two holds six miles beyond us, of which one resisted for a short 
time. Both were burned, and divers prisoners in them taken, and on 
their way home Seymar destroyed some villages for about four miles round 
the castles. 

On Saturday, the 6th, we removed to Lodingam, burning everything in 
our way for the space of five miles in length and eight in breadth. 
Remained there all that night and all Sunday. As the church was fortified, 
“more like a h[ouse of] war than the house of God,” the council ordered it 
to be burnt. On Monday, the 8th, we moved to Daverne, where we threw 
down the town nnd a castle, and burned another town, called Samere de 
Boyse, which was fortified like a castle, with all the castles and countay round, 
about eight miles in diameter. Thursday, the 9th, we removed to Burthes, 
destroying the country as before. By the way 400 Frenchmen made a 
show to us, but vanished without any meddling. [We shall] remove to 
Fauxe in a [day or two], which is in the Emperor’s dominions, and there 
consult about our further course. As for the Boulonnais, from Harlow to 
within six miles of Guisnes we have swept them clean, both of corn, cattle 
and housing. Cannot hear of any assembling of the French as yet. Victual 
is becoming scarce, and always brings us to a standstill; yet the Lieutenant 
is marvellously well [disposed], and so are all here. Burthes, 10 Sept,

B. O. On Saturday last, the 6th, Sir Wm. Eure, your sheriff, gave to 

Frankeleyn a letter from Dacre, which he encloses, nnd which requests 
him to set forward with St. Cuthbert’s banner, as Albany has left the East 
Marches on his way to Carlisle. Wrote immediately to ask the Council 
to meet at Brancepeth, thinking it best to take the advice of the earl 
of Westmoreland. Proclamation was made the same day in Durham 
market, and on Sunday and Monday letters were sent to the curates, 
bailiffs and constables, to charge every one to be at Barnard Castle on 
Wednesday, at 10 o’clock, to march with the Earl, the sheriff and others. 
Wrote also to my lord Prior, lord Lomley and Mr. Hilton, to ask them 
to meet him four miles from Durham, at 3 o’clock. The Prior and 
Hilton were there, and promised that their men should be ready. Rode 
the same night to lord Lomley, showed him Shrewsbury’s and Dacre’s 
letters, and told him what order was desired, asking him to have the 
Wardale men and others ready*; which he promised to do. No one, 
however, would consent to St. Cuthbert’s banner being taken out of 
the diocese. Dacre ordered the Sheriff to come here, to set forward 
Ruthal’s men, but he only brought two men from Norham, leaving the rest 
there with his uncle, John Eure, to assist Philip Dacre, whom lord Dacre 
has appointed captain of the castle. Frankeleyn’s servant, whom he sent to 
Barnard’s Castle, tells him that there were 2,000 men mustered on the moor, 
besides many whom we met coming. The earl of Westmoreland was in. & 
horse litter, being prevented by a sore leg from riding or walking. The 
Sheriff, the Comptroller, Thomas Tempest and all the rest of the country 
were there, except Hilton, who had gone over Aldstane Moor to meet 
his tenants, before they come to Carlisle. The bishopric men are quite 
ready to serve the King, but they are not so strong as three years ago, 
owing to the great death hero lately. More than 4,000 persons have died 
in the bishopric within these two years; 3,000 of them in Durham town 
and Daruton parish. They are veiy loath to meddle with the men about 
Bewcastle Dale and Carlisle, for they say they did as much annoyance to 
the English as the Scotch did at the last field. Most of those who should

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have been the chief captains are dead, as Sir Wm. Hamsard, Sir Thos. 
Conyars, Wm. Trolop, Rowland, George and Robt. Tempest, Ric. Barres 
and others. There is much harness in houses infected with sickness, with 
which no one will meddle. 

Has written to the earl of Shrewsbury that the men are set forward, 
and that the remainder at home shall be ready at need. The Earl was at 
York on Sunday, but he cannot hear where he is now. While writing, a 
man has arrived from Berwick, with news that there aro 4,000 Scots 
lying at Home Castlo, nine miles from the town. No one knows their 
intentions.

Was sent for last night by 
my Lady, when, in presence of the bishop of Utrecht, Berghes, How- 
strate, the archbishop of Palermo, the provost of Utrecht, mons. Tres- 
nyers and the president of Malines, the Audiencer read letters received 
the day before from the Emperor to my Lady and to the ambassadors 
in England, the latter of which included everything material in the 
former. My Lady then read a letter written to her by the Emperor’s 
confessor, saying that the Emperor was in good health, and the esti¬ 
mation he is now in with the nobles of his kingdom is as different from 
what it was, at. his departure from Spain, as that of Solomon and Jero¬ 
boam. My Lady afterwards called me and Berghes to a cupboard apart, 
and told me what difficulty they had found in providing money for the 
army, and that she was fain to lay out 2,000 tf. of her own, intended for 
the payment of her servants, declaring, by the faith of her body, she could 
not tell where to find the money ; for though she had no doubt a sufficient 
sum might be procured, the process of raising it would be so long that it 
could not be had in time ; that she would pledge all her jewels, if she only

knew to whom, rather than there should be any difficulty. She said she 
had sent me a note two days ago of charges past and present, including 
debts and monthly payments, of which she informed you some time ago. 
The Emperor has always written to her to see that nothing lacked. I told 
Berghes apart, I was surprised that there should be such difficulty in raising 
money, seeing that the charges were known long ago. He said it was 
owing to my Lady’s long stay in Holland ; though really, if she had not 
gone there, the country would have been exposed to the duke of Gueldres, 
and'tho fishing would not have been “ larkbath M this year, which is now pro¬ 
tected by seventeen ships of war. Told Berghes of the discourse of How- 
strarte tlio day before, which he declared to be true. I think Howstrate 
was too much in awe of Chievres, and supposed to be deeper in his counsels 
than he was ; and the ill reports have been further spread by those who 
envied his advancement, because he is a younger brother. Though he is 
a man that can flatter, yet he seems wise and well-spoken. Berghes is 
Burgundian to the backbone, and a faithful friend to the King, but so old 
that he withdraws himself from business. He and Howstrate and the 
Treasurers are so deeply bound for the Emperor’s debts that they dare go 
no further. 

Although my Lady delivered me such a note as above mentioned, and 
has written to you, as she says, I send a copy of the said note. I long to 
hear from the King and you, “ for an ambassador without letters is like a 
piper without his overlip.”

Begs pardon for not having _ written before of his negotiations with 
Margaret and Albany, the matter was so “ difficile.” Sends a packet. 
By his letter from Norham, Wolsey might learn that Albany mustered the 
power of Scotland on the 2nd, a little from Edinburgh. The van advanced 
under Arran near to Home Castle, four miles from Wark, then removed to¬ 
wards these Borders. Dacre was at Berwick strengthening the garrison. 
Rode post to the Borders on Saturday last. Found nothing in readiness at 
Norham; no guns. “ Was enforced to despoil all mine own houses of such 
orduance as was in them, and brought it thither;” appointing his own son 
captain, “ to his great danger, and to me little comfort, remembering I had 
but one.” He and his brother Sir Christopher could not be spared from 
Carlisle. On Sunday the 7th Albany came to the castle of Milk. Wolsey 
may perceive what passed between them by the letters. On Wednesday the 
Duke advanced within five miles ; on Thursday received his hostages, viz. 
the lord M[axwell] and the Treasurer of Scotland. Was conducted by two 
earls into the Duke’s presence, with all his lords about him, where, after 
his duty done, “ I removed something backward, saying with ane high voice, 
My Lord, what displeasure has my sovereign done unto you, that ye with 
this great array comen hither to invade his realm ? marvelling that all ye 
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my lords will be aiding to the same. I come hither for no treaty, but at 
the instance and desire of my Lord here present.” On their retiring, after 
the sharp words that Dacre gave them, “ the earls of Huntley, Argyle, 
Arran and others, fearing as well the King’s army, as also the continuance 
, of mortal war which would have followed,” professed their willingness to 

desist if they might have peace with England. Sends a copy of the inden¬ 
tures, drawn and signed by the Duke. 

The army of Scotland was of such puissance, consisting of 80,000 men 
well provided with victuals and artillery, about 45 pieces of brass, 1,000 
hagbushes carted upon tristles, besides handguns innumerable, that, God 
being indifferent, they could not have been resisted, as Thomas Musgrave 
can inform him. They had but 16,000 unwilling soldiers. Some great men 
would not come forward. On William Ellerker deserting Wark castle at the 
approach of the Duke, was obliged to allow the Greys of Northumberland 
to enter and keep it. Had the Scots persisted, Carlisle and Cumberland 
must have been destroyed. Hopes the King will not be displeased at his 
taking this abstinence without any commission. It is desirable that it should 
be prolonged for a month, that the Queen may send an embassy into Eng¬ 
land for peace, and create a division between Albany and the Lords. If the 
King dislikes it, he may send wages for the garrison, as appears at the foot 
of the declaration in the keeping of Sir John Darcy, or of. . . Hasilwood. 
My lord .... Percy next month takes the charges for the East and Middle 
Marches, and Dacre for the West. Thinks that Hart, who is now with my 
lord of Shrewsbury, should make a survey of the state of Berwick, Wark 
and Carlisle. The captain of Berwick will not allow Dacre to take the 
ordnance out of the town, notwithstanding the King’s instructions. Carlisle, 
12 Sept., “at 4 of the clock in the morning.” Signed.

No more politic 
plan could have been devised; for the abstinence concluded by lord Dacre, 
who has no authority for the same, does not bind the King, but he is at liberty 
to make war on the Scots whenever he thinks proper, though Wolsey does 
not advise this at present, for reasons stated.

2539. Hannibal to Wolsey. 

On the 29th Aug. the Pope arrived at Rome. At dinner “ I sat of 
the other sido of the cardinal Hostiensis and the Soderin.”

Since my last being in England I have not written to you, fyc. [to 
the same effect generally , and nearly in the same words , as his letter of the 
10$ to the King ]. The Burgundians were at first unwilling that we should 
burn, fearing loss to themselves. On Tuesday the 9th camped at Burthes. 
Next morning set the town on tire, and proceeded towards Fauxe in Artois, 
where wo shall consult about further proceedings. On our progress we 
burned Hughclere, a goodly [castle] of the duko of Venddme, with the 
village it stood in. That day the French appeared again, but soon avoided. 
On Tuesday, two of my archers on horseback were taken and brought to 
Montrell. I wrote to the duke of Venddme for their redemption, on which 
he wrote to my lord Lieutenant that if ho would put in writing the ransoms 
of all prisoners according to their degrees, the Duke would do the like. No 
answer has yet been made to this. The Duke complained of our burning, 
saying it was very foul war, and that he had knowledge of the burning of 
his castle, and would revenge it upon Beaurayn, who lay in it the night 
before. Today again the French showed themselves, and departed in the 
same fashion as before. Has delayed writing till he could “ encense ” 
Wolsey of their determination here at Fauxe about further 1 proceeding. 
Are to leave tomorrow for [Fr]igies, where we shall destroy tho town and 
castle; thence to Dorlance. All this day we have lain still at Fauxe, waiting 
the arrival of victuals, which are very scanty.- If we were not obliged so 
frequently to wait for victuals we might have done better service. The 
camp beside Fauxe, 12 Sept.

Today she caused the archbp. of Palermo, whom in a 
former letter I inadvertently called archbp. of Besan^on, to explain the 
delay in banishing them as owing to an old league made by duke Philip, 
granting them certain privileges for 100 years, aud the special immunities 
of the great towns in these parts, under which privileges have been conceded 
to the Scotch, over which the Emperor has no power, unless the Scots 
become direct enemies to his majesty. The trade of these countries con¬ 
sists greatly in fishing on the coast of Scotland in the herring season. 
Nevertheless, the council have made out placards, in terms of the league, for 
prohibiting trade with the Scots; those now dwelling here to remain under 
surety of good behavior. “ The folks of this country seem rather to be 
lords than subjects ; and, moreover, where their prince is alway furnished 
of money by them from time to time, they think right strange, considering 
the privileges which'they have, that both the prince should have money 
of them, aud inhibit or sequester them from their lawful profits.” Has had 
no letter from the army since the departing from Calais, but has put my 
Lady in mind of everything he thought necessary for them, and has always

The offer seems reasonable, as the prince should 
not be “ derogate in any part of his prerogative of authorising officers ; but 
it is often seen that such as know least the foundation of businesses will be 
most ready to speak they wot ne’er what,” out of mere love of sedition. 
The Pope arrived in Rome on the 31st Aug., and was crowned on the 
1st Sept. It is still said the Turk has had great loss at Rhodes in men 
and shipe, but it is not certain that he Jias abandoned the siege. Hopes 
that not only that heathen Turk will be overthrown in a few years, but 
that the Christian Turks of France, Scotland, Denmark, Gelderland, 
Venice and Switzerland will become peaceable.

It belongs to Mons. do 
Crequi, brother to Pont-Remy, and is said to be a marvellous goodly 
house, and right strong. The towns and villages of Artois pay subsidy to 
the Emperor ; so my lady of Savoy has written to me uot to burn them. 
It was partly against the minds of the Lords here that we burnt some 
castles and piles, and also the towns and villages in Bollenoyse. Today we 
will lay siege to Hesdin. The French have abandoned the town, where 
the pestilence is raging. The Emperor’s council are willing that it shall 
be burned, which shall be done within three hours. De Bies is the chief 
captain within the castle, with 1,000 gentlemen and 80 horses. The walls 
are of marvellous height, and mostly alx>ve twenty feet thick. “ In one 
place they say there is a gallery ron[ning the] wall along fro one tower to 
another, where [we shall place] our battery, and also assay by mine to 
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throw dow[n the] walls in another place.” If there be such a gallery as 
Buren and others, who have lived . . . years within the castle, say, I 
trust we shall have it. Thence we go to Dor[lens], that we may obtain 
victuals, of which we have had great scarcity these two days. Yesterday 
a trumpet of De Fiennes came to Monstreuil, and spoke with a gentleman 
born under the Emperor’s obeisance, who has long served the French in 
Italy, and will now come to serve the Emperor. He says that the council 
of Paris are sore against the King, and are “ minded to put [a governor] 
in authority to rule the realm, and the King to .... his estate, without 
meddling further.” There is universal poverty, and grent fear of this 
army. A spy of Sir Ric. J[erningham’s] says much the same, but I do not 
quite believe it. I beg that the money be sent in time to Calais, “and if 
viteflls] .... not to mervelously. I trust the King’s grace and you shall 
be [content with] our service here. 16 .... in the camp at Blangy, 
where the French camp was a[t the battle] of Bomy.”

2553. Sir Robert Wingfield to Wolsey. 

Wrote last on the 16th. Today, Master Dean of the King’s chapel 
[Clerk] arrived at noon, and went with Wingfield to my Lady in the evening. 
She desired him to make her recommendations to the King and Wolsey; and 
he left, leaving Wingfield with my Lady, who had sent for him to show 
him the contents of a letter from Francis de Seken. She had written to 
him to desire respite of payment of the snms owing to him by the Emperor, 
till the end of the month, which he accepted on condition there should be 
no further delay. By a billet enclosed to Howstrate, Fillinger and Hans 
Renner, he said he was before Treves, with a good number of horse and 
loot, and was willing to serve the Emperor against France, if engaged at 
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Sir Robert Wingfield to Wolsey — coni. 
once, while his company was together. My Lady asked my advice. Re¬ 
plied that he knew nothing of Seken, except by report, which was so 
diverse, he could not tell what to answer, and that his charge did not 
extend to such matters. My Lady desired him to hear the answer made 
by the council, to see how he liked it; viz. that they thanked him for his 
offer, though, for the present, the season was too far spent, and, even if it 
were otherwise, my Lady could make no arrangement without knowledge 
of the Emperor and the King, both of whom she would inform of bis offer. 

Wingfield approved the answer, ns Seken had made no definite offer as 
to the number of men and the time he would continue to serve. On this, 
ray Lady thought it right to “ taste him for the first, in the form by me 
specified, by post,” and desire an answer. Master Dean says Seken has 
14,000 foot and 8,000 horse in his company before Treves ; but it is 
thought here his horse are not above 4,000. Men speak differently of his 
demeanor in the Emperor’s war last year, some excusing him altogether; 
and it is true that, after his company was withdrawn, he himself came to 
the Emperor, at Brussels, and proved that the Emperor owed him .50,0006., 
beside 20,000 fl. which he lent him before his coronation. He has a pension 
from the Emperor, and does not seem to deserve mistrust so much as is 
reported; and, from the place he is in now, he could be in Champaigne in 
three days, where he would meet with no fortress till he came to Paris.

2555- More to Wolsey. 

Received his letters dated the 19th, with the minute of a letter to be 
written by the King to the Emperor, instructions for the King’s ambassadors 
there, letters from Pace and also letters by Wolsey, devised “for the 
gentleman of Spruce ” (Prussia). Read to the King the same morning the 
letters “ which it liked your grace to write to me ; in which it mych liked 
his grace that your grace so well allowed and approved his opinion con¬ 
cerning the overtures made by the French king unto the Emperor. After 
your grace’s said letter read, when he saw of your grace’s own hand that I 
should diligently solicit the expedition of those other things, for as mych as 
your grace intended and gladly would despatch the p[ost] this present 
Sunday, his grace laughed, and said. Nay, by my soul, that will not be, for 
this is my removing day soon at Newhall, I will read the remnant at night.” 

After the King had returned and dined, More attended him at 6 o’clock nt 
night, when he signed the letters to the Emperor and for the gentleman of 
Spruce, and put off the rest till this morning. On leaving, More received a 
letter from Wolsey, addressed to the King, with which he forthwith returned 
into the Queen’s chamber, “ where his grace read openly my lord Admiral’s 
letter to the Queen’s grace, which marvellously rejoiced in the good news, and 
specially in that, that the French king should be now toward a tutor, and 
his realm to have a governor. In the communication whereof, which lasted 
about one hour, the King’s grace said, that he trusted in God to be their 
governor himself, and that they should by this means make a way for him, 
as king Richard did for his father. I pray God, if it be good for his grace 
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and for this realm, that then it may prove so, and else in the stead thereof 
I pray God send his grace an honorable and profitable peace.” 

Read the King this morning Wolsey’s prudent and eloquent instructions, 
for which he returns hearty thanks. In the instructions he would hove 
introduced a clause touching the Emperor’s leaving Milan to the French 
king, only that Wolsey could, as he said, “better furnish it and set it forth.” 
He thinks the Venetians are only seeking for delays to see which way the 
world goes. The King wishes Wolsey to look to one Dodo, a Venetian, who, 
under the pretence of being a denizen, is sending out of the realm the goods 
of others his countrymen.

B. M. diligent writing, and mentioning the break up of the Scotch army. Could 
not speak with my Lady before 5 this evening, as she was suffering from 
catarrh. This morning saw Howstrate, who assured him, that as to pay¬ 
ments in the field, about which Wolsey was solicitous, they are paid for 
two months, and for fifteen days of the third month, and that he had been 
fain to take 6,000 fl. of Berghes for a lordship he had bought from one 
of his kinsmen, and employ it in those payments ; that he had lent his 
vessels of silver for the kitchen, to the bishop of Utrecht, whose castle was 
besieged by the duke of Gueldres, and was served in pewter. My Lady 
would be glad to help the bishop, if she knew how. 

I have told my Lady of the dissolving of the Scotch army, as related in 
your letters. She wonders the truce was granted to them without the King’s 
consent, but is glad that the King is thus free to help these parts. I re¬ 
minded her how great a misfortune it would be if the common army should 
dissolve for lack of payments, or anything that could be matured in these 
parts; adding, that I mentioned the subject rather in fulfilment of my in¬ 
structions, than for any fear I had of her making omissions. She answered, 
quickly, that I had been diligent enough in soliciting, and had seen, she 
trusted, how she had exerted herself; that she had liever neither have plate 
nor jewels than this enterprise should fail. I moved her for payment of 
Spaniards on the sea. She said she had po command from the Emperor that 
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Sm Robt. Wingfield to Wolset — cont. 
they should be paid from these parts, and, if he had ordered it, the money 
could not be found. She knows no remedy, unless provision be made from 
Spain, or Wolsey take order with her servant, Wm. de Barre, whom she has sent 
over. Said it was strange the army at sea should be unpaid, when it was ar¬ 
ranged to be set forth so long ago, and that whether these countries or Spain 
paid them, it seemed all one, as it was the Emperor’s own act. Could only 
obtain a promise that she would do all she could. She said she had heard 
from a spy that France was in great necessity, both for men and money; 
that much of their force is sent towards Guienne, and only 8,000 foot and 
500 spears on the frontier here; that the three estates of France have 
summoned the King to Paris to take order for the defence of the realm. 
Wingfield urged that if France was in difficulties, now was the time for the 
Emperor to strike a blow. Thinks the army must be well provided, as he 
has not heard from the lord Lieutenant or others since they left Calais. 
The Easterlings handle the king of Denmark roughly, aud his own people 
have killed his governor, “ the woman of Holland, which was mother to his 
Dove, so they call the prince’s sovereign Lady in that country, whereby 
appeareth that ill life and like governance cometh often to ill end.” 
Antwerp, 22 Sept. 1522. 

P.S.—The mariner whom I put in prison is likely to die. If he escape, 
I will cause him to be punished after the custom of this country; for I hear 
that lewd folks of England, when they come here, speak many more things 
than necessary. 

I received with your letter a safeconduct for William Tigett, which I 
shall send by Thos. Standley as soon as he is able to go, for he is now 
suffering from ague, and cannot stir. I have asked Standley where he 
expects to find him. He says he has appointed to meet him at Towe, in 
Lorraine, where Ric. De la Pole keeps house, in the cardinal of Lorraine’s 
place, and means to be there about Michaelmas.

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After presenting the King’s letters of congratulation and credence, and 
others in his own hand, ho shall say that the King is glad to hear by his 
letters, and by other reports, of the Emperor’s safe arrival and triumphant 
reception in Spain, of his subjects’ obedience, the execution he has made on 
the Almains who served the French king, and those who stirred up rebel¬ 
lion in his absence, the assembling of the Estates, the ordering of the enter¬ 
prise against the common enemy, his determination to visit his mother 
the Queen, and the resolution taken betwixt the Pope and him. Has heard 
secretly, through the Emperor’s ambassadors, of the overtures for a truce 
of three years, made by the French king’ to the archbishop of Barry, the 
Pope’s ambassador in France,' to be notified to the Emperor, by which 
Francis offers to, deliver up Fountraby, to acquit the pension of Naples 
with the matters of Navarre and Gueldres, and “ clearly to discharge ” the 
treaty of Noyon if the Emperor will leave him Milan ; the Emperor beiDg 
at liberty to retain what he has, and the castle of Milan to be victualled, 
provided that at the end of the truce there is no more victual than at the 
beginning, and that the money there pass not out of the country, or into 
the hands of “ a more mighty person than the duke of Barry.” 

The King thanks the Emperor for this information, which shows his inten¬ 
tion to keep his promises; will never himself receive overtures from the com¬ 
mon enemy without his knowledge and consent. Looks on the Emperor’s 
affairs as united with his, whether in adversity or prosperity. Is glad the 
Emperor took his advice to visit his realms, which he has found so benefi¬ 
cial. As the Emperor charged his ambassadors to tell no one, except the 
King and the Legate, of the overtures of the French king, Spinelly must be 
circumspect, and say that he is ordered to keep his charge secret, and that the 
King could not forbear telling him, having perfect confidence in him, in order 
that he might thank the Emperor for refusing the said overtures. It is evident 
the French king wishes only to dissolve the amity between them; and though 
his offers seem advantageous, they import more danger than commodity. 
He offers the restitution of Fountraby, probably because he cannot keep it. 
As to the renunciation of the treaty of Noyon, he offers what he has no 
authority to give; for, the treaty of Noyon being void by the commencement 
of war against the Emperor, the Emperor is already released from payment 
of the pension. These things are no equivalent for the surrender of Milan, 
on which depends the subjection of all Italy to the French king, and which 
would imperil Naples. But even if they were profitable offers, the King 
knows the Emperor would never vary from the agreement, but would 
answer that he could not listen to them without the King’s consent, and till 
he knew what offers were made to the King. If such answer is made, and 
the wars sharply continued on every side as they have been commenced 
here, the common enemy will shortly be compelled to make offers of higher 
importance both to the Emperor and the King. In conversation with the 
Chancellor, the Great Master, Mons. de Nassault, Mons. De la Roche, and 
others privy to secret matters, the ambassador shall order himself so that 
means may be found to force the French king to make as honorable offers 
to the King as to the Emperor, which is only reasonable and just, when by 
common consent they can refuse or accept as they think best. 

He shall also speak of the concord existing between tho captains and 
armies of the King and Emperor, and of their joint successes; Bolonoyse and 
other parts having been burnt and destroyed while the French army, though 
daily looking on, durst nob attempt anything against them. They are now 
proceeding to Dorians and Corby, to devastate the country, hoping to pro¬ 
voke the French king, who is at Amyas, to battle; and if ho refuse, it will 
be to his perpetual shame. The Emperof’s captains have deserved great 
thanks. But the ambassador shall say, as of himself, that there is a great 
lack in tho payment of their wages, by which much time has been lost, and 
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great danger will ensue, both to the Emperor’s frontiers and the King’s, if 
it is necessary for lack of wages to disband them before winter. Also, 
the navy sent under Lascano to join the King’s fleet, came so badly provided 
with wages, victuals and ammunition, that they could do nothing against 
the enemy, but were forced to lie still. He must therefore desire the 
Emperor to provide for his men, both on land and sea, that no more time 
may be lost; and it is necessary that money should be placed in the hands 
of bankers here, that his ambassadors may take it from time to time as they 
require it. 

The King has despatched Sir Thos. Bolayn and Dr. Sampson, dean of the 
chapel, in special embassy on important matters; but has sent this letter to 
be declared by Spinelly, as it will arrive sooner than they, and he does not 
wish to be considered ungrateful to the Emperor by any delay in thanking 
him for his overtures. At some convenient time the ambassador may show 
that although the contents of the Emperor’s letters were right pleasant to 
the King, yet tho lord Legate* noticed that he styled the King “ his good 
uncle ” only, omitting the title of “ good father,” which, considering the 
alliance concluded, Wolsey thinks should not be concealed, “but rather 
published openly, as it was conveuted, as well there as throughout all 
regions and countries, as the King’s grace hath and shall do for his part, 
for it is too good a matter to be kept secret.”

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to the Pope in his voyage to Rome, urging abstinence of war; of his efforts 
to reconcile his mother and Bourbon ; of the Emperor’s reception by his 
' ' ; subjects, and the submission of the rebels; of the proposal of the King 

of Portugal to offer his sister to the Emperor, and determination of the latter 
to refuse ; of the death and funeral of Sir Thomas Spindly. 

They are to thank the Emperor for saying that as he and the King are 
mutually bound, such peace only should be allowed the French king as 
will stand with the honour and indemnity of both ;—that the King has 
resolved also on his part to make no treaty without the express assent of 
the Emperor ; and, this being known, the French king will condescend to 
more reasonable conditions, considering what a “ base and exile poor estate ” 
he is now in, as that he has “ molten the garnishing of St. Martin’s corpse, 
and founded the twelve apostles, with other jewels and sacred ornaments ol 
the churches,” provoking God’s indignation against him by such sacrilege. 
They are to praise the Emperor’s determination to succor Rhodes, and 
the readiness in which all matters are for war against France ; also for his 
resolution touching the offer from Portugal. 

The above are the heads of their instructions touching the overtures 
contained in the Emperor’s letters to his ambassadors in England. 

They shall then say that the King is informed, by advertisements made 
by Beaurain through the English admiral, that Bourbon is much discontented, 
and determined to redress the insolent demeanor of the said King and 
his light counsellors, minding to have in marriage one of the Emperor’s 
sisters, and join in the war upon France ; that this offer has of late been 
renewed by De Cares, cousin german to Bourbon ; that at first the Duke was 
unwilling that his proposal should be made known to the king of England, 
but now, considering his union with the Emperor and his title to France, 
has consented to join him with 500 men at arms, and 10,000 foot. The 
King thinks that De Beuren should be sent in disguise to negotiate with 
Bourbon ; for, if this succeed, most part of the nobles of France will follow 
the Duke. 

Sir Robert Wingfield has disclosed, on the part of lady Margaret, in 
great secresy, that the king of Portugal had resolved to send to the Emperor 
“ the queen of Portingale with the King’s sister, who is named a marvellous 
fair lady, to accompany her to his presence;” and as it is doubtful what 
De la Shaw has done in Portugal, and that the sight of so fair a lady of ripe 
age with 800,000 ducats might be a great temptation, lady Margaret has 
advised the King “ to take a right vigilant eye thereunto,” for “ avoiding 
the alteration of purpose, by blindness of love, which oftentimes not only 
breaketh the laws of man, but also the laws of God.” They must be wary 
and vigilant to discover the Emperor’s intentions. 

The King is advertised that the Swiss have promised to assist Francis in 
recovering Milan, and, if the Venetians join him, that duchy will be in 
great danger. The Venetians must be treated with, and the King has sent 
an ambassador to Venice accordingly.—The duke of Albany and the Scots, at 
such time as they heard that the King’s army was ready to meet them, begged 
a respite, promising to send ambassadors to sue for peace, which they have 
since refused to do unless the French, king be comprised in the same. The 
King will be prepared this winter to chastise their presumption, and “ in the 
beginning of February, when is their sowing time, they shall repent this their 
untrue and double dealing.”—The King doubts not the Emperor has heard 
the exploits dono by the army in Picardy, which has returned on account 
of the unfavorable weather. 

They shall furthermore tell the Emperor, “ in good and pleasant manner,” 
that Lascano could not remain at sea with his navy, for lack of wages und 
victuals; and when the King’s ships were dismantled by marvellous great 
storms, the Spanish navy was not ready; desiring the Emperor to provide

271. 17 Sept. Thanks for your news. Next day I advertised Yendome of the 

B. M. effect of the journey made by the Scots, and of the truce, and how they will 

not make war on the King for any fair promises of the French king. Of this 
I know the French king will be informed shortly, to his no little dissatisfac¬ 
tion, for the day your letter came Vendome told my trumpet at Monstreuil that 
the Scots had distressed 10,000 Englishmen, and slain a great part of them, 
and that the king of Denmark was in Scotland, and would enter England. 
Will keep the schedule enclosed in your letter strictly secret, as you desire. 
Yesterday I and the King’s council were with the Emperor’s council, and it 
was agreed on Saturday to raise the siege, as it caunot be taken except by 
mines, which would be long and difficult, as wo know by Beauravn that 
there are already counter mines within the castle, and the year would be so 
far past before our mines were finished, that we should bo able to go no 
further into the country. The reasons why the Emperor’s most experienced 
men think the castle impregnable are, that after we had nearly finished a 
battery, there were such ramparts and fortifications made within, that it was 
unassailable. Then it was proposed to begin a new battery in a new place, 
but it was found that the ramparts could not be attacked. All the most 
experienced captains of both armies, being examined separately, agreed that 
the place was impregnable except by mines, and we resolved not to waste 
time before it. Although it was not I that advised the siege, I have not 
spared exposing myself, while pestilence was raging in the town, to view all 
places about the castle, but have urged them on to attempt the winning of 
it, offering them the help of our artillery and as many Englishmen as they 
desire for the assault. Whatever manner I have found them of since I 
joined them, they shall have no occasion of grudge “ regarding the article 
concerning the same contained in the last [letter] from your grace.” 

As we are furnished with a small number of [horse] we intend to draw 
further from the coasts of Flanders; as Fiennes has told me that he, having 
the governance, may no longer keep us company, but with his whole band 
must go to keep the country. His baud is 50 men at arms, and he says 
my Lady has commanded him so to do. Thus our company of horse 
diminishes, which should rather be increased as we approach our enemies. 
We always find a difficulty in getting horsemen to conduct our victuals, 
which I fear may soon lead to a disaster. If we had not been better 
supplied with beer out of England and Calais than from the Emperor’s 
countries, we should have long ago been compelled to quit the field. Since 
we came hither the pestilence has broken out among the Spaniards and 
Almains. Yesterday the captain of the Spaniards told me that 22 of his 
company were ill. Today four of the Almains have diedof .it. Hope it 
will not increase among them, or come among us, or it will be difficult to 
keep the company together. The weather has been marvellous foul of late. 
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In the opinion of both councils, it will hardly be possible for the army to 
continue in the field more than 15 days, even if none of those inconvenients 
should occur which I have mentioned as likely to cause its dissolution. The 
year is so far spent and the ways so deep, that it will be impossible to carry 
artillery, and our men daily fall sick in great numbers, though not of the 
great sickness. In 15 days also the Emperor’s council think we shall have 
done all the harm we can about Dorians. I beg, therefore, to know the 
King’s pleasure about the breaking up of the army, and what company I 
shall leave at Calais, Guisnes and the marches. As the time of year for the 
herring fishing draws near, I shall suggest to you, in a schedule enclosed, 

how they may be much disturbed at no great cost. In the camp of.

Learns by Albany’s letters that the queen of Scots desired one of his 
servants t<> be sent to England for prolongation of the truce procured by her; 
and the Duke's astonishment at the commencement of hostilities. Praise- 
worthy as are her efforts, the King is not satisfied, ns he had a great desire 
to vindicate his right by aims, rather than to trust to uncertain promises. 
II is servant had blubbed of Albany’s intention to take vengeance for the 
injuries done upon Scotland. Vengeance, says Wolsey, falls on the necks 
of those that seek it. For the charge of dissimulation thrown out by Albany, 
be may perhaps have had experience of it in other countries, and therefore 
falsely thought it was the manner of England. His departure from France 
was the smallest of the reasons for England’s dissatisfaction at the violation 
of his oath by the French king. Through failure of his memory, Albany had 
let out he could not consistently with his duty assent to a truce of more than 
three months without the comprehension of France ; but Wolsey has not 
forgotten his duty in his desire for establishing a peace. As to Albany’s 
wish that the truce should be prorogued to St. .John’s day, or the 1st Aug., 
and France comprehended, such comprehension is not usual, except at the 
conclusion of peace. When ambassadors duly authorized come from Scot¬ 
land, that point can be discussed. At the request of his sister, the King is 
content to prorogue the truce to the 31st Jan., full time for the arrival of the 
ambassadors. As the subjects of dispute between the different kingdoms 
are different, it is not reasonable for any mention of France to be made in 
the abstinence. Accordingly Albany’s secretary has been hastily despatched 
with a grace of three months ns he desired, which Dacre is empowered to 
conclude.

Yesterday the bauishment of the Scots, 
and prohibition of intercourse, was published in a form mentioned in a 
previous letter ; but after the publication it was declared that the Scots 
should be considered in the truce with the Emjieror’s subjects, as long as 
they remain peaceable with England. An ambassador came four or five 
days ago from the duke of Lorraine ; had expected to have been informed 
about him by my Lady ; but not hearing anything, rode this morning to 
court, and spoke with Howstrate. Asked about news from Italy, of which 
lie said there was none, and of the common army, which lay still before 
Ilesdin. My Lady has received no news from it since the 23rd, when 
approaches had b<?en made to the hard walls of the castle, and they pro- 
posed giving the assault next day. He said Gueldres had won two or 
three towns of the bishop of Utrecht, and had called the estates of his 
country together, telling them of the offers of Francis to make war in 
Holland and Brabant, which Howstrate hoped they would not consent to. 
My Lady was determined to assist the Bishop. I said I had heard that 
certain commissaries were to pass to Calais shortly, and wished to know

to what intent. He said the provost of Caesel and two others were to go 
thither only for the enhancing of money in these parts, and the price of 
wool with the staplers. 

Asked the cause of the ambassador of Lorraine’s coming, saying I knew 
he held part of his duchy of the Emperor and part of France, and that 
neutrality had been granted to him by both princes, yet that he was a 
pensioner of France. Howstrate excused their not having informed me on 
the ground of press of business, and said my Lady had sent many days 
ago one of her sewers to the Duke, complaining that he allowed horse, 
liarness and artillery to be conveyed through his country into Frauce, and 
messengers and money to pass to the duke of Gueldres; so that there 
had been taken in Luxemburg, on the frontiers of Lorraine, 10 horses and 
120 harness. The Duke made answer that he would send a servant of 
his own to my Lady about that and other matters, and that the ambas¬ 
sador came, (1.) to deny having sent forces into France, and allowed them 
passage, stating that the horse and harness takeu in Luxembourg were 
provided by his saddle and store ; (2.) to deny the sending of messages or 
money to Gueldres, stating that money is too dear in France for Francis to 
make large presents ; and (3.) to demand restitution of a castle in Luxem¬ 
bourg, belonging to the Duke, taken by the Emperor’s army in the last war 
against Robt. de la Marche. The reply made to him had been, (1.) that 
my Lady was glad to hear his excuses, and would be still more so to learn 
that they were true ; (2.) that the harness taken would be restored, if taken 
before the published prohibition against passage of harness, but the horse 
was certainly taken since that time, and had been given to the captors, the 
Emperor retaining only a third part, which they would gladly restore if 
they belonged only to the Duke ; (3.) that they would restore the castle, if 
the Duke promised to raze it to the ground immediately. The ambassador, 
whose name is Gerard de Hautoine, lord of Aubcxy, the Duke’s chamber- 
lain, is a good Burgundian ; so that Howstrate was able to advise him the 
more familiarly to warn his master to join the King and the Emperor 
betimes, and deliver himself from servitude to France. 

Hopes the Council deliberate to good purpose. They sit every day fore¬ 
noon and afternoon, ns long as they goodly may. Antwerp, 27 Sept. 1522.

This afternoon I have been with the Emperor’s council to conclude 
how we shall proceed. I find them much more forward than yesternight, 
when they doubted the winning of Dorians. Now they make light of it, 
and have discoursed, not only about our departing thither tomorrow, but 
also of the passage towards the Somme, and for part of our company 
crossing the river at Braye, where there is a bridge, and burning the 
country beyond the water. This day they have news that the French 
king has not come to Abbeville, but is about St. Germain-en-Laye. Can¬ 
not tell if this,new courage arises from hearing that he is so far off; but 
if victuals serve, you will have reason to be satisfied with wh&t is done. 

I send a letter received from my lady of Savoy, in which she shows herself 
ill pleased with me. I beg you will not disclose anything that I write to 
the Emperor’s ambassador, if it may cause them to be ahgry with me. I 
have written nothing to the King or you but the truth, and all the King’s 
[council] here were privy to all my letters. On . ., shall be before

This evening, since he wrote his last letter, forty-seven Almains, 
Spaniards and Burgundians, three being gentlemen, and nine Englishmen,* 
of whom two belonged to his household, have died of the sickness. Ii has 
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caused great alarm ; so that he will not be able to keep the army toge¬ 
ther, if it continue. Will “look upon Dorlaunce, or we break.” Cannot 
blame the men for being afraid ; “ for he that is whole and merry at noon 
is dead by midnight, and when they be dead their bodies as black as a 
coaL” The death is so severe at ... . whence they should have obtained 
most of their victual, that all the honest people have fled. It is worse in 
Frauce than Flanders. Wishes to know how he shall break up the army, 
and what number he shall leave about the marches of Calais, and in the 
Emperor’s countries ; for, unless the King help them for six weeks or two 
months, they will not defend themselves. Michaelmas Day, going towards 
Dorlaunce.

Has received his letter dated London, 12th inst. Sent him of late 
a declaration of the victuals which were then come to Calais. The John oj 
London has since come with beer, most of which is spoiled, for she was 
aground at the Foreland, and is now upon the bar. There is also a ship 
from Harwich, and a hoy of Dertford from London, both with beer. Has 
not yet heard of the two hoys laden at Gravelines. Writes chiefly to show 
the state they are in as to victuals. On Saturday last the lord Admiral 
removed his siege from the castle of Heding, and departed to Dorians, seven 
leagues off. Sends bread and beer to St. Omer’s, as commanded. There is 
40 1. [worth] of bread and 300 tuns of beer there, which will soon be spoiled if 
not sent for. Has written to Edw. Weldon in the field, and the merchants 
of St. Omer’s have done the same. Waryn must send no more beer till he 
writes for it, “ for your beer is so feeble it may not abide,” and the foists 
so bad that leakage is great. Weldon writes that no more grain or flour 
should be sent to Calais till what they have is used. They are in great 
want of carriage and conduct. Has sent Waryn’s letter to his cousin 
Norrey. There are no foists here. Does not think the ling, haberdine and 
stockfish good enough for him. The Admiral told him to keep it till his 
return. Calais, 29 Sept.

Galba,B. vu. Wrote last on the 27th. Yesterday my Lady received a letter from the 

331. Pope, by the courier who passed through Antwerp towards England, inform- 
B. M. ing her of his coronation, and his desire to see the Emperor at Rome, and 
that he had sent messengers to the Emperor, the King, and the French king, 
to induce them to peace, in consideration of the dangers of Christendom. * 
A ship of Zealand has come from Spain in eight days, with news that the 
whole realm of Castile is obedient, that the Emperor was in Navarre at 
Crooyne, and had caused musters to be made in those parts against France, 
and that the army was continually devastating France, though no particulars 
were stated. Hopes the King and Wolsey have more news from the army 
than my Lady. Letters from Milan state that the castles of Leeyke, Tresse, 
and . . . are surrendered to the Duke, so that he has possession of the 
whole duchy, exoept the castles of Milan and Cremona, and that many who 
had agreed with him for sums of money had gone out of the castle of 
Milan, but some had been slain by the villains of the country, in spite 
of their safeconducts ;—such is their hatred of the French. 

My Lady has ordered the prior of Austin Friars in this town to be arrested 
by the Margrave of Antwerp, as by words used in his sermons he seems to 
be of Luther’s sect. When the Margrave had obtained custody of him by 
subtle means, he led him to an abbey of White Monks, called St. Michael’s, 
where he was to remain till called for. Being a holiday, great numbers of 
women were there for devotion, and hearing that the Friar was taken, and 
in the abbey, they broke doors and windows, and compelled his delivery. 
The Swiss have returned answer to the French that till February they will 
not engage to serve them or any other.

Two servants of Richard Sampson, and 
one of Windsor, the herald, were drowned. The man-of-war is useless. 
They have requested William Symonds, who was going to Ireland, to supply 
the place of Brown’s ship, who is compelled to remain behind, considering 
the dangers of the voyage. The King’s Minion and the four Spaniards are 
ready for the coast of Ireland.

2592. Surrey to Wolsey 

Received his letters, with the copy of that to the King, approving 
of Surrey’s proposal to attack Hedyn, and, if he found it impregnable, to 
try some other exploit. On Tuesday last a soldier, who was taken prisoner, 
was examined at Abbeville, before the duke of Vendome, who called Wolsey 
false, aud said the war was begun by his falsehood. All trumpets and 
prisoners who have been with the French say that they lay all the blame 
on Wolsey, but none more so than Vendome, Pont Remy and Fayet, 
captain of Boulogne. Thinks they are so 6ore damaged that they speak 
unadvisedly. It is an old saying, let losers have their words. Thinks 
their losses will not be recovered these seven years. 

Since writing the above last night, at midnight, the weather has been 
so wet and cold that there are a great many men dead, and so many sick 
that he must lead them to some good town to refresh them. The Spaniards 
and Almains have departed in great numbers without licence. Tonight, at 
the next lodging, will determine what they will do. “In the camp at 
Dortaunce, 4 Oct., removing our camp towards Arras.”

said they would follow your advice ; but she had heard that Sykkynge’s 
army was broken, first before Treves, and again before another town of 
the Bishop’s, and that he had withdrawn to his castle. It is not known 
whether this was owing to their plundering the abbeys without Treves 
and the fuuxbourgs there, or that the count Palatine and the landgrave 
of Hesse and other nobles suddenly rose in arms. She then spoke of the 
departure of the common armies from the siege of Hesdin, and regretted 
Issilsteiu’s sickness, who, she thought, would not have lost so much time 
about that place. The army had fouud Durlaunce swept clean of people 
and baggage. 

Fears are entertained that the French will retaliate on the Emperor’s 
countries for the great fires made by the armies, if a great number of 
warriors be not continued this winter upon the frontiers. Bevres, the 
lieutenant’s deputy, and my lord the King’s lieutenant, had deliberated 
upon this matter; and as the latter had written to England, she hoped he 
would hear again from thence. She had heard that the French had 
reinforced their army, and were drawing near our folks ; but she could 
not believe that they would give battle, but only skirmish and try to 
wear out our army by watching and cuttiug off victuals, that, when tho 
common army had withdrawn, they might do their worst. She told me 
what trouble she had had with the estates of the country, who are to be 
here again today to make a full conclusion, and to punish those that incited 
the rescue of the Austin prior; for, though it was attributed to the women, 
there were men amongst them who provoked it, of whom some were taken 
and some fled. The Prior himself had fled. Though my Lady ordered the 
Prior to be taken out of the Friars, and iuquiry to be made who begun the 
affair, the officers durst not do it till the governors of the town had assem¬ 
bled the great council, which is only done upon a great cause. The council 
agreed that inquiry should bo made, and the offenders punished; but, while 
they were deliberating, the Friar and principal setters on fled. The people 
were so foolish that if he or any of the others had been taken, they would 
have made a disturbance. News from Italy is less frequent. The posts are 
broken up. Money is so dear, “ which seemeth to be an universal sickness;

Today, as tho sacrament was to bo 
conveyed from the Friars to the great church, my Lady sent for me to 
accompany her from her lodging to that church. “ Whcrt the sacrament was 
come to the church door, she came down from her travas in the choir, and 
met the sacrament at tho church door with great reverence, and from theuco 
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Sib Robt. Wingfield to [Wolsey] — eont. 
followed the same to the high altar where her travas was.” After her 
return, she told me that a servant of her own had come from the army at 
Durlance, which they had burned, without sparing any one. The day before 
our army entered Durlaunce, Vendome left it. The common army intended 
to proceed to Ankyr and Corbye. The great sickness had be[gun] “ to 
handle the Spaniards and Alraains right fiercely,” and an English captain 
was dead. My Lady fears that, with this sickness and foul weather, the 
army will not be able to keep the field. Hearing that the French have col¬ 
lected a great army, she has ordered a number of Flemings on the frontier 
to be in readiness, and given like orders to the garrisons on the frontier 
of Hainault, where, within these four days, Howstrate’s company have 
done a good feat in defeating the captain of Guise, Mons. de Mollon, who 
was mortally wounded, and his lieutenant taken ; the rest of his company, 
consisting of 300 foot and some horse, were all slain and taken. Antwerp,

Business is all accu¬ 
mulated here in Ilowstrate’s hands, for Berghes seldom comes, and never 
stays long. He came on Thursday last, and left again yesterday. I rode

to his lodging, when he bid me apologise to the King and you, that he was 
so sickly and unwieldy that he could not do service in person. He re¬ 
gretted you had declined to grant the loan for which my Lady had sent 
Wm. de B&rres to you, considering that the Emperor’s necessities were 
greater than they were likely to be at any future time, and though money 
was somewhat to seek at this pitch, on account of the suddenness of this 
last enterprise, he had no doubt it would be found at such times as might 
be appointed. 

I said I wondered my Lady would ask money of you or of England, 
considering the great charges the King has entered into for the succor of 
the Emperor, and that Berghes could consent that she should send to 
England for such a cause, and that the manner which has always been used 
in these parts was likely to make the King weary rather than benevolent. 
My Lady intended to have left today, but has determined to stay till to¬ 
morrow ; there has been so much business to bring the estates of Brabant 
to frame. There have been so many causes of delay, that though my Lady 
intended to have been only three or four days, she has been compelled to 
stay six weeks. She must be at Ghent on the 24th. I trust she may not 
have as much business there, for the common people love neither her nor 
Howstrate, but say that if the King, as protector of these countries, would 
order what sums of money should be sufficient for the war, and arrange for 
the payment of the men, there would be no lack. 

I hope you have had good news by the courier of Spain, who arrived 
here last night. His letters are not yet deciphered. Yesterday I saw a 
letter from Trent, of the 1st October, stating that the Pope had been ill 
with colic and fever, but was recovered, and that he treats the cardinals 
like a loving father, for he has caused them to shave their beards, and to 
wear such colors and fashions of habit “as the laudable custom may com¬ 
port,” forbidden them maskeling, “ and that there [shall] no women go or 
ride in men’s array.” He has dislodged eight or nine cardinals who had 
taken up quarters in the palace, all except the cardinal of Sion, who has 
also been sick, and is not quite recovered. The viceroy of Naples has been 
very ill, and the count de Cariate is dead. By news from Venice, Rhodes 
had been sore handled by the Turk, who, however, had sustained great 
losses, and it was believed must have raised the siege. Antwerp, 14 Oct.

His and the Queen’s servants whom he sent to the King are not yet 
despatched. Understands that the Queen and he do not wish to act accord¬ 
ing to the agreement made by Albany and the lords temporal, when Dacre 
was with them at Solam Chapel, when they desired further abstinence to a 
long day. As by the Queen’s mediation the matter is in so good train, it 
would be folly to allow it to go back. Will do all he can to bring things 
to a good end. Advises him to send Arran, Lennox, Huntley or Argyle with 
the lord Secretary, to meet him at Coldstream, to deliberate on the best 
remedy. The abstinence taken at Solam Chapel for a month is expired, 
and is now prolonged for twelve days, which will pass before the meeting 
can be finished. Thinks it should be prolonged for thirty days from the 
expiration of the abstinence, and will do so on the part of England, if 
Albany will send him word of his willingness to do the same. The poor 
subjects of both realms are drawn to the Borders on trust of the abstinence. 
Some meeting should be had to put them in comfort, and for redressing 
“ attemptats ” on both sides; for which purpose Albany hod better order 
the wardens of the East and Middle Marches to come to Coldstream with 
those who are to meet Dacre, and he will bring lord Roos, warden of the

as the more convenient. Wolsey writes that it would be very tedious to 
grant a particular privy seal for each person ; which they had promised 
the parties, according to their instructions, and thereby induced them the 
more willingly to grant the loan. They now understand that there is to be 
but one privy seal for every hundred, with a schedule annexed of every 
man’s name ; this occasions discontent and slackness. Cannot make such 
a schedule unless Wolsey will return the books with the taxes.

I spoke to the Admiral about it, when I took leave of him before Bethune, 
in presence of Cresson and the vice-marshal of Calais.; and he, having had 
charge of the horses, limoniers and carriage during August, promised to 
return me the money; but having had no further news of it, I have been 
obliged to dismiss all the said chariots and horses, promising them pay¬ 
ment in my own name, and have not been able to recover a denier from 
Madame. As I am in charge of the Emperor’s artillery, I beg your aid.

2617. Sir Thomas Boleyn and Richard Sampson to Wolsey. 

Wrote last from Plymouth on the 7th. Descried at sea 14 sail. Had 

very rough weather. Thursday, six Breton ships attacked them on the wind¬ 
ward side, and pressed them hard. West, groom of the King’s chamber, 
their admiral, William Symonds, and Johnson, Sir William Fitzwilliam’s 
servant, behaved very bravely. The last was attacked by two Breton ships, 
which, for defence against the arrows, “ hadde cowchyd such beddes stuffyd 
with straw” and other things as they had. One Breton ship was taken ; the 
rest fled. The ship in which the ambassador sailed was rent “ so open in all 
the one side of the stern that scarcely two hides might stop it.” After much 
rough weather they lay at the “trying.”

Encloses a letter received from the Duke, 
with a copy of that which he wrote to his secretary, by which Wolsey will 
perceive his proud and presumptuous mind. Advises an abstinence with 
him for three months till Candlemas or the 1st March. Thinks he will be 
glad of it. This will exempt the King from the charges of the garrison, 
which can do no harm this wet weather. Lord Roos will explain more, 
and the untowardness of the gentlemen of the county. After Christmas 
Berwick must be repaired ; 20 yards of the mantle wall next Scotland 
have fallen. Has heard nothing of Hart, who was to be sent to view it. 
Proposes that the safeconduct granted to Albany for six persons should be 
restricted. Harbotell, 20 Oct. Signed.

2622. Sir Robt. Wingfield to Wolsey. 

Wrote last from Antwerp on the 16th, on which day my Lady came 
to Malines, and I the day following. At Antwerp, John Dymock told me 
of an appointment made between Francis, the king of Denmark and the 
Scots, of which he had been informed by one Jos van Ely, who was privy 
to a meeting that had been appointed of personages from all three powers, 
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in an island between Holland and Depmarshe, where money had been sent 
by the French king to be paid to the other two parties. Dymock said that 
he had given notice of it, both by writing and by word of mouth, to the 
King and Wolsey, in order that either the personages or the money might 
be intercepted ; but the opportunity was lost, and no answer sent him. 
Dymock says it is well known that the meeting did take place, and that 
the money was delivered, and Jos had been with him again, not once or 
twice, but many times, wondering that the warning had been neglected, 
and said he knew of a further intrigue which was in hand, so important to 
the King, “that it should be worth a great grammercy if it were kno^n;” 
but would not tell it except to the King himself. 

I desired Dymock to bring Jos van Ely to speak with me, but I had left 
Antwerp before he brought him. At our interview, I thanked him for his 
zeal in the King’s behalf, although his warnings had not been acted upon, and 
asked him if he would show me his further intelligence, in port or in all, or 
that I should tell the King he had a secret he would disclose to no one else. 
He said he would be glad to show it to the King, in order that the matter 
might be better discussed, but he would reveal to me so much ; viz., he had 
been sent by my lady Margaret, in the first year of the King’s reign, for dis¬ 
charge of certain bales of woad and madder, that were under arrest, and had 
been a subject of litigation in the time of Henry VII. He obtained his object 
by the King’s favor, for which, as well as for the present alliance, he bears 
him the best affection. He hates the king of Denmark, though he had 
once been his servant. When Hans Jlollem was sent ambassador from 
Denmark to England, in the year 1515 or soon after, this Jos was sent to 
lady Margaret, and at the same time Dr. Alexander, a Scot, was sent into 
Scotland, and one George Scotberch, born in Denmark, and archdeacon of 
Arehouse, was dispatched to the French king with an answer to communi¬ 
cations which the king of Denmark had had with the ambassadors of France. 
This man was afterwards thrown into prison, without cause, by the king of 
Denmark, whose coming so secretly to this country was to have induced the 
Emperor to a treaty with the French king, aad a league against England; 
and though he failed, he would certainly have joined the Scots this 
summer, as he had promised the French king to do, if he had not been 
stopped by the Easterlings’ war. The marquis Joachim of Brandenbourg 
is married to the king of Denmark’s sister. That King’s mother and the 
mother of duke Albert of Saxony were Bisters, and the duke of Holstein is 
the King’s uncle’s son; the bishop of Bremen is his near kinsman; also 
the dukes of Mecklenburg and Lymenbourg, the lords of Lowenbourge, the 
squire of Holdenbourge, and the lord Hermekyn in Friesland, who have all 
assisted him with men, money and artillery in his wars with the Swedes, 
and are either now at Lubeck, or have sent ambassadoi-s thither to treat 
for peace between Denmark and the Easterlings, which will take effect, if 
not interrupted, as the “ Steeddys ” are at variance amongst themselves. If 
he is once free, he will assuredly assist the French and Scots. I thanked 
him, and desired him, as so many names were involved, to give me a memo¬ 
randum in writing, which he did, but I have only received it today.

My very dear friends, health and increase of good learning. I have 
often applied my thoughts to arranging the affairs of your University ; but 
overwhelming business has followed so quickly on the heels of business that 
I have never found sufficient leisure lor devoting myself entirely to this 
object. As, therefore, by your letters, and partly by the relation of others, 
I understand that this delay is prejudicial to your quiet and your studies, I 
have thought it better to leave these matters entirely in your hands until a 
more favorable occasion arises for settling them on a more permanent basis. 
You will therefore observe your ancient prerogatives in the election of 
proctors; and, all disputes, disturbances, jmd mutual animosities set aside, 
you will proceed to the election of such men for proctors as shall most con¬ 
tribute to the credit and dignity of the University and the advancement of 
learning. As to your request to be exonerated from contributing to the loan, 
I cannot of myself determine anything in that matter. I will, however, 
during the present term, in conjunction with the King’s Council, take such 
steps in this business as may assure you how much I have at heart the 
repose, interest, and credit of your University. Therefore, be of good cheer, 
and apply yourselves to study ; careful, above all things, that no desire 
of vainglory tempt you from the pursuit of learning into party feuds and 
private animosities.

payment was to be made to the Emperor’s army next summer, for I saw by 
the letters I had from the King’s lieutenant what peril was likely to have 
befallen the common army for lack of payment, during the short time they 
have been together, and that Egmout and Wasseneyre had mode similar 
complaints ;—that the King's army had not been sufficiently accompanied 
with horse between St. Omer’s and Calais, and unless a sufficient sum were 
set apart for the war expenses, and not tampered with for payment of 
debts or other things, nothing would take good effect;—that I saw no reason 
why the Emperor’s subjects here were so unwilling to advance money, 
except that the horse were still left unpaid, notwithstanding all their con¬ 
tributions, and allowed to eat the Emperor’s poor subjects. 

My Lady said the lack of payment had only been to the 1,000 horse 
newly raised ; and it was no wonder, on account of the suddenness of the 
enterprise, which was determined without her counsel, and that when she 
had knowledge of it she had exerted herself so that all things promised by 
the Emperor had been got ready, and a month’s payment provided before 
the King’s army was ready to start from Calais; that she had trusted 
Brabant would not have denied its aid, or Wolsey refused a loan, the first 
sum she ever tried to borrow. As for next summer, she hopes the Emperor 
and the King will not determine anything without making her privy to it. 
On Wednesday next my Lady sets out for Ghent, where the earl of Bwre 
will meet her. He is now at Bruges, and so weak that he cannot come 
hither.

Came to Canterbury on Saturday last, because the Prior and brethren 
desired his presence at this feast of St. Thomas. As it is rumored that 
the French intend some feat shortly in these parts, communicated with the 
mayors of Canterbury, Dover and Sandwich, and gentlemen of the county, 
who are now but few, some being absent at the term, and some serving 
the King at sea and elsewhere. We have appointed watches by day 
and night in the towns and villages on the seashore. Persons dwelling 
twenty or thirty miles from Dover' are bound to keep watch on the 
coast, and in times of danger commissions are sent to the justices and 
constables to command them to enforce this duty; and it would be well 
if commissions, according to the old tenor, were sent speedily.

On Wednesday next, will journey along the coast to Sandwiche, Deale, 
Dover, Fulstone and Hythe, and take order for their defence. My house¬ 
hold and tenants will be ready with their harness. After my return, 
shall go to the Isle of Thanet, and then remain at my church for a 
season. Those who know the country think there is a great lack of 
harness and men, which have lately been taken to other places, and they 
think captains should be appointed to assemble the people, when need shall 
be. Advises such to be appointed, and harness spared for these parts, as 
this will encourage the people, who are not so ready as they ought to 
be. Was anxious to see Wolsey before his coming hither, on matters 
they have spoken about together. Is informed Wolsey’s officers deal harshly 
with executors and administrators, which he hoped Wolsey would not have 
allowed while the matter was in suspense. Will be pleased if Wolsey 
take the pain to visit Otford on his return.

Expresses his deep gratitude to Wolsey for his kindness in 
educating and bringing him up. His memory can scarcely revert to the 
time when he first experienced Wolsey’s benevolence;—it was at such an 
early period of his life.

Wrote last on the 14th. My Lady has been very ill these six or 
seven days past, but is so much better that I was with her yesterday. I 
spoke with her about the 2,000 Spaniards who were to return to Spain. 
I mentioned in my last that provision had been made for the victualling 
of their ships. I told Hesdin it seemed strange that my Lady should send 
them home again when the Emperor had specially appointed them, as more 
necessary than the Almains for the defence of the frontier. Hesdin agreed 
that the order should be countermanded, and promised to speak about tho 
matter, as I am sure he did. When the Spaniards heard they were to be 
sent home, they sent one of their company to my Lady to protest against 
it, saying they would not return without express command from the Em¬ 
peror ; on which the council determined that those on the frontier should 
remain, and the rest return with the ships. My Lady, however, says she 
is ih great perplexity what to do with the 2,000 in Zealand, who protest 
they will not return without the Emperor’s express orders, unless the whole 
company return together. I said I thought it quite right that they should 
not depart till the Emperor’s pleasure were known, which it must soon be, as 
it was so long since letters had been received from him. She also told me 
the French had returned again intoDorlaunce, and were beginning to fortify 
it. Lord Fiernes leaves today for the frontier, and will assay to break that 
nest, and get his spure there ; for it is said he would be glad to have 
Issilstein’s room, as also would Howstrate, though there is not much to 
choose between them for that feat. 

Was with Howstrate this morning, who said my Lady would write to 
the treasurer of Calais, requesting that the English soldiers at St. Omer’s, 
and any that could be spared at Guisnes and Calais, might be warned to 
be ready when Fiennes shall appoint. At his request I have written to 
Mr. Treasurer about it. He says Terouenne is in great want of victuals, and

Ever since his exaltation to the Papacy his thoughts have been 
engaged day and night in promoting the welfare of the flock entrusted to 
his charge, and bringing back the wandering 6heep to the fold. Had by 
messages and nuncios endeavored to reconcile the princes of Christendom, 
and persuade them to lay down their arms ; and, with a view of setting 
them a good example, had, at no small personal disadvantage, sent aid to 
the Rhodians, besieged by the Turks. It is with great grief of heart he 
perceives that Martin Luther, whom he is no longer able to call his son, is 
the reviver of worn-out heresies ; and that, notwithstanding the paternal 
admonition of the Holy See, the sentence pronounced against him, not 
without the advice of learned men and universities, and the imperial edict 
passed at the late diet at Worms, he still continues in his wicked designs. 
Oblivious of Christian charity and evangelical piety, he daily divulges new 
books full of heresy, error and sedition, corrupting the soul; and, what is 
worse, he finds adherents and abettors, not merely among the common 
people, but among the nobility; and, in consequence, the goods of the 
priesthood are invaded, and the obedience due to ecclesiastical and secular 
authority is set at nought. 

Though heresy must be for the trial of the godly, no time is more urgent 
than the present for its extinction. The Devil, like a roaring lion, by means 
of the Turk, rages against the flock of Christ; nor can the Turk be resisted 
as long as we foster the same Devil, in the guise of a serpent, disseminating 
heresy and discord at home among the bravest of the.Germans ;—errors of 
which Adrian heard when only a cardinal in Spain, and grieved the more 
that they should come from a country with which he was so closely allied 
in the flesh. 

Had hoped that these poisonous plants, not indigenous to their soil, would 
bear no fruit in a land which had always shown itself unfavorable to heresy ; 
but now that they have so unexpectedly put forth their branches, the 
German princes and people should consider whether they can be without 
excuse, if they make no attempt to resist and put down the evil. Is it not 
monstrous that a whole nation should be seduced from the Catholic faith 
it has always professed, by one miserable friar ? as if Luther, like another 
Montanus, were the only wise man, and as if he only had received the 
Holy Spirit, and the Church had continued in darkness until it was 
illuminated by the new light of Luther. Can they fail to perceive that 
this ie but the commencement of a general spoliation ? That, under the 
pretended name of liberty, obedience will be extinguished, and licence 
become universal ? Will they who refusff submission to the clergy with¬ 
hold their sacrilegious hands from the goods of the laity, or spare the lives 
of princes, who despise and murder the Lord’s anointed ? 

Urges them, therefore, by every consideration of charity, religion and 
devotion to the Holy See, to unanimously combine and repress this evil, and

The King, hearing from lord Dacre of the attemptats made on his 
subjects, to the prejudice of his right M of the Debateable Ground with bit 
of mouth on the daylight for his subjects claiming no property therein,” 
requested the Scotch king and council to reform the wrong, or else order 
his commissioners to meet those of England.

Chartors “ granted the 
said goods,” but afterwards refused to restore them, on pretext that the 
owners lived on the Debateable Ground, which Dacre contradicted, and 
said further, that those who did live there ought to have restitution for 
goods taken by daylight, and it was folly of the Scotch to allow any 
English to live there, for they could burn them either by day or night, 
“and upon the night all such men and goods as they might get to be 
escheat, and the men and goods within the houses, on the daylight, to be 
escheat on the same wise.” The Scotch commissioners then requested a 
second meeting, on the 22nd “of this month” (Nov.), that they might 
consult with the lords Regents, who would be in Edinburgh, saying that 
the laird of Amysfeld would not obey them, for he was maintained by lord 
Maxwell, who had part of the goods. On the 23rd, Sir Alex. Jardane and 
the laird of Holmeeuds came to Burglte, with a bill signed by the 
commissioners, which contained no material answer, but only offered to 
appoint an assize of whom they would choose, to meet in the West Marches 
of Scotland. An assize is only effective where the deed is denied; not, 
as in this case, where it is confessed. Wish to know if they intend to 
lay any claim to the Debateable Ground, on behalf of their King, and so 
retain the goods. It would not be lawful to retain them, even if taken on 
Scotch ground, for the custom has always been to restore goods taken in 
such a case, on payment of parkage by the owners. Wish for a plain 
answer, that they may send it to the King, who will provide for his 
subjects by letters of marque or otherwise. Think that the meeting, 
which they propose for the 10th Dec., at Loughmaben Stane, should be 
postponed for nine or ten days, that the Chancellor and other lords Regents 
may be informed of this letter. If they have their answer ready, the said 
10th day will suit. Morpeth, 2 Dec."

The Pope’s nuncio (Bartholetto) that was in England is now here. He 
intends to pass through France, although he is sending a post to Rome. It 
is said the Burgundian horse were before Terouenne on Saturday last, and 
found some of the footmen without the town, breaking down houses to 
carry into the town for fuel; slow several, and took 8 or 9. If not relieved 
within few days it must surrender. Fiennes finding certain villages about 
Terouenne that had been spared as neutral have been supplying the 
besieged with butter and milk, has sent the Spaniards to live upon 
them instead of burning ; though, in the end, “ I think they shall scape 
no better cheap as they have well deserved.” Ghent, 2 Dec. 1522.

Yesterday were with the Emperor, present the'Chancellor, mons. do 
Nassau, the Great Master, mons. de la Schaute, mons. do la Roche, and 
John Allemaync, secretary. The Emperor has received letters from the 
archbishop of Barrie of the diligence of the Pope iu promoting peace, and 
the overtures, not so honorable as before, of the French king. A full 
account has been sent to the imperial ambassadors. The Emperor expressed 
his great displeasure at the marriage proposed for him with the daughter of 
Francis, and said “ he had seen such one as liked him.” Francis demands the 
immediate restitution of Milan, and, with the exception of that and the 
marriage, refers all to the Pope. Rumors of the war in France were 
contradictory ; some said the armies had done little damage to the French, 
and returned with less honor; others, that they had done very much, and 
that, for fear of their return next year, Francis had ordered all grain to be 
removed to strongholds or destroyed. The duke of Albany has fled from 
Scotland, as he was not supported by France. Even after his departure 
there arrived in Scotland only 800 men, instead of the 2,000 promised. 
Francis leaves all business to his mother ; Robertet is away ; the duke of 
Bourbon in displeasure ; Montmorency sent to the Swiss. Francis is pre¬ 
paring to cross the mountains, saying he is sure of 18,000 men, besides 
6,000 foot and 500 men-of-arms from the Venetians, though Hieronymo 
Adorno is there for the Emperor. Cremona has been surrendered to 
Charles, who has sent a great force to Fontarabia to prevent its being 
revictualled by the French. The prince of Orange has left. The said 
letters report that a Papal nuncio lias been seut to England for the peace. 
The Emperor desires news from England ; says that at his arrival he had 
ordered three pinnaces to be ready to carry letters, and is very urgent that 
England should do the same. The Emperor gives precedence to the English

Howstrate the news. He said Fiennes continues about the enterprise of 
Terouenne, nnd has good hope to intercept the supplies and compel its 
surrender ; that the captain of Guisnes had sent him 100 horse, but that 
the treasurer of Calais had made no answer to the request for foot soldiers. 
Howstrate sa : d he had heard from a friend on the frontier that there was 
little appearance of the French having any military strength to make 
resistance. Their only hope is to trouble the King by means of Scotland 
and Denmark, so as to prevent his invasion of France next summer. 
Francis is determined to send Ric. De la Pole into Scotland, and is in¬ 
triguing with the earl of Holstein, by assent of the king of Denmark, who 
dares not openly assist the French against the Emperor. He has sent the 
Earl the order of France, and a sum of money to give assistance to Scotland ; 
all which negotiations pass through Metz in Lorraine. I asked about the 
trumpet who brought letters from Valentien. He said the Governor had 
written to my Lady and to him, that, though the said trumpet had letters 
directed to Howstrate, he did not allow him to proceed till my Lady’s 
pleasure was known. Howstrate told me that the letter addressed to him¬ 
self was from the captain of Peronne, Mons. de Humycres, requesting a 
safeconduct for some lasts of herring, which he considers only a pretext 
to act as spy ; and my Lady had commanded the Governor to tell him that 
she would grant no safeconduct to any Frenchman, fend that he must not 
come within the Emperor’s countries again on his peril.

2714. Hannibal to Wolsey. 

He will receive the bull for St. [Alban’s]. The auditor of the cham¬ 
ber, now bishop of Worcester, hath [showed] himself a true friend to 
Wolsey. He is in great favor with the Pope, and, it is expected, will be 
one of the first cardinals. Campeggio and De Medici will attend to the 
addition to Wolsey’s faculties, which are somewhat unusual. The Pope “ is 
loving and magnanimous, and considereth his honor as much as any man 
that ever was in this dignity;” but he is surprised, that whereas he receives 
many letters, none come to him from England, except for the expediting of 
certain bishoprics. If he might have had “ that comfort of the King’s grace ” 
of which Hannibal has frequently written, he would have done more. 
“ His Holiness has sent for Erasmus under a fair colour by his brief, and 
if he come not 1 think the Pope will not be content.” He has sent to the 
Swiss touching Luther, who has written a book lately against the King, full 
of railing, which he sends. Hannibal searched all over Rome to find more, 
but could not. “ If any mo come the Pope hath commanded that none shall 
come in light. I shall take them all, and pay for them and brent them.” 

Cardinal Aux, legate of Avignon, had a brief audience with the Pope on 
the 8th, and left Rome that day. His stuff was taken by don Emanuel 
going to the Emperor, with some of his household. It was valued at 40,000 
ducats. Emanuel has been ordered home by the Emperor, who has given 
him an office of about 10,000 ducats. The duke of Scissa has been ap¬ 
pointed in his stead, but dares not come for fear of the pestilence ; 28,000 
have died since the Pope’s arrival. It is now amended. The cardinals are 
still much divided, “ but they have now a master that can teach them their 
lection, and ordereth them as a good abbot doth his convent; for, except 
Medicis and Campegius, I saw nother such sort. The Pope know what 
they be, and governeth them thereafter; and where were nine or ten in the 
Pope’s palace, tempore Leonis , he hath put them all out; and not only them. 
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• but all such officers that papa Leo put in. I pray God save our Cardinal 

of England, f[or] if he were here these Cardinals were more like chaplains 
than masters.” Hopes Wolsey will remember his money, as his expenses 
are great, and he cannot have a house in Rome “ that is anything honest ” 
under 150 ducats a year.

airived. The courier brought a budget, four signed by the Pope, directed 
to the Emperor, which were scarcely legible. As the post was ready to 
start for Barcelona, ordering the despatch of Raphael de Medici, and of a 
German doctor sent to the Swiss, he could not bo delayed for a reply to 
the Pope’s letters, but the writer will take care that another courier shall 
be despatched with a full response. Meanwhile he will take the liberty to 
speak freely to him on the subject of the reception of his letters, and the 
present state of affairs. 

The Pope does quite right to urge universal peace, and that princes 
should turn their arms against the Infidels; and that is the reason why the 
perfidy of the French ought specially to be punished, for they are the greatest 
disturbers of Christendom, as the house of Burgundy has experienced 
to its cost, attacking it when it was unprepared, and refusing honorable con¬ 
ditions of peace offered at Calais. When, however, the French king found 
that he was manifestly inferior in power, because the Pope and the Emperor 
were but one soul in two bodies, and were supported by the king of Eng¬ 
land, then he sought for peace, and offered terms which Charles could not 
accept without consulting his ally ; so, in his despair, Francis, by his 
mother, endeavored to persuade the Pope to undertake the peace of Christen¬ 
dom and remain neutral, pretending, that by so doing, he would have the sole 
disposal of all, but really only wishing to gain time ; and Adrian, who is of 
too much goodness to suspect any one, and was enthusiastic in his holy 
task of pacifying Christendom, has suffered himself to be deceived by the 
mellifluous persuasion of the French. Papal neutrality implies coldness 
to Ciesar, refusal of his just demands, abandonment of the liberty of Italy;— 
all tending to diminish the reputation of the Emperor, and discouraging 
his friends. This course will only help to comfort the French king, and 
induce him to withdraw from those offers of peace, and that cession of 
Milan, to which, otherwise, he would have consented. As Francis bestirs 
himself to collect an army, he compels the Emperor to do the same, “ ut 
Gallos ad Italiam proficiscentes per caudam retrahat.” When the Turk 
sees these things, whether the Rhodian expedition be completed or aban¬ 
doned, he will turn his arms against the Two Sicilies, will find them 
unprepared, conquer them, strike a blow at Rome, and subvert the Holy 
See, unless God, in His mercy, interfere to save it. 

If the Pope desire, therefore, to secure peace, he cannot doubt that the 
king of England and the Emperor, .being such religious princes, would 
accept any reasonable terms that the French might offer ; but the French 
cannot be trusted, and therefore the Pope must remove from them the 
opportunities of mischief, by joining heart and hand with the Emperor and 
the king of England. Then, when France is humbled, it will respect the 
Holy See, and no more venture to raise its horns against the Lamb. Let 
the Pope, therefore, urge the French to offer conditions of peace, satis¬ 
factory to the Emperor and the king of England. If no such means exist, 
let him declare a truce on the status quo , warning the French king, in the 
interim, against sending an army into Italy. If he refuse this, the Pope 
cannot doubt that it is his duty to join with the Emperor, and that the 
French king should know that the Pope, the Emperor and England are 
intimately united. Let him urge the Venetians to join, and the Swiss to 
remain quiet. Let him grant to Ccesar the apostolical graces demanded, 
that, supported by the treasures of the Church, he may prepare a powerful 
fleet against the Infidels. If the spirit of malice persuade the Pope other¬ 
wise, all his good intentions will fail.

By the labor and industry of the Portuguese, and partly by their know¬ 
ledge of cosmography and astronomy, they have crossed to the Indies, 
which were first explored and conquered by their kings, and from which 
many commodities are now imported into Christian lands. Many of the Em¬ 
peror’s subjects now go thither, but should desist, and make compensation. 

The Emperor answers, that Lusitania has always been so poor that its 
people cannot live in it, and have been compelled to seek subsistence else¬ 
where. As they had no trade, owing to their poverty, they were obliged to 
go to sen, and found, by their great wisdom as they say, undiscovered lands. 
In reality they have been driven from those countries by various mischances 
and their own mismanagement. He therefore refuses to prohibit his subjects 
from trading to the Indies. 

On the ambassadors replying that the Portuguese would prevent his 
subjects from going thither, the Emperor dismisses them by saying he is 
able to thwart their attempts, and when they are in a wiser frame of mind 
they may return to him.

“ The s[ignor IJierony]mns” told him yesterday that he had re¬ 
ceived letters of the 10th ult. from the French court, stating that Albany, 
on his arrival, had offered to expel Henry from England, if Francis would 
give him 10,000 men and 500 men-at-arms, with Ric. De la Pole to accom¬ 
pany him. Francis had answered that he liked the enterprise, and would 
consider it with his council. The Venetian ambassador also writes that 
Francis is continually devising an enterprise against Scotland. The signor 
Hieronymus has sent a reply to the answer of the signory to his first 
proposition, mentioned by Pace in his last letters,’ and desires a plain answer; 
he requires them to break with France and join the King and the Emperor, 
who would grant them a perpetual peace and the enjoyment of all theii 
possessions in Italy for a certain sum of money ; the alliance to be offensive 

and defensive, “ vel saltern ad defensi[onem] ”.and they 

must engage to aid him if the French king returns to Italy or attempts to 
recover Milan. The Senate answered that they would conclude peace, and 
give him a competent sum of money, but they demnnd restitution of their 
towns taken by Maximilian, and offer to restore those taken by them in 
the same war, which they say are more valuable, though the Emperor’s 
ambassadors think them less. The Emperor’s ambassadors toll Pace they 
have no commission to make restitution of land without consulting the 
Emperor, and they wish the Venetians to consent to a pence without 
restitution. Docs not think they will agree. They have elected three of 
their wisest men to treat daily with the Emperor’s ambassadors, and both 
parties hdve chosen Pace ns mediator. Does not sec that his mediation can 
help them, as the difficulties are so great. Longer delay will probably 
ensue.

Being sent to Venice by the Emperor with power to treat for peace, 
thought it right to inform him of what was passing, on account of the 
inviolable frienship between the Emperor and the king of England (istum 
vestrum potent, Regem ), and because he [Wolsey] is tho chief cause of 
all the late successes against the French. The Emperor and his council, 
perceiving the necessity of prosecuting the war with France, without the 
hindrance of one in Italy, and having heard of the answer given to Face, de¬ 
termined to exert themselves to establish, an equal peace, and sent Adorno 
to Venice, as the signofy had complained that no one was commissioned 
by the Emperor to treat with them. They must therefore either come to 
terms, or show that they are dissembling. In the former case the Emperor 
will have no hindrance, and Italy will be quiet ; in the latter, they will 
be known and treated as enemies. As he owes his preservation to the King, 
and knows his good fortune cannot last unless the expedition against 
the French be successful, assures him that they can make no resistance, 
if Provence be invaded at the same time as the King invades Picardy and 
the Emperor the Spanish frontier. Provence is not naturally strong, 
has no fortified towns, and could be easily invaded either by land from the 
mountains near Nice, or, more easily, by sea from the coast of Liguria. 
Narbonne and the Lyonnois could not be attacked in a more convenient 
manner, so that threo armies from different directions would meet in the 
centre of France, without doubt of a complete victory. Does not wish to 
extort more money from the King, but thinks he might diminish his forces 
in Picardy, and divide the expense with the Emperor, by sending His own 
commissioners and generals to guard against fraud.

Learned nothing from her but that the castle of Milan was in such 
strait for victuals when the ambassador left, that the garrison were fain to 
eat horses and mules. The same ambassador goes shortly to England. On 
the 29th Dec. the garrison of Cannoye made an inroad to Peronne and 
carried off much booty without resistance. The said garrison is Hochstrate’s 
company, and has had five meddlings with the French since August without 
losing more than four footmen. Though their captain has greater mind to 
handle money than courage to wear harness, God is pleased to defeat the 
French by his company. Berghes has recovered, and is expected by my 
Lady at Mulines on Wednesday, for the meeting of the states of Brabant on 
the 15th. De Bure is perfectly whole, but “this winter his leg shall have 
much ado to fill his hose again.” Ghent, 5 Jan. 1522. 

When about to close the letter, the duke of Milan’s ambassador come to 
his lodgings and dined with him, and said he was commissioned to go to 
the King.

2763. News from Italy. 

Genoa, 7 Jan. Letters from France say that the expedition to Italy 
was flagging ; that the King was occupied in sending aid to Fontarabia ; he 
had asked the Scotch for their promised aid against England ; was collecting 
money diligently, and had publicly sold the merchandise of the Genoese for 
100,000 ducats. The Pope has written to Venice, to persuade them to make 
a league with the Emperor. Bernardinus Bartholotus has returned from 
England, and says there is no appearance of warlike preparation in France, 
except that Francis was sending aid to Terouenne, while the king of Eng¬ 
land was making great preparations. -The Pope has sent his troops to 
Rimini, which continues obstinate. It is thought Pandulf will come to Rome 
to ask pardon. The Pope has treated the Swiss ambassadors well. They 
will return home appeased. The bishop of Veroli is sent to the Swiss. If 
any good is done, thanks nre due to English management. The Emperor’s 
plans about Italy should not be put off, and ambassadors should be imme¬ 
diately sent to the Swiss. 

. Genoa, 8 Jan. The Pope persists in sending the bp. of Veroli. There 
is a difficulty about the 36,000 Rh. fl. due to the men of Zurich. The Pope 
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offers to pay 12,000 and the duke of Milan 6,000. The former wishes the 
remainder to be paid by the Emperor’s officers, by the king of England, and 
by the card. De Medici ; but none of them can be induced to do it. The 
bishop of Veroli has instructions to obtain neutrality from the Swiss, with 
a promise of assistance if the French seem likely to come into Italy; to pro¬ 
pose an alliance similar to that with former popes, and to exhort them to 
preserve universal peace. The plague seems likely to spread again. Tho 
Pope had a narrow escape from the fall of a wall on his way to chapel. 
Two of those walking before him were killed, and several hurt.

R. O. Has received their letters by Thos. Tychet addressed to the King 

StP.vi. lio. and himself, as also those of 11 and 17 Nov., notifying their arrival and 
reception by the Emperor ; the good and kind answers made by his 
majesty; his tidelity to the trenties; annoyance to be done this year against 
the common enemy; the charge of the ambassadors of Portugal; general 
pardon granted to the Spaniards, and the feats done at Fontarabia ;—all 
which was very satisfactory. Letters arrived at the same time from the 
Emperor to his ambassadors in England, of which they gave Wolsey a copy, 
concerning three points :—1. Tho overtures for a truce from the French 
king to the JSmperor through Prosper Colonna and otherwise ; 2, tho 
charge of the ambassadors of Portugal for the marriage of their master and 
the Emperor’s sister ; 3, the enterprises to be made this year against the 
common enemy, the entertainment of the Swiss and of lanceknights for 
defence of Milan. 

They are to deliver to the Emperor the letters of the King and Wolsey 
sent herewith, and say the King is rejoiced to hear of his good health, of 
his daily successes, his prudence in pardoning his disobedient subjects, of 
the good speed of those sent by his majesty for the discovery of new lands 
and “finding of the spieery.” After a convenient pause they are to rehearse 
the three said points in the Emperor’s letters, and commend his deter¬ 
mination to adhere to his promises and never treat for peace without the 
King’s consent. The King is also much pleased by the answers made by 
the Emperor to Prosper Colonna and others, and doubts not that the enemy, 
finding tho King and the Emperor so firm, will shortly be glad to make 
them much more advantageous offers. As to the overtures of the two 
marriages offered by Portugal, the King has full confidence that the Emperor 
will observe all promises made to England. 

As to the common affairs, considering the need of celerity, the King has 
had various conferences with Wolsey and the council; at which the Em¬ 
peror’s ambassadors have always been present, with the following results. 
The King is informed by spies and otherwise that Francis, finding the 
affairs of Milan “ somewhat difficile for this time,” intends this year to 
bring his chief power against the Low Countries and Calais. With this 
object he has been staying at St. Denis, and avaunts that he will be avenged 
on that side ; for which purpose, although Albany and the Scotch lords 
promised that an honorable person should havo been sent to the King to 
treat for peace, yet at the Duke’s instigation and promises of money, 
ordnance and other aid by the French king, the Scots have broken their 
promise and gone wholly to his devotion. Albany has lately returned to 
the French king, to show him the state of Scotland, and to provide money, 
captains, and ships, with which he means to return thither shortly. The 
king of Denmark is going to Scotland in person to give them assistance.

To prevent nid being sent to the Low Countries or Calais, Francis is also 
preparing a great army by sea, which is to set forth by the 1st March next. 

As the King perceives by their letters and the Emperor’s that his majesty 
cannot be sufficiently provided to meet the charges of sundry great armies 
this summer to invade France both in Picardy and on the Spanish frontier, 
and also for the great expedition next year, the King has got ready on 
army of 30,000 men to pass by land into Scotland, under the earl of Surrey 
and another of 3,000 men to be sent thither by sen. He intends also to 
repair in person and reside near the frontier for a season, to organise further 
invasion if necessary. These preparations will be as great a charge to the 
King as if he were to pass with his army royal into France. To keep open 
the sea passage the King is determined to set forth another army by sea of 
7,000 men, and as certain Spanish ships and mariners remain in Zealand, 
of those tlmt were sent under Lnscano, the King has desired the Emperor’s 
ambassadors to write to lady Margaret and have them join the King’s ships 
at Portsmouth, retaining the soldiers, who are not meet for the sea, for the 
defence of the Ix>w Countries. They are therefore to ask the Emperor’s 
aid, according to the treaties, for fleets to guard the seas, and that such a 
number of men may be sent from Spain ns, in addition to thj said mariners, 
may make up 3,000, for the transport of whom four or five good ships 
should be sent, besides those under lnscano in Zealand. The King hopes 
no objection will be raised to this demand, considering how small the Em¬ 
peror’s portion is in comparison with that which he must provide. It may 
be expected that, when these forces have joined the King’s navy before the 
month of March, the French king will certainly forbear to send any of his 
ships to sea ; but provision should be made with bankers and others that 
money be always forthcoming for the wages and victualling of the said 
3,000 men. If victuals should be sent out of Spain, as last year, where 
everything but wine is dearer, delay and losses will ensue. Therefore wine 
alone must be provided in Spain ; all else by the bankers. 

As to other exploits, the King thinks, considering his charges against the 
Scots and otherwise, that if the power of the enemy be so largely employed 
on this side ns aforesaid, he will have little power of annoyance against Milan, 
and the Emperor cannot reasonably expect him to contribute to the support of 
the Swiss, Almains, or others, considering the great sums required for the 
expedition against France. For this cause they shall show unto his majesty 
that a better and more politic mean cannot be imagined for avoiding super¬ 
fluous charges than, without appearing to desire it, for the Emperor to 
condescend to a truce this year; the same to be no other but a mere cessation 
and desisting from hostility for that season, not comprehending the realm 
of Scotland. For if the Scots enjoyed the benefit of the truce they would 
at its expiration be at the same advantage as now for the invasion of Eng¬ 
land, and no one could advise the King to leave the kingdom until any 
invasion on their part was impossible. The Pope might easily find ways 
and means enough for the same, and promote the restfulness and tranquillity 
of Christendom; putting Francis “in comfort that, such a truce once had, 
God may inspire the minds of Christian princes to condescend unto a further 
peace.” By this means he might, as the head of Christendom, induce the 
three princes to the said truce, “ with convenient protestation” to preserve 
the authority of the King and the Emperor, and upon condition that on the 
French king’s refusal the Pope would fulminate against him the censures of 
the Church. 

If the truce cannot be had without comprehension of Scotland, the King 
hopes “ so speedily to advance his enterprises on this side,” that “ the stroke 
shall be stricken ” before the treaty is concluded. The matter must be 
speedily set forth, if approved by the Emperor. The Pope has requested 
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240. 
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Wolsey’s interposition by various briefs, and Wolsey has written to his 
Holiness his mind touching the truce, as a thing proceeding from the Pope 
himself. Sends his letter, with a copy to be presented to the Emperor, so 
that the original may be forwarded if agreeable to him, otherwise to be 
reserved. 

Lastly, if the overture do not satisfy the Emperor, immediate order 
must be given to set forth an army in the Low Countries to join one 
which the King has promised for their defence. Substantial direction must 
be taken to keep them provided with money, victuals,- and other necessaries, 
for want of which there is great division among them. In order to divide 
the French king’s forces, considering how ill provided the Low Countries 
are both in men and money, a considerable force should be set forth on the 
Spanish side. 

They are to hasten the Emperor’s answer as much as passible, and learn 
how many men and ships are to be sent from Spain to guard the seas. It 
would be desirable that the Emperor should send, along with his four or 
five ships, two “zabres ” of 30 or 40 tons, which will be convenient to land 
men and to reconnoitre the coasts. At my place beside Westminster, 
— Jan. 

P.S.—The King and his council are devising how to keep the Swiss and 
Almains from serving France. Wolsey thinks that for this purpose Don 
Ferdinand should reside this summer either in the duchy of Wirtemberg or 
Ferrara. The Swiss would not join the French with such an ancient 
enemy at hand as the duke of Austria. The King has written to the lady 
Margaret to further this arrangement. The ambassadors are to provide 
ordnance immediately in Biscay and Ipusca for the King’s army, according 
to a bill enclosed. 

The bearer, John de la Sauch, made such haste to depart that the letters 
in the King’s hand could not be written. They shall be sent after him, if 
possible, to the seaside.

2765. Duke of Albany. 

Instructions by Albany to Georges Hay, sent to cardinal Wolsey. 

The Duke had been always anxious to preserve peace ; and when a 
question arose to withstand the cruel invasion of Scotland, he had with¬ 
drawn his army, at the request of Margaret und of Dacre, and had 
consented to an abstinence for a month, and at the Cardinal’s wish had 
sent a secretary, desiring the prorogation of the truce till St. John’s Day. 
This last has not been granted. Understands Clarcncieux has been sent 
to make arrangements, demanding certain conditions touching the mar¬ 
riage of the King with the princess Mary, and a truce for sixteen years, 
on condition that Albany be not allowed to return to Scotland, and that no 
aid be rendered to France. If the Cardinal desires the peace of the two 
kiugdoms, he must address himself to the Duke, as the whole business has 
been remitted to him. Desires him, therefore, to give credence to the bearer. 
He shall excuse the Duke’s coming to Wolsey on the plea that he required 
to see his wife, who was ill, and that his absence had been the cause why 
the lords of his country had not condescended so easily to the wishes of 
England. He shall request an ample auswer. The fewer people know 
this affair the better. None know it as yet, except the abbot of Glenlus, 
in.

Thanks him for his advice to live in high and dry grounds, 
like Knoll, and for his offer of lodging in Hampton Court. Thanks him 
for giving orders to his officers, as he writes in his last letter, to show as 
much favor to Warham’s nephew, archdeacon of Canterbury, as to other 
archdeacons, touching their compositions for their jurisdictions. The 
bearer is one of his procurators, and will attend on Wolsey’s officers for that 
purpose. Has admonished the dean of his Court of the Arches, so that he 
will not meddle again in matters which may be to Wolsey’s displeasure. 
Thanks Wolsey for not dealing extremely with him. No officer of his shall 
continue in favor who willingly displeases Wolsey, and he has told them bo 
himself. Has lately set up writings at Knolle, Otford, and Shoreham, 
against those who illtreated an apparitor of Wolsey’s in these parts, ordering 
them to appear before him in fifteen days, under pain of cursing. Hopes 
to find them by that means or by espials. Knoll, 12 Jan. Signed.

Wrote last on the 10th. Last night the Audiencer showed me an 
extract from a letter received by my Lady from Lorraine, where Ric. de la 
Pole usually lies, stating that Francis had promised White Rose 12,000 
foot, and that the said duke of Suffolk holds himself fully assured of them ; 
that they purpose to have 8,000 Almains who will cross this frontier, and 
4,000 of the Lower Countries ; that Albany is disgusted at the truce made 
by the Scots with England, without his consent. The Audiencer brought 
me the forged royal, which I enclose; it was sent to my Lady from Ypres, 
aS having been paid there when the King’s army was returning out of 
Artois.

Confession of Simon [Jones ?] “ born in the town of Munmuthe in 
Vais,” taken prisoner in France. Spoke once with the [White] Roose, 
who “ flattered ” him, and gave him [money] to spend for three or four 
months. Was in his house at Easter, from Monday to Wednesday, and 
received from him three crowns of gold to go to England*and inquire who 
was of his party. He also sent him to my lord of Vandomo at La Fera, 
five miles from St. Quentin, with a trumpet, who was to conduct him to 
the castle of Cambryege (Cambrai), and tell him the way to Valensiana. 
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Was taken prisoner on the way “ vyth an onest jentyll man, the wych 
[brougjht me in the hey to Valensiana, to my loorde Marques dwellinge 
.... ne, and I ham there in presuu and in payene.” Has also been 
employed by the White Rose in the Emperor’s lauds, to inquire touching 
their operations against France and the English expedition to Picardy ; 
“ item [to] loke wliate numbur of men the kyeng of Ingland [hath in his] 
governawnce and the Emprowr in hyssynto tell lords Stafford and Derby 
his mind. My lord of Albany y . . . , and they to raise a great power this 
summer in France, to land in Scotland. Has sent to inquire for four cap¬ 
tains, to meet in Lorraine.

2770. Intelligence from a French Spy. 

Calig.D.yui. Although they say the King is losing everything, both beyond the 

229 * mountains and in Brittany, he is determined to ruin his enemies, among 

B. M. others the king of England, whom he has sworn “ foy de gentilhomme” to 

undo; and whatever appointment may be made, you may be sure he will, for 
all the reports you hear. There are 6,000 francs archiers and adventurers in 
Normandy, ready to embark for Scotland at “ le chief de Can . . ,” which 
is between Picardy and Honfleur. Their captains are Moyc and the sieur 
de Etlan. There are fifteen (“qu[inze] ”?) ships to carry them, and four 
others to conduct them. The King has sent Lautrec to Guienne with a 
number of men, to aid those in Fontarabia, but that is no great matter. The 
duke of Ferrara is the King’s lieutenant beyond the mountains, and pro¬ 
mises to outdo all the French captains. The Venetians and Swiss have 
told the King to march on boldly, for the money of Venice will not fail him; 
but the King does not like to trust too much. All the losses beyond the 
mountains are owing to the mutual jealousies of the French captains. 
These have been the death of many good men ; for before Milan there re¬ 
mained monsieur de Gravillc, the son of the count de la Val, l’escuyer 
Bouc . . ., the sieur de Beauvais, “qui estaieut des mignons de . . . .” 
• * * When our men nnd the Swiss were defeated, the 

Grand Master, De Palice, and the treasurer Morele . . . [were sent] after 
the Swiss, who had returned to their country, to recall them to order; but 
the Swiss retained with them “qu . . . . cens mille escuz” aud the said 
lords as security for the rest of their pay, claiming wages for a double 
journey. 

The band of the Spaniards have sacked everything, plundered Genoa, 
and [retired] to Lucain, Lucorne and Belyssone, in order to close the pas¬ 
sages, and the French men-at-arms have been compelled to withdraw into 
Dauphine. I left the King at Lyons “ h la coste Saini Andr6.” There 
were with him 400 men-at-arms and 12,000 francs archiers and adven¬ 
turers, with some artillery. He was determined to return beyond the 
mountains, but his council would not suffer it, nor the ladies either. The 
plan is now to attack Artois and Hainault, and perhaps Guisnes and Calais. 
The thing for you is to pour down upon France. Wherever you throw 
yourself, you will carry all before you. All the commons are with you, and 
cry daily “ Vive le roy d’Angleterre.” The King’s mother has summoned 
the Constable (Bourbon) in Parliament to deliver to her the counties of 
Beaujolais and Chatelherault, at which he is displeased. Mischief will come 
of it. The Constable is much loved in * * *

After receiving his last letters, spoke to the Pope at large. He said 
he knew the King’s trouble and expense in sending Wolsey to Calais, and

liis labor to conclude the matter ; he considered also who was the breaker 
of the peace and author of these disturbances, which provoke the Turk to 
attack Christendom, and he knows well the subtilty, cavillation and in¬ 
constancy of the French, by his experience when he was in minoribus in 
Flanders, and cardinal and governor in Spain. He said he wrote the 
oftener to preserve peace, because of the danger of Rhodes, for if that 
island were taken the Pope could not stay in Rome, nor could any prince 
be in tranquillity, as it is the key of Christendom. Knows that he con¬ 
siders the honor of the King and of the Emperor as his own, and will 
show it when he sees the time. 

The Venetians will attack Cremona in the spring. They have promised 
Francis 4,0(K) horse, 6,000 foot, and half the wages of 20,000 Swiss. 
Francis has sent to them the bastard of Savoy. lie will fortify all his 
towns in Picardy, Normandy and Brittany, and invade Milan by way of 
Lombardy. The duke of Savoy will grant him a passage. The Emperor 
and duke of Milan have men but no money, for the victory of Naples cost 
700,000 ducats. The Pope has given 12,000 fl. to the Swiss ambassadors, 
and hns sent the bishop of Vdlaterra with Pace to exhort them to pence. 
Jeronimo Adorno, the ambassador from the Emperor and the duke of Milan 
to the Venetians, used such threatening language, that although they were 
minded to come to an agreement with the Emperor and the Duke, they 
immediately sent word to the French king that they would help him with 
all their power to recover Milan. Was told this by the Pope, and desired 
to transmit it to the King, lias sent a courier at his own cost, aiul 
directed the letters to Raynor do Bnrdis, in London, a Florentine merchant, 
a friend and servant to my lord l)e Medicis. The Pope will not openly dis¬ 
close his mind ut present, but thinks he will have occasion to do it soon. If 
anything prevent him, it will be his poverty, owing to the bad governance 
of Leo. If the French king come in person, Milan and all Italy is lost, for 
the Italians will do nothing without money. If he is well beaten in Italy, 
he is undone for ever. As the Emperor’s army is victorious, it is proposed 
to march into France through Provence, where there are no strong towns 
or fortresses to stop them. The French king esteems Milan more than 
Normandy, Picardy and Brittany, for which he is not to be blamed, for, if 
once he were lord of Italy, he would set little by any prince. 

The king of England’s name is great in Italy, and if he sets his hand 
to these matters they will be at an end. Money would be required, which 
neither the Pope nor the Emperor have. If Henry wishes to have his 
will, money should be sent over to the Pope and cardinal De Medicis. If 
Milan is taken, Naples and Sicily will go, and the Pope will be under 
French control. The cardinal of Audi (Ilauxitanus), legate of Avignon, 
(Francis Guillaume de Clermont,) is resident at Rome, and is daily plotting 
with those of the cardinals who are French at heart, the chief of whom is 
Volatcrra, a mortal enemy to De Medicis. S. Crueis, bishop of Ostia, a 
Spaniard, principal of the college, Trivultio and most of the others are 
French. De Medicis, Campeggio, Cibo, Armelimis and others are Impe¬ 
rials. The cardinal Sion was a great loss. His authority and magna¬ 
nimity were worth six of the adverse party. Cardinal Pctrucci, governor 
of Sene, a great friend of the Emperor, is also dead. 

If the King intends to provide money to defend the country, it must be 
done shortly, for the French will be on the move now they have gained the 
Venetians, who are delaying their answer to gain time for preparations. 
Troops have been sent by the Pope, assisted by the duke of Ferar, against 
Rimini, which has rebelled. The Duke’s son and a doctor, his ambas¬ 
sadors with the Pope, offer from him to assist the King here. He can do 
much against the Venetians. His father, Hercules, was knight of the Garter. 
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Advises the King to send it to the] son, nnd recommends Tlios. Tonge, 
York herald, a kinsman of his own, as tit to bring it, for he knows Italy well 
enough. . At Christmas, Emery Boynulx, a Freach knight, came from 
Rhodes, and told the Pope of the treason and death of the Chancellor, a 
Portuguese. A little succor of men and victuals would help them. 

* Has had no answer from Wolsey about the title of S. Cecilia, which is 
better than he thinks. “ It were pity to lose your right, which I am sure 
ye will not.” Wolsey must send a proxy and commission for his right 
to the said title. “ I know but few such in Rome.” Has commenced an 
action in Rota against a Roman “ who would have expelled de facto the 
right that your grace hath there.” Requires the proxy and commission 
to maintain it. Sends by the bearer, Symou, a Florentine, servant to De 
Medicis, the bull of confirmation for the first legateship, and the five years 
granted per breve. Urged that it should be granted for life, but the Pope 
said he could not do so now, but would make a grant of equal value in a 
short time. As to the other faculties, he will grant no more, for many 
princes desire a legate in their country, which the Pope will not hear of. 
This bu[siness was] passed extraordinary by a secret way. The consis¬ 
tory would not have passed it. Has rewarded the secret officers, but has 
givec nothing as yet to the Dataiy, either for this or for St. Alban’s. Am 
advised not to give him money, but other things, to the value of 100 ducats. 
He is most influential with the Pope, and very diligent in Wolsey’s matters. 
He regulates everything by his office, and by special favor. His name is 
John Engyfort, a Dutchman. The Pope expects an answer to the briefs. 
Wolsey can do him no greater pleasure than to write to him often. “ Of 
his age he is the most lusty man that ever I saw,” but at his arrival he was 
in. great danger of his life. 

As to the money he took in Spain nnd Rome, in the former he took 
700 ducats from a servant of the bishop of London, which he has often 
asked Wolsey to repay. Does not think any man who was ever sent from 
England was so often in danger of his life, or forced to spend so much ; or 
that any prince ever sent such a poor man so far on such important 
matters. Will do all he can “ but lie that hath no money in Rome is but 
a beast,” for no one will lend without caution or letters of exchange. IIus 
taken in Rome 1,000 ducats from a friend of De Medicis, and has promised 
to repay it in six months to Raynerde Hard is, at the rate of 45. 6d. a ducat. 
In the second week of Lent will be 800 ducats behindhand in his diet.". 
Has paid 100 ducats to the courier, and there will be another hundred for 
the Datary. Everything is too dear for him to live on his diets. Would 
not care if he had sufficient promotion to maintain himself. Will get no 
money from his benefices for a year, for he took it beforehand, on leaving 
England.

On the 16th Dec. Bluemantle arrived with a letter from the King 
B - to the Emperor, instructions for themselves, a copy of those to Sir Thomas 

Spinelly, the originals of which they had received from Touchett, his clerk; 
also copies of two letters of the King, with one of the Emperor to the 
Pope; copy of the Emperor’s letters to his ambassador in England ; 
copies of letters from Wolsey to the queen of Scotland and the duke 
of Albany, the articles of the said Duke, and withal a cipher. Hod 
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Sir Thos. Boleyn and Ric. Sampson to Henry VIII.— coni. 
informed the Emperor of the arrival of their letters. Next day declared 
to him their instructions, thanking him for the answers given to the Por¬ 
tuguese, of which they had already written, the Pope and the French king, 
and the promise of aid to Rhodes. The Chancellor said there was no 
longer occasion for such aid, as the Turk had departed. The Emperor 
expressed his satisfaction on their telling him the King’s desire to join him 
in an expedition against the Infidels ; says he will be ready for the expe¬ 
dition into France; and is satisfied with Henry’s answer to the Pope and 
Wolsey’s letters into Scotland. 

In regard to their proposal to make friends with the Venetians, the 
Chancellor says that Adurno is there with Pace, and has concluded a truce 
with them ; that part of the Swiss are still good Imperialists; and the 
Imperial ambassador, with the help of England, will detach them from the 
French cause, or use other remedies, of which they wrote to Wolsey. Showed 
him privately the article touching Bourbon. They offered to translate it, 
but found he had been made acquainted with it by Beawrayn. On the 19th 
Boleyn read it “in my poor French;” present Nassau, the Grand Master, 
and Mons. de la Schawte. Beawrayn's communication was much fuller 
than theirs. The Emperor will write to the King on that subject, but will 
deliberate as to his sister's marriage. They could get no other answer. 
On the 10th the Chancellor showed them the Emperor’s letters to Beato - 
rayn touching this matter , but refused to give a promise that full instruc- 
tions should be sent him. The Emperor w ill advertise his ambassadors of 
his resolution. 

Have less comfort of the Emperor now than at any other time. He 
complains of poverty, and declines to raise more than the ordinary number 
of men ;—makes many excuses;—says that half the expense of the duke 
of Bourbon should be borne by the King , and that one of his sisters has 
been promised to the duke of Saxony, with 200,000 florins, so that he must 
compound with “ the said Duke," and thinks he will be content with 
100,000, “ which the Emperor thinketh reasonable should be paid by you 
both." Has had word that Francis has promise of 20,000 Swiss, and 
intends to invade Italy. He is in treaty with the duke of Bourbon, pro¬ 
posing his marriage with Madame Reyny. The queen of Portugal is not 
coming. The King is in love with her, and will not suffer her. She has 
a daughter by the King's father, and therefore refuses him. Fontarabia 
has been revictualled, but with salt meat. Valladolid, 14 Jan. Signed. 

P.S.—On the 15th and 16th sent to John Almayne to expedite the 
post. On the 17th the Chancellor told them that he was in hopes of suffi¬ 
cient treasure to levy men for the war, though many opposed it; and that 
the Emperor will send full powers to Beawrayn, as desired. The Emperor 
promised him the same on the 18th. At mass with him on Sunday 19th. 
20th, the Chancellor told them there were men about the Emperor who en¬ 
deavored to change his mind. On 22nd, they are, by the Chancellor’s con¬ 
sent, to visit the Emperor for his final determination. The 24th, he assures 
them that the matter is in forwardness. Of the three Ambassadors sent to 
the Swiss, of which they wrote to Wolsey, two have been lost at sea, sc ., 
Raphael de Medicis and Scherlys de Acyer. The castle of Milan is in great 
distress for want of victuals. The Chancellor denies the report about the 
queen of Portugal, but acknowledges that the present King was in love 
with her, because they were to have been married first. The King his father 
would not suffer him to speak or come in her presence. Sunday the 25th, 
again urged the Emperor on the great matter. Have been shown a letter from 
the archbishop of Barrye touching the peace and the weakness of France. 
On the 2nd Feb. were with the Emperor going to church, who assured 
them that everything was ready, and that he had written his resolution to his

P.S.—Have written to the King of their fresh news. Last day of Feb.* 
the Pope’s ambassador Maximus Caracciolus was with them, assuring 
them the Emperor will never make peace without England. 2nd Feb. were 
with the Emperor. Have written to the King thereof. On the 5th with 
the Chancellor, who showed them the instructions for the ambassadors. 
He told them that if Fonterabia were once rendered, Bayonne would be 
easily gained.

the bishop is dead and another appointed. He said that Sampson ought 
to have received letters for the Emperor, with credence, but they have not 
arrived. Supposes Wolsey has forgotten them, owing to other business. 
Owes his position as ambassador to Wolsey’s goodness, and is desirous 
always to act for the King’s honor. Is in danger to divers for this journey, 
as he had no plate nor other things convenient, but has been assisted by

friends. Asks Wolsey to lend him 600 ducats of the money here payable to 
him, to procure silver “ vessaull,” for every mean man of any estimation is 
served with silver, mid Sampson, though possessing other plate, has no 
“ vessaull ” but of tin, which prevents him from entertaining personages of 
estimation.

Peter Vnnnes writes that Wolsey is glad to hear news from remote 
countries. Will write when there is anything worth telling. There is no 
news now except from Rhodes, which is being besieged for the seventh 
month, and is in great extremities. A Rhodian knight came here on 
14th Nov. to ask assistance. He says there are scarcely 3,000 of the 
defenders left; that the Turks press the siege, though they have lost 60,000 
men; that the plot of Andrew Maral, the next in authority to the Grand 
Master, to open the gates to them, >vns discovered, and he and his accom¬ 
plices put to death; that only 300 knights remain, but the women emulate 
the courage of the men. There is no doubt that if assistance were sent 
the Turk would raise the siege. The besieged dread famine far more than 
their enemies. They have nothing but bread and water. Wishes the 
King was nearer Rhodes. 

Letters from France mention the great preparations going on there for 
the invasion of Italy; but those who know the power of England think 
the French will have enough to occupy them at home. It is thought that 
now is the time for Henry to weaken the power of France. Wishes Henry 
■would send money to assist Italy, which is exhausted by the continuous 
war. Their army is not sufficient to meet the French. They will distri¬ 
bute it in fortified towns, and so harass them; but Italy will be laid waste 
unless Henry keeps the French in their own country, and Wolsey lays the 
foundations of a lasting ponce.

Galba, B. vn. Wrote last on the 12th. Had news this morning from Hoowstraat, 

214 - first, from Rome that the death is ceased. The Pope had heard that the 
B. M. Turk, having been repulsed in 17 assuults upon Rhodes, had withdrawn four 
miles. An Albanese, who stole out of the city, brought word that it could 
not hold out any time, and the Turk had returned and renewed the siege. He 
is still lying before it, though he has lost many of his Mamelukes, and it is 
hoped that by this time succors have arrived. It was also stated at Rome 
that the Hungarians had twice defeated the Turks, but no such news has 
been received by my Lady from the Archduke. 

On the Pope consecrating a sword, ns the custom is every year, when 
about to say the last collect, there fell a stone of 2 cwt. out of the vault 
above his head, and killed a Swiss of his guard ; “ howbeit his fatherh[ood] 
finished the ceremony, and -hath sent the said sword unto the [Emperor].” 
The merchants have received news that th[e Emperor] has before Fonte- 
rabia 10,000 men on the land side, and on the side towards the sea has 
made such a bastion that the besieged have no hope; and that a party had 
been surprised attempting to convey victuals into the town. On the fron¬ 
tier of Haynault the Burgundians have defeated 400 French foot and slain 
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their captain, and have taken a castle named Hiercclien. As to Terouenne, 
Fiennes lies still at Ayre, “ though some think it cost forlore,” as the 
Spaniards are not urgent to return to Spain. My Lady means to retain 
1,000 of them. Today I have a letter from Ilesdin, who has gone to Arras 
to see how it is provided with artillery. He says there is no report of any 
muster upon the French frontier, and that there never was greater poverty 
in France than now. Francis has cast merchants into prison for refusing to 
lend him money, and the duke of Vandome is replaced by the lord Pont 
Remy in the government of Picardy. 

I hear from Antwerp that the king of Denmark has lost Stockholm. 

The estates of the Low Countries are to meet at Malines this week. 
They are well disposed to supply money for the war, if they might be sure 
of the troops being paid, “ and so the poor tylmen saved uneaten.” They 
would grudge nothing if their men were paid like the King’s, so I think 
they would rejoice to hear nothing more than that the King had set afoot 
amongst them ; though they dare not speak out. Malines, 15 Jan. 1522.

216 . Mavnix to read certain articles of a letter from the Emperor’s ambassadors 

B. M. in England, containing the answer made by you to my Lady’s request for 

the defence of the frontier, in which you wondered she would put the 
Spaniards away when there was so much danger. You also complained 
that, the Scots had free trade with these countries, and that 200 or 300 tuns 
of French wine had this year been imported into the Low Countries by 
means of safeconducts. My Lady wondered how’ you had been informed of 
such things. Her reason for wishing to part with the Spaniards was, that 
these countries did not like to pay their money to foreign soldiers when 
they had plenty of their own ; and the service done by the Spaniards was 
not honorable or profitable, as their own captains confessed ; and she made 
her treasurer read a letter in Spanish from one of those captains, named 
Coroulle, saying she could not do better than let them go, for they were not 
worth keeping. She said I knew what had been done against the Scots, 
and what advantage they had gained by their truce with England ; adding 
that it could not be proved any Scotch ships had come or gone since the 
Emperor’s declaration. • I had told her that a Scotch ship was laden at 
Armewe for Scotland. She said she had sent thither,, and found that a 
Scot living in Armewe, a burgess of the town, had laden a hired vessel to 
send whither it should please him, provided it were not to France or Scot¬ 
land ; although she thinks the restriction as to Scotland unreasonable 
during the truce, of which truce no notice had been given to her from 
England as to its nature or duration. 

As to wine, she had devised safeconducts both to merchants and to lord 
Ravenstein and others, who desired a quantity for their own use ; that she 
herself had noue in her cellar (though she had been advised to give up 
Rhine wines, as she is subject to catarrh) till within these 14 days, when a 
load of wine was sent her from Cambray, a neutral city. She spoke so 
touchingly that Wingfield felt it like a reproach to himself for what he 
had written to England. Said he could not deny he had written whatever 
he had heard, and had not been made privy to the secret of the matter 
till then. Knew he had not said more than he was well informed of 
about the Scots and the safeconducts for wine, and that about the truce 
with Scotland he had told her all he knew himself. She took this answer 
in good part, and with laughing cheer, after her custom, fell to talk of 
other matters.

Last night my Lady sent me word that 
she had heard from a spy in France that La Palice was sent with 8,000 
foot and 500 spears to victual Fontarabia. He encamped on the river 
which passes tins side of the town, but the Spaniards surrounded him, 
defeated his army and slew him, and thus delivered Fontarabia. The spy 
says also that the news reached Francis at Paris, and he was not seen 
abroad or spoken with for five days after. 

I hear from those whom “ I have ordained to inquire of the king of 
Denmark’s affairs ” that Hamburgh and Lubeck, “ with the other steedds,” 
have sent into Almain for soldiers to finish the war with the said King 
this summer. Those who formerly favored him are less qu[ick] in his 
cause, “ for he is even more cruel than oo[nce], and also more ruled by his 
witch than ever he was.” 

Brussels, which has hitherto stood aloof, has now agreed with the rest 
of the estates, so that they now begin to meet. This assembly is for a 
special matter ; my Lady having written to all the nobles to be here on the 
6 th of February. When their advice has been had on all matters, the 
great assembly will meet on the 15th. Having written thus far, Marnix 
came from my Lady to tell me the answer she is now sending to the 
Emperor’s ambassadors touching their letter received on the 11th. It was 
only to the effect expressed in my former letter, as shown me by my Lady’s 
own mouth, except that she desires to show the King that if he will send 
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one to these parts to see what ships there are, and choose such as he thinks 
fit to serve him, he shall have them. 

Count de Bure and Berghes have recovered, and are expected at this 
. great assembly. Hesdin has come from Arras, and says he has received 
a letter from de Bure, urging him to quicken Master Hans in finishing the 
Emperor’s artillery, for he trusts this summer to make amends for keeping 
his bed last summer. Hesdin says, while he was on the frontiers he heard 
nothing of any assembly in France, or any rumor, except of their extreme 
poverty, and that the duke of Bourbon was to marry the lady Ren£e, aud 
pass with an army into Italy, which he does not believe. The duke of 
Albany and Ric. de la Pole were both about the French king, who 
intended to send them to Scotland, although Hesdin could not imagine 
where good soldiers were to be found in France. If Palice and his com¬ 
pany be slain, “ I think that France shall have tow enough on the rock, 
though they seek not for more work and cost in Scotland or Italy.” If 
they do, I trust they shall speed as well this year as they did last in Italy.

The grand seueschal of Normandy, the 
sieur d’Alemjon, and the sieur de Moye are in Normandy, raising forces to 
send into Picardy. 6,000 lanzknechts are there already, to guard the 
towns. They have deliberated to destroy the pale of Calais, and Pontremy 
has charge under the duke of Vendosme to manage it. The King has 
offered 15,000 francs to get the great ship Francois and the great ship of 
Honfleur out of harbour. lie is making great preparations to seud a force 
of Lombards into Scotland. The two ships will be sent into B[asse] 
Bretagne, where the vidasme of Chartres, the duke of Albany and Blanche- 
rose, will be ready to make a descent upon Ireland. 

There is a lord in Ireland, who, by means of a French merchant, has ar¬ 
ranged to supply the army with victuals at any spot they please. This mer¬ 
chant has been three times in Ireland. He traffics in hides, and gains over 
many. The king of France supplies the money. The French archers and 
adventurers refuse to brave the sea.

burned theirs. A Breton merchant says he never saw such a preparation 
for war, and tells him, as a great secret, that the Breton merchants are 
sworn to tell no news. Another, of St. Malo, says the ships that went to 
Fontarabia have returned, being unable to enter the town, and that the 
Emperor keeps up the siege. 

Four days agon little vessel came from Mourleys with an honest merchant, 
who said that a great many ships from the New Haven are coming to Brest, 
where the great ship of Scotland and the great ships of B[ritanny] are. He 
told me the French had sent several ships with victuals to Fontarabia, and 
they found the siege laid for 15 . . . before the river. Notwithstanding, they 
thought they should enter, “ mes .... on avait k fondre de grandes houlcques 

dedans la riviere quo.et touts iceulx navires de France se 

en ret.leurs vitailles, esperants les p.prest.”

taken by land to Fontarabia. This is not certain, but the town is victualled 
till Christinas. All the ships of France and Britanny are retained for war, 
which is well for us who have licences for merchandise. It is said that 
the Emperor offered to the captain of Fontarabia permission to go out with 
bag and baggage, if he would deliver the town ; but he refused, saying he 
would make no composition if it cost him his life, but that now, from want 
of victuals, he had intended to surrender, if one of his sons had not reminded 
him that the King would deprive him of his offices and pensions if he did. 

It is said that Francis will send Albany to Scotland with a large army. 
Three weeks ago those of this island counted more than 90 ships which had 
passed westward toward Britanny. It is not known if they were ships 
of Britanny which had passed in several fleets to go to Rouan, and were 
returning, or others that were going to Bordeaux, “ et au seil,” or the French 
ships that were going to Brest. I hear that many French ships have 
arrived at Brest. There come often to Jersey little boats with * * * 

“ en ey envoie it querir pour la vitaillement de la place.” Two young mer¬ 
chants have come to buy sheepskins and wool, and I have promised that 
if they will do what I desire them they shall have liberty to sell and buy 
as much as they please. I have given them money, and told them what to 
do, to enquire all the news of France. They will go hence to Rouen to 
buy merchandise, so as to avoid suspicion, and will return to this island. 1 
wish you could obtain a safeconduct from the King for one or two boats 
of Normandy to carry cider and wine. By them I should be able constantly 
to gather news, and you would be able to send into Normandy with security. 
A letter has been shown me by Brouttelande, a servant of two Rouen mer¬ 
chants, from his employers, stating that they have liberty to bring all sorts 
of merchandise to the islands, except contraband of war, and if they have 
a safeconduct from you, valid for Spaniards and Flemings, they will bring 
French wines and all other merchandise. Desires permission to send “ des • 
rees, qui est poesso[n] sec,” of which there are plenty in this island, to 
the Bretons and Normans, 'as he cannot send them at present anywhere but 
to Jersey. 

There has come here this 1st of February a boat of St. Malo, de¬ 
siring to know from me if they shall have justice and restitution for the 
wrongs done by Trublevillc and his companions, and if they may come 
here henceforth without danger.

making assemblies at Brest and Hable Neuf. They are at work every day 
on the fortification of the castle. I have taken two new gunners into wages. 
They want more saltpetre to make powder. There are forty men of the 
island, archers and arbalestiers, sworn to come to the castle whenever I 
order them, or they see a fleet, or hear a gun fired. They are doing their 
duty in the island, fortifying their boulevards and making good watch day 
and night. I have bought the artillery that has come from Flanders, and 
put it into the hands of the workmen who make the guns. 

They are in great dread of the French, on account of the mischief done by 
Trubleville to the merchants. The men of the island are much displeased 
at the complaint made by Trubleville against the island, since he left it 
nud went to the King. They showed him perfect cordiality in the island, 
and he has done all he could against it. They think he was here for a bad 
purpose. He remained a full month watching the harbour, where he has 
done great mischief, both to the King’s subjects and to strangers. I warned 
him in a friendly way, then threatened, and then arrested him and put him 
and his petty captains in the castle, telling him I would keep him there 
until I knew the King’s pleasure, if he did not restore the goods he had 
plundered ; on which they promised on their faith to make restitution, and 
I let them go.

The said Thonyn then went to him, and told [him] that if the 
King’s army, being on this side the [sea], had passed over, Monstereul and 
Am[yens] would have fled without awaiting them ; that they were con¬ 
veying their goods into the high country, and also those of Corbie, and if the 
King’s army in returning had marched on, Boulogne could not have held 
out. The duke of Albany is shortly to go to Scotland with 500 men-at-arms, 
5,0Q0 foot and a great sum of money. Cannot tell the day, but will inquire, 
and inform Thonyn when he next comes to him, which will be on the 
14th Feb. When the English were to have made an incursion at Odingham 
in Picardy, the French were ready at Monstereul to have fallen upon them with 
1,200 men-at-arms and 8,000 or 9,000 foot, to cut the road between Boulogne 
and our Pale, where they heard that our men intended to make a sally. 
The French king intended to send Bourbon beyond the mountains with 
10,000 men-at-arms and 10,000 foot, but the Duke refused, being displeased 
on account of a wrong done him in a lawsuit between him and the mother 
of Francis.

But all must be as God wills, who has allowed him to 
recover after lying two days for dead, “ and likewise to have taken all his 
limbs and senses, as those in all his one side, sight and other, as it is said ; 
in so much that, as touching his own person, either in wit or activity for 
the war, he is not like to do any great feat. Such is the power of God to 
punish when and as it pleaseth Him.” If he has been, as is said, the 
occasion of the Turk’s enterprises, he has well deserved these touches in 
his person and in the slaughter of his army in Spain. Three days ago 
news was received at Antwerp, from Venice, that Rhodes had surrendered 
on the 20th Dec.; life and goods saved, and ten days allowed to the 
besieged to go out; which is not yet confirmed, and, it is hoped, is untrue. 
No other news. A courier came yesterday from Spain, but his letters 
were nine weeks old, and do not show what I trust the King and you will 
know before these arrive ; for though it is certain the French have suffered 
great loss in men and ships, “yet the halting man is not come hither, 
though I trust verily he is now with the King’s highness and your grace 
hitherward.” 

Last night my Lady supped with the cardinal of Liege, where were the 
bishop of Utrecht, Raven stein, Be vers, Fauconberg, Howstjate and others. 
I was present, and heard that the king of Denmark had sent to my Lady 
for money (his Queen’s dower being in arrear), and for licence to pro¬ 
cure sail-cloths, cables, anchors and gunpowder. I advised my Lady 
against it, considering the favor he bears to France and Scotland. She 
says she has refused the licence desired, on the ground that the Emperor 
required munitions in these parts. Thus I hope this wicked King will 
failfor a shipmaster in Zealand tells me his ships cannot stir without 
such provision, and that the Easterlings lie at siege before Stockholm, 
which he thinks cannot long hold out. I have a letter from John Jenkins, 
of whom I formerly wrote (who sent the messenger from Cambray to 
Bresse in Britanny), stating that he has finished his business.

They 
are likely to be punished for it, as the Turk now hangs upon their necks. 
60,000 Turks fell at Rhodes. There hns been a great loss of the knights. 
The French had intercepted two of their vessels laden with provisions. 
Will learn from.the rest of the news about the siege of Rhodes.

2841. Siege of Rhodes. 

“A brief relation of the siege and taking of the city of Rhodes by 
sultan Soliman, the Great Turk ; translated out of French into English, at 
the motion of the Rev. lord Thos. Dockwray, great prior of the order of 
Jerusalem, in England, in the year 1524.” 

Rhodes was the only place in Levant that warred agaiust the Turk. 
jSelim, father of Soliman, left an injunction in his will to his son, to attack 
Belgrade first, and Rhodes afterwards. He had sent thither a Jewish phy¬ 
sician as a spy, who remained after his death, and gave word of all that 
happened to Soliman. The Chancellor, Andrew de Rlerall, a Portuguese, 
also endeavored to betray the town, from envy at the election of Philip 
de Villiers Lisleadain, as Grand Master, after tho death of Fabricius 
de Caretto, and sent a message to Constantinople, to say that part of tho 
wall was taken down, that they had a new Grand Master, and were in 
trouble by reason of some Italian knights, so that he had the best possible 
opportunity for attacking the island. The reports of the army which the 
Turk was preparing against Rhodes were not believed in the island, but 
the Grand Master diligently repaired the defences, and laid in provisions, 
although the Great Commander, Gabriel de Poramerolles, the Turcoplier, 
Sir John Bourgh, an Englishman, and the Chancellor, told him to take no 
thought about it, for the town was well stored. Wine was obtained with 
great difficulty from Candia, and the corn in the island wns cut when half- 
ripe. The captains of several ships which passed were induced to come 
in for the defence of the town. Musters were held in May. The men of 
the town were 3,000 or 4,000, besides 1,500 or 2,000 villagers.

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Siege of Rhodes— cont . 

On the 8th May, a letter was received from Soliman, announcing his inten¬ 
tion to take the town, and offering to protect the knights, aud receive them into 
his service, if they would surrender; to which they would give no answer, 
hut that he should be received with good strokes of artillery. On the 14th 
June, the Turks, with 30 galleys, landed on the isle of Lango, belonging to 
the religion, and were driven back to their ships by the prior of St. Giles, 
Mcssire Pre John de Bidoux. The fleet consisted of 30 galliasses, 103 
galleys, 15 taffours, 20 fusts, 64 great ships, 6 or 7 galleons and 30 galleres. 
The Turks landed on the island on the 24th, and on the same day the Great 
Master sent Sir Claude Dansoyville, called Villiers, and Sir Loys de Sidonia, 
a Spaniard, in a brigantine, to the Pope and the Emperor, to ask for succor. 
After the celebration of ]>ontifical mass in the church of St. John Baptist, 
the Great Master presented the keys of the town to St. John, beseeching 
him to take it in his keeping. On the 8th July the Turkish women slaves 
were discovered in a plot to set fire to the town at the first assault. The 
Turkish artillery consisted of 6 cannons perriers, shooting a stone of ft., 
15 pieces of iron, for stones, of 5 or 6 spans, 14 great bumbards, for stones 
of 11 spans, and a great number of smaller pieces and handguns, including 
12 potguns, that shot stones upwards “ to make murder of people, which is 
a thing very inhuman and fearful,” and little used amongst Christians. The 
same guns shot sometimes bullets of brass or copper, full of wild fire, which 
flamed forth in the air, and broke when they fell on the ground. On the 
24 th, Gabriel Martinengo and two other captains came to their assistance. 
The trenches were worked by 1,500 Turkish slaves, who did great service. 
The Great Turk arrived in person on the 25th. On the 15th August the 
Jewish physician, John Baptista, was executed for his treason. The besiegers 
constructed mounds of earth against the gates of Auvergne and Spain, and the 
gate of Italy, 10 or 12 feet higher than the walls. The steeple of St. John’s 
church was beat down, but the guns on St. Nicholas’ tower shot so well 
that the mantlets against them did not remain whole for an hour, and the 
Turks durst only shoot at night. Within a month the wall of England and 
Spain was beat down even with the barbican. Martinengo, who had been 
received into the order, and made first ancient of the Italian nation, made 
traverses upon the walls, and set guns to defend the breaches. The Turks 
trusted chiefly to their mines, of which it is said there were sixty. Many 
were met and destroyed, but on the 4th Sept, two were fired, at the postern 
of Spain and Auvergne, and at the bulwark of England. The latter was 
cast down, and the enemies made an assault with handguns, but were 
repulsed with the loss of 1,000 or more. Another breach was made in the 
wall of Spain, and the same day Gabriel de Pommerolles died from a fall off 
the wall. On the 9th Sept, another attack was made on the bulwark of 
England, and a mine fired : about 2,000 Turks were slain. And on the 17th 
they made another assault, in which Sir John Bourgh was killed with a 
handgun, while taking a standard from the enemy. Pre John was also 
shot through the neck, but recovered. On the 24th, the bulwark of Spain 
was lost, and won again. Sir Francis de Trenolz was killed, and Messire 
John de la Touz aud Sir Wm. Weston were wounded. 

After this assault, the Turk thought to put his captain, Mustapha 
Basha, to death, but was dissuaded, and sent him to Cairo. The janissaries 
refused to fight any more, and almost all the captains advised the Turk 
to go away, but Merall wrote to them of the state of the town, which 
induced them to continue the siege. On the 17th October they got into 
the barbican, at the bulwark of England, and won the foot of the wall. 
The plain of ground of Spain was won, for lack of gunshot, at the 
end of November. A few days after, a Genoese came to speak with 
a merchant of the town, and said he had a letter from the Grand Signior 
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for the Lord Master, who refused to receive it, and forbade any one to 
speak with him. The people of the town, however, heard of it, and 
they sent in a petition to the Grand Master to surrender, which it was 
agreed to do, if possible, as provisions and men were failing. Soon after, 
a letter was sent by the Turk, offering to let all the people go with their 
goods and jewels, if the town was yielded; ih answer to which Sir 
Passin and Robt. de Perru.se, judge ordinary, were sent to him, and a truce 
was taken for three days, during which the enemy came to our repairs, and 
spoke and drank with our folk. The Turk denied having written to the 
Grand Master, but made similar offers to those in the letter. Sir Passin 
was entertained that day and the next by Acmek Bnsha, who told him that 
64,OCX) men had been slain, and 40,000 or 50,000 died of sickness. On their 
return the commons refused to yield, as they had not been consulted. Other 
ambassadors were sent to ask for longer delay, but the Turk immediately 
broke the truce by ordering a fresh assault ; and as the people of the town, 
after a day or two, refused to serve at the trenches, the Great Master finally 
determined to yield, on the 28th Dec., the Turk promising free leave to all 
to go away or stay, as they chose, the latter not to pay tribute for five years, 
and offering them ships to carry them away. Twenty-four knights were 
given as hostages, and a band of janissaries sent into the town to keep it, 
who plundered houses, took all the silver vessels with which the sick were 
served in the hospital called the Fermorie, destroyed all the tombs and 
images in the churches, &c. The Great Master himself went to the Turk 
the day after Christmas, and was well treated, and assured that the promises 
should be kept.

Galba, B. vn. Wrote last on the 18th, but omitted to enclose the letter from John 

247. Dymok which I mentioned, and therefore send it now. 

B. M. John Jenkins of Antwerp, whom I said I expected on the 18th, only came 

this morning. I have sent him with a letter to you, and he has returned to 
Antwerp, intending to cross with the first wind. Was with the cardinal of 
Liege this morningi He expects that the Estates, now assembled here, 
will grant provision for 4,000 horse and 10,000 foot. He has helped to 
settle the differences between the lords here and lord Hoowstrate, for the 
seizure of Ravestein’s lands in Holland, and Beevyrs’ in Flanders. Berghes 
was angry with Hoowstrate for the seizure of Beevyrs’ land, and Ravestein 
“ hath not failed to speak right largely.” The Cardinal has greatly helped 
to bring the Estates to better purposes than they would' have come to of 
themselves, “ for surely it is very hard to lead things to good purpose by 
governors which be not loved or esteemed.” 

The Cardinal received letters of the 8th from Rome, making no mention 
of the loss of Rhodes. The letters speak of the peril of the French king, 
both by a fall from his horse and by the stroke of another bearing beast, 
“ of which he shall never be whole ; for, ns it is said, the disease is broken 
out in his leg beneath the knee, where courses been both dangerous and 
uneasy to heal, and with the fall one of his arms is in such case that he is 
not like to help himself with that this year.” 

He had also news from Nuremberg, where the Archduke had taken much 
pains to reconcile the card, of Mayence, the archbp. of Treves, the count 
Palatine, the landgrave van Hessen and Fras. van Seken, but to no pur¬ 
pose, “ so that they are determined to set the said Francisque and his 
adherents beside the stool.” 

After this I rode to court, and spoke with Hoowstrate in the chamber 
of finances. He trusted the Estates would do their duty to their Emperor, 
but told me no particulars. In the other matters, he confirmed the Car¬ 
dinal’s statements, and said the French were assembling on the frontiers of 
Ilainault. He professed not to have heard about the ambassador w r ho came 
last night from Denmark, which may be so, for he arrived late, and is a 
doctor with only four or five servants, though they call him chancellor of 
Denmark.

Vit. B. v. 137. “The King’s and the [Emperor’s affairs] here’’are now come to 

B. M. such a pass, that he must despatch this courier himself in order that snch 
things as cannot be at present concluded may be advanced by the King’s 
and Wolsey’s letters, and by conferences with the Venetian ambassador in 
England. On the representations of Pace and the Emperor’s ambassadors 
the Venetians have laid aside all craft and dissimulation, and have chosen 
three wise and discreet men to treat with them. They have even given up 
the condition on which they insisted, for the restitution of the towns taken 
from them by Maximilian, and made answer that they are willing to dis¬ 
solve the league with France and make a new league with the Emperor, 
binding themselves to maintain at their own charge 800 men-at-arms and 
6,000 foot against any invasion of Milan by the French king. The Im¬ 
perial ambassadors have agreed with them upon this league, not requiring 
them to break with France in any other case, as their territory does not 
border upon France by land or sea. A difficulty, however, is made about 
an aid demanded for the defence of Naples, which they said was not 
mentioned to their ambassador in the Imperial court, aud could not be 
granted, because, while employed in the defence of Naples, they might lose 
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their dominions at home. The Imperial ambassadors said they would he 
contented with aid in money, but the Venetians would not agree. Three 
days afterwards, however, they granted the Emperor for the defence of 
Naples 10 galleys as strongly armed as could be devised, at their own cost. 
The Imperial ambassadors said they had no commission to accept a less 
aid for Naples than for Milan. This is one difficulty. Another is about 
“ a recognition to be made to the said Emperor ” of 500,000 ducats. The 
Venetians offer 200,000, to be paid in 10 years, but the ambassadors are 
dissatisfied both with the smallness of the sum and the delay of the payment. 
Pace thinks, if they could have 60,000 or 100,000 paid at first, [they would 
make no difficulty about the resijdue ; and if the King and Wolsey would 
help by sending letters hither, and by conferring with the Venetian ambas- 
sador in England, it would make for the King’s purpose, for he is informed 
by Hieronymo Adorno that all the money that can be got here at the first 
payment will be employed this summer in an expedition against Provence, 
where France is ill defended. 

Has been asked to write for a commission to promise that the King will 
be conservator of the peace to be concluded here, and mediator in any 
difficulties that may arise. The Pope has promised to send a like com¬ 
mission to Campeggio’s brother, who is come hither as his ambassador. 
He has also written to the Signory in favor of the Emperor’s causes. The 
French ambassador here has fallen into a frenzy, perceiving that the Signory 
will forsake his master. It is said Francis feels the matter very sore, and 
has spoken many opprobrious words to the Venetian ambassador. He has 
reason to feel it, “ for he loseth hereby all the reputation he had in Italy,” 
and what he loses the Emperor and his friends gain. Letters from France 
say that the French king constantly meditates an enterprise by way of 
Scotland, and that he lately told the Venetian ambassador to write hither 
that he would be in Italy early in the spring, if Albany performed half his 
promises to him. Jerome Adorno has a commission from the Emperor to 
conclude with the duke of Ferrara on the restoration of Modena and Reggio 
for a sum of money, on condition of the Duke’s forsaking the French. The 
Duke is nearly agreed, but cannot enter the treaty openly without the con¬ 
sent of the Pope, who pretends to some interest in the matter, and will 
not as yet agree to it, though the Emperor has written to him to do so. 
The King should advise the Pope to comply with the Emperor’s wishes. 
We shall soon leave the French king without a friend, “ et nulla penna 
qua volet Gallo relinquetur.” Desires leave to speak with the Duke him¬ 
self on his departure, for Ferrara is on his way. Venice, ‘‘thisFriday of 
February.” 

P.S.—Is desired by the Senate to write that nothing has so much induced 
them to this agreement with the Emperor as their wish to continue in per¬ 
petual amity with England. They certainly appear to hold the King in 
high estimation.

peace, amity and mo[ney] to be given to the Emperor as above, they thus 
did under this condition that the Emperor’s ambassadors and I should labor

The ambassadors wrote 
immediately to the Pope, whose answer arrived last night, stating that he 
consents to do so, which is a great furtherance to our matters.

The ambassadors have asked Pace to desire the King “ to write 
• * * [arrilvidde here comen from the Rhodes, who hath 

showed to this signory ” that although 50,000 Turks were slain at the sieges, 
and the treason wrought within by the Chancellor had been discovered, for 
which he has been put to death, the town was still in jeopardy; but that 
even 500 men sent thither in time would cause the Great Turk to retire, as 
he only seeks such an occasion to depart with honor. The said Chancellor 
caused letters to be shot out of the town, bound to the arrows of a crossbow, 
to inform the Turk of all that was done within. The treason was dis¬ 
covered by a woman. 1,200 of the Rhodians are slain. 

Has just been informed that letters have been received from Naples that 
a knight of Rhodes had arrived there to hasten the sending of succors, 
stating that 100,000 Turks had fallen by the sword or by sickness; among 
them 7,000 Janissaries, which is a severe loss to them, as they cannot supply 
horsemen so easily as foot. Their whole number of horse was not 11,000. 
Seventeen ships have left Naples for Rhodes with 4,000 good men, victuals 
and artillery. The weather is here so fair, that it is hoped they will 
arrive soon. A courier has just come with a copy of a letter to the viceroy 
of Naples, from a captain who came from Rhodes in great haste, stating 
that the Great Master had been compelled to surrender the town, on con¬ 
dition that he and the knights should depart with bag and baggage within 
ten days. This composition was made on the 21st Dec. “I pray God 
send us better tidings, for this is very sorrowful.” 

* * * “We will labour here in the [best way] we can 

to bring these matters to an end, and in the meantime look for aid from the 
King and your grace ; the said aid to be used in case that we shall not agree.” 
This help must consist in two points ; first, to induce the Venetians to give 
as much aid to the Emperor for the defence of Naples as they agree to give 
for Milan; 2dly, to induce them to give 300,000 ducats to the Emperor, 
if it may be ; if not, to make the first payment of 200,000 ducats large, “ as 
I have before written”; and as they have offered ten galleys for the defence 
of Naples, to induce them to add ten more. Rather than the matter should 
fail, the King might take something upon him as mediator, even if it were 
contrary to the Emperor’s commission.

All the world knows the zeal of the late King and Queen Catholic 
(Ferdinand and Isabella) in behalf of the Catholic faith, whose footsteps 
Katharine has followed. Is writing to the King her husband touching the 
oppression of Christendom by the loss of Rhodes. Begs she will give effect 
to his exhortations like a good Catholic, and induce him to peace, or at 
least some good truce, by means of which the power of the Turk may be 
repressed.

2849- [Adrian VI. to Wolsey.] 

After exhibiting his letters to the King and Queen, the Cardinal 
must inform them of the unfortunate loss of Rhodes, of which they have no 
doubt already heard. This and Belgrade were the outworks of Christendom, 
and now they are lost the Turk will with greater ease conquer Hungary, 
Sicily and Italy, and place the rest of Christendom and^ England itself in 
the greatest danger. He must show what a disgrace it would be if the 
see of the vicar of God were taken by them, owing to the dissensions of 
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Christian princes, and the danger of Hungary, in which Henry is concerned 
by his connexion with the Emperor, whom he ought to assist, especially as 
it is well known that he is provided with ships and men, while Sicily and 
Italy are exhausted by war, and, considering themselves oppressed by the 
Emperor’s viceroys, would not offer much resistance to the Turks. 

Recommends public prayers and processions in England, on account of 
the sins of Christendom. Henry should act up to his title of Defender of 
the Faith against the present dangers, which are of more consequence than 
the schism, which he has almost extinguished. The first step should be a 
general peace, the report of which would restrain the Infidels from their 
attack, and give time to prepare for an invasion to recover from them what 
they have already taken. If a peace is objectionable, a truce for some years 
might be taken, to which the King could make no difficulty, as his affairs 
are in the best state, and it would be stipulated that things should remain 
as they now are. Rome would be the best place to negotiate it, because 
the ambassadors arc there, and on account of the distrust felt by the sove¬ 
reigns towards each other, and the difficulty of finding a mediator, a func¬ 
tion which ought to belong to the Pope. Wishes Henry to send a mandate 
to his ambassador, with power to conclude a truce. If he refuse, Wolsey 
must tell him that Christendom does not deserve so badly of him as to be 
deserted at such a time, and to be refused such a small favor. Adrian also 
deserves as much consideration as his predecessor Leo. Has written to the 
same effect to Francis and the Emperor. The delay in writing arises from 
the doubt felt as to the truth of the reports about Rhodes. The last ac¬ 
count states that the Grand Master, with the knights, had gone to Candia, 
while the Turk is repairing his fleet. The English ambassador should 
have power, not only to bind Henry to keep the truce, but also to declare 
himself enemy to those who break it.

in my letter of the 21st had come hither, being so informed by a man of 
Dordrayght who travelled thence in his company, left Antwerp yesterday 
for Calais on his way to the King. He is Dr. Alixsaundyr, the Scotch 
doctor of physic, who was here with the king of Denmark. Eely says he 
would rather have gone to Scotland, if ho could have found shipping, and 
will if possible go thither under the King’s safeconduct. 

I received yesterday, from Wm. Semper, your letters dated Westra., 
4th inst., bidding me procure such writings from my Lady to her officers and 
subjects as will be necessary for the provision of the things which Semper 
has to purvey to the King. I sent to my Lady to ask an audience, and was 
appointed to be with her at five o’clock. She not only answered favorably, 
but called the Archbishop, who acts as Chancellor, and bid him take infor¬ 
mation of what was required, and then send out sufficient writings. I sent 
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Sir Robt. Wingfield to [Wolsey]— cont . 
him an information this morning, and I hope the matter will be sped shortly. 
Semper has meanwhile gone to Antwerp on the same business. There is 
no news worth writing.

day in French; and, notwithstanding the great business by reason of the 
meeting of the general assembly this week, the Audiencer has been so dili¬ 
gent, that on the 26th I delivered to Sempere a fair commission under the 
Emperor’s seal, authorizing him to do his business as fully as if for the Em¬ 
peror. On the 24th a proposition was made, in presence of my Lady, the 
cardinal of Liege, and the estates spiritual and temporal, by the president of 
Malines, of which I enclose a copy. Although it lasted a long time, I 
was told my Lady spent half an hour in showing her mind, and adding 
points that had not been touched upon, in a manner ihat excited general 
admiration. Next day an answer was made by the estates, reciting the 
principal points of the former proposition, with thanks to the Emperor and 
my Lady, and requesting a respite till the 20th March, when they hoped to 
make an answer agreeable to the Emperor. The timo was abridged by 
four days, and a peremptory answer is to be made on the 16th. Every one 
here is well disposed to help the Emperor. 

The cardinal of Liege left on Wednesday, but will be here by the 16th. 
This morning I was with Hochstrate, who told me that the gentleman of 
Lorraine, who informed my Lady of the French king’s intention to send 
12,000 men with Ric. de la Pole into Scotland, now writes again from 
Ghent that everything is ready for De la Pole’s passage. There is no other 
news of what the French king means to do. Seven vessels sent by the 
viceroy of Naples to Rhodes had arrived in safety. Two men of Holland 
who were sent to the king of Denmark in embassy, and detained a long time, 
causing the Danes here to be arrested until they were liberated, have 
returned, and state that the embassy from Denmark, now on its way to 
England, is sent to treat of peace for the Scots. The king of Denmark 
sees that, if the war continue, he can have no help against the Easterlings, 
either from the Emperor, the French king or the Scots. I have spoken with 
a man who came from Denmark 14 days after Christmas, who says their

have often written to know the Emperor’s mind, but can get no answer; 
for he cannot send letters by land, and those by sea are often intercepted by 
French pirates. They have also asked the advice of the viceroy of Naples 
and the duke of Sessa, ambassador in place of don John Manuel, but both 
declined to meddle in such matters. Another difficulty is the restitution of 
Venetians banished for serving Maximilian against their country. The 
Emperor’s ambassadors insist on the restitution of their property, while the 
Venetians will not restore more than a fourth. Was present at the discus¬ 
sion, and said it would be to the Emperor’s eternal disgrace if he had not 
respect to those who had endangered themselves for his sake ; that it was de 
jure gentium, and usual in such conclusions, while if they refused they 
would be reputed barbari potius quam viri civiles. To this they made no 
answer, but deferred it for further deliberation. 

By letters from Messina finds that the succors sent to Rhodes have re¬ 
turned, hearing that the place was surrendered. There has been no letter 
from the Grand Master since 21 Dec. It is rumored that he and his knights 
have gone to Candia, and intend to come to Messina, while the Turk has 
returned to Constantinople.

2863. Wolsey to Pace. 

Knows by his letters from Venice, the last of which was dated 1 Feb. 
now past, the present state of affairs, and how he has succeeded in his 
commission. After long delay the Duke and Signory of Venice have at 
last determined to abandon France, and conclude a reasonable treaty, which 
is in good train, except certain points mentioned in the said letters, which 
will be easily settled by the King’s mediation. Has shown the letters to 
the King, who thanks Pace for all he has done. The difficulties now con¬ 
sist in two things : 1, the money demanded by Mr. Jeronymo Adorno to 
be paid to the Emperor by the Venetians ; 2, the assistance to be given by 
them for the defence of Naples. On receipt of Pace’s letters, the King sent 
for the ambassadors of the Emperor and of Venice, and exhorted them, as 
they had no power to treat, to do all they could by writing, stating what was 
his advice for the weal of all parties. Supposes that they have done so ; but 
lest such an important matter fail for any small difficulty, as the King would 
gladly be mediator between the Emperor and Venice, Pace is to do all he can 
to bring this treaty to a good conclusion. Is to show the Duke and Senate the 
following great and good effects which will ensue if they (whose neutrality 
has thus emboldened the French king to persist in sowing more and more 
discords in Christendom) were once fairly knit with the Emperor, and their 
declaration made against France. The French king has always endeavored 
to keep asunder the Emperor and Venice, using the latter for furtherance 
of his malicious purposes, and putting them to excessive cost to promote 
variance in Italy for his particular ambition. But when he is once ex¬ 
pelled from Milan, and the Venetians allied to the Emperor, they and all Italy 
will prosper,-being delivered from French tyranny, “ the great power and 
strength of the Turks (enemies to Christ’s Faith), and the extremity, de¬ 
bility and weakness of Italy by means of the said division, well and substan¬ 
tially pondered.” On the other side, he is to insist with Messer Jeronimo, 
reminding him of the present state of the Emperor’s affairs, the advantage 
it will be to gain the Venetians, and the danger if they again join the 
French. The Pope being unfurnished with riches, the duchy of Milan 
exhausted of men and money, the Swiss prone to lean to the French, and 
the other potentates of Italy not yet conformed to the Emperor’s devotion, 
both Milan and Naples would be in great danger if the Venetians were 
lost. Considering the need he has to establish Naples, Genoa, Milan and all 
Italy from the French, the Emperor should “ take the time offered without 
any sticking upon the said small points.” 

If they cannot agree with Pace’s mediation, he is to make overture for a 
mean way to be devised and agreed between them, showing the Venetians 
that as they are agreed about Milan, Naples can be in no danger, so that 
the assistance required by the Emperor for Naples would be in no way 
chargeable to the Venetians ; and if it were invaded by the Turks, Venice 
alone would not be called to its aid, but all Christian princes would be forced 
to put their hands to it. If there is no other remedy, he shall propose a mean 
way between both; the Venetians to send 20 galleys to the assistance of 
Naples; and if they cannot agree upon the sum of money, he is to “modify 
their extremities by good exhortation,” moving the Senate to give at least 
100,000 ducats in hand, and the rest at convenient days, considering the 
Emperor intends to employ it upon the invasion of Languedoc. He is also 
to exhort Jeronimo to accept it for the reasons before specified. The King 
has written to the Pope about the things which concern his interests and 
those of the duke of Ferrara, and hopes that he will agree to the treaty. 
Pace is to tell the Venetians that the King has discharged the arrest upon

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their galleys and the goods of their merchants (though against the advice of 
some of his council), giving express commands to his officers to permit them 
to pass as freely and quietly as they have ever done. This favor ought to be 
by them thankfully accepted and substantially regarded. After the enlarging 
of the said galleys, as the King was sending certain ships of war out of 
Portsmouth Haven, which lacked certain pieces of artillery, “ I of myself, 
without any consent of their ambassadors here resident, or the patrons of the 
galleys, willing, for the love that I bore them, to show a confirmation of their 
good minds towards the King’s grace, took upon me to borrow out of the said 
galleys six great pieces of artillery, that is to say, of every galley two pieces, 
trusting that the said Duke and Senate will be contented.” 6 June 1522.*

The 
appointment of legates to other princes cannot be delayed any longer, 
especially now it is reported that Rhodes has surrendered. Every one is 
very anxious; for if it has not yet surrendered, it must do so soon. Heard 
yesterday, but not from a trustworthy source, that French assistance had 
arrived and had gained the harbour. A treaty is nearly concluded between 
Venice and the Emperor. The chief conditions are that they shall pay him 
money, abandon France, and give aid to Milan and Naples. The Emperor’s 
troops wintered in Milan. Rimini is recovered for the Church. Nearly all 
the cardinals are here, and the courts are crowded. The pestilence still 
rages, but the Pope is in good health. Wolsey is expected to turn Henry’s 
mind to peace. Rome, 2 March 1523.

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2867. News of Italy from the Duke of MiLAN.f 
Yit B. r. 155. . [The viceroy of] Naples and the duke of Sinuessa have been 

B. M. treating with the Pope, in the Emperor’s name, for the security of Italy. 

We have advised, through our ambassadors, to treat: (1.) Of the defensive 
treaty. (2.) That the Pope should, by means of his nuncio, urge on the 
peace between the Venetians and the Emperor. (3.) That an agreement 
should be made between the Pope and the duke of Ferrara, about Modena 
and Reggio. (4.) That he should send the bishop of Yeroli as nuncio to 
the Swiss. (5.) That a means should be found for the princes and states 
of Italy to contribute to an army for the defence of Italy against the French. 

* • * vicerex nec dux Sinuessanus ausi sunt pup[lice] loqui, 

sed scripserunt ad nos ut haberemus illud pro jam inito et firmato,” tor the 
Pope has declared that he will not fail in anything tending to the safety of 
Italy; but, in order to repress the French and keep a hold on the confederates, 
it is of the greatest importance for the King and Wolsey to urge the Pope 
to the publication of the truce. As to the peace with the Venetians, the 
Pope was much concerned that it had not been concluded, and sent thither 
the bishop of Feltri, Campeggio’s brother, as legate, who, it is said, will 
soon bring the matter to a close. One difficulty was, that they demanded 
the comprehension of the archduke of Austria as a principal “ qui suasu 
[aliquorum consulentiumj] * * * cunctabatur id agere.” 

Hearing of this, the Pope sent him word that he ought to comply with 
the wishes of the Emperor and the King, especially in matters tending to 
the common good; and the duke of Milan (nos) and Prosper Colonna 
wrote to him to the same effect; to which he replied that he would do as 
the Emperor wished, and wrote to his ambassadors at Venice to abandon 
the suit they were to make privately, and follow Adorno’s instructions 
till an ambassador came from the Emperor, and, in case an immediate arrival 
of the French was expected, conclude the peace without waiting for fresh 
orders. “Nunc vero * * * Fonterabia, et intelligamus ex 

diversis nuntiis a Parisiis, a Logduno et a Savoya, parare sese ad inva- 
dendam Italiam.” Has again sent to the Archduke to ask him to charge 
his ambassadors to swear to the peace immediately. Doubts not he will do 
it, but wishes Henry to exercise his influence for the same purpose. 

The Pope has referred the affairs of the duke of Ferrara to the car¬ 
dinals Sodorini, Monte, Accolti and Jacobatio. The cause will be much 
advanced “ si iste serenissimus et invictissimus [Rex] • * * 

expeditionem ipsam urgeret, nara tantae.abductus ipse dux a 

Gallicis partibus ad nostras mult[um] profuerit,” whether the war be in 
Italy or France. 

The Pope has sent the bishop of Veroli to the Swiss, to treat first of a 
universal peace, and secondly to separate them from the French and induce 
them to serve the Emperor and the King. While consulting with the 
Duke about his proceedings, Doctor Pranter arrived with 50,000 ducats 
from the Emperor for this business, and Richard Pace, “ cum non minore ut 
nobis * * * . . . eo ipso intelligere,” for the Bishop would 

have been driven away without doing any good, if he had gone without 
money. 

Nothing has yet been done about the contribution. None but the Duke 
and Genoa will continue the agreement between them, the Florentines, 
Siennese and Lucchese. They leave the whole expense of the army to the 
Duke and his subjects, who arc very poor. The infantry, who are unpaid, 
live upon them, and are accompanied by those brought by the Pope from

Spain, whom he dares not keep out of his territory. Fears that a time will 
come “ in quomihi mei * * * illas respublicas et eos qui prin¬ 
cipals (?) in eas.ne committatur ut hie exercitus dissolvatur et 

ad Gallorum stipendia transfugiat.” Wishes the King to advise or compel, 
if necessary, these states and the Pope himself to contribute what is needed 
to support the army. Advises an invasion of France from this side, about 
which Colonna has already written to the Emperor. * * * 

“ dehortari Galium ab Italia; turbatione, 6ed maxime conatur et intendit de 
pace aut induciis faciendis.” If this succeed, the King and Woleey must 
be entreated to procure Milan and Cremona for him, and to provide that the 
French do not profit by the truce. Expects Milan will be forced to sur¬ 
render to him in a few days from want of provisions. 

Hears that the French treasurers in Switzerland have not money to pay 
half what they owe there ; but the French still boast they have enough 
to enlist a large number of Swiss. 

* * * et authoritato Helvctiorum inducti, partim pr[oemiis] 

corrupti, in quibus oratores nostri superati sunt.” Had ordered them to try 
to bring the nation to the side of the Emperor, or, if not, to allow Almain 
troops to pass through their country. When the day for payment arrived, 
the French could not offer a halfpenny ; so he hopes the Grisons will not 
cost as much as he thought. 

Does not believe the French will invade Italy this year, especially if .the 
king of England, as you write, is preparing such a large nrmy, and the 
Emperor has determined to invade France with all the power of Spain. 
However, as he hears from several places that they will try their strength 
against him, and that they have money enough in Switzerland “ ad condu- 
ccndam magnam [manum] * * * [PJrovinciam se contulissc 

et Delphinatu[m] ut secum Helvetiis conjungerent, non possumus non timere 
illorum audaciam.” In such an event, commends himself to the King, who 
will not allow him to contend alone against the common enemy.

25 '• morning with Howstrate, who said he learned from spies that the French 

B. M. king was at Rouen, .and 14 days ago Albany was at Paris, who, with Ric. de 
la Pole, had taken leave of Francis, and was going to embark in Brittany ; 
that the French were about to assemble on the frontier of Hainault, but 
only to set garrisons there, for the waters were so great they could not 
easily stir ; and that although it was known in France that the Emperor 
had obtained Fontarabia, they were burning fires of joy in Paris for its re¬ 
inforcement and that of Terouenne. It is strange there is no news from the 
Emperor. Last night a merchant of Antwerp told Howstraate that two ships 
of Biscay, laden with iron, had arrived in London, showing for certain that 
Fontarabia is won. Tomorrow or next day the post, which arrived three 
weeks ago, will be despatched to Spain through London. The Estates here 
will make no difficulty in granting the aid. Hoowstrate has those of Holland 
in good train ; Berghes and Fiennes, those of Brabant and Flanders ; for 
which purpose Fiennes has gone to Flanders, and Berghes to Antwerp. 
They will be here again by the 16th, when the answer is made, and it is 
thought the earl of liure also ; for Bure “ his officer of arms ” was here two 
days ago to know if I had any news from the King for the provision of 
horsemen. “ And likewise I had one from the earl of Horne, also from 
the lord Myngovall,” who spoke to my brother, Sir Richard, offering his 
services to the King ; and at lord Myngovall’s desire, I wrote to my brother. 
Malines, 4 March 1522. 

P.S.—I have just received a letter from a friend at Antwerp stating that 
he had news from Venice of the 13th, that during December Rhodes was 
not thought to be in peril ; also that Gothia has rebelled against the King 
of Denmark; so that it seems he has tow enough upon his rock to spin ;

“I pray God grant 
that all the before-named, with the great Turk in their company, may either 
be converted to good men shortly, or to their everlasting home, every as 
he hath deserved.”

On the 13th Feb. the Emperor’s post arrived here with letters from 
HarU 295 . Wolsey for them, without date ; a copy of the Emperor’s letter to his 

f. 133. ambassadors there; letters to Mr. Hannyball, with copies of letters and in- 

B. M. structions to him; a copy of Wolsey’s letter to the Pope, and a memorandum 
for iron guns to be provided in these parts, for which they sent an English 
merchant the next day. On the 14th, declared their charge to the Emperor 
and his council, first congratulating him on his prudent demeanor, and on 
the prosperous state in which he had found the isles and countries, and 
thanking him for the observation of his promises, and his towardness against 
France, touching Fonterabia ; for all which he sends his thanks, and will 
continue to act as he has done. As to the third point, read it from Wolsey’s 
letters in French, as the words were so well couched that it could not be 
declared so substantially otherwise. He answered that Henry should have 
on army ready to invade France early in May, as he intended to have one 
ready, consisting of 20,000 foot and 4,000 light horse, and that he would 
probably be with them in person. Touching the 4,000 men to bo sent by 
sea, he would confer with his council, but he had much sea coast to 
defend. Showed him the advantage and honor of being master of the sea. 
Perceived, at the despatching of Blewmantell hence, that the Spaniards 
were very cold to the war, but since the trust of Fontarnbia is past, not a 
little to their dishonor, the nobles and commons have offered very large 
sums for its advancement; and after the revictualling of Fontarabia the 
great lords have been daily with the Emperor, some offering 500 men- 
at-arms, at their own charge ; and thi9 town, Burgos, Medina, and many 
others have offered 2,000 footmen for six mouths, or 1,000 for a year, 
so that he will not want for men. He has also provided 1,200,000 or 
1,400,000 ducats, for Almains and other horsemen, at his own charge, to 
be levied from certain of his revenues, which he is selling to some great 
person. The Chancellor says that he will so dispose of them to the said 
person to the sum of 50,000 ducats, that he shall redeem them when he has 
money, losing five per cent.; the said person, in the meantime, to enjoy 
the revenues. He trusts to have the money to redeem them within lour 
or five years, from a crusado which the Pope will grant him, and by other 
means. 

He liked very well the letters and instructions for the Pope; but on the 
15th, Sunday, when they were with him again, knowing that ho was about 
to despatch a messenger to Rome, he thought each party might be suffered to 
comprise his allies in the same truce, for he would comprise Milan, and other 
his friends, and so he desired them to write to the King’s ambassador at Rome, 
which they did. A gentleman left on the 16th for Rome, with Henry’s 
letters, and others from the Emperor. He has sent sufficient power to his 
ambassadors there, and advises Henry to do the like, as his ambassadors will 
do nothing, except jointly with Henry’s. They marvel here that no men¬ 
tion is made of the duke of Bourbon in the last letters. Said they thought 
the reason was, that Henry was expecting an answer from him, by the ex-

press messenger sent thither. The Emperor says things are in better train 
than before. “ Yet in France now it is detected.” Bourbon came to Paris, 
and going to the court at dinner time the Queen commanded him to sit at her 
board, for the King and she dined apart that day. “ The King, hearing of 
his being there, the more shortly ended his dinner, and came to the Queen’s 
chamber! The Duke, seeing the King, was rising to do his duty. The 
King commanded him to sit, and not to rise from his dinner, and then 
saluted him with these words, ‘ Scnyor, it is shewed us that you be or shall 
be married; is it truth ?’ The Duke said it was not so. The [King] said 
that he knew that it was so; moreover saying that he would remember it, 
and that he knew his traffic with the Emperor, eftsoons repeating that he 
would remember it. The Duke answered and said, ‘ Sir, then you menace 
and threat me; I have deserved no such cause;’ and so departed; and after 
dinner the Duke went to his lodging, and all the noblemen of the court with 
him,” and the next day went home. 

Wonder the King let him depart. The Emperor says he dared not do 
otherwise, as all the great persons favored him. He says also that Francis 
has no design against the Low Countries, but only to invade Milan, 
especially since the revictualling of Fontarabia. On the 18th, sent to 
the Chancellor, asking him to have the expedition of these matters in re¬ 
membrance, which ho said he would do. On the 19th, saw Mona, de 
Nassau, showed him how the King trusted him, and had a kind answer 
from him. He granted that there was delay in despatching Blewmantell, 
and that now they repent the loss of time. Know no more of the reasons 
for it. The great lords of Spain are every day with the Emperor. As 
Nassau says, they make long tales and little speed. The truth is, that 
before this they were never called to council, except Fonseke and Hernando 
Yego. There is not much love between the noblemen of Flanders and 
Spain. On the 22ud, asked the Emperor to remember the ships, as the 
time was so short, and damage might ensue if the French were masters of 
the seas. He said he would send for them the next day, and dispatch every¬ 
thing. The Great Master and De la Roche both said that matters were 
well concluded, and should be with diligence put in execution. Not¬ 
withstanding this is the 24th day, and yet they have no knowledge. The 
Emperor has today been running and casting the cane, with about eighty 
horses on both sides. The 26th day the ambassador of Milan, Thos. Mannis, 
the Duke’s kinsman, was with them. He delivered letters from the Duke, 
and asked for money fer the defence of Milan. On the 27th, were with 
Nassau and the Great Master, and had good words from them. 

On the 28 th, were with the Chancellor, who said that all things were in 
writing, ready to be put in execution, and that the Emperor was deter¬ 
mined to have an army in France on these parts, and out of Arragon also, 
7,000 or 8,000 foot, with 4,000 or 5,000 men-at-arms, on that side. For 
the defence of Italy, he lias already sent 50,000 g. fl., and will send 100,000 
ducats, and is also sending to Flanders 100,000 ducats, thinking that will 
encourage them to contribute an army sufficient to defend those parts. 
They think the advice for the Emperor’s brother of none effect, except he 
have money to levy some men there for a visage of war, which must all 
come from the Emperor. The Chancellor says that some Spanish ships 
will bo joined with others of Jcane, for the defence of the Mediterranean, 
and the succor of Milan, if need be. The 3,000 men for the sea service 
shall be speedily ready, but will stay on these coasts, and not join the 
English ships in the Channel. Could not persuade the Chancellor to send 
any :ncn to those parts, though they said that Henry would be much sur¬ 
prised at their refusal of so little aid “ in the comparation ” of the 7,000 he 
is to have for the same intent. They say that each power should keep their 
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own coasts. The Chancellor said that Henry does not employ his forces 
against the common enemy, but for his private profit, against the Scots, 
“ shewing ns in this behalf much more than we knew,” viz., that the 
King had 40,000 men, the Admiral 30,000, the duke of Suffolk 25,000, 
nnd that the 7,000 at sea were also for use against Scotland. Showed 
him that Henry had also an army to be sent over the sea to join the 
Emperor, and that it was verily thought that the Emperor would make 
no war this year ; but they hold to their determination. Know not why 
this is, but since the coming of Mons. de la Sauche have perceived no 
small change. One cause, perhaps, is the refusal of the 50,000 fl. for Swies 
or Almains for the defence of Milan. 

On 1st March were with the Emperor, who said that he might hear daily 
from Henry by “sabars,” or other little ships; and, if necessary for any 
good enterprise, he would bo content that the 3,OCX) men join the King’s 
fleet; though it would be dangerous to send them away lest the French make 
a descent. He thought it would be far in April before these men would 
be ready. As he is now determined to set these armies forth into France, 
he wishes Henry to do likewise, and said that, notwithstanding the ex¬ 
pedition against the Scots, he might send the army under Suffolk into 
France. Answered that Henry did not yet know the Emperor’s determi¬ 
nation, but had, of his own mind, offered an army to join his in Flanders. 
They think Henry “sometimes very sore in words” to the ambassadors 
there, which they do not take well. Nassau told them that Wolscy had 
said he wished the Emperor would show the money in hand for the great 
expedition, as the King would do for his part, else he would believe nothing 
the Emperor would do. The Chancellor also told them he had said the 
Emperor did not keep his promises,* which they take ill. They will not 
hear of the Emperor being unable to do anything. 

Sent into Biscay for the iron guns, as they wrote, but none can be ready 
till the end of April. Have no money to pay for them if they could be had. 
They would cost about 700 ducats. The English merchants say they have 
no money in store, and have not been repaid the money lent for revic¬ 
tualling the ships at La Redo,’and 700 ducats lent to Hannibal,| and the 
merchants here have no intercourse with England, on account of the war. 
On the 1st and 2nd March were with the Emperor, and told him they were 
going to send the herald to England with letters. He complained that 
Henry had sent no zabars or ships with letters all the winter, but that 
they all were his, except one ship, sent with Blewmantell, of which he had 
to pay the half, more than for a whole zabar going and returning. Have 
written of this before. The Chancellor also mentioned it.t Henry had 
better provide for those he sends. The Emperor said that Henry has now 
asked for two or three zabars. Told him they were wanted for the 3,000 
men and the other ships, if he pleased to send them. He then said that 
perhaps he would send them with the 3,000 men to join the King’s fleet. 
Asked him “ to know his pleasure in that, for according to his words the 
day before we had written the contrary, and now we should change our 
letters.” He said he had written to his ambassadors not to send them 
into the narrow seas, but now had changed his mind, and would refuse 
nothing. He says he is not bound to do so much by the treaty, but will 
never “debate the extreme words” with the King. He cannot tell when 
the ships will be ready, or promise absolutely to send them, but intends to 
do so. If he go to the war this year he must have 10,000 Almains for the

defence of MUan, and other great expense in Flanders, and more Almains 
in these parts, and hopes Henry will also have a powerful army. Some 
time in May he will have 8,000 or 10,000 Spanish infantry, with his 
Almains, and 2,000 or 3,000 men-at-arms, with 1,000 light horse, to invade 
Franco on ihis side. The Spaniards offer more than he can want to have. 
He thinks it would be well to have some person in each army authorized 
to treat with the French, if any offers are made by them. The Treasurers 
here have assured him of 2,500,000 ducats from May to September. His 
rrmy will consist of 20,000 foot, 4,000 men-at-arms and 2,000 light horse, 
but in this and all other affairs ho will have Henry’s advice. Ask for 
letters of thanks to Nassau and the Great Master. Mons. de Beaurain has 
landed in Spain, and will be here in five or six days. Did not keep the 
herald for that, os the Emperor will send another post. Valladolid, March 8. 
Signed.

Vesp. C.n. 97. Received his letters of the 20th, in answer to his of the 31st Oct., 

B. M. 1st and 17th Nov. Wrote to him by Francisco de Fyaz. Thinks it im¬ 
possible that a truce can be concluded satisfactory to all parties without 
the comprehension of Scotland and the allies on both sides; otherwise he 
must himself be subject to a war with Gueldres, Albret’s son and Robert de 
la March. Has written to his ambassador at Rome, the duke of Sessa, only 
to accept the truce conjointly with England. Objects to the proposal that 
if the truce be not suitable he is to raise an army for such purposes in com¬ 
mon as the king of England may require, as not in accordance with their 
treaty. His brother the archduke cannot take up his residence at Ferret or 
Wirtemberg, to prevent the Swiss and Almains serving in France, without 
money at their common expense. Is to represent the difficulties of France, 
the advantage and economy of striking a blow now when it is popular with 
his subjects, the danger to Naples and Milan of delay. This will be in 
conformity with the spirit of the treaty. He shall demand information of 
the preparations made against Scotland, and give reciprocal information of 
those set on foot in Spain; sc. the strength and routes of his army,—the 
fleet at Carthagena under Don John Emanuel and the marquis of Pescara,— 
annoyance of France,—succor of Rhodes,—Languedoc or Provence the point 
of operation,—Almains to be sent into Lombardy under the command of 
Prospero Colonna. If Henry will attack Guienne, wilL give him assistance. 
To induce his Flemish and German subjects to assist readily in the war, 
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has sent bills of exchange for 100,000 ducats to the fair at Antwerp, for 
the payment exclusively of men of war. Has arranged to have at his dis¬ 
posal, if necessary, 1,500,000 ducats. Has given notice of this to the 
English ambassadors. Hopes Wolsey will second his efforts, and, as the 
Scotch expedition is not so important as that of France, that the King 
will send a puissant army under some good leader, if he cannot attend iu 
person, and order Suffolk to cross the sea. There will be nothing to fear 
from the Scotch or the King of Denmark when they see France pressed on 
all sides. 

As to Wolsey’s reproach that he had not fulfilled a single promise he had 
made, is not aware that he has failed in anything, except in deferring the 
indemnity, which Wolsey told him at Bruges was a mere form to satisfy 
the council. If the King will borrow the money for a year of some mer¬ 
chants, the Emperor will repay it, principal and inierest. Has written to 
the King and Cardinal with his own hand. Ho shall answer the Cardinal’s 
objections against giving aid in the affairs of Italy, by saying that the interest 
of Spain is the interest of England,—and against entering on this enter¬ 
prise till he has shown them the necessary funds ( coffres ), by explaining 
the ample means (le bon fondement) he has for executing the enterprise this 
year. Touching the Venetians, the Cardinal is badly informed; he has 
not treated them so rigorously as alleged. Their demands are exorbitant. 
If Beaurain have left England without succeeding in his charge, his packet, 
&c. is to be returned to the Emperor. The affair has already been so badly 
managed that it has come to .he ears of the king of France. Bourbon has 
retired from tie court. As it would be dangerous to negotiate farther, 
thinks it wou'd be better to manage the affair here, and England to 
negotiate the terms by his ambassadors. Valladolid, 8 March.

B. M. Wolsey’s “ delegacy ” and the confirmation of his faculties sub plumbo. 

The Pope will not grant it for life, but Wolsey can have it for . . . more 
years if he choose. The Pope has more confidence in him than in all the 
other prelates in the world. He expressed a great wish to see Wolsey, and 
to confer with him about the state of Christendom. Wolsey may be as sure 
of him as any Cardinal ever was of a Pope. He considers the King not only 
as the defender of the Faith, but as the protector of his own person, and said 
that in his last brief he used certain sharp words, not to displease him, but 
because he wished pungere principes contra Mahumettanos. Hannibal 
said the Pope kuew well enough who was the cause of all this business ; 
to which he answered that if it were not for the Turk, he would make such 
demonstration against the said person that all other princes should take 
example by him. 

As to Rhodes, the Pope said on the 2nd that the succors had arrived; but 
yesterday word came that it was surrendered, and that the Lord Master and 
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his knights are coming towards Sicily. There was treason and discord 
among the officers; and the seneschal and others are blamed for not provid¬ 
ing victual beforehand. The tidings are so contrary that the Pope cannot 
tell what to believe, but he thinks if it is not taken now, it will be shortly. 

On the 2Sth of Jan. the viceroy of Naples, the duke of Sesa, and Ascanius 
de Colonna, great constable of Naples, came to Rome, and were honorably 
received. The Duke will stay as the Emperor’s ambassador, but Lupus 
Hurtado, “ surrogate in the place of Monsignor de la Cliaux, he meddleth 
with the secret affairs of the Emperor’s.” On the 29th, the ambassadors being 
in public consistory before the Pope and the Cardinals, Theodoricus, the 
Pope’s principal secretary, read a letter from the king of Hungary, complain¬ 
ing of the Turks, and asking aid from the Pope and Cardinals, and from all 
Christian princes. The Pope then made an elegant speech, deploring the 
state of Christendom; and the Hungarian ambassador, in a speech more 
tedious than profitable, asked the Pope and Cardinals for money. This will 
have little effect, as the Pope is poor and the Cardinals beggars; and no 
wonder, for they gave all their money, some 40,000, some 50,000 ducats, 
to be made cardinals. Spoke to many of them about Wolsey’s honor and 
good qualities, but many will not believe it. Wishes he could come to Rome 
that they might see what they never saw. It is the nature of Italians to 
believe nothing except they see it, and to despise other nations though they 
are themselves the most miserable. Rimini is given to the duke of Urbino, 
who was captain of the expedition. 

Ou the 5th Feb. the ambassadors of the archduke of Austria came to 
Rome, the chief of them being the count de Capra, brother of the duke of 
Sesa, and Jeronimus Balbus, bishop of Gurck. On the 9th the Pope gave 
them audience in a public consistory; aud Jeronimus exhorted the Pope to 
send legates to Christian princes for peace. The next morning he told 
Hannibal in private that he intended to send legates to the Emperor and 
the kings of England and France. Said there was a legate in England 
already ; and he replied he would send briefs to Henry, the Queen, Wolsey 
and certain other prelates, by Beraardin, who is a faithful servant to Wolsey, 
to judge by the relation* he made of him to the Pope and Cardinals. Cam- 
peggio is a true servant of the King, and a friend to Wolsey. Prays God 
to send him some promotion, for he has nothing from the Pope but the 
signature of Justice and a pension of 500 ducats lately given him. All who 
come from England are much indebted to him. Has spoken to the Pope 
several times in his behalf. The bishops of Worcester and Cunsentia and 
the Datary have the most influence with the Pope. Has spoken to him 
about the matter of John Mattheo, secretary to De Medicis. He is willing 
to pay him, but has no money, so Matheo must wait. If the Pope had money 
ho would content every man. Had much trouble with the archbishopric 
of Dublin. The Cardinals would do nothing in three consistories, but Han¬ 
nibal spoke to the Pope, who arranged in the fourth that no more should 
be paid. 

There is a rebellion in Sicily against the Emperor, and many have gone to 
the Turk. “ Italy . . (a line lost) . . told me of all things, and delivered 
me the true tidings, with a letter of the quondam lord Master.” Sends a 
copy. If the Turk come to Italy he will have it without resistance. The 
strangers and the principal men of the town are preparing to leave Rome. 
The Pope is in a great agony, “ and so we be every man.” When Han¬ 
nibal came to Rome in time past, there was not half the trepidation in 
Italy, for they have to do with the greatest man of the world. Is preparing 
for a transmigration, of which those about the Pope speak opeuly. The Pope 


* The original ends here. 
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has excommunicated the duke of Genoa and John Emanuel for retaining the 
goods taken from the cardinal of Haux (Auch), legate of Avignon and am¬ 
bassador of France. Manuel cares nothing for the excommunication, and the 
Pope is grievously set against him, and will not cease till the goods are re¬ 
stored. The duke of Sesa spoke sharply to him about it, but he said he must 
administer justice equally. Hannibal told him his demonstration against the 
Imperialists would encourage their enemies. He replied that he loved the 
Emperor, but was not pleased with certain of his servants, — that he could 
agree well enough with those the King had in Rome, but not with the others. 
The Spaniards have such conditions that few nations can agree with them, 
and they are not liked in Italy; “ therefore it is great jeopardy to the 
Emperor’s land here, for if the Emperor’s great enemy pass the mountains 
the state of Milan . . (a line lost) . . taynes, if he co[me] all Italy is in 
peril. The ambassadors of the Emperor], and they of the archduke of 
Austria, have managed so with the Vonetians, that the matter is likely to 
have an evil conclusion. Both the Pope and the Imperial ambassadors 
here are displeased with them for refusing the offers of the Venetians. 
Sends “ certain miracles that it hath pleased Almighty God to show contra 
Lutheranos. y Thanks the King and Wolsey for creating him archdeacon 
of Cleveland. 

The Pope has sent several times to Florence for the cardinal De Medicis, 
but he has not come. He left Rome in November, and his absence has hurt 
some expeditions that came out of England, as Meath and St. Davies. 
Cardinal Vulterano, a mortal enemy to De Medicis, is daily with the Pope. 
Is afraid he will injure Medicis. The Pope is daily expecting the duke of 
Urbino with 200 or 300 horses. He is in great favor with the Pope, and is 
the King’s servant with all his might. Wrote before about the Garter for 
the duke of Ferrara. “He would full fain be the King’s knight.” Rome, 
14 March.

Lambeth MS. When the commands sent to him and the elect and postulate of Bath 

245. f. 260 b. Milan are executed, Pace is to go to Switzerland, taking with him a com¬ 
mission under the Great Seal authorising him to be the King’s ambassador 
to the Swiss; and also letters from the King addressed to them, both 
of which he will receive from Doctor Cheeke (Clerk), with copies of the 
letters lately sent to Mr. Thos. Hanniball, ambassador at Rome, and Sir 
Thos. Boleyn nnd Sampson, ambassadors with the Emperor, which will 
give him better information of the state of affairs. At his first audience, 
is to declare the King’s good will to them, &c. Afterwards, to discover by 
secret means what mind the Swiss or any particular canton have to the 
French enemy, and whether any of his ambassadors or commissioners have 
of late been with them, or brought any money to them, in order that Pace 
may be guided in disclosing his further charge, taking care that the matters 
of which he has to treat are not disclosed to the enemy by any of them. It 
would be well to consult the Emperor’s ambassadors, and to join with them 
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Instructions to Pace for his Mission to the Swiss— cont. 

“ in all such things as may concern the points and articles hereafter specified, 
these only excepted, which be mentioned to be kept to himself.” 

At the next audience is to show them the grounds of the present war 
with France. No one has been more anxious for peace than the King, 
and no one did more to bring about an agreement than he, until there 
was no hope, and the French began to spoil and take p-isoners the King’s 
subjects and merchants. They refused to pay the pension and annual fees 
due to him, made depredations on the marches of Calais, sent Albany 
with men and money to Scotland to make war upon England, and broke 
every treaty which they had mode. Being thrice required by the Emperor, 
by his letters patent, he declared against the French, as the treaty bound 
him to do. Considering all the wrongs which he has suffeied, as well by 
detention of the countries and patrimonies which duly belong to his 
rightful inheritance, and by the continual infringement of treaties, “ as it is 
evidently known the manner and custom of France is not to observe any 
friendship or amity with any prince or nation longer than shall be to their 
own profit and advantage,” the Emperor and the King are determined, with 
the help of God, to endeavor to mitigate the insatiable ambition of the 
French, that Christian princes and nations may hereafter remain in more 
surety and tranquillity than they are like to do if he attain his purpose. 

As the Swiss are in as much danger as any one, Pace is to propose 
to them a treaty offensive and defensive, between the Pope as patron, 
tho Emperor, the King, the duke of Milan, the Swiss and other Italian 
princes, as well for protection of their own territories as for an invasion 
of France by Languedoc next year, and subsequently, if successful, for 
an expedition against the Infidels. He is to Bhow the danger the Swiss 
would be in if Francis recover the duchy of Milan, which would be the 
direct way for him to subdue all Italy. It is easy to be discerned whether 
he would “ attempt any novelties against them or not,” as he has before had 
them for enemies, and would fear their interruption in his enterprise. The 
promises and offers he makes them are but deception “ and colour to win 
their favor and assistance till such time as he may be out of their dangers, 
and that done they may be sure that he will sing another tune than now he 
doth,” as they experienced in the days of the last French king. 

On the other hand, no greater benefit can happen to them than joining 
the Emperor’s part, as doing so “ shall sound unto the weal of Christendom, 
and consequently unto the pleasure of God,” and it will also be to their 
own advantage. For, first, they will have many powerful princes for their 
friends ; and, secondly, they will be protected from annoyance from the 
French and also from the Turk. They will gain much more booty by 
invading France than by serving the French king. Pace is authorized 
to conclude a special article for the general expedition, wherein no small 
number of them will be entertained. If they agree to a treaty, Pace is to 
join himself with the Pope’s and Emperor’s ambassadors, and commune with 
them upon the same, taking such direction as he may be advertised from 
time to time what resolution and towardness the Pope and other princes 
of Italy shall be of in this matter. If they will not join a treaty for the 
invasion of France, Pace is to endeavor, with the assistance of the other 
ambassadors, to make a treaty restraining them from the French service. 
All the confederates are to contribute to their entertainment. If they will 
invade France, the entertainment is to be greater ; if they will only abstain 
from helping the French, it is to be less. Pace is to refer the ordering of 
this to the ambassadors of other princes, who will bear the charges ; he 
is only to interpose and add the King’s authority, and give advice. He is 
authorized to conclude either treaty in the King’s name, without charging 
him to any contribution, as his expenses are now double those of any other 
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prince, owing to the war with Scotland, &c. He is to show them the 
clauses written by Boleyn and Sampson, containing the King’s charges and 
provision against Scotland, which will convince them that he ought not to 
be called on to contribute. If, however, there is danger of the treaty 
coming to nothing without the King’s contribution, he is to continue the 
communication until he can advertise the King of the points at which they 
stick ; and then, rather than fail, ho will bear part of the expense, “ albeit 
the realm of England was never pensioner to any outward realm.” The 
King commits the “ handling ” of the premises to the wisdom and circum¬ 
spection of the ambassador. He is to inform the lord Legate from time to 
time of his success.

Galba, B. vm. Wrote last on the 19th, from this town, of the detention of the duke of 

19. Albany’s servant at Valcntiens, and that my Lady had sent for him. He 

B. M. arrived here on the 20th, and yesterday my Lady sent for me, and in presence 

of Bevres, Hochstrate, and Berghes, caused Marnix her treasurer to show 
me the letters taken upon him, and first to read letters in Latin from the 
archbishop of B[arry], papal legate in France, to her and to you ; then a 
French letter to you from the duke of Albany; an instruction also in French, 
signed by him; and divers presentations of benefices, in Scotch, which I read, 
as there was none other who understood the language. Marnix said that 
neither he nor the president of Malines could find any variance in the Scot’s 
tale; but he said that Albany had sent him to you, and that for his sure address 
the Archbishop had written to my Lady. As appears in one of the Arch¬ 
bishop’s letters to you, he has a brief of the Pope for the King, which he 
showed to the examiners; but as it was the Pope’s, they left it in his hands. 
When asked where he left his master, he said at his place in Auvergne. 
They enquired about Do la Pole, but he said he did not know where he was. 
They then asked if the Duke was making any preparation of ships and men 
to go to Scotland. He answered that the Duke “ intended not to Scotland 
ward,” and would not go thither till he had an answer of his charge. They 
said they knew well he feigned in that, for it is well known that the French 
king had appointed soldiers to go with him, if they are not already gone. 
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which they thought was the case. The Scot then answered that the French 
promise many more things than they intend, and that the Duke had no hope 
of any such aid. My Lady then asked what I thought of the matter. I said 
I thought it only a feigned matter to bring about some other great treachery; 
that the Legate’s letter, after a few flourished words to induce peace, was to 
induce her to inform you of the Scot’s coming hither, and to forward his own 
letters to you in order that you might send a safeconduct for the said Scot; 
and meanwhile, till an answer came, he might remain here, and do some other 
secret business; or perhaps it was only a ruse for his own security, and if he 
could have passed the frontier untaken he would have gone to Denmark, and 
so to Scotland. 

I found a great “ leasing ” in the Duke’s instruction, which could only be 
meant to sow suspicion. It stated that Clarencieux, when sent to Scotland, 
declared that if the estates promised never to allow Albany to come to Scotland, 
the King would make a truce with them for 16 years, and deliver Berwick to 
the king of Scots, and the princess Mary, if he pleased. I said it was not to 
be supposed the King loved his daughter so little, and he would as soon think 
of delivering Calais to the French as Berwick to the Scots. My Lady agreed 
with me, and said there was a clause iu the instructions, desiring that the over¬ 
ture might be kept secret from the French king, which she thought would not 
have been if it had been a true purpose. It was determined to send all the 
papers to the Emperor’s ambassador, to be shown to the King and you till the 
King’s pleasure be known. The Scot and his servant will be kept asunder in 
the castle of Yilleforde, examined apart, and brought in view of the torture to 
make them sing another note. 

My Lady told me she is in hope the estates will consent to the demands 
made for 4,(XX) horse and 10,000 foot for six months, but the estates of Flanders 
had not yet come, at which she was surprised. As soon as they come to a 
conclusion, the King will be informed, in order that he may give his advice 
how the war is to be conducted this summer. My Lady says that, through 
the medium of the duke of Lorraine, peace has been made between the French 
king and Bourbon, who is now in Picardy, with the duke of Yendome, the 
earl of St. Pol, and lord Tremoyle and his company. They make a great 
assembly, [seemingly] for the victualling of Terouenne, but some say to lay 
siege to Guisnes. My Lady says the French king’s council, desiring to with¬ 
draw his attention from Italy, have advised him to conquer these countries, 
which would be more profitable and more easily kept. She has received 
letters from Rome of the 5th, written by the Pope’s command, stating that 
Rhodes is in the hands of the Turks. It surrendered on condition that the 
Christians should depart with life and goods; but as soon as the Turk entered 
he broke his promise, and did his pleasure with the Great Master and others. 
I cannot believe the Christian religion would yield the city by pact to one 
that is without faith; and though the news was written by the Pope’s order, 
a letter from Rome of the 4th came by the same post to a merchant of this town, 
that one Fra Bernardin, a notable man of war, had entered Rhodes with 3,000 
men, after which the Great Master informed the Turk that he could not 
keep such appointments as he had made, for the religion had deposed him, 
and made a new Grand Master. On this the Turk caused an assault to he 
made, which was firmly resisted, to the Turk’s great loss. I enclose a letter 
sent me by John Dymok, showing the news about Rhodes received at Antwerp. 
All things considered, I know not what to say. Of the years I have seen, this 
hath no fellow in fables.—I have sent a new messenger from Cambray to the 
French court, who, if he escape, will, I hope, bring news within a few days. 
The postmaster here desires me to say that the King’s posts are 15 months 
in arrear. They have pledged and borrowed all they could. They have 
sent so often to Calais for money, that he is compelled to mention it to you. 
Tho cardinal of Liege came here last night. Malines, 22 March 1522.

2914. Sir Rob. Wingfield to Wolsey. 

My last letters to you were dated the 23rd (22nd) inst., but they were 
not written until the 33rd (23rd). This year seems so founded in fables that 
I confess my error. My news is like to partake of the influences of the year. 
I his morning the cardinal of Liege showed me some extracts from a letter 
sent to him by a friend at Paris within these six days, stating that the French 
king was at St. Germain’s, where all his captains were to assemble; that he 
had rifled every place and person of money, and of everything that money 
could be made of, yet the men of war were not paid; that he intended 
strengthening his garrisons on these frontiers and towards Spain, and to 
lead the great band into Italy himself or under Bourbon, and will employ all 
his force there and against the king in Scotland; that Albany and Ric de la 
Pole have departed by sea to Scotland with 400 spears and 9,000 foot; and that 
the news at Paris was that Rhodes had not surrendered, and Mons.de Guise 
was going to relieve it. I then rode to court, and spoke with Hochstrate who 
has been confined to bed by the gout for the last three days. He says the 
surrender of Rhodes is still spoken of in letters from Rome of the 12th and 
13th, but by no new authority; that the Emperor’s ambassador at Rome has 
written to my Lady that he had received letters from the Emperor dated the 
13th ult., stating that he was at Valladolid in good healthf and as much 
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Sir Rob. Wingfield to Wolsey — cotit. 
beloved by his subjects as ever was king of Spain; that Fontarabia had 
been revictualled by land, and the Emperor’s army had been on the point of 
withdrawing for lack of victuals, but he hoped within a few days to hear 
good news. Went next to my Lady’s chapel, and after hearing the sermon 
spoke with her grace, who told me the same tale of Rhodes and Spain; but 
those who brought the news to the Pope must have left Rhodes at noon the 
same day that the Rhodians had agreed to deliver the town at night, which 
was Christmas day. I trust, therefore, the truth is not yet known. 

My Lady says lord Fiennes has had much ado to accord the estates of 
Flanders, for the commonalty would not agree to the demand unless the 
spiritualty bore a part. The Estates of the other countries have therefore 
remained here seven or eight days waiting for them, but they will not fail 
to be here well agreed on Monday next Forgot to mention the death of the 
king of Navarre was part of the news shown me by the cardinal of Liege.

The cardinal 
of Liege, the earls of Beure and Gavyrs, lords Berghes, Bevres and 
Ravenstein, and the bishop of Utrecht will remain here all this Easter, to 
put the matter in form. When they have drawn up a plan it will be sent 
to the King. The news of Rhodes is still doubtful ; but most people 
believe it has been delivered on promise of life, goods and artillery, and 
that the Turk has kept his word, except as to the artillery ; that the Great 
Master has left with great riches, but that the inhabitants remain under a 
tribute of a du.cat yearly for every h[ousc]. This news came by France, 
by one who was at Apa .... on the 26th, at which time Albany and 
De la Pole were both at St. Germain’s, suing for their despatch ; yet the 
news written from Pnris to the bishop of Liege, mentioned in my last, was 
not three days earlier. Know not what to think ; but, as I have said 
before, I had rather write fables than be blamed for not writing.' 

From Denmark the news is, that Jutland has renounced the King, and 
put itself under his uncle, the duke of Hulste ; that the Easterlings are 
preparing an army of 30,000, “so that this summer the unbridled King is 
like enough to pick herbs.” The duke of Gueldres is making an assembly, 
which he could not well do without the French crowns. Francis Sickeu 
hopes for rescue out of France, else he is undone ; for the archbishop of 
Treves, the count Palatine, the duke Frederick, elector of Saxony and the 
landgrave of Hesse will besiege two of his castles on the 10th prox. His 
agent here was taken yesterday, and sent to Yillefort Castle. It seems 
ill-spun wool will out, though it be kept in a loug while. Malines, 31 March

I thank the King and you for giving me leave 
to return. My Lady has promised to despatch me on Sunday next, and I 
hope to leave on Monday. Last night I received a letter from my friend 
who sent a spy from Cambray, stating that the spy had been at Paris 
on the 2nd and 3rd, having heard that the French king would be there 
on the 2nd to keep [Easter]; but he did not come, and the spy was obliged 
to return. He was sent on to me with the letter yesterday, and reported 
(1.) that on his way to Paris, at Peronne, he got into company with a

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wool merchant driving his packs towards Paris. On their way they met 
the earl of St. Pol, riding in post with only two of his company, and further 
on one of his chaplains, whom the wool merchant knew, and asked whither 
the Earl was going ? He said, to bid farewell to his mother, for Bourbon had 
been with Francis at St. Germain’s, where he was restored to favor, and a 
contract of marriage made between him and the lady Renee, the French king 
granting him the duchy of Milan, which Bourbon, Vendome and St. Pol 
were going to cross the mountains to recover. (2.) When at Paris he 
heard that Albany and the White Rose would shortly go to Scotland with 
30,000 men; which report, I believe, is disseminated only to make people 
think England will be too busy at home to trouble France. 

My friend writes, as you will see by his letter enclosed, that he sent a 
man to Normandy, whom he looks for every day, and that he will come 
as soon as he arrives and report the news. He is the same that took the 
duke of Albany’s secretary.—A young gentleman of this country, son and 
heir of the lord of G . . . , who has been brought up in France with the 
French king, came from the French court on Tuesday. He reports that 
the bastard of Savoy and Rochepott, who were supposed to be in Switzerland, 
were there; and no person in authority had been sent to Switzerland, except

would assemble men of war to cross the mountains, or, as some thought, to 
put down certain companies which were doing as much mischief as enemies; 
—that all the ordnance of France has been unpaid for two years, and the foot 
have been so long unpaid that they rob the countries where they are;—that 
there is great poverty everywhere in France, and the people so oppressed 
with taxes that they speak ill of their King, and say that Rhodes was lost 
by his fault.

2957. [Wolsey’s Speech to the Two Houses of Parliament.] 

R. O. “ Master Speaker, the King’s highness hath commanded me to 

shew unto you, that it is to his great rejoicement and comfort to understand 
and perceive how that ye have discreetly considered, by such report and 
declaration as I have made unto you on his grace’s behalf, that his high¬ 
ness is common unto the wars, not by any will and appetite which his 
grace hath thereunto, but only by extreme constraint, inforce and necessity; 
as well for the guarding of his honor, and the reputation of this his realm, 
as also for the conservation of his oath and promise, made to the Emperor, 
his good brother, nephew and ancient ally, and for the revenging of 
such injuries, breaches of amities and promises, with non paying of his 
annual tribute, and detaining of his rights from him, by his ancient enemy, 
the French king ; and, semblably, for violation of the peace which was 
concluded with the Scots. And whereas God hath sent him honorable and 
victorious successes in the wars heretofore made against France, being 
inforced thereunto by like breach of promise, injuries and necessity, his 
grace, giving lowly thanks to Almighty God therefor, doubteth not but, with 
the gracious favour and assistance of Almighty God, and the good prayers 
of you and other his subjects, like victory shall follow and succeed unto 
his highness. 

“ And whereas for the furniture of the said war, both defensive and 
offensive, ye have, after long pain, study, travel, great charges and costs, 
devised, made and offered an honorable and right large subsidy, which ye 
now have presented, in the name and behalf of all the subjects of this his 
realm, unto his majesty, his grace doth not only right acceptably and 
thankfully receive, admit and take the same, but also therefor giveth 
unto you his most hearty thanks, assuring the same that his grace shall in 
such wise employ the said subsidy and loving contribution, as shall be to 
the defence of his realm, and of you, his subjects, and the persecution and 
pressing of his enemy; for the attaining of good peace, recovering of bis 
rights, and redress of such injuries as hath been done to you, his loving 
subjects, in time past. And, semblably, my lords, both spiritual and 
temporal, the King’s highness giveth unto you his most cordial thanks, as 
well for that ye have agreed and given your assents to the said subsidy, as 
also by taking long pain, travail, study, costs and charges in devising such 
statutes, acts and good ordinances, as be for the common weal of this his 
realm. Praying both you and his said commons, that the same, by your 
good assistance, may be put in effectual execution ; in doing whereof ye 
shall not only deserve the King’s special favor, but also ye shall find him 
good and gracious sovereign lord unto you, in all your reasonable pursuits, 
from time to time hereafter.”

2958. A Speech delivered in Parliament in presence of 

R.O. Henry VIII* 

The speaker begins by asking who that was present would not give 
goods and life, if he had ten thousand lives, to recover France for his sovereign, 


• As Cromwell sat in this parliament, this speech was probably delivered by him. 
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now that this high enterprise was not only conceived by the King, but 
discussed and concluded with his council, which we have all heard explained, 
“ as well by the mouth and report of my lord Legate’s good grace, as by the 
recapitulation of the right worshipful, best assured and discreet Speaker.” 
We have been informed also of the indentures already passed between the 
King and the Emperor, containing the number of horse and foot thought 
sufficient, the day prefixed for the arrival of the army beyond sea, and the 
promise made by the King, “ who is here present,” to go over in person. 
My lord Cardinal has also explained the many injuries done to the King 
and to his sister, the queen dowager of France, in withholding her dower 
and robbing his subjects, by Frangoys, now reigning there, and the means 
proposed to establish a general peace, and 6tay the said Fran (joys, if it had 
been possible. Hopes that this notable beginning will not be all frustrate, 
“but that some of us here present may say, in this weighty matter, the thing 
vailable and worthy ” to be regarded, which may come to the King’s ears 
by the mouth “ of the right wise, discreet and excellently lettered Speaker,” 
which his grace may not utterly reject, before the time come for putting 
the enterprise in execution, as there is now a whole year thereunto. 
“ And although I reckon myself of all other the most unworthy to have, in 
the audience of so many sage and notable persons, any manner sayings, 
especially in this weighty matter,” in which the three governors of 
Christendom are to encounter, sword in hand, “ to try where the pleasure 
of God shall bo to strike and show his indignation,” yet will I venture to 
utter my poor mind, in order “ to give unto you, which be of far more 
assured wisdom, learning and experience than I, occasion to utter your wise 
counsels.” 

It is no time now to speak of peace. Want of truth is so deeply rooted in 
the French nation, and their appetite to extend their bounds is so insatiable, 
that even if we had no quarrel of our own against them, we could not but 
detest their false dealings with other princes. If not scourged, they will 
be a scourge to others. They have provoked the Emperor, whose power 
is so great that, when it is joined with ours, they will be environed on 
every side. The Emperor has already shown them what he can do, by 
recovering Navarre, the city of Tournav and the Tournesis, and has driven 
them quite out of Italy, dispossessing them of the noble duchy of Milan, 
the getting and defending of which was so expensive to them and Genoa ; 
and we, for our part, have spoiled and burnt Morkesse, and laid waste a 
great country, with great honor to the fortunate and sago captain, the earl 
of Surrey, who remained in the French dominions, with a small number of 
men, for six or seven weeks, when all the power of France durst not give 
him battle. I trust the same valiant captain will subdue the Scots, whom 
the French have so “ custuously ” entertained against us. It may be a 
question whether to continue the same kind of war as hitherto, or to make 
it more sharp and violent by sending such a force as utterly to subdue 
Francis. On this point I wish some sage and experienced person would 
speak ; only one thing “ putteth me in no small agony.” My lord Cardinal 
said that the King, who is dearer to any of his subjects than his own life, 
intends to go over in person; which I wish I may never live to see. “ I am 
sure there is no good Englishman which can be merry the day when he 
happeneth to think that his grace might perchance be distempered of his 
health; so that, albeit I say for my part, I stomach, as a sorry subject may 
do, the high injuries done by the said Fran^oys unto his most dear sovereign, 
yet, rather than the thing should go so far forth, I could, for my part, be 
contented to forget altogether.” 

The French have established an ordinance among them, that their King 
shall never go in person, in ranged battle, against our nation, on account of 
the danger, notwithstanding their marvellous policy for the sure succession 
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A Speech delivered in Parliament in presence of Henry VIII.— cont. 
of their crown. How needful, then, for us “ (considering in what case we 
be) ” to entreat our sovereign, for our sakes and his daughter’s, “ upon 
whose weal and circumspect bestowing, next his noble person, dependeth 
all our wealths,” to restrain his high courage; for, if he were to go, 

I am sure there would not bo one man in the awny “ but he should be 
moro meet to wail and wring his hands, than assured to fight, when he con¬ 
sidered that, if otherwise than well should fortune to that precious jewel, 
which he had for his party in custody, it were more meeter for him to 
depart into Turkey, thau to return again into his natural country to his 
wife and children.” I think, therefore, if my prince would tarry within his 
realm, it would be better to advance our war by little and little, so as to 

weary out the said Fran§oys, than send over at once the power royal of 

the kingdom. 

“ In the reasoning of which matter I shall but utter mine ignorance 
afore Hannibal, as our right wise speaker rehearsed now of late but 

having gone thus far, I shall utter my poor mind, if this great army of 

30,000 foot and 10,000 horse should bo conveyed beyond sea, what way 
they may most annoy our enemies with the greatest safety, and how they 
may be victualled. If they could be victualled out of the archdukedom, 

I doubt not they would return in safety; for as their enemies did not 
veuture last year to attack the earl of Surrey, they would all the more 
beware of so great an army; but by this means the harm they would do to 
France would not be so great as what we ourselves should sustain in sup¬ 
porting such a force. Before three summers were over, the army would 
exhaust all the coin and bullion in the realm, which I conjecture cannot 
much exceed a million; for if the value of the whole realm exceed not 
four millions, as my lord Cardinal told us plainly, “ of which the posses¬ 
sions were esteemed to amount to one whole million,” there can be no doubt 
that the corn, cattle, commodities and utensils, and apparel for men and 
women, which was never so sumptuous, and the wares, made not only from 
our own produce, but from the parts beyond sea, of which there was never 
so great abundance, amount at least to other two millions. Thus we should 
soon be made incapable of helping or hurting any one, and be compelled, as 
we once did, to coin leather. This, for my part, I could be content with; 
but if the King will go over in person, and should happen to fall into the 
hands of the enemy, which God forbid, how should we be able to redeem 
him ? “ If they will nought for their wines but gold, they would think 

great scorn to take leather for our prince.” 

And of the inhabitants of the archdukedom, how desirous they are to 
have much of our money for little of their victuals, we had good ex¬ 
perience, when the King last went over, and last year, when my lord 
of Surrey was sent. But if we must send the army through their 
possessions, and go direct to Paris, which no doubt may be easily got, 
as soon as we have left the marches of the archdukedom, we should be 
on our guard against the Frenchmen’s mode of fighting, whose plan is, not 
to meddle with our army, but lie in wait for stragglers or conductors of 
victuals. We shall be sure to find no victuals in our way, and might 
find the danger of leaving strongholds behind us, which the politic prince, 
Henry VII., avoided ; for when he crossed the sea, he laid siege to 
Boulogne before he would enter any further into France; and the 
present King, when he purposed, as I have been told, to go to Paris, began 
at Terouenne, “ and the Emperor employed whosoever be in Tournay,” 
not thinking it right to pass further, leaving strongholds behind him 
in the possession of the enemy. What expense it would be, thus to 
employ our army, the King has had too good experience, in the winning 
of Terouenne, which cost him more than twenty such ungracious dogholes 
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could be worth. But, if instead of this, we invaded Normandy, Brittany or 
some province on the sea, I can see nothing but danger on every side, not 
only at their arrival among their enemies, but from the difficulty in 
victualling them while they remain there; for though we are undoubtedly 
much diminished in treasure, we have a far greater want of defensible men. 
If I am asked why I urge these objections, I think the advantages we have 
had over the French have put them in despair to try it with us any more 
in ranged battle ; but the French know as well our impatience to continue 
in war many ytfars, especially in winter, as that our nation is invincible in 
arms. 

I will now show you the advantages former kings have had over us in 
making war against France. In former times we had always places where 
^ we could land in security, either of our own, or of our confederates, in 

Gascony, Guienne, Brittany or Normandy. The towns and strongholds 
were of nothing like the strength they are at present. What friends we 
have now, I dare not venture to speak, and no nation was ever so united as 
our enemy. While the Emperor was here, occupied with the winning of 
Toumay, they corrupted three or four of the greatest nobles of Spain, on 
whom the Emperor was compelled to do justico on his return thither. 
Even my lord of Chievres, who was most bound to the Emperor, I heard 
my lord Cardinal say, was corrupted by their policy and gifts ; and since 
his majesty’s return to Spain, the governors of his archdukedom have 
granted safeconducts to French and Scotch merchants ; which is a mar¬ 
vellous hindrance, for if our commodities had been as well kept from them 
as theirs from us, many a thousand French artificers, who have no living 
but by working our wools, would have been compelled to cry to the King 
for peace. The King should devote all his efforts to the subjugation of 
Scotland, and to join that realm to his, so that both they and we might 
live under one obeisance, law and policy, for ever. This would secure him 
the highest honor any king of England has reached, and it would be the 
greatest abashment to Francis. And though it be a common saying, that 
in Scotland is nought to win but strokes, there is another saying, “ who 
that intendeth France to win, with Scotland let him begin.” It is mere folly 
to think of keeping possessions in France, which is severed from us by the 
sea, while we allow Scotland, belonging to the same island, to recog¬ 
nize another prince. This, once united to England, all other possessions 
are easily retained.

Crist and Sir Robt. Jones’s ship will be ready to go to sea on Thursday. 
In place of the Maudelyn , of Alborough, has appointed a galleon of 40 
tons, which was taken by Gonson’s little boat, and has put the said boat 
in wages, for they row well, and it will not cost more than the first appoint¬ 
ment. Recommends John Clogg as master and captain of the galleon, and 
a man of Gonson’s, who took the galleon, as captain of the boat. Will not 
allow Gonson to go to sea, for he is almost lame of a sciatica. Will send 
John Care in his stead for this month. The galley will not be ready before 
that time, for Brigandine intends to break her up and make her carvel, “ so 
as she now shall be made in every point as your grace devised.” The Lesse 
Barke , the Rowe Barge, and the French prize will be at sea in 10 days, 
or sooner, if he can get men. Is obliged to send into the West country for 
them. Everything will be fulfilled, except setting forth the galley, “wherein 
your highness must have patience, for undoubtedly there is no remedy, for 
she was the dangeroust ship under water that ever man sailed in.” 

Last night, while writing, Henry Huttoft came to him from Hampton, 
and told him there was a ship of 400 in Hampton water, laden with alum 
and wax for France, which had been taken by a Spanish ship laden with 
English merchandize, so that the prize partly belongs to the Spanish owners 
and partly to the English merchants. The latter, fearing tho Spaniards 
would take the prizo to Flanders, asked the mayor to arrest it. He could 
not do this, but arrested the master and those of his company ashore. The 
master wrote to those in the ship not to regard him, but to do as they had 
been ordered. Wishes to know tho King’s pleasure, for it is evident they 
want to take her away, which would be a great loss to the merchants and 
to Henry, because of the custom. More goods have been recovered from 
the ship lost here, of which my lord of Chichester wrote to the Cardinal. 
Has no authority to interfere, but has charged every one not to embezzle 
them, and has sent John Flemyng to make a book of what has been found. 
The bearer, Christopher Gonner, can give him any information about his 
galley.

A Spaniard named Francis de Victorie, a Dominican friar and 
doctor of theology, airived at Bruges, eight days ago, from Paris, and on the 
pretext of illness wrote to me by one of his brethren that he had been 
charged by the bishop of Barry, the Pope’s nuncio in France, to come to 
me and say that his Holiness had commissioned the Nuncio and others 
to procure peace among Christian princes. He offered, if I would write to 
the Emperor and Legate, to send the letters as far as Paris. Not knowing 
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Margaret op Savoy to Wolsey — cont. 
whether the Emperor and the King intend to continue the war, I did not 
choose to write either to the Legate or to the Doctor; but being solicited by 
his brother, and wishing to let the Emperor know the state of his affairs 
here, and the terms on which he stands with Christian princes and the Pope, 
I saw no other way than to pretend to wish for peace. I sent one of my men 
to the Doctor to learn further about his charge;—whether he was a man 
capable of managing great affairs, and whether the French king knew of his 
coming here, or if he was come to act as a spy. My man has reported that 
he finds him a man of the right sort, that the French king was cognisant of 
his charge, and would be glad to have a truce of eight or nine years with the 
Emperor and England, answering for his allies of Scotland and Gueldres, 
except in Italy. My man said it was not likely the King and the Emperor 
would listen to a half treaty. The other answered that some expedient might 
be found, even about Milan. Finding him so favorable, my man went 
beyond his charge, and entered into terms, upon which I should be inclined 
to treat, and urge the Emperor and the King to listen to. The other said 
such affairs were not so easily managed by letters as by a skilful negotiator, 
and that if he could obtain a safeconduct from the king of France for some 
person agreeable to the Emperor, I could send to him and to the King and 
you, and he felt sure the matter could be arranged without difficulty. For 
this purpose he has returned to France. Understand that if the safe- 
conduct comes, and I send to the Emperor as above, it is to let him know 
the state of affairs here. Malines, 18 April ’23. Signed.

My Lady said he passed with great 
difficulty, and found that the secretary really was sent for the cause mentioned 
in his letters ; that the Duke of Albany is at his own place iu France, and no 
preparations are made for sending him to Scotland ; that the Legate was 
privy to the sending of this secretary, affirming that the Pope had inclined 
Albany to peace ; and that the Duke desired her to get him conveyed surely 
into England. 

I see that the motions for peace proceed principally from two persons in 
this court. An Austrian friar, D.D., lately made overture to me to this 
effect, merely to see if there were any disposition to peace in the King or you. 
My Lady says that by the last letters the Emperor was making great pre¬ 
parations for war, but she understood from Italy that he was very desirous 
of peace. She will send Marnix to you in three days, who will tell you what 
these countries will do this summer, according to the answers made by the 
townships to the requests at the last diet. I have lately received the confir¬ 
mation of the treaty concluded at Calais in January. My Lady desires 
me to keep it till I know your pleasure about one thing, which she considers 
to be an error. A piece of gold, the least of three valued by us, is esteemed at 
2s. 6 d. sterling and 16 mites Flemish. They say the 16 mites should be 24 
according to the rate of the other two pieces of gold, i.e. one third of the 
value of the greatest piece.

From information by the Imperial ambassador, it appears that a Sicilian 
nobleman was captured at Rome on the point of leaving for France, without 
licence, carrying letters from card. Soderini, showing that he had organized 
a rebellion in Sicily, and that Francis had sent a fleet thither, which would 
necessitate tho withdrawal of the Imperial army from Lombardy, and 
leave Milan in the French king’s power, to the ruin of Italy, especially 
after tho late victory of the Turk. Hearing this, the duke of Sessa sent for 
the card. Do Medici, who was received at Rome, on the 22ud April, by 
3,000 horse and the whole court. Soderini’s guilt was revealed, and 
justice demanded in the Emperor’s name. Tho Pope was much offended, 
as the plot interfered with his plans for peace, and would have thrown all 
Italy into confusion. Ho was the more angry, as no one was more in his 
confidence than the Cardinal. He has been sent to the castle of St. Angelo, 
with his secretary and other servants, and will be examined by the cardinals 
Sanct® Crucis, Ancona and De Cesis, nnd the auditor and procurator of the 
Chamber. De Medici wishes Henry to write to the Pope for instant 
justice, especially as Soderini had conspired to poison Leo, and is the chief 
cause of the present disturbance in Italy.

The house was like to have beeu dissevered ; the knights of 
the King’s council, his servants and gentlemen, “ which in so long time 
were spoken with, and made to say yea, it may fortune contrary to their 
heart, will and conscience,” being on ouo party. Yesterday, as they were 
more numerous, they gave the King 2s. in the pound of goods or land from 
the lowest to the highest; “the goods to pay 2s. of the pound from 20/. 
upwards, und from 40s. of goods to 201. to pay 16</. of the pound, and under 
40s. every person to pay 8in two years. No man can remember half so 
much at one grant being given to any king. Hopes it may be peaceably 
levied, without grudge or loss of the true hearts of the subjects, “ which I 
reckon a far greater treasure for a king than gold or silver.” The Cardinal 
has promised that 2s. in the pound for the loan money shall be paid with a 
good will. On the first day of convocation, when mass was finished at Saint 
Paul’s, the Cardinal cited the clergy to appear before him at Westminster. 
There was another mass, and within six or seven days the priests proved 
that the convocation was void, because they were summoned to appear 
before my lord of Canterbury. Wolsey has accordingly sent out new 
citations for eight days after the Ascension ; “ and then I think they should 
have the third mass of the Holy Ghost. I pray God the Holy Ghost bo 
amongst them and us both.”

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of [the] town, the which was as high again [as] the walls of the town 
were, the which [was] the destruction and death of many a man and 
child.” Whenever they gave battle they put four or five Spingarders 
on the mountain to watch. The writer was one of those sent to the Great 
Turk when the pact was made between him and the knights. The Great 
Turk is . . years old, very wise and discreet for his years. We fo[und 
him in] a red pavilion, standing between two [gold] lions marvellous rich and 
sumptuous, sitting in a chair, and no creature with [him in the] pavilion ; 
which chair was of [gold, and the] work of fine gold, his guard standing [by] 
his pavilion to the number of 22 ... . They be called Sulakys. This 
number [is] continually about his person. He h[ath the] number of 40,000 
of them. They [wear on] their heads a long white cape, and [at the] tope 
of the cape a white ostrage [feather], which giveth a great show.” Their 
army was in four parts. Their chief captain is Pero Bashaw, the second 
Mustafa Bashaw, the third Hakmak Bashaw, the fourth the Bigalarby of 
Anatalya. Each had 50,000 men under him, and each made a breach in 
the walls. In one place 500 horse might have entered at once. When 
the walls were down they gave them battle upon even ground. The last 
battle was on St. Andrew’s eve, when 11,000 Turks were slain, and 180 of 
the Rhodians; after which the Turks did not renew the assault, but made 
trenches for a month, which came almost into the midst of the town, “ so 
that there lay nightly within our t[renches ?] 5,000 Turks. The trenches 
were cover[ed with] thick tables, and holes made in them for [th]eyr 
Spingardes that we could not approach them.” A month after, all hope of 
succors being gone, and their provisions and ammunition consumed, they 
determined to die like desperate men in the field, rather than be put upon 
the stake. The Turk, however, offered them their lives and goods. At the 
urgent solicitation of tho com[monalty] the offer was accepted, but the 
Grand Master fell down almost dead, on hearing that resolution. “ [Of the] 
knights there were slain 700, there [were] of tho Turks an hundred ana 
three sta[ndards taken]. They gave us 23 battles.” On the 23rd September 
tho engagement lasted from the beginning of the day to h . . . without 
ceasing, at which the Turks lost, by their own confession, 22,000. During 
the siege the Rhodians lost 6,000 and .... Myssena, 15 May. 

P.S.—Begs his Lordship to write in his favor to the prior of Castell, who 
is of their religion, and coming to Myssena.

3030. Charles Y. to [his Ambassadors in England]. 

They will see by the letter he has received from the archbishop of 
Barry how he urges the Emperor to a truce, and that he should send to 
England a power authorising his ambassadors at Rome to treat of it before 
the Pope, which might be forwarded to Rome, if the Kiug will send a 
similar one to his ambassadors there. Beaurain, his second chamberlain, 
has written to him about Bourbon’s proposal to marry one of his sisters, aud 
serve him against France with 500 men-at-arms and 10,000 infantry. Beau- 
rain has communicated this to the English admiral, who has informed 
the King and Cardinal of it, and they have written to their ambassadors 
here to persuade the Emperor to agree to it as soon as possible. But 
he thinks two points were not well understood : (1.) that Bourbon ex¬ 
pects his troops to be paid by Charles and Henry, or at least the greater part 
of them. (2.) The king of England thought this should be done when 
he and the Emperor were ready to invade France; and by Beaurain’s let¬ 
ters it seems that Bourbon thinks that he will be supplied with the 
said force if we invade France next summer. Has therefore declared to 
the English ambassadors that to retain Bourbon it seems necessary for 
them to pay the chief part of his men, for he cannot support them alone, 
and to make an invasiou both from England and on this side. As they 
were very pressing about the necessity of gaining Bourbon, asked if they 
had power to conclude anything, and whether the King would contribute 
to the necessary expenses and invade France. They answered they had 
no charge, but would write to the King, “ et esperoient quil ne tiendroit 
[fclui]” * *

3031. Richard Sampson to Wolsey. 

This day the Emperor told him, that, notwithstanding expressions in 
his former letters through France, when Sampson also wrote, viz., 13th 
April, aud his communications with master Treasurer, he has resolved to 
assist in the war against the common enemy, being informed from Rome 
that the French king will have no peace without Milan. Thinks he is 
encouraged in this by the hope that the Turk will be too strong for the 
Emperor. He desires the King’s opinion which of three ways is best, 
that they may co-operate with diligence. Thinks he is sincere in his inten¬ 
tion, having been deluded by some false offer. The Emperor is of opinion, 
however, that the English ambassador at Rome should have sufficient autho¬ 
rity to make peace or truce. The Emperor has obtained from Rome a 
crusado for Spain and his other dominions, “with the fourth part of all the 
spiritualities.” Mons. de Nassau is to bo married to a daughter and heir 
of the marquis of Senetts, aged 18 years, “ a goodly gentlewoman.” Her 
father being dead, she has 30,000 ducats of yearly rents, and 300,000 ducats 
in money and jewels.

easier and less expensive than that of our cannons, for 60-pounders weighed 
only 6,000 lb., whilst they had formerly weighed 10,000 ; 36-pounders, now 
weighing 3,500 lb., formerly weighed 5,500 ; field ^pieces throwing 16 lb., 
of 2,500 lb., formerly weighed 4,000 ; and “ the Bastard ” culverines, 
throwing 8 lb., of 2,000 lb., formerly weighed 3,000. By 1 lb., the writer 
intended a weight of 16 ounces. The cannons had equally decreased in 
size; viz., “Bastard Culverines,” formerly 14 feet long, were only 8ft. 
now ; those of 12, now 10 ; the double cannons of 12, now 10£. Tho 
writer then refers to “ this King X mo ,” who had a German merchant who 
brought it at his expense to Paris, for 120 francs ; that it was brought from 
Saxony and some mountains called “ Islever,” and a town close by, called 
Herfort, near to Nurnberg and “ Haspurch that less English tin was put 
in ; and that it was hardened at Islever, bearing for the greater part certain 
marks.

On Monday, the 18th inst., Surrey, the lord Warden, Master Comp* 
ton, Master Kingston, and all others of the King’s garrisons, the earl of 
Westmoreland, and the gentlemen of the bishopric, with the “ poure of the 
same,” about 1,600 men, with lord Dacre and his son, “a right towarde 
yong man,” and 500 of his company of the West Border, and the gentlemen 
and power of Northumberland, assembled at 2 p.m. at a place called Myll 
Filde, in Glendale ; thence marched to Scotland, and lodged near a fortress 
called the “ Lougth Toure,” which was thrown down before sunrise. 
Thence going towards Sesforde, rased the fortress of Linton, laid his ord¬ 
nance to Sesforde at 7 a.m., esteemed the strongest place in Scotland, except 
Dunbar and Fas Castle. Had with him a very good cortowte, one very good, 
colverin, one demi colverin, four lizards and four fawcons. The fortress was 
“ vawmowred with earth of the best sort that I have seen,” and had a bar¬ 
bican, with a false barbican within it, to defend the gate of the “ dongeon.” 
Divers iron guns of the English battery opened on the “ vawmewre,” but did 
little damage, though he directed their chief strength upon the weakest part; 
for after a few shots the cortowte’s axle broke, and on being remounted was 
with three shots so erased in the axle-tree that “ I durst none oftener suffer 
her to bo shot, having no new to bring her home withal.” Meanwhile the 
lord Leonard, Sir Arthur Darcy, Sir Wm. Parr, Harvey and others entered 
the barbicau “right dangerfully” with scaling ladders. Many of the 
assailants were wounded with stones and ordnance. They applied long 


* Sampson and Jerningham in the margin. 
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scaling ladders to the “ dongeon,” the ordnance and archers keeping up a 
sharp fire on the “ vawmewre ” and loops, but to no purpose. On this the 
two colverins were removed to the other side of the “ dongeon,” and fired 
a» an old window about 6 ft. from the ground, which “ being mewred ” was 
opened and somewhat enlarged. The gunners, for a promised reward, threw 
in four barrels of powder with shovels “ right herdely,” which being per¬ 
ceived, the Scots set fire to the house “ where our men had thrown the 
powder” befo.e they had finished. Three of the gunners were much burnt, 
and the powder wasted without injuring the fortress. Nevertheless, shortly 
after the warden of the Scotch Marches, owner of the castle, being within a 
mile, sent to Surrey, and surrendered the place on being allowed to depart 
with bag and baggage. If the defence had been continued, does not see how 
it could have been taken. The wall was 14 ft. thick. On its surrender, 
treated it as he had done the others. Threw down at the same time another 
strong tower called Whitton. Before this was done, it was 7 o’clock at 
night. It had rained all day. It was the coldest weather he had seen at 
this time of year. The men were tired out, and the horses had been all 
that day, the night before, and all Monday, without eating. He therefore 
returned towards England to a waste country for grass ; lodged that night 
within Scotland, and returned in the morning into England “ with as weary 
a sort of men and horses as ever I saw.” Thus he had not been able to 
return by the March, destroying one corner of it, as he had written to 
Wolsey. The thing is still thought feasible, and he doubts not to do it 
within 10 days. 

The King’s subjects are very joyful at the destruction of the fortresses, 
thinking it better than if Edinburgh and three of the best towns in Scot¬ 
land had been burnt. If the war continue, he will lay waste great part of 
the countries without fortresses. Has burnt all about the above four. 
What is left undone of the King’s purpose, as the burning of a few towns 
and villages in the March, shall shortly be done by the lieutenants. Thinks 
a great part of the garrisons may be discharged before the end of next 
month, unless it be ascertained that Albany is coming to Scotland. If ho 
were now there, he would find no victuals in Tevidale, and it is believed 
that he can make no great invasion. Desires Henry to be good lord to my 
lord Warden, who will be with him before this day seven-night. He has 
been a noble, valiant and painful man in this journey. Alnwick, 21 May.

Learning that there was a Breton ship laden with 
Gascon wine at Cragvergouse (Carrickfergus), went thither through the 
countries of his enemies, defended by Hugh McNeile and others, who, 
besides their own men, had 1,500 Scots in wages. About 20 were slain. 
The Breton, hearing that he had four or five vessels coming by sea, took 
flight, leaving some of the wines he had sold, unpaid for. Chased a Scotch 
vessel which he found lying far out in the haveD, with three boats, for about 
12 miles, when the vessel ran aground, and the crews were rescued, the 
country belonging to Hugh McNeile. His servants, however, brought the 
vessel away. Kildare broke McNeile’s castle of Belfast, burned 24 miles 
of his country, and destroyed two other piles kept by the Scots. Took the 
mayor and three aldermen of Cragvergouse prisoners for trading with the 
King’s enemies, Scots and Bretons. Sends them now to the King. During 
that journey the King’s deputy burnt the lands of several of Kildare's 
servants, broke three piles, which were their chief defence against the 
Irishry, and took two castles or piles, which Kildare had taken from the 
Irish, and which his servants gave up without mistrust. The one he broke 
himself; the other he delivered to O’Connor. The Deputy has refused to 
be ruled by the council ever since it was said the King meant to remove 
him. He has made new bonds with the Irishry, especially with O’Keroll, 
by whose aid he means to defend his title to the earldom of Ormond. 

Since writing, the Deputy’s retinue have taken from Kildare 500 “ steide ” 
mares and colts. Has often complained of the Deputy to the Council, who 
have always urged him to forbearance.

Langeac may have had news since he left, by Lable*, Albany’s 
secretary, whom Francis has sent to Denmark. Has sent the 6,000 livres 
for the pensions by the Scotch chancellor’s man, and despatched a ship a 
month ago expressly to give him news.

They would be satisfied 
with nothing less than 3,000 horse and 5,000 foot, and half the munitions of 
war, insisting that the writers should inform lady Margaret, os they have 
done, and received her answer after she had communicated with De Beuren. 
She offers 2,000 horse and 4,000 foot; but, if the English pass the sea, 
all the assistance in her power. In reply the King and Wolsey made 
many objections, and stated they could not cross before the end of June. 
Marnix also objected to their project of besieging Boulogne. They also 
insisted on sending Jerningham to take a note of the Emperor’s preparations;

“ which we know not how they could expect to be in forwardness, seeing 
that they were all along dissatisfied with the number of troops we had 
offered.” 

Considering their manner of treating this affair, the writers have insisted 
on Jerningham’s mission, with full powers to treat with the Emperor and 
settle the points in dispute. Their intention is to bring into the field only 
15,000 foot under Suffolk. On 21st of May had a discussion with Wolsey 
and the Privy Council touching the army to be raised by the Emperor for 
the invasion of Guienne; butDePraet told them that though he was willing 
to enter upon this subject, as they mistrusted the Emperors preparations it 
would be better for .Jerningham to settle this affair also. “The Cardinal’s 
object is sufficiently apparent, sc., to bind your majesty, and leave the K i n g 
his master at liberty.” To avoid the charge of dilatoriness, continually 
imputed to the Emperor, they addressed a note to Wolsey, offering to enter 
into a treaty on this subject according to their present powers. “ The sieur 
Legate, nevertheless, became more difficult; and although he had before ex¬ 
pressed himself satisfied with the offer of Madame, he then complained that 
it was too small, making use of several reproachful words against your 
majesty in his accustomed manner, and saying that it was proper to await 
the arrival of Mosquerra,” your maitre d’hotel; and he put us off until 
Whitsunday. 

On that day the King told them with great joy the good news he had 
received from Scotland, how his army had destroyed the frontiers, &c., and 
then asked Marnix if Madame would increase the contingent. The writers 
said that was impossible. And when the King was disposed to yield, Wolsey 
took him aside to the Privy Council; and after long deliberation, Wolsey 
said that his majesty had undertaken this war for the sake of the Emperor, 
on whose part nothing was done,.and. required 3,000 foot and 3,000 horse. 
The writers, after repeating their reasons for avoiding all needless delay, 
consented to write to the Emperor. “ But whatever he may say, sire, if 
it be then - intention to do nothing until such time as something is com¬ 
menced on your majesty’s part, and notified through the means of Jerning¬ 
ham, who is to be sent off, as they pretend, in two days, it is easy 
enough to see that the season will pass without a single effort of any 
importance.” 

The pay for the Emperor’s ai-my in Flanders expires at the end of Sept., 
and the writers do not see how it can be continued, except Mosquerra bring 
the expected supplies. This makes the English court so distrustful. 

Met the King, Wolsey and the Council on the 28th, when Wolsey asked 
De Praet for his credentials, “ notwithstanding they had been in his hands 
six weeks before;” and after looking at them observed that a general treaty 
with no particulars was worthless,—that Charles was bound by his note of 
8 March to certain conditions, intimating reproachfully “ that I had no 
right to enter into the subject at all, unless I was prepared to treat upon 
these very points.” When De Praet defended himself, Wolsey made no 
reply, but resumed his remarks on the inequality of the contingent, the 
faults committed last year by sea and land, and the little aid England had 
received from your majesty; and “he did not hesitate to declare that your 
majesty was not an observer of the treaties,” by which it was stipulated that 
your fleet should be confined to the Channel. De Praet, in reply, contended 
that no such obligation was imposed upon the Emperor, as Wolsey ought to 
know, for “ he had himself drawn up the treaty,” and knew well the sense of 
the article. 

Then De Praet proceeded to offer certain conditions on the part of the 
Emperor, the time and extent of his contingent, &c.; at which Wolsey was 
no wise satisfied, “ and beginning to put himself into a passion, seemed 
desirous that I should treat in every particular only according to his

pleasure,” and bind your majesty to stricter conditions than the king of 
England; and he insisted on the 1 Aug. being fixed for operations. 

“ Seeing with whom I had to deal I answered him as mildly as I could, 
begging him not to put himself out of humor with me, who could not do 
anything beyond the commksion I had received;” and since they vxmld not 
possibly be in readiness before 1 Aug., Jerningham might submit the whole 
affair to the Emperor. To this they assented, and will prepare a draft to¬ 
morrow, 30 May, of such articles ap they wish introduced, to be tracsmitted 
io the Emperor, and, if approved, to be accepted by Jerningliom and 
Sampson. The writers have thought this the best way of getting rid of the 
present difficulty. 

On 31 Mav received the articles, which insist on a larger contingent on 
the Emperor’s part, and their own armament not to be required until 1 Aug. 
The writers resisted, but gained nothing. Considering, therefore, the lateness 
of the year, that part of the time will be lost in besieging Boulogne, that 
the troops to be sent against it will not be available for the protection of the 
Low Countries, and that if my Lady does not consent to augment her offers 
the expense must fall upon the Emperor, the writers advise the Emperor 
to postpone the war until May next year, and dispense with assistance from 
England. 

The king and queen of Denmark are in the Low Countries, and have 
asked aid of my Lady. The King has also asked of the king of England a 
permanent safeconduct, which has been granted him for six months, on con¬ 
dition he enters no English port with ships or more than 100 followers, or 
visit Scotland;—“and hence the Cardinal hopes he will not give them the 
trouble of coming at all.” 

Jerningham sets off tomorrow, and Marnix will return to my Lady in two 
or three days. London, 1 June 1523. 

In a sequel to this despatch (according to Mr. Bradford ) the following 
important passage occurs relating to Bourbon: 

“In truth, sire, this affair, I know not why, has not long remained a secret, 
and in a short time cannot fail to be publicly known. Even at this court 
there are, to my knowledge, more than ten people now acquainted with it. 
The day before yesterday, when the Cardinal and I met concerning the 
present war, he immediately began to talk of the coming over of Bourbon, 
and related the whole transaction from beginning to end, and this in the 
presence of the duke of Suffolk, Messrs. Talbot and Wingfield, three of the 
bishops, and the treasurer Marnix. M. de Badajoz and I knew it ever 
since the past month of January; but we obstinately denied it before the 
king of England and the Cardinal, until your majesty ordered us to be candid 
on the subject.”

R. O. When last in London was told by Sir John Hussey to meet his 

servant Gildon at Horneby, on Trinity eve, where he said Darcy would 
send a servant for the ordering of the late lord Mountegle’s property. Was 
there at the time fixed, but found no one from Hussey. On Monday 
Chaloner came with orders from Darcy that Nic. Tempest and Ric. Banke 
should take charge of the house at Hornby, the goods that were seized and 
sequestered for the King, and the revenues of his lands, which is clearly 
against the late Lord’s will. As Darcy does not wish him to meddle, asks 
him to appoint some one to look after the young Lord’s causes, to which 
Starkey attended as well as he could last term, and as yet he has received 
no harm ; but if good and quick suit be [not ?] made this Trinity term, he 
will lose lands worth 160/., although he is the King’s ward. A claim is 
made also by lord Derby, the King’s ward, for some lands in Cheshire 
worth 501. and more. The danger will be avoided if attended to betimes. 

The day he left London, the King charged him to view all my late Lord’s 
tenants in Lancashire and elsewhere, and send him a book of those able 
to serve in the wars, “ and what be bills and what bows.” Afterward the 
Chancellor showed him a bill for the stewardship of my Lord’s lands during 
his nonage. Told him Darcy was steward of Brierly and Hymmesworth. 
He said they must agree about that, and has written to Darcy.* Sends the 
said letter, which was given to him at Lancaster on Trinity Sunday, 
f Horneby, 2 June.

Bulmer, to keep good order in his absence, and see that hurt 
be done daily to the enemies, and arrange how the queen of Scots may bo 
conveyed into England, which will not be easy. Expects Dacre tonight, 
and Bulmer tomorrow ; the latter has this day invaded the March with 
4,000 men, before dawn. Sent also for Wm. Pawnc and George Lawson, 
from Berwick, to learn what victual and necessaries they have lor the 
invasion. Fears that the greatest lack will be of foists lor drink. All

that can bo got should be sent thither, and as many “costrells and bareil 
ferrys ” as can be made in London, about which Weldon can inform him. 

Has sent for Sir Hen. Sharuborne, to learn by whose fault the misorder 
of the men of war at sea took place. If by his, will order him according 
to Wolsey’s commands. Thinks it was, that Madyson, of Hull, had not 
enough foists to supply them with beer; which Madison confessed today, 
throwing the blame on the lewd masters taken by the French, who left 
before the victuals were got on board. On Wednesday last, the French 
and Scots, of whom Wolsey writes, took two small boats of 15 or 16 tons 
near Yarmouth, while Sir lieu. Sharneborne was looking for them at 
Flamborough Head, and with him Paxford and another ship of war, of 
which his son is captain. That same night a great storm arose, which 
continued all Thursday, and drove our men northwards, who with difficulty 
recovered Skathe Road. Paxford had a narrow escape for his life. Four 
days previously, Surrey had sent Coo, with his bark, Fleming, Thos. Eller- 
car, Thos. Clere and Robt. Taylor, “ to go forth of Skathe Road, and lie 
two kenuyngs (?) in the sea, so that neither ship might go fro Scotland, 
nor come thither, but that they should see them.” Ellercar and Clere, who 
were driveu back again by the storm, believe that Coo and the others have 
gone to the Frith. Is anxious to hear news of them, for they are not fit to 
encounter the French. In coming to the road, they met the Dutch prize, 
with divers Frenchmen in her, who say that six or seven of their company 
were driven by the storm into the Frith. Fears that they have thus escaped. 
Hears that the Scots are going to set forth six or seven ships to the 
Islands, to intercept the Iceland fleet on their way home. If they succeed, 
the coasts of Norfolk and Suffolk will be undone, and all England destitute 
of fish next year. Desires leave to send four of the ten ships now in these 
parts to the Islands, for the fleet’s protection. “I doubt not the King’s 
grace shall have a good pot of wine for wafting of them.” Hopes before 
tomorrow night to hear what our men have done in Scotland by land and 
water.

Pygote, vicar, Sir John 
Worme, parish priest of Geyton, and Agnes wife of Whitmore, said ho 
heard it reported that every man of the value of 40s. should pay 20*. to 
the King ; every man of 20s., 10*. ; and every man of 10*., 5s. ; and that 
“ if every man would do ns he would do, ho would take him by the head, 
and pull him down.” Pygote asked him, whom he would pull down. He 
answered, “ Harry with the crown.” The vicar bade him beware ; and 
Agnes Whitmore said, “ and she had [spoken] any such words, she were 
worthy to have be brent.” 

The said Agnes deposed that Wylkynson said, “ And if it be as my master 
say, we must have three more tasks ” (taxes), and that every man would have 
to pay half what he was worth. “ And every man would as I would, we 
should get him by the head, and bring him down.” 

Sir Johu Worme deposed that Wylkynson said, “ Rather than we should 
pay any taxes, it were better to take against king Herry.” He doubts 
whether the vicar was present.

Notwithstanding the slackness in the expedition of the ships, they will be 
ready in the beginning of July. During all. May many soldiers have been 
here, either for arrears of wages, or hope of new employment. On Corpus 
Christi day 600 or 700 of them went through the streets like men who had 
taken a town, “ crying Spayna! Spayna! and death to all the Flemings ! ” 
They were before Sampson’s lodgings some time, and slew a servant of the 
prince of Orange, and seven or eight more, for they found no more in the 
streets; but they attempted nothing against him. Next day they were 
ordered to leave the town. 14 or 15 are taken that will suffer death. 

On Sunday after Corpus Christi day the Emperor received at a church 
before his palace a cap and sword from the Pope, which were not known to 
have been sent, and were only given to him after mass by his servant who 
brought them. They were delivered to two noblemen, Mid borne before him 
into the palaoe. The French have taken a ship coming from the Indies 
with 160,000 ducats for the Emperor, besides other treasure. The Emperor 
has offered half of the treasure for its recovery. An expedition has been 
sent against Perpignan, which is defended by 8,000 French. The Emperor 
is anxious for the coming of Jerningham, to explain some things in his 
ambassadors’ letters.

received. Had 1,000 horse at his entry. Was kindly treated by De Medici 
nnd Campcggio, and lodged at Florence in the Cardinal’s own palace. In 
consequence of the great heats, did not see the Pope till the 5th, the day 
after his arrival. Learnt, before speaking with De Medici, in what case 
the cardinal do Volterra, alias Soderino, his capital enemy, had brought 
him with the Pope, and congratulated him that the frauds of Volterra had 
been disclosed. He professed great desire to serve Wolsey, and said the 
face of things would now be changed, as Volterra “had, with craft and 
subtlety, brought this good Pope in that case, that white was turned into 
black.” The Emperor’s faction was in clean desperation, and looked for 
no more favor from the Pope than if he had been born in Paris. All 
men are glad that the Pope has got rid of so pestiferous a counsellor. 
De Medici wished to go with Clerk to his first audience. Clerk told him 
that he had no commission to show the Pope which was a secret to the 
Cardinal. Visited the Pope, in company with Hannibal and De Medici, 
“ riding through tho chief of Rome ” to the Pope’s palace, being distant 
from De Medici’s house a large half mile. Was met by Campeggio, who 
alone, of all the cardinals, lives in the palace. Found the Pope seated at 
ease, on a low stool, under a cloth of estate. Delivered his letters; ex¬ 
pressed the great affection which the king of England bore to him, the 
injuries which the King had suffered from France, and the necessity he was 
under of going to war, not so much for his own cause, as for the protection 
of the See Apostolic and the Emperor. Urged that some new league 
should be made against the French king, which would bring him to reason ; 
and said he had a commission to treat for the same with the Pope, and 
Pace with the duke of Milan. Urged the Pope to take care of himself, 
concluding that the King would do nothing without the consent of the 
Emperor. 

The Pope replied he was well aware of the subtle dealings of the French, 
and had only hitherto remained neutral, not from any love for the French, 
but out of anxiety for the peace of Christendom ; and so, without awaiting 
any reply, “rose, and made a cross with his hand over my head, as he is 
accustomed to do when he will have any man depart.” 

Visited the Pope the next day; found with him the cardinal De Me¬ 
dici and the duke of Suessa, the Emperor’s ambassador. The Pope told 
them that he had received letters from the Archduke, dated 23 May, 
stating he had sent his commission to Venice ; but this was not confirmed. 
Gives an account of the discussion on this subject. When the Pope was 
urged by the Emperor’s orator to declare himself, he smiled, and alleged 
poverty, saying that the See Apostolic received too many profits from 
France for him to quarrel with it. Clerk and others endeavored to meet 
this argument, by pointing out the advantages which would otherwise arise; 
“ but I assure your grace, Pontifex, velut rupes in mari sita, undique petita 
fluctibus, mansit immobilis.” Is assured by the duke of Suessa that the 
Pope will never be brought to join in any league offensive, and complains 
that neither De Medici nor the Duke exhorted him to it. “ Omnia hie 
frigent prater pestem, quse his proximis diebus incepit sajvire maxime.”

Burnt the towns 
of Stitchell, Aynthorne, Newton, Stitchell Crag, Hasington Manes and 
Akles, and cast down Stitchell Castle, which stands on the Border, between 
the Mershe and Lambermore. Were met at Akles by the convent of nuns, 
who gave up the keys of the abbey, and promised to cast down before 
Sunday all walls and ditches of any strength; and if it is not done. Sir Wm. 
Bulmer will go and burn the abbey. Burnt the rest of the town ; then went 
to Marsington, and burnt that and other towns and steads in the way, and 
cast down a good tower, well vaulted. Of these four fortresses there is not 
a piece of a wall left standing ; “ they fell astraight to the ground after the 
same manner that the Lowghtower fell.” If they had been better supplied 
with horses and ordnance, would have cast down Home Castle and the 
towers of Langton and Dunse. Went home by the west ford of Norham, 
and appointed men to conduct the ordnance to Berwick. 

But three raids more are needed for the utter destruction of Tevidale and 
the Merse: the first, in the Merse, to Home Castle and the towers of 
Langton, Dunse, Est Nesebet, Rede Brayes and others in the east of the 
Merse ; the second, in the east end of Tevidale, to Rookysburghe, the Gate¬ 
house Tower of Kelso Abbey, Ormeston, and other towers between Tweed and 
Teviot; and the third, in the west end of Tevidale, to Yedword (Jedburgh), 
Farnyhirst, Hundele and others. If these three raids are done well, 2,000 of 
the garrison may be discharged, and 1,000 only remain on the Borders. Asks 
for letters of thanks to the captains. They must be commanded to order

In some parts 
the houses are “ roved,” and have no thatch, so that they will not burn.

refused. Does not know the cause of their coming. The day Dacre left 
Surrey at Newcastle, his son and brother made a raid into Scotland, took 
20 score “ nolt ” and three or four flocks of sheep, burnt Hodom and other 
towns and steads, and took all lord Maxwell’s household servants, except 
one who narrowly escaped with him. Devised a raid to be made to the 
tower of Waughop the same day he went into Scotland, to keep lord Max¬ 
well from them.

His uncle of St. Andrew’s is with him. They will hold a council on Thurs¬ 
day next, the 18th; and six ships, under command of Robt. Barton, comp¬ 
troller, and Davy Fawconer, are ready decked to carry- their determination 
through the narrow seas to France. 

On Thursday last was told by Sir Wm. Bulmer that Surrey’s letters had 
not gone to the Queen. Has procured a safeconduct for Wm. Hathrington, 
his servant, to go to speak with the Queen and Chancellor, and sent to 
Bulmer for the letters, but was told they had then gone. Encloses 
Bulmer’s letter. Surrey shall have her answer in ten days, as well as the 
proceedings of the Scotch lords.

mind which he bears towards them, as the only succor and refuge from the 
present evil governance and wild demeanor of the French king. The Duke 
has offered, on condition of receiving one of the Emperor’s sisters in marriage 
and the invasion of France, to declare himself an enemy to the French king, 
and join the invaders with 500 men-at-arms and 10,000 foot. For this 
purpose the Emperor has despatched into England the lord Beawreyn, to 
advertise the King of the negotiations of the Duke, and with the King’s 
consent to open a treaty with him, as Knight will learn by the inclosed. 
A« this is a delicate negotiation, Knight is to take leave of lady Margaret, 
pretending he is sent into Switzerland, and join Beawreyn in disguise at 
Burgus. He is to stay at Basle, and from there intimate to Beawreyn his 
arrival, guiding himself by the instructions he shall receive from Beawreyn. 
If any difficulties arise, Knight shall be further instructed. If he hears 
that the negotiation is broken off, and Beawreyn leaves for Rome, he 
shall stay, or return to the lady Margaret,' as shall be deemed expedient. 
Arrangements have been made for secret conveyance of letters. If the 
Duke be come to Burgus, Knight must be on the alert to discover if there 
be any treaty on foot between the Emperor and the French King. 

In the treaty he is to observe the following order: (1.) He shall learn 
from Beawreyn the Duke’s disposition touching the points stated in his 
memorial. He shall ascertain in what state the Duke stands with the French 
king, and what party he can bring with him, and whether he follows this 
cause of sheer necessity, and can be of great advantage to the confederates. 
(2.) In regard to the Duke’s army he shall so arrange that, in event of a 
peace to be made with the French king, the Duke shall not be able to prevent 
it; and yet the Duke shall not be led to think that, having declared against 
France, he will afterwards be sacrificed. (3.) That the Duke may not pretend 
hereafter that the war is contrary to the common weal of France, is to get 
him to recognize the King as the rightful inheritor of the said crown, and 
have the recognition published, that other nobles may be induced to join. 
(4.) Is to arrange the most convenient times for the Duke’s declaration, and 
the sums to be paid his army : the money not to be more than one month in 
ndvance, so that in case of any sinister dealing the King shall suffer less. 
(5.) Above all things to provide against any indirect craft in the event of 
the Duke joining his army with Prospero Colonna in Languedoc, for if he 
were the stronger he might overthrow Prospero, and recover Milan for the 
French king. There is greater suspicion by the closeness of Mons. de la 
Motte, who, being at this time with the lady Margaret, has seen all the 
preparations in the Low Countries, and, by discovering the Emperor’s secrets, 
might turn them to the advantage of the French. (6.) Is to arrange with the 
Duke, in case of an invasion, what parts it would be best to attack. The 
King is informed that the Emperor wishes to secure the services of the 
Duke for the conquest of Languedoc, which will only be for the benefit of 
the Emperor, and no reward to the King for the expenses incurred by him. 
Th£ King therefore thinks it desirable that by this treaty “ some good 
peace may be recovered to the King’s benefit and behoof, whose army 
shall be greatly strengthened by joining with them of the said duke of 
Bourbon,” if it may conveniently be. He is to advertise Wolsey in case 
it is the Duke’s opinion to make a descent upon Normandy, managing that 
the King’s excessive charge may be spared. The conditions upon which 
he shall finally conclude the arraugement without digressing materially from 
his instructions.

Is much grieved at this mortal war between him and her son’s realm. 
Without God’s help and his, secs no remedy, for the noblemen are so abused 
by the lord Governor that they dare not undertake anything for the King’s 
welfare or their own. If she might mediate with him, would take any pains. 
Hears from Surrey and Dacre that all Henry does is for the safety of his 
nephew, not from malice to the realm, and therefore beseeches him to do some¬ 
thing for her sake, that it may be seen and known here that ho will do 
something for her. As her son is under age, wishes he would consent to 
an abstinence of war till Michaelmas, that the councils of the two realms 
may meet for the purpose of peace, with a condition that if Albany come 
into the realm, and be not content therewith, it shall expire in twenty days;

Was told by lord Leonard Grey that Ceton, captain of Warke, a 
servant of the Lord Marquis, asked him for 100 men of the Marquis’s 
retinue, as the Scots had daily assembled by 200 and 300 about Walk, since 
Dacrc’s raid to Ednam. On Monday night lord Leonard went thither from 
Alnwick with six score men, meeting a younger son of Sir Ric. Tempest, 
lying at Ettell, and a gentleman called Hootbom, a servant of Darcy’s, with 
nine score men. Yesterday morning, the captain went out, leaving lord 
Leonard to guard the castle, and, hearing of the approach of the Soots, sent 
on 50 spears and 20 bows, leaving the rest in ambush. They met the Scots, 
and finally slew 25, and took 61, with as many geldings, the best in the 
Marsh and Tividale, with a standard and a “gyttern.” Of the English but 
one was slain, and one taken. Several of the Trotters and Davisons were 
taken, and Davy Howme put to flight with a spear broken either in his coat 
or his body. Many prisoners have been taken in divers places since the 
Treasurer left, which shows the garrisons have not been idle. Hopes he 
has sent to every place to take musters of them, as Magnus has before 
suggested.

Declared his opinion in his last letters to Surrey, which had 
not arrived when Wolsey wrote. As to Surrey's assertion to the King, that 
the Scotch are abandoning the French, who had retired to Dunbar Castle 
with all the artillery, fearing to be served as Labaty was, and that if any one 
attempted anything against them, a great many would take his part, which 
the lord Marquis confirmed ; 800 Frenchmen have lately come to Scotland, 
and, with those who were there before, wait upon Grissills, whom Albany 
left behind him, and receive the revenues of the crown. Grissills rides 
through Scotland at his pleasure, and is well obeyed by the lords. Those 
at Dunbar were left there by Albany for the safety of the place, and the 
artillery was there before he left. Victual is very dear and scarce, but 
they need no money to raise an army to serve in Scotland, or twelve or 
sixteen miles beyond, for the Scots would desire none, if well served with 
victual. There are no disagreements amongst the noblemen; the only 
debate is amongst the gentlemen of the Marse and Tevidale. Does not 
think a present invasion suitable, nor that it would be possible “ to reduce 
the Scots to the King’s grace;” for though they grudge the loss they suffer 
for Albany, still, as they have deputed him governor, and have given him 
the revenues during the King’s minority, without ranking him responsible 
for them, and as he is the heir apparent, they would not leave him if he 
keeps the day of his return, as he promised, which they do not doubt. 
Much has been said to the noblemen about Albany’s feigned overtures and 
illusions, but it has taken no effect. 

As to the proposed invasion, the carriage might be arranged as Wolsey 
suggests, but it would be very expensive to the King, and hurtful to his 
subjects, now in their busy time of harvest. For victualling the army, 
Leith would be most convenient. However, the country could not be de¬ 
stroyed in sixteen or eighteen days, nor could so much harm be done now 
as when the corn is “ inned,” for if the corn were left, they would rebuild 
their houses before winter, and live upon the corn. The most that could 
be done now would be to destroy Edinburgh, and eight or ten miles in 
breadth along the coast on their wAy, but they could not impoverish the 
Scots sufficiently to prevent them from joining Albany, at his coming, in 
an invasion of England ; and they would rather bo induced to do it after 
the return of the King’s array, thinking they could advance into England, 
and return before another army could be raised to resist them. If, however, 
they were attacked at Michaelmas, they could not, even with Albany’s 
assistance, invade Englaud after the army had returned. Has done all he 
could to win over some noblemen to the King’s side, but to no purpose, 
and has been told by many of the nobles that they will not leave France, 
for they reckon they cannot live withont aid thence. 

Since Surrey came here, there have been divers “rodes,” and three 
especially : the casting down Wederburne, Niesebet and Blakatre Castles ; 
taking Cesfurth Castle, and casting down Loghe Leynton and Whitton 
Towers; and, third, taking Stitchell and Ednam Castles. Assures him

40,0001. was spent on one raid, there was not so much damage done as 
by the least of these three, so that the King may think his money well 
spent this year. Three more “ rodes ” would entirely destroy the Borders, 
but the cost of a great invasion now would be greater than the harm done. 
Would not advise it, either now or at Michaelmas, if it were not more for 
the King's honor than for any hurt that can be done. 

At the present time an army could get neither booty nor prisoners, unless 
the Scots give battle, which he does not think they would ; and at Michael¬ 
mas, though they might carry away their goods and cattle, they could not 
carry away their corn, on which most of their living depends. Cannot, there¬ 
fore, see any object in an immediate invasion, and thinks the postponing 
of it would stop Albany from invading England as long as he knows they are 
ready to resist him. “ And where that it is thought that in brief time the 
matter which your grace willeth me to keep secret wol take effect, I assure 
your grace, if the day were precisely known when the said effect should 
follow, though it were afore Michaelmas, yet, under correction, after mine 
opinion, the advancement and setting forward of the said army should be 
much better to be spared, for any commodity or advantage that can ensue 
thereupon, the cause afore comprised well considered, than that the same 
should proceed at this season/’ 

As to Dunbar Castle, thinks it is “ in manner unprenable.” Has himself 
seen it.

Haderington tells him that he has reasoned with the Queen, who “ wald be 
glad to com furth of Scotland in her smok ” to labor for the security of her 
son. She desires an abstinence to treat for peace, and reckons that if she 
could once come to the Borders, she might enter England without any 
trouble. According to his last letters to the lord Treasurer, the six ships 
have left Leith for France with a message to Albany from the Lords, who have 
now risen from council. They were going to have caused the 800 men sent 
by Albany to lie on the Borders, but could not bring it to pass. The lords 
Regents have received from the Duke 1,000 crowns each, after having refused 
them, and the Queen the same.

3147. Dacre to Surrey. 

On Monday last at 4 p.m. assembled the garrison and most of the 
inhabitants here, at Howtell Swyre. Removed that night to Tweedside, 
where the vanguard lay at Carham, and the rearguard and ordnance in the 
Haugh betwixt Carham and Wark. At break of day went on to Kelso, 
destroyed all of the town that would burn, pulled down the gate house of 
the Abbey, Sindelawes, Ormeston, and the Moss Towers, the last of which 
belongs to the laird of Buccleugh. Came home the high way by Cesfurd 
Castle, entering the realm at Shotten Chapel, “ lovings to God,” within half 
an hour of sunset. Assigned part of the garrison to convey the ordnance 
to Etell, and thence to Berwick. “ The lords of Scotland is skalede fro 
their counseile.” The 800 men sent by Albany, “ which is but raskaldes,” 
lie in Edinburgh. Has appointed the session, and will attend on Surrey 
at Newcastle on Sunday morning. Assures him they would have had no 
powder unless they had borrowed from Berwick, and they can spare no 
more there. He must send some more before another rode is made. The 
master of the ordnance says there are two lasts in Nottingham, which 
Surrey might send for. Harbottle, 1 July 15 Hen. VIH.

On the 18th Jerningham arrived here, eleven days after leaving 
Southampton. Could do nothing, as the Emperor was at Towr de zelis 
(Tordesillas), with his mother and his sister the queen of Portugal. Samp-

son, with the other ambassadors, accompanied by the lord Chancellor, met 
the Emperor and the Queen a quarter of a mile out of the town. On the 
22nd Jerningham delivered the King’s and Wolsey’s letters to his majesty, 
and showed him the reason of his coming. The Emperor was glad to hear 
of the King’s health, and said “ he knew well the sign of the King’s letter 
with his own hand,’’ and would never forget the words passed between the 
King and himself at their last departure. Jerningham then informed him of 
the King’s proceedings and successes against the Scotch, and thanked him 
for the news sent by him into England. The French have often reported 
that the King has lost a great battle against the Scots. Thanked the 
Emperor for communicating to the King his correspondence touching the 
Pope and College, and told him the King, in like manner, transmitted cor¬ 
respondence on his side. He then referred them for the rest of their charge 
to his Council. Next day was the feast of St. John, which is kept like May 
Day in England. On the 26th had a conference with the Chancellor, the 
Great Master, and De la Roche. They made four objections: (1.) of the 
inequality for the Emperor ; (2.) against attacking Boulogne, because it was 
too strong ; (3.) preference for Languedoc; (4.) that the Emperor’s army 
could not stir before September, as no man can abide in the fields iu 
August. 

Detail the answers which they made to these objections, and to which 
little reply was offered. Returned to the council after dinner, when the 
Chancellor asked them whether they had anything to say to the letters 
written by the Emperor to the King, concerning the Pope’s brief, and his 
admonition for the truce. On the Chancellor asking “ what we would 
do if the matter of the truce should now be set forward,” replied that 
they had no command to speak on that subject, but they doubted not the 
King would follow the Emperor’s pleasure. Said, however, there was one 
thing the King required, and the English ambassadors at Rome would do 
nothing unless the Emperor passed the article of the indemnity. The 
Chancellor thought the Emperor would agree to it, but has not Bince spoken 
on the subject. Upon stating the great charge which the King sustained in 
the war against Scotland, the Chancellor observed that they said nothing 
of Gueldres, De la Marche, and others, who were a great charge to the 
Emperor. We said that was comparing a gnat to an elephant; at which 
the Chancellor was somewhat nettled. 

On the 30th June they all concluded that war should be made on France, 
according to the articles which Jerningham had brought with him. When 
they came to debate the article of Bourbon, Jerningham und Sampson 
wished it should be reserved till next year. After some discussion it was 
agreed that, if the King could have no sure knowledge of Bourbon's determina¬ 
tion before the end of July, he should not be bound to transport any army 
this year. See no preparations, although they promise to enter Guienne by 
the 20th Aug. Met them again 1 July. Visited the Emperor in the after¬ 
noon, who was satisfied with the arrangement, and said he should not fail 
of his finances. The Emperor has agreed to renew the article of the 
indemnity. He will defer sending to Rome till they have sure news from 
Bourbon, that the ambassadors may then have instructions to proceed with 
the truce. It is reported that there are 6,000 adventurers in Languedoc, 
who plunder and burn at their pleasure, and have defeated an army of 
10,000 men who were sent against them. Letters have been sent to sum¬ 
mon those required for the Parliament to meet on the 15th, which the 
Chancellor says will be ended in 15 or 16 days. Valladolid, 3 July.

3153. Wolsey to Sampson and Jerningham. 

Since Boleyn’s arrival, Bewarayn has come from the Emperor with 
letters to the King and Wolsey, and other instructions, touching the duke of 
Bourbon, which have been translated, and are sent herewith. Wolsey has 
received by him Sampson’s letters to himself, the substance of which he has 
showed the King, who is very well satisfied. As Bewarayn was anxious 
to depart, instructions were given him what ho should do until he was 
joined by Knight. Sends a copy of Knight’s instructions. Had Bewarayn 
or the Imperial ambassador (De Praet) received commission to treat with the 
King upon the number, place, time, &c. for shipment of the army this 
summer, and putting over the personal invasion, all might have been settled. 
All diligence is used for getting into perfect readiness whatever is requisite 
for the army to be sent into France, as soon as they receive the Emperor’s 
resolution, which must be accelerated. They are to declare this to the 
Emperor, and the suspicions touching De la Mote. 

The King and Queen of Denmark have arrived in England; they have 
been lodged and feasted at Greenwich, and are now at Bath Place at the 
King’s costs. Wolsey has had some conversation with that King ;—his 
election to the crown, and violation of certain conditions attached to it. 
Gives an account of his conference with him. Wolsey expressed his 
surprise that he should have emboldened his enemies by abandoning his 
dominions, and has counselled him to return. Hopes by means of the 
Emperor the affair may be put in good train; “for it is a thing far dis¬ 
crepant from good order or congruence that a prince shall thus, by tho 
wilfulness of his lords and commons, be expelled and put from his crown 
upon any griefs by them pretended.” 

P.S.—Letters have come from the bishop of Bath, dated Rome, 3 June, 
and from Pace at Venice, 5 June, (of which copies are sent,) stating that the 
French king, upon the attachment of cardinal SoderinO, had revoked liis 
ambassadors. There is therefore no likelihood of peace. The Pope will 
not consent to a treaty offensive against Franco. lie will hardly be per¬ 
suaded to a defensive league. France must be pressed hard, the personal 
invasion accelerated, and minor attempts forborne. Insists on the disad¬ 
vantages which are likely to arise from losing time, and the necessity of 
frankness on both sides. By such dribbling wars as have hitherto been 
made, France has been rather exalted than otherwise. If the war cannot 
be carried on, they must devise an .honorable peace. 

They are to learn what are the Emperor’s intentions for this year, that 
the King may have a month’s respite for the transport of his army by the

middle of August at furthest Great waste would be incurred if they 
Btopped till the rainy weather in September.

Beawrayn shall 
treat for marriage between the Duke and the queen of Portugal, or, if she 
consent not, with the lady Katharine, the Emperor’s sister; and take Bour¬ 
bon’s advice as to where it shall be best to enter France, and bring over 
other French lords. “ For making capitulations, letters are to be sent to 
the president of Burgoyne and Mons. Loys Maranyes, one of them feigning 
to go to St. Claude to go with him, under colour to address him by the 
country of Bourgoyne.” Valladolid, 28 May 1523.

ii. Instructions for the same in England. 

(1.) To show of Gracien’s coming from the duke of Bourbon. (2.) His 
desire to serve the King and the Emperor; his refusal to be reconciled 
with Francis; and the discontents of the French.

[to the governor of] Bresse, with letters for “ my lady Governaunt;” also 
a letter to the treasurer Vionet and one to M. de Beaurayne, telling 
him he was commissioned to go to Basle, and if he could do him any ser¬ 
vice “ he should not fault to fynde [me and] mine at the hostelry of the 
Crowne by the 7th or [8th of] the said month.” Inquired, after arriving 
at B[asle], what distance it was between Basle [and the] “cownte of 
Bresse,” and finding it was s[everal days’] journey, “ determined to ap¬ 
proach .that that was necessary and immediately prepared, pass[ing] 

overthwarts all the country of Swesys, and after[wards to] Genevre in 
Savoye,” the Duke and Duchess being there. Reached a town 10 leagues

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De Lursy, had come to him from M. de Bourbon, asking for Beaurayn, 
who had not then arrived. Next day he came, and after communication 
with De Lursy, they both departed into France. Beaurayne returned on the 
13th, with a gentleman of the Duke’s, called De St. Bonet, and stayed 
at the castle of Pomyere in Bresse, next day departing for Jeane (Genoa) 
beyond the mountains, intending to take ship thence to the Emperor. 
He says that without extreme celerity there is danger the “ great matter ” 
may be discovered ;—that the Duke will marry either of the Emperor’s 
two sisters, but is most desirous to have the Queen of Portugal, and 
“ will consumme the said matrimony by the end of August.” Beaurayne 
has sent a gentleman to Don Fernando, now at Isebroke, requiring him 
to write speedily to the count Felix, or in his absence to count Wm. of 
Fierstienberghe, [to] assemble 10,000 lanceknights, to be ready by the 
beginning of August to “ take that ways that the president [of Burgundy 
shall advise him] to take,” saying that there is [in the] Emperor’s ambas¬ 
sadors’ keeping [money] to pay [them for one] month. They were to be 
assembled near the marches .... in the county of Feretie, Brisak, and 
there[abouts]. He said that Beauray[ne had despatched] a gentleman to 
Henry by way of lady Margaret, [who] “did neither leave letter nor 

memorial, or did make any.me being there or at his departing.” 

The Treasurer is appointed to reside at Pontdevyle.in Bresse, 

to convey letters to and fro. There is nothing done but what was [done 
in] France between the Duke and Beauray[ne], of which he knows no 
more than [has been] before written. 

Knight returned through Burgundy, which is quiet. Could not see the 
president of Bur[gundy] to speak with him, either at Dole or Besangon. 
Continuing his journey towards Feretie, met at Augesey an old acquaint¬ 
ance, J acobus Stertz, whom the [Emperor] had often employed when he 
had any business with the S[wiss and who told him there was no assembling 

of troops in those parts nor in the county.He said he was sent 

to Constance by Don Femand[o], where he should receive instructions] 

. . . with the Emperor’s ambassadors for such matters as sh[ould be treated 

at] the diet at Berne.of August. The common report is that 

the French king and Bourbon [will] cross the Alps, and [he] thinks the 
money at Constance [is] meant to be kept there to pay lanceknights to 
defend [the] duchy of Milan in case of need. Knight thinks all these in¬ 
ventions “ devised upon ” Bourbon are only for the defence of Milan, or for 
recovery of some other part for the Emperor, or both, though they persuade 
the King to send an army over for his own profit. It is likely this mar¬ 
riage with Bourbon is a means for peace between the Emperor and the 
French king for all countries on this side the Alps, as, during this war, the 
duchy of Burgundy and Franche Countie, where most of the lady Margaret’s 
inheritance lies, Moson, Masyers, &c., are neutral by agreement. The 
“ devises upon ” Bourbon argue great deceit, for so great a matter could 
not be discussed by so many persons in and out of France without the 
French king hearing of it. According to the Treasurer’s report, Beaurain 
rode 30 leagues into France, and the messenger sent by Beaurain on his 
departure towards England was ordered to pass by the lady Margaret.

If, however, 
any of the Lords would undertake to set the King at liberty, and allow 
him to rule with their advice and hers, they should bo so treated, and their 
charges sustained, that they should be contented therewith. Thus Scotland 
would have peace with all realms, and their merchants gain wealth. The 
French will do them no good, but send fair w[ords] and promises, abusing 
them for their own pleasure, as they have always done, especially when 
need required. If it be true that the Duke associates with “ one of the 
vilest caitiffs of the world, named Richard de la Pole,” for the prosecution 
of his claim to England, to the prejudice of the King and his issue, and in 
lack thereof to her prejudice and‘that of her Bon, it cannot be to her 
interest to favor him.

3225. Duke of Bourbon. 

League, offensive and defensive, between Charles V., Henry VIH., 
archduke Ferdinand and the duke of Bourbon.* 

The Duke agrees to serve the Emperor without reserve. The king of 
England consents to the Emperor’s wishes in everything, on condition of his 
giving his sister the queen of Portugal, or Madame Katharine, to Bourbon, 
before the end of the month, at Perpignan, with a dowry of 100,000 cr., to 
be paid in three portions. Bourbon will endow th3 Lady with 15,000 cr. a 
year, from Bcaujunois and other lands. 

The Emperor is to lead or send his army to Narbonne before the last 
of August, to provide 10,000 Almain foot to march with Bourbon within 
eight days after requisition, and 100,000 cr. for their pay, and that of the 
rest of his army, with whom ho will march where he thinks best, imme¬ 
diately on the Emperor’s entry into France. Henry will make a descent on 
Normandy during this month, and will furnish 100,000 cr. for Bourbon’s 
army.

Bour¬ 
bon promises to assist the said army by his friends and servants as much as 
possible, and, if Francis offer battle to the English, will march with all speed 
to join them, with his horse and foot, and the 10,000 lansquenets promised by 
the Emperor, to the pay of which Henry will contribute. (6.) When the said 
lansquenets are in his service, and he has declared against Francis, Henry 
will furnish 100,000 g. cr. to be paid from month to month by persons 
deputed by him. (7.) Henry is content that no appointment be made by any 
of the contrahents with France, without Bourbon. (8.) As to Henry’s de¬ 
mand that Bourbon should recognise him as his sovereign, this point shall 
be remitted to the Emperor’s pleasure. (9.) It not being possible to have 
lawyers, these will be the articles, without waiting for their being regularly 
drawn up. The above were signed by Henry , 4 Aug. 1523.

3234. Laurence Starkey to Ric. Banke. 

Has perused the King’s writing directed to my young Lord, with a 
schedule from my lord Treasurer for a certificate, and also Banke’s writing. 
Wonders that “lord Darcy, well knowing that my young lord Mountegle is 
jn the King’s custody, and hath no rule, for he himself is under rule, did 
not answer so when he received the King’s said writing.” Darcy knows 
that the King has authorized Master Chancellor to be steward “ of all my 
said Lord’s lands and inheritances, during the minority of my said youDg 
Lord.” By the King’s desire, Chancellor has appointed Master Thos. 
Boteler to have the leading of the said tenants when they are called to 
serve the King in his wars. Told Banke, yesterday, that he had written, 
and sent a servant of his, to my lord Treasurer (Surrey), to know his 
pleasure concerning the assizes beginning at Lancaster on Monday next, 
where many of the gentlemen of this shire will be. Master Butler will 
then see the King’s writing. Doubts not that, he will get ready all my 
Lord’s tenants in this shire, and make a certificate of their number. They 
are but few. The late Lord had many tenants in Yorkshire, Westmore¬ 
land, Cumberland, Cheshire, Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire, who cannot 
be had to this business. He had also divers stewardships of the King 
and others, as Bewland, Lonnesdale, Amondernes, Yngleton, Bentham, 
Hal ton, Horton in Ribblesdale, Yewcrosso wapentake, the tenants of the 
abbots of Fomes, Kirkestall and Cokersand, those of the abbot of Leicester 
in Cokerham, and lord Derby’s tenants from Preston northwards, who are 
nearly 1,000 in number, and are all gone from my young Lord.

3237- Fitzwilliam to Wolsey. 

Since he wrote last, one of his ships took a hoy belonging to 
Vincent, a Piedmontese, who has a safeconduct from the King and Emperor. 
Set them free, but examined them as to what they had seen at Boulogne. 
They said they were taken on board a Scotch ship, of which John of 
Barton was captain, who beat them, and took away their money and clothes, 
and asked them why the King’s fleet lay there ; which they said they could 
not tell. Barton answered, “ A foul evil take them! I have lost two ships 
in the coming into this haven, whereof my part was worth 2,000 cr.; but it 
forseth not, for the king of Scots shall be king of England shortly.” The 
crew were then taken to his lodgings, with their bonnets over their eyes, 
that they might see nothing. Of the twelve sail which left Dieppe, two 
have been lost at Dieppe, and two at Boulogne; and Fitzwilliam drove 
seven into Boulogne harbor, as he wrote in his last letter. Called master 
Bryan, John Hopton, Thos. Spert, and Symond and Christopher, gunners, 
to consult how to destroy the Scotch ships in the harbor. Sent to Dover 
and Calais for necessaries, which arrived yesterday morning. Intended to 
carry out the plan at 12 at night ; but the wind “ cam at west soo strayn- 
ably” that they were obliged to go towards the English coast, to save 
their ships from danger. If the weather is reasonable, trusts that the 
French ambassador will need to provide himself with new ships to go to 
Scotland. Met seven Spanish ships today in the narrow sea. Heard from 
them that the Emperor is assembling, by land and sea, as great an army 
as has over been seen in Spain. The Constable is gone to St. Sebastian’s, 
and the artillery from Flanders is gone to Pampeluna. 

P.S.—Has received his letter by George, his servant, who could not 
'come before, as Fitzwilliam was on the further coast. Will leave enough 
ships to guard the passage, and keep the aforesaid ships in Boulogne 
harbor, and then proceed on the enterprises he has mentioned in former 
letters, but he will attack Boulogne harbor on his way ; “ for I would be 
glad to do the Scots some displeasure, for their cracks and high words.” 
Prays God for an easterly or a southerly wind. At sea, Friday,* 13 Aug.

Grant to the King of a subsidy “ extenders ad 
medietatem sive medium partem valoris omnium fructuum ,” &c. ; to be 
levied within five years. As Wolsey held the abbey of St. Alban, which 
had previously fallen into debt, so that it could not pay its contribution, 
the convocation left it to Wolsey to decide whether it should contribute 
a third, fourth or a fifth moiety.

3240. Surrey to Wolsey. 

Received a letter from Wolsey yesterday morning by Rob. Coling- 
wode, by which lie finds that an answer to his instructions sent by the said 
Robert will be despatched to him by post, and that it is the King’s 
pleasure that an invasion shall be made to bum Gedworth, and throw 
down the holds thereabouts. Wolsey wrote long since that twenty iron 
pieces of ordnance, eight lasts of gunpowder, some iron shot and 120 carts 
should be sent to him by sea. Hears they are still at London. If he had 
ever so great a power, could do nothing without ordnance. Has been four 
days at York with the justices, hearing infinite complaints of the poor 
people, which could not have been fully redressed in a whole month. Found 
the greatest dissensions here among the gentlemen, who would have fought 
together if they had met. By advice of the judges, sent for all the 
parties, and got them to promise to continue friends. These factions were, 
Sir Rob. Constable and friends against young Sir Ralph Ellerker and Sir 
John Constable of Holdemess j Sir Ric. Tempest against young Hen. 
Saveli, Wolsey’s servant; Sir Ralph Ellerker, the elder, against Edw. 
Gower. Eight thieves were executed at the same time. 

From York the judges came to Durham, where only one man, an Irish¬ 
man, was hanged. The judges then came to Newcastle, where Surrey sat 
with them. Four arrant thieves had escaped from Alnwick Castle before 
the sessions, and eight from Newcastle. Eleven others were had at the bar, 
but neither Surrey nor the judges could get any man to give evidence 
against them. Thinks this was owing to two causes :—1st, that there are 
so few of the gentlemen of Northumberland who have not thieves belonging 
to them ; 2nd, that the whole country thinks the talk of administering 
justice here is only intended to frighten them, as no man is appointed to 
continue among them to see justice administered ; for they ore as confident 
Surrey will return before Allhallowtide as he is himself. The judges think 
it is ten times more necessary to have a council here than in the marches 
of Wales.

On the 19th July received Henry’s letter to the Emperor, and their 
instructions, in accordance with which they told him of the king of Den¬ 
mark’s reception in England, with his wife, the Emperor’s sister, though 
the King owed him little kindness, except on the Emperor’s account. The 
Emperor expressed himself gratified, and replied that, on the arrival of 
a herald from the king of Denmark, he would give further answer. He 
thanked the King for allowing him to retain on the coast of Spain the 3,000 
men “ by the seas.” Have written to the Cardinal touching De la Mote, 
who is trusted with the secret of the Duke, and, in England, obtained the 
confidence of Bewreyne. On the 6th August the Emperor informed them, 
through tho lord Chancellor, that Bewrayne had concluded with him for 
this year, giving reasons for doing so, without the English ambassador ; 
that the Emperor would go to Burgos on the 20th, thenco to La Groyne, on 
the frontier of Navarre, from which there was a choice of attacking the 
enemy by Languedoc, Fontarabia or Guienne, by Saint John Petre Port; 
that the Venetians cannot be trusted, and that the French king will lead an 
anny in person across the mountains, with certain aid from the Swiss. 
The Chancellor evidently cares more for Milan than for a great part of 
Christendom. The day for the invasion cannot possibly be the 20th, as 
intended ; it must be some days after the beginning of September. It will 
be late in August before the Emperor comes to La Groyne, and the army 
will not have set out before him. The artillery from Burgos cannot pass 
in less than ten or twelve days. 

The Nuncio lately presented to the Emperor a bull for a three years* 
truce. Have sent his answer to my lord Cardinal. An embassy is here from 
Portugal, for the Emperor’s sister, “ Madam Caterina, the mayde that 
remayneth with the Quene, the which is namyd a goodly young woman;” 
also four ambassadors from the Imperial cities, who have passed through 
France with safeconduct. The Constable of Spain is very privily at St. Se¬ 
bastian’s, probably planning some great enterprise. Have had no further 
answer touching the king of Denmark, though the herald is here. Valla¬ 
dolid, 17 Aug. Signed.

Received letters, 19th July, from the King to the Emperor ; for 
themselves, from Wolsey, with instructions about Denmark ; also copies of 
the bishop of Bath’s and Mr. Secretary’s, with instructions for Knight, to 
Bewrayne. Explained to the Emperor on the 20th the reception of the 
king of Denmark in England. The Emperor is grateful to Henry and 
Wolsey for aiding the restoration of the said King. Did not urge strongly 
an expedition into France for this year, but for the next, and then to be on 
both sides. The Emperor is satisfied with the King’s arrangement for the 
4,000 men and the ships. Delaroche visited them on the 26th touching 
De la Mote, who complains of being ill paid. On his complaining to the 
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Duke of Bourbon* he told him that other noblemen had suffered like him. 
More of Bourbon he knows not. The Emperor accused him of a fondness 
in seeking new masters. He has disclosed the whole affair , and how Bour¬ 
bon's servant was taken at Tirwan. He is now entertained by the Empe¬ 
ror. La Roche fears, though the Pope is not an Italian, he will lean to 
Italian counsels, and is indifferent to peace among the Ultramontanes. 

On 6th Aug., heard that the Emperor had concluded with the Duke, who 
will have a great army in France this month. On the 20th the Emperor 
leaves for Burgos, thence to La Groyne, which will distract the enemy. 
The Emperor will command in person. “ But, Sir, these words were spoken 
by the lord Chancellor, under such his accustomable laughing manner, that 
he put us in great doubt whether we should well believe him in all his 
sayings or not.” The Chancellor told them, on their observing the lateness 
of the enterprise, that there was a secret expedition in hand, but what he 
would not disclose. The Emperor will be glad to injure the French, and 
the Chancellor to secure Milan. The latter complained that the Venetians 
are subtle and uncertain. Francis intends in his own person to cross the 
mountains. The Duke was not at Burgos when the appointment was 
made . The Emperor has assured him of his money from the king of 
England. 

Had sent to Bilboa. Find the army cannot move before Sept On 
the 12th complained of this slackness to the Grand Master, living half a 
mile out of town for his health, who assured them of the enterprise. The 
constable of Spain is at St. Sebastian’s, and only three or four with him, 
The poverty of the country is very great, and there is no chance of amend¬ 
ment. The Emperor’s master of the zabars is in fault for the tardy arrival 
of their late letters. The people and the nobles are not favorable to the 
Emperor. Can get no clear promises from the Emperor. 

On the 15th the Emperor told them of Beaurain’s return, and his dealings 
with the Duke, who will take the Emperor’s part with a great army in 
France. The Duke’s letters of credence were left by Beaurain at Jeanys. 
The writers think he might just as well have brought them from Jeanys 
to Barcelona, as carry them through France, where, the Emperor says, he 
was in such dread of being taken “ that he had the same letters in his hand 
to eat and swallow them.” On his urging them to press the King to pro¬ 
ceed with diligence, they answered, they were more likely to have suc¬ 
ceeded had the occasion been substantially handled ; that the Emperor had 
i desired them not to write before, and their letters had been delayed by the 

zabres. He wished the King to invade Normandy. They replied the year 
was too far advanced. But what the Emperor most solicits is 100,000 
crowns for the payment of the said Duke. “ And because we should not be 
oblivious on this behalf it was thrice repeated.” He says that Beaurain 
has written to the King of the Duke's affair. Enclose a copy of a papal 
bull. Divers great personages of Almaine are to send ambassadors, 
demanding the restoration of the king of Denmark. The Portuguese am¬ 
bassador has arrived for the Emperor’s sister, Madame Catharina. Valla¬ 
dolid, 17 Aug. Signed.

Since parting with him, Madame sent him with another gentleman 
into Bresse, where they arrived on Sunday the 16th. Those whom they 
hoped to meet had gone to Molina to give news of the Germans to Bourbon, 
but have met with one who conducts the affair, nnmed Laliere, who told 
them that they could not without danger pass to the duke of Bourbon, but 
that he would convey their message, which they have accordingly entrusted 
to him. He promises an answer within five days. 

He also reported as follows: The French king will be in five days at 
Lyons with 2,000 men of arms, 26,000 foot nud a large force of artillery, 
which he conducts beyond the mountains; the artillery is already at Lyons; 
much of their ammunition has already passed. The King awaits only the 
answer of the Swiss and Venetians, to whom he has sent. The Archduke is 
levying Germans; some say to send beyond the mountains, others to besiege 
Dijon, and others “ pour prendre les places [de] mess. Robert, qui sont 
demourees par de la.” Francis has three companies of horse, besides those 
with him, which will do him more harm than good, as Bourbon has an 
understanding with them. Laliere says Francis shows himself more kind 
towards Bourbon than formerly, and has no mistrust. By his admiral he 
made him excellent offers at Montbrison if he would pass the mountains 
with him, or attend to the gpvernment with the Regent in his absence. 
Bourbon excused himself, pretending to be ill, and was carried in a litter 
to Molins, where Francis will be tomorrow. He wishes Francis were passed 
on his enterprise. It is to be feared, if he hear of the English invasion, ho 
will change his purpose and withdraw his men. Has heard no news from 
his master (Beaurain) since the 22nd July, which makes him hope he 
has gone.

Surrey knows how Bhe 
solicited him to intercede with the King for her son’s welfare, and the good 
answer which Henry made her, and how Wm. Hedrington was sent to her, to 
whom she showed her full mind, to explain to Surrey, viz., that the King 
could never have a better opportunity of befriending her son, and winning 
Scotland from France. Would be glad to follow Surrey’s advice, that her 
son might come forth, and be at liberty, but that depends on Henry. The 
Lords stand in awe of Albany, or look to him for gifts. The King has 
assayed this realm with neither policy nor force, and that is the way 
to bring it to a good point. The Lords will not desert the Governor, 
without some assurance that they will be supported. If this were given, 
they would “ be good Scotchmen to their King.” 

Desires Surrey to send to the King in all haste, to know his mind, for 
the Lords are to meet in Edinburgh on Monday come eight days, till which 
time the parliament is continued. They will then decide whether to liberate 
the King, or keep him for the Governor’s pleasure. There is not in the 
world a wiser or better hearted child, “ nor that der bettre take upoun hym 
in as fer as he may he wants nothing but help in his good quarrel. He 
loves not the Governor “ nor no Frenchman.” “ And as to his coming forth 
at freedom, he will not bide in no langer than Monday come eight days 
without he be holden by force,” and says no good Scotchman will hold him 
in a house against his will.

Yesterday the King received a letter from his Viceadmiral, dated 
14 Aug., and is very well satisfied with his proceedings. Agrees with 
Wolsey as to the two ships to be sent under Sir Anthony Pointz. Is 
satisfied with Wolsey’s answer to the imperial ambassador, and thinks that 
the Emperor should not allow any safeconduct for traffic between his 
subjects and France. One Thomas Murner, a Franciscan friar, who wrote 
in defence of the King against Luther, is come over to England, having 
been told by a simple fellow that the King wished to see him. The 
King desires out of pity that he should return, for he is one of the chief 
stays against the faction of Luther, and orders Wolsey to pay him 100/. 
The same simple person has now brought with him to England a baron’s 
son of Almain, saying the King would like to have him in his service, with 
letters from duke Ferdinand, desiring a pension for the duke of Medclen- 
burgh. He boasted that he was the King’s servant, and now says he is in 
the service of the Emperor’s majesty, but the King does not know him; 
and he wishes for Wolsey’s advice on these points. 

The King has ordered that, besides his fee of 100/. as speaker, More 
shall receive 100/. out of the Exchequer. Easthampstead, 26 Aug.

“ Copy of the letter to be showed by the Queen to the lords of 
Scotland.” 

Wonders she has not received the King’s answer to her letter, which he 
sent long ago to be conveyed to her by Dacre. Supposes it has been inter¬ 
cepted by the French.* It was to the effect that the King had been informed 
by Dacre her letter had been devised by the Frenchmen, in order that he 
might state to her what ways he would use for the sake of peace. He had, 
therefore, thought it better not to answer it, and informed her that he 
would never desist from war so long as the Scots accepted Albany as their

governor, but if they would abandon him, he would take their part against 
all others. All the wise men of England wonder that the Scots allow 
themselves to be so much abused by the Duke, who has done them so much 
injury.* They know what title his father pretended to the crown, and it is 
thought that he is not less ambitious, considering the injuries he has done 
ever since his arrival in Scotland, and the way he has gathered great part 
of the coin to his own use. On his first coming he beheaded the Chamber- 
lain, principally, as it is believed here, on account of his loyalty ; the second 
time he sent away the earl of Angus, who come to him upon the surety of 
his promise ; and at this third time, if he should come, he will probably 
attempt something against the young King, — which the lords of Scotland 
may avert, if, now that he has broken his day prefixed, they will remove 
their King, and take upon them the government of his realm, in doing which 
Surrey will always be ready to defend them. The Scots have small reason 
to love the Duke, seeing that he trusts no Scotchman in his privy council 
or about his person, and puts the strongest holds of the realm into the hands 
of Frenchmen. Whenever he has a disagreement with any Scotch lord he 
strikes off* his head, or sends him to France. It is a pity there is no prison 
in Scotland to put noblemen in, but that they must be sent tn France, and 
the treasure of Scotland spent by Frenchmen. Pity that the nobles do not 
remember better what their ancestors have done for their king and realm, 
for “ now is the time they may with their honors take upon them.” As to 
aid from France, the French king will be within eight days invaded by so 
many powerful armies that he will have enough to do to defend his own 
country. The Venetians have abandoned him, and the duke of Ferrara, 
who is chosen knight of the Garter. Almost all Italy is combined against 
him. As the King understands that the last day prefixed by the lords for 
Albany’s coming is Monday next, he has bid Surrey desist from doing any 
harm to Scotland till then, hoping that the lords will take upon them the 
government, and make means to him for peace.

Yesterday, the 25th, received her letter dated at Edinburgh on St. Bar¬ 
tholomew’s day. Thanks her for writing so much with her own hand. 
Win. Edrington never spoke a word to him of either of the two ways she 
mentions to bring the Scots to abandon Albany, but Surrey will be ready 
at all times for either. If she can contrive to get the Lords to take out the 
young King, Surrey will be ready at an hour’s warning to come to the 
Borders, and make arrangements for his security. If he may be sure that 
they will so continue, they shall lack neither men nor money for their defence; 
if not, Margaret will hear of no little hurt done to Scotland shortly after; 
which till now Surrey has forborne, trusting that, on the failure of Albany 
to come by the day appointed, the Lords would abandon him. The King 
will rejoice to hear of the good towardness and boldness of her son, and 
how like a noble mother to her son, and a good natural siBter to him, she 
conducts herself. 

As to what Margaret says, that the King has neither tried policy nor 
force with Scotland, she is aware that more hurt has been done this summer 
that in any war for many years past, and the time of year has come round 
when more may be done. As for policy, knows not by whom it can be 
conducted better than by herself, to whom he and lord Dacre have fre-

My Lady has received letters from the duke of B., who desires 
eight or ten days beyond the time agreed, before declaring himself. Lautrec, 
governor of Guienne, “ est de conjuratis,” and eight or ten men of that 
country are continually soliciting to increase their strength. The count 
Felix, who promised to bring 10,000 lanceknights to the Duke before the 
25th, has gone for the purpose towards the Rhine, reporting that he is 
assembling men for the king of Denmark. Thus they hope to avoid 
suspicion till the Duke is ready. The Emperor has paid the wages of that 
number for one month ending 11th Sept., when they enter into the King’s 
pay. Memoranci was lately with the Swiss, demanding 6,000 men for the 
wars beyond the mountains ; but when it was known that the Venetians had 
joined the Emperor and the King, he was ordered to ask for 12,000. What 
answer he will have is not known. 

De Bure has been busy at Grave, mustering horse, but writes that he will 
be here in three or four days, and that it will be necessary to have 2,000 
pioneers, and take rather fewer footmen. Tate’s charge is to raise only 500, 
to be ready by the 28th to muster two leagues from Namur ; which done, he 
is to come immediately to Calais. The 4,000 Almains who waited for 
weather six weeks in Zealand Bailed for Spain on the 21st. Since coming 
to Brussels, has learned that eight of the ships laden in Zealand by Wm. St. 
Pere are still there, and will not go till they have been paid for the past time. 
Has got an order from my Lady, to compel them to sad, if necessary, at the 
first opportunity, stating that Knight has promised they shall be paid what 
is due. This sending of letters to Zealand puts him to extraordinary charges. 
What he received for his diets was consumed by his journey into Almain.

R-O. Has received their letters dated Valladolid, and seen those addressed 

St P. vi. 168. by them to the King, and the original treaty lately passed there with the Em¬ 
peror’s commissioners for the enterprise this summer against France. Had 
advertised them already of the arrival of Beawrayn, the instructions of 
Russell, and the King’s willingness to contribute 100,000 crowns towards 
the entertainment of Bourbon. The King’s army has set out, the largest 
which has passed out of this realm for a hundred years. He has appointed 
as his lieutenant-general the Duke of Suffolk, and in his company the lords 
Mountjoy, Mountague, Ferrers, Sandes, &c. By great labour the Duke 
was transported to Calais on the 24th with all his army, aad is only waiting 
for the footmen from lady Margaret and the carriages. He trusts that the 
Emperor has already advanced upon Guienne, and will press the war 
vigorously now that the French are in danger in Italy. Sir Richard 
Jerningham is to follow the army. 

The French king has made great preparations to send Albany into Scot¬ 
land. He will be opposed by Surrey, and his passage intercepted by 
Poyntz in the West, and Christopher Coo in the North. Sir Henry Sher¬ 
borne was lately slain in a successful sea fight with a French ship. Fitz- 
william also keeps the sea with 36 great ships, and has given chase to 12 
ships of France, sent to convey the archbishop of Glasgow and others from 

Albany into Scotland. -of this month Fitzwilliam landed at Treaport 

with Sir Francis Brian and others, and drove the French to flight, burnt 
the faubourgs of the town, and part of the shipping, with the loss of only 
12 men. Albany has not been able to keep his promise of returning into 
Scotland ; and the Scotch have accordingly determined that if he do not 
arrive by the last of the month, “as I trust he shall not,” they will forsake 
France, and make peace with England. 

Should the Duke arrive, all Teviotdale and the March have been so 
destroyed, “ that there is left neither house, fortress, village, tree, cattle, 
corn, or other succor for man, insomuch as some of the people which fled 
from the same, and afterward returned, finding no sustentation, were com¬ 
pelled to come into England begging bread, which oftentimes when they eat, 
they die incontinently for the hunger passed, and with no imprisonment, 
cutting of their ears, burning them in the face, or otherwise, can be kept 
away. Such is the punishment of Almighty God to those that be the 
disturbers of good peace, rest and quiet in Christendom.” Hampton Court, 
30 Aug. Signed.

My Lady cannot offer more assistance, having to support 10,000 foot on 
the side of Gueldres and 1,000 horse: 1st Because Gueldres is a fron¬ 
tier very open to attack. 2ndly. The inhabitants are not used to arms, and 
care more for commerce and fishery than for anything else. 3rdly. Because 
Messieur Charles of Gueldres is eager to lay waste Holland, and to obtain 
possession of Friesland, which is now in the Emperor’s possession, all but 
the town of Gruyninghe. 4thly. Because, if he is not resisted, he can easily 
lay waste both Holland and Brabant, and obtain from them a contribution 
of 200 or 300 florins, which would enable him to continue the war.

Admiral, and the copies of those between his lordship and the queen of Scots, 
with Wolsey’s reply to them. Read them all to the King, who well liked 
them, especially that written in his name to the queen of Scots, “ that 
I never saw him like thing better, and, as help me God, in my poor fantasy, 
not causeless ; for it is, for the quantity, one of the best made letters, 
for words, matter, sentence and couohing, that ever I read in my life.” 
The King is glad that Wolsey “touched” the Admiral and Dacre for 
“letting of the great roode,” contrary to Wolsey’s advice; for it would have 
been productive of some great good, as appears by the Queen’s letter ; and 
he notes “ not only remiss dealing, but also some suspicion,” in that Dacre 
so little esteemed the Queen’s opinion. He is of Wolsey’s mind that the 
Admiral should set forth his enterprise at once, and is not satisfied with his 
excuses. 

Also read to the King Wolsey’s letter to Dr. Knight, touching the 
money for the 10,000 lances. He approves Wolsey’s foresight in doubting 
lest this delay in the declaration is only a device of the Emperor to spare 
his own charge, and entertain the Almains at the King’s cost. Also read 
Wolsey’s letter to Sampson and Jerningham, advertising them of the 
setting forth of the King’s army; also the letters in the King’s name to Don 
Fernando, the duke of Mecklenburgh and the duke of Ferrara, in case the 
last accept the order of the Garter. The King said he perceived what 
great labour Wolsey had taken, when the only reading of these papers held 
him more than two hours.

3300. News out of Scotland. 

This morning came to me (Surrey) James Rutherford, one of my 
spies, who says that the lords of Scotland left Edinburgh for their houses 
this day se’nnight, to meet again the last day of this month ; that Gresels 
(Gonzolles) and the French ambassador, backed by the Chancellor, desired 
forty days’ longer respite for the Duke’s coming ; which the Lords refused, 
saying that if ho did not keep his day they would take forth the King, give 
the rule to four temporal lords, Argyle, Huntley, Lennox and Arran, and 
sue to England for peace. 

A French herald arrived two days after with letters from Francis, 
thanking them for their stedfastness, and stating that the Duke was on 
his way, and that they should lack no money for their defence. The Duke 
also sent letters, desiring a longer respite in case of contrary winds, and that 
they would provide oxen and horses for his ordnance and victuals, promising 
to bring such a power as would give battle to England without their help. 
The Lords would grant no longer day without the King’s consent, for which 
four of them were sent to Stirling ; but James answered that he had 
waited for the Duke a long time, and that Albany’s promise to defend his 
realm and subjects had not been observed; that former kings of Scotland 
had governed well when they were as young as he, and that he hoped by 
good advice to do as well as any of them. Nevertheless, ho gave the Duke 
till the last day of this month. Divers ships of France, laden with wine and 
flour, have arrived in the Firth, and state that the Duke intends to pass by 
the Irish channel, not by the narrow sea.

Received on the 1st instant Wolsey’s letter, by Hesdin, desiring him 
to take charge of the matters entrusted to Bartholomew Tate, so that the 
King’s army, most part of which had already crossed, might not be retarded 
on their arrival. Urged my Lady to this effect, who commanded the 
Audiencer to make out placards, and send them to all places where the 
necessaries for the army were to bo procured, with special orders to arrest 
any of the Emperor’s subjects who proved refractory. Nevertheless, a 
difficulty was made at several places, because those who served the Emperor 
last year were unpaid, and they desired that the town of Antwerp should 
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make good their wages, if they remained unpaid at the end of this voyage. 
Holstrat, to prevent slander, found means to make the town of Antwerp 
promise payment of the arrears to some of them, but this was not done in 
time. Tate, however, has so arranged, that there shall be no lack when the 
army has fully passed. 

De Buren has left today for Gravelines, to consult with Suffolk. He says 
he has 400 or 500 men-at-arms about St. Omer’s, and that they will be 
sufficient to do any feat for gaining time, as the French are not ready to 
give battle. The footmen of these parts under Wirtemberg are now well 
advanced to the frontier. Count Felix is reported to be on the border of 
Lorraine with a great number of lanceknights. Has been repeatedly asked 
by Mons. de Palermo, president of this council, to write to Wolsey that the 
confirmation of the treaty made by Knight and others may be delivered to 
their ambassador in England.

B. M. Lady, was called to speak with Holstrate, who told him that the Emperor’s 
ambassador had written to my Lady that he had been commissioned by 
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Knight to Wolsey — cont. 

Wolsey to reply to the message sent through himself, about the duke of 
B.; and as my Lady was not.then out of her chamber, he desired to 
know Wolsey’s pleasure. Said he had not quito rend Wolsey’s letters, but 
would do so, and communicate with my Lady in the afternoon, thinking 
it better to feel her mind thus, than enable her to prepare her reply. On 
coming to her, told her of the overture lately made by the Emperor’s 
ambassador, and that Wolsey was agreeable to the Duke’s desire for delay; 
but that the King had never consented to pay any money on his part, such 
ns the ambassador demanded for the 10,COO lauzknechts under count Felix, 
until the articles sent by Sir John Russell were passed by the Duke, the 
lunzknechts joined with him, and he actually at war with the French 
king. Was here interrupted by my Lady, who said she only desired that 
100,000 cr., or one month’s wages for those lanzknechts, might remain 
with Knight in readiness to be delivered when all the conditions were 
accomplished. Holstratc said Wolsey had promised to send the money to 
Knight, but he considered that everything depended upon the 10,000 lanz¬ 
knechts being pnid ; and that, although the Duke had agreed to the King’s 
demands, it might Happen, by Russell’s sickness or otherwise, to be long 
before Wolsey had knowledge of it. He thought bonds should be given. 
Wolsey will see that the condition is one, whether the money remain with 
Knight or with them, and that Holstrate is anxious to get hold of it. Told 
my Lady that 100,000 cr. was the whole sum promised by Buren, in the 
name of the Emperor and England, to the Duke, and showed her the 
articles in French sent by Wolsey, which she read and mused upon. She 
said the King had promised 100,000 cr. for his part, both by Russell’s 
instructions and otherwise. Tried to induce her to moke shift, by exchange 
or otherwise, for the payment of the lanzknechts; but she said - she could 
find no remedy in the high parts. The money would have to be brought 
hither in crowns, and if she received three crowns of the sun for four gold 
guldens, she would undertake to convey them surely into the high 
countries. The money passes at that rate, both here and in Almaine and 
Burgundy ; and Wolsey himself reckons a crowu of the sun worth 40, and 
the gold gulden 30, which is one-fourth in difference. 

My Lady is informed that the French king is still at Lyons, where the 
Duke, having some money, is unwilling to declare himself. The dukes of 
Vendome and Lorraine, she says, will take Bourbon’s part, and the captain 
of St. Quentin with 100 men-at-arms. If all the nobles join him, he will 
probably take the crown, and then marry the Emperor’s sister. This league 
is so great that they will force the King to their purpose, or impute the 
whole failure to Wolsey. My Lady desired Knight to write to count Felix, 
that Wolsey would send him shortly a month’s wages for the 10,000 lanz¬ 
knechts in his retinue, as soou os Russell informed him that all conditions 
had been fulfilled by the personage the Count knew of, desiring him in the 
meanwhile to support them as best he could. This Knight thought reason¬ 
able, os more credit would be given to his letters than those of the greatest 
personage here. But even if he receive the money, and be informed by 
Russell of the fulfilment of all conditions, and my Lady undertake to convey 
it to the lanzknechts, he will do nothing till lie know Wolsey’s pleasure.

the Towbucht, imploring them to do so. Afterwards came in the French 
ambassadors and Maitres Gaiter and Perpoint, who said the Governor would 
be there in six days.

Received on the 10th your letters dated Hampton Court, tho 6th inst, 
and with them letters to the king of Denmark, and an attestation of an 
article concerning the Lubecks. Delivered your letters to my Lady, and 
solicited tho advancing of the horse and foot, with other things, as you 
desired. She said she had done all she could; but at first, when Buren 
assembled his horse, certain Burgundian gentlemen promised a great number, 
but now refuse to serve without double wages. Buren let them go, and said 
he would [rather] bo served by Almains, but found so much difficulty in 
them tliat he has been obliged to return to the Burgundians. These diffi¬ 
culties have delayed them. Tho truth is, they do all they can to pass these 
matters at small ex pence. She and the Council think it inexpedient that 
theKing’sarmy should besiege Boulogne: (1.) Because the French would suffer 
no loss by it, while the Emperor and the King would endure much, as it is 
impregnable. (2.) The great number of horse that would be required at the 
siege would leave these countries undefended. (3.) While the siege lasted, 
the French would manage that there should be no more bruit of the doings 
of the English than if they had not crossed the sea, which might cause 
great danger to the person you know of; and (4) if there were any report 
that the French would invade these parts, it would not be strange if the 
Burgundians left the siege, as the Emperor never intended to assist the 
King, except in so far as he might save his own. She cannot think this 
matter of the great personage can be sincerely meant, although Wolsey has 
done much to change her opinion. Knight suspects her conscience causes 
her to say as she does. She is writing to Du Praet touching the army of 
these parts, and to Wolsey, according to her promise. 

Has not been able to deliver Wolsey’s letters to the king of Denmark, as 
he lias left without taking any resolution iu his matters. The nobles who 
were here with him, viz. the great master of Prussia, the duke of Brunswick. 
&c., have returned, and will not meddle with him, although it is said they 
are going to raise men for him, iu order to encourage his adherents to defend 
Copenhagen.

Last night, after supper, presented to the King Suffolk’s letter to 
Wolsey, Iselsteiu’s letters to Suffolk and to the King, and Wolsey’s letter 
to the writer, dated 11 Sept. Notwithstanding the reasons of lord Iselstein, 
and lady Margaret’s and the Emperor’s opinion, the King is resolved to have 
the siege of Boulogne experimented, for reasons stated by Wolsey. He is 
not content to have all the preparations made for that purpose set aside, 
and his army sent into a distant land, to be dependent for provision on 
those “ of whose slackness and hard handling ” he has had proof already. 
“ His grace saith that your grace hit the nail on the head where ye write 
that the Burgundians would be upon their own frontiers to the end our 
money should be spent among them, and their frontiers defended, and 
themselves resort to their houses.” Touching defence of the Low Countries, 
the King soys that, if nil things be well ordered, they will have no reason 
to fear, for the reasons mentioned by Wolsey.

3325. Chr. Threlkeld to Dacre. 

On Saturday spoke with the laird of Wedderborne, who is newly 
come from Edinburgh, and was at the parliament in the Tolbooth; whither 
came Gaiter, with master Thos. Hay, secretary, and the Frenclmien with 
him. Gaiter delivered a letter to the lords from my lord Governor, which 
he read aloud, first in French, afterwards in English. Albany thanked 
them for continuing in the way he left them, by which much honor was 
spoken of them through all realms, and desired that they would cause the 
King still to be kept in Stirling ;—said he was coming in all haste, and 
staid for nothing but a secret thing for the weal of Scotland and destruction 
of England, and that his brother, Ric. de la Poill duke of Suffolk, only 
waited till he knocked at the door to come forth with an army and invade 
England. After this the ambassador of France stood up, and asked an 
instrument of the lords that the French king had fulfilled his promises to 
Scotland, and if anything was omitted he was there to fulfil it. Lord 
Arskene also asked an instrument that he had delivered the King “ haill 
and feire,” and kept him 15 days longer than he was commanded. The 
Lords made no answer to either party, but ordered that the earl of Cassilis, 
lord Fleming, the bishop of Galloway, and the abbot of Cambuskenneth 
should have the keeping of the King, and ride with him where he pleased, 
provided they brought him to Stirling at night. With this the French are 
very ill pleased. Meanwhile a post came from the West Sea with letters 
stating that the Duke had embarked in Picardy, and that the post saw 200 
barded horses and 10,000 men shipped along with him. It is thought this 
is but a feigned post, such os come every day to abuse the Lords. They 
have given the Duke no day for his return, but have set the King at liberty, 
as above mentioned. It is expected that by the Queen’s counsel he will 
come one day to the Tolbooth of Edinburgh, choose his council, and set up 
his household; by which the Lords will be free from blame, for they would 
all be glad to have him forth. Gaiter says that Angus was not come with 
the Duke, and if the Duke come, “ George Douglas, the laird of Wedder¬ 
borne and their friends looks to come and seek supple of the King’s grace 
of England, my lord Treasurer, and your lordship.” Some of the Lords 
asked the King what he would do with the Frenchmen. He said he would 
deliver them to Davy Home’s keeping; at which they were “ wonder evil 
content.” Wedderborne spoke with the Queen, who is “ right merry and 
weill like,” and hopes “ to oppetend his cauisis right weill. A steikesat 
hir paizon steill.” 

On Sunday the 6th a Scotchman came out of Flanders with news that 
the allied armies were lying about Boulogne, and that the Venetians, Swiss 
and lanceknights had joined the Emperor, for which he saw fires set through 
all Flanders before he left.

He is glad that he was deceived in his fear lest the French king might 
have perceived this practice with Bourbon, which it is clear he does not, 
“ for if he had, he would either not have come into his house, or not so 
departed thence.” As it is now in so many men’s mouths, he is afraid 
it will not long be kept secret; and if the French king suspected it 
the Duke might be suddenly distressed, and the whole matter fail. He 
thinks Sir John Russell might be used to advertise the Duke that many 
people in Flanders know of it, and the King deems it right to warn him 
and put him on his guard, advising him either to declare himself or provide 
for his safety.

Henry must get them to leave him “ by 
fair treaty ” or by force j and if it be not done in haste, her son will be 
destroyed. They have a good pretext to desert him, now that he has not 
arrived by Our Lady Day of the Assumption, as he promised. Margaret 
was in before the Lords in parliament, and urged them to do their best for 
the weal of her son, and be no longer abused by fair words from France. 
They promised to consider the matter, and ordered that the King should 
pass forth a mile from Stirling, and be in the custody of the earl of Cassilis, 
the bishop of Galloway and the lord Fleming.

S. Crucis and two or three others answered, that 
his Holiness had a nephew or two, virtuous and well learned, whom they 
would rather see advanced to the dignity, for they hod found the datary 
uncourteous, so that the Pope was obliged to put off the matter for that time. 
He spoke sensibly, but faintly, (< like a man sore faligated, and not like to 
continue many days after.” The next night he swooned two or three times, 
but was better by the morning. On the 10th he published the datary cardi¬ 
nal in a new congregation, to which he had called all the Cardinals, and he 
gave a bishopric in Sicily worth 900 ducats to the bishop of Worcester, and 
an abbey to Campeggio’s brother. 

The Cardinals of the greatest authority here are Medicis, SS. Quatuor and 
Campeggio, who form a triumvirate in the College. They have had many 
secret meetings, and are substantial friends to Wolsey. They and their 
band, which is not small, rest much on the cardinals De Medicis, Farnays 
and Wolsey. All that we do is by their advice. It is hard to say where 
the garland shall light. If Medicis cannot obtain it for himself or Farnays, 
which will be impossible if there is the same opposition as at the last election, 
it is very likely “ that this diadem shall light upon your head.” If Wolsey 
were here, he would be as sure of it as of York, “ and that iota curia Romana 
ipsis et reverendissimis Cardinalibus una [anima~\ approbantibus, nor the 

cardinal of Medicis.the proudest of them all would no more look 

for it ... . than they would go to Jerusalem upon their thomby[s].” 

Many disapprove of the election of an absentee, for fear of translating the 
sec, and other inconveniences which ensued at the last election. Consulted 
the three aliove-mentioned Cardinals, who say that is a great obstacle; but 
that if the conclave cannot agree upon one who is present, they will choose 
one who is absent. Medicis has great hopes for himself, and intends to try 
for it. If he fail he will put forward Wolsey, Farnays and the cardinal De 
la Valle, both Romans, Imperialists and his inends. If he can pass none of 
them, he will consent to none there present, and so res redibit ad absentee, 
in which case Wolsey will have the best chance. The cardinal of Volterra, 
alias Sodoryn, is deprived by a bull of all voice, active or passive, in the 
election. He is to remain in prison till the Pope or his successors have 
determined whether to punish him further. If this provision had not been 
made, he would have been at liberty after the death of the Pope. News has 
come from Hungary, dated Boode, 24 Aug., that on the 7th Perath Bassa, 
the Turk’s great captain, who had married his sister, and by whose policy 
nil his victories had been won, entered Hungary with 15,000 men, but was 
driven back with scarcely 2,000. Rome, 14 Sept.

Has forwarded 
the letter, and trusts shortly to have an answer. Believes, however, it will 
be to the following effect: The King will be glad to hear of his nephew’s 
prosperous estate, but will certainly be dissatisfied that his nobles suffer 
him and themselves to be kept in subjection by Albany. Surrey is ready 
to assist both with men and money all who will help to protect their natural 
sovereign. Peace can never be between the two realms, if the Scots do not 
abandon the Duke. 

As to Margaret’s hope that the King will be a better friend to Scotland 
on her account, Surrey was commanded to desist from doing hurt when 
she formerly wrote.

Before, however, he assents to the change, there are certain con¬ 
siderations he desires should be submitted to Wolsey. 

(1.) Though he has less hope of the siege, owing to the slackness of the 
Burgundians, the King doubts whether any more good will come this late 
time of year by marching forward. (2.) He says that Corbyn or Campien 
on the Seine are not so accessible from Boulogne as some interested people 
would make them, nor so easily taken, as the Burgundians showed last year 
in their failure at the siege of Hesdyn. (3.) If they are easily to be 
taken, they will be as easily lost, should the French king advance against 
them, as he might readily do, with an army royal. (4.) He doubts Wolsey’s 
opinion that by this march, and the seas being well guarded, Monstrell, Tur- 
wayn, Hesdyn and Boulogne will be kept from victuals, and so compelled 
to surrender; first, because the siege most be continuous; and, secondly, 
the expense of keeping an army on Toot for that purpose would be “ right 
hard for him to find.” (5.) Above all, he has great doubt of the means of 
victualling his army, which will require double carriage; and the Bur¬ 
gundians have had great difficulty in providing carts requisite for matters 
as they are now; and, secondly, “ his grace thinketh that the French king 
is not unlikely to do as his highness would himself if he were in (as our 
Lord keep him out of!) the like case ; then would he appease his own 
realm ere he would invade anotherand so, uniting his forces, set upon 
the Duke before the 10,000 Almains had joined him. Finally, if the King’s 
army on their march should spare the towns, and proclaim liberty, as the 
Duke advises, considering the hard weather, and the difficulties which they 
must encounter, if they were to have no spoil, the King thinks it would be 
hard to keep them from crying “ Home! home!”

Dacre had arrived at the far end of the town, Surrey surrounded it with

his company. The Scots had unthatched their houses, “ and laid it in the 
streets, and set fire on the same, so that the smoke was very noisome.” 
The assault, however, was given in three places at once by Sir Arthur 
Darcy, Sir Marmaduke Constable, and Sir Ric. Tempest’s brother and son. 
The Scots defended the place well, but were all taken, slain, and driven into 
the abbey, except those who escaped through the woods and cliffs. 

“ The said town doth stand the most dangerfully to be entered that ever 
I saw any,—environed with great steep cliffs and waters, so that none 
ordnance might be brought within the same; whereby the church, being 
vaulted roundabouts, and a strong steeple, could not be gotten ; wherefore 
we were enforced to burn a great part of the same.” Trusts that this day 
all the towers and piles about it will fall, although they have found means 
to prevent Surrey putting powder within the vaults, by filling them with 
turves and straw, and setting them on fire. Being informed of this be¬ 
fore setting forth, Surrey covered the vessels of powder with salt hides, 
and provided pieces of timber to let the vessels run into the vaults “ as wine 
doth into the cellar.” 

Tomorrow must return to England with his company; for though he 
wrote to all the lords and gentlemen of the army, and spoke to them 
himself to provide victual for four days and nights, they have not done so. 
Most of the army will have to drink water all this day and tomorrow. 
Could get only 18 wains in all Northumberland, there is such sickness 
among the cattle. 

Heard yesterday that the duke of Albany had landed about Dumbarton 
with 8,000 men and [600 horses], which is confirmed by the Queen. 200 are 
baided horses. The Lords have ridden to meet him, with much joy. As 
there can be no doubt he will invade England shortly, wishes to know how 
to act,—whether to assemble all the power within his commission, or allow 
Albany to set forward first. Wishes also to know how long he shall retain 
the garrison of 2,000 Yorkshire men. Thinks it should not be discharged 
till the next moonlight be passed; for if Albany come to the East Border, 
he will have Wark, Etell, Ford, Fenton, Woller, and all the towns there¬ 
abouts, for any resistance the Northumberland men can make. Requires 
8,000/. or 10,000/. more. 6,000/. or 7,000/. he is sure is spent already; 
and 20,000/. is the least sum that “ can be occupied.” Regrets that he has 
not now the companies of my lord Marquis, Mr. Compton, Mr. Kingston, 
and Mr. Parr.

3381. Wolsey to Surrey. 

Has received his letter dated Morpeth, the 17th, with two from the 
queen of Scots, addressed to the King, and two to Surrey. Sent them to 
the King, who thanks Surrey for the trouble he has taken, and bids Wolsey 
explain his mind. He is glad the queen of Scots continues her efforts to 
get her son out of captivity, and induce the Lords to abandon Albany, of 
which there seems to be more hope by her letters than appeared by the 
report of Surrey’s spies. The King sends two letters addressed to the 
Queen, one for herself, the other to be shown to the Lords, confirming all 
that Surrey has written. He is to encourage her in her determination, telling 
her of the King's anxiety to put an end to the discord between the two 
realms, and that if she cannot succeed after all, she shall be heartily welcome 
to England. 

Although the Bang does not write to the persons she desires, as it would 
not be honorable to his highness to appear their suitor, Surrey may write 
to the Queen that they may take assurance from the letters already 
sent by Henry, that he will effectually defend them in this good quarrel. 
Surrey is to use his discretion in making war or forbearing, according to 
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Wolsey to Surrey — cont. 

Wolsey’s former letters, and not allow himself to be prevented by feigned 
drifts from seizing the opportunity of destroying the Scotch borders. If he 
think it will be better not to destroy the houses of George Douglas and 
David Home, ho may admit them upon bonds and hostages never to return 
to Scotland till the young King be at his own rule ; but he must remember 
they have broken their oaths to the King in time past, and do nothing 
rashly. The King trusts to Surrey to keep the queen of Scots in her good 
mind, to win the Lords named by her, and press the war, unless he is sure 
of their proceeding without delay. 

To discourage the hopes they have in France, Surrey should take means 
to spread the news of Bourbon’s enterprise and the army of Italy, the 
Emperor’s invasion of Guienue and Languedoc, and the union of the English 
and Burgundian army, according to the postscript of Wolsey’s last letter. 
The Scots may then consider whether the French king, having the duke 
of Bourbon in his bosom, with 800 men-of-arms and 10,000 foot, besides 
10,000 lanceknights waged by the King and Emperor, can afford to give 
them assistance.

i. 214. skirmishes and assaults at Gedwortli, which town is so burnt that it must 

be rebuilt before new garrisons are lodged there. The burning was com¬ 
mitted to two sure men, Sir William Bulmer and Thos. Tempest. The 
town was much stronger than he expected. It had twice as many houses as 
Berwick, and could have lodged 1,000 horse in garrison. It had six good 
towers, now completely thrown down. “No journey made into Scotland 
in no man's day living with so few a number is recounted to bo so high an 
enterprise as this, both with these countrymen and Scottish men.” 

A misfortune happened in the end, by Surrey’s orders not being attended 
to. At his entry into Scotland he had appointed Sir Wm. Bulmer and Sir 
Wm. Evers marshals of the army, the former for the van, and the latter 
for the real-, and my lord of Westmoreland as chief of the van. He took 
counsel with the marshals about the ordering of the quarters. The camp 
was so well surrounded with ordnance, carts and dykes, that it was hard to 
go in or out except at certain places. Surrey assigned the most commo¬ 
dious place to lord Dacre, next the water and next my lord of Westmore¬ 
land ; but while Surrey was assaulting the abbey, which continued till two 
hours after night, Dacre lodged himself without the camp, much to his 
displeasure. Next day Surrey sent him to the stronghold of Fernherst, 
which belonged to his mortal enemy, accompanied by Sir Arthur Darcy, 
Sir Marmaduke Constable, 700 men and some ordnance. “ Fernherst stood 

* 25 Sept. 
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Surrey to Wolsky— cont . 

marvellously strong within a great wood,” which the two knights entered 
with 300 Kendal' men and Wolsey’s servant, Strickland. In the wood 
they were sorely handled by hardy men that would not budge a foot. The 
“ other ” two knights were compelled to call for more of their men, yet 
could not bring their ordnance to the fortress till Dacre and some of his 
horsemen dismounted. After a. long skirmish they at last got it out, gained 
possession of the house, and threw it down. Dacre and his brother Sir 
Christopher, Sir Arthur and Sir Marmaduke did marvels, and found the 
best resistance that has been seen since Surrey came. Above thirty Scots 
were slain, and not more than four English, but above sixty hurt. On 
returning, Dacre again refused to lodge within the camp ; and, while with 
Surrey at supper, his horses broke loose, and ran from the field, creating 
great alarm among the standing watch, who shot at them divers guns, and 
above a hundred sheaf of arrows. At last they ran madly into the field, to 
the number of 1,500. Above fifty fell over a great rock, more than 250 
ran into the town, being on fire, and were carried off by the women badly 
burnt. Thinks about 800 horses are loBt by this folly, by not lying within 
the camp. “ I dare not write the wonders that my lord Dacre and all his 
company do say they saw that night, six times, of sprights and fearful 
sights." They all say the devil was among them six times. “ I assure 
your grace, I found the Scots at this time the boldest men and the hottest 
that ever I saw in any nation,” keeping them in a continual skirmish. If 
they could muster 40,000 men as good as the 1,500 or 2,000 he saw, it 
would be hard to encounter them. Dacre brought with him 4,000 men, 
and lodged one night in Scotland, his mortal enemy’s country. There is 
no hardier or better knight, but often he neglects order. Berwick, 27 Sept. 
Signed.

3365. Surrey to [Wolsey]. 

Albany has arrived, it is said, with 8,000 men and 600 horses, 
of which 200 are barded. He states that Ric. De la Pole, whom he calls 
his cousin, the duke of Suffolk, parted with him at sea on Monday last 
with thirty sail, to invade England, where he expected not to be resisted. 
Does not believe that he has landed. The Duke will certainly invade 
England. Surrey will go tomorrow to Newcastle, and send out letters 
today to all the nobles and gentlemen in the shires within his commission, 
to be ready to advance at an hour’s warning. 

Came out of Scotland last Friday, and arrived at “ this town ” (Berwick) 
at 10 at night as weary as ever man was. Went next morning and saw 
Wolsey’s castle of Norham, where he found the Chancellor of Durham 
(Frankeleyn) and Sir Wm. Bulmer. Viewed the house thoroughly, and 
devised certain platforms and ramparts which can be made in six days, so 
that Albany could not take the place in eight. The outer ward could not 
be held for one day ; but there is no help for that. Went also to Wark, 
where he caused Caundishe to make new bulwarks, by which it will be able 
to sustain a ten days’ siege. The outer ward might be lost in two days, and 
the enemy nothing nearer the donjon, “ which is the strongest thing that I 
have seen. I would the keep at Guisnes were like it.” Wishes Albany 
would come to try its strength, he has so trimmed it with ordnance. 

Has also thoroughly viewed this town and castle, of which he has more 
fear than any other place, as it has no bulwarks or fawsbrayes, only ram¬ 
parts and ditches. If Albany knew how thin the castle walls are, he would 
certainly attack it. They would not hold out eight hours against six cor- 
towtes. There is no remedy but having plenty of men to defend the breaches. 
6,000 would be necessary, the town being about If miles [circuit ?], accord- 
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ing to Caundish’s measurement. It is sore visited with the great sickness; 
“ and in the house where I lay two nights before my going now into Scot¬ 
land one died, full of God’s marks, before my return.” Could not stand the 
danger but for the King’s service. Cannot get men to come, they are so 
afraid of it. 

Wishes a hundred gunners in all haste. Has but thirty-six for the field, 
and for Wark and Norham. Wrote for them long ago. Fears most that 
Albany will gather the power of the March, Teviotdale, the forest of 
Ettrick and the countries adjoining Edinburgh, to make an invasion for 
two or three days ; for he can gather 30,000 men, while all Northumber¬ 
land cannot make 2,500, some of whom will have to be put into garrison. 
Thinks Albany cannot gather and victual a force sufficient to lay a siege 
this moonlight, which is waned three days. Has good hope that he will be 
advised to attack Wark. Urges again the necessity of sending money. 
Does not expect the Homes and George Douglas to join him, if they can 
have any good way with the Duke. Intends that they shall have some 
displeasure, unless they put in good pledges tonight. 

Desires to be relieved at AJ1 Hallow tide. If my lord Percy be not then 
ready to enter on the office of warden, Dacre might be his deputy. The 
people would put up with him if they knew lord Percy was coming shortly.

for more than two gold guldens and three stivers. Cannot tell what my 
Lady meant by sending the copy of this letter,—whether she would have the 
next payment at a lower price, or thought the King should have the charge 
of sending. She always says she wishes the King had some one here to 
see to the expenditure of his money. Thinks John Hacket, a gentleman of 
Ireland dwelling at Middleburgh, might be appointed to do this. He is 
more meet for such service than Spinelly was, being in favor here with the 
best, and acquainted with Latin, French, Spanish, Dutch and Italian. The 
Gueldrois have lately been in Holland, and taken a great booty. On their 
return they took a town of the bishop of Utrecht. Holtstrate, being 
governor of Holland, leaves tomorrow with a company of horse and foot 
to make redress.

3367. Peter Martyr to Marq. A. M. 

The king of England has sent over to France an army of 16,000 
men, and promises to lead them in person, provided the other confederates 
observe their engagements. This army will be augmented from Flanders, 
by 10,000 Burgundians, &c. Bourbon’s purposes have been betrayed by 
one of his household. On being summoned by Francis, he retired into 
Burgundy. The king of Denmark, deposed by his subjects for his cruelty, 
is living on alms in Flanders, with his Queen, the Emperor’s sister. The 
Pope is suffering from an affection in the throat, brought on, as some say, 
by uncovering his head at some religious service; others, from indulging 
too freely at an entertainment given by cardinal S. Croce. A great storm 
visited Rome at the early part of this month.

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3368- Queen Margaret to Surrey. 

Has received the King her brother’s letter, with Surrey's, this 
Tuesday. Is glad to perceive his grace is content with her, and thanks 
Surrey for his good offices. Leaves nothing undone to obtain knowledge of 
the Duke’s purpose, but he “dressyth all hys matars to Glasgo.” He has 
there held a council with the Lords, and means to march against England in 
15 days. Scotland was never made so strong. Whether lie will attack the 
East or West Borders, no one knows; Margaret thinks both, but that ho will 
put his chief strength in the P^ast. He has 28 cannons, and 4 double cannons 
“gretnr than ony that vass browht to Noram at the feld. Allsua he hath 
gret pavnsys gangan a pon vhylyz vylh the artylery to schwt and to brek 
the hostys syndro ; and of thys he hath tnouy, and every een of them hath 
tway schnrpe swordys befoor them that uen may tawsche them.” They 
have also much smaller artillery with ample ammunition, and 12 ships with 
victual and wine. They have sent four to the West Borders with four 
great ennnous. There have arrived 4,000 foot, 100 men of arms, and 80 
“ tardyd hors.” The French ore in all 6,000 men, “ and I here say schal 
be put in the vangard be cause he gyfyth not gret trast to the Scotys men.” 
3,000 Almaihs also are expected by the first fair wind. Everybody says 
“ 300,000 hath not made this fair provision.” They have many crossbows, 
small handguns, pikes, and halberts. The “borwhs” (burgesses?) of 
every town are to“byd and kype thavr townz,” but to furnish carriage 
for 17 days. They trust to win Berwick. If they have auy advantage, 
Margaret and her son are undone. Richard de la Pwl is expected to 
invade England, where it is thought he will find adherents. 

Begs to know how she is to get away, and to have some money. Has 
“ ne thyng to fynd me my meet wyth.” If the King do not help her, she 
must perforce ask help of the Duke, and he “ wol cause me to do as he wyl, 
or elyz he wol gyff me ne thyng.” The Duke has not yet come to her, but 
he writes to her “ veray good wrytenges of hys owne hand, and mony 
fayr wordys as can be devysyd,” to which she gives no credence. Desires 
never to be in his company, so she can be sure of Henry’s kindness. 
Prays Surrey to keep her letter secret, and when he sends to her to “ cans 
Patryke Synklar to be ryght vysse in the doyng.” Written on Tuesday. 

P.S.—Had forgot to write “ the mannar how it is ordand.” 1°. Arran 
has the rule of all Tevedal and the Marches, with Lothian, Stirlingshire and 
Lynthco. Huutlay has the north parts, Lennox the west parts, Argyll the 
Highlandmen, all to be ready by Tuesday “ cum fyftyu days.” Maxwell 
stays on his own border. Trusts the Duke will speak with the King her 
son in Stirling this Wednesday, and upon Saturday come to Edinburgh. 
Is warned that, if she go to Stirling, she will be kept there against her wilL 
Remains therefore in Edinburgh awaiting the King’s answer.

Has received her letter. Is informed the Duke has arrived, and 
desires to know what number of horse and foot have come with him, 
and what countrymen they be. Can give her no advice about her coming 
away, but will meet her in any part of the March, at what time she pleases. 
Thinks George of Douglas would escort her best for Angus’ sake, and if she 
will promise him 100/. to do so, Surrey will pay him. Has forborne, for 
Margaret’s sake, to hurt Bene Gedworth’s house and Sondele. Assures her 
the news is true about Bourbon, whatever the Duke may say to the con¬ 
trary ; and great part of France is alienated from the French King, which 
will make the Frenchmen who have come with Albany unwilling to stay 
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long in Scotland. Desires news when Albany is going to invade England. 
Warns her that he will be king if the King be not well guarded, “ for the 
Frenchmen can empoison one, and yet he shall not die of a year after.” 
Wishes she and her son were both here.

the 2,000 Yorkshiremen shall remain in garrison till the next moon, and 
that the sum of 20,000/. may be completed. Sent them to the King, with 
his opinion, and has received the following answer: The King thanks him 
for his diligence, and wishes him to thank those captians who deserve it 
The Yorkshiremen must remain in garrison till the next moon, as Albany has 
arrived, that they may defend the Borders and make “excourses.” He 
must prepare the people within the limits of his commission, so that troops 
can be raised on hearing of Albany’s assembling an army. This will prevent 
him from laying siege to any town or castle, and besides the Scotch 
seldom take more than 20 days’ victuals, of which a good part might be spent 
before they arrived at the Borders. It will be better not to fight unless he 
has a great advantage, but to encamp near the place he thinks the Duke 
means to attack, drawing out the time till their victuals are spent, and 
pursuing them as they return. The people on the Borders should be ordered 
to convey their corn and cattle out of the enemies’ way. As to the money 
he wants, has ordered the archdeacon of Richmond to levy the loan money 
in the North from 201. downwards, and the sums unpaid by the spirituality, 
which he thought would amount to 10,000/. or 12,000/., including what is in 
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the hands of the abbot of St. Mary’s. If, however, it is not enough to make 
up the 20,000/., will send down sufficient. As to gunners, Suffolk has all 
that could be found in these parts, but Wolsey will send 100 of those 
remaining at Portsmouth.

28 *’ that Albany has assembled the Lords at Glasgow, that he has brought with 
St. P. iv. 40. him 8,000 foot, 200 men-of-arms and 300 light horse, and is making great 
preparations to invade England, proclamations being sent out for every one 
to be ready at a day’s warning. At 2 p.m. Patrick Sinclair brought a letter 
from the queen of Scots, and instructions, of which he sends a copy, with the 
copy of his answer. It appears she cannot get shortly away, and will be 
compelled to remain longer than the King’s answer will take to come. 
Thinks it better she should remain in Scotland, as it will only cause expense 
for her to be here. 1,000 or 2,000 marks would hardly satisfy her here, 
while 300/. or 400/. a year would please her there. 

Sinclair says that Albany must invade England, or send the Frenchmen 
home, for Scotland cannot support them. He thinks the Duke will go towards 
Carlisle, though Dacre expects him on these Borders. Some think he will 
send the young King into France to marry the French king’s daughter, that 
he may gain a love for Frenchmen, which he has not at present. Has 
fortified Norham and Wark, and is in hope that by the time Albany has 
gained either of them his provisions will be exhausted, and his men weary of 
lying in the field. He will get no forage in England, for Surrey has ordered 
Sir Wm.

Wishes 
to know where he shall send for more power. If another lieutenant were 
coming with great power, he would do what he could by skirmishings and 
alarms. Tonight, after midnight, Sir Wm. Bulmer and Sir Wm. Evers are 
to invade the march, passing though Berwick, and having all the Northum¬ 
berland men near them. Sir Ralph Fenwick with all Tyndal is to invade 
Teviotdalc in one quarter, and Sir Wm.

Bamet, pt li. By letters sent from my lord of Bath and Mr.Hannibal, dated Rome, 

no.48. i 4 Sept., has been advertised of the Pope’s death. It is the King’s and 
MS. C.C.C. Wolsey’s mind that such a successor be elected as will fulfil the good aod 
Can ‘ virtuous purpose for achieving the pacification of Christendom. No 
potentates are more inclined to this than the King and the Emperor, both 
of whom have thought Wolsey most meet to aspire to that dignity, exhort¬ 
ing him to hearken to their counsel in that behalf, and proffering their 
assistance. As the Emperor is too far away, the lady Margaret has writteu 
to Wolsey in the Emperor’s name, offering her services. The letters of 
cardinals De Medici, Sanctorum Quatuor and Campegius are favorable, and 
the King does not cease to insist that for urgent reasons Wolsey should 
consent to his and the Emperor’s interposition in this behalf. 

First, then, they are to understand that they must omit no opportunity 
of securing the papacy for Wolsey; but as cardinal De Medici appears bent 
on securing it for himself, great dexterity will l>e needed to discover his 
inclinations, as his friendship is important. They will therefore receive 
two commissions, the one couched in general terms, not naming any par¬ 
ticular person, the other recommending Wolsey; also two letters to the 
cardinals, one in favor of Wolsey, the other in favor of De Medici ; with 
other papers, which they shall use according to circumstances. They are 
to visit De Medici, stating that they have the King’s letters recommending 
him to the College; and by his answer they will note his intentions. If 
they find that Wolsey has no chance, they shall forbear to deliver the 
letters in his favor. If De Medici has so many enemies that he is not 
likely to succeed, they shall ascertain how he is inclined to Wolsey, ob¬ 
serving that he and the Cardinal are of one mind in all matters. They 
shall then proceed to practise with the Cardinals, declaring unto them 
Wolsey’s great experience in the causes of Christendom, his favor with 
the Emperor, the King and other princes, his anxiety for Christendom, his 
liberality, the great promotions to be vacated by his election, his frank, 
pleasant and courteous inclinations, his freedom from all ties of family 
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or party, and the hopes of a great expedition against the Infidel; as the 
King would in that case visit Rome, where Wolsey doubts not he might 
bring many other princes, and by his presence and authority settle disagree¬ 
ments among them. Should he be elected, he will be at Rome within three 
months. They are to be liberal iu their promises, as the King will make 
good whatever they undertake. Hampton Court, 4 Oct. 

Added in Wolsey 1 a own hand: “ My lord of Bath, the King hath willed 
me to write unto you that his grace hath a marvellous opinion of you; and 
ye knowing his mind as ye do, his highness doubteth not but this matter 
shall be by your policy set forth in such wise as that the same may come to 
the desired effect.” He is not to spare any reasonable offers, especially 
among the young men, who are generally the most needy. 

3390. Har ry Lord Morley to Henry VIII. 

“ Since the last letters [which we wrote unto your] highness, [we] 
have passed a much daung[erous country, so that we] were not only com¬ 
pelled to have co[nduct of the towns as we] passed, but also in the absence 
of the d[uke of Cleve to send to] his lieutenant for assistance, which full 
[gentilly did acquiesce in] our desire. And so at the writing of [this letter] 

we were at Coleyn, thanked be God, all in [good].to take 

with all diligence our way to dom F[ernando, who,] as we can understand, 
lieth now in a town called.nigh to the borders of Austreke.” 

There is a report of the Pope’s death, which “one of the greatest autho- 
ritv of the city of C[olognc] ” told them was likely to cause great “ besy- 
ne[sse in] Christendom for the Venetians were again in league with the 
Turk, “ [and ready] to obey him in all things, for fear lest that the said 
Turk [should] have invaded Cyprus and Caudia.” It is said that cardinal 
Volt[erra, who] was always friendly to the French king, is dead. “[Ulric] 
Hutin,t that was a great friend to Luther, is departed ; [how]beit we have 
suer knowlege that or he died he wrot[e unto] Erasmus, and Erasmus 

thereunto answered, which mai.and I both have seen. But Hutin's 

work could no[t be] gotten. If it might have been had, I would have se[nt 
it] unto your highness.” 

As to what Morley wrote to [the King], that by his letters to the German 
princes there was [some] hope of the return of the Germans from Luthe[r], 
he is now compelled again to forsake that hope, “a8s[uring your] grace 
that, as we can hear, all the country is like [to fall] from the right way, 
for daily nearer and near[er to] Flanders ward this flame of heresy iu- 
creas[eth, and, without] God’s help and the assistance of your grace and 
[other] like princes, is like to subvert ull auus[ient faith]. Luther’s books 
goeth abroad in every place, and his [followjers also mocks and scornes 

the Pope, his cardinals.es also abominable pictures, among 

other one I send to [you]r highness, which I think your highness will laugh 
[a]t, for Dr. Moi’ener, your frear and our guide, is one of the sort, your 
grace may well see in the picture, which pictu[re] I had great business to 
get here in Coleyn; howbeit, in Franforde and High Almayne as well these 
as other worse than this may be had great plenty. This hitherto part I have 
heard and part seen.” Signed.

Had written in their last of the Emperor’s arrival at Logroyne on 
the 19th Sept. He left for Pampelana on the 23rd. The A1 mains and 
Spaniards have attempted Cabrytton. News is come on the 28th, from the 
captain of Parpinion, the great prior of St. John’s, that Bourbon has broken 
with France, and intends to give battle to Francis, who has revoked his army 
from Italy. Whilst Francis was yet at Grenoble, a page or secretary be¬ 
trayed the whole affair of Bourbon and his confederates; on which Francis, 
returning instantly to Lyons, apprehended St. Valier Levesque de Puis, 
Mods, de Prie, Chaumegre and Hagart, “ and for the time of their being in 
his presence, so showed unto them good visage as though he had nothing 
known; but before they came to their lodgings they were attached.” He 
sent one Perrot to bring the Duke to his presence, who replied “ that right 
shortly the King should both hear of him and also see him.” D’Albret is 
negociating with the Emperor, and has forbidden Sempoo to levy troops 
for France in his country. Rumor has substituted Lautrec for him. De la 
Tremouille has been defeated in Picardy. The duke of Milan, whilst hunt¬ 
ing with Bonifacio Visconti, whom he trusted, was struck at by the latter 
with a dagger and barely escaped. Pretended rejoicings have been made in 
France for the recovery of Milan. Beaurayne states that the reasons for 
Bourbon’s dissatisfaction are,—1, that after he had served the King in Italy 
he was deprived of his pension ; 2, in the last war in Champagne, the for¬ 
ward was committed to the duke of Alengon, not to himself; 3, by the 
King’s command sentence was given against him in the matter of Burgundy. 

Expect the Emperor will leave for Pampeluna on the 8th. He is much 
hampered by the slowness of his succors. This is proverbial of Spain. He 
hopes to recover Bayonne and Fontarabia, and has taken all the gold from 
the ships lately come from the Indies. Complain of the Imperial posts. 
“ This bearer, sir, is my servant, Richard Sampson, whom I send now into 
England.” Logroyne, 5 Oct.

3393. Sampson to [Wolsey]. 

Has spoken with the Emperor of Wolsey’s pension of Palence. Some 
dispute between the Emperor and the late Bishop’s executors as to who 
should pay it. The Emperor will see Wolsey satisfied. Is surprised 
Wolsey has heard no word from Rome of the assignment of the whole 
pension upon Toledo, of which Sampson had written; and two letters to 
Rome to the bishop of Bath. Had urged the payment twice before. Begs 
him to send over a transumpt of the bulls, which will expedite matters.

3394. Henry VIII. to Surrey. 

Has received his letters of the 27th Sept, from Berwick to the King 
and Wolsey, touching his exploits at Jed worth and Fernifrurst, much to 
Surrey’s honor, which is not blemished by the accident among Dacre’s 
horses. Is glad the loss was of horses, not of men, and desires him to 
thank Dacro for his services. Commends Surrey’s prudence. Is surprised 
that Berwick is so feeble, considering the costs laid out upon it by the King 
and his father. Has spoken with Gonson about the 100 gunners required 
by Surrey. Cannot spare more than 40, considering the requirements of 
the ships and of the town of Portsmouth. Thinks Surrey might make some 
of the soldiers gunners. Has, however, given John Weston, who has the 
conveyance of the 40 from Portsmouth, authority to take more in London. 
Does not think that Albany can have invaded the Borders by this time, as 
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Surrey expected, for he could not well come with his company, sea-beaten, 
so far as from Dunbritain; but Surrey is right to have a vigilant eye. Has 
not yet determined upon any person to fill the office of warden. Cannot 
make any arrangement, now that Albany has arrived, till it is seen what he 
will do. Woodstock, 5 Oct.

Thanks him for his kindness when he was with him last at Ged- 
worth, and for his message by Chr.

Has received his letter asking for news of Albany, and for the men who 
took away the prisoners from the baron of Hilton’s servants. Asks him 
to tell Threlkeld what day and place Sir Christopher shall meet him to 
convey him hither. Albany has landed at the west coast with 1,000 foot, 
“ slaves and rabald fellows,” and but few persons of reputation. It is said 
he intends to invade the West March “ in the pride of this next light.” 
If he has any more men, they are still at sea. Has attached the above- 
mentioned offenders in Cumberland, but, if he wishes it, will send to him 
either “ the two principal Crawes that were dangered in Lowbyre,” or six 
of those who were at their rescue. Is busy getting the names of the 
owners of the horses lost at Jedworth, which are more than either Surrey 
or he thought. Thinks the rewards should be given to those who lost their 
horses, and not to others. 

Lady Conyngesby, his aunt’s daughter, and heir to the Moresby lands, 
died this morning. Mr. Weshton has the ward and marriage of her son’s 
daughter and heiress. Has written to him about the ordering of her lands 
and tenants, which Dacre has had, and asks Surrey to write to Tuke for con¬ 
veyance of the letter beyond sea.

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3399. De Praet to Charles Y. 

According to his despatches by Richard the courier, has so closely 
followed up the affair that the Cardinal has directed the money in the hands 
of Dr. Knight to be applied to the payment of the 10,000 Almains under 
count Felix. The king of England, after many pressing arguments by die 
Cardinal, has abandoned the siege of Boulogne, and his army is ordered to 
march upon Paris. Sir John Russell is to be sent off with the remainder 
of the 2,000 crowns for the troops. Had news from Madame, of 25 Sept., 
of the death of the Pope, and orders to repair to Wolsey with offers of her 
assistance for his promotion. He made the most grateful reply ; not for¬ 
bearing to touch upon the promises made by the Emperor when he was 
with the King at Windsor. He desired Madame would write without a 
moment’s delay to the imperial ambassadors at Rome; and, the more to 
engage the Emperor’s aid, “ he has made a great point that the King should 
write a letter to your Majesty with his own hand.” The Cardinal has this 
affair much at heart, and relies greatly on the Emperor’s recommendations. 
He says the choice will rest between De Medicis, Farnese and himself. 
Stated in his last he had paid the Legate for half a year due May last. As 
he had not sufficient money to pay the other pension, was advised by 
Wolsey to wait a time. London, 6 Oct. 1523. 

* # * In another Utter of the same date , De Praet. informs the Emperor, 
that Bourbon, after determination taken with Russell, had travelled in great 
haste to join the Emperor in Auvergne. On inquiring about his move¬ 
ments, De Praet could learn no more than that the Duke had been to 
Saulce, but finding he could not pass the boundary without great personal 
risk, he returned, being only two or three miles distant from Lyons, where 
the French king then was. Since then he had gone to St. Claude, in Bur¬ 
gundy. (Bradford, p. 87.) 

3400. Wolsey to Surrey. 

Has received two of his letters of the 27th Sept., two of the 1st 
and one of the 3rd Oct., with the papers enclosed, which he has duly for¬ 
warded to the King. As the King had not written to the Earl for some 
time, in consequence of his absence, Wolsey requested him to thank the Earl 
for his good services at Gedworthe, as he will perceive by the letter; 
“ wherein, though, for lack of a good secretary, it be not couched in the 
most sententious manner, is nevertheless contained the King’s mind upon 
divers things mentioned as well in your said letters as in the other arrived 
since that time.” Is satisfied with what he has done in regard to Berwick. 
The number of gunners required by him cannot be sent from Portsmouth, 
as Gonson reports. Shall have leave to return after All Hallow tide; not 
before. Doubts not that he has provided for the invasion, and thus pre¬ 
vented the siege of Berwick, by following them, and so delaying the time, 
and consuming their provisions. Wherever Albany marches he is to follow, 
as he cannot keep the Frenchmen long. Thanks him for providing against 
smaller invasions, by conveying the goods and chattels inland. Is grateful 
for the pains he has taken in strengthening his castle of Norham. Has 
appointed Sir William Bulmer his officer there, in event of a siege, with 
Sir Edward Ringley or Candish to help him. But if Albany invades, 
Wolsey wishes that Bulmer, leaving his son in Norham, should have “the 
leading of my folks of the bishopric/’ Has written to his Treasurer that, 
when Surrey demands them, they shall be the first to take the field. Begs 
the Earl to place them in the body of his battle, as to Wolsey’s honor shall 
appertain. 

The King suggests that the fords between Tilmowthe and towards 
Berwick be cut off to prevent depredations. After the duke of Albany’s 
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enterprize is over, a garrison shall remain of 2,000 men in and about 
Berwick till St. Andrew’s tide. The earl of Northumberland and Sir 
William Gascoigne are not appointed to repair to London before All Hallow 
tide. Has written to Gascoigne to defer for the present his claim to the 
arms of the earl of Westmoreland, to avoid dissension in the King’s army 
(sends a copy of the letter), and fo his chancellor of Durham to do all that 
is required for the custody of Norham. Begs, if he can spare any guns, 
that Sir William Bulmer may have them for defence of the said castle. 
Agrees in his opinion that it is better for the queen of Scots to remain in 
Scotland than in England, where she can do no good. Perhaps 100/. or 
200/. will do as much good there, and content her more than a much larger 
sum here. He may promise her a sum of money if she will further the 
King’s interests. “ At my manor of Hampton Court,” 7 Oct. Signed.

The lords of the 
Council met in Glasgow on Thursday, Friday and Saturday. Murray is

made lieutenant-general of all the Frenchmen, of whom there are 4,000 foot 
and 4,000 horse. Among the former are 1,000 “ culvernarars, hambutars,” 
and crossbowmen ; the rest long pikes. By this time there will be 1,400 
mariners with pikes, and “cluenors,” and crossbows. Proclamations will be 
published immediately for all temporal men between 60 and 16 to be ready 
on the 20th of this month of October, with 30 days’ victual. Lothian, Lith- 
gowshire, Merse nnd Tevidale are to meet my lord of Arran at Lawen 
(Lawder?); Kyle, Cunningham and Carrick to meet Lennox at Lanrik. 
All the Highlnndinen to meet Argyll in Glasgow. All the North Country 
to meet Huntley in Stirling. Cannot tell whether they will invade the East 
or West Border. Advises the English “ to put all thing by the gate.” They 
have consumed 38 chalder of oats, 4,000 bred of wheat, “ to my lord of 
Paisley.” The commons dare not show discontent. 

The Governor sends fair words to the Queen; almost makes her a French¬ 
woman, and Master John Cantle “conformand thereto.” She is very fickle; 
“ therefore counsel the man ye know not to take on hand overmuch of her 
credence ; she marvels that 6he get no word fro him. Ye shall receive his 
wages and saddle; and when ye speak with him, commend me to him.” 
The Governor hopes to get at the East Sea 4,000 lanccknights against the 
day. The Governor “ garrs tap (tak ?) all the wine and flour at Dumbartou 
and Glasgow to the Frenchmen,” and receives money for it daily; and no 
Scotchman dares sell them a pint of wine or a louf of bread on pain of his 
life. The crown of weight is cried to 20s., and the “ luscone, that is like 
the Melan penny, to 5s.” 

Isabel Hopper is charged to pass over the water. Expects the same 
himself. Desires nothing be sent in writing, but only credence. Expects 
the Governor will be in Stirling on Wednesday to speak with the King, and 
in this town on Thursday; then return to Glasgow to see to his ordnance. 
“Aberdeen is great with him. The Comptroller wef (?) fernely com 
with all.” This Friday my lord of Aberdeen has made friendship with 
the Governor, and must furnish his ordnance and house expenses as be¬ 
fore. They think themselves sure of Carlisle and Berwick. Edinburgh, 
this Saturday.

Bulmer a letter of news sent 
him by the prioress of Coldstream, and another sent to Surrey by lord Ogle, 
from Wark, of news that he has received from the prioress of Ecles,* in 
Scotland. Believes the substance of the prioress of Coldstream’s letters to 
be true. Is otherwise informed of the Duke’s preparations to invade 
England by the light of this next new moon. According to Wolsey’s 
letters, will send tomorrow to all the noblemen and gentlemen of the shires 
within his commission, to be at Newcastle by the 20tli. Although the 
weather has been so foul, especially yesterday with rain, and today with 
snow, that it will be difficult for the Duke to carry ordnance except to 
Berwick, will cause all his powers to come forwards, unless the Duke alter 
his purpose. Wishes the assistance of some noblemen and gentlemen from 
the South, even if they bring no great numbers. If young noblemen do not 
desire to be present at such journeys, and the King encourage dancers, 
dicers and carders, his grace will not be well served. If the Scots are well 
resisted now, no man living will see them invade the realm again. Albany 
is said to be very wilful, and takes no man’s counsel. He insists on this 
invasion, because his wife’s inheritance is in the French king’s dominions.

Russell arrived herewith the King’s money on the 15th inst, and 
my Lady gave him audience the same day. Showed her that the King 
had sent him hither with 12,000/., to complete the 100,000 cr. promised 
for 10,000 lanzknechts under count Felix. Hoped that she would receive 
the noble at It. st., as at the last payment, and convey the amount surely to 
Dole in Burgundy, discharging the King of exchanges. Told her the 
King did not mean that the payment advanced by him for one whole month 
should be counted, except from the date of delivery ; that it was a great 
favor in the King to charge himself so much sooner than he was bound to 
do ; and that it was expected the Emperor would contribute 200,000 cr, 
of which 100,000 at least should be employed upon the lanzknechts, the 
Emperor paying them for the first month, and the King for the second. 
My Lady bid them state these matters next day to Berghes and others 
whom she would depute, and on consultation with them would give answer. 

Next day there were in council Berghes, Fiennes, Bevres and Marnix; 
and it appeared that but for Marnix they would have had no refusal All 
agreed upon the first point, that she should see to the conveyance of the 
money, although she received no profit; to which Knight replied that the 
increase of the noble ought to meet the costs. On the other two points 
Marnix said they depended upon the treaty; and he thought the King, 
having sent this money to the high parts, would not like to see the Alm&ins 
abandon the enterprise for lack of half a month’s or a month’s wages, which 
the Emperor might have a difficulty in sending, when the King was bound 
to furnish 100,000 crowns, and more if the enterprise required it After 
much discussion, my Lady has appointed some merchants of Besan$on to 
convey the money, whom Russell and one of his servants will accompany, 
disguised as merchants. On arriving at Besan^n, Russell will receive the 
whole sum back, and, if Bourbon has left, wait till he obtain a conduct from 
count Felix to go to him. If Russell can exchange the noble for more than 
7*., he is to pay the cost with the increase ; if not, my Lady expects to be 
recompensed by the King. On the other two articles they request that 
Russell’s commission may be enlarged. Did not receive at the first payment

Since he wrote last, Bourbon has been at Lure, assembling horse to 
join his army at Bassigny. Much damage has been done to the French, but 
he has prohibited burning. He has heard good news of the Emperor by Bissy, 
and has sent to Genoa* to recover the rest of the 100,000 cr. promised by 
the Emperor, who has ordered his ambassador in Milan to send it thither. 
Fears it will be impossible, as the roads are stopped by the French army, 
who were attacked six days ago ; and it is thought the rest will recross the 
mountains, and will be in danger of leaving their artillery, which is the best 
that has ever come hither. 

Our commissioners have returned from Berne, where the Leagues were 
assembled. The French ambassador tried to make them believe that we 
had broken the neutrality by the passage of the Almains, and the assistance 
given to Bourbon ; but it was answered that the Lords of the Leagues have 
always held us excused, and have written in our favor to the French king, 
asking him not to allow the country to be ravaged. They have given orders, 
however, that no assistance be given to the AJmains, so as to break the 
neutrality ; else they will be obliged by their treaty with Francis to serv e him. 

After the return of our commissioners, Jehan Durant was liberated, who 
had been taken in Savoy by the French, on his way from Spain, and 
brought before Francis at Lyons. He had letters from the Emperor to the 
Princess [of Orange f], showing that the Emperor meant the neutrality to 
be preserved ; for which purpose the Prince and the Grand Master had given 
him instructions, of which he sends a copy. Since Bourbon’s coming, so 
many of Margaret’s vassals have taken arms to accompany him, that he fears 
the lords of the Leagues will consider the neutrality broken, which would ruin 
the country. Have assembled here to deliberate on a remedy. Will send to 
Bourbon the Emperor’s letters and instruction, and the commissioners who 
have been to the Swiss, that he may manage his affair so that the neutrality be 
not broken, which he has always been so anxious to preserve, that he would 
never let his men stay in this country. He says, however, he cannot hinder 
those of his subjects who come out of the country to serve him. Will pub¬ 
lish proclamations about the neutrality, and take as severe proceedings 
against transgressors as possible, that the Leagues may see their intention 
is to respect it. Will also send them the Emperor’s letters, and beg them 


• Geneve in MS.; Jeanet in Tuke’s abstract; 'which latter is doubtless the place in¬

Begs Wolsey’s favor to his 
children in case he bo killed. lias spent so much in the King’s service 
that he should leave them “ the poorest nobleman’s children that died in 
this realm these forty years, having neither goods nor foot of land to put 
in feoffment to do them good after me.” “ Scribbled the 23rd day of 
October at 11 at night.” Signed.

Has just received letters from the queen of Scots and from some of 
his spies, from which he perceives that Albany will undoubtedly invade 
England, probably on the East Marches, and will send lord Maxwell with 
4,000 or 5,000 men “ to keep you waking.” He must send for the Kendal 
men when he thinks, from his spies, that it will be necessary, and must 
come to Surrey with such as he deems convenient, “ and for the good love 
nnd mind that I do bear unto you, ye shall go next unto me in battle.”

3461. Wolsey to Surrey. 

Has received his letter dated Newcastle the loth, with two others 
inclosed, from the queen of Scots to Patrick Synklar, and one from a servant 
of the chancellor of Scotland to the prioress of Coldstream. If overtures are 
made for peace, as seems probable by the letters of queen Margaret, until 
the Scots shall abandon the duke of Albany the King will not listen thereto. 

In consequence of the evil done to the Scots, they would have been con¬ 
strained to send ambassadors to England for peace, but for Albany’s brag«,

which alienated the King still more; and if Albany, with the ostentation 
of invading England, should obtain a trace, it might be thought that 
England had consented to it from fear, and that the war had been undertaken, 
not against the Duke, but against the young King. The desire of peace on 
the part of Albany, after so many preparations on his part and that of 
France, must proceed from want of courage or power; but as he cannot 
long serve his friends, the truce will be to his advantage,—the witholding of 
it is a great shame. 

Again, the rumored design of Albany’s return into France with the 
young King, to marry him to a daughter of Francis, must be exposed to the 
Scots in all its perils; and if some of the lords interfere to prevent it, others 
are so much in the Duke’s favor that he will carry his point. He is there¬ 
fore to make it generally known, that, much as the king of England is 
inclined to promote the interests of the nation, all must be prevented by the 
sinister proceedings of the Duke. If the Lords, therefore, are anxious to 
second the good purposes of England, they must exclude Albany and the 
French from their realm; and on their giving security to send ambassadors, 
an abstinence shall be concluded till the 31st Jan. next, and the King will 
support his nephew against all enemies. This is the more needful to be 
done now to prevent Albany’s design, which will involve the two kingdoms 
in endless contention. 

These representations may possibly set the French and Scots by the ears, 
and drive the former from the realm. He is by no means, therefore, to 
discharge his army until, “ the light of this moon passed, it shall not be 
possible for them this year eft soon 8 to assemble.” “ At my place beside 
Westminster,” 23 Oct. Signed.

3462. Count Buren to Louis De Praet. 

Has passed the river Dauthies, and marched upon Ancre, which 
surrendered. Sent the Spaniards and some of the English, with horsemen 
and some pieces of artillery, before Braye, which was taken by assault. 
Pont Remy, who was within with 2,000 foot, took to flight, and some of hi* 
company were slain and drowned. There were taken captain Adrian, badly 
wounded, and his standard-bearer. Having thus opened a passage, the 
whole army went over into this country of Santerre, where Roye and Niel 
surrendered. Expects to hear good news of Montdidier every hour. 
March tomorrow towards Noyon and Compi&gne, and will make as much 
way to Paris as provisions will allow. The French are much astonished; 
and if the King will advance his interests, he may have the whole realm 
under his subjection. Is writing to the King, and Suffolk does the same, 
to know how they are to conduct themselves, and show the need of rein¬ 
forcing the English army. The Flemings have much ado to guard their 
frontiers, and to support the army against Gueldres. These countries 
cannot furnish men; the Emperor is far off, and Buren fears some disorder 
from lack of payment. From the camp at Cappy, about to move to Lihon, 
23 Oct.

Yesterday letters arrived from the camp in Lombardy, from sieur 
Antho[ine de] Leva, captain of Pavia, stating that the Swiss had told the 
admiral of France that they should return home, as the promises to them 
had not been kept, and the winter was approaching. This was prevented 
by the arrival of La Palice with 100 men-at-arms and part of the money due 
to them, which was given them on condition that they staid 15 days longer, 
that is till the 27th. It is thought they will go then, unless there is more 
money, or the King comes, as was promised them. His agents here make no 
doubt of it; but it is not likely, considering the hindrances he will find in his 
kingdom. Thinks the French are staying beyond the mountains, in hopes 
of taking Milan; but letters from Prospero and others in the Imperial camp 
say there is no chance of it. They have not commenced to attack it; though 
they say here, to gain the favor of the conclave, that it is already taken, for 
they are within two miles of it. Prospero is not yet recovered; so the 
Emperor has sent a skilful captain, named Alarcon, to act as captain general 
in his absence, till the arrival of the Viceroy, who left on Monday last. 

The French are waiting for the election of the Pope, and have desired 
the cardinals of their party to stick to their opinions, and not to yield to 
De Medicis, which they have sworn not to do. They have given the said 
cardinals to understand that the King will come to Italy, and conquer not 
only Milan, but Florence and the rest, which will cause Medicis to be 
abandoned, and then a Pope can be created of the French party, who will 
treat Medicis as Volterra was treated. The duke of Ferrara has taken 
Reggio and other places belonging to the Church, which he says are his. 
He is now before Modena. Two thousand Spaniards have been sent to 
protect it. The French are inciting the Bentivogli to reconquer Bologna. 
They are not yet in the field, but it is said they soon will be; which 
prejudices the Emperor’s affairs, till he has news of his successes elsewhere. 
The Spaniards in the French service have mostly joined the Emperor’s part 
at Milan, and most of the horsemen of sieur Renee de Cheres have gone over 
to the Venetians for lack of payment. The Venetians are with the marquis 
of Mantua, but have not yet joined Colonna, because there is a river between 
them, and they fear being attacked by the French while crossing. They 
will join him when the French go to Milan, and hope to do something, espe¬ 
cially if the Swiss leave. 

* * * Frederick de Lorge and Bayart have revictualled 

the castle of Cremona, and assaulted the town without success. They have 
now returned, by the King’s order, to Milan, but have suffered great loss on 
their way from the marquis of Mantua. Leva has more than 600 French 
horse prisoners in Pavia, and Prospero and the abbot of Najara have 150 men- 
at-arms, and 800 light horse and archers prisoners in Milan. Twelve days 
ago Jennyn de Medicis, the captain of the light horse, with captain Sucre and 
Milant, brought 50 men-at-arms as prisoners to Milan. Two days before, 
1,000 Spaniards coming from Genoa to Milan met 300 spears and 1,200 
Swiss, whom they repulsed, and killed a personage of the order of France, 
supposed to be Montmorency. They brought 26 horse and 100 Swiss as 
prisoners to Milan, and killed about as many. The light horse of the 
marquis of Mantua have taken Brion’s standard, and 27 men. It is said 
the count of Carpi has arrived in Rome, as ambassador from France. 

Ten days ago, the secretary of the archbishop of Barri, nuncio in France, 
said that the King told the Archbishop, whom he was keeping as a prisoner, 
that he could tell him news of the King Catholic. He said, “ Your master 
has entered my kingdom on the side of Bayonne;” adding, “Foy de gentil- 
homme, I am sorry matters must needs pass in this rigor between him and 
me, the one to destroy the other. And that every one may see that it is not 
owing to me we are not at peace, I shall put me in all devoir to come unto 
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J. de Rup[e] to Margaret op Savot— cont. 
it.” He then said he would send the Archbishop to Charles, to say that he 
would do what Adrian had proposed by way of truce. To this the Arch¬ 
bishop replied, that the Emperor would not listen to him till he returned 
some Spanish ecclesiastics whom he had taken, but who were not fair 
prisoners. Francis said he meant to have hod Don Pedro de Navarra for 
those prisoners, but finally gave them up, and the Archbishop has gone to 
Spain with them. The said secretary thinks Francis is at the end of his 
wits. The news from Venice is that the Turk has conquered most part 
of the Sophy’s country, and will soon have the whole of it, when he will 
have nothing to do but attack Christendom. Rome, 23 Oct. Signed.

Vit. B. v. 210 . By their other letters he has been informed of all occurrences since 

B. M. Adrian’s death to the end of October. On his sepulchre was written, by 
StP. vi. 178. order of the Cardinals, “ Hie jacct [Adrilanus Sextus , cut nihil in vita 
infelicius contigit quam quod imperafret ]. Some “ light brained fellows" 

erected a statue to Macerara, his physician, in a public place, with this 
title, Liberatori Patrice. He is buried in St. Andrew’s Chapel, in St. 
Peter’s, between Pius II. and Pius III., and there was written over him 
Impius inter Pios. Many other slanderous verses were set up in public 
places, with the approbation of all. The city was never more glad of a 
Pope’s death. 

The Cardinals entered conclave on the 1st, and on the 2nd they were shot 
up. On the 3rd news came that the duke of Ferrara had taken Reggio, 
and intended to attack Modena. Little provision could be made to resist 
him, but they sent for bankers to the conclave door, and borrowed 5,000 
or 6,000 ducats to send to Modena, which was thought sufficient till they 
have a new Pope. On the 5th news came that the three French cardinals, 

Auze, Lorayn and-* had arrived. They were brought in by 

the Ursyns, and others of the French party, and entered the conclave in 
their “ short weeds,” with boots and spurs, “ which was thought very 
dissolute.” The French faction boast they will have a Pope at their plea¬ 
sure, and truly their coming has hindered our good purposes. At the last 
election had word out of die conclave daily, by secret ways, but now no 
advice can be sent either in or out. Till the French cardinals came, matters 
seem to have gone well enough for the cardinal De Medicis. On the 8th, 
“ there was taken from them a great pail of their service, and he that had 
roasted meat had no sodden, ne he that had sodden had no roasted, after 
the manner accustomed, which is the 8th day, to abridge them of the one 
or of the other.” 

On the 8th news came from Milan that the French had succored the 
castle of Cremona; that a convoy of victuals to their army was attacked, 
and 120 lances and light horse slain, and that Prospero Columpna intended 
to join the Venetians, and give battle to the French. 

From the 9th till the 12th it was evident that there was great dissension, 
which put them in great hope for Wolsey’s election, and all Rome was in a 
great rumor thereof, the more so as the heads of the city went to the 
conclave door to show the College the damage done by this long delay, and 
to exhort them to agree. Armelinus, who was deputed to answer them, 
said all they desired was to choose a Pope to content the people, and 
begged them to have patience, or they might be compelled to do as at 

* Blank in MS. 
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the last election, and choose an absentee ; adding, that if they could be 
content with an absentee, they were almost ready to choose one in England. 
At this they made a great exclamation, that at any rate some one present 
should be chosen. A similar auswer was made by cardinal Columna the 
day after, so that it was thought that Wolsey would be elected, to break 
the strife. Columna has labored hard for himself, but could not get 
De Medicis to help him, of which lie complained to the duke of Suessa. 

On tho 19th received his letters of the iii[j th ], wlieu it was too late for 
them to do more than they had done. Did all they possibly could for him. 
Have been with De Medici’s agents, and told them that the King and Wolsey 
had written to the College in his behalf, and that Wolsey hoped, in case De 
Medicis could not obtain the dignity for himself, he would do what he could 
for Wolsey. They said, if they possibly could, they would advertise him of 
it in the conclave. They have been 24 days in conclave. The usual time is 
10 or 12. Adrian was chosen in 14, which was thought a long time. By 
outward signs, do not expect a Pope within 12 days, for 20 of the old 
cardinals have sworn rather to suffer death than consent to De Medicis, 
whose party will suffer with him all that shall be possible to the contrary, and 
as the latter are the younger men, it is thought he will have his purpose. 
Columna is now against him, and has got up a rumor in Rome, that by his 
means, at the last conclave, the Cardinals elected a barbarian and a Fleming, 
and are now endeavoring to elect an Englishman. Columna’s brother has 
said that if he “ had [not a] ben,” the Cardinals had chosen one absent in 
another world, meaning an Englishman. The constitutions for the abridg¬ 
ment of their diet are not observed. The duke of Ferrara had bargained 
in times past with the Emperor, for Reggio and Modena, and his attempt 
to recover them was with the consent of the duke of Suessa and Charles’s 
agents here. The Cardinals, hearing of this, sent for Suessa on the 22nd, 
and said, if he did not cease these practices, they would call the marquis of 
Mantua from Lombardy to defend the cities. The Duke demanded whether 
they would continue in the league made by Adrian, the Emperor, the 
King and others; and on the next day they said they would do so till the 
Pope was chosen; whereupon he promised to do what he could to prevent 
them from being molested, and refrain from assisting the duke of Ferrara. 
The French army still lies about Milan, removing from one place to 
another, ever to their loss. Rome, 24 Oct. Signed.

Lord Hamilton was at Lawther on Tuesday; the earl of Argyle and his 
men on Sunday last at Glasgow; the earl of Lennox with the Westlonde 
men at Lawryke (Lanark).

He has been about 
Melrose* and Dryburgh since Saturday, and most of his company near the 
Border these seven days; at the furthest not twelve miles from it. Hitherto, 
thank God ! they have not burnt a house, or takeu a prisoner, cow or sheep. 
[Marginal note: “A small occasion to raise the King’s great power.”] 
Trusts it will not be easy for them to do much damage. Yesterday 
many of his host came over the Tweed, but returned without doing much 
harm, and lost one man and four horses, taken by the garrison.

He then 
brought me your letter, with the copies of those of the King and you to my 
Lady. Went to my Lady, intending to declare his credence, but on his 
arrival she said Bourbon’s gentleman had conducted himself very unwisely 
in England, iu asking for more money, which he had no commission to do ; 
and that she had told him if Sir John Russell had not left England before 
his arrival, his indiscretion might have caused Wolsey to wait for some 
fruit of the first payment, before putting more money in hazard. She has 
promised to do her best to get the Emperor’s portion of money in reasonable 
time, and has no doubt it will come, though perhaps not so soon as it should, 
on account of the distance. 

The master of the Posts r[eturned] yesterday, and certified that he had 
delivered to count Felix the value of 48,000 gold guldens, received by 
Knight, which he desired him to spend faithfully, and account for when 
required. He says Felix had not with him more than 7,000 pays, “ which 
should not be 6,000 men.” Many had deserted for lack of pay, and the 
nobles say the lauzknechts are returning in great number. When the 
postmaster arrived, the lanzknechts were paid for some days of the month 
ending on the 7th, and had an advance for half a month ending with the 
23rd, on which day they will receive another half month’s advance, on con¬ 
dition that they remain a month and a half after without demanding arrears. 
He left the count Felix at Porte bus la Sone in Burgundy. 

Bourbon, hearing that if he remained at Besan^on or in Franche Comt4 
it might cause breach of neutrality, removed to Lure in the county of

His 
intention is to follow up his enterprise. Since the Duke last came into 
Bourbon, a gentleman, formerly his servant, has arrived from the French 
king, with an offer from Francis to meet him with six gentlemen only, and 
make an agreement with him, promising never to trouble him in any way, 
but to let him enjoy all his lands in France, and serve the Emperor and 
the King in France or elsewhere; but the Duke answered that the King 
and Emperor might do ns they liked, but he would never trust Francis 
or make pence with him. He then commanded the messenger to depart, 
telling him that if “he had not served him before time” * * 

[and bid him warn] “the French [King] that he s[end] him no m[o] 
such messengers, for if he do he wol surely hang him.”

3506. Surrey to Henry YIII. 

On Saturday night Albany came with a great puissance to Werk, 
and shot all Sunday and Monday. Word beiug brought to him at Holy 
Island, at 7 p.m. on Sunday, Surrey sent letters immediately to my lord 
Cardinal’s company, lord Northumberland, “my lord of Westmoreland, at 
St. Cuthbert’s banner, lying at Alnwick and thereabouts,” and to lord 
Dacre and others, to meet him at Banner Wood on Monday ; which they 
did. At 3 p.m. on Monday, the Tweed being too high to ford, Albany sent 
2,000 Frenchmen in boats to assault the place. They entered the base- 
court, and were kept back for an hour and a half by Sir Wm. Lizle, captain 
of the castle, and 100 men. At length they gained the iuner ward, but 
were immediately attacked by Lizle, and driven out of both the inner and 
outer wards, and ten persons slain. Received notice, at 3 this morning, 
from Lizle, that he could not keep the place without help, and advanced 
to his rescue at break of day; but Albany, hearing of it, retreated with his 
whole force. Does not know how far he has gone, but will hear tomorrow. 
Fears he will return if he disband this army. Werk could not hold out 
against him long. If Surrey had not made new bulwarks of earth, it would 
not have been tenable half a day. Wishes it were in the sea ; for he does 
not know how to get men to remain there. Never man departed with more 
shame and fear than the Duke. Notwithstanding the great assembly he 
made in Scotland, he has not done 10*. worth of damage to England, and 
durst never enter it himself. 

Fears he cannot keep the army longer together; for those who have come 
out of the bishopric and other places at their own cost have spent all they 
have. Has had much difficulty in keeping them together so long, but he will 
do so as well as he can till he hears the Duke’s army is “ perspoiled.” Mag¬ 
nus has only 3,000 marks left, which would not pay the wages now due and 
conduct money home. It were pity they should not have what was pro¬ 
mised them, considering how well they have served. Asks that money 
may be sent directly. If it does not come before they depart, will pay 
them all he has, and all he can borrow, and give them bills signed by him¬ 
self for the rest. Asks for letters of thanks to those whose names are 
appended, and sixty or eighty blanks for those whose names he does not 
remember. Never saw Englishmen so well willed as these, from highest to 
lowest. In the camp, two miles from Wark, Tuesday night. Signed.

Encloses schedule, forgotten by his clerk, of the noblemen and gentle¬ 
men to whom letters of thanks should be written. Wants money imme¬ 
diately. A spy came this morning, who confirms the shameful departure 
of Albany from the abbey of Eccles on Tuesday at midnight. He heard 
the gentlemen of the March tell the Duke that he had been a long time in 
the Borders, wasting all that Surrey had left, and that he had promised to 
give Surrey battle. “ The said Duke answered angrily, ‘ I will give him 
no battle, for I have no convenient company so to doand with that went 
towards his horse. With which words, the said gentlemen being evil con¬ 
tented, said with one voice, ‘ By God’s blood, we will never serve you more, 
nor never will wear your badges again;’ and tare them off their breasts, 
and threw them on the ground, saying, ‘Would to God we were all sworn 
English ! ’ ” Hopes to hear in three days what has become of him. His 
estimation in Scotland is gone for ever. He has done the most hurt in Scot¬ 
land ever done at one journey, “ and wonderful many of their horses lost 
and fretished.” 

At the assault of Wark were slain the captain of the first band of French 
foot that came to Scotland, with nine others. Twenty-two more died that 
night, and 160 were sore hurt. The besieged were but 100 men, while in 
the bas court were over 1,000 Frenchmen and 500 Scots. Longs to know 
the King’s pleasure about the disposal of the garrisons for the winter. Hopes 
to have 200 of Wolsey’s retinue. Never found men bo loth to remain in 
garrison;—and no wonder, considering the ill lodging, scarcity of victual, and 
the ill will of the inhabitants to entertain them. Alnwick, 5 Nov. Signed.

3513. Wolsey to Sampson and Jerningham. 

A post arrived on 31 Oct. with letters from the Emperor to his 
ambassador, with their letters to the King and Wolsey of the 8th and 
23rd Sept. With him came a gentleman sent by the Emperor towards 
Bourbon, with letters of fresher date, &c. Perceives by these letters the 
Emperor’s intent to proceed with his army in person, and make up for his 
former slackness; also provision for the payment of 100,000 crowns to 
Bourbon ; promising also that De Beuren and the Burgundians shall be 
continued. To show his appreciation of such diligence, the King will 
continue his army on foot this winter, and reinforce it with 4,000 men, 
“ which ye shall name 7,000 men.” Sends them copies of Suffolk's letters, 
by which they will understand the state in which matters are. Are to 
urge the Emperor to give assured order for the continuance of De Beuren 
and the Burgundians, without whom it will not be possible for the King’s 
army to continue, unless furnished with horsemen. If the French king 
recalls his army, orders should be given to Prospero Colonna “ to follow 
them in the tail,” that so the war may be brought to a satisfactory con¬ 
clusion, for which the King spares no cost or labor. The King is hourly 
expecting the result of the battle with Albany, who is opposed by 3,000 
lords and gentlemen and 50,000 soldiers, well supplied with ammunition. 
The King has entire confidence that, the Emperor pursuing the war with 
vigor, “ neither by the duke of Savoy, ne such indirect means, the French 
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Wolsey to Sampson and Jerningiiam— cont. 
king shall seek his peace,” but be forced to send great princes and honorable 
ambassadors. Sends a bill of the articles concluded by Russell with Bourbon. 
Will send by next post the commission for concluding the treaty with the 
Emperor, the King, the Archduke and Bourbon. Westminster, 6 Nov. 

P.S.—Letters have come from Dr. Knight, ambassador with lady Mar¬ 
garet, showing that by the relation of Mamix, sent unto him by the lady 

Margaret, the French have been overthrown in Italy, with the loss of 

22,000 men ; further, that Bourbon had left Besan^n for Lure. By the 
same letter, it appears that the Cardinals entered the conclave 1 Oct., and 
on the 6th the cardinals of Aux, Lorraine and Vendome arrived, booted 
and spurred, and entered the conclave without tarrying. This is like to 
produce further delay in the election. Signed.

making a Pope at their pleasure, and are as violently opposed. It is feared 
that the party which is unable to continue will depart and choose some Pope 
elsewhere, and the party remaining choose another. The French party 
tried to make the Romans come to the conclave door and exclaim against 
the Cardinals, especially against Soderini and De Medici, for prolonging 
the election ; but De Medici’s friends stopped it. On the 5th news came 
from the duke of Milan that a captain under Johannyn do Medicis, and 
thirty of his fellows, had conspired to deliver a gate and bulwark to the 
French. This was discovered on the night fixed for its execution. If the 
French had got the upper hand, De Medici must have gone away, and seen 
to the defence of Florence. It was said the French only waited for the 
result of the said plot, but there is as yet no news of their removing. The 
viceroy of Naples is going thither with speed, with 400 spears and 4,000 
foot. The marquis of Mantua is already in Pavia, and the Venetians 
will join him in Milan. The French will not be able to resist them, for 
the Venetians alone are 900 spears and 10,000 foot. Rome, 7 Nov.

Garrisons must be continued on the Bor¬ 
ders, both for defence and offeuce.] Now that the fortresses are thrown 

down, trusts they will suffer no cattle going between the East March and

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Lammermuir, or about Gedworth. They know the country well, and can 
do most hurt on the darkest nights; but money must be sent to pay them, 
or Albany will invade England, to recover his name. Has sent the prioress 
of Coldstream and other spies to Edinburgh to learn his intentions. Hopes 
be will attempt nothing new this moonlight; otherwise “I see not possible 
where any people may be assembled to resist him, unless your Grace appoint 
my lord Dacre to be warden here,” who would bring out of his country 
2,000 or 3,000 men. [Note in margin : None so meet as lord Dacre, both 
for experience and for power; “ and I doubt not, the King being so con¬ 
tented, to induce him to be agreeable for the accepting of the said room, 
with convenient entertainment and wages.”] 

Begs to be discharged. The country could not be in better order; there 
is less theft than in any other part of England. Dacre would bo warden 
for 40s. a day, while.

19 Sept., the Duke went with his army royal from Calais to Calkwell 
Church. That night there was an alarm, and two Flemings were killed 
and a boy maimed who lay outside the “ leger,” wherefore the Duke made 
proclamation that no one should lay outside, burn, rob, nor “ breke his 
ray,” on pain of deal li. 21 Sept., camped at St. Blase. 22 Sept., my Lord 
rode to Arde to meet the Emperor’s lieutenant, lord Istyllstayne, Messrs. 
Lyke, Lynne, Clere and Mott. They camped at Lawnderton by themselves, 
and my Lord returned to his own camp. 27 Sept., lord Sendys and lord 
Ferrys went to Bell Castell, a stronghold and well watered, and there 
Skevyngton was struck through the sleeve with a gun, but not hurt. 
28 Sept., took Bell Castell at 6 a.m., w’ith the captain, his wife and 
child, 60 persons and a great booty. 29 Sept., to Denderon, the camp 
where the two Kings met. 30 Sept., to Domain. 1 Oct., to Cords. 
7 Oct., to Rockyd Hoy. 8 Oct., to Forste. 9 Oct., to Marcke. 
10 Oct., to Rokeland. 11 Oct, to Ryall Cowrte. The horsemen took 
a captain of Stradiats and 20 of his company, horse and man. 12 Oct., 
to Lorshaw. 15 Oct., to Fordylaw beside Dorlance. 17 Oct., to 
Kyrkewurte. 18 Oct., to Ducker, “and ther the people flede, and ther 
lay garyson 3 dayes.” 19 Oct., to Quede, on this half Braye. 20 Oct., 
at four a.m. the gunners began to shoot at the walls of Braye. By six 
they had made a gap as broad as a cart, beside a tower at the comer of the 
town, and there were 1,500 men of arms, besides men of the town and 
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The Army in France — cont. 

country, advancing with the standards “ lyke gallants.” Our men called 
“ Asawte ! Asawte! ” took a dyke, 35 feet deep, and won the walls without 
ladders, which was a marvellous great enterprise. They drove Mons. Pont- 
dormy and the other Frenchmen across the water of Somme. The French 
would have beaten down the bridge, but our men chased them too fast, drove 
them iuto the marsh, where many were drowned, and into a great bulwark, 
which they took, with all the ordnance, a captain and other persons. The 
same day lord Lenard, with 20 men, took a passage at Capye, defended by 
200 men-at-arms. In the afternoon lord Saunds came over the water of 
Somme into the bulwark, and there lay in the camp. 21 Oct., my lord re¬ 
moved from Quede to Capye, and appointed a garrison for Braye. 22 Oct., 
Roy was surrendered, a good walled town, well watered. 23 Oct., my 
Lord devised all the bulwarks against the water of Some for the defence 
of Braye, which was the key of all France, and never won before. 
25 Oct., removed from Capye to Lyon Sawmpere. 26 Oct., to Dawbeney 
Cowi-te, a strong town and a fair castle, but the people fled. There was 
great plenty of wine there. 27 Oct., to Mowndidier. At six at night our 
gunners gave them a peal of guns at rovers, “ and after that they had no 
more joy to shoot.” By two in the morning the great ordnance was laid 
within 40 ft. of the walls, and gave them four peals, which broke down a 
great breadth of the wall “hard by the myghtie strong bolwerke, the 
strongist that evyr T saw, and marvelowsly mad with 4 flowers.” At seven 
in the morning they surrendered, and were glad to depart with their lives. 
Mons. lye Seenyschall le Turwyne, Mons. le Forontaunce and other captains 
were in the town with 2,500 men, and could have held it against 100,000 
men, for they were well victualled, and the town was double walled. There 
were many marvellous conveyances “ in gavys to go under the grownd a 
myell out of the towne, and that many ways,” and therefore my Lord 
destroyed it. Wine, salt, meal, wood, flax, wax and all sorts of merchandize 
were found in the town, but all the men of substance had fled. On St. Si¬ 
mon’s day 50 men-at-arms, 50 demilances and 50 pages bringing powder to 
the town, were taken. The captain alone escaped through the goodness of 
his horse, though he had two staves broken on him. 31 Oct, camped 
on the south side of Roye. 1 Nov., my Lord removed to the north side 
of Roye, and there made 14 knights, lord Powes, lord Harberd, Sir Arter 
Pole, Sir Olyver Manerd, Sir Ric. Saunds, Sir Robt Jernyngham, Sir Robt. 
Sallysbery, Sir Edm. Beddyngfyld, Sir Ric. Corbett, Sir Thos. Wentworth 
of Soulfolke, Sir Wm. Sturton, Sir Water Man tell, Sir Geo. Warham, and 
Sir Edw. Semer. 2 Nov., removed to Nele, a fair town, well walled and 
watered on one side. 4 Nov., from Nele to Bowean or Wowean. There 
was a marvellous straight passage in the midst of the way. On the north 
side of Bowean were three rivers of the Some, the bridges across which 
the French broke when they heard of the Duke’s coming. Upon the 
bridges, coming over, he made two knights, Sir Robt. Bulser and Sir John 
Dudlay. 5 Nov., removed over the water, and encamped at Bewford. 

7 Nov., removed to Mounte Martayne, a goodly abbey of Our Lady. 
Mons. Lyne won Bowgard by a train, and put out the French in their 
doublets and hose.

Hears that the French king is fortifying Lyons, and is in such fear 
that he dares not remove thence. He has wr itten to the Swiss for 5,000 
men to be always about his person; some cantons consented, but afterwards 
determined not to grant them till their men beyond the mountains had 
returned. He then sent to them the Great Master, but suddenly ordered him 
to return. Hears from the Swiss that they will not levy men. As the French 
Ling is not raising any troops in France, if he has no Swiss or Almains, 
does not see what would prevent a small number from passing through 
France at pleasure. He has no more than 500 Almains. There is great 
poverty and fear in France. The King has borrowed all the money he can, 
and dares levy no more, lest he should lose the hearts of his subjects for 
ever. Thinks there was never prince less beloved. If the Almains had 
stayed with Bourbon as they promised, and he had continued his enterprise, 
most of the realm would have drawn toward him, “ they being the sorriest 
people in the world that he came not.” They fear the English army, and 
say it is almost at Paris. The people there have sent to the King for 
assistance, but Russell hears of no preparations. 

Wrote for orders what he was to do with the King’s money, owing to the 
danger on the roads, and the impossibility of making an exchange. Bourbon 
says he wrote to advise that it should be left at Besan^n to be ready for 
next year. Besan^on is a town imperial, but allied t o the Swiss, so that he 
would prefer 6ome other, but can find none strong enough. Has inquired of 
the president of Burgoyne and others, to know what alliance they have made 
with the Swiss. Hears it is for 15 years, and was made on account of 
quarrels with counts Fustemborg and Frauncisque. Each are bound to 
assist the other if attacked, with a certain number of men; Besan^on re¬ 
serving the Emperor, the count of Burgoyne, the bishop of BesanQon and the 
prince of Orange. Lady Margaret is governor of the town. The money 
was delivered by Knight and Russell at her orders to a merchant in the 
town, and is quite safe, as it lies in her name. Asked him if he would 
keep it until next year; and he said he would if my Lady commanded him.

Vesp. C. n. Since Windsor left, had written four letters, the last by “ a servant of 

206 - mine, Richard Sampson.” The Emperor came to Pampeluna on 12 Oct. The 

B. M. Sunday after (18th), he sent for them; told them the archbishop of Barry had 

come with proposals from France; and invited them to dine with Nassau. 
After dinner came the Emperor, and apologised for his slackness in keeping 
his promises ; complained that instead of 10,000 men, he had scarcely 5,000. 
The viceroy of Arragon had been sent to raise men, but they complained it was 
too late in the year. It is proposed to enter by D’Albret’s dominions, where 
Beureyne now is. Bourbon’s business prospers. The constable of Castile and 
the Spaniards wish the army to be sent against Bayonne; the Chancellor, to 
France; but victuals are very scarce, and if they pass the Pyrenees, it will 
be worse. Thinks nothing will be done, and that his remaining there is 
no small charge to the King. Does not believe that the Emperor can help 
himself or his friends, but rather deceive both , until he has peace to put 
his own countries in order. The archbishop of Barry was commanded to 
declare his charge, how the French entered Alexandria and Novara without 
opposition. Bayard had been slain by the marquis of Mantua, and after 
the death of the Pope all the French cardinals repaired to Rome. Does 
not know where Bourbon is. Send a book, signed by the French King’s 
hand,' “ very orgulos and arrogant.” The Emperor rejects the proposals. 
State their reply. 

On the 22nd, the Chancellor showed them a minute of an answer. They 
demanded that it should contracjict “ the ontrew seying off* the Frence king 
that the Kinges highnes schuld be the chyff cause and provokar of this 
warre, os he right well knew the contrarie by the great travayll of your 
grace at your being at Calas.” The money contributed to the expedition 
is small, and slow in coming in. They advised him, therefore, not to 
venture upon the expedition, until he had the money in his hands. The 
Spaniards have greatest influence; Nassau less. The Chancellor tells 
them that the intent is, not to enter Guienne, but Berne;—thence to 
Languedoc, and to join Bourbon. The 1st, 3rd and 4th Nov. the Emperor 
had news from Rome, Genoa and Milan of the Pope’s death, of the defeat of 
the French, the death of Montmorenci, Brion and others, the return of the 
Swiss, the defeat of the French admiral at Bayonne. Bourbon is in 
Burgundy. It is rumored that St. Pol is with him. Francis has promised 
him Madame Ren6e and all his demands. Lautrec has 14,000 foot. “ His 
own company feareth;—he is such a man of his own head and will, that 
he shall hazard and put all in danger.” 

The constable of Castile, who went as chief captain to the army on the 
6 th, proffers his services. Mons. de Louxie has joined the Emperor. The 
Spaniards complain this army is only for the benefit of England. To 
content them, it will be necessary that the towns should be summoned to sur¬ 
render in the Emperor’s name. On the 10th were with the Emperor, who 
is fully resolved to set forth, and wishes to know if the King’s army will 
remain in France during winter. He desires that Sampson should return 
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to Burgos. One that was archbishop of St. James, of the house of Fon¬ 
seca, is now archbishop of Toledo ; his father came with the Queen into 
England. The Portuguese ambassador, who was six years since in England, 
is very friendly. Can get no clear answer about the restitution of the towns. 
Salvatrierra offers to treat with the Emperor. The prior of St. John’s is 
entering Languedoc. Franciscus de los Covos, first secretary of Spain, is 
ready to serve them. Propose that the King should command his ambas¬ 
sador to christen his child by the name of his highness. The emperor 
Maximilian gave similar permission to his ambassador for Brian Tuke.

B. 0. At this hour all the army is paid, and as well pleased as ever were 

men. The King’s garrisons, numbering 900 horse and 700 foot, are paid 
for fourteen days, besides 300 taken into Berwick. Has increased the 
garrisons, as “ the light of this moon doth fast come on,” fearing some new 
invasion by the Duke ; they can be discharged afterwards. Desires 
instructions how many shall remain the winter, and where money is to be 
had for their pay. The money Magnus had is exhausted, and Surrey 
caused Pawno to deliver 400/., and Thos. Atclif, 500 marks, to pay the 
garrisons. Magnus is ill from the trouble he has taken. Thinks he should 
be relieved, and Geo. Lawson put in his place, especially as he has other 
charges of the King, which require his presence at London. Lawson 
would serve as well, for less than the 2s. a day received by Rob. Lord. 
Has discharged Sir Edw. Ringley and the carters, and bid him sell the King’s 
cart- horses. Has also discharged the companies of Will. Rawne, Thos. 
Atclif and Edw. Madyson. 

P.S.—Had this morning a letter from the queen of Scots, and one from 
the captain of Berwick, sent herewith. Has sent the safeconduct desired, 
which will be at Berwick tonight. Believes that Cantley’s mission is 
owing to Albany, and is to desire peace. Requests that 2,000/. may be sent 
at once, that the Scots may “ recover no new courage ” by the diminution 
of the garrisons, which are paid only to Thursday week. Could not have 
got the number he has, but for lord Latymer and Wolsey’s treasurer. 

Will conclude no peace or truce without knowing the King’s pleasure, 
but make answer according to Wolsey’s long letter. If the Queen desire to 
come to England, will wait for instructions. Is asked constantly by Jamy 
Dog, what entertainment the King would give her in England. Wishes 
to know how to answer this if asked by Cantley. “ The said Cantley is a 
priest and a lusty fellow, and most secret with the Queen of all men,” but 
Sinclair suspects the Duke has won him. Has no word of the ships pro¬ 
mised by Wolsey. Divers French ships are upon the North coasts, and 
no man dare go to sea.

from the Emperor and Du Praet, which she received by the same post. 
Told her the King had been notified of the Emperor’s invasion of Guienne, 
and had received five requests from him, with a promise that ho would 
recompense his late setting forth; viz. (1.) that the King’s army would not 
remain before any strong town ; (2.) for the advance of the 100,000 cr. pro¬ 
mised for Bourbon ; (3.) that the King’s army would remain all winter, 
promising that count Buren and the Burgundians should do the same ; 
(4.) that the King would reinforce his army, as my Lady would do the 
Burgundians, if any number were deficient; and (5.) that prisoners of note 
should not be ransomed, but kept to redeem the friends of Bourbon. 

Said that the first two requests were performed, and that as to the rest, 
although the King was not bound to continue his army longer than to the 
end of October, considering the position of Bourbon and the inutility of all 
his expense hitherto, he was willing to reinforce the army with 6,000 or 
7,000 men, and give commands for the retention of prisoners, as required. 
In consideration of this, which was a £reat concession, seeing that the King 
had been charged with three armies at sea all the past year, and for a long 
time against the Scots, and especially now with 50,000 men to resist 
Albany, Knight requested that she would cause musters to be taken of the 
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company now with De Buren, and that their number should be kept up, and 
the army paid regularly. 

She answered that the Emperor had thrown the charge of his army this 
winter upon her, but she could do no more than her power extended to;— 
that her council were assembled to consider what way was most expedient, 
and would make Knight privy to it. 

Next day they were all day in council. Not being sent for, Knight 
went on Wednesday morning to Holstrate, desiring an answer, as he sup¬ 
posed the King would not reinforce his army till he was assured that 
Buren’s horse would continue with them. Holstrate said the matter had 
been discussed in council, and my Lady would give him an answer. On 
going to her, she made as though she had forgotten his demand, and on his 
repeating it, said the letters of the Emperor and Du Praet made no mention 
of De Buren’s company, and the council thought the Emperor only intended 
to maintain the army he had in Guienne. Told her that Wolsey’s letter 
expressly stated the Emperor was willing to keep up De Buren’s horse ; 
that it had been agreed between the princes that the King’s foot and the 
Emperor’s horse should continue together for a certain season, on the 
expiration of which the Emperor might offer to keep his army on foot, if the 
King would do the same; and that the offer that De Buren and his company 
should continue, was one of the chief motives for the King to continue his 
army. She said there were many things to be considered ; (1.) about the 
money, which they could not easily obtain without the King’s help; (2.) to 
learn from Buren how his men-of-arms were disposed, and get his advice; 
for which she has this day sent to him Master John De la Shawte. She 
will inform Knight what she can do at his return. Mechlin, 13 Nov.

Has sent her mind in all matters by John Cantley. Asks Surrey to 
protect her against the Duke’s displeasure, or she will be forced to do his 
will, whether it is against her son or not, for no one here will oppose him, 
and he can do as he pleases with her living. It is well known how she has 
been treated since she last came from England ; that she has lived like a 
“ sobar vhoman,” and been forced to take any money the Duke would give 
her. Will do all she can for keeping her son, but cannot displease the Duke 
without the King’s support. Asks Surrey to beseech the King to have 
regard to her, for her son may be “ stedabyl to hys grace.” Will inform 
him of all she knows, but he must keep it secret. Fears there are persons 
with Surrey who show the Duke everything. 

Warns him that John Somerville has sent divers messages to the Duke. 
None must know of her writing but the King and the lord Marquis. 
Patrick Synclairmust be treated well, for he is her true servant, and she can 
send none other.

The ambassador has heard from the cardinal of Liege and the lords 
Bure, Berghes and Bevres the answer made to them by Madame upon 
Hesdin’s affair, to the heart’s desire of his enemy, upon the offers which he 
has always made “ depuis ma fortune,” viz., that he might come before the 
Emperor’s council, and answer those who wished to impute anything 
against him, either by justice or in person. This offer has been refused 
most unreasonably. Cannot be charged with truth, but may have been 
supposed to havo done something in England prejudicial to the Emperor. 
Begs the Ambassador to intercede wjth the King and Wolsey, and to write 
the truth to them ; that he wishes to go to their presence, and to receive his 
answer. Hopes the King will despatch his servant to let him know his 
intention. Begs him to forward his letter. Liege, 18 Nov.

3544. Dacre to Wolsey. 

Received from the lord Treasurer the King’s letter, dated Woodstock, 
12 Nov., and Wolsey’s, dated Westm., the same day, sending him a commis¬ 
sion to be warden of the East and Middle Marches. Cannot occupy the 
office to the King’s profit, owing to his gout and his sore leg, and con¬ 
sidering his expences as warden of the West Marches and captain of Car¬ 
lisle. The offices have never been united before, but the greatest princes 
have held them separately. Will, however, hold it till Easter, as the Trea¬ 
surer is not well, and there is none other to take the office. Wishes Sir 
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Wm. Bulmer and Sir Wm. Evre to continue as lieutenants by patent from 
the King. Thinks it best not to be known in this country as Warden, but as 
Surrey’s deputy, which causes greater fear to the Scots, and to the men of 
Tindale and Riddisdale, and will make those gentlemen, who have promised to 
bring up their tenants when complained of, more diligent. Would not have 
taken such an office upon himself if he had been with Wolsey, but will do 
all the service he can. Has had no answer to his numerous letters about 
the repairs of Carlisle castle, except that Mr. Hart came and viewed it. It 
has been twice in peril, and “ has 6tand upon an hassard.” Begs Wolsey 
to ask the King that it may be repaired, and a new captain appointed, now 
that he has the charge of all the Marches. Has told the Treasurer whom 
he thinks most fit for the post. 

As to Wolsey’s request, that those appointed for the garrisons should be 
able both to defend the Marches and make “ excourses,” advises, for saving 
the King’s money, that the request of the queen of Scots for an abstinence 
for three or four months should be granted, for many reasons, and con¬ 
cluded, by Dacre as warden, from month to month. Fodder is so scarce, 
that he could hardly maintain 2,000 men in garrison, and they could do but 
small exploits during the winter, ns the Border is so destroyed by Surrey’s 
incursions, that nothing could be done without going far into the country, 
which would be dangerous. They could, therefore, do nothing but defend 
the Borders, and if an abstinence, were taken they would be unnecessary. If 
before its expiration the Lords do not sue for a peace, with which the King 
would be contented, an invasion could be made about the end of March, 
when the Scots sow their corn, which would do much more good than a 
garrison during the winter. Whatever happens, taking an abstinence can 
do no harm. Newcastle, 18 Nov. 15 Hen. VHI.

B. O. Called before him yesterday my lord Dacre, Sir Will. Bulmer and 

Sir Will. Evers, lieutenants of the Marches, “and have so joined them 
together, and have taken such order for the observance of good order in 
these parts, that I trust the theft and robberies that was used before my 
coming hither should be clearly extincted.” Has often declared he would 
let no theft go unpunished, and has some offenders in hand, whom he 
will see “justified ” before his departure. Finds Dacre very well disposed 
to administer strict justice, and if written to by the King and Wolsey he 
will spare no transgressors. Recommends that Sir Will. Heron be made 
sheriff of Northumberland, the patent to be sent by next post, with a 
dtdimus potestatem to Dacre to take his oath. The horsemen of this 
country have made two roads this week, and taken about thirty-five horses 
and prisoners. The country is so destroyed, “ they can do little good,” but 
they will not fail to invade twice a fortnight. Newcastle, 19 Nov. Signed.

Since then “ we [have waited] the space of one month and three 
days th[e coming] to Nuremberg of Domfurnando.” Are assured that 
within six days of the date of th[is letter] he will be here, and will be met 
by most of the gre[at] princes of Almayn, to hold a great diet; for what 
purpose is not publicly known. Hears it is to clear the counftry] of rob¬ 
bers, and that to[wards] the beginning of the year a gr[eat] lord of the 
country is to be sent with a large army against the Turk, lest he subdue

Hungary. “And as touching to [Martin Luther we] understand that 
little mention of him, n[or of his] fautours, shall be spoken of, forasmoc[he 
ns] by the long sufferance of the Prin[ces that heresy is] so rooted, that, 
without peril to themself, it is not to be commoned of; which is great 
pity, forasmuch ns that the good religious people be had in derision in all 
the country, so that these that be the fathers affirm that after the death of 
them that now be in the religious houses, they shall stand desolate for any 
that intend to enter to them any more.” 

The Almoner has word from Italy that the duke of Ferrara waits 
anxiously for the King’s ambassadors. The day of arrival of the post from 
Italy, i.e. the octavo of S. Martin (18 Nov.), a Frenchman, dressed more like 
a serving man than a post, came suddenly to them while they were at dinner, 
with letters for Don Ferdinando from the duke of Bourbon, his master, who 
he said had escaped out of France into Almayn, with marvellous danger, 
disguised as a merchant, with one servant. Knowing French, Morley talked 
with him of divers matters, “ as well to grope on hy[m what] tidings was 
in France, as also h[ow it was that he came] so straight to us. He answered 
us [that he knew] well the Duke his master trusted m[ost the King our] 
sovereign lord of all princes Christeny[d, for which cause] the Duke had sent 
letters to the King’s high[ness], and that the Duke his master took the rygh[t 
way] to Spain toward the Emperor, which he [said had] given his sister to 
marriage to the said Duke. A[nd he said] also if that it had not been by 
a lord of Al[main], which corrupt by the French King[’s money] the army 
which he affirmed should have me[t with] the said Duke and the King’s 
army, that undowb[tedly] the kingdom of France should have been easily 
gotten.” He said all France wa[s in] disturbance for the Duke, who was 
more beloved than the King, for the King had robbed churches “ and the 
self crusyfyx ” to maintain his unhappy quarrel. All this is to be received 
with caution, as coming from a Frenchman, although the bearer of the Duke’s 
letters to Don Ferdinando. Advised the president of Don Ferdinando’s 
council to look after him, and “ let him with a fylyd tonge.” Lord Morley 
found, to his surprise, that he knew they had come to give the order of the 
Garter to Don Ferdinand.

8,397. f. 54. j,; s death, Armellinus the chamberlain and the clerks of the Chamber 
B. M. gave the custody of the palace to Ferdinand Silva of Toledo, the captain of 
his guard, with orders to admit nobody cum telo. In the Borgian Tower 
which he built, and of which he always carried the keys, they found two 
mitres, a few cups and jewels, and a piece of gold brought from India. He 
left no money, except 800 gold crowns. William of Liege, card, of Tortosa, 
was suspected of carrying away his property the day before he died. 

Tho Cardinals present were as follows : Bishops .—Bernardinus Caravajal 
of Spain, Fras. Soderini, &c.* The nineteen senior Cardinals were opposed 
to De Medici; the thirteen younger were all created by Leo, except those 
of Ancona, Mantua and Tortosa. De Medici was the only person who 
could remedy the evils of the present disturbed state of Italy. If lie were 
excluded, each of the seniors thought he might obtain the papacy for him¬ 
self. The juniors hoped to wear out the seniors. Many were afraid of the 
creation of any but De Medici. After some contention cardinal Soderini, 
who had been imprisoned by Adrian, was liberated. He was brought out

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of his prison by the senior cardinals, contrary to the will of the juniors, and 
his vote in the conclave was restored to him by the consent of De Medici. 

The funeral took place 21 Sept., with but little pomp, though more than 
Adrian would have wished. The sermon was delivered by one Conrad. 
The custody of the city was given to Nic. Pisano, the archbishop of Adria, 
and John George de Ctesarinis, the gonfalonier. Colonna, De Valle and 
Oreini, being of the three factions, were chosen to receive ambassadors. 
Meantime the French ambassador came to complain of Adrian’s conduct 
in being privy to Bourbon’s conspiracy, and making a treaty with the King’s 
enemies, and to ask that the conclave might be deferred till the arrival of 
tho cardinals of Avignon, Bourbon and Lorraine, which was refused as 
contrary to canonical laws. Preparations of Jo. Saxatellus against the 
duke of Ferrara, and his repulse by the bishop of Chiusi. 

The cells of the conclave are of thin wood, a palm distant from each 
other. They are distinguished by letters, which are doubled if the number 
of Cardinals present requires it, and are distributed by lot. Those created 
by the late Pope decorate their cells with purple cloth, the others with 
green. Medici obtained the cell under a picture of Christ giving the keys 
to St. Peter, which Julius II. and Paul had also obtained. The custody of 
the gates of the palace was given to Ferdinand Silvio, captain of the Swiss, 
and 200 Germans were added, to guard the staircases. The second door 
was occupied by the conservators of the city, the third by the ambassadors 
of kings and princes, the fourth by the prelates and the great master of 
Rhodes, at that time expelled from the island. Three servants were allowed 
to each of the Cardinals, and four to those who were ill. There was also 
a sacristan, two masters of the ceremonies, two secretaries, musicians for 
the mass, and servants, to all of whom by name an oath was administered 
to divulge nothing. When a rumor was spread that there were arms in 
tho conclave, Montanus, Armellinus and Trivultius called the captain of 
the Swiss, but found none. The doors were then walled up, and the win¬ 
dows locked with four keys, one of which was given to the Chamberlain, 
one to tho master of the ceremonies, and the two others to the senior 
prelates, who kept the doors. Each swore to observe the decrees. A 
discussion arose about the law between Montanus and Accoltus, both of 
Arezzo, and formerly auditors of the rota. First, the diploma of Julius H. 
about bribery was read; 2, the act about dividing the revenues of the 
future Pope; 3, that the votes were to bo secret; 4, that tho conclavists 
should enjoy their privileges, which Adrian had disregarded; 5, that .the 
Pope’s conclavists should pay “pro cella” 4,000 gold pieces to the others, 
and give security. Great discussion arose among the prelates without 
about admitting food, and the order of doing so was determined by lot.* 
Meanwhile Placentia and Parma were urged by Alfonso and Retius Cere- 
tanus Ursinus to go over to tho French. There were rumors in the city 
that Milan was recovered by the French, that Alfonso had taken Modena, 
and that Bologua was going to revolt. Account of the war in the time of 
Leo X. and Adrian YI. 

The cardinals of Aux, Lorraine, and Bourbon arrived at Rome in haste, 
coming into the conclave in their cloaks, amid much laughter, and were 
received with joy by the seniors, as the King had charged them not to let 
the Italians elect. The juniors flattered Aux, by prophesying he would 
have the papacy. The next day the revenues of the first year were divided, 
but as the Chamberlain promised each 200 gold pieces, the division was not 
followed up. All confessed ; and the next day, the eighth of the conclave, 
mass was performed, and the eucharist celebrated, in the chapel of St. 
Nicholas, by Card. S. Croce.—Mode of proceeding in taking the votes. 

Card. Montanus, a man of great virtue, and a wonderful defender of

ecclesiastical matters, wished to try his fortune ; and through his friends, 
promised all the seniors maria et montea. He asked Julius for three of 
liis votes, saying that he hoped by his kindness to become Pope. Julius 
promised, though he did not believe it, and gave him eight (one ?). * Next 
day Montanus had 16 votes and 3 accessories; so that if Julius would have 
given him 2 votes only, he would have been Pope. Julius excused himself, 
saying that he promised his votes if he obtained 18 votes, not accessories. 
All the seniors were offended, and agreed not to give any vote to Julius; 
which S. Croce, Farnese, Jacobati and Ponzetti said they had promised to 
do; but they yielded to the entreaties of the others, and abandoned him ; of 
which they wished him to be infoimed by Colonna and Orsini. Julius 
then proposed to his party that the seniors should elect a junior, excluding 
himself, or vice versa. This the seniors refused; and the voting having 
been in vain for three days, they determined to nominate no juniors. The 
latter did the same, and Armellinus was proposed by 13 votes, none of 
the juniors supporting him. The same day letters came from Modena, saying 
that Alfonso was increasing his forces, that the citizens had no money for 
the garrison, and that Rangoni had spent all his own and his friends’ pro¬ 
perty ; Bologna was also alarmed, as there were no soldiers there. The 
Cardinals referred the affair to the Chamberlain, remitting the money he had 
promised them ns an aid to the two towns. The duke of Sinuessa also asked 
for wages for the soldiers, who were fighting in France against the French, 
according to Adrian’s treaty. This they refused, as they had not been con¬ 
sulted about the treaty. While the voting was going on, the Sistine chapel 
cracked. Sangallus, the architect, however, pronounced it safe. Four 
Cardinals from each party were chosen to propose a means to unite, but 
nothing was done. On the 24th Sept, another oath was administered that 
neither order should choose a member of the other. Salviati and the card, 
of Bologna being ill, Hieronimus Eugobinus was admitted, though contrary 
to precedent, for they said that four servants were to be granted to the sick. 
A new contention arose about this, for Soderini demanded the admission of 
Dominic, as one of his servants had gone away ill. The guards and Sinuessa 
opposed it at first, saying that it was not lawful for an apostate, and a 
man convicted of crime, to enter; but he was allowed to do so by the votes 
of the Cardinals. The conservators of the city reported to them that all 
was quiet, but besought them to leave their dissensions and consult for the 
good of the city. The advantage of Leo’s policy in restraining disturb¬ 
ances was now made manifest. The conclavists obtained the division of the 
benefices falling vacant from Adrian’s death to the election of the Pope. 

A rumor was spread that Rangoni with the Spaniards was recalled to 
Milan, on which the fathers sent for the duke of Sinuessa, who reassured 
them, and asked for the repayment of the wages paid by the Emperor to 
the soldiers at Modena, which was granted. 

29 Sept. Albertus Pius, the French ambassador, had audience of the 
Cardinals, and begged them, in his master’s name, to elect a Pope. After 
a month had passed, the guards diminished the dishes, admitting only one, 
as they are allowed to do after the 10th day ; but the Cardinals agreed to 
demand different dishes, and divide them. The same day the juniors 
obtained an additional vote, on which the seniors decreed that each should 
show his schedule to two of the order, aud then seal it, and the oath was 
repeated. 1 and 2 Nov. being All Saints’ and All Souls’ Days, there was 
no voting. An attempt was made to prevent communication with the 
Cardinals, even by nod, and to leave them only one servant. 

Farnese was the chief among the eight Roman cardinals, and urged his 
party to elect a Roman, but the three juniors demanding time to deliberate, 
nothing was done. 4 Nov. Jacobati obtained ten votes, and five accessories. 
Nothing was done for several days, except that Angelo Cresius, father of the 
Cardinal, came from the people to show them the evils consequent on their 
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delay, which did not move them; and they parted with mutual recriminations. 

6 Nov. Albertus Pius asked that the marquis of Mantua might be ordered 
to leave Ticino, as he was injuring the French, and said that the King was 
friendly to the Church, &c. He had scarcely finished when the duke of 
Sinuessa came, and said the Emperor undertook the war to protect the 
Church. The Cardinals answered that they would consider the matter. 
The seniors delayed, hoping that the French would recover Milan, which 
was nearly done by treachery. Cardinal de Grassis was now taken ill, but 
would not leave. His son, the bishop, dreamed that he saw Julius on the 
altar of St. Peter playing on the pipe, and the others dancing, among whom 
was his own father, who gave his right hand to S. Croce, and lie to Soderini, 
and so to 11; which was afterwards verified by the election of Julius. 

The juniors frequently named seniors, but the latter carefully abstained 
from naming juniors. 11 Nov. the people demanded the execution of the 
bull of Boniface, allowing only bread, water and wine to be given to the 
conclavo after the 20th day, and that they might have the custody, as the 
prelates managed it negligently; but the Cardinals indignantly ordered them 
' to return. Next day Bonifacius Ferrerius, cardinal of Ivrea (Hiporigiensis), 

entered the conclave after being detained many days by illness. 

In France the soldiers threatened to desert unless they w'ere paid. 
Parma and Placentia were urged by the French to revolt. Lanoy received 
money from Alfonzo to call back his army, and the Cardinals wrote to him, 
making large promises. Meanwhile, Soderini and the cardinal of Mantua, 
on the French part, asked Colonna, who was first amongst the seniors, to 
support Flisco, which he promised, for himself and Jacobati. The French, 
however, would not agree to him, as he was said to be a friend of the 
Emperor. Colonna was angry at this, saying that they were seeking not a 
good man, but a factious one. In conversation with Julius, after com¬ 
plaining of the delay, he asked him whom he would wish for a Pope. 
De Medici named some, whereupon Colonna asked him what he said about 
himself. He answered by asking what he could do when Colonna opposed 
him, saying that he did not wish to injure the state, or to protract the con¬ 
clave on his own account. Colonna then said that he thought him more fit 
than any other, and borrowed Augustin Foglieta, of Genoa, one of his servants, 
to manage the matter. By his own influence he immediately brought several 
of the seniors to his way of thinking. Cornelius, a man of great influence 
amongst all, objected for some time, but, thinking it was settled, agreed. 
Colonna persuaded Julius to go to Cornelius, which he did; and he might 
have been immediately named Pope, for he had enough votes ; but Colonna, 
wishing to avoid dissensions, rose, and called on those who wished to see 
Julius Pope, and the Republic safe, to follow him. Time was asked to 
deliberate, and finally they yielded to the Divine will. Yitus and Tra- 
nensis, Julius’ enemies, were sent to call him. Soderini was charged to 
be reconciled to him. Some matrimonial alliance proposed between them. 
Soderini and the seniors first declared him Pope, then the juniors were 
admitted, and he was adored. He wished to retain his name, but it was 
observed that those who had done so had died early, as in the case of 
Adrian. Ho therefore took the name of Clement VII. The French, who 
first held back, also adored him. The instruments of his election were 
drawn up by a notary, and on the following day, before the cross was 
shown, the votes were given. The first to enter the conclave were the 
archbishop of Capua, Michael Silvio, ambassador of the king of Portugal, 
and Benedict Accolti, bishop of Cremona. On the 50th day he was again 
adored on the great altar by the Cardinals. One thing damaged him from 
the beginning—the arrogance of J. M. Giberti, who has great influence 
over him.

355L Queen Margaret to Surrey. 

Has received his letter by John Cantly. It has been seen by the 
governor. The bearer will show their determination at length. Has also 
received another letter of his by Jame Roderforth. The parliament began 
last Wednesday. Many lords were there, except the carls of Huntley and 
Argyle, who sent excuses. Albany changes the Lords about her son ; sc., 
Erskine, the bishop of Galloway, the abbot of Kamscynel (Cambuskenneth), 
his tutor, a near cousin to the bishop of Aberdeen. Has written to the 
Duke to complain of it. It is in her brother’s hand, and the earl’s, to help 
her eon from this danger ; otherwise there is no abiding for her there.

On 
the 17th De la Roche came, and said that the Emperor wavered. Perceive 
their only object here is peace. “ They seem very hungry, hot and hasty 
to the attaining of it,” and are advised to send the archbishop of Barrie to 
the duke of Savoy, who has offered his mediation. Never saw men so 
changed in so short a time. Dined on the 18th with the Chancellor, and, 
though he is very close, perceive that he also is changed, and no longer 
advocates the war. State the reasons which have led to this alteration,— 
chiefly the lateness of the season, and the want of money. When the 
Spaniards heard that the French had returned broken from Italy, they were

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hot for the war, and now, through the means of the Chancellor, “who 
beareth all the stroke,” they are of the contrary mind. He is satisfied with 
the surety of Milan. They will not now much care for Bourbon’s safety; 
and, if truce were declared, they say the duke of Milan must entertain him, 
under the pretence that Bourbon had revolted, only to secure Milan. 
“ Some of the council hath said also, that the duke of Bourbon is more 
highminded than wise.” Think the Emperor will never be desirous to 
extend the King’s dominions, or entertain a man of war one day longer 
than will suit his own purposes. Seeing these things, the writers desire 
nothing so much as some honorable peace. As a proof of their assertion, 
* no. one in Spain “ will speak of anything to be recovered for the King’s 
use; and when it is moved, this man’s ears that leadeth now all, is very death 
{sic), except it be at a timo when he would have the King’s highness to 
set forth some army, or do any other thing for the compassing of his 
pleasure and mind, or then he promiseth mountains of gold.” “ This is 
ingenium vere Italicum to regard no friend in profit, but only himself.” 

It is the opinion of the nobles that Bayonne might have been easily 
recovered, but the Chancellor will speak of nothing but Fouterabia. As 
far as they see, poverty will prevent the Emperor from following better 
counsels, and the money he raises is at a most usurious rate. 

Received on 23 Nov. Wolsey’s letter of the 4th Oct., concerning the Pope’s 
death. Was sorry for the delay, but went immediately to the Emperor, 
delivered him the King’s letters, and besought him that he would have 
the matter in diligent remembrance, “ since that such devices and promises 
were betwixt him and the King’s highness.” He replied that he had especial 
good will to accomplish the same, but since the Pope’s death had dispatched 
no post into Italy, as he had no assurance of the fact; and the Cardinals 
had entered the conclave ; and, though he thought it of little use to write, 
he would, to show his good will, despatch a post to the same. No news 
has been heard of Bourbon and the King’s army.

that the money brought by Russell may remain in those parts until after 
Christmas, wheu he intends to proceed again ou his enterprise, as the King 
will perceive by the letters of the Duke and lady Margaret. Wolsey stated 
that the King felt sorry for the departure of the lances, but would have 
kept his army together during the winter, if the Burgundians would have 
remained. Wolsey showed him the danger of the Duke’s passing into 
Italy, and urged him to come to England as more commodious. Lady Mar¬ 
garet, according to her letters to Wolsey, has urged the same. As Lurcy 
is of no great account, sends him in the company of the archer of Calais 
to the King, who needs not make any great business in receiving him.

Received their writings this Thursday by the bishop of Murray, and 
has heard the credence by him, the earl of Murray, Mons. de Gowzolles, 
and the abbot of Glenluce. As to what they have ordained, that the earls 
of Murray and Cassilis, and lords Fleming and Borthwick, are to have the 
keeping of her son for three months at a time,—that she shall come at certain 
times to see him, but not stay with him,—that he should go to Alloway, and 
have the earldom of Fife “ to play him in,”—and that the Lords will not 
undertake it without sundry conditions,—there is none in the world more 
anxious for his safekeeping than she is, as God knows, and as she has 
always shown to her son, the lord Governor and the realm. Never regarded 
her evil treatment since her husband’s decease, aud the detention of her 
living, which is contrary to their own bonds, but has always looked to the 
welfare of her eon and the realm, and never cared how soberly she might 
put off her time, trusting to have had great honor and good treatment, 
which proves quite the contrary. Ii. is very strange and suspicious that 
they will not allow her to live with her son, but only to see him at certain 
times, and that those who love him best are put away from him, aud others 
put to him who are suspicious; “ wherefore I will, this being done, I will 
let all Christian princes wit that I am in great fear and dread touching his 
person.” 

Prays them to be well advised in the matter, and remember the good part 
she has kept to her son, the lord Governor and the realm, and the dis¬ 
pleasure she has endured for three or four years from her brother for the 
Governor’s sake, at whose desire she was ever ready to write the best she 
could. Hopes he will not allow her to be thus treated without any fault 
making; “ and if it will not be otherwise, I pray God that the King my son 
be well; and as to myself, I shall do the best I may, while that the time 
may come better; and as to this rule that is now made, I will disassentto it;

B. M. of credence, and tell them that, understanding they had been informed that 
the Emperor’s army in these parts had disbanded for lack of payment, 
which compelled Suffolk and his men to return, she wishes to apprise them, 
that, having made an inroad (la rese) into France, Suffolk and Buren, seeing 
that their men could not receive payment beyond the Somme, on account 
of the danger of the roads, nor obtain victuals without money, had deter¬ 
mined to recross the river, and attack Bohain and Guise, in order to re¬ 
enter France. They have, however, met with so great a frost that their 
men could not remain in the field, 100 having died of cold and disease in 
two nights, and immediately afterwards was a thaw, so sudden, that it was 
impossible to remove a piece of artillery or pitch a tent; so that all the 
foot soldiers, both English and others, demanded to return. 

It was agreed to withdraw to the neighbouring towns until the season 
was more favorable for action, and Suffolk proposed, to avoid expense, to 
send his men back in squadrons, by short journeys, towards Calais, awaiting 
the King’s further instructions. Buren, on the other hand, dismissed the 
Almain foot, all but the ordinary garrisons. This disbanding has not 
been for want of pay, little as money is hereabouts, for the captains have 
been satisfied with ready money and assignations, and the artillery officers, 
who by the treaty were to have been supported by England, have been 
paid entirely by the Emperor. Nevertheless, as Madame understands the 
King wishes his men to remain'during the winter, and has requested the 
Emperor to that effect, she has taken counsel with Buren that, in order to 
save expense to the King, it will be sufficient for him to maintain 5,000 
or 6,000 foot, with their chief and their riders ( chevaucheurs ). Buren 
will aid them with the gens d’armes of the ordnance here, and a good number 
of foot, with which they will cause as much annoyance to the enemy as they 
could do with a much larger number in the field, and, if the weather will 
allow it, may win the small towns and castles on the frontiers. This will 
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strengthen the army of Italy, tend to make the Papal election favorable 
to the King and Emperor, and encourage Bourbon. 

He shall inform the King of the loss of Bohain, and the assembly of the 
French, and say he shall be furnished, in Flanders, with artillery and 
munitions at much less expense than he can send them. He shall also speak 
with the King and Cardinal about the proposed enterprise in spring, that 
early notice may be given of it. In passing he shall declare everything to 
Suffolk, urge him to send his men as soon as possible, of whom Madame 
has written to him, and request him to come to Valenciennes. If it be 
said that Madame ought to support the 3,000 horse and 3,000 foot whom 
she has raised by virtue of the treaty, and that the Emperor has written to 
that effect, Hesdin shall reply that it is not in her power, considering the 
great charges she has had; and if mention is made of the 100,000 cr. that 
Mosqueron ought to have brought, he shall say it is true the Emperor had 
written to that effect, but Madame has been able to procure only 27,000.

VitB. y. 229. On the 19th ult. certified V. olsey of the election of his singular friend 

B. M. cardinal Pc Medicis. There were in the conclave 3o cardinals ; afterwards 
St P. vi. 195. came three French cardinals, and the cardinal Ivrea, making the full 
number 39, divided into two factions. On one side was De Medici, with 
17 more ; on the other, Colonna, with two or three whom he had won over, 
who supported the French for various reasons, many from hatred to De 
Medici, who was almost in despair of succeeding, but stood firm, hoping to 
wear out his opponents, and knowing that no election could pass without 
him. Seeing he could not prevail, Colonna proposed cardinal Jacobatius, 
one of his party, “ saying unto the said French faction that if they, being 
21 or 22 in number, would give him their voices, he did put no doubt but 
he would get out of the cardinal De Medici’s band as many as would suffice 
to make up the number requisite, i.e. 26.” The French dared not consent, 
because Jacobatius was Imperial, and divers cardinals of the Ursini faction 
would never, “ to die for it,” consent to Colonna, or any of his friends. 
Colonna, thinking he was assured of the French party, went to De Medici, 
and demanded of him “whether he intended to tarry ever still in that 
prison, or no.” De Medici answered he would never yield to the French 
faction. Colonna proposed to him Jacobatius, saying he was an Imperialist, 
and wanted only four voices. De Medici asked leisure to deliberate, and 
finding upon inquiry that the party of Jacobatius must fail for want of two or 
three voices demanded on the next meeting with Colonna, “ percase he should 
give unto Jacobatius four voices of his band, which he required, what he 
would give for him again percase the election of the cardinal Jacobatius 
should not take effect.” Colonna, making himself sure of his purpose, 
promised De Medici as many voices in return. When the French heard 
that Colonna had been with De Medici, fearing to be deceived, on the scrutiny 
Jacobatius had but 18 voices, and 4 from De Medici; on which Colonna, 
being disgusted, remonstrated, and they excused themselves that Jacobatius 
was not for their master’s purpose. “ Bien,” answered Colonna, “ je vous en 
ferai un bon Pape pour le Roi votre maitre;” and immediately went over to 
Do Medici, and thus made up the requisite number, aliis minus cogitanti- 
bus. 

The conclusion was made up for De Medici on the 17th, “four hours 
within night,” notwithstanding the opposition of the French and Soderino. 
One difficulty only remained ;—how they should be released from the oath 
Ihcy had taken never to assent to De Medici’s election. At last they all 
went into a chapel together, and, after long debate, relaxarunt sibi invicem 
jurata. Attempts were made by Wolsey’s friends for his preferment, sed 
parum feliciter; they would not hear of it, and even abused those who said 
anything about it.

Vit. B.v. 225. Have congratulated the Pope on his election. After his enthroniza* 

B. M. tion, asked him to declare his mind upon the league concluded by Adrian, 
and urged him to confirm it, especially as he was a chief promoter of it, and 
the weal of Christendom depended thereupon. Ho answered that he had 
ordered one of his chamberlains to ride in post to the King, and he would 
write to him and Wolsey in his own hand, and would send for them again 
at a convenient time, to give them a resolute answer. 

The number of noble men visiting him, which is greater than has ever 
been seen, has prevented him from doing so before yesterday. Spoke to 
him about entering the league, and the continuation of the war, or a peace 
on equal conditions. He said, that in return for the King’s kindness to him 
when Cardinal, he will give him all the aid he would be bound to furnish 
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if he entered the league, but deferred the publication of his mind, for this 
reason, that he thinks if the Emperor cany on the war all the winter, he 
will have no money to continue it in the spring, which would encourage 
Francis, especially if Bourbon’s affair take no effect. The Duke is now 
at Mantua, on his way to the Emperor. His Holiness thinks it better 
that Francis should demand some [truce], in accordance with their honors, 
which he will be the better able to procure by his mediation, before he has 
openly declared himself against Francis. Wo showed him that if he 
declared now that both Henry and the Emperor have armies in France, 
the French king would be in much more fear; and besides, they would 
have the aid of the Pope’s spiritual arms, which Heniy cannot now 
demand, as he has not yet accepted the league. The Pope said he would 
do as much for them by secret means as if he had accepted it; that the 
allies did not need spiritual armour against invaders, as they were not 
invaded ; that it was necessary for him to do something at the commence¬ 
ment of his pontificate, to show that he rather intended universal peace 
than war, and that his delay in publishing the league was to satisfy men’s 
minds, and further the cause of the King and Emperor. 

He wishes to know Henry’s mind towards war or peace after the winter. 
Told him both Powers intended to invade France in the beginning of the 
summer : to which he answered, that when that was determined upon, the 
winter war was not spoken of, and that if the Emperor continued the war 
during the winter he would spend the 600,000 ducats which he had 
collected for the summer, and be destitute. He wishes for Henry’s advice, 
which he intends to follow. 

Spoke to him about the confirmation of the legateship, cum ampliatione 
facultatum, and hope to send good tidings shortly. He is sending Melchior, 
one of his chamberlains, in whom he has the greatest trust, as he is known 

both to the King and Wolsey. Hear from Milan that part of.army 

has passed the Ticino, and part remains on this side, and that Francis has 
procured 6,000 Swiss for his army in Italy, and 6,000 to defend Burgundy. 
The French cardinals say that the army will remain in Italy during the 
winter, that they have sufficient money, that they will fortify certain 
convenient places, and defend Novara and Alexandria. 2 Dec. Signed.

Adrian dispensed 
with. him for the deferring of it, and he thanks Wolsey for allowing him 
to enjoy tho fruits of his benefices till Michaelmas last. The Pope is so 
called upon for peace, and is so expected to promote it, that he cannot 
openly show himself against France for a season. He studies to win 
and allure those of the French faction, and all to a good intent, as

man. He will do all Wolsey wants for his private affairs. Has had 
an answer from the dean of the chapel (Sampson) in Spain about the 
pension, and will make further process. Wolsey’s first instructions 
about it arrived last August, when Adrian was sick, and he never had 
audience after, and during the vacancy all expeditions have ceased, so that 
the delay is not owing to him. Wrote to Toneys to know whether he 
wished to have any other assurance than the Pope’s bull; and whether the 
assignation of the new pension should be at their charges to whom the old 
pension should be released, and at whose profit the exchange is [made]. 
Thinks that as Wolsey does not profit by the exchange, it should not be at 
his expense. The Emperor’s ambassador says he has no commission for any 
charges. The expense will be considerable, for the annate must be paid 
as well as the expedition of the bulls.

knowledge of which he sent money and men to Calais, and wrote to the 
lady Margaret, desiring that the Burgundians should be paid, as they stole 
away for lack of wages. Suddenly new letters have come from Suffolk 
and Beuren, that Bray could not be made tenable ; stating also that they 
had received no money or reinforcements. On this the King wrote again, 
trusting that they would have changed their intention, but in vain. Since 
then, lady Margaret has written that she can make no provision for the 
Burgundians, and desires the King would furnish the same. Lately letters 
have come from the Duke and De Beuren, stating they had taken some of 
the strongest towns in France, and promising, if they had continuance of the 
Burgundians, to follow up their successes. The King has been advertised 
that the Burgundians under Count Felix had gone home, and that Bourbon 
was resolved to go by Genoa to the Emperor ; so the King’s army was 
compelled to retire to Valenciennes ; but he has written to say, that, if lie 
can have the Burgundians, he will continue the war through the winter. 
The want of them has been a great hindrance to affairs. 

All these things they shall declare to the Emperor, in case the lady 
Margaret should say in her justification that there was and should have 
been no lack in entertaining the Burgundians, if the King’s army had 
not retired to Valenciennes. Sends letters in confirmation of these asser¬ 
tions. The King has sent to Bourbon to pass by this realm, but it appears 
by letteis of Sir John Russell that the Duke is already on his journey to 
Genoa. Then folloics a passage in cipher, complaining of Bourbon's 
repairing to Spain, the appearance of a good understanding existing 
between the Duke and the French King, the great offers made to the 
Duke by the latter, the negotiations of the archbishop of Barri, and of 
the duke of Savoy, the chances of the Emperor making peace with France ; 
into all which things they are to make diligent search and enquiry. 

Gives an account of the proceedings of Albany, and his unsuccessful 
attempt on Work Castle against Sir YVm. Lysle. Hearing of the approach of 
Surrey, Albany retired to Eccles, and afterwards shamefully fled until he 
reached Edinburgh.

The Governor and Lords came to Stirling on the 9 Dec. After speaking 
to her son, Albany asked her why she was displeased with him. She 
promised him an answer next day before the council, when she told them 
they had needlessly put Murray, Cassillis, Fleming and Borthwick about 
her son’s person, who had been kept hitherto in perfect security;—that 
she had given them no cause of suspicion to justify her detention from his 
presence, but it was done for hurt to the King her son;—that she held them 
in great suspicion, seeing they objected to her presence, and if anything 
happened it would lie to their charge. On this the Governor took an 
instrument, that if the Lords would not fulfil their obligations, he would 
hold them responsible for any “ inconvenient ” that might occur. Next 
day the Governor came to the King and Margaret, and showed them the 
order devised by the Lords, hoping they would be satisfied with it. The 
King said he would be content with whatever was for his good. Margaret 
answered that she had told him and the Lords her mind already, adding 
that she understood he had sent for 800 of his Frenchmen, who were to 
have passed to the West Sea, and that he intended to take the King to 
another place ;—that she had promised before the Lords to be a good.

On leaving, she took an instrument before witnesses “ that I revoked any¬ 
thing that I did at this time, for it was to eschew a greater inconvenient.” 
Afterwards the Governor, in her absence, desired of the Lords licence to 
depart to France, without speaking about his return. He had already pre¬ 
pared ships for his passage, but the Lords refused, saying that, if he did, they 
would discharge their bonds to him, and disown his authority; but, if he 
would remain, they would give him the profits of all benefices, and the 
temporal lords would spend their goods in his service. By this he would 
have had as much to spend as Margaret; nevertheless he insisted on leaving. 
They sat three days discussing the matter, and Albany consented to remain 
till Candlemas. He means to keep his Christmas in Edinburgh, to dispose 
of certain benefices that he has promised to different persons without 
giving them surety. Some of them are given to temporal lords, like Arran 
and Argyle, who, Margaret thought, would not have gone over to the 
Governor. This expectation made her “ the starkar at my opinion ; bot I 
had natt on parson that toke my part, nor that void dysplez the Gowarnor.” 

Begs Surrey to show this to the King. Is resolved to bide with her son 
as long as she may; but the Lords are evidently bent on separating them, and 
will not answer her of her living according to their own bonds, or allow 
her to coin gold and silver to meet her expenses. They say they cannot 
help her to her conjunct feoffment while the King, her brother, makes war 
on them, and they know not where any other help may be got. If she is to 
live with her son, Henry must contribute to her support, as he has done 
already in part. Will do as he commands her, and have as few servants as 
possible. 

Margaret asked the Governor and Lords in parliament why she was 
holden suspect, and not allowed to be with her son. She was answered by 
the Lords appointed to attend him, that she was Henry’s* sister, and would, 
perhaps, take him into England, “and that that (they?) knew perfectly that 
the King, my son (brother ?), would do more for me than for any other.” 
She answered that her deeds had shown otherwise, and she could prove that 
the imputation was made in malice. Henry will see how she suffers for 
his sake. Hopes he will let them see that he knows this, but not by her, 
and that he is much displeased that such things should be laid to her 
charge. He should also send to her to ask if they had done so, and wonder 
that she had not informed him, declaring that he would not suffer her to 
be wronged. This would make the Governor flee for fear, and the Lords 
fall from him; for he is in the greatest dread of England, and dares not trust 
Scotchmen to fight for him, fearing they should betray him to the English. 
Requests Surrey to labor a good way for the security of her son and herself; 
for next the King, her brother, she is most beholden to him. Has received 
200 mks. from the King, her brother, by John Cantley. Is grateful for 
this help, otherwise she would have had to leave the kingdom, although the 
Duke and the French ambassador here offered her a pension of 5,000 crowns 
from France to maintain the French alliance. Begs Surrey to procure 
her a speedy answer, and keep this letter secret. If he goes to court he 
will not forget her interests. If anything else occur, 6he will send it to 
Surrey by Sir Wm. Bowmar.

3646. Charles Y. to De Praet, his ambassador in England. 

Has received his letters of the 15th and 20th Sept., mentioning that 

Bourbon had agreed to the articles offered to him by Russell on the part of 
the King, with the exception of the second, which he remitted to Charles’s 
pleasure. De Praet is to tell the King and Wolsey that the Emperor is 
pleased to hear of Russell’s success, and urge the former to send power to his 
ambassadors here to place these articles in the form of a treaty. He must 
show them the necessity of supporting Bourbon, and of keeping their 
promise to him. Has arranged for the payment of the 100,000 cr. for his 
Almains, by exchange in Italy, and has repaid the Yelzers what the 
Archduke borrowed from them. He must press the King to pay his con¬ 
tribution. 

Writes by the bearer to Bourbon, and encloses copies of his letters, to be 
shown to the King. The bearer must not be delayed. As to the delay in 
the preparation of his army, had ordered it to be ready by 20 Aug., but heard 
from the English ambassadors that the King wished to put off the expedi¬ 
tion of Bourbon until he and the Emperor were ready for their enterprise, 
nnd that he had asked Beaurayn to communicate this to Bourbon; but he was 
delayed till the end of August, leaving Charles in uncertainty. Immediately 
on his return Charles ordered his captains to go to Logrogno, and sent money 
to pay them; but it was necessary to wait until Bourbon’s affairs could be 
safely communicated to the Grand Master here, and Charles could declare 
his intention of making the enterprise in person. Another reason for delay¬ 
ing it was the fear of the discovery of his plan for surprising Bayonne, 
Fontarabia, and other towns. The first would have been surprised, but 
for the wind, which prevented the fleet from entering the river to join the 
land army, which returned with a booty worth more thafl 80,000 ducats. 
After this, the whole affair was well known, and some of the principal 
agents taken; nnd for two months there was no news of Bourbon, nor 
of the expeditions in Picardy and Italy; so that his councillors here 
advised him not to enter Franco so late in the year, on account of the danger 
of the passes being stopped by the snow, but to wait till spring. Continued, 
however, to send his artillery and other troops from Pampeluna to be ready 
for the passage of the mountains, but a report was spread that he would go 
to Italy and France, and not return to Spain, nor recover Fontarabia, which 
hindered the levying of infantry, and made many return home, so that fresh 
men had to be levied in Navarre, Arragon, Catalonia and Valencia. 

Has reduced Biscay {la terre des Bascos), and recovered St. Jehan Pied 
de Porcq, which has been in the power of Henry d’Allebreth since the entry 
of the French into Navarre. The troops in St. Sebastien have gone to join 
the rest of his army in France, and with them the constable of Castille. 
Stays here to dispose of the remainder. Begs Henry not to be discontented 
with the delay, or attribute it to his fault. Will for the future fulfil every¬ 
thing that has passed between them, 

Considering the present state of affairs, it is needless to think of the 
great enterprise, except to finish it in the moet complete manner, which 
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would be either the ruin of France, and the recovery of the places unfairly 
held by it, or compel France to take honorable conditions. Expects 
from the Italian news that they will soon be able to use most of the army 
there against France. They would enter by Provence or Daulphin6, 
according to Bourbon’s advice, and assist the navy, which is now at Genoa 
under the command of Don Hugo de Moncada; but as on their leaving Italy 
the contributions from the league for its defence would cease, the King 
must contribute to its support, as he formerly offered by Boleyn and the 
Dean of the Chapel (Sampson). 

Desires him to send the King’s answer to the instructions lately sent, 
and to say that the Archbishop of Barry has arrived with proposals from 
the French king, of which a copy is enclosed, by which De Praet will see 
what they propose for peace. Gave the Archbishop audience in presence of 
the English ambassadors, and returned him for answer a writing without a 
signature, of which a copy is enclosed. Sends the Italian news, and a letter 
from the cardinal of Como, showing his hope of managing the Papacy, accord¬ 
ing to the wishes of the French. Wishes for news of the English army, 
and of his own par de la. Pampeluna, 15 Nov. 1523. 

Since writing, received their letters of the 6th Oct. on the 23rd Nov. 
Wonders at their delay. Sends a copy of letters from Bourbon, dated 
Anguessy, 31 Oct., brought by the sieur de Lurssy, which mention the 
failure of the lansquenets. The Duke wishes to visit the Emperor in com¬ 
pany with Ponthievre and others. He wished to accomplish his marriage, 
and to carry the war next spring into Burgundy, so as to be near his 
country and friends. Sends a copy of the instructions to Beaurayn, who is 
going to Bourbon, to be communicated to the King, that he may arrange for 
his contribution of 100,000 cr. for the Duke. Wishes for his advice about 
the war for next spring. Thinks one good army better than several small ones, 
which communicate with difficulty. Bourbon’s advice should be asked as to 
the place of their operations. The Italian army would be most convenient, 
with an addition of Almains and Spaniards, and joined to Bourbon’s army. 
The expense beyond that already promised by Henry, and what the Emperor 
can obtain from Italy, Milan and Genoa, should be divided equally 
between them. In this manner they would do much more injury to their 
enemies. ( To this paragraph there is a note by Take: “ It may be 
perceyved by this divice and overture that there is litel power at home in 
Spayn.”) 

Was much pressed by the archbishop of Barry to listen to proposals for 
peace. Communicated with the English ambassadors, and by their advice 
allowed the Archbishop to write to France the letter of which a copy is 
enclosed. De Praet must consult the King and Legato about this, and ask 
them to send instructions to their ambassadors, who have no orders to 
this effect. The army here has not done much, owing to the reasons 
mentioned, and d’Albrecht’s son has refused to grant them a passage and 
victuals. They have nevertheless taken Sola, and the town and castle of 
Mauleon, which belongs to the duchy of Guyeune, and are now besieging 
Saulveterre in Bearne, which they hope soon to gain. Sends a duplicate of 
these instructions by Beaurain, and has given him their cipher, that they 
may correspond with him. 

Hears that on 19 Nov. the card. De Medicis was elected Pope, but has 
had no news of it from Rome. Wishes the bearer to be sent immediately 
to Flanders.* Pampeluna, 15 Dec. 1523.

Unless he 
married his son to an heiress of land, which would be very costly, does not 
think he could marry him to so good a stock as lady Parr’s, considering her 
wisdom, and the wise stocks of the Grenes whence she is come, and of the 
Parrs of Kendal. For all wise men, when they marry their children, look to 
the wisdom of the blood they marry with. There is only one child between 
lady Parr’s daughter and 800 mks. of land. Mentions this because of the 
possibility that fell to himself by marriage. His demands and lady Parr’s are so 
far apart that it is almost impossible they should agree. Advises him to take 
the common course of marriage, 100 mks. jointure, for 1,100 mks. to be paid, 
400 or 500 at the covenants, and 100 yearly.

miles of the city, on the Ticino, where they have been for three weeks. 
The Pope keeps neutral, but, by his entertainment of the French cardinals, 
seems rather to favor the French. He has, however, assisted Milan privately, 
and done all that could be expected, except declare himself openly, which he 
will not do until he receives Wolsey’s and the King’s advice on the points 
mentioned in their previous letters. Think that if they mean to prosecute the 
war, the Pope should be moved to declare himself openly, for the delay serves 
France, whose army would have been destroyed if the Pope had done what 
he could. Advise him to cause delay of obedience to be made to the Pope 

till he knows him every way, “ quia Judas non dormit .the 

nation of [Florentines is much given to the French faction, and how the 
Pope will be persuaded by them at length it is hard to say.” 

The viceroy of Naples, with 3,000 foot and 500 men-at-arms behind him, has 
passed Modena to join the other army. The French cardinals, who endeavor 
by all means to make the Pope take their part, have told him that Albany 
has slain 10,000 English on the Borders, and that the French army has 
put the King’s in great peril at the passage of a river. The letters they 
have received inform them of the contrary, and the French themselves 
sometimes do not deny the success of the English army, its approach within a 
day’s march of Paris without a battle, and the great waste it has made. 

There was much talking for a time of the Emperor’s coming into France 
by Spain. Bourbon has been at Mantua, and is gone to Jean, whence he 
will go to Spain. Luther’s sect increases in Almain, and is admitted by 
Surrike and two or three other Swiss cantons. They claim much money of 
the Pope as due from Leo, and its nonpayment increases the favor in which the 
Lutherans are held. The Pope is much troubled about it, and, if princes stick 
not fast to him, will be more troubled hereafter. He is sending to the next diet 
a friar who was lately in Denmark as Adrian’s commissary, “ and was of their 

part that drave out the K[ing]. 

minded to have sent him pro nuncio to the King’s hi[ghness].” Advised 
him not to do so, as he was too busy a friar and a meddler, especially between 
princes and their commons. “He [is] somewhat learned, and bold enough, 
and therefore he is sent into Almain in hope that a face shall do much in 
the matter, as we pray God it may.” The cardinal St Crucis, the Queen’s 
godfather, and the cardinal of Grassis, bishop of Bononye, are dead. The 
Pope has given the said bishopric, worth 3,000 ducats, to Campeggio.

3652. Sampson and Jerningham to Wolsey. 

Wrote in their last of the receipt of Wolsey’s letters dated 4 Oct., 
concerning the death of the Pope, on which the Emperor dispatched a post 
to Rome. On 1 Dec. a gentleman arrived from Bourbon near Genoa, 
stating that De Medici was Pope. They had news that the Emperor’s 
ambassador had bestirred himself in Wolsey’s favor, but “ the people of 
Rome, with great threats, advised the Cardinals to make none election of 
any that should be absent.” Notwithstanding the discomfiture of the 
French in Italy, the siege of Milan continued until 14 Nov. It is stated 
that the French are between the Ticine and Milan; that the Almains are 
at mutiny by the treason of count Furstenberg, and had left Bourbon. Re¬ 
port their conversation with the lord Chancellor, touching the war.

They are to desire the Pope’s sympathy for the King’s efforts in repressing 
the ambition of France, and show him the grounds of it, and their hopes of 
success. The King is anxious ,to know what aid he may expect from the 
Pope, in consideration of the great sacrifices he has thus made for the good 
of Christendom. They shall ascertain the disposition of the Venetians and 
the duke of Milan ; which done, Pace and Hannibal may return home, 
passing by the Duke in the way. If the Pope is anxious to establish peace, 
no way is so effectual as to press the French; and for this purpose they 
shall desire his Holiness to urge the duke of Bourbon to repair to England. 

•Although in the beginning of this letter it was mentioned that the 
King, without waiting for any intimation of the Pope’s election, “ doth send 
now his letters congratulatories as is aforesaid, yet nevertheless I adver¬ 
tise you, to be kept unto yourself, that I have received in convenient 
diligence, at several times, not only your letters of the 3rd day of December, 
but also of the 18th of the same.” By the first of these the King and he 
were glad to find that the Pope was so well inclined to the Emperor, 
resolving to second his efforts, whether he inclined to peace or war ; but in 
the last he appears to be somewhat changed, and to show too strong an 
inclination to the French. They shall urge on the Pope the ingratitude of 
abandoning the Emperor and the King’s cause, and the danger which he 
would incur if the French were prosperous in Italy. He would then 
become no better than the French king’s chaplain ; Lutheranism would be 
encouraged in Germany, and spread so far in France, Spain and Italy “ that 
the dignity of Christ’s church might thereby be in brief time suppressed, 
and had in small estimation.” They shall intimate the intentions of the 
King and Emperor of sending Bourbon with such assistance as shall 
“percase as much or more abash the French king than if the King’s grace 
and the Emperor invaded France in their own persons.” For this reason, 
letters have been sent to lady Margaret, desiring her to call a general 
council, to know what they will contribute in this behalf.

Has had no answer to his letters asking for orders about the charge 
he has here. Thinks his long tarrying will be more hurtful than profitable, 
because he has made a bruit that “ that thing which I have in charge 
is returned with certain wines that is sent into Flanders,” being put into the 
vessels with them. Spies are here daily from France to find out his intent. 
It is reported here that the French are coming over the mountains very 
poorly, so that some who went well horsed are returning very evil ^horsed, 
and some unhorsed. Some of the Swiss came back without passport, for 
which they were imprisoned; but at last 4,000 came back together, so that 
they were contented to release those in prison, and make no more punish¬ 
ments. 4,000 more are enrolled to serve the French king, and have each 
received a crown. They muster on the Wednesday before Christmas, and it 
is said will be sent to Italy. 

All the Swiss would have come back, if it had not been for their captains, 
who receive pensions from Francis.

Wonders he has not heard by this time, as it is 
more than fourteen days since. Albany was then ready to have left Scot¬ 
land, his ships lying at Dunbarton, and his gear packed. He had arranged 
with the lords of Scotland for a council at Stirling, whero he desired leave 
to go to France for five months, and requested that they would not make 
peace without comprehending France. The bishop of Aberdeen answered, 
in the name of the others, that they would give him no licence to pass; and 
if he left, he should have no more authority in Scotland, but must first 
deliver up the castles of Dunbar and Dumbarton, wherein he had put 
Frenchmen, with all the artillery of Scotland. Albany is very angry, and 
has put off his departure. He has returned to Edinburgh, aud summoned a 
new council for the morrow of Twelfth Day. The French ambassador has 
departed with all the Frenchmen but fifty. Believes Albany is still hoping 
for leave to depart, as he keeps his ships at Dumbarton, “ ready crossed for 
sailing.” He has demanded of the Lords half the spirituality of Scotland to 
maintain the war. 

On receipt of letters from my lord Treasurer, discharged a great portion 
of the garrison, in addition to the 500 foot which ho had discharged pre¬ 
viously, which will save upwards of 1,100/. a month; those that still 
remain will come to 500/. a month. Had only 2,000/., which would not 
have lasted till this day ; even now it will not last till Candlemas. Has 
laid a watch along the Border, in case of an incursion of the Scots. Ric. 
Candish, who has charge of the King’s ordnance, is captain of 100 gunners 
in Berwick, and is paid 4s. a day, like other captains; yet ho wants five 
horsemen to wait upon him, as ho had by my lord Lieutenant’s warrant, 
which would make his entertainment come to 8*. 4 d. a day, though he had 
only 18rf. a day last year. Dacre had discharged his five horsemen, with 
the others ; but Candish says, unless he have wages for them ho will not 
remain. He presses Dacre for money for the repair of the ordnance, which 
Dacre told him he had not to give. Recommends that a clerk be sent 
down to take the accounts of Candish and Pawne. Candish has received 
700/. or 800/., and lias no one to check him. Pawne is “ a marvellous 
substantial man ; good forenoon, and worse afternoon ; and his childer is 
reckless, and not so good as he hath been.” If the King be not answered 
lOt/. again for every 7 d. laid out, all manner of charges deducted, his high¬ 
ness is deceived. Pawne has always sold his beer, bread and corn at a high 
price.

“A remembrance necessary concerning the master of the King’s 
ordnance, the clerk and yeoman, with other, to give [attendance on ?] the 
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same in time of war, as well in the King’s field as the vanward and rear¬ 
ward, for the good conduct and safe keeping of the same ordnance.” 

A wise, trusty and diligent man should be appointed master, and under 
him, as lieutenant, a gentleman expert in war, always ready to attend on 
the Marshal of the host for “ beyng ” of ways, and for taking the ground 
for the encampment at night. The master should also have under him a 
foreward captain and a petty captain to lead the “ pay vers ” and laborers 
when roads and trenches have to be made. The lieutenant and captains 
must lodge near the master, and be ready at all times. Lately “ simple 
persons ” have been headmen or wardens, with seven or eight score laborers 
under them, more than they could call to do service. Such a person should 
not have more than 20 or 30, and should lodge near the captains, to be ready 
at all hours upon a great pain. Neither the master nor any other must 
admit any person into the King’s wages for favor, except those who can do 
him service. All laborers should wear a mattock or a spade for a badge, 
and care must be taken that they “ use no victuallings, whereby they should 
withdraw and absent them ” from their work. The officers must bo 
careful to keep them together. 400 is enough for the King’s field, and 
the same for other wards. The master or his lieutenant should muster 
them every month before their wages are paid. The person who pays them 
“ shall take no bribes past 1 d. a man for that month.” Has seen lately 
36 or 40 horses drawing a great piece, as a bombardc, colbren or postell, 
and 60 or 80 laborers with ropes helping them. Thinks it best a bargain 

should be made with the-* that have great horses, and with those of 

Flanders who have great mares. They will take charge of the great ordnance 
for 13s. 4 d. a day; of cortalls, for 8s.; demy cortalls, or great serpentines, 
for 6s.; fawkens, for 2s. 6d. ; faukenets, for I2d.; and haggebushes and 
orgeyns, for lOrf. a piece;—which will save much money. As the King has 
many carts and harness, both for artillery nnd victuals, thinks provision 
should be made in divers parts of England, “ so that every two men as 
carters with six horses may be taken to serve the King.” Expects many 
will be glad to serve him with two men and six horses for 20d. or 22rf. a 
day, for if the horses are taken by chances of war, the King bears the loss. 
Cnrters should wear for their badge a rod cross, or “ the token of a horse 
kome.” The King’s bowyer should have charge of all the bows, and give 
out none without warrant, except in time of need, in which case he must 
call for his discharge from the master of the ordnance as soon as possible. 
The King’s fleteher, with six or eight under him, must likewise take charge 
of the arrows, the King allowing them hammers and other conveniences. 
All spears and morrispikes; stakes, lath stakes and caltrops; fighting 
bills, scythes, sickles and axes; shovels, spades nnd mattocks; gunpowder 
and touch powder ; gunstones and pellets; bowstrings, cables and other 
ropes; cressets, candles, lanterns and maces ; tnllow, soap, plates, broad 
nails for carts, and plate for charging ladles, must be under the charge of 
clerks and yeomen. The chief clerk and yeomen must oversee them, the 
smiths, carpenters, &c, that they do not spend the King’s stuff, or use the 
carts with victuals, &c. for their own profit. He must also be ready to ride 
for provision of necessaries. The master of the ordnance must see that 
the gunners are skilled before he admits them. The gunner and carter 
' must attend to their piece by night and day, and lodge within 40 ft. of it. 
Each gunuer should have with him 12 rounds of powder and shot. All 
who break orders must be sharply punished; “for an ye do no punishment, 
farewell good rule and good service.” “ Rote masters” should have ouly 
20 gunners in their charge, instead of 100 or 150, as has lately been seen.

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The latter number is more than they can call forth, and many men neither 
knew their rote master, nor were known by him. Many men will do as much 
service in this capacity for 12 d. a day as others have done for 4$. Each 
rote master must appear with his men at the monthly muster, and should 
not meddle with the payment of their wages, which should be paid by some 
trusty person, “and that he take not of their wages past lrf. for that 
month.” The powder should not be all in one place, for fear of accident, 
and no fires should be allowetl near the ordnance. The master should 
appoint a man to keep those committed to ward for small faults, as lack 
of attendance, disobedience and unlawful games ; who shall charge no more 
than 2d. for his fees.

Circular reminding them that many noble men and inheritors have 
died within this year and a little before, many of them holding from the 
King, but only a few offices have been returned into the Chancery or 
Exchequer. The King thinks, if they had been diligent, many more wards, 
services and fines for services would have come into his possession; and 
charges them, during their tenure of office, to make enquiry, and certify the 
result into the Chancery or the Exchequer, and also to account for all lands 
of persons attainted.

Wrote last on the 14th. Yesterday afternoon the Great Master 
came from St. Germain's, where the King lieth. Visited him on his ar¬ 
rival at his lodging, where he found also the Chancellor, the bishop of 
Paris, Robertet and Villeroi. The Great Master told him he had spoken 
with the King about the interview, and that full answer should be made to 
every article of Boleyn’s instructions. The King thinks the best time 
will be the middle of July, as Henry proposes,—the place a neutral one, 
which has been viewed by Worcester and the captain of Boulogne;—though 
a 6 ^ rea ^ Master thinks Henry might be lodged at Guisnes, and Francis at 
Ardres, or some convenient place near Calais. The King is satisfied that 
they should meet on horseback without descending, but does not agree to 
repair straight to Calais. He thinks they might lodge in pavilions, as it will 
be summer time. Boleyn urged Calais as more convenient, and especially 
as the King his master would have to cross the sea ; but to this the French 
are not inclined, calling Calais a dove-house, with many other excuses. It 
is further urged that, if the meeting be at Calais or Boulogne, with both 
retinues, consisting of 6,000 persons, some fray might take place, such as 
happened at Cambray. Moreover, July is the hottest time of the year, 
when people drink most. The Grand Master says that, if the two Kings 
can but once meet, they will meet often by their own accord. They pro¬ 
pose that whenever the King is in the French dominions, Henry shall have 
the precedence, and take the right hand; and vice versa. They have a copy 
of the roll comprising the number of persons to be present, and will follow the 
same example. They also agree to the article touching apparel ; but the 
princes of the blood royal will not consent to any order of this kind, but 
array themselves at their pleasure. The King desires that if the Queen 
here have a son, it would please Henry to stand godfather, and let him be 
Darned Harry ; and if a daughter, it should be named after the Queen, 
Katharine. The Queen is at Sainft Germain], “ and is merry for a woman 
being in her case, so near her [time], and looketh every day to be delivered 
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April.

Roos, of London, surgeon, is bound over in 
100/. not to molest Baltazar de Guercuis, or pursue an information late put 
into the King’s Exchequer, till he prove that surgery is an handicraft. 

Attempts to prove this first by authority, instancing Chiron, at the siege 
of Troy, a.m. 3775, mentioned by Lanfrank and St. Ysoder of Spaygan. 
Defines chirurgia as manua operatio, from chir, the Greek for hand, 
and gios (sic), operatio. It rests principally in manual application 
of medicines, as “in stanchying of blod, serchyng of wounds with 
irons and with other instruments, in cuttyng of the senile in due pro- 
porcyon to the pellicules of the brayne with instruments of iron, 
cowchyng of catharacts, takyng owt bonys, sowyng of the flesshe, launchyng 
of bocchis, cuttyng of apostumes, bumyng of cankers and other lyke, 
settyng in of joynts and byndyng of them with ligatures, lettyng of blod, 
drawyng of tethe, with other suche lyke, which restyth onely in manuall 
operation, princypally with the hands of the werkman.” Surgery bears 
the same relation to physic as carpentry to geometry. The philosopher 
considers the causes of heat, cold, &c., the matter and form of all the 
“ naturals ” in the world, and temperate diet, which must be taught by 
those who know the region, age, complexion, custom, strength, sickness, 
and the times of the man that shall use it, and can be taught by no stranger 
without long experience; “ and where the naturalls doth leve or put oute, 
forsake, or be hurted accidentally, than ther begynneth the lechecrafte or 
medicynar, teste Aristotyle. Quotes also Avicenna, and refers to Gerard 
archbishop of York, Theodoric a bishop of Italy, Gilberte of England, Guydo 
of France, Avycenne king of Arabic, Almansor king of Almansoris, and 
St. Jerome, presbiter cardinalis. “ These authors be authorised by our 
mother, Holy Church, in whom as yet I have more beleve, for theyr 
trowth and theyr longe contynewance, and in the olde and auncyent probable 
custumes aboveseid, then yn eny newe auctors, as alyens or straungers,

8. Spinelly to Wolsey. 

Wrote from Bruges on July 30. The Emperor has since come to 
Gauntc. The protonotary Carachsolo, the Pope’s orator, has arrived, and 

yesterday had audience, declaring the Pope’s good mind toward the Em¬ 

peror, and his hope that he will be inclined to peace in Christendom, and 
to the enterprise against the Infidels. Does not think he has any secret 
charge, for he has been long on the way, and Raphael de Medicis has had 
several letters from the cardinal De Medicis, who has the administration of 
affairs there. The Chancellor says the Pope desires a conclusion, in what 
manner Spinelly does not know. The ambassadors of Wormmys, Spera and 
Strasebroke have also come hither to offer all their power for the conserva¬ 
tion of the imperial dignity. 

Henry Percon, clerk of the Master of the Posts, has returned from 
the electors of Mayence, Saxony and Brandenburg, with answer that 
they will be at Aeon “ within the ten days of October.” The Emperor is 
determined to follow the advice of the elector of Saxony before all 
others ; whose opinion is, that after the coronatiou at Aeon, where a month 
will be spent, the Emperor should go to Augsburg, to compose certain 
differences between the princes and the cities, and to put the country in 
order; for he thinks that, if this is done before the general assembly of the 
Estates meets at Nuremberg, they will be the better minded to assist the 
Emperor. This is now agreed upon, as the governor of Bressa says. The 
voyage to Rome must be deferred till after this, which, as he is told, will 
take four or five months, and he must also visit Theroll and Ostriche, and 
obtain a good aid from them. The count Palatine says the imperial journey 
will be next Lent, and that he doubts not the Emperor will obtain his 
desires from the love that every one bears to him; “wherefore it may 
be thought the Emperor his further progress to the other crowns cannot 
be so soon as it hath been spoken of, and that the distance of the time may 
bring with him difficulties,” which will not allow any probable conjecture 
to be made. The Count complains that the vice-royalty of Naples was 
promised to him for his services at the Emperor’s promotion, but that 
he is delayed from day to day, and the Marquis (d’Arschot) has re¬ 
ceived a large sum of money for the confirmation of the office to the 

ra. 2. 5 h 
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present possessor. He and others in like case bear it patiently, knowing 
that the Emperor is well disposed to them, and thinking they will be 
better regarded in Almain than here. Hears that the Marquis knows of 
this, and sets but little by it. Hopes his business will succeed in Almayne 
as well as in Spain. Every one says that the customs of the country are 
very different, and that the Almains “ will have, but none give.” However, 
if the Lords perform half their sayings, the Emperor’s affairs will prosper. 
They are displeased only with the Marquis. The dukes of Pomene, Mekel- 
borough, and “ the other of Branswyke,” are arrived at Colyn, on their 
way to the Emperor; they are called the party adverse to the elector of 
Brandenborough. 

The duke of Vertimberge, with about 1,000 men, mostly Swiss ad¬ 
venturers, attacked Mountarler Castle, in Burgundy, near the Swiss 
border, but was forced to retire to a village, with the loss of some of his 
men ; and the captains of the Swiss near, immediately ordered him to leave 
the country, or they would attack him, in accordance with their defensive 
treaty with the House of Ostriche; so that he departed, and his men sepa¬ 
rated. For this and other practices of the French in Switzerland, their 
commissioners, who had offered to take 12,000 men, and pay their wages 
for four months, have been ordered to leave, as the cantons of Surryke, 
Basyll, and others on this side, told those on the French side that they 
would keep peace with the Emperor, and that the French tried to put 
division amongst them. 

The bishop of Ealno and De la Roche left yesterday for England ; 
the Bishop as resident, and De la Rocho to conclude about the inter¬ 
course, and to declare the Emperor’s intention to preserve friendship with 
the King. Has not asked further, for the reason assigned in his first 
and second letters after his return to the court. The provost of Owtryke 
has returned to France. Said to the Marquis that a wiser man, and one 
better inclined to the English alliance, should have been sent; to which he 
answered, that Wolsey knew of it, and he should be shortly revoked, if 
necessary. The bishop of Toye says the Provost did his best not to go. 

Two posts have come from Spain. The cardinal of Turtowsa asks for 
power to pardon the rebels, which is granted. The Emperor has also granted 
that each city and town shall answer for the rents they paid to the farmers, 
and that they shall be no more fanned. At Salamanca a chest has been made 
to keep all the Emperor’s money till he comes to Spain, and they refuse to 
pay it to any treasurer or receiver, but the Cardinal thinks he will bring 
them to do as the Emperor wishes. The 212,000 ducats for the revenues 
of the three magistrates and chamber of the Indya is paid, and the Estates 
agree to its continuance, but they will send it to the Emperor by exchange, 
and not in ready money. Notwithstanding the insurrections, when the 
Estates heard that the French were going to invade Navarre, they sent to the 
duke of Nageiy, viceroy there, to offer assistance. Granctt and Andolosea 
continue obedient to the crown. Those of Tholedo say that the Cardinal 
shall have the revenues of the archbishopric whenever he goes to reside 
there. The Estates of this country have granted all the Emperor desired. 
The court removes tomorrow towards Brussels. 

In his own hand .—Has been to the court, and found the brother of 
the duke of Yyertemberg well cherished by the Emperor, who has given 
him a county in Yyertemberg. The governor of Bressa told him, “ in grett 
consayll,” that a letter from tho count Palatine in Spain to the Duke, 
persuading him to recover his duchy, has been brought to the Emperor, but 
he is minded to forgive him, on account of his good service at the election.

36 horses have come here from Naples, but 
all young, and none of them, as he hears, like the three that the Emperor 
sent to the King. The cousin of the marquis of Mantua has come to reside 
at the court, and has brought certain coursers from the Marquis for the 
Emperor. Sion, as De Taxis says, is on his way hither. Sevenbarge writes 
that the duchy of Vertymbarge is in good order, and that the Duke is at 
Lucerna, but is not likely to attempt anything. The marquis of Arescote 
is gone to Evera, where the Emperor, Don Fernando and my Lady will be 
next Sunday, for the wedding of the earl of Porcen to the daughter and 
hpir of the prince of Semay. The court is going to Loven. Brussels, 
17 Aug. 1520.

B. M. daily, and they seek all means to increase their power. At Medina del 

Cnmpo they have taken a good band of ordnance in the castle, and defeated 
Fonseca, who was sent by the Council with 400 spears, some light horse and 
4,000 foot to recover it, though he set fire to the other end of the town. After 
losing 100 horse he withdrew to Arrovall, eight leagues off, where the chief 
streets are burnt, with great loss, for the merchants keep much goods there 
on account of the yearly marts. When this was known, Valladolid, Burgos,

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Toro and other towns sent men to Medina, and it is thought Toledo and the 
others will do the same. The report was they intended to besiege Fonseca 
in Arrovall; and considering that they have absolutely the power, it is 
thought they will do worse and worse, and put in danger every man worth 
anything, and that they will not be reduced without the King’s presence 
and great effusion of blood. Andalusia and Granada have made no commo¬ 
tion ; but they have sent deputies to Avilla, and will not pay the King’s 
revenues to his officers, but say they will keep them till he comes. 

When the Council heard of Fonseca’s defeat the bishop of Burgos, the trea¬ 
surer Bargas, and others departed secretly, none of the Council staying with 
the Cardinal, except the licenciate Sapate and the secretary Quintana. The 
bishop of Zamora is appointed president of the estates of Castille at Avilla. 
He is a hardy, busy and subtle man, and was not pleased at our leaving 
Spain with the lord Marquis ; it is thought, therefore, that he will rather 
increase the troubles than appease them. At the first meeting, commis¬ 
sioners were sent by all the realm to inquire into the bribes given for 
benefices and offices since the death of Ferdinand, and a book has been made 
of what they found. Deputies were sent to the Queen to tell her that all 
they did was for the good of herself, her son and the realm, and to ask her to 
appoint wise men as her council to hear how her subjects had been treated 
since her father’s death; whereupon she named three, who have been long 
dead, and gave them her blessing, which is more than those who know her 
will believe. 

The intention of the Estates is not easy to conjecture, “ seeing the 
government in artificers and men of low degree that proceedeth in their 
affairs by a voluntary mind and not reason.” Two principal knights in 
Valladolid were put to death for dissuading the people from their proceed¬ 
ings, and at Medina a kinsman of Fonseca’s was hanged. At Burgos, the 
Constable having assembled the Reggydors, and called the captain of the people, 
Avho is a cutler, advised them with loving words to silence their dissensions, 
promising that justice should be done according to the accustomed manner, 
and that he would procure pardon for all who had offended the King. Next 
spoke Don Pedro Salvient, his kinsman, a rich knight, and one of the 
Keggydors; but the cutler would not allow him to proceed, and went to ask 
the opinion of his fellows. On his return he told the Constable he must no 
more move such matters, insisted on the banishment of Don Pedro, the 
confiscation of his goods, and the destruction of his house, for the good of 
the city, which the Constable could not prevent. It is thought that the 
insurrection was caused by the secret subornation of some great men, but 
they will shortly repent, for their subjects begin to join the others, and so 
“ those as supposed to win shall lose.” The King cannot look for any 
money from Castile, and the dowry of the Archduchess is in danger, 
especially the portion from Old Castile, because all the crown revenues 
there are spent by the towns in paying the men of war in their service. 

Has not heard that the King has done anything for remedy, except to write 
and require the Lords to join together, and not allow the troubles to increase, 
promising to be there himself shortly. There are two opinions here. One is, 
that the King should by all means get money, and, after being crowned 
at Aeon, go to Almain, appease the differences between the lords and 
the cities imperial, keep the journey of Nuremberg, and then pass 
into Italy, for his good success there would prosper him in the rest of his 
dominions ; that he must on no account leave the affairs of the empire as 
they now are, or he will put everything in danger, lest he disappoint the hope 
the Almains had of him when they favored his promotion ; in which case 
he would lose his credit, and they would be compelled to elect a “ minis- 
trator.” The other is, that, the longer he dolays his return to Spain, the

worse it will be, for his subjects are daily taking more courage, considering 
“ how sweet is the liberty, and to live upon other men’s costs; ” et quod 
nervus belli est pecunia, which he will not have without Spain; and there¬ 
fore that after his coronation he should make a vicary in the Empire, and 
return hither to prepare an army for next March, for which he might have 
12,000 Almains, who, with the Asturyans, Biscayns and Lopousquayns, 
will be sufficient to put the country in safety. This done, he might go to 
Borne. Hears that the Marquis (d’Arschot) is in great perplexity, the more 
so on account of the murmur against him. Thinks he does not know 
whether to go or tarry, “ considering that Spain for him is lost for ever.”

A copy was given 
to the Pope’s orator, who said he thought he should have had a final reso¬ 
lution. The king of the Romans and his council insist on the nomination 
to the spiritual benefices, which tho Cardinals will not grant. Sion left this 
afternoon for Antwerp, where he will wait for the King. He left the Swiss 
well disposed, and promised that his coming hither should be to their profit, 
but now in ten days after his arrival he can get no resolute answer; at 
which he is displeased. A gentleman has arrived who left Valdolytte on 
the 25th Aug.: he confirms the repulse of Fonseca at Medina del Campo, 
though he burnt the church of St. Francis and several of the principal 
streets ; Valdolytte had -sent 2,000 foot to aid the town, and as he passed 
Burgus they were making similar preparations, and it is thought all Old 
Castile will do the same ; the treasurer Vergas, with several receivers and 
commissioners of the cruciata and indulgences, had fled to Portyllys Castle, 
belonging to the count of Benevent 

It is now determined here that the constable of Castile and the Admiral 
shall join the cardinal of Turtosa in the government, as they will be able 
to bring many men against the commons, if necessary, and they will be 
more regarded than the Cardinal, who is a stranger. “ The King hath 
quieted the last benevolence and gift, by constraint, as they say, granted 
at his coming away ;” he has promised to observe the ancient statutes and 
ordinances of the realm, and that the crown revenues shall be farmed to 
the subjects who pay them, and not to the Marrayns. Patents under the 
great seal have been sent to Spain for all these matters today, the 11th Sept. 
Alba, the vice-chancellor of Arragon, and others, do not believe this will 
pacify them, and think that if he cannot go thither, nothing better can be 
done than to marry the princess of Portugal. No one thinks the King 
will go without extreme necessity. Is of the same opinion, at least as long 
as the present councillors rule. 

The preparations for the journey into Almain “ be made very sober;” which 
is much complained of, as not suitable to the King’s fame and authority, 
especially as his liberality is small, and his promises not the best kept. 
Thinks this is against the Marquis’s will, and that they are not well pro¬ 
vided with money; but it is said that he and others who have brought great 
riches from Spain should help their master with their own purses; “ signifying 
unto your grace that the King’s highness’ great power, magnanimity, good 
council and order in all affairs at this day is preferred and esteemed above 
all other, and the better known by the daily experience the wise men hath 
of the conduct of the other princes.” Though the king of the Romans has 
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many realms, all the expenses of the voyage rest upon theso countries; for 
he can get nothing from Spain, “ and less from Arragon, Catalonia and 
Valencia, being the donatives all spent.” As to Naples and Sicily the 
revenues and aids scarcely suffice for the troops he has there, for tho army 
that conquered Algerbes is continued. He will get little from Almain, 
owing to the state in which his grandfather left it, and the expenses of the 
war against Wirtemberg. The benevolenco which they offer of 400,000 or 
500,000 gildones is for the coronation at Rome, or to recover places pledged 
by his grandfather. Does not think they can sell the succession of the 
queen of Naples after the resistance made by the place given to the master 
of the Horse. 

Does not know what to say “of the success to come,” except that, 
unless the King’s highness keep the French king within limits, he might 
put the dominions of the king of the Romans in great confusion. The 
French have as yet sent no ambassador. The provost of Utrecht writes 
that the journey to Italy is in suspense. The secretary Maximilian tells 
him that the elector of Saxony is so displeased at the disappointment 
of the marriage between his nephew and the King’s sister, which should 
have taken place at St. Martin’s next, that he will not come to Aeon, though 
an express message with many great offers has been scut to him and the 
count of Maunsfelde. 

Dined this morning with lord Berges, and has since spoken with the 
Admiral his son-in-law, who, by reason of his lordship of Camfere, knows 
a great deal about the Scotch, and assures him that Albany’s party have sent 
to France to require his presence, or else another governor will bo'chosen, 
and the French king lose all his friends; and that two galleons, with lord 
Dubeny (d’Aubigni) and a quantity of ordnance, are going from France to 
Scotland. Finds the Admiral well inclined to the King, and advises the 
King to send him a letter of thanks. An ambassador from the duke of 
Loren has come today, the 12th. On Saturday the King will enter 
Meklyns and Antwerp, and go thence to Aeon. Brussels, 12 Sept. 1520.

24 Sept. 16. John [Kite, Archbishop of Armagh,] to Woisey. 

R. O. On the 16th received Wolsey’s letters of the 1 Aug., giving direc¬ 

tions for payments to be made out of the King’s treasure, much to his 
satisfaction. Does not write news, as my lord Lieutenant and the Council 
have done so. 18 persons of the 220 which formed the royal guard sent 
hither with my lord Lieutenant are dead, and 117 have received licence to 
return home, leaving only 95. My lord Lieutenant, who is more expert in 
war than any of the Council, thinks that Northern men with spears would 
be better than archers on foot, and desires to discharge an equal number of 
the guard; but Sir John Bulmer arrived on the 20th with 100 horse, of 
which not 30 are spearmen, of whom many more must be discharged, con¬ 
sidering the rate of their wages. Great complaint is made that good men 
are sent home, and slender men in smaller numbers come in their rooms. 

The journey proposed by my lord Lieutenant, on the 25th of this month, 
to make peace between the earls of Desmond and Ormond, is most necessary 
for the weal of the land. All the captains of the wild Irish are now at 
peace with the King, and should be kept so. “ Of a surety, and it please 
your grace, the people of this land be variable, subtle and crafty, naturally; 
in whom is little confidence or trust to be taken, otherwise than for their 
proper advantages; and be people of fair promises and words, and marvel¬ 
lous vainglorious and covetous.” My lord Lieutenant ought to have few 
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Irishmen of the Council. For himself, Kite has little experience of war, 
hut gives daily attendance on the lord Lieutenant, and thinks all others of 
the Council ought to do the same. 

Had informed the King and Wolsey, by the letters he sent by Sir John 
Wallop, that payment should be and was made on 13th Sept., of all monies 
delivered to him for the King’s retinue, except those who are to be paid 
six months’ wages on the 26th Oct. The next day of payment will be 
the 12th Oct. Does not know how to meet it, unless money come from 
England. The King’s revenues here cannot be collected, except at this 
Michaelmas time, Hallowtide and Christmas. No money can be borrowed. 
My lord Lieutenant must take much of the ordnance with him in this 
journey. Has received no instructions about the payments made to Sir 
John Bulmer and his 100 horsemen. Hopes the revenues will improve 
after next term 

Requests that his [pension] may be continued for his faithful service, 
especially considering the danger he incurs by the universal sickness now 
reigning. My lord Lieutenant, my Lady his wife and their children 
remain in Dublin for the Kiug’s service, notwithstanding the great plague. 
Has received no information touching the King’s revenues by Sir Wm. 
Darcy, who has lately gone home for the marriage between O’Donell and 
his daughter, which was to take place yesterday. Dublin, 24 Sept. 
Signed.

Galba, B.vi. Wrote last on the 12th inst. from Antwerp, by Hencge’s servant, 

203. enclosing the declaration of Avery Rawson as to his goods and money. 

B. M. Has since come to the court here at Brussels. Found here the dukes of 

Mckelburg, Pommer and “ the other of Brawnswyke,” three young fair 
princes about thirty years or under. They have made great offers to the 
Emperor, and have received great honor from him, being permitted to come 
at all times into his privy chamber. The precedence is given to “ Compalatira,” 
next to the duke of Brawnswyke, then Mekelburg, then Brawnswykc’s 
brother, and fifthly Pommer, who is first in riches and power. Frauncisco 
Scckyn, who is reckoned the most valiant knight in .Almain, and better able 
tu bring a good band of horse than any other, has a pension from the 
Emperor, and is highly esteemed by him and his council. The Danish 
ambassador has come, but has no secret charge. The Polish ambassador 
is still at Antwerp. A secretary of the cardinal of Brandenborough, who 
has arrived at Mayan[ce], came hither last night. 

The Emperor will go to Aeon about Michaelmas. Opinions vary as to 
his further proceeding. Most agree that he shall go thence to Ausburge, 
or elsewhere, to compound the difference between the towns and the 
lords, and thence to his paternal dominion. The Marquis (d’Arschot) 
and governor of Bresse say this, but that it will not be certain till after 
the coronation at Aeon, when they will take the advice of the electors. 
The bishop of Twee says it has been proposed not to pass Colyn, but to 
return hither till the beginning of March, so as to be in Lent at Norym- 
barge for the journey imperial, without which it is thought much cannot 
be done. The Chancellor tells him that the elector of Saxony persists in 
his first opinion, and that the cardinal of Brandenburgh thinks the dis¬ 
sensions in Almain must be settled at Nuremberg, so that the voyage to 
Rome seems further off than many will say. 

Though the Emperor and the Marquis are very sober in expenses, and 
it is evident they will have good help from these countries, Almain and 
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Naples, “ it seemeth they can[not ?] gather any together,” but they will 
perhaps be more fortunate here than in Spain. Wrote that Naples had 
granted 200,000 ducats. The sum is 300,000, but ducats of carlynes, 10 
per cent, less than ducats of gold. The Emperor may make 500,000 ducats 
by selling certain places and lordships come to him by the succession of the 
queen of Naples. 

The Compalatim has gone toward Almain, and says he will do the best 
service he can to the Emperor, though his councillors have given cause to 
the contrary. The viccroyalty of Naples was promised to him, but the 
Marquis has sold the confirmation of it and the admiralty to the present 
Yiceroy for 33,000 ducats of gold. The Marquis, seeing him speaking 
to Spinelly, told the latter that he complained without ground, for when 
offered to him he would never accept it, and that the Emperor had given 
him 20,000 ducats in Spain, and intended to recompense him in some 
other way. The marquis of Brandenburg is also displeased, thinking that 
he deserved more than the marriage with the queen of Arragon, and blames 
the marquis d’Arecotte, Avho will have difficulty in pacifying them, for 
“ these princes of Almain bene lords by themselves, and of harder and 
higher conditions than the Spaniards.” The Marquis will return here after 
the coronation, if he prefer his own profit to his master’s. 

Teroll and Ostriche insist on the Emperor’s going to them, and say they 
will not be ruled by the cardinal of Goorse, Fellonger, or Hans Renner. 
The secretary Maximylion and Baptist de Taxis have just told him that 
the secretary of the cardinal of Brandenburg has only come to ask the 
Emperor to do nothing in the business of the Empire at the request of 
the four dukes just come, and that he will be here in twelve days. Mekel- 
burge and Pommer are brothers-in-law to the Compalatim. The ambas¬ 
sador of Norymbarge says the Emperor must go from Aeon to Almayn, 
or else he will lose his authority and the goodwill of the imperial towns. 
Two other marquises of Bada have come with a fair company. 

An assembly of the Estates is determined upon in Spain, but the place is 
not decided. Toledo names Avilla as a place indifferent and convenient. 
Burgos and Valladolid propose themselves. Does not know what conclu¬ 
sion they will take. Half hold with the cardinal of Tortosa, and half with 
Toledo, so that a good resolution might as well ensue os a bad one. 
“Nevertheless, when it is disputed upon the King’s authority, it goeth not 
well.” The council sent 200 spears to try and appease Segovia; they were 
attacked by 50 horsemen, five of whom were taken and hanged. The town 
immediately rose against those inhabitants who held with the Emperor. Tbe 
Royal Council in Valladolid has sent 800 spears to their rescue, and Toledo 
has sent 4,000 foot to assist the town. It is supposed the marquis de 
Villena and the duke of Lynfantasgo are secretly the principal contrivers 
of the insurrection. When we were in Spain, the wife of the duke of 
Medina Zydonya, daughter of the archbishop, son of the late king of Arra¬ 
gon, who married her to him though he is an “ innoqent,” was delivered of 
a son, and news has now come to Dr. Karvayll that the father of the child 
is the Duke’s second brother, to whom the Pope has sent a dispensation to 
many her, and a legitimation for the child, and that the Duke is taken and 
kept in prison. The vicechancellor of Arragon, who told Spinelly this, 
says the troubles there will never be appeased unless the Emperor go 
thither. Don John do Lauuze is viceroy of Arragon, and keeps the 
country in good obedience. Catalonia has done nothing against the Em¬ 
peror. Valencia has sent ambassadors to his majesty, and will do all he 
wishes. The army at Algcrbcs has left 100 men in the castle, and re¬ 
turned to Cecile with certain “ obstaggerys ” (hostages), who will remain 
with the Viceroy for the observance of the treaty. Two ambassadors are 
coming from the Moors to do homage to the Emperor.

Galbo, B.v. Wrote last from Brussels on the 15th. Messer Jeronimo Proner, 

323. the captain of Brisacke, who was sent by the king of the Romans to persuade 

B. M. the elector of Saxony to eome to Aeon, writes that he has agreed to come, for 

the good mind that he bears to his majesty, and for the hope ho has that the 
new promises to him will be better kept, with which the King and Council 
are much pleased. The elector of Brandenburgh persists in his old excuses. 

The Pope’s orator hears, by a courier who left Rome on the 7th, that the 
card, of Ferrara is dead; that the Pope has given the bishopric of Angreem 
in Hungary, worth 12,000 ducats a year, to the card. De Medicis ; and the 
bishopric of Capua, worth 2,000/., to Friar Nicholas (Schomberg), whom 
Wolsey knows; and has asked Charles for letters of recommendation to the 
king of Hungary, and of commandment to the viceroy of Naples. Thinks 
they will be granted. Nicholas is an Almain born, and in good estimation 
here. The orator does not believe that the articles sent to Rome by the 
king of the Romans will be accepted. 

A post from Burgus states that the town of Nagger had rebelled from the 
Duke, and yielded to the crown. Was told by the duke of Alva that he 
had news, by a servant of his who left Valladolid on the 8th, that John 
de Pndilla, a gentleman of Toledo, one of the beginners of the commotion 
there, and now captain general of the insurrection, went to the Queen at 
Tordesillas, and asked if she were pleased with the assembly of the estates 
at Avilla; to which, they say, she gave her consent, and Padilla had it 
written down by a scrivener to take to the estates. Wise men set but 
little by it, considering her indisposition. “ The best that I can see of 
this evil success of Spain, it is that no doubt of the world should be had 
the French may meddle with such business, or have any intelligence there, 
for the fast mind of the people against them.” Alva says his kinsmen 
have written to him to ask the King to go thither again, assuring him that 
everything would be reduced to order; and he says he will go without fail 
next summer, and the lord Marquis (d’Arschot) will tarry at home. 

Sees no certainty of anything till “ the success of Almain, preferring to 
that yours, upon the charges of Mons. de la Roche if they take effect, 
whereof the King and his council be the most desirous above all other, and 
looketh shortly for a good answer and resolution in the matter.” The 
audiencor Anyton tells him that my Lady and the Marquis quarrelled in 
the King’s presence, blaming each other for the negligence used in the 
meeting and other affairs with the King’s highness, and that the King said 
that henceforth he should know what to do in such matters without long 
consultations. 

Hears from Raphael de Medicis that the Pope has granted a cardinalate 
to the king of the Romans for the bishop of Liege, and to the French 
king for the bishop of Toulouse, the late bishop of Paris and the bishop 
of Nantes, at the creation on Christmas next; and that others in Italy 
will be promoted for money;—among them the prothonotary de Roma, a 
Milanese, who will pay 30,000 ducats. Raphael is appointed by the Pope 
administrator of the daughter of the duke of Urbino for her lands in 
Florence and France, by right of her mother, who was sister-in-law to 
Albany, to whom he has fanned those in France. His proctor found the 
Duke in Savoy, where he keeps himself out of the way, as if determined 
to go to Scotland, and to make believe that such going is against the 
French king’s mind. Duncan Thalmere, the factor of the archbishop of 
St. Andrew’s, resident here in Antwerp, told a friend of Spinelly’s that 
those who came from the council of Scotland to obtain the going of the 
Duke are not returned, and that the French king says he cannot hinder him 
if he chooses to go.

Hears from Rome that the bishop of Worcester cannot 
live long, and that many ask the Pope for the collectory. Begs Wolsey to 
write in favor of his brother Leonardo, “ by some other than your secretary 
Petre.” Promises that his brother shall give a portion to whomever Wolsey 
will name. Mastreke, 20 Oct. 1520. 

A post has been sent tonight with instructions to the Emperor’s ambas¬ 
sadors at Rome.

Since he went to his cathedral, fourteen days before Michaelmas, to 
give orders according to Wolsey’s ordinance, has been so surrounded with 
water that he cannot leave, and no one can come to him without great 
danger, except by boat. The cattle is nearly all lost. Men who had 100/. 
worth have now scarce 20/. Has had great trouble and expense in keeping 
the banks, lest all the low country of Marsheland should be drowned. Five 
hundred men were lately working at the bank at one time ; “ for the water 
was risen so high that a inau might have swept it over the banks with a 
leather.” A hundred men, and sometimes more, have been watching at 
night in case the water broke in, that they might stop it, or else ring bells 
to warn the country, which tliey have done several times. This has pre¬ 
vented him from doing his duty to Wolsey ; “ but the honorable renown 
and great fame of your grace in administration of indifferent justice, and 
keeping this noble realm in such good order, tranquillity and peace as never 
was seen within memory of man, specially in punishing misdoers and 
exalting noble and virtuous men, so spreadeth over all to your great honor, 
glory and merit, that it is to me specially, your daily bedeman, faithful lover 
and chaplain, and all other your lovers and faithful servants, a singular 
great comfort; for I rejoiced so to hear of it that I repute and count all my 
said charge and pain but as a pastime, and a punishment for my sins and 
misdeeds.”

“ As touching tho King’s commandment and my lord Cardinal’s, for 
yonder murderers,” has laid spies in their usual haunts, and will not miss them 
if they stir. Most of them havo fled to Shropshire, Cheshire and Ireland. 
They were warned of the coming of tho undersherifF of Worcester and 
young Sir Gilbert Talbot, “and also [came] won (one) affore to Malvern, and 
there warned threo of the[m sitting] in the tavern, and said, ‘ Here comes 
many men to tak[e you].’ ‘ Then fill the pot,’ said they. And so they drank, 
and went upon the hill side; and there spake to Sir Gilbert Talbot and to his 
company, and said, ‘ Is there no good yeoman that will bring us drink ?’

Dined today with the Cardinal. He says the air of the town makes 
him ill; tlmt all the affairs of England are on his shoulders, and he wishes 
to finish the business as quickly as possible. Said that was exactly what 
they wanted. He said Francis was much weaker in men, and if he con¬ 
quered, his victory would be of little use ; that neither the Swiss nor the 
Venetians were his warm friends. Told him how Mouzon had surrendered; 
on whieh he said that such a captain would be made an example of in Eng¬ 
land. He also mentioned the invasion of Hungary by the Turk, and finally 
showed Du Prat letters from the King Catholic, asking that his Chancellor 
might be sent back ; to which he had answered that in that case Du Prat 
and he would both leave, which he thought would bring the Chancellor to 
a speedy determination. The Venetian ambassador has just showed them 
letters written by the ambassador “ de la serenissime ” with the King 
Catholic, saying that the said King is gone to Louvain, to obtain the rest of 
Chievres’ money from his wife, and that many men and horses and artillery 
had gone from Flanders, Brabant, and Haynault to attack Tournay. Fran¬ 
cis will know by the letters from the captain of Ardres, and by theirs of 
yesterday, of his late victory. One captain and two standard bearers were 
killed, and the sieur De Lique, captain of the Infantry, severely wounded. 
One of their soldiers, who was already on the wall, was killed by an old 
woman who brings them the captain’s letters under pretence of coming to 
sell eggs.

Received his letter this All Souls’ Day, in the morning. Is sorry 
Darcy was not answered after his mind, by his letters concerning “the 
auditor’s bill that he made for the declaration of your farms and fee,** 
which Bolton delivered to Lyster with the letters. There is no fear of 
Mr. Arthur for any such matter. “ I knew he would not disappoint one 
thing of your pleasure, to get more profit to him than the whole fee is.” 
Wrote what he believed to be the truth about him. May be deceived, but 
thinks that no honorable man in the realm is so well served. Is glad to 
see it, because if anything lack, it is not by their negligence. As to the 
bill of Mr. Burgon, it is not the warrant that the receiver requires 
for his discharge, but Darcy’s bill of receipt.

The Cardinal has sent Mr. More and Mr. Fitz- 
william to the King this last week from Calais. His return is doubtful, 
as he is waiting for the embassies sent from Calais to the Emperor and 
the French king, viz., my lord of Durham, Mr. Husey, the master of 
the Rolls, and Mr. Boleyn, to the Emperor, the lord Chamberlain, th# 
bishop of Ely and lord of St. John’s to the French king. There is a truce 
and league taken with the Emperor and French king for all English merchants 
and fishers in the Narrow Seas and Downs. Has heard no other news.

33. Wm. Sabin to Surrey. 

On May Day was as high up as the Bass at 3 o’clock in the morning. 
If the wind had kept favourable, would have been as high as Hensketh 
without being descried ; but it blew so contrary, they were obliged to anchor 
four miles above the Bass, where they rode that day. Next day manned 
their boats, and went to shore, to burn a village at the water side above 
a castle called Mall Tallant (Tantallon), but were prevented from landing 
by a great body of horse and foot; killed some with their ordnance. 
It was two days before they could anchor at Hensketh, four good miles 
from Leith, “ and they of Leith shot a good piece of ordnance to welcome 
us. That day we fetched fresh water ou the aylond, and there we found i 
40 ship, and refreshed all our ships.” Manned the boats in the afternoon 
to burn the fisher boats at a pier, but the town of Kylkehorne (Kinghorn?^ 
came with ordnance, and drove them off 1 . The firing lasted three hours, but 
they hurt none of our men, except two of Coke’s, while we killed two of 
theirs. Ventured to assault Leith, though it was a lea shore, and “ fare flats.” 
Thinks some of their shot entered the town, “ that such another peal was 
not rung there this twenty year of so few ships.” That was the Sunday 
after May Day. Next brought the ships one by one as near as possible 
to Kylkehorn, and made each ship fire against the town in succession ; “ and 
we gave them a peal to ring Allen to high mass.” Horse and cart migh* 
have been driven through the tiled houses. If the duke of Albany was in 
Edinburgh, or twenty miles off^ he might have heard our peal to matins and 
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Wit. Sarin to Surrey—com*. 

mass. Came along the north side, and shot five pieces into Grett Desser 
(Dysart). 

Describes his attack upon a ship at anchor, which was rescued by the 
country people, his capture of a ship of Copmau Ilaven (Copenhagen), laden 
with rye and bound to Ostcrdam. The one half is Hans Ska’s, the other 
belongs to a w'idow named Scybrett, who is great with the King of Denmark. 
Has taken the Frenchmen and Danes that w'ere in her. “ The Galleon of 
Depe, and another ship with her, took the Dane twenty miles from their own 
place, and sent them to Leith in Scotland to a made their portsall.” The 
Danes say that the King of Denmark has gone to Sweden with 22 sails, 
and that he will have no Scotch ships in his wages. Will send the ship to 
Newcastle, with a letter to the customer to unlade it, and sell the rye in all 
haste, as it is badly wet. His servant will repair the ship, and bring 
her to Ipswich. Can hear of no Scotch ships, but a bark of Davy Fakenar’s 
and one of Hob ii Barton’s, which he thinks are still in Leith haven. “There 
is five topcheps and ten crayers ; that is all we can perceive.” Has sent 
Sir John Tremnyle and Harper for the Scotch ordnance, and has written 
to I)acre. If he had two good ships to land 500 men, Avould have burned 
half a dozen good villages, “ for they stand very well and near the waterside.” 
Were ready to leave the Frith on 5 th May but for the wind. “Written 
under sail coming to Skate lioad, taiTying for the Scotch ordnance, the 10th 
day of May.”

R. O. The generals near Cremona have at hast paid the infantry their 

wages, without which they refused to proceed. The Spanish infantry took 
the castle of Pizleo, granting their lives and property to the defenders. 
The rest encamped three miles from Cremona, to cut off provisions and 
assistance. I hear that there are in the town about 200 men-at-arms

You should decide how to act with the Swiss, 
ns they disagree with the French, and would easily take your part 
as the bishop of Veroli, the Papal nuncio, affirms.

It. O. Thos. Carmynow has complained to the King of the ill behavior of 

himself and his son, in the arrest of the under-keeper of Restormel Park, 
and the King has commanded him to send up nine persons to be examined 
about killing deer and breaking the park gates. Sends the deposition of 
the said keeper, and the inquisitions mndc by certain justices of the peace, 
which prove the reports about him are untrue. Asks Wolsey to be good 
lord to the men he has seut up, for they have not deserved the King’s dis¬ 
pleasure, but for many years their crops have been much damaged by the 
deer, owing to Carmynowe's ill conduct. He has been many times accused 
of overpressing the pasture with his own beasts, and of killing the deer, 
and he tries to excuse himself by complaining of poor men. If it were 
necessary to punish any one, C'nrmynowe is not fit to do it. As to the com¬ 
plaint that Arundel favored tho two men who broke out of Restormell 
Castle, the truth is that Carmynowe had kept them in prison for a month 
for no reasonable cause, and would not deliver them at Arundel’s request, 
who, with another justice, was determined to deliver them and take sureties 
of them to appear, because of their small offence, and that they were in 
danger of their lives from cold and hunger. Meanwhile they escaped, and 
came to him to demand justice. Sent for the under-keeper, who confessed 
that he had arrested them for stealing tin out of the castle and for killing 
deer. Took sureties of them and the keeper to be present at the ussizee, 
when the keeper laid nothing to their charge, and the justices dismissed 
them.

20,000 Irishmen have come within these twelve months into Pem¬ 
brokeshire, the lordship of HaverfordWest, and along the sea to St. David’s. 
They are for the most part rascals out of the dominions of the rebel earl of 
Desmond ; very few from the English pale. The town of Tenby is almost 
all Irish, rulers and commons, who disobey all the King's processes issuing 
from the exchequer of Pembroke, supposing their charter warrants them 
to do so. One of them, named Germyn Gruffith, is owner of two great 
ships, well appointed with ordnance. They will take no English or Welsh 
into their service. Last year, hearing of a great number of them being 
landed, the writer made a privy watch, and in two little parishes took above 
200, and sent them to sea again. They have since returned with many- 
more, all claiming kindred in the country, but he has ever since expelled 
them as before. Throughout the circuit there are four Irishmen to one

45. Deposition of Lots de Ligne, Sieub de Barbanson. 

In Aug. 1523 was at the court at Brussels, when two Cordeliers, 
sent by the guardian of the convent of Cambray, came thither with a 
certain writing, which one of them delivered to Madarae’s confessor. This 
writing was shown to the council; present, the cardinal of Liege, the 
counts Buren and Hooghstrate, Jehan lord Berghes, the president of 
Malines, the treasurer Ruffault, the Audiencer, the Dom prevost d’Utrecht 
and Barbauson. It contained suggestions for making a peace, truce or 
neutrality with the Low Countries, which several present thought was a trick 
to make the people mutiny, and create suspicion among the Emperor’s allies. 
It was decided that the Cardinal should see the Cordeliers, which he did, 
and reported next day * in consequence of which it was resolved to appre¬ 
hend them, but they escaped. A day or two after, Barbanson left Brussels 
for his house at La Bussiere, where two Friars Minors came to him. 
Talking about the chances of peace, one of them said he had been with the 
guardian of Cambray, who told him that a peace, or at least a truce or 
neutrality, would be made for the Low Countries, through the Dom prevost, 
without the knowledge of the Emperor. Desired him, in the Emperor’s 
name, to go to Cambray and sift the matter, which he did, Barbanson 
writing to his guardian for leave ; but, when he arrived, he found that the 
guardian had been sent for by Madame. He questioned the vicar, who 
told him that the guardian of Roye, as well as his guardian, had been sent 
for, and were lodging at the “Grant Myroir,” at Brussels Two horses, 
two pair of boothose ( houseaux ), two black cloaks and two black hats were 
sent to the convent for their use. 

He waited three days, till the guardian returned, when he took oc¬ 
casion to ask him if the matter they had before talked of would come to 
pass. The guardian answered, that there were some troublesome people 
(espritz cornutz), who prevented it; and bid him speak no more on the 
subject. On his return to Brussels, Barbunson inquired, by Madame’s 
order, at the “ Myroir,” and found that the two guardians had staid there, 
that they came very late, and left very early.
